Degree. 

Bro.  Milton  Trusler  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  order  of  business  of  the  last  session  of  the 
National  Grange  be  adopted  as  the  order  of  business  of  this  ses- 
sion, until  further  action  is  taken. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Brigham  of  Ohio  offered  the  following,  which  was 

adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  and  are  hereby 
directed  to  revise  and  publish  the  proceedings  of  this  session  of 
the  National  Grange,  and  to  cause  six  thousand  copies  of  the 
same  to  be  printed. 

The  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Butchers' 
National  Protective  Association,  which  was  refer ied  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Good  of  the  Order. 

The  Secretary  also  presented  resolutions  relative  to  the  Three 
Americas  and  World's  Exposition  at  the  National  Capital ;  also 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order. 


Bro.  Sims  extended  an  invitation  to  the  National  Grange  to 
visit  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  at  Manhattan,  on 
Saturday,  the  17th  inst. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Clardy  of  Kentucky,  the  invitation  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  Grange. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Coles,  of  New  Jersey,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  instructed  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Gate  Keeper  for 
this  session  of  the  National  Grange. 

The  following  official  act  of  the  Acting  Master  has  been  pro- 
mulgated : 

A  PROCLAMATION. 

To  the  State  and  Subordinate  Oranges  of  America  :  . 

Whereas  :  I  have  been  officially  notified  that  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  has  been  adopted  by  the  Con- 
stitutional majority  of  State  Granges  :— 

Under  National  Grange,  Section  2,  page  14,  Seventh  Degree, 
1st  and  2d  lines,  strike  out  the  words:  "National  Grange,  who 
have  served  one  year  therein,"  and  insert  the  words  :  "  Order, 
who  have  received  the  Sixth  Degree  ;  "  and  in  the  third  line,  after 
the  word  "election,"  add  the  words  :  "  upon  the  payment  of  one 
dollar." 

When  amended  it  will  read : 

"  Seventh  Degree,  Ceres  (Charity).  Members  of  the  Order  who 
have  received  the  Sixth  Degree,  may  become  members  of  this 
Degree  in  the  National  Grange,  upon  application  and  election, 
and  the  payment  of  one  dollar." 

I  therefore  promulgate  the  same  and  declare  said  amendment 
to  be  a  component  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  National 
Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  subscribed  my  name, 
and  affixed  the  seal  of  the  National  Grange,  this  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty- eight.  Jambs  Drafbb, 

Acting  Master  of  the  National  Grange. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  D.  Clardy,  the  Grange  accepted  the  in- 
vitation of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  travel  over  its 
line  in  visiting  the  Kansas  State  Agricultural  College  on  Satur- 
day next. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Ava  E.  Page,  the  Worthy  Master  was  di- 
rected to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  members  to  collect  and 
teport  to  the  representatives  of  the  press  such  matters  of  impor- 
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tance  to  the  agricultural  world  as  may  transpire  at  the  daily  ses- 
sions of  the  National  Grange. 

The  Worthy  Master  appointed  the  following  as  the  Commit- 
tee :  Brothers  A.  E.  Page,  Missouri ;  J.  H.  Hale,  Connecticut  > 
and  Alpha  Meseer,  Vermont. 

On  motion  of  Bro,  X.  X.  Chartters,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
National  Grange  meet  in  this  hall  on  Sunday  next  at  2  P.  M.,  to 
hold  memorial  services  in  respect  to  our  deceased  brother  and 
Worthy  Master  Put  Darden,  of  the  National  Grange,  and  others ; 
and  that  committees  be  appointed  to  prepare  suitable  resolutions* 

At  12.30  P.  M.,  on  motion  of  Bro.  Robie,  of  Maine,  a  recess 
was  taken  until  2.30  o'clock  P.  M. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Recess  haying  expired,  the  Grange  re-assembled  at  2.30  o'clock, 
in  the  Fourth  Degree. 

The  Worthy  Master  then  read  the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Officer  $  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange,  and  Patron* : 

That  event  that  compels  me  at  this  time  to  present  to  you  the 
Master's  Annual  Address  is  still  so  fresh  in  your  minds  that  it 
need  not  be  recalled. 

That  vacant  chair,  draped  in  the  emblems  of  mourning,  pro- 
claims in  silent  language—1'  The  Master  of  the  National  Grange 
is  dead." 

It  is  hard  to  realize  that  the  erect  form  that  stood  before  us  one 
year  ago  now  lies  in  the  Silent  City  of  the  Dead,  and  that  the 
clear  musical  tones  of  that  voice,  so  familiar  to  many  of  us  in 
the  councils  of  this  body  for  the  past  eleven  years,  is  now  hushed 
in  the  stillness  of  death. 

With  every  changing  stage  of  our  proceedings,  we  shall 
awaken  to  a  fuller  realization  of  the  loss  this  National  Grange, 
and  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  our  tried  and  faithful  brother  and  leader,  Put  Darden. 

This  is  not  the  time  nor  occasion  to  pronounce  an  eulogy. 
This  Grange  will  set  apart  a  time  for  appropriate  Memorial 
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8ervice,  and  the  manly  virtues,  exemplary  Christian  character, 
endearing  devotion  to  family,  loyalty  to  the  Order,  and  personal 
sacrifice  and  heroic  efforts  in  behalf  of  American  Agriculture, 
will  be  proclaimed  by  abler  tongues  than  mine,  and  recorded  in 
the  Archives  of  the  Grange  to  be  preserved  for  future  ages. 

We  meet  to-day  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Topeka,  in  a  State 
whose  rapid  progress  and  prosperity  as  an  agricultural  State  is 
unparalleled  in  our  country' s  history.  Surely  here  it  is  that  the 
associations  and  surroundings  are  so  appropriate,  and  in  keeping 
with  our  progress  as  an  organization,  and  the  inspiration  we 
may  expect  to  receive  from  meeting  in  Twenty-second  Annual 
Session  with  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  of  Kansas  will  stimulate 
us  all  to  greater  activity  in  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  American 
Agriculture,  and  in  the  material  prosperity  of  our  common 
country. 

In  the  short  time  at  my  command,  and  brief  service  as  Acting 
Master,  I  will  endeavor  to  present  for  your  consideration  such 
matters  of  interest  and  importance  to  the  order  as  have  engaged 
my  thought  and  attention. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  OBDBB. 

The  organization  of  one  hundred  and  ninety -three  Subordinate 
Granges  during  the  past  year  warrants  the  assertion  that  the 
Order  is  in  a  healthful  and  flourishing  condition. 

The  greatest  increase  in  per  cent,  in  membership  has  been  made 
in  North  Carolina,  while  the  New  England  States  show  a  con- 
tinual increase  both  in  membership  and  new  Granges.  Col- 
orado has  developed  marked  activity  and  progress,  and  is 
represented  again  this  year  in  the  councils  of  this  body. 

The  increase  of  membership  by  initiation,  new  organizations, 
and  reorganization  in  the  several  States  will  appear  in  the  report 
of  your  Secretary,  and  matters  pertaining  to  our  finances  in  that 
of  the  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

Taking  into  account  that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of 
great  political  excitement  and  activity,  and  that  the  minds  of  the 
people  have  been  more  or  less  diverted  from  their  several  pur- 
suits and  interests,  the  condition  of  the  Order,  as  a  whole,  is 
decidedly  encouraging. 

OURXEGISLATIVE  INTEBE8TS,  AND  THE  NEED  OF  IMFBOYEMENT 

IN  OUR  METHOD  OF  PROCEDURE. 

The  experience  of  our  organization,  during  the  past  year,  in 
securing  legislation  favorable  to  the  agricultural  industries  of  the 
country  has  shown  the  imperative  necessity  of  a  more  perfect 
system  in  the  supervision  of  our  Legislative  interests. 

We  have  worked  at  a  disadvantage  altogether  too  long,  and 
our  plans  have  been  completely  frustrated,  in  some  instances,  for 
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the  want  of  proper  authority  to'  act  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
National  Grange. 

It  is  true  that  in  some  instances  this  body  has  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  take  this  important  matter  in  charge,  and  when  they 
have  attended  to  their  duties,  and  been  promptly  supported  by 
the  State  Grange  officials,  either  by  letter  or  telegram,  they  have 
made  their  attendance  and  influence  felt  before  the  Committees 
of  Congress.  But  the  work  we  have  undertaken  now  will  not 
permit  of  an  occasional  provision  of  this  kind  alone.  We  need, 
and  must  have,  some  person  stationed  at  Washington,  while 
Congress  is  in  session,  and  when  matters  Are  under  consideration 
that  are  in  the  line  of  the  general  policy  of  this  body,  armed 
with  authority  to  act  for  the  National  Grange  in  summoning 
such  needed  attendance  as  will  be  most  available,  to  attend  hear- 
ings before  Congressional  Committees,  and  who  will  be  in  close 
communication  by  telegraph  with  Masters  of  State  Granges, 
when  influence  is  wanted  to  bear  upon  members  of  both 
branches  in  securing  favorable  action  on  our  Bills. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

The  bill,  to  enlarge  the  power  and  duties  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  after  another  year's  agitation  in  Congress,  seems  to 
have  met  the  fate  of  former  years  by  being  defeated  in  the 
Senate.  For  a  brief  review  of  the  history  of  this  bill,  and  the 
present  status  of  affairs  in  relation  thereto,  I  am  indebted  to 
Hon.  W.  EL  Hatch,  Member  of  Congress  from  Missouri,  for  the 
following  information : 

"In  the  third  session  of  the  Forty  sixth  Congress,  February  7, 
1881,  Mr.  Aiken,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  moved  to 
suspend  the  rules  and  pass  House  bill  4909,  on  which  motion 
the  yeas  were  164,  nays  83,  not  voting  45,  thus  failing  by  1  vote 
to  receive  the  necessary  two-thirds. 

"  Again  in  the  first  session  of  the  Forty-seventh  Congress, 
House  bill  4429  was  reported  to  the  House  by  Mr.  Anderson, 
from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  made  a  special  order,  and 
after  full  consideration  and  discussion,  on  May  10,  1882,  passed 
the  House  by  the  overwhelming  vote  of  yeas  183,  nays  7,  not 
voting  101 . 

"Again  in  the  second  session  of.  the  Forty-eighth  Congress, 
December  15th,  1884,  Mr.  Aiken,  from  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture, moved  to  suspend  the  rule  and  pass  House  bill  1457,  which, 
after  discussion  under  the  rules,  passed  the  House  by  the  deci- 
sive vote  of  yeas  166,  nays  69,  not  voting  88. 

"And  again,  in  the  Forty -ninth  Congress,  January  ltth,  1887, 
Mr.  Hatch,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  having  reported 
bill  H.  R.  5189,  after  mature  deliberation  and  discussion  by  the 
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House,  the  same  was  passed  by  the  overwhelming  vote  of  yeas 
226,  nays  26,  not  voting  67. 

4 'This  bih  passed  the  Senate  February  23d,  1887,  with  Amend- 
ments,  was  returned  to  the  House  February  25th,  1887,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  and  February  26th,  1887, 
reported  back  to  the  House  with  the  recommendation  that  said 
amendments  be  concurred  in. 

u  Owing  to  the  short  time  intervening  before  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress,  March  4th,  1887,  and  the 
condition  of  the  regular  appropriation  bills,  it  was  impracticable 
to  obtain  consideration  of  the  Senate  amendments  by  the  House, 
and  this  important  measure  again  failed  to  become  a  law. 

"  The  principal  amendment  placed  upon  the  bill  by  the  Senate 
in  the  closing  days  of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress  was  an  addi- 
tional section : 

'•  That  the  weather  service  of  the  United  States  Signal  Service 
Bureau  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
to  take  effect  July  1st,  1888. 

14  This  amendment  was  warmly  approved  by  the  Committee 
on  Agriculture  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  they  unani- 
mously reported  to  the  House  in  favor  of  concurring  therein. 

"  That  no  further  delay  might  occur  in  perfecting  the  bill  and 
sending  it  to  the  President  for  his  action,  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  at  the  present  session  of  Congress,  March  7th,  1888, 
reported  the  bill  to  the  House  with  this  section  intact  and  with- 
out alteration. 

"  Without  alteration  or  amendment  the  bill  passed  the  House 
May  21st,  1888,  and  was  sent  to  the  Senate. 

"  Although  it  had  been  beiore  that  body  for  its  action  repeat- 
edly, as  heretofore  stated,  it  was  not  finally  acted  upon  until 
September  21st,  1888,  when  it  was  returned  to  the  House  with 
amendments,  the  only  one  of  any  importance  being  an  amend- 
ment to  strike  from  the  bill  the  fifth  section,  which  had  originated 
in  the  Senate,  and  had  been  accepted  by  the  House. 

"  This  was  done  at  a  time  when  it  was  notorious  that  no  quo- 
rum was  present  in  the  House,  and  in  all  probability  would  not 
be  until  the  next  session,  and  when  a  single  objection  under  the 
rules  would  defeat  any  action  upon  the  Senate  amendments,  and 
thus  defeat  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  at  this  session. 

"  Having  kept  the  bill  four  months,  and  finding  no  other 
pretext  for  emasculating  it  and  preventing  its  passage  at  this 
session,  the  Senate  deliberately  struck  out  the  only  section  of  the 
bill  which  had  originated  in  the  Senate  at  the  last  session  and 
which  was  deemed  of  value  and  importance  by  the  farmers  of 
America,  who  will  not  be  slow  to  comprehend  the  animus  of 
such  action  or  to  fix  the  responsibility  of  these  repeated  delays 
where  it  properly  belongs." 
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•  This  in  substance  means  lhat  we  must  continue  our  efforts  in 
the  same  manner  as  heretofore,  but  by  emphasizing  our  demands 
in  a  manner  that  will  not  be  misunderstood  by  the  United  States 
Senate. 

SUPPRESSION  OF  TRUSTS. 

The  alarming  combinations  of  capital  in  the  form  of  Trusts, 
seeking  the  control  of  the  products  of  nearly  all  our  industries, 
is  working  an  injury  to  the  producer  and  consumer  alike,  unpar- 
alleled in  tbe  history  of  the  world.  A  few  years  ago  there  were 
comparatively  few  Trusts  in  existence.  Today  the  spirit  has 
permeated  nearly  every  avenue  of  trade,  and  the  agriculture  of 
America  in  all  its  varied  products  is  its  greatest  sufferer.  If 
combination  must  be  met  by  organization,  then  the  Orange,  as 
the  only  national  organization  of  agriculturists,  must  take  the 
first  aggressive  steps  in  defending  that  industry  which  underlies 
all  other  industries  and  which  affects  so  largely  the  national 
prosperity.  Already,  Bills  have  been  introduced  into  both 
branches  of  Congress,  looking  to  the  suppression  of  Trusts  and 
tbe  protection  of  the  people  from  their  UDJust  demands. 

No  question  of  national  legislation  will  be  met  with  greater' 
opposition  by  the  moneyed  power  of  the  country,  and  the 
contest  will  be  the  severest  that  has  ever  been  encountered. 

It  will  be  for  the  Orange  to  strike  hands  with  the  weak,  and 
use  the  organized  power  and  influence  of  its  membership  in  shap- 
ing legislation  to  protect  our  people  from  this  new  form  of  giant 
monopoly. 

THE  QUESTION  OP  PURE  FOOD. 

At  the  Washington  Session  of  the  National  Orange  in  1881, 
the  question  of  "Adulteration  of  Food  "  was  brought  before  this 
body  in  a  very  forcible  manner,  by  Mr.  George  T.  Angel,  of 
Massachusetts,  and  carefully  compiled  statistics  were  presented, 
showing  to  what  extent  the  numberless  articles  of  food  were 
being  adulterated,  and  very  largely,  with  substances  deleterious 
to  the  health  of  the  consumer. 

From  that  day  to  this  the  work  of  adulteration  has  been 
carried  on  with  alarming  rapidity,  until  it  has  assumed  a  propor- 
tion so  gigantic  that  it  not  only  threatens  the  healthfulness  of 
nearly  every  article  of  diet,  but  is  striking  a  damaging  blow  at 
some  of  the  most  important  products  of  the  agricultural  indus- 
tries of  the  nation. 

The  fraudulent  imitations  of  the  Dairy  products  in  the  form 
of  Oleomargerine,  Butterine  and  the  like,  have  already  alarmed 
the  people,  and  remedies  have  been  secured  in  some  instances, 
and  are  still  being  demanded  in  others,  by  State  and  National 
Legislation. 

The  developments  growing  out  of  the  investigations  of  the 
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alleged  adulterations  of  Lard,  by  the  Congressional  Committee 
on  Agriculture,  have  revealed  a  status  of  affairs  too  revolting  to 
our  sensibilities,  to  be  narrated  here.  Suffice  it  to  say,  this 
Committee  have  given  the  question  of  "  Pure  Food  Legislation ,f 
their  careful  consideration,  and  several  bills,  looking  to  the 
remedy  of  this  evil,  have  already  been  introduced  to  Congress. 

For  what  has  been  accomplished  thus  far  in  bringing  the 
matter  before  the  people,  as  well  as  impressing  upon  the  Com- 
mittee of  Congress  its  importance,  and  urging  upon  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  the  necessity  of  early  legislation,  great 
credit  is  due  to  Bro.  A.  J.  Wedderburn,  Chairman  of  the  Legis- 
lative Committee  of  the  Virginia  State  Grange,  whose  persistent, 
self-sacrificing  efforts,  in  behalf  of  Pure  Food  Legislation,  enti- 
tles him  to  our  grateful  recognition  and  appreciation. 

Whether  the  bills  presented  are  too  broad  or  too  narrow  in 
their  scope,  or  thoroughly  practical  in  their  application  to  the 
evil  that  confronts  us,  is  not  for  me  to  assert. 

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  should  carefully  consider  this 
matter,  and  present  for  your  approval  such  action  as  will  enable 
this  organization  to  use  its  united  power  and  influence  in  aiding 
such  legislation  as  will  prevent  the  continuation  of  this  food  adul- 
teration. 

THE  TARIFF. 

Whatever  may  be  the  position  of  our  members  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  Tariff  Legislation,  it  can  be  asserted  without  fear  of  con- 
tradiction that  the  Tariff  agitation  of  the  past  three  months  has 
been  more  in  the  line  of  a  political  policy  to  influence  the  votes  of 
the  people,  than  that  of  a  purely  business  question,  having  a 
direct  effect  upon  our  nation's  general  prosperity. 

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  introduce  the  question  whether  a  Pro- 
tective Tariff  or  absolute  Free  Trade  would  best  serve  the  inter- 
ests of  the  entire  body  politic,  but  as  our  nation's  industries  have 
become  adjusted  to  a  protective  tariff,  and  as  it  is  not  possible 
that  any  radical  change  will  be  made  in  the  direction  of  free 
trade  within  a  few  years  at  least,  it  becomes  this  National  Or- 
ganization to  define  its  position  on  some  of  the  most  important 
productions  of  the  agricultural  industry,  and  to  decide  to  what 
extent  we  should  demand  protection  thereon. 

The  whole  tendency  of  Tariff  Legislation  heretofore  has  been 
tc  give  liberal  protection  to  the  manufacturing  and  mining 
icdus tries,  leaving  the  agricultural  products  but  lightly  protected, 
-while  in  regard  to  some  of  its  most  important  products,  notably 
ti  at  of  wool,  it  has  been  proposed  to  have  on  the  free  list.  A  careful 
8  udy  and  consideration  of  our  present  tariff  law,  shows  that  the 
average  duty  of  all  interests  combined  is  al)out  47  per  cent. ;  that 
tl  e  manufacturing  interests  alone  are  protected  to  the  amount  of 
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55  per  cent.,  while  the  average  on  agricultural  products  is  only 
about  20  per  cent.  This  inequality  has  existed  altogether  too 
long,  and  although  our  political  instructors  inform  us  that  the 
"home  market M  which  manufacturing  industries  give  to  agri- 
culture should  atone  in  a  great  measure  for  this  inequality,  we 
are  boldly  confronted  with  the  fact  that  the  agricultural  toilers 
even  in  the  manufacturing  districts  are  having  a  hard  struggle 
to  acquire  the  necessaries  of  life. 

The  Declaration  of  Purposes  of  our  Order  demands—"  Pro-  \ 
tection  for  the  weak,  restraint  upon  the  strong.' '  Equitable 
tariff  legislation  is  an  issue  second  to  none  in  importance  in  this 
direction,  and,  to  accomplish  anything,  we  must  use  our  undi- 
vided influence  and  organized  power  in  demanding  a  reduction 
of  the  highly  protected  industries  to  correspond  with  the  protec- 
tion agriculture  is  now  receiving,  or  else  an  increase  of  protec- 
tion to  agriculture,  that  shall  be  equitable  and  just  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

And  let  me  add  in  this  connection  that,  if  we  are  ever  to 
accomplish  anything  in  this  direction,  we  must  have  our  inter- 
ests represented  at  the  proper  time,  by  those  duly  authorized  to 
represent  this  organization,  before  the  congressional  committees, 
having  this  matter  in  charge,  and  supplement  this  work  with 
such  personal  and  united  influence  as  we  are  able  to  exert  upon 
those  who  represent  our  several  districts  in  Congress. 

It  is  possible  that  we  may  not  all  be  agreed  on  this  question, 
but  its  importance  demands  our  fullest  and  purest  investigation, 
and  any  discussion  that  may  arise  should  be  conducted  from 
a  patriotic  and  business  standpoint,  rather  than  from  a  partisan  or 
political,  which  our  laws  forbid,  and  when  we  have  agreed  upon 
a  policy,  we  have  only  to  act  together  in  our  organized  capacity,  . 
as  in  the  past,  and  a  fair  measure  of  success  will  surely  attend  our 
efforts. 

THB  STATE  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES. 

I  desire  to  present  for  your  consideration  a  question  involving 
an  important  change  in  the  management  of  the  State  Universi- 
ties that  were  established  under  the  Morrill  Land  Grant  Act  of 
1862,  looking  to  the  provision  for  a  half  yearly  course  for  tha 
benefit  of  the  sons  of  our  farmers  and  artisans,  who  cannot, 
under  the  present  system,  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  an 
Agricultural,  Technical  or  Classical  education.  The  truth  pre- 
sents itself  in  the  fact  that  the  parents  of  thousands  of  our  boys 
cannot  afford  to  send  them  to  the  higher  educational  institutions, 
for  tbe  whole  year,  as  they  are  dependent  upon  their  assistance 
through  the  summer  months,  either  on  the  farm  or  in  the  varied 
trades  that  are  active  then,  but  which  are  comparatively  quiet 
during  the  winter  months.    By  arranging  for  a  winter  term  and 
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course  of  study,  to  begin  about  October  20th  and  closing  early  in 
April,  these  same  boys,  as  well  as  those  less  favored  who  are 
dependent  wholly  upon  their  own  labor  to  secure  the  necessary 
funds,  would  have  an  opportunity,  through  a  course  of  study  of 
four  half-yearly  terms,  to  obtain  an  education  that  would  have 
a  direct  and  practical  bearing  in  its  application  to  numerous  call- 
ings in  life,  while  those  who  are  intent  upon  a  professional  avo- 
cation could,  if  necessary,  continue  their  studies  for  a  longer 
term  of  years  with  that  end  in  view. 

Many  of  you  present,  who  are  to  day  connected  with  the  man- 
agement of  our  State  Universities,  need  no  reminder  of  the 
constant  inquiry,  •*  Is  there  any  opportunity  for  a  boy  to  perform 
some  kind  of  labor,  while  at  school,  to  help  pay  his  expenses  ?" 
In  some  States  there  is  a  strong  effort  being  made  to  secure  a 
state  appropriation  for  a  "  Labor  Fund  "  to  be  used  in  develop- 
ing college  farms  and  so  give  employment  to  these  same  boys,  and 
thus  enable  them  to  secure  a  good  education. 

I  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  this  Order,  whose  strongest  pillar 
in  its  superstructure  is  education,  to  consider  with  great  care  not 
only  this,  but  any  practical  plan  that  will  enable  these  institu- 
tions, founded  by  our  United  States  Government,  to  make  such 
wise  and  liberal  provisions  as  will  secure  for  these  boys  of 
limited  means  and  opportunities,  the  advantages  of  which  they 
are  now  deprived  for  reasons  already  mentioned. 

THE  HATCH  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS. 

The  funds  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Stations  in  the  several  States  of  the  Union 
having  become  available  the  present  year,  and  the  work  of  con- 
struction and  equipment  of  stations  and  the  beginning  of  experi- 
mental work,  being  now  in  different  stages  of  accomplishment 
in  the  several  States,  it  is  important  that  the  Grange  should,  at 
the  outset,  take  a  strong  position  in  aiding  the  work  of  the  Sta- 
tions in  every  possible  way.  We  have  the  perfect  organization 
needed  for  disbursing  information,  as  well  as  gathering  facts  and 
Incidents  that  will  aid  very  materially  in  conducting  the  experi- 
mental work  of  the  stations.  I  would  earnestly  recommend  that 
each  State  Grange  make  provision  for  the  election  of  a  Commit- 
ted on  Experiment  Stations  consisting  of  three  members,  one  of 
which  should  be  elected  annually  and  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  three  years,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
the  Stations  in  fulfilling  the  objects  for  which  they  were  created. 

GRANGE  VISITATION   AND  INSPECTION. 

At  the  Philadelphia  Session  of  the  National  Grange  in  1886, 
in  presenting  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Massa- 
chusetts, I  made  brief  allusion  to  a  service  of  Grange  visitation 
and  inspection  which  had  been  inaugurated  during  the  past  year, 
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and  the  very  satisfactory  results  that  followed.  The  same  ser- 
vice has  since  been  adopted  by  several  other  States,  and  invari- 
ably with  gratifying  success.  This  leads  me  to  recommend  its 
universal  adoption  by  the  State  Granges  with  the  approval  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  National  Orange.  My  reason  for  this 
may  be  briefly  summarized  as  follows  :  A  perfect  and  effectual 
organization  must  have  thorough  and  rigid  discipline,  and  a 
spirit  of  unity,  harmony  and  co-operative  efforts  on  the  part  of 
its  members.  The  commander  of  an  army  is  powerless  in  any 
emergency  unless  his  orders  are  promptly  obeyed.  The  execu- 
tion of  his  commands  will  be  of  little  avail  unless  all  his  troops 
are  uniformly  drilled,  and  under  full  command  of  their  superior 
officers.  The  efficiency  of  his  troops,  in  the  time  of  action,  de- 
pends not  always  so  much  upon  numbers  as  upon  the  thorough 
manner  in  which  the  first  principles  of  military  science  are  un- 
derstood and  applied  by  his  soldiers. 

The  National  Grange  has  been  engaged  for  years  in  a  warfare 
in  behalf  of  American  agriculture.  It  has  encountered  opposi- 
tion in  the  form  of  the  most  oppressive  railroad  extortion  and 
unjust  discrimination ;  combinations  of  capital  in  the  form  of 
monopolies  and  trusts,  as  well  as  the  most  pernicious  system  of 
gambling  in  grain  through  a  system  of  dealing  in  futures  ;  in 
protecting  the  farmer  from  the  illegal  claims  for  royalty  for  pre- 
tended patent  rights  ;  in  defending  the  immense  Dairy  interests 
of  the  country  from  a  counterfeit  product  in  the  form  of  oleo- 
margerine,  as  well  as  the  adulteration  of  food. 

Much  has  already  been  accomplished,  as  the  records  of  our 
work  bear  ample  testimony,  but  all  these  evils  have  not  yet  been 
remedied,  and  new  and  important  issues  are  being  encountered 
every  year.  These  gigantic  combinations  must  be  met  by  a 
strong  and  powerful  organization  ;  this  organization,  to  become 
powerful,  must  be  well  trained,  under  thorough  discipline  and 
united  in  its  purpose,  and  this  training  must  begin  in  the  Subor- 
dinate Grange.  An  official  visit  from  a  Deputy  of  a  State  Grange 
to  a  Subordinate  Grange  brings  about  a  closer  sympathy  and 
union  between  the  two  bodies.  It  secures  a  more  thorough  ob- 
servance of  our  ritualistic  work,  a  more  rigid  conformity  to  our 
constitutional  law,  a  better  system  of  keeping  records  and  ac- 
counts, a  more  prompt  collection  of  the  quarterly  dues,  it  gives 
an  opportunity  for  disseminating  Grange  intelligence  from 
Grange  to  Grange,  enabling  the  weak  to  gather  inspiration  and 
encouragement  from  the  strong,  and  thus  the  best  product  of  the 
intellectual,  social  and  material  prosperity  of  the  order  is  gath- 
ered by  the  State  Deputies,  and  used  by  them  in  the  upbuilding 
of  the  Order,  wherever  it  is  found  to  be  weak.  Thus,  through 
the  work  of  his  Deputies,  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange  knows 
the  exact  condition  of  the  Order  in  his  State,  what  are  the  most 
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urgent  needs,  and  what  assistance  to  render. 

He  knows,  also,  the  strength  of  his  working  forces  and  where 
to  call,  in  any  emergency,  for  prompt  and  effective  help,  in  his 
efforts  to  advance  the  interests  of  his  people  through  organized 
efforts.  This  official  visitation  should  go  still  farther  and  the 
Masters  of  the  State  Oranges  should  make  a  visit  annually  to 
each  County  and  District  Organization  in  bis  State.  These  visits 
give  inspiration  to  the  membership,  creating  a  bond  of  sympathy 
asd  union  of  effort  between  the  working  forces  in  the  Order  that 
will  result  most  beneficially  when  any  of  the  issues  of  the  hour 
demand  action  by  our  organized  forces. 

This  closer  union  between  the  Master  of  the  State  Orange  and 
the  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Oranges  should  also  be  carried 
one  step  higher,  and  alike  perfect  union  of  thought  and  action 
should  exist  between  the  Master  of  each  State  Orange  and  the 
Master  of  the  National  Orange,  that  he  may  know  the  strength 
of  his  forces,  and  how,  by  united  action ,  he  can  use  the  entire 
strength  of  the  organization  in  meeting  the  pressing  dujties  of  the 
hour. 

While  admitting  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  increase 
our  membership  and  give  the  farmers  of  America,  and  their 
wives  and  children,  all  the  privileges  and  blessings  of  our  frater- 
nal Order,  I  am  convinced  that  the  power  and  effectiveness  of  our 
Order,  in  meeting  the  issues  of  to-day,  is  dependent  not  so  m  ch 
in  numbers,  as  in  a  thorough  organization  of  our  present  forces, 
and  that  its  efficiency  will  best  be  accomplished  through  a  gen- 
eral system  of  Orange  visitation  and  inspection  such  as  I  have 
endeavored  briefly  to  describe. 

I  commend  this  important  subject  to  your  careful  considera- 
tion. 

LECTCKE  AND  EDITORIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  new  departure  in  our  organization  has  now  been  in  ope- 
ration two  years,  and  the  results  and  benefits  that  have  accrued 
therefrom  will  be  shown  in  a  general  way  by  the  reports  of  Mas- 
ters of  State  Oranges,  as  well  as  from  the  returns  made  to  the 
Secretary's  office. 

As  far  as  my  observation  goes,  it  has  shown  that  where  the  lec- 
ture work  has  been  followed  up  by  personal  effort  and  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  membership,  very  gratifying  results  have  fol- 
lowed. But  where  the  people  are  depending  wholly  upon  the 
lecturer's  effort  to  arouse  and  enlighten  the  people,  and  do  noth- 
ing of  themselves  to  aid  and  strengthen  his  work,  it  is  almost  a 
useless  waste  of  time,  energy  and  money.  I  would  strongly 
advocate  the  appropriation  of  as  liberal  a  sum,  for  lecture  work, 
as  the  revenue  of  the  National  Orange  will  warrant,  and  expend 
the  same  in  such  States  as  are  considered  the  weaker  ones  in 
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GraDge  organization,  giving  precedent,  however,  to  those  States 
that  show  an  interest  to  co  operate  with  the  National  Grange  in 
perfecting  a  system  of  lecture  work,  which  will  reach  the  great- 
est number  with  the  means  at  its  command.  I  am  impressed 
that  our  first  duty  is  to  help  those  who  are  trying  to  help  them- 
selves. 

The  editorial  work  of  preparing  weekly  slips  for  the  press, 
giving  important  information  concerning  the  questions  that  are 
agitating  the  minds  of  our  members,  as  well  as  the  general  pro- 
gress of  the  Order,  should  be  continued,  but  whether  as  frequent 
as  heretofore  is  a  matter  to  be  seriously  considered.  Some  have 
advocated  i  educing  the  publication  of  the  slips  to  once  a  month 
on  the  ground  that,  aside  from  the  so  called  Grange  papers  that 
publish  the  matter  in  full,  but  a  small  portion  of  the  matter  ever 
appeals  in  print  in  the  Grange  Department  of  the  Agricultural 
Journals,  as  they  are  so  crowded  with  matter  of  local  Grange 
intelligence,  that  they  give  but  very  little  attention  to  that  which 
is  furnished  from  the  lecture  depaitment  of  the  National  Grange. 
In  this  same  line  of  argument,  but  comparatively  few  of  our 
Granges  hold  meetings  weekly  throughout  the  year,  and  as  one 
of  the  objects  of  this  work  was  to  bring  the  National  Grange 
into  closer  communication  with  each  Subordinate  Grange,  these 
weekly  issues  fail  to  secure  the  attention  that  their  impoitance 
demands 

I  question  the  advisability  of  a  re  print  of  much  of  the  Grange 
literature  used  during  the  past  two  years,  save  the  Declaration  of 
Purposes,  Directions  for  Lecture  Work,  How  to  Start  a  Grange, 
and  such  other  standard  document  as  are  needed  in  our  work. 

We  aie  living  in^an  age  of  progress  and  the  demand  for  some- 
thing new  and  practical  is  as  strongly  apparent  among  the  tillers 
of  the  soil,  as  those  engaged  in  other  avocations.  Whenever 
questions  of  vital  importance  to  our  industry  arise  and  the  need 
of  preparing  documents  for  circulation  among  our  members,  and 
the  farmers  of  the  country,  as  well,  becomes  apparent,  the  lee- 
tuier  should  have  the  needed  means  at  his  command  to  pre- 
pare, and  promptly  distribute  the  same  where  they  will  be  most 
effective  in  securing  desired  results. 

THE  MEMORIAL  SERVICE. 

The  custom  of  holding  at  each  session  a  service  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  the  members,  or  past  members,  of  the  National 
Grange  who  have  died  during  the  year,  as  beautiful  and  appro- 
priate as  it  is,  should  in  my  opinion,  be  somewhat  modified,  since 
the  number  of  members  who  have  served  in  the  National  Grange 
is  so  large  and  annually  glowing  much  larger. 

For  the  <.  fficers  and  active  members  of  the  National  Grange 
wfco  may  have  died  during  the  year  the  same  appropriate  ancj 
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impressive  ceremony  should  be  continued,  but,  in  the  case  of  the 
past  members  of  the  body,  the  event  should  be  properly  recog- 
nized by  suitable  resolutions  of  respect,  which  should  be 
engrossed  upon  our  records.  But  to  continue  a  custom  which 
so  often  comprises  the  names  of  those  who  served  so  many  years 
ago  in  the  body,  that  no  one  present  is  prepared,  by  personal 
acquaintance  or  association,  to  eulogize  or  speak  intelligently 
concerning  them,  is  hardly  appropriate,  and  ought  not  to  be 
expected  or  required. 

THE  GRANGE  AHD  AGRICULTURAL  PRS88. 

As  a  means  of  disseminating  Grange  intelligence,  and  provid- 
ing a  channel  through  which  the  official  orders  and  recommen- 
dations of  the  Officers  of  the  National  and  State  Granges  can  be 
communicated  promptly  to  each  individual  member  of  the 
Order,  nothing  could  be  more  serviceable  than  the  Grange  and 
Agricultural  Press,  provided  however  that  each  member  was  a 
subscriber  thereto.  Such  unfortunately  is  not  the  case,  and 
much  of  inttrest  to  our  fraternal  organization  falls  far  short  of  its 
mission  in  encouraging,  stimulating,  and  benefitting  our  mem- 
bers. 

Thousands  upon  thousands  of  our  members,  and  others,  may 
be  reached  through  the  printed  page,  who  cannot  attend  a  lec- 
ture even  if  it  were  possible  to  place  a  lecturer  in  every  Grange 
district  in  the  land.  I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  impor- 
tance of  giving  our  liberal  support  to  all  Grange  journals,  and 
such  Agricultural  journals  as  support  a  Grange  department 
therein,  that  they  may  become  a  still  more  important  factor  in 
ext  mding  the  growth  and  influence  of  our  Order,  and  preserv- 
ing on  their  pages  a  record  of  our  most  important  Grange  work. 

B.   R.  BPILLMAN. 

As  these  closing  words  were  being  written  the  news  reached 
me  from  far  distant  California,  that  a  Past  Master  of  the  Califor- 
nia State  Grange  had  finished  his  life's  work.  He  died  at  his 
home,  Pendleton,  Sutter  Co..  Oct.  14th.  Brother  Spillman  took 
his  seat  in  this  body  for  the  first  time  at  the  Canandaigua  session 
in  1879,  being  California's  third  representative  to  the  National 
Grange.  He  attended  the  session  the  following  year  at  Wash- 
ington, which  closed  his  term  of  office.  My  acquaintance  with 
him  was  necessarily  brief,  and  I  cannot  intelligently  impart 
information  to  you  concerning  his  work  in  the  National  Grange. 
As  an  observer  of  the  work  done  in  his  own  State,  of  which  he 
was  the  pioneer  in  its  Grange  history,  and  witnessing  ihe  high 
esteem  and  appreciation  cherished  towards  him  by  that  noble 
band  of  brothers,  the  Past  Masters  of  the  California  State 
Grange,  as  well  as  the  members  of  that  body,  I  have  been 
strongly  impressed  at  his  personal  sacrifice,  earnest  devotion,  and 
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persistent  efforts  in  first  planting  the  banner   of  the  Grange  in 
that  then  Grangeless  State  on  the  broad  Pacific  shore. 

This  communication  was  commenced  with  an  allusion  to  the 
death  of  our  beloved  Brother  Darden,  the  first  Master  of  the 
State  Grange  of  Mississippi.  I  close  by  recording  the  more 
recent  death  of  a  Past  Master  of  the  State  Grange  of  California. 
As  we  recall  each  sad  event  we  are  reminded  that, 

"  The  seasons  come  and  the  seasons  go, 
And  the  sun  shines  more  than  the  storm  can  frown, 
The  white-winged  ships  flit  to  and  fro, 
Bnt  all  the  while  our  hearts  beat  low, 
*  For  the  one  good  ship's  gone  down." 

Members  of  the  National  Grange : 

The  people  whose  interests  we  represent  in  this  assembly  are 
looking  to  us  for  wise  legislation  that  shall  contribute  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  our  Order,  and  through  it  to  the  greater  happi- 
ness and  prosperity  of  the  soil  tillers  of  America. 

Kelying,  therefore,  upon  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Master  of 
the  Universe,  to  whom  we  all  give  grateful  recognition  for  the 
"increase  of  our  substance  and  our  store,"  let  us  meet  the 
responsibilities  resting  upon  us  with  a  wisdom  and  calmness  in 
deliberation,  that  shall  redound  to  the  welfare  of  our  Order,  our 
Country,  and  Mankind.

Address  of  Worthy  Lecturer. 

The  Worthy  Lecturer,    Bro.   Whitehead,  read   his   annual 

address,  as  follows : 

Worthy  Master,  Sisters  and  Brothers  : 

By  action  of  the  National  Grange  at  its  session  at  Lansing, 
Mich.,  last  year,  the  general  plan  adopted  the  year  before  at 
Philadelphia,  was  continued.  The  work  of  the  extension  of  the 
Order  by  means  of  the  spoken  word  and  the  printed  page  was 
provided  for.  By  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  I  was 
placed  in  charge  of  the  lecture  work  in  the  "  Eastern  District " 
of  ten  States,  with  an  assignment  of  $200  from  the  "  General 
Lecture  Fund."  This  I  endeavored  to  apply  specially  in  States 
and  localities  that  had  but  little  if  any  of  the  appropriation  of 
the  previous  year.  Of  the  details  of  this  work  I  have  made 
report  to  the  Executive  Committee.  This  was  the  only  "  offi- 
cial" lecture  duty  performed,  yet  in  an  "  unofficial M  way  I 
have  been  in  the  field  in  some  twelve  different  States,  doing  what 
I  could  to  help  those  who  were  trying  to  help  themselves.  I 
only  regret,  that  time  and  strength  would  not  permit  me  to 
accept  more  of  the  many  kind  invitations  I  have  received  from  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

THB  PRINTED  PAGE. 

I  have  continued  to  issue  the  weekly  circular,  "The  Lecturer," 
and  have  mailed  it  regularly  to  several  hundred  "  favorable  " 
papers ;  to  all  officers  of  the  National  Grange,  Masters,  Secreta- 
ries and  Lecturers  of  State  Granges,  and  in  several  States  to  all 
Deputies,  Masters  and  Secretaries  of  Subordinate  Granges,  and 
other  individual  "workers." 

Owing  to  increased  calls,  early  in  the  year,  the  number  sent 
out  each  week,  was  increased  from  700  to  1,000,  which  is  now 
barely  sufficient  to  go  the  r  mads.  Almost  daily  the  names  of 
new  papers  and  individuals  are  received,  with  the  request  that 
Grange  documents  be  sent  them  for  use  in  their  local  fields. 

Owing  to  the  decreased  amount  appropriated  for  this  work  at 
the  last  session,  I  was  compelled  to  reduce  the  amount  of  print- 
ing in  other  directions,  but  having  some  of  the  circulars,  tracts, 
leaflets,  etc.,  left  over  from  the  previous  year,  and  through  the 
kindly  co  operation  of  several  State  Granges  and  individual 
Patrons — I  have  been  enabled  to  keep  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
the  printed  pages  on  the  wing,  and  to  supply  many  of  the  most 
pressing  calls  for  literature,  that  could  not  otharwise  have  b*en 
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supplied.  This  willingness  to  assist  in  this  important  work  by 
so  many  States  and  zealous  workers,  has  been  most  cheering, 
and  fills  the  brightest  page  in  the  memories  of  a  busy  year.  The 
amount  received  last  year  for  circulars,  tracts,  etc.,  sold,  was 
$108.70,  while  for  this  year  it  has  run  up  to  $362.10. 
My  account  stands  as  follows  :

As  with  the  previous  year,  it  is  not  only  by  these  printed 
pages,  which  we  are  sending  out  directly,  that  we  are  reaching 
the  farmers  in  all  parts  of  our  land,  but  hundreds  of  favorable 
papers  are  reproducing  tens  of  thousands  of  items,  and  we  liter- 
ally have  in  every  State  in  this  Union  well  equipped  printing 
establishments,  whose  compositors,  type  and  material  are  placed 
free  of  charge  at  our  disposal,  and  that  are  multiplying  by  a 
thousand  fold  our  own  efforts  in  spreading  the  light.  In  these 
days  none  can  doubt  the  power  of  the  press,  and  through  it,  and 
by  it,  we  are  advertising  our  Order  and  its  latest  achievements  ; 
strengthening  the  strong,  encouraging  the  weak,  removing  pre- 
judice and  creating  a  healthy  sentiment  in  our  favor.  The 
Grange  has  made  a  good  record  of  late.  It  never  was  so  much 
respected  in  the  halls  of  legislation,  and  where  best  known. 
Let  us  continue  to  keep  it  before  the  people,  show  farmers  every- 
where that  it,  above  and  beyond  all  other  organizations,  can 
assist  them,  and  protect  them.  So  confident  am  I  of  the  good 
the  printed  page  is  doing,  that  I  would  multiply  it  ten  fold  this 
coming  year.  If  at  this  time  any  ehould  doubt  the  good,  the 
demand,  or  the  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  National  Grange 
in  this  direction,  I  would  wish  that  they  might  read  letters,  liter- 
ally by  the  thousand,  that  are  coming  to  me  from  the  rank  and 
file  of  our  membership.  If  necessary,  I  could  cite  several 
instances  where  1  have  succeeded  through  our  Grange  Literature 
alone,  in  working  up  an  interest  that  has  resulted  in  the  organi- 
zation of  a  new  Grange. 

None  can  doubt  Ihe  good  accomplished  by  our  many  good 
lecturers,  and  the  grand  service  being  performed  by  our  Grange 
papers ;  but  through  them  we  can  only  reach  a  comparatively 
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small  portion  of  the  great  agricultural  class.  We  must  place  the 
Grange  and  its  work  right  at  their  firesides,  in  the  local  and 
other  papers  they  already  are  taking.  This  will  create  an  inter- 
est, a  thirst  for  more  knowledge,  an  inquiry  for  the  "way  ;" 
then  follows  organization,  a  strengthening  of  our  lines  and  bet- 
ter support  to  our  own  Grange  press.  The  lecturer's  voice  does 
good,  but  to  proceed,  go  with  it,  and  follow  after  and  complete 
the  work,  we  must  use  the  printed  page,  following  the  success- 
ful methods  of  business  men,  politicians,  churches,  and  all  great 
reforms  that  are  making  progress.  I  could  almost  wish  that  it 
was  one  of  our  laws  that  patrons  in  each  county  of  our  Union 
should  be  required  to  furnish  their  local  papers  with  a  column  or 
more  of  items  each  week,  of  Grange  principles,  its  work  and 
progress.  That  the  papers  will  publish  such  items,  I  have  no 
longer  doubts,  since  some  of  the  oldest  and  largest  journals  of 
our  country,  have  this  year  asked  to  be  regularly  supplied  with 
our  literature.  Let  ns  devise  ways  and  means  for  more  con- 
certed and  extended  effort  in  this  direction. 

RITUAL  WORK. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Executive  Committee  placed  in  my  hands 
the  work  of  revising  or  consolidating  our  Ritual.  I  gave  it  my 
best  thought  and  care,  and  the  work  has  gone  out  for  test  trial, 
approval,  or  rejection.  I  will  only  say  that  I  tried  to  preserve, 
as  far  as  possible,  the  many  beautiful  lessons  of  the  degrees,  and 
not  destroy  their  harmony  with  the  unwritten  and  other  work  of 
our  Order. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  only  suggestion  I  will  offer  is,  that  in  view  of  the 
increased  number  of  new  Granges  and  re- organizations  this  year, 
our  progress  in  securing  legislative  reforms,  and  the  rising  tide 
of  prosperity  in  our  Order  in  many  sections  of  our  country, — 
that  we  continue  in  well  doing,  follow  out  the  lines  of  work  and 
policy  that  are  bringing  us  good  returns,  until  in  all  parts  of  our 
great  field  a  richer  harvest  shall  greet  our  eyes,  and  reward  our 
labors.  Let  us  perfect  our  discipline ;  take  good  care  of  the 
members  we  already  have;  carry  the  light  into  dark  places; 
hold  every  point  of  advantage  gained.  Let  us  deserve  success, 
and  continued  success  will  come.  This  has  been  a  year  of 
unusual  political  excitement,  and  yet  we  can  show  fifty  more 
new  Granges  organized  than  last  year.  I  am  firm  in  the  faith 
that  with  proper  care  and  effort  this  coming  year  can  be  made 
one  of  the  brightest  and  best  in  our  history.  Farmers  were 
never  so  ready  for  organization  as  now ;  never  needed  it  so 
much  ;  in  proof  of  which  note  the  various  new  forms  of  organi- 
zation coming  to  the  front.  We  know  that  ours,  long  tried  and 
proven,  is  best.    Let  us  prove  it  to  the  world.    "  Tiere  is  a  tide 
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in  the  affairs  of  men,  which,  taken  at  the  flood,  leads  on  to  M  suc- 
cess. I  believe  that  the  tide  in  the  affairs  of  the  Grange  is  now 
favorable.  Let  us  promptly,  energetically,  improve  our  oppor- 
tunities, "lest  all  the  balance  of  the  voyage  of  our"  Order  ••  be 
laid  in  shallows  and  in  miseries. "  Looking  over  the  figures  and 
progress  of  the  last  two  years,  I  was  never  so  full  of  faith  as 
now.    Let  us  hope  and  persevere.

May  our  actions  be 
such  as  to  speak  in  thunder  tones  from  the  mountains  to  the  sea, 
and  the  day  not  far  distant  when  we  will  be  freed  from  the  iron 
wheel  of  oppression.

Report  of  Worthy  Assistant  Steward.

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to  confess  my  utter  neglect  of  duty,  for  I  do  tbink  it  a  duty  that 
each  and  every  officer  owes  to  the  Grange  to  make  it  one  grand 
brotherhood,  and  to  this  end  there  should  be  constant  sympathy, 
communication  and  co  operation  between  our  officers  and  the 
corresponding  one  in  each  State  and  Subordinate  Grange  ;  and  I 
promise  you  here  that  if  forgiven  of  my  past  neglect,  that  dur- 
ing the  coming  year  I  will  strive  to  make  the  Assistant  Steward 
a  working  officer, — one  that  can  in  some  way  be  of  help  to  every 
Assistant  Steward  in  our  Order.  They  all  need  our  help  and  co- 
operation. I  am  satisfied  that  one  great  cause  of  the  failure  uf 
the  Grange  in  the  past  to  accomplish  the  best  work  has  been  for 
the  want  of  close  relations  between  this  National  body  and  the 
Subordinate  Granges,  and  if  we  are  to  hold  what  we  have  and 
grow  stronger  at  the  same  time,  we  must  establish  this  connec- 
tion at  once  and  keep  it  up 

In  presenting  me  with  the  emblem  of  my  office,  the  installing 
officer's  closing  words  were  '•  May  it  remind  you  of  your  duty 
to  preserve  peace  in  your  order"  Peace!  there  Bhould  be  no 
peace,  but  continued,  live,  active,  progressive  and  aggressive 
work  for  the  strengthening  of  our  Order,  all  along  the  lines. 
Every  officer,  every  member,  should  be  on  the  alert  all  the  time. 
Do  not  let  us  attend  the  National  and  State  Granges  once  a  year 
and  then  expect  the  Grange  to  grow  and  prosper,  unless  we,  at 
war  all  the  time  with  the  enemies  of  progressive  agriculture, — 
and  this  means  work  and  thouyht  by  every  member,  not  peaceful 
contentment  with  ourselves,  expecting  the  Grange  to  accomplish 
its  work  in  a  go  as  you-please  way,  and  drifting  in  every  and  all 
directions  except  the  right  one. 

Your  "  Knight  of  the  pruning  hook,"  Worthy  Master,  is  ready 
and  willing  to  look  after  his  portion  of  the  field,  and  only  asks 
that  we  all  practice  co-operation  as  well  as  preach  it.

On  the  call  of  roll  of  States  for  reports  of  Masters  of  State 
Granges,  the  following  were  presented  and  read  : 
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CALIFORNIA. 

W.  L.  O  vbrhiser,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  : 
In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  National  Grange,  I  here- 
with submit  my  second  Annual  Report. 

The  order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  in  California  has  not 
increased,  as  we  hoped  it  would,  when  we  made  our  report, 
one  year  ago,  and  the  cause  may,  perhaps,  be  better  under- 
stood when  I  explain,  that  during  the  year  1886  we  found  we 
could  not  cover  the  Grange  field  and  do  satisfactory  work 
without  more  means  at  our  command,  our  State  Grange  trea- 
sury being  depleted. 

It  was  suggested  that  we  amend  our  constitution,  so  as  to 
increase  the  dues  from  Subordinate  Granges  to  the  State 
Grange,  that  there  might  be  a  fund  to  draw  upon,  to  pay  our 
Lecturers,  while  laboring  for  the  Grange,  their  necessary  ex- 
penses at  least.  The  notice  was  given  to  Subordinate  Granges, 
as  required  by  our  constitution,  and  the  resolution  voted 
upon  at  the  State  Grange  meeting  held  in  1887.  It  was 
found  that  to  amend  our  constitution  only  a  majority  vote 
was  required.  Some  members  believing  that  it  should  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  to  amend,  Worthy  Master  Johnson  was 
called  upon  to  rule  on  the  question,  u  Is  a  majority  or  two- 
thirds  vote  to  amend  our  constitution  required  r  "  He  ruled 
4 'That  the  constitution  of  the  California  State  Grange  as  it 
is,  requires  only  a  majority  vote  to  amend." 

His  ruling  was  appealed  from,  to  the  Master  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange,  who  sustained  the  appeal,  and  the  increased 
revenue,  with  which  we  expected  to  carry  on  our  work,  was 
cut  off,  and  consequently  nothing  has  been  done  during  the 
year  towards  organizing  new  Granges,  a  result  very  much  to 
be  regretted.  In  the  meantime,  however,  California  has  held 
her  own  in  most  quarters,  and  has  increased  its  membership 
as  a  whole  during  the  year.  We  now  have  forty-seven  Sub- 
ordinate and  four  Pomona  Granges. 

We  held  what  might  be  termed  a  mid-year  meeting  of  the 
State  officers  and  county  and  district  lecturers  and  deputies 
for  conference  early  in  April,  which  we  found  to  be  of  much 
benefit  for  encouraging  the  lukewarm  and  increasing  the' en- 
thusiasm of  our  laborers  throughout  the  field. 

I  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  .this  Grange,  Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman,  a  set  of  combined  rituals, 
with  instructions  to  have  them  tested  in  sub-Granges,  under 
my  personal  supervision,  and  report  the  result  to  him,  which 
I  have  done.    I  will  say  that  all  who  have  seen  them  tried, 
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approve  the  change,  and  I  fully  indorse  the  same. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  State  Grange,  held  in  October 
last,  we  so  amended  our  constitution  that  now  a  two-thirds 
vote  is  required  to  change  it.  The  question  was  then  sub- 
mitted to  the  Grange  to  raise  the  dues  from  Subordinate  to 
the  State  Grange,  voted  upon,  and,  having  received  more 
than  a  two-thirds  vote,  it  was  declared  carried,  which  action 
will  replenish  our  treasury,  and  workers  in  the  field  will  now 
be  remunerated  at  least  to  the  extent  of  their  expenses. 

We  are  just  introducing  the  inspection  service  used  for 
some  time  past  in  some  of  the  Eastern  States,  and  I  desire  at 
this  session  to  hear  more  concerning  its  working  where  it  has 
been  longest  used. 

There  seems  now  no  good  reason  why  we  should  longer 
stand  still,  but  advance.  We  have  planted  the  seed,  and  are 
in  hopes  that  it  will  spring  up  and  bear  a  good  Grange  crop. 
I  wish  to  secure  all  the  information  attainable,  at  this 
session,  concerning  the  workings  of  different  business  sys- 
tems adopted  by  other  jurisdictions.  At  present  we  have 
no  business  arrangement  for  assisting  Patrons  in  purchasing 
supplies  and  selling  produce  managed  and  controlled  exclu- 
sively within  the  Order.  By  intercourse  with  and  through 
the  experience  of  brothers  and  sisters  present,  I  hope  to  pre- 
sent my  constituents  with  plans  for  adopting  some  busi- 
ness system  which  will  be  greatly  and  lastingly  beneficial. 
One  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  Grange  in  our  State 
during  the  past  few  years  is  illustrated  by  the  increased  dis- 
plays of  agricultural  products  made  under  the  auspices  of  and 
by  the  Grange  in  different  counties  of  our  State  as  county 
exhibits.  It  was  at  first  difficult  to  induce  the  managers  of 
agricultural  fairs  to  offer  premiums  sufficient  to  make  it  an 
object  for  Granges  to  unite  in  making  suitable  displays  at  our 
fairs.  These  county  exhibits,  started  by  the  Grange,  have 
become  quite  popular,  and  during  the  past  season  over  $6,- 
000  in  premiums  were  drawn  for  exhibits  made  through  its 
influence. 

The  name  of  agriculture  has  for  many  years  been  traduced 
by  the  sale  of  gambling  privileges  upon  the  grounds  occupied 
by  our  State  and  county  fairs.  Feeling  the  injustice  of  such 
transactions,  we  have,  at  our  last  session,  petitioned  the 
Legislature  of  our  State  to  withhold  all  State  appropriations 
from  any  agricultural  fair  that  shall  permit  pool-selling  or 
any  other  form  of  gambling  upon  the  grounds  controlled  by 
such  association. 
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We  have  also  protested  against  the  large  appropriations 
made  for  horse-racing  to  the  deprivation  of  funds  for  bestow- 
ing premiums  upon  meritorious  stock  and  agricultural 
products.  We  intend  to  extend  our  efforts  until  the  much- 
needed  reform  in  this  direction  is  effected. 

There  have  been  several  county  and  district  fairs  held  un- 
der the  auspices  of  our  Subordinate  Granges,  and  I  am  hap- 
py to  say  that  none  have  been  attempted  that  have  not  re- 
sulted in  a  large  measure  of  success,  and  without  the  delete- 
rious accompaniments  of  gambling,  pool-selling  and  dram- 
drinking. 

Our  10,000  to  100,000-acre  grain  and  stock  ranches  or  farms 
are  rapidly  being  cut  up  into  smaller  holdings,  which,  with 
better  management  and  more  efficient  cultivation,  will  soon 
give  us  wonderful  improvements.  Our  small  fruit-farms  are 
rapidly  increasing,  and  wherever  established  they  favor  the 
organization  and  support  of  the  Grange.  Experience  has 
taught  us  that  in  those  communities  having  the  largest  num- 
ber of  small,  well  conducted  farms,  the  Granges  are  best  at- 
tended and  appreciated.  Those  engaged  on  fruit  farms  seem 
to  have  more  time  for  self-cultivation  and  for  helping  the 
Grange  than  in  many  other  branches  of  agriculture. 
m  As  the  cost  of  transportation  is  lessened  between  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  and  the  Eastern  States,  fruit  and  other  small  farms 
will  do  doubt  be  rapidly  multiplied.  We  are  now  paying, 
probably,  double  the  rates  that  would  prevail  under  a  more 
thorough  system  of  Government  control  of  the  lines  of  trans- 
portation. Treble  the  amount  of  freight  would  be  carried, 
under  better  conditions,  and  the  amount  of  traffic  so  greatly 
increased  that  it  is  doubtful  if  the  profits  would  be  much 
lessened  if  the  rates  were  reduced  from  one-third  to  one-half 
the  present  tariff. 

During  the  last  year,  under  the  supervision  and  efficient 
management  of  E.  W.  Hilgard,  Professor  of  Agriculture  at 
the  University  of  California,  there  have  been  established 
three  Experiment  Stations  in  different  sections  of  the  State- 
one  near  Jackson,  in  Amador  county,  representing  the  foot- 
hills of  the  Sierras  ;  the  second  in  San  Luis,  Obispo  county, 
intended  to  represent  the  largest  area  of  agricultural  land  in 
the  Southern  Coast  Range ;  the  third  is  in  Tulae  county,  and 
represents  the  San  Joaquin  valley.  These  Experiment  Sta- 
tions, when  fully  developed,  will  be  of  great  value  to  the  far- 
mers of  California,  as  showing  the  capabilities  of  the  soil,  and 
the  effect  of  the  varied  climates  on  agricultural  products  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  State. 
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Patrons  who  are  present  will  only  have  to  refer  to 
the  map  of  our  vast  country  to  see  that  California,  with 
Oregon,  is  isolated  by  hundreds  of  miles  of  unoccupied  area 
from  the  great  body  of  our  Granges.  Recent  visitations  be- 
tween the  State  Granges  of  Oregon  and  California  have 
seemed  mutually  agreeable  and  beneficial,  and  we  are  indulg- 
ing the  hope  that  both  will  gain  strength  by  closer  bonds  of 
union.  Both  States  embrace  immense  tracts  of  sparsely- 
populated  districts,  as  well  as  large  unoccupied  regions.  We 
have  already  four  trans  continental  railroads  in  operation, 
with  prospects  for  more  being  completed  in  a  few  years. 

The  last  session  of  California  State  Grange  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Tulare,  Tulare  county,  over  two  hundred  miles  south 
of  the  State  capital  and  Grange  center,  the  most  southern 
point  in  our  State  where  there  is  at  present  a  Grange  organi- 
zation. A  large  portion  of  the  territory  of  the  State,  at  least 
one-third,  lies  south  of  Tulare  county,  where,  fourteen  or  fif- 
teen years  ago,  there  were  some  fifty  Granges,  but  at  present 
not  one  in  existence.  It  was  with  the  view  to  infuse  new  life 
and  interest,  and  extend  the  influence  of  the  Grange  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  State,  where  the  population  is  rapidly 
increasing,  that  the  State  Grange  held  its  recent  session  in 
Tulare.  That  which  we  hope  to  accomplish  in  the  future 
for  southern  California,  by  holding  the  last  State  Grange 
meeting  where  we  did  this  year,  we  believe  may  in  a  greater 
measure  be  accomplished  for  the  whole  State  of  California — 
and  may  we  not  say,  for  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry 
throughout  the  whole  country,  if  this  National  Grange  can 
be  brought  to  see  that  it  is  practicable  to  hold  its  next  session 
on  the  Pacific  coast. 

We  find  that  it  is  a  matter  of  great  importance,  not  only 
to  ourselves,  but  to  the  Grange  throughout  the  Union,  that 
the  standard  of  the  Grange  should  be  raised  high  and  planted 
firm  throughout  this  new  section  of  our  National  jurisdiction. 
We  can  conceive  of  no  better  step  to  be  taken  in  accomplish- 
ing so  desirable  an  object  than  that  of  holding  an  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  National  Grange  in  our  midst,  accompanied  by  a 
large  visitation  of  our  noble,  grange-loving  and  grange-in- 
spiring brothers  and  sisters.  Realizing  this,  and  feel- 
ing an  ardent  desire  to  have  our  Patrons  enjoy  the  pleas- 
ure and  benefit  of  a  National  Grange  meeting  on  our  sunny 
Pacific  side,  the  State  Granges  of  Oregon  and  California,  and 
a  goodly  number  of  Subordinate  Granges,  have,  by  resolu- 
tions, extended  a  cordial  invitation  in  manifestation  of  their 
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desire,  unanimously,  to  greet  you  and  entertain  you  upon  our 
Pacific  coast. 

So  far,  our  coast  has  never  been  blessed  with  an  official  visit 
by  the  Lecturer  or  any  other  officer  of  the  National  Grange, 
and  we  can  assure  you  that  we  have  a  field  ripe  unto  a  boun- 
tiful harvest  waiting  for  reapers  yet  to  come. 

During  the  past  year,  (October  14th,)  death  has,  for  the 
^  first  time,  visited  the  ranks  of  our  Past  Masters,  and  taken 

our  most  highly  esteemed  brother,  B.  R.  Spillman,  a  well- 
ripened  sheaf,  from  our  little  band  of  eight  Past  Masters! 
He,  with  Sister  Spillman,  attended  your  sessions  of  1879  and 
1880.  Bro.  Spillman,  whom  some  of  you  met,  and  knew  but 
to  love  him,  soon  followed  Worthy  Master  Darden,  to  join 
him  and  others  who  have  gone  before  to  the  greater  and 
higher  Grange  above. 

INDIANA. 

Miltox  Trusler,  Master.    Worthy  Master :  The  condi- 
tion of  the  Order  in  Indiana  is  not  encouraging.    We  have 
reorganized  six  Dormant  Granges  during  the  past  year,  but 
fc  the  reports  of  our  Worthy  State  Secretary  show  that  more 

[  Granges  have  failed  to  pay  up  their  dues  than  have  been 

reorganized,  hence  we  are  not  holding  our  own.  The  causes 
for  this  downward  grade  are  numerous  and  various,  which 
are  not  necessary  for  me  to  itemize  in  this  report. 

I  have  visited  many  parts  of  the  State  during  the  past 
year,  and  find  the  farmers  willing  to  hear,  but  slow  to  act. 

Notwithstanding  our  loss  numerically,  much  good  is  being 
done  by  the  Order  in  moulding  public  sentiment  in  favor  of 
reform  and  right. 

MAINE. 

^  Frederick  Kobie,  Master.     The  Order  in  the  State  of 

r.  Maine  continues  to  move  along  on  an  upward  grade,  and  the 

past  year  has  been  one  of  successful  work.  We  have  iu  the 
State  212  active  Subordinate  Granges,  so  that  nearly  every 
large  agricultural  town  in  the  State  has  secured  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Grange.  There  are  sixteen  county  Pomona 
Granges,  one  in  each  and  every  county  in  the  State,  and  I 
consider  the  organization  the  most  important  auxiliary  to 
the  efficiency  and  development  of  Grange  purpose  and 
methods. 

Seven  new  Subordinate  Granges  have  been  organized  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  number  of  active  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
clear  on^the  books,  as  appears  by  a  tabulation,  made  by 
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the  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange,  is  15,175.  This  is  an 
increase  of  863  members  as  compared  with  the  exhibit 
made  by  the  Secretary  one  year  ago. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  remarkable  for  any  special 
effort  to  increase  our  membership.  Our  increase  has  been 
more  the  result  of  the>  continued  favor  which  marks  a  better 
understanding  of  the  educational,  social  and  financial  pur- 
poses of  the  organization,  and  the  efficient  work  of  the  hus- 
bandmen and  patrons  of  Subordinate  Granges. 

MISSOURI. 

Ava  E.  Page,  Master.  The  Grange  in  Missouri  has  made 
progress  during  the  last  year.  The  Secretary's  report  made 
at  our  last  session  (on  the  10th  day  of  October)  shows  one 
new  Grange  organized  during  the  year,  and  thirty-nine 
reorganized,  with  an  increase  of  membership  of  1,584.  Much 
of  the  increase  is  due  to  the  energy  and  perseverance  of  our 
General  Deputy,  Bro.  J.  M.  Richardson. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  have  the  amount  of  lecture  work 
done  necessary  to  keep  some  Granges  from  becoming  dor- 
mant. 

In  addition  to  this,  Farmers'  Alliance  and  Agricultural 
Wheels  have  been  making  an  active  Canvass  of  our  State,  and 
have  attracted  considerable  attention,  and  prevented  much 
good  work  being  done  for  the  Grange. 

I  will  say  that,  owing  to  the  depleted  condition  of  our 
Treasury,  our  delegates  have  received  no  pay  for  attendance 
at  our  three  last  annual  sessions,  and  yet,  we  have  had  good 
attendance  and  earnest  and  faithful  workers. 

We  have,  I  am  informed,  the  largest  working  Grange  in 
the  United  States,  to  wit :  Hopkins,  No.  20,  with  352  mem- 
bers, and  more  to  follow. 

Excitement  consequent  upon  the  political  campaign  just 
closed,  coupled  with  short  crops  and  low  prices  for  three 
years,  have  had  a  very  depressing  effect. 

But  we  are  led  to  believe  that  the  influence  of  the  Order  is 
felt  for  good  all  over  the  State,  and  the  principles  espoused 
are  implanted  more  firmly  among  our  people. 

Where  the  Order  is  strongest,  the^re  we  find  the  happiest 
and  most  attractive  homes,  better  and  more  profitable  farm 
husbandry,  more  intelligence,  more  manhood,  more  large 
heartedness  and  truer  men  and  women. 

We  have  several  successful  fire  insurance  companies  which 
have  saved  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  farmer.    Many  county 
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Granges  have  held  public  meetings'  which  have  done  much 
to  remove  prejudice  and  secure  a  good  word  from  those 
otherwise  engaged. 

At  tbe  close  of  our  last  session  a  collection  was  taken  for 
the  benefit  of  the  u  Darden  Memorial  Fund,9'  which  we  hope 
may  be  a  part  of  an  Aggregate  amount  that  will  place  Sister 
Davden  and  family  in  circumstances  which  they  so  much 
deserve. 

We  shall  always  continue  loyal  to  our  cause  and  strive  to 
make  our  Order  perpetual. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA 

W.  K.  Thompson,  Master.  The  Order  in  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  has  not  made  such  progress  as  I  would  like  to 
be  able  to  report  at  this  meeting. 

When  I  was  made  Master  of  our  State  Grange,  last  Febru- 
ary, I  had  high  hopes  of  building  up  the  Order  in  the  State, 
but  soon  found  the  organization  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance 
spreading  rapidly  throughout  the  State,  and  while  I  do  not 
think  it  has  yet  materially  damaged  the  Grange,  it  has  re- 
quired all  of  our  efforts  to  hold  our  own. 

Three  new  Subordinate  Granges  and  one  Pomona  Grange 
have  been  organized  during  the  past  Grange  year,  and  we 
think  through  the  efforts  of  a  Stale  Lecturer,  we  can  greatly 
increase  the  interest  in  the  Order. 

In  some  counties  of  my  State  the  Grange  is  as  active  as 
ever,  and  doing  a  noble  work. 

OREGON. 

H.  E.  Hayes,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons: 
According  to  the  usages  of  your  Annual  Session,  I  submit 
the  following  report  of  Grange  work  in  Oregon : 

Under  the  leadership  of  our  former  State  Master,  Judge 
R.  P.  Boise,  the  Order  in  our  State  was  saved  from  utter 
annihilation.  During  his  eight  years9  service  as  Master  of 
the  State  Grange,  we  rose  from  bankruptcy  to  solvency,  and 
from  a  mere  handful  of  paid-up  members  to  a  respectable 
number  in  good  standing,  composed  of  our  very  best  citizens. 

The  Judge,  being  one  of  that  class  of  statesmen  which 
conducted  the  ship  of  State  in  the  early  history  of  our  coun- 
try, saw  the  importance  of  meeting  organized  capital  with 
organized  labor  and  production,  that  this  grand  old  Republic 
might  be  saved  from  the  grasp  of  moneyed  despots,  and  he 
has  never  ceased  his  labors  for  the  cause  of  his  people,  but 
we  fear  that  the  condition  of  his  health  will  deprive  us  of 
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his  wise  counsel  and  active  labor  in  the  Grange  field. 

One  year  ago  I  made,  by  request  of  our  State  Grange,  a 
tour  through  eastern  Oregon ;  being  obliged  to  travel  with  my 
own  conveyance,  as  my  course  was  not  along  the  line  of  rail- 
road, the  work  was  slow  and  tiresome ;  still,  I  succeeded  in 
organizing  twelve  new  Granges,  and  can  report  seventeen 
new  Granges,  and  one  reorganized  since  our  Master's  last 
report.  Present  number  of  Granges  in  Oregon,  seventy- 
three,  with  a  paid-up  membership  of  2,512. 

Considering  our  population,  which  is  composed  largely  of 
foreigners,  this  is  a  grand  body  of  representative  men  and 
women,  and  their  influence  for  good  is  noticeable,  not  only 
in  society,  but  in  legislation  as  well  as  general  education. 
The  Grange  has  turned  its  attention  to  our  Agricultural  Col- 
lege, and  has  used  its  influence,  to  make  it  a  practical  school 
for  the  children  of  farmers,  instead  of  a  classical  school  for 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  wealthy  men.  We  are  intending 
to  enlarge  the  college  farm  and  buildings,  as  soon  as  it  is 
deemed  advisable.  We  have  dedicated  two  Grange  Halls 
during  the  past  year.  These  are  always  agricultural  institu- 
tions, and  schools  for  the  study  of  political  economy. 

For  this  reason  we  deem  it  best  to  meet  at  10  o'clock  A. 
M.  and  go  through  with  the  Ritualistic  work  before  noon, 
and  after  dinner  devote  the  entire  afternoon  to  suggestions 
for  the  Good  of  the  Order. 

The  great  legislative  questions  that  interest  our  members 
at  present,  are  the  regulation  of  transportation,  preventing 
all  kinds  of  adulterations,  the  control  of  telegraphs  by  Gov- 
ernment, and  equalization  of  taxes.  In  order  to  accomplish 
these  reforms,  we  are  in  favor  of  having  our  United  States 
Senators  elected  by  the  people. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report,  that  the  influence  of  the 
Grange  in  Oregon  is  being  recognized  by  literary  and  busi- 
ness men,  and  by  those  in  high  political  positions. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Past  State  Master  Boise,  we  were 
successful  in  so  formulating  all  our  legislative  bills  as  to  have 
them  correct. 

The  new  Granges  in  Eastern  Oregon  have  some  very  able 
and  active  members,  who  take  hold  of  the  work  in  much 
earnest. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Oregon  State  Grange,  Bro.  A.  T. 
Dewey,  Secretary  of  the  California  State  Grange,  being  pres- 
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eat,  proposed  to  devote  two  pages  of  the  California  Patron, 
of  which  he  is  manager,  to  the  use  of  the  Grange  in  Oregon, 
as  he  recognized  the  fact,  that  a  greater  circulation  of 
Grange  literature  in  our  jurisdiction  would  greatly  advance 
the  interests  of  our  Order.  To  this  proposition  we  gladly 
acceded,  and  under  the  able  management  of  Sister  I.  L.  Hil- 
leary,  the  Oregon  department  in  that  journal  is  doing  much 
good  for  the  Order  in  our  State. 

We  co-operate  in  buying  and  in  fire  insurance,  which  has 
proved  very  successful.  By  investigation  we  find,  that  our 
courts  in  many  cases  construe  the  law  in  one  way  for  the 
rich,  and  another  for  the  poor,  and  we  insist  that  the  same 
law  should  govern  all  alike,  as  nearly  as  possible.  Our  State 
JLecturer,  Bro.  John  Simpson,  is  in  the  Grange  field.  He  is 
a  zealous  laborer,  and  the  State  Grange,  as  in  years  past,  has 
voted  a  fund  to  defray  his  expenses. 

We  realize  that  there  will  be  no  concessions  until  we 
demand  them,  and  to  educate  the  people  in  their  rights  is 
our  motto. 

By  a  vote  of  our  State  Grange  at  its  last  session,  the 
National  Grange  was  invited  to  hold  the  session  of  1889,  in 
California,  that  the  members  of  the  Pacific  Coast  may  be 
able  to  visit  and  profit  by  its  proceedings,  and  the  delegates 
throughout  the  United  States  may  obtain  a  glimpse  of  the 
beauties  of  our  Western  country. 

VERMONT. 

Alpha  Messeb,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  There  is  but 
little  of  special  interest  to  report  from  Vermont  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  The  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  State  remains 
much  the  same  as  one  year  ago.  In  the  south  part  of  the 
State  there  is  much  activity  and  interest  in  Grange  work, 
and  the  membership  has  materially  increased,  while  in  the 
northern  and  some  portions  of  the  central  parts  of  the  State 
there  is  less  activity  and  some  falling  off  in  membership. 

The  inspection  service,  which  is  a  modification  of  similar 
service  in  other  States,  has  been  introduced,  with  the  most 
gratifying  results,  and  I  would  recommend  a  similar  inspec- 
tion service  for  all  the  States  which  have  not  already  adopted 
the  same. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  State  Grange,  the  Executive 
Committee  was  instructed  to  take  some  steps  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  the  farmers  of  the  State  in  the  sale  of  maple 
sugar  and  syrup,  and  to  protect  them  from  impositions  prac- 
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ticed  by  tbe  wholesale  adulteration  of  the  product  after  it 
leaves  the  producer's  hands. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee last  March  established  the  Vermont  Maple  Sugar  Ex- 
change, and  located  it  at  Brattleboro,  Vermont,  and  a  large 
quantity  of  tbe  sugar  product  of  the  State  was  handled  by 
it,  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  producers  and  consumers.  In 
my  judgment  the  Grange  should  be  used  in  every  legitimate 
way  to  assist  the  farmer  educationally,  socially,  and  material- 
ly. The  Grange  in  the  Green  Mountain  State  is  upon  a  sound 
basis,  and  will  take  no  backward  step  in  the  work  of  the 
Order. 

VIRGINIA. 

X.  X.  Chabtteks,  Master.  We  can  report,  Worthy  Mas- 
ter, the  re-organization  of  four  Dormant  Granges  since  our 
last  meeting,  but  regret  to  say  that  our  strength  numerically 
is  not  much  greater  than  at  .the  last  session  of  this  body, 
when  my  report  was  made,  and  still  we  feel  that  our  Granges 
are  growing  in  numbers,  and  are  becoming  stronger,  and  the 
tie  more  binding  which  unites  them  to  our  brothers  and  sis 
ters  of  other  States.  We  are  fighting  for  our  rights  as  agri- 
culturists. Our  State  Grange  at  its  last  session  placed  in  the 
City  of  Washington  a  member  of  its  Legislative  Committee, 
to  watch  tbe  proceedings  of  Congress,  and  that  watchman, 
Bro.  A.  J.  Wedderburn,  Secretary  of  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee, has  been  faithful  to  the  trust,  and  many  of  the  Granges 
through  our  country  have  read  and  seen  what  has  been  done 
by  this  brother  and  his  paper,  The  Farm  and  Fireside. 

We  also  have  a  Legislative  Committee  to  watch  over  the 
"  solons  "  in  our  State  Legislature.  I  think  it  has  done  good, 
and  if  one  could  be  placed  at  our  National  Capitol  by  tbe 
National  Grange,  it  would  be  tbe  means  of  bringing  great 
good  to  our  agriculturists  in  different  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. 

Our  Fire  Insurance  Company  is  doing  good,  not  only  as  a 
help  to  those  who  may  be  unfortunate,  but  in  connecting  our- 
farmers  in  a  close  tie  of  brotherhood. 

The  want  of  funds  and  the  scarcity  of  lecturers  will 
account  in  a  great  measure  for  the  apathy  which  now  exists 
n  my  State.  There  is  a  general  appeal  from  the  different 
sections  of  the  State  to  send  us  some  one  to  talk  Grange  to 
our  farmers.  I  trust  it  may  be  the  pleasure  of  the  National 
Grange  to  give  us  a  fund.    We  can  get  good,  true  and  tried

men  who  will  do  the  work,  and  at  comparatively  little  cost  to 
the  National  Grange. 

The  social  and  educational  work  of  our  Order  is  progress- 
ing very  satisfactorily  to  its  members.  The  Grange  press  of 
my  State  is  doing  a  good  work,  and  their  circulation,  with 
the  stirring  editorials  and  appeals,  have  had  the  effect  to  open 
the  eyes  of  our  formers,  and  set  them  to  thinking  about  their 
nterests. 

During  the  past  winter  and  spring  I  had  a  very  severe 
attack  of  typhoid  pneumonia,  which  left  my  lungs  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  forbid  my  speaking  or  giving  any  time  to  the 
work  in  my  State,  that  I  would  have  otherwise  done.  Our 
State  Lecturer,  Bro.  J.  L.  Shelton,  has  given  all  the  time  he 
could,  and  done  some  good  work. 

Our  Grange  Camp,  which  closed  its  fourth  Annual  Meet- 
ing this  fall,  proved  to  be  a  better  success  than  any  former 
year.  The  exhibits  were  good  in  all  of  the  departments,  and 
we  hope  this  will  be  another  link  in  the  chain  to  strengthen 
and  advance  our  Order  throughout  the  State. 

Our  Pomona  Granges  are  doing  splendid  work  in  different 
parts  of  the  State. 

WISCONSIN. 

S.  C.  Cabb,  Master.  We  are  trying  to  hold  the  fort,  but 
the  enemy  pushes  us  close  to  the  wall  sometimes.  Two 
Granges  have  been  organized  and  two  reorganized.  Our 
membership  is  about  the  same  as  one  year  ago.  We  need 
more  lecture  work  ;  our  laborers  in  that  direction  are  few. 
Very  little  lecture  work  has  been  done  the  past  year.  We 
are  going  to  do  our  best  to  report  an  increased  membership 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  National  Grange. 


Bro.  W.  R.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  offered  a  resolution 
on  the  subject  of  electing  the  President  and  Senators  of  the 
United  States  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people.

reports  of  Masters  of  State  Granges  were  submitted  and 

read  : 

ALABAMA. 

Hiram  Hawkins,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  The  Grange 
during  the  year  has  not  only  held  its  own  in  Alabama,  but 
is  coming  to  the  front  as  a  potent  factor  in  advancing  the 
agricultural  and  material  interests  of  the  farmers  in  this  State. 

In  addition  to  the  ten  new  Granges,  as  reported  by  the 
Worthy  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange,  seven  Subordi- 
nate Granges  have  been  reorganized  and  three  Pomona 
Granges  established. 

This  is  gratifying,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  a  tidal  wave  seems  to  have  been  sweeping  over  the 
State  in  the  interest  of  another  farmers9  organization,  yet, 
not  a  Grange  has  been  lost  to  our  Order.  Our  last  Annual 
Session  was  quite  a  grand  success.  The  citizens  of  the  city 
of  Eufaula  giving  the  Grange  not  only  a  cordial  welcome, 
but  a  free  entertainment  during  its  three  days'  session. 

The  reports  from  the  Subordinate  Granges  show  increased 
interest  in  Grange  work,  and  from  25  to  100  per  cent, 
increase  in  membership  during  the  year.  Also,  that  nearly 
every  Grange  in  the  State  has  not  only  a  hall  of  its  own, 
but  a  school  house  attached. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  report  greatly  increased  interest  in 
the  co-operative  work  of  the  Order. 
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COLORADO. 

Levi  Booth,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  National  Grange :  Colorado  has  had  no  repre- 
sentation in  this  body  since  its  meeting  in  Washington,  in 
November,  1880. 

Since  that  time  our  number  of  live  Granges  has  run  from 
10  to  4,  until  last  year,  when  they  increased  to  8,  with  a 
membership  of  180,  and  now  we  are  here  representing  21 
Granges,  with  a  membership  of  610  patrons.  Seventeen 
Granges  have  made  their  reports,  up  to  and  including  the 
quarter  ending  September  30th,  16  of  which  have  been 
reported  to  our  National  Secretary,  with  a  membership  of 
493. 

From  this  you  can  see  that  for  the  past  year  we  have  not 
been  idle. 

We  have  had  but  few  live  Granges,  yet  we  have  never 
failed  to  hold  our  State  Grange  Sessions,  which  have 
been  attended  always  by  a  goodly  number  of  Patrons, 
although  but  a  few  voting  members  present,  and  I  can  truly 
say,  that  this  spirit  of  active  life  in  our  State  Grange  has 
kept  the  Order  alive  in  Colorado,  and  has  enabled  us  to  have 
a  representation  here  to-day. 

The  principal  agencies  which  have  been  instrumental  in 
bringing  about  the  present  favorable  condition  of  our  Order 
are, 

First.  The  stern  and  pressing  necessities  of  the  people  ;  op- 
pressive monopolies  of  every  kind  and  description ;  heartless 
trusts ;  soulless  bankers  who  demand  a  pound  of  flesh  in 
every  transaction ;  railroad  pools  with  cruel  discriminations 
against  both  individuals  and  places,  which  purchases  with 
its  ill  gotten  gold  the  legislative,  judicial  and  executive 
branches  of  our  Government,  and  hold  it  with  the  grasp  of 
the  heartless  tyrant.  All  these  and  other  develish  combina- 
tions have  squeezed  and  ground  our  people  until  they  could 
stand  it  no  longer,  and  then  began  to  cry  out,  "  What  shall 
we  do  to  besaved  ?"  We  answered,  the  Grange  is  the  only 
organization  that  can  save  you ;  thus  they  have  come  to  us 
for  rescue. 

Second.  An  active  working  Deputy,  who  has  worked  hard 
and  faithfully  for  our  glorious  cause. 

Third.  The  effective  labor  of  our  energetic  State  Lecturer, 
who  by  word  and  pen  has  kept  the  Grange  and  its  benefits 
constantly  before  the  people. 
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Fourth.  The  undying  energy  of  a  few  staunch  Patrons, 
who  so  persistently  stuck  to  the  ship  and  would  not  allow  her 
to  sink.  Some  of  the  old  founders  of  the  Order  in  our  State 
said  we  were  dead,  and  begged  the  privilege  of  burying  us, 
but  we  would  not  be  buried,  we  would  not  die.  They  said 
that  we  were  whipped.  The  worst  man  to  fight  in  the  world 
is  one  who  does  not  know  when  he  is  whipped,  so  we  did  not 
know  it,  and  would  not  acknowledge  it,  and  then  turning 
upon  our  enemies,  we  have  at  last  conquered  them. 

Then  again,  last  but  not  least,  the  circulars  sent  us  by  our 
Worthy  National  Lecturer  have  been  extensively  circulated 
throughout  the  State,  and  through  them  many  farmers  have 
learned  the  necessity  of  organization,  and  have  been  con- 
vinced that  the  best  and  the  only  complete  and  living  organ- 
ization was  the  Grange.  Some  of  our  papers  have  published 
extracts  from  these  circulars,  some  printing  nearly  the  whole 
matter,  thus  giving  a  wide  circulation  to  the  truths  so  ably 
set  forth  in  these  Lecturer's  documents,  and  I  can  truly  say 
that  they  have  done  much  good  for  us. 

In  the  way  of  co-operative  work  in  matters  of  trade,  we 
have  done  but  little,  on  account  of  our  limited  numbers,  yet 
by  our  order  system,  we  have  heretofore  been  enabled  to  pur- 
chase our  supplies  at  wholesale  prices.  Now  the  Trades 
Union  has  prohibited  that ;  but,  as  our  numbers  shall  increase 
we  soon  hope  to  be  able  to  start  co-operative  stores,  so  in  the 
near  future  we  may  reasonably  expect  to  receive  the  same 
benefits  in  a  pecuniary  way,  which  our  more  favored  brethren 
in  our  sister  States  now  enjoy. 

Brethren,  four  members,  good  and  true,  have  sworn  to 
stand  by  the  Colorado  State  Grange  while  life  doth  last. 
They  have  pledged  to  each  other  to  meet  in  regular  session 
once  a  year  until  the  last  one  shall,  by  death,  be  forced  to 
lay  down  the  gavel  and  close  our  loved  Ritual.  With  such 
men  engaged  in  such  a  cause,  can  the  Grange  die  in  Colorado? 
Never!  while  the  noble  principles  first  enunciated  by  the 
beloved  founders  of  our  Order  shall  live !  while  the  snow 
clad  peaks  of  our  old  Rockies  continue  to  look  down  and 
smile  upon  our  broad  and  fertile  plains  !  So  long  shall  our 
Grange  live.     Here  it  shall  never  die. 

ILLINOIS. 

J.  M.  Thompson,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  National  Grange  :  In  compliance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Order,  I  submit  the  following  report  ; 

In  the  report  made  by  my  predecessor  before  this  body  one 
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year  ago,  the  net  gain  of  membership  in  Illinois  was  stated  as 
68.  I  am  gratified  at  this  session  to  state  that  our  numbers 
have  increased  more  rapidly  than  for  many  years.  During 
the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  we  suspended  field 
work  entirely,  leaving  us  to  this  date  but  little  over  seven 
months  for  active  operation.  During  that  time  we  have  or- 
ganized six  new  Granges,  with  a  membership  of  156  persons, 
and  reorganized  nine  old  ones  with  185  members.  To-day 
we  have  in  Illinois  107  Granges,  and  2,973  patrons.    Our 

fains  during  these  seven  months  have  been  659.  Our  losses 
uring  the  same  time  have  been  276  members,  leaving  us  a 
net  gain  in  membership  of  383,  or  325  members  more  than 
we  increased  last  year,  or  a  gain  of  over  11  per  cent.  We 
also  had  20  names  on  a  roll  ready  to  organize  another  Grange 
when  I  left  home,  with  good  prospects  for  four  more  before 
we  meet  in  State  Grange  next  month,  thus  giving  us  at  that 
time  20  Granges  for  nine  months9  work. 

We  feel  assured  that  next  year  will  be  a  prosperous  one  in 
Grange  work  in  Illinois. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  state  that  our  business  arrangements 
are  more  satisfactory  than  ever  before.  We  have  adopted 
what  we  call  the  Pennsylvania  system,  and  are  deriving  from 
it  a  small  commission  that  finds  its  way  to  our  State  Treasu- 
rer. We  made  business  arrangements  with  Montgomery, 
Ward  &  Co., of  Chicago,  and  Fairchilds  of  St.  Louis.  In 
August  last  we  completed  a  contract  with  Mr.  Woodley, 
Lumber  Merchant  of  Chicago,  by  which  we  get  a  much  bet- 
ter quality  of  lumber  at  better  figures  than  we  have  been 
enabled  to  get  at  any  other  place,  thus  saving  many  dollars 
for  the  Order  in  our  State. 

Tte  "Grange  News,"  under  the  management  of  Bros. 
Miller  and  Ogle,  has  ceased  to  be  a  burden  to  us  and  our 
Treasurer,  and  is  doing  good  service  for  our  common  cause. 
Wisconsin  has  adopted  it  as  their  official  organ,  and  through 
our  sister  state  and  the  energy  of  the  news  editors,  the 
"  Grange  News  "  has  largely  increased  its  circulation. 

CONNECTICUT. 

J.  H.  Hale,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  :  In 
making  my  last  report  to  this  body  I  told  you  that  my  suc- 
cessor in  office  would  be  able  to  make  you  a  good  report  this 
year,  for  Grange  work  in  Connecticut  was  progressing ;  yet 
here  we  are  again,  and  so  it  will  have  to  be  the  same  old  story. 

Since  my  last  report,  16  new  Granges  have  been  organized, 
besides  two  Pomona  organizations,  with  a  membership  of 
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about  300  each.  Of  the  Granges  previously  reported  all  save 
one  have  made  gains  in  membership,  so  that  we  now  have 
1,150  members  more  than  we  had  one  year  ago, — four  times 
the  increase  made  by  any  other  State  in  the  Union,  in  pro- 
portion to  our  population,  and  the  inspection  service  which 
we  fully  carry  out  shows  that  our  Granges  are  all  at  work, 
most  of  them  meeting  once  in  two  weeks,  and  many  of  them 
once  a  week,  discussing  practical  questions  of  the  hour,  per- 
taining to  home,  farm  and  country.  We  are  working  hand 
in  hand  with  our  Agricultural  School,  Experiment  Station 
and  Board  of  Agriculture,  for  the  up-building  of  Connecticut 
agriculture  ;  in  act,  our  last  annual  meeting  was  a  joint  one 
to  the  extent  that  the  first  three  days  in  the  week  were  de- 
voted to  Grange  work,  and  when  the  Grange  closed  its  labors 
the  Board  of  Agriculture  continued  for  three  days  its  session 
in  the  same  hall,  and  most  of  our  members  held  the  fort 
through  the  week.  I  mention  this  simply  to  show  the  har- 
mony there  is  in  the  State,  for  I  feel  that  in  some  instances 
the  Grange  has  antagonized  other  interests,  and  this  should 
not  be,  if  we  expect  to  do  our  best  work.  The  standard  of 
agricultural  fairs  in  our  State  has  been  greatly  elevated  by 
the  Grange,  and  the  great  drawing  card  at  all  the  fairs  has 
been  "  The  Grange  Exhibits,"  some  of  which  have  been  more 
complete  and  varied  than  all  the  rest  of  the  fair. 

Our  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  established  one  year 
ago,  now  has  $800,000  of  rifks,  and  applications  are  coming 
in  at  the  rate  of  about  $3,000  per  day.  One  encouraging 
fact  has  been  developed  by  this  Company,  that  of  the  patrons9 
property  insured,  less  than  eight  per  cent,  of  it  was  mort- 
gaged, showing  that  our  farmers  are  in  prosperous  condition. 

Our  business  contracts  are  making  great  savings  to  our 
members,  so  that  every  family  is  saving  many  times  the  cost 
of  the  Grange  each  year,  from  $10  to  $100  per  family,  ac- 
cording to  the  amount  of  their  purchases  of  each. 

In  politics  we  are  Democrats  in  Democratic  districts,  Re- 
publicans in  Republican  districts,  but  patrons  and  farmers 
all  the  time,  and  to  such  an  extent  that  this  year  we  have  a 
representative  in  Congress,  and  some  40  members  of  the  State 
Legislature,  not  to  work  against  any  other  interest,  but  to 
look  carefully  after  our  own. 

The  new  consolidated  Rituals  recently  sent  out  we  have 
tested  in  one  of  our  best  and  strongest  Granges,  with  a  class 
of  12  candidates,  and  under  the  inspection  of  the  Worthy 
Overseer  and  Assistant  Steward  of  the  State  Grange,  and  two 
Deputies,  and  all  report  it  as  a  great  improvement,  and  the 
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hope  of  Connecticut  is  that  it  will  he  adopted  for  future  use. 
In  the  work  of  the  Master's  office,  I  have,  during  the  past 
year,  talked  organization  to  the  farmers  of  every  county  of 
the  State,  have  personally  inspected  21  Granges,  and  visited 
most  of  the  others,  taking  about  80  days  of  my  own  time, 
which  was  more  than  I  could  well  afford  from  my  own  busi- 
ness, and  yet  I  am  satisfied  that  to  keep  the  Subordinate 
Granges  up  in  perfect  working  order,  the  State  Master  must 
keep  in  close  communication  with  every  one  of  his  Granges, 
and  the^uestion  with  us  all  should  be,  not  how  to  establish 
new  Granges,  but  how  to  best  utilize  the  ones  we  now  have; 
but  I  am  satisfied  that  if  we  will  work  the  Grange  to  its 
highest  standard,  new  Granges  will  come  as  fast  as  we  can 
well  handle  them.  What  we  want  is  better  working  Granges 
before  we  have  more  of  them. 

IOWA. 

J,  E.  Blackford,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  I  have  to  report 
that  our  Order  in  Iowa  is  not  in  the  condition  of  prosperity  that 
we  could  wish. 

The  same  reasons  exist  for  this,  as  at  the  date  of  my  last  re- 
port, to  which  you  are  respectfully  referred. 

As  near  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  we  have  neither  gained  nor  lost 
in  membership,  reorganized  Granges  having  balanced  losses  by 
dormancy. 

KENTUCKY. 

J.  D.  Clardy,  Master.  Worthy  Master:  This  is  another 
Presidential  year,  and  politics  and  trotting  horses  have  about 
absorbed  all  the  interest  that  could  be  stirred  among  our  people. 
And  in  consequence  no  very  great  advancement  has  been  made 
in  Grange  work. 

As  the  great  need  in  our  State  seemed  to  be  to  engender  and 
keep  up  sufficient  local  interest,  until  it  should  result  in  a  revival 
and  reorganization  of  the  dormant  Granges,  I,  during  the  early 
part  of  theyetr,  requested  each  working  Subordinate  Grange  to 
appoint  five  or  more  of  its  active  working  members  a  committee 
on  *'  Good  of  the  Order,"  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  look  out 
neighborhoods  where  any  interest  was  manifested,  and  by  cor- 
respondence and  personal  visits  awaken  sufficient  interest  to  jus- 
tify a  reorganization. 

In  my  own  county  this  plan  has  worked  well,  and  resulted 
in  the  reorganization  of  three  dormant  Granges,  and  the  reorga- 
nization of  a  Pomona  Grange.  The  results  in  other  counties 
would  doubtless  have  been  equally  successful  had  the  same  ear- 
nest efforts  been  made. 
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To  what  extent  the  membership  in  the  State  has  been  increased 
I  am  unable  to  state,  as  full  reports  for  the  last  quarter  have  not 
been  received.  Surrounded  and  almost  overwhelmed  by  other 
farmers9  organizations,  proposing  to  give  to  farmers  the  same  ad- 
vantages, at  much  less  cost,  we  are  handicapped  and  kept  at  a 
disadvantage  by  the  refusal  of  a  minority  of  the  State  Granges  to 
allow  us  to  manage  our  internal  affairs,  as  we  believe  would  be 
best  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

Had  the  amendment,  giving  authority  to  State  Granges  to  regu- 
late the  fees  within  certain  limits,  been  ratified  by  the  States,  we 
believe  very  favorable  results  would  have  followed,  not  only  in 
Kentucky,  but  in  many  other  States.  Still  the  Grange  in  Ken- 
tacky  has  not  been  without  good  results,  the  most  important  of 
which  has  been  educational  in  character. 

Much  information  has  been  diffused  among  the  farmers  about 
the  management  of  our  Agricultural  College  and  Experiment 
Station.  Several  members  of  the  Order  are  now  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College,  and  the  most  amicable  rela- 
tions are  kept  up  between  the  officers  of  the  College  and  Experi- 
ment Station,  and  the  State  Grange.  The  consequence  is  the 
farmers  are  taking  much  more  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  the  number  of  students  has  been  largely  increased. 

We  continue  our  local  business  arrangements  which  are  giving 
entire  satisfaction. 

MARYLAND. 

H.  M.  Murray,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  to  report  an  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  Order 
in  my  State  within  the  last  year. 

We  have  organized  two  new  Granges.  Both  of  these  live, 
active  organizations.  One  has  more  than  doubled  its  member- 
ship. Besides  these  we  have  reorganized  several  that  have  been 
dormant  for  years. 

Owing  to  the  fact  of  our  National  Lecturer  living  in  Washing- 
ton, I  have  been  able  to  get  some  very  efficient  work  from  him, 
and  attribute  much  of  our  success  last  year  to  his  efforts,  and 
have  great  hopes  of  much  more  work  during  the  coming'year. 

I  think  our  people  are  realizing  more  and  more  the  importance 
of  our  Order.  Our  State  Grange  Agency,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  our  efficient  Past  State  Master,  H.  O.  Devries,  and  our 
able  Executive  Committee,  is  doing  a  wonderful  work  for  our 
members,  and  not  them  alone,  but  for  all  Agriculturists  who  will 
avail  themselves  of  its  business  arrangements. 

I  am  thankful  to  say  the  members  are  taking  a  deep  and  sub 
stantial  interest  in  the  "Darden  Memorial  Fund,"  thus  illustrat- 
ing that  they  feel  the  obligation  resting  upon  them  to  feed  the 
hungry  and  help  the  fatherless  and  the  widow. 
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May  our  noble  Order  go  forward  increasing  daily  in  strength 
and  usefulness  until  it  shall  bring  within  its  fold  all  the  Agricul- 
turists of  our  land. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

H.  A.  Barton,  Jr.,  Acting  Master.  Worty  Master  and 
Members  of  the  National  Grange :  During  the  past  month  we 
have  been  called  upon  to  accept  the  resignation  of  our  Worthy 
Master,  Bro.  Arthur  A.  Brigham,  who  has  accepted  a  position 
as  a  Professor  of  Agriculture  at  the  National  Agricultural  Col- 
lege at  Japan,  and  will  start  in  a  few  days  with  his  family  for  his 
distant  home;  and  as  Overseer  of  the  State  Grange,  I  am  there- 
fore called  upon  to  assume  the  duties  of  Acting  Master. 

The  earnest  and  devoted  labors  Brother  Brigham  has  put  forth 
in  the  interests  of  our  Order,  and  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he 
has  performed  the  duties  which  have  been  placed  upon  him,  has 
won  for  him  our  admiration  and  esteem,  and  I  most  sincerely 
regret  that  he  could  not  attend  this  meeting,  and  report  the  satis- 
factory progress  the  Order  has  made  in  Massachusetts  under  his 
leadership  the  past  year. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  National  Grange  there  have  been 
organized  twenty-six  new  Granges  and  two  dormant  ones 
revived,  and  none  of  the  Granges  in  the  State  have  failed  to 
report  during  the  year,  and  we  find  a  net  gain  of  membership  in 
the  8tnte  of  1,150. 

The  Deputy  Inspection  Service,  which  was  first  introduced  by 
Past  Master  Draper,  has  been  continued  with  the  same  satisfac- 
tory results,  and  we  feel  that  this  service  has  been  the  means  of 
materially  raising  the  standard  of  the  Granges  throughout  the 
State. 

We  believe  it  would  be  well  if  some  action  were  taken  at  this 
session  oi  the  National  Grange  to  encourage  all  the  States  to 
adopt  a  plan  of  inspection,  and  so  arranged  that  the  service  shall 
be  uniform  in  the  work. 

The  Patrons'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  which  was 
organized  about  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  now  hold  Policies  repre- 
senting $1,000,000  insurance  on  the  property  of  Patrons.  We 
still  confine  the  risks  to  members  of  the  Order.  The  workings 
of  the  company  have  been  very  satisfactory,  and  it  has  materi- 
ally strengthened  the  Order  throughout  the^  State. 

In  matters  of  Legislation  the  Order  has  taken  a  more  active 
part  than  ever  before.  In  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of 
our  State,  Past  Master  Brigham  labored  earnestly  and  faithfully 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  secure  the 
passage  of  a  law  in  the  interest  of  the  honest  dairying  of  our 
State  and  against  the  coloring  of  Oleomargerine  as  imitation 
butter.    The  bill  was  defeated  by  one  vote  in  the  Senate, 
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In  the  election  just  past  the  issue  was  again  taken  up  by  the 
farmers  of  the  State,  and  oat  of  the  forty  Senators  elected 
twenty-eight  are  pledged  to  vole  for  the  interests  of  the  farmers. 
And  this  was  accomplished  mainly  by  the  efforts  of  the  members 
of  the  organization  throughout  the  State. 

Immediately  after  our  State  Orange  session  last  December 
a  systematic  plan  of  work  was  arranged  for  the  Officers  and 
Deputies  to  try  to  extend  the  Order  in  different  parts  of  the  State. 

It  was  planned  so  that  members  of  the  Order  were  engaged  to 
speak  at  many  of  the  Institutes  in  connection  with  our  Agricul- 
tural Societies,  and  the  importance  of  organization  was  here 
presented.  Fosters  were  printed  and  meetings  arranged  for  in 
localities  where  it  was  said  it  was  impossible  for  the  Order  to 
gain  a  foothold,  and  yet  to-day  in  a  number  of  these  places  we 
have  strong,  flourishing  Granges ;  and  so  in  our  Grange  work  as 
in  all  the  other  occupations  in  life,  we  find  the  price  of  success 
to  be  careful  thought,  united  and  systematic  work,  and  persever- 
ance practically  applied. 

MICHIGAN. 

Thos.  Maks,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  officers  and  members 
of  the  National  Grange :  Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  this 
body,  I  respectfully  submit  this,  my  first  annual  report. 

It  is  more  than  gratifying  to  me  to  be  able  to  report,  after 
so  many  years  of  successful  ruling  under  the  beneficent  and  able 
administration  of  my  predecessors,  Woodman  and  Luce,  that 
the  Grange  in  Michigan  is  in  a  growing  condition. 

So  much  depends  on  the  energy,  ability  and  perseverance  of 
the  officers  of  all  organizations,  that  I  feared  a  signal  collapse  of 
the  Order  in  my  State  in  consequence  of  the  change  of  adminis- 
tration ;  but  with  the  able  help  of  a  scion  of  the  Woodman  family 
in  the  Lecturer's  Chair,  and  a  good  corps  of  special  deputies,  we 
have  been  able  to  organize  seven  new,  and  reinstate  four  dor- 
mant Granges. 

We  have,  through  energy  and  perseverance,  increased  the 
membership  and  intelligence  in  every  Subordinate  Grange  in  the 
State. 

Our  financial  standing  is  good.  We  have  received  from 
Subordinate  Granges  during  the  last  year  $3,899.47. 

Amount  on  hand  at  the  close  of  last  year,  $5,712.29. 

We  have  on  hand  as  a  defence  fund  the  sum  of  $1,473.50, 
which  has  been  left  after  several  years  of  litigation  in  defence  of 
the  people's  rights.  I  learn  from  the  Secretary  of  the  National 
Grange,  that  we  stand  fourth  in  numerical  strength— a  marked 
advance  during  the  years  past.  We  shall  be  content  if,  in  the 
future,  we  continue  to  progress,  though  other  States  advance 
more  rapidly. 
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MISSISSIPPI. 

J.  B.  Bailey,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  The  usual  amount 
of  progress  made  by  the  Oranges  in  Mississippi  in  former  years, 
has  not  been  duplicated  in  the  year  just  closed. 

Among  the  causes  that  have  led  to  this  unfortunate  condition 
of  affairs,  I  would  mention  as  most  prominent,  the  untimely 
death  of  our  distinguished  and  zealous  leader,  the  lamented 
Worthy  Master,  Put  Darden.  His  death  cast  a  serious  depres- 
sion and  an  almost  irresistible  gloom  oyer  the  entire  member- 
ship in  our  State. 

But  while  we  deplore  our  loss  and  feel  that  his  place  cannot 
be  filled,  we  are  convinced  that  while  there  are  many  who  have 
been  lukewarm  in  the  past,  they  are  now  ready  to  put  on  the 
harness  anew  and  do  faithful  work  for  the  Order. 

Another  cause  which  has  retarded  our  progress  to  some  extent 
is  the  rapid  strides  which  other  new  and  cheaper  farmers1  organi- 
zations have  made  in  our  State.  They  did  to  some  extent  over- 
shadow our  Orange  work,  and  some  of  our  good  brethren  were 
fearful  they  would  supplant  and  destroy  our  institution. 

But  the  reaction  has  already  begun  in  some  localities,  and 
there  is  now  more  demand  for  Orange  work  and  Orange  lectur- 
ers than  at  any  recent  period.  Our  excellent  National  Deputy, 
Bro.  John  F.  Dealing,  who  succeeded  our  lamented  Worthy 
Master  in  the  lecture  work,  succeeded  in  organizing  three  new 
Oranges,  and  reorganizing  one  County  Orange,  and  reports  that 
he  has  never  seen  a  better  time  to  reorganize  Oranges  within  the 
history  of  the  Order. 

Our  State  Treasury  is  well  nigh  depleted,  but  I  feel  confident 
that  if  some  assistance  was  given  us  by  the  National  Orange,  to 
keep  a  lecturer  in  the  field,  that  at  least  one  hundred  Oranges 
might  be  added  to  our  roll  within  the  next  year. 

The  Order  has  wielded  a  wonderful  influence  in  our  State,  has 
been  of  immense  benefit  to  our  people,  and  is  one  of  our  institu- 
tions that  we  regard  as  a  fixture  and  indissoluble. 

NEBRASKA. 

O.  E.  Hall,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the 
National  Orange  :  I  am  not  able  to  report  any  large  gains  in 
numbers  in  Nebraska,  yet  we  have  held  our  own  and  have  made 
a  small  gain  in  the  last  year. 

We  have  organized  six  new  and  reorganized  four  Subordinate 
and  one  Pomona  Orange  in  our  State  since  my  last  report  to 
this  body.  We  have  increased  our  membership  during  this  time 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty.  There  is  a  growing  interest  in 
Orange  work  among  the  people  in  our  State.  Farmers  are  awa- 
kening to  the  fact,  that  in  order  to  succeed  and  stand  any  rea- 
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sonable  chance  in  the  race  for  subsistance,  with  other  Organized 
Industries,  that  they  must  meet  them  with  an  organized  force. 
They  realize  that,  in  union  there  is  strength.  It  is  not  the  in- 
creasing strength  in  our  numbers  of  which  we  are  proud,  but  of 
its  good  works  and  the  increasing  confidence  the  Orange  is  gain  • 
ing  among  the  people. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Orange  of  Nebraska 
have  established  business  relations  with  Q.  W.  Lovering  &  Co., 
Wholesale  Grocers  of  Chicago,  that  have  proved  satisfactory 
with  all  of  our  Patrons  that  have  dealt  with  this  firm.  We  have 
also  made  arrangements  with  commission  firms  of  North  and 
South  Omaha,  to  handle  stock  and  produce  for  our  Patrons  at 
rates  that  are  reasonable. 

There  have  been  three  co-operative  associations  established  in 
the  State,  all  of  which  are  in  successful  operation,  and  are  sav- 
ing to  the  Patrons  a  good  percentage  on  their  purchases. 

Worthy  Master,  in  conclusion  we  wish  to  say  that  we  enter- 
tain no  fears  for  the  success  of  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husban- 
dry in  Nebraska.  We  have  passed  through  two  years  of  hard 
times,  caused  by  light  crops,  but  to-  day  the  farmers  are  gather- 
ing one  of  the  best  crops  ever  raised  in  the  State,  and  with 
returning  prosperity  among  the  people,  it  is  but  reasonable  that 
we  should  entertain  a  strong  hope  that  the  coming  year,  with 
proper  effort  put  forth  by  our  Patrons,  in  the  Order  in  Ne- 
braska will  take  new  life  and  move  forward  to  success. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Chaklbs  McDaniel,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Brother  and 
Sister  Patrons  :  Again  it  is  our  pleasant  privilege,  as  well  as 
doty,  to  report  a  further  improvement  in  Orange  work  in  the 
Granite  State. 

Within  the  past  year  eleven  Subordinate  and  two  Pomona 
Granges  have  been  organized,  and  more  applications  are  under 
consideration. 

Our  official  reports  show  an  increase  in  membership  of  nearly 
nine  hundred  above  losses. 

Arbor  day,  appointed  by  our  Governor,  has  been  especially 
observed  by  our  Patrons,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
our  State  Executive  Committee  we  have  continued  to  appoint, 
a  "  Children's  Day  "  in  June,  which  was  a  festive  occasion  for 
all  children  within  reach  of  our  Subordinate  Granges, 

Two  Orange  Halls  have  been  officially  dedicated  with  the  im- 
pressive ceremony  of  our  Order,  and  by  invitation  from  the 
Dean  of  our  Agricultural  College,  we  had  a  ceremony  prepared 
and  used  for  publicly  laying  the  "  comer- stone  "  of  our  State 
Experiment  Station,  at  Hanover,  in  June,  1888,  thereby  assist 
ing  President  George  W.  Nesmith  in  the  work  of  laying  (aid 
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stone.  The  service  was  impressively  performed,  and  apparently 
acceptable  to  the  public,  as  well  as  showing  that  oar  organiza- 
tion is  being  considered  the  one  best  fitted  for  such  work. 

The  most  perfect  good  will  exists  between  the  Grange,  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture,  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  Arts  and  all  other  agricultural  organizations  in  our 
State. 

Our  third  Annual  State  Grange  Fair  was  held  upon  same 
ground  as  heretofore,  that  of  Hon.  Charles  E.  Tilton,  of  Tilton, 
who  continued  to  dispense  hospitality  with  a  liberal  hand  for  the 
benefit  of  exhibitors.  Public  speaking  was  participated  in  the 
second  day,  by  our  three  candidates  for  Governor,  Congressman 
McEinney,  and  other  State  Grange  and  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture officials. 

Brother  Draper,  Acting  Master  of  National  Grange  and  High 
Priest,  was  with  us  and  a  closed  session  of  a  Subordinate  Grange 
was  held,  in  which  he  gave  us,  for  the  benefit  of  our  State  and 
District  Deputies,  the  entire  unwritten  work  in  its  beauty  and 
purity,  of  the  first  four  degrees  of  the  Order,  that  they  might  be 
the  better  prepared  for  their  duty  of  inspection  in  the  Subordinate 
Granges.  The  Fair  exceeded  its  predecessors  in  exhibit  and 
patronage,  and  we  have  a  surplus  of  over  $1,000  in  the  Fair 
Association  Treasury,  after  paying  all  expenses  and  premiums  in 
full. 

We  perfected  our  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  organization 
previous  to  July,  and  since  July  20th,  1888,  have  issued  policies 
on  farm  property,  of  Patrons  in  good  and  regular  standing,  to 
the  amount  of  $314,000,  according  to  the  books  of  the  Secre- 
tary some  ten  days  since. 

Also  our  Patrons1  Relief  Association  has  increased  its  mem- 
bership. 

We  have  had  the  optional  or  double  degree  work  tested,  as  per 
order  of  the  National  Grange  Executive  Committee,  in  three 
Subordinate  Granges,  and  the  work  is  very  satisfactory.  We 
are  in  favor  of  its  adoption. 

The  prosperity  of  our  Order  is  due  principally  to  the  harmony 
of  feeling  and  unity  of  action  by  all  our  Grange  force  and  the 
co-operation  of  our  other  Agricultural  bodies  in  the  State. 

Oar  Pomona  Granges  usually  hold  a  portion  of  each  meeting 
open  to  tbe  public,  at  which  practical  questions  are  presented  and 
discussed  by  members  and  others  present  that  may  volunteer  to 
speak. 

The  State  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  begun 
the  issue  of  a  series  of  questions  for  monthly  discussion  by  the 
several  Granges.  Tbe  best  three  reports,  or  papers,  on  each  sub- 
ject to  be  printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Ag- 
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riculture.    Thus  we  aim  to  advance  the  cause  of  Agriculture, 
and  agricultural  education  in  our  beautifulGranite  State. 

The  memorial  services  upon  the  death  of  Hon.  Put  Darden, 
late  Master  of  the  National  Orange,  were  participated  in  by 
nearly  all  of  our  Granges,  and  halls  were  appropriately  draped. 
More  recently  the  subject  of  the  Darden  Memorial  Fund  has 
been  brought  before  the  members,  and  by  a  dispatch  received 
from  our  Secretary,  we  learn  that  already  $162  have  been  contrib- 
uted. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

Richm ah  Coles',  Master.  Worthy  Master :  The  year  1888 
has  not  been  a  good  year  for  Grange  work  in  New  Jersey. 

It  was  at  one  time  thought  that  there  would  be  some  new 
Granges  organized  and  several  old  ones  reorganized,  but  before 
they  became  thoroughly  awakened,  the  politics  of  this  Presiden- 
tial year  seemed  to  be  the  element  that  absorbed  all  other 
thought  and  work. 

Although  the  books  of  the  Secretary  show  but  slight  gain  in 
membership,  the  feeling  is  good  for  the  Order  throughout  the 
whole  State. 

The  business  arrangements  made  by  the  Executive  Committee 
with  houses  in  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere,  while  it  is  of  some 
advantage  to  our  patrons,  yet  we  in  New  Jersey  are  so  particu- 
larly situated  directly  between  the  two  large  cities  of  Philadel- 
phia and  New  York,  and  access  to  each  so  easy,  that  such 
arrangement  can  never  make  a  particular  item  in  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  our  Order. 

Oar  lecture  work  for  the  year  has  consisted  of  a  few  public 
addresses  in  halls  and  at  picnics  that  were  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Grange. 

Our  greatest  reliance  has  been  in  spreading  Grange  literature 
among  the  farmers  of  the  State,  a  fund  having  been  set  aside  for 
that  purpose. 

There  are  within  our  State  forty-three  Subordinate  Granges, 
which,  with  very  few  exceptions,  hold  either  weekly  or  semi- 
weekly  meetings. 

We  also  have  seven  Pomona  Granges,  which  add  much  to  the 
support  of  our  Subordinate  Granges. 

At  our  State  Grange  meeting  is  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Legislation,  who,  in  connection  with  a  like  committee  appointed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  have  been  very  successful  in 
getting  State  laws  passed  that  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  agri- 
culturist. 

We  have  within  the  State  two  Patrons'  Fire  Insurance  Com  - 
panies  that  have  been  of  vast  saving  to  our  members,  and  have 
been  a  source  of  strength  to  the  Order,  both  within  and  without 
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the  gates,  the  certificate  of  insurance  being  as  readily  accepted 
for  collateral  security  as  those  of  any  other  insurance  company. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  National  Grange  the  Executive 
Committee,  with  the  lecturer,  was  directed  to  complete  the 
revision  of  the  Manual,  so  that  a  class  of  both  sexes  could  be 
initiated  at  the  same  time.  We  received  a  few  copies  of  the 
Manual  so  revised,  with  instructions  desiring  us  to  have  them 
used  under  our  own  supervision,  and  to  report  to  said  Commit- 
tee how  they  were  received,  and  what  changes,  if  any,  were 
desired.  We  have  used  them  in  initiating  classes  in  three 
Subordinate  Oranges,  and  report  them  as  filling  much- needed 
want,  but  think  some  of  the  lectures  may  be  shortened  and  still 
convey  the  same  meaning,  without  destroying  their  beauty.  We 
would  therefore  recommend  the  National  Grange  to  refer  them 
back  to  the  Committee  tor  the  purpose  of  abridgement. 
•  It  was  with  feelings  of  sadness  our  patrons  received  the  news 
of  the  death  of  our  beloved  Worthy  Master  Put  Darden,  the  loss 
of  whom  we  were  so  unexpectedly  called  to  mourn.  He  was 
one  of  the  industrious,  hard  working  men  who  was  strong  in 
his  convictions  of  right,  and  ever  ready  to  maintain  them  by  the 
whole  force  of  his  mental  and  physical  abilities.  His  voice  was 
ever  raised  in  behalf  of  the  agriculturist  and  of  the  Order  in 
whose  service  he  died.  May  this  National  Grange  make  a 
suitable  recognition  of  the  services  thus  rendered. 

OHIO. 

J.  H.  Bbioham,  Master.  The  Order  in  Ohio  is  in  a  healthy 
condition,  and  many  of  our  Granges  report  large  accessions  to 
their  membership. 

Several  commodious  and  excellent  halls  have  been  erected 
and  dedicated  to  the  use  of  our  Order  during  the  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  was  able  in  the 
year  past  to  perfect  business  arrangements  which  were  advan- 
tageous to  our  membership. 

We  have  several  excellent  fire  insurance  companies  in  the 
Slate,  which  give  cheap  and  perfect  insurance  to  our  members. 

The  influence  of  the  Grange  has  been  dominant  in  the  manage- 
ment of  our  agricultural  experiment  station,  and  been  successfully 
exerted  in  shaping  the  future  policy  of  our  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity. 

We  hope  and  confidently  expect  to  see  an  advance  all  along  the 
lines  in  the  year  1889. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

J.  G.  Peckham,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange  :  The  condition  of  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of 
Husbandry  in  Rhode  Island  is  satisfactory. 
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The  increase,  however,  either  in  individual  members  or  num- 
ber of  Subordinate  Granges  organized  has  not  been  phenomenal. 

The  membership  has  increased  in  the  State  40  per  cent.  Two 
new  Granges  have  been  organized,  with  applicants  enough  in 
one  locality  for  a  third,  and  the  farmers  in  several  other  parts  of 
the  State  are  making  inquiries  relative  to  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  Grange  organization. 

There  has  been  no  special  effort  set  forth  to  increase  the  num- 
'  ber  of  Subordinate  Granges  owing  to  several  causes.  Prominent 
among  these  are  a  depleted  State  Grange  Treasury,  and  the 
advice  of  those  experienced  Grange  workers,  who  organized  the 
State  Grange.  Their  advice  was  that  after  such  a  vigorous  Grange 
campaign  as  was  carried  on  just  prior  to  its  organization,  that  it 
would  be  better,  for  a  time,  to  try  to  solidify  the  Order,  and  get 
it  upon  as  firm  a  basis  as  possible,  rather  than  to  continue 
aggressive  work,  looking  to  the  organization  of  new  Granges. 

The  experience  of  the  Order  in  other  States  seems  to  justify 

such  a  course  as  here  pursued,  that  it  may  be  better  to  "  make 

haste  slowly." 

The  Executive  Committee  of.  the  State  Grange  has  adopted 

L      purchasing  arrangements  on  the  card  plan,  which  has  proved  for 

I      the  most  part  very  satisfactory,  and  has  enabled  the  patrons  of 

the  State  to  realize  a  handsome  discount  upon  many  lines  of 

goods. 

A.  farm  of  160  acres  has  heen  purchased  by  the  State,  with  a 
variety  of  soil  well  adapted  to  experimental  purposes.  Upon 
this  farm  are  to  be  erected  buildings  suitable  for  a  chemical 
laboratory  and  a  farm  school.  The  work  has  already  begun. 
To  the  Grange,  in  no  small  degree,  is  due  the  accomplishment 
of  this  work. 

The  Order  throughout  the  State  is  moving  to  have  restrictive 
laws  enacted  relative  to  adulterated  foods. 
There  have  been  two  Grange  halls  built,  which  are  a  credit  to 
y      their  owners,  and  a  number  of  others  are  in  contemplation  of 
*       erection. 

The  optional  or  double  degree  Ritual  has  been  tested  at  a 
special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  at  which  there  was  an 
attendance  of  some  200,  representing  eight  different  Granges. 

The  work  was  performed  with  great  particularity,  and  the 
feeling  seemed  to  prevail  favorable  to  its  adoption,  provided  it 
could  be  made  to  take  the  place  of  the  Ritual  now  in  use,  abso- 
lutely. 

In  conclusion,  the  Order  in  Rhode  Island  is  composed  of 
many  representative  .men  and  women,  who  are  working  together 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Order,  socially,  educationally  and 
materially,  and  for  the  improvement  of  general  agriculture. 
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The  more  the  members  learn  of  the  workings  of  the  Order, 
the  more  they  seem  to  enjoy  and  rejoice  at  its  prosperity. 

TENNESSEE. 

W.  H.  Nelson,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  While  the  Granges 
are  not  increasing  in  number  or  membership  just  at  this  time  in 
Tennessee,  yet  the  opinion  is  general  among  members  that  we 
are  at  least  on  the  eve  of  an  advance  movement. 

Other  farmers'  organizations  have  obtained  large  rolls  of  mem- 
bership in  the  State,  who,  having  failed  to  realize  the  great  com- 
mercial benefits  promised,  are  now  becoming  disappointed  and 
discontented  to  such  an  extent  that  we  are  encouraged  to  be- 
lieve that  the  time  of  our  harvest  is  just  at  hand. 

We,  as  an  organization,  have  never  antagonized  them,  and 
hence  we  are  now  ready  to  invite  them  to  unite  with  ours,  as  the 
oldest  and  best  farmers1  organization  that  the  world  has  ever 
known. 

TEXAS. 

A.  J.  Rose,  Master.  Texas  has  held  her  own  since  the  last 
session  of  the  National  Grange,  and  the  prospects  are  favorable 
for  an  increase  in  membership  the  coming  year. 

Those  who  thought  the  Grange  too  slow,  and  hurried  into 
other  organizations,  have  not  found  the  treasure  expected,  but 
on  the  contrary  find  they  have  been  deceived,  and  no  doubt  but 
those  who  have  not  entirely  lost  faith  in  farmers'  organizations 
will  return  to  the  Grange  and  bring  others  with  them. 

Our  business  enterprises  are  prosperous,  where  they  have  not 
departed  from  the  Grange  plan. 

Our  "Texas  Farmer  "  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the 
farmers  in  Texas.  Our  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Association  has 
proven  to  be  a  grand  success  ;  so  has  the  Texas  Co  operative  As- 
sociation. 

The  last  session  of  the  State  Grange  was  held  at  our  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College,  with  great  profit  to  our  Order,  and 
encouragement  to  the  management  of  the  College. 

The  lecture  documents  sent  out  by  authority  of  the  National 
Grange  have  been  and  are  doing  a  good  work. 

I  would  add  that  several  Grange  Halls  have  been  dedicated 
during  the  year. 

The  demand  for  lecture  work  is  increasing,  and  all  things 
point  to  progress  in  the  Lone  Star  State. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

James  E.  Hall,  Master.  There  has  been  no  material  change 
in  the  Order  in  West  Virginia  during  the  past  12  months.  As  a 
rule,  the  majority  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  are  in  excellent 
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condition,  and  in  the  localities  where  situated,  exert  good  influ- 
ences. 

As  stated  in  former  reports  to  this  body,  the  one  great  need  of 
the  Order  in  West  Virginia  is  a  thorough  system  of  lecturing. 

The  State  Grange,  while  doing  its  utmost,  is  unable  to  meet 
the  requirements,  and  any  assistance  which  could  be  rendered  us 
by  the  National  Grange,  will  be  productive  of  much  good,  as  is 
known  by  past  experiences. 

Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Blanton,  Chairman,  read  the  following  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  referred  to 
Committee  on  Division  of  Labor. 

Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange  ; 

In  obedience  to  a  constitutional  provision,  the  ^Executive  Com- 
mittee presents  the  following  report : 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  have 
been  carefully  examined,  and  found  correct. 

LECTURE  WORK. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  National  Grange,  the  sum  of  $1,988, 
that  being  the  unexpended  balance  of  previous  appropriations, 
was  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
be  used  in  advancing  the  work  of  the  Order,  in  such  sections  as 
they  deemed  most  needy,  or  where  the  most  good  could  be  ac- 
complished. Also  a  further  sum  of  Dot  exceeding  $1,000  was 
appropriated  for  editorial  and  lecture  work  by  the  Lecturer  of 
the  National  Grange,  and  placed  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Lecturer." 

The  Executive  Committee  apportioned  the  money  for  lecture 
work  to  the  lecture  districts  as  then  constituted,  aa  follows : 

To  the  Eastern  District,  in  charge  of  Mortimer  Whitehead, 
$200, 

To  the  Southern  District,  in  charge  of  J.  M.  Blanton,  $800. 

To  the  Central  District,  in  charge  of  J.  H.  Brigham,  $500. 

To  the  Western  District,  in  charge  of  J.  J.  Woodman,  $400. 

The  Committee  arranged  to  have  this  money  all  used  within 
the  year,  in  States  where  most  needed  and  to  place  the  work 
under  the  direction  of  State  Masters,  where  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments could  be  made,  but  requiring  the  work  to  be  performed, 
and  itemized  bills  of  all  expenses  and  time  of  lecturers  employed 
to  be  certified  to  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange,  and  presented 
to  this  Committee  before  the  requisition  for  draft  to  pay  the  same 
could  be  issued.  In  most  of  the  Northern  States  June,  August, 
September  and  October  are  the  only  months  iu  which  successful 
Grange  lecture  work  can  be  carried  on ;  while  in  most  of  the 
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Southern  States  the  fall  and  winter  months  seem  most  favorable 
for  such  work.  Hence,  when  the  season  most  favorable  for  ac- 
tive lecture  work  arrived,  the  people  had  become  so  much  inter- 
ested, and  actively  engaged  in  the  issues  of  the  political  cam- 
paign, that  State  Masters,  as  far  as  consulted,  were  unanimous  in 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  money  to  attempt  to  car- 
ry on  Grange  lecture  work  while  the  campaign  lasted.  Most  of 
the  National  lecture  work  was,  therefore,  suspended. 
Of  the  money  appropriated,  there  has  been  expended  in

expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1036.39  in  the  Trust  Fund  un- 
expended. 

The  National  Lecturer  has  expended  in  editorial  work,  print- 
ing, postage,  &c,  $808.90.  The  plan  of  the  Committee  for  this 
lecture  work  was  cancelled  for  reasons  before  stated. 

INVESTMENTS. 

The  Funds  of  the  National  Orange  consist  of  the  following 
items,  viz.: 

Invested  on  Real  Estate  Mortgages $42,000  00 

On  personal  security,  call  loan,  authorized  by 

the  National  Grange 3,000  00 

In  Trust  Fund,  October  31st 5,742  80 

Total $50,742  80 

It  will  be  seen  that  our  permanent  investments  amount  to 
$42,000,  which  is  $8,887.50  less  than  the  amount  realized  from 
the  sale  of  our  Government  Bonds  in  1886 ;  and  the  available 
fund  now  on  hand  is  $8,742.80,  against  $12,179.07  for  the  corre- 
sponding date  of  1887.  It  is  quite  probable  that  this  fund  will 
be  increased  by  the  receipts  since  October  31st,  yet  it  is  clearly 
to  be  seen  that  our  expenditures  have  largely  exceeded  our  in- 
come during  the  past  two  years  ;  and  that  the  fund  set  apart 
from  the  sale  of  bonds,  in  extending  the  Order,  has  been  nearly 
exhausted.  The  Commitiee  therefore  recommend  that  no  ap 
propriations  be  made,  or  liabilities  incurred  which  will  trench 
upon  our  permanent  investments,  and  that  for  the  future  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  National  Grange  should  be  kept  within  its 
income. 

MANUALS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  the  Executive  Committee 
was  instructed  to  contract  with  Bro.  J.  R.  Thompson  for  a  new 
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compilation  of  the  Seventh  Degree  Ritual.  This  has  been  done, 
and  the  new  Ritual  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Worthy  High 
Priest.  Also,  that  the  Sxith  Degree  Manual  be  prepared  for  tue 
press,  and  printed  in  book  form,  and  a  full  set  of  the  same  be 
sent  to  the  Master  of  each  State  Grange,  when  ordered ;  also 
that  the  Fifth  Degree  Manual  be  compiled  and  printed  in  the 
same  form  as  Fourth  Degree  Manual  with  Arcana  incorporated 
into  the  body  of  the  work,  all  of  which  has  been  done,  and  the 
Fifth  Degree  Manual,  in  a  neatly  bound  book,  with  opening  and 
closing  ceremonies  and  explanatory  notes,  is  now  presented  to 
the  Order.  Sundry  amendments  and  changes  were  made  to  the 
Fourth  Degree  Manual,  which  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
work,  and  a  new  edition  published  as  directed. 

COMBINED,  OR  OPTIONAL  DEGREES. 

The  Executive  Committee  and  the  Worthy  Lecturer  were  con- 
stituted a  commission  to  combine  the  First,  Second,  Third  and 
Foutth  Degrees  of  the  Order  in  such  form  as  to  admit  candidates 
of  both  sexes  to  be  initiated  in  the  same  class.  The  Committee 
contracted  with  Bro.  Whitehead  to  prepare  the  work,  which  he 
did  in  a  manner  very  satisfactory  to  the  Committee.  The  manu- 
script was  critically  examined  by  each  member  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  turn,  the  work  somewhat  abridged,  and  a  few  changes 
made,  to  all  of  which  the  Commissioo  unanimously  agreed. 
The  work  was  then  prepared  for  the  press,  proof  corrected,  and 
plates  cast  for  future  use,  if  needed.  One  set  of  thirteen  copies 
was  sent  to  each  Master  of  a  State  Grange  and  Officers  of  the 
National  Grange,  with  the  following  instructions  : 

Paw  Paw,  Mich.,  Aug.  15th,  1888. 

11  There  seems  to  be  a  very  general  demand  among  Patrons  of 
Husbandry,  that  the  Manual  of  the  Order  be  so  revised  that  can- 
didates of  both  sexes  can  be  initiated  in  the  same  class.  And 
these  combined  degrees  have  been  prepared,  to  test  the  practica- 
bility of  the  change.  Masters  ot  the  State  Granges,  and  Officers 
of  the  National  Grange  receiving  copies  of  this  work,  are  author- 
ized and  requested  to  cause  the  same  to  be  well  tested  in  initiat- 
ing candidates  in  Subordinate  Granges  under  their  personal  su- 
pervision, and  to  report  the  result  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  National  Grange, 
with  such  recommendations  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order.  The  use  of  this  work  by  Subordinate 
Granges,  except  as  above  provided,  is  strictly  forbidden  until 
adopted  by  the  National  Grange.

Up  to  this  date,  eighteen  reports  have  been  received  upon 
practical  tests  of  the  work,  all  of  which  approve  and  commend 
it.  A  few  changes  have  been  suggested,  and  a  further  abridge- 
ment of  some  of  the  lectures  recommended. 

The  work  is  herewith  submitted  to  the  National  Grange  with 
the  recommendation  that  some  of  the  lectures  be  abridged  so  as 
to  shorten  the  time  required  to  confer  the  degree,  and  then 
incorporate  it  into  the  present  Manual  of  the  Order,  when  a  new 
edition  is  required. 

STATE  BUSINESS  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  following  was  adopted  by  the  last  National  Grange  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to 
collect  the  business  arrangements  of  the  several  Granges,  that 
may  be  for  Patrons  at  large,  and  transmit  same  to  the  several 
State  Granges  for  information  of  members  of  the  Order,  but  in 
all  cases  requiring  a  certified  copy  of  the  reliability  of  the  firm, 
certified  to  by  the  Master,  Secretary  and  Executive  Committee, 
under  seal  of  the  State  Grange  contracted  with,  and  that  they 
are  for  Patrons  at  large,  before  being  permitted  to  be  entered 
upon  the  business  circular." 

Early  in  February,  the  attention  of  ail  the  State  Masters  was 
called  to  this  subject,  with  the  request  that  the  matter  called  for 
by  the  resolution  be  prepared,  and  forwarded  to)  the  Committee, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  But  few  of  the  State  Granges 
had  such  business  arrangements  as  seemed  to  be  contemplated  by 
the  instructions,  but  were  doing  business  through  the  co-opera- 
tive stores  and  local  agents  over  which  State  Grange  had  no 
control.  Some  of  the  State  Granges  were  about  making  such 
arrangements,  and  others  were  contemplating  doing  so  ;  conse- 
quently it  was  late  in  the  season  before  a  sufficient  number  of 
reports  were  received  to  justify  their  publication.  One  thousand 
copies  of  a  pamphlet  containing  such  business  arrangements  as 
had  been  reported  were  issued  by  the  Committee  as  early  as  it 
was  possible  to  dp  so,  and  mailed  to  the  Masters  of  the  State 
Granges,  A  copy  of  the  same  is  herewith  submitted.  Whether 
the  value  of  the  information  disseminated  in  this  manner  is  com- 
mensurate with  the  labor  and  expense  of  collecting  and  publish- 
ing the  same  or  not,  the  National  Grange  should  determine. 

Complaint  has  been  made  to  the  Committee  that  a  private 
business  firm  is  using  the  Declaration  of  Purposes  of  the  Order, 
and  valuable  Grange  literature  to  advertise  a  private  business, 
and  that  the  pamphlet  is  so  arranged  and  published  as  to  convey 
the  impression,  that  the  work  is  by  authority  of,  or  at  least, 
sanctioned  by  the  National  Grange,  the  ostensible  object  of 
these  publications  being  to  disseminate  Grange  literature,  but  the 
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real  purpose  to  advertise  a  private  business  enterprise.  Two 
such  pamphlets  have  been  copyrighted  and  issued,  copies  of 
which  are  herewith  submitted.  The  first  was  issued  soon  after 
the  meeting  of  the  National  Grange  in  Boston,  in  1885,  to  adver- 
tise the  so  called  "  Patrons1  Soap."  The  other  has  been  recently 
issued,  advertising  the  so-called  "  Patrons'  Paint." 

The  Committee  has  considered  the  complaint,  and  submit  the 
following  question  to  the  National  Grange,  and  ask  for  an  ex- 
pression thereon  : 

Should  a  private  individual  or  firm  be  permitted  to  use  the 
Declaration  of  Purposes  of  the  Order,  and  other  valuable  Grange 
literature,  to  advertise  and  boom  a  private  business,  or  enter- 
prise, without  a  protest  from  the  National  Grange  ? 

At  the  last  session  of  the  National  Grange,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  called  upon  to  give  expressions  of  sadness  and  grief 
on  account  of  the  death  of  Bro.  Aiken,  of  South  Carolina,  so  long 
a  member  of  this  Committee  ;  and  now,  upon  us,  devolves  the 
painful  duty  of  announcing  the  death  of  another  beloved  mem- 
ber. In  the  midst  of  earnest  and  effective  work  in  the  field,  Bro. 
Darden,  Worthy  Master  of  the  National  Grange,  and  ex-officio 
member  of  the  Committee,  was  stricken  down,  and  his  death 
announced  to  the  Committee  by  telegraph.  Every  effort  was 
made  to  have  a  representative  of  the  National  Grange  attend 
the  funeral ;  but  for  reasons  not  worth  while  to  mention  here, 
it  was  not  possible  to  do  so. 

Worthy  Master,  we  may  be  permitted  to  say,  that  as  mem- 
bers of  this  Committee,  we  deeply  feel  our  loss,  and  here  record 
our  appreciation  of  the  wise  counsels  of  our  departed  brother ; 
and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  another  time  has  been  appointed  for 
Memorial  Services,  it  is  not  necessary  to  here  enumerate  his  vir- 
tues, worth  and  work.  J.  M.  Blanton,  Chairman.

The  public  reception  planned  for  Thursday,  2  o'clock  P. 
M. ,  in  compliance  with  the  expressed  wishes  of  citizens  offer- 
ing welcome,  was  at  Representatives'  Hall  in  the  Capitol,  which, 
at  the  appointed  hour,  was  fully  occupied,  all  the  seats  filled  and 
many  visitors  standing.  United  with  the  Grange  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  day  was  the  Farmers'  Congress,  whose  annual  ses- 
sion had  begun  Wednesday  preceding,  in  the  Senate  Wing  of 
the  Capitol.  Thus  the  reception  was  noticed  in  the  printed 
program  as  given  to  the  "  National  Grange  and  Farmers'  Con- 
gress." 

Bro.  Wm.  Sims,  of  Kansas,  was  selected  to  preside,  and 
prompt  to  the  duty  assigned,  called  the  great  assemblage  to 
order,  at  2  o'clock,  when  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  S.  F. 
McCabe,  Then  there  was  a  most  pleasing  "  Greeting  Glee,"  by 
a  musical  organization  of  Topeka,  embracing  artists  who  dis- 
played rare  skill  in  their  several  parts. 

Following  these  preliminary  exercises  came  Governor  John  A, 
Martin,  who  gave  a  most  cordial  welcome  to  the  bodies  assem- 
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bled  in  the  Capital  City  of  the  great  commonwealth  over  which 
he  had  the  honor  to  preside.  In  a  few  words  he  cited  the  re- 
sources and  advantages  that  distinguished  Kansas,  whose  citi- 
zens, conspicuous  for  their  enterprise,  had  yet  time  for  the  kind 
hospitalities  that  made  their  greeting  earnest  and  sincere,  the 
expression  of  hearts  glowing  with  a  wealth  of  kindness. 

The  welcome  thus  happily  offered  was  amplified,  extended 
and  emphasized  by  the  official  representative  of  the  City  of 
Topeka,  Mayor  D.  C.  Metsker,  who,  in  a  most  eloquent  speech, 
recounted  the  great  achievements  of  a  people  who  had  built  a 
great  city  within  years  so  few,  that  in  slower  communities  they 
would  hardly  be  regarded  as  sufficient  to  inaugurate  so  great  an 
enterprise.  He  gave  full  recognition  to  the  work  and  purposes 
of  the  bodies,  to  which  he  proffered  the  hospitalities,  bright  with 
promise,  busy  with  labor,  confident  in  the  intelligence,  enter- 
prise and  broad  sympathies  of  its  people,  to  whom  progress  was 
but  the  natural  reward  of  useful  effort. 

To  these  addresses  Bro.  Draper,  of  Massachusetts,  had  been 
designated  to  respond,  as  he  did,  but  his  duties  as  Acting  Master 
having  drawn  heavily  upon  his  strength,  his  speech  was  brief 
and  confined  principally  in  touching  references  to  the  symb  Is 
of  mourning  lavishly  displayed  at  the  rear  of  the  platform, 
whose  sombre  drapery  reminded  old  members  of  the  Grange  of 
the  orator,  philanthropist  and  eminent  Patron  whose  vacant 
chair  was  painful  evidence  of  the  deep  loss  sustained  by  the 
Order  in  the  death  of  its  Chief,  Hon.  Put  Darden  of  Missis- 
sippi. Having  thus  discharged  the  duty,  expressive  of  great 
sorrow,  Bro.  Draper  called  Bro,  Robie  of  Maine  to  reply  more 
formally  to  the  welcoming  address,  a  service  most  acceptably 
performed  in  a  response  that  drew  forth  great  applause  by  its 
reference  to  events  in  history  that  had  led  along  to  the  establish- 
ment of  States,  young  in  years,  but  excelling  in  importance 
those  of  older  fame. 

Hon.  R.  F.  Kolb,  responding  for  the  Farmers'  Congress,  then 
in  brief  terms  expressed  the  thanks  of  that  body  for  the  hospita- 
welcome  so  delightfully  proffered. 
Then  there  was  music,  a  charming  rendition,  most  heartily 
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appreciated  by  the  vast  audience,  and  immediately  following  this 
exercise,  an  address  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Patrons  of 
Kansas,  whose  wisdom  was  shown  in  appointing  to  this  service 
a  zealous  Patron,  Hon.  John  G.  Otis,  whose  address  burned  with 
fervor,  as  it  brought  to  view  the  great  work  performed  by  the 
men  and  women,  who,  in  a  few  years,  had  made  a  State  already 
far  advanced  in  all  that  constitutes  civic  greatness. 

Response  was  made  by  W.  A.  Armstrong,  of  New  York,  who 
most  ably  represented  the  Grange,  and  who  was  followed  by 
Hon.  A.  W.  Smith,  of  Kansas,  in  an  extended  speech  replete 
with  statistical  facts  representing  the  dignity  and  importance  of 
the  State. 


EVENING  SESSION. 

Metropolitan  Hall,  7.30  P.  M. 

The  Grange  was  opened  in  the  Fourth  Degree  by  the  Worthy 
Master,  all  the  officers  being  present.  The  Grange  was  closed 
in  the  Fourth  and  opened  in  the  Fifth  Degree,  when  the  candi- 
dates present  were  obligated  in  said  Degree.  The  Grange  was 
then  closed  in  the  Fifth  and  opened  in  the  Sixth  Degree,  and 
one  hundred  applicants  being  properly  vouched  for  as  entitled 
to  receive  it,  were  introduced  and  received  the  Sixth  Degree  in 
ample  form. 

The  labors  of  the  day  being  completed,  the  Grange  was  closed.

Worthy  Master:  While  we  are  making 
but  little  progress  in  our  work,  the  Order  in  Kansas  is  in  a  healthy 
condition. 

During  the  year  we  have  organized  one  Pomona  Grange  and 
added  three  to  the  list  of  working  Subordinate  Granges.  Depu- 
ties and  others  prominent  in  our  work  report  the  feeling  good 
and  the  outlook  for  advancement  fair. 

The  necessity  for  organization  among  farmers  is  no  longer 
questioned  by  those  best  informed,  and  the  Grange  is  now  gen- 
erally conceded  to  be  well  adapted  to  the  work  proposed,  and 
will,  I  am  confident,  grow  in  favor  as  its  principles  and  our  plan 
of  work  become  better  understood. 

NEW  YORK. 

W.  A.  Armstrong,  Master.  The  Order  in  New  York  is 
prosperous,  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  Its  prosperity  seems  to 
be  the  result  of  effort  directed  to  the  improvement  of  con- 
ditions attending  farm  life. 

Much  has  been  done  to  secure  for  farmers  greater  freedom 
fiom  the  many  exactions  to  which  their  calling  had  been  sub- 
jected before  the  Order  was  established  in  the  State.  In  this 
regard,  farm  insurance  has  bad  conspicuous  part.  There  are 
many  organizations  managed  exclusively  by  patrons,  who  find, 
alter  years  of  experience,  that  insurance  against  losses  by  fire  is 
diminished  in  cost  to  the  extent  of  one  half  or  more,  through 
co  operation  and  wholesome  economy  of  administration. 

Another  gain  well  appreciated  by  the  patrons  is  found  in  trade 
arrangements  specially  provided  for  them,  without  responsibility 
on  the  part  of  the  State  Grange. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  enumerate  the  influences  that  have  made 
the  Order  in  New  York  self-respecting,  confident,  strong  in 
resources,  and  generally  prosperous  ;  but  the  most  important  of 
all  deserves  at  least  such  mention  as  will  show  the  estimation  in 
which  it  is  held.  This  is  the  social  influence.  It  is,  in  fact,  the 
chief  source  of  strength,  and  dependent  upon  it  are  innumerable 
advantages  constantly  enjoyed  by  members.  I  do  not  refer 
especially  to  formal  social  exercises  incident  to  Grange  meetings, 
pleasant  as  they  are,  but  rather  to  the  association  of  farmers  and 
their  families  in  general  affairs,  in  consulting  and  considering 
matters  of  common  interest.  In  this  way  there  is  promoted  that 
confidence  which  begets  favor.  Through  this  social  growth 
the  Order  has  become  a  concrete  force  which  has  been  applied

successfully  in  various  offices  relating  to  the  government.  Care 
has  been  exercised  to  keep  free  from  doubtful  or-  harmful  alli- 
ances, and  to  shun  devious  business  ways.  Safety  has  been 
counted  as  a  very  desirable  element  of  progress,  and  as  a  happy 
result,  progress  has  been  steady,  while  there  is  also  most  gratify- 
ing promise  of  continued  advancement. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Leonard  Rhone,  Master.  Worthy  Master:  I  have  the 
honor  of  herewith  submitting  the  report  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  for  1888. 

There  were  admitted  by  initiations  during  the  December  quar- 
ter, 1887,  549 ;  during  March  quarter,  1888,  477 ;  during  June 
quarteiy  1888,  426,  and  during  the  September  quarter,  1888,  315. 

We  have  organized  during  the  State  Grange  fiscal  year  29 
new  Granges,  with  an  aggregate  charter  membership  of  647,  and 
reorganized  1 2  dormant  Granges,  with  an  aggregate  membership 
of  229,  making  the  total  increase  for  the  fiscal  year  2,643. 

Quarterly  reports  and  payments  of  fees  and  dues  have  been 
more  prompt  than  heretofore^nd  our  income  from  this  Source 
will  show  an  increase  of  $600  above  that  of  1887,  and  $1,250 
above  that  of  1886. 

We  have  paid  to  the  National  Grange,  since  July  1st,  1887, 
for  new  Charters,  $435;  for  Sixth  Degree  Certificates,  $80.50; 
dues  to  the  National  Grange,  $598.06,  making  the  total  amount 
paid  the  National  Grange  during  the  year,  $1,113.56. 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that  we  can  report  the  increased 
membership  to  our  ranks,  and  that  we  have  done  something  to 
build  up  and  maintain  our  organization  ;  but  it  has  not  been  so 
much  the  object  in  our  State  to  enroll  a  large  membership,  as  it 
has  been  to  build  up  a  permanently  practical  organization  for  the 
farmers.  To  this  end  we  have  almost  constantly  kept  lecturers 
and  deputies  in  the  field  to  instruct  and  discipline  our  Granges, 
so  that  they  can  be  relied  upon  and  act  promptly  with  the  State 
Grange  in  any  emergency.  It  is  now  possible  to  hear  from 
Subordinate  Granges  in  the  State  in  forty-eight  hours.  This  has 
been  of  great  service  in  securing  legislation  for  the  farmers. 

Our  State  Grange  has  been  more  than  a  match  for  Armour, 
the  Millionaire  Food  Adulterator,  with  all  his  paid  agents,  that 
swarmed  at  our  State  capitol  to  secure  the  repeal  of  our  State 
oleomargerine  law,  which  absolutely  prohibits  its  manufacture 
and  sale  within  the  State.  The  National  law  taxing  it  may  be 
1  good,  but  the  prohibition  of  Pennsylvania  is  better. 

This  law  is  to  be  followed  by  another,  for  which  bills  are 
already  prepared,  prohibiting  the  importation  of  dressed  meats 
into  our  State,  requiring  all  cattle  to  be  shipped  alive  and  subject 
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to  county  inspections  before  being  slaughtered,  thus  securing 
ourselves  against  the  imposition  of  diseased  meats  through 
refrigerators  into  our  markets. 

The  efforts  to  secure  a  just  and  equitable  revision  of  the  reve- 
nue laws  of  the  State  are  being  pressed  with  unabated  vigor, 
which,  if  successful,  will  be  worth  at  least  95,000,000  annually 
to  our  farmers. 

Our  co-operative  business  system  has  been  of  untold  benefit  to 
our  people,  and  an  important  factor  in  maintaining  the  Order  in 
the  State.  It  is  indeed  doubtful  whether  the  Order  couJ£  be 
maintained  without  it.  It  is  certainly  the  best  co-operative  busi- 
ness system  known  to  any  society  in  the  world.  Through  it 
every  individual  patron,  the  moment  he  becomes  a  member,  can 
receive  its  benefits  without  the  investment  of  a  dollar,  or  even 
without  being  dependent  upon  any  other  member.  So  liberal  is 
this  system  that  any  patron  in  the  world  is  entitled  to  its  benefits. 
Within  the  last  year  we  have  made  contracts  with  some  of  the 
largest  manufacturers  in  the  United  States.  Farm  implements 
and  machinery  can  be  bought  at  a  discount  of  25  to  40  per  cent, 
from  retail  prices. 

Our  Insurance  Companies  are  doing  well,  and  where  they  are 
confined  exclusively  to  members  of  the  Order,  have  been  a  great 
help  in  Grange  work. 

Perhaps  in  no  State  in  the  Union  has  the  Order  been  so 
strictly  confined  in  its  membership  to  farmers ;  in  fact,  farmers 
have  dominated  its  every  action,  and  stood  up  for  the  Grange 
pure  and  simple.  Farmers  have  filled  nearly  all  of  its  principal 
offices,  and  dictated  its  political,  legislative  and  commercial 
policy. 

The  Order  in  Pennsylvania  has  not  allowed  itself  to  be  loaded 
down  with  colleges,  experiment  stations,  Boards  of  Agricul- 
ture, temperance  societies  and  kindred  institutions — not  that  we 
are  unfriendly  to  them,  but  we  did  not  need  them  to  make  our 
Order  a  success.  We  have  stood  up  for  ourselves,  helped  our- 
selves, succeed  ourselves,  and  propose  to  maintain  ourselves. 
We  may  die  in  the  last  ditch,  but  never  surrender  or  haul  down 
the  Grange  banner  or  make  it  secondary  to  any  other. 

Much  might  be  said  of  the  great  success  of  our  Grange 
gatherings  at  Williams  Grove,  Fort  Woods  and  many  other 
places.  Nearly  every  county  now  holds  its  annual  county 
picnic,  which  have  become  the  recognized  annual  festivals  of  the 
year. 

We  acknowledge  our  obligation  for  valuable  assistance  from 
the  National  Lecturer,  Prof.  Whitehead,  Brother  Armstrong,  of 
New  York,  and  many  others. 
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GEORGIA. 

F.  H.  Kimbbough,  Master.  The  Grange  cause  in  Georgia  is 
not  what  we  would  wish.  Lecture  work  was  carried  on  as  best 
we  could,  resulting  in  the  organization  of  several  County 
Granges,  and  reinstatement  of  a  dozen  or  more  Dormant 
Granges.  Some  are  working  well,  and  others  rather  on  the 
sick  list,  caused  by  the  great  boom  and  excitement  of  other 
organizations  claiming  the  support  of  our  agricultural  people  at 
a  much  less  cost  and  expense. 

The  work  of  co-operation  has  been  pressed  upon  our  members, 
and  wherever  it  has  been  practiced,  resulted  in  much  good  to 
members. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  effort  to  depreciate  the  Grange 
influence  and  work,  we  think  we  can  claim  a  gain  of  20  to  25  per 
cent,  with  a  good  prospect  of  a  good  harvest  in  the  near  future. 

A  patron's  life  insurance,  on  mutual  plan,  as  adopted  by  other 
States,  is  now  being  inaugurated,  which  we  hope  will  result  in 
good. 

We  have  shown  a  willingness  to  co-operate  with  other  agri- 
cultural organizations,  and  in  some  instances  have  met  with  the 
official  notice  that  there  "  should  be  no  affiliation  whatever." 

An  effort  to  arrange  for  a  farmers'  encampment  is  meeting 
with  hearty  approbation. 

Georgia  patrons  have  had  their  eyes  opened  on  the  great  ques- 
tion of  Trusts  and  Combines,  and  will  work  on  and  ever,  and 
we  have  taken  the  lead  in  demanding  an  investigation  of  the 
efforts  and  results  of  such  combines. 

We  have  tried  to  warn  the  patrons  of  Georgia  against  theo- 
retical ideas  that  would  not  stand  the  test. 

We  have  refused  to  advocate  any  plan  that  would  put  our 
farmers  in  the  hands  of  sharpers,  or  allow  the  monopolists  to 
tighten  their  grasp  on  our  agricultural  people. 

The  patrons  of  Georgia  are  looking  forward  to  this  session  of 
the  National  Grange  with  great  anxiety,  and  hope,  in  1889,  that 
they  will  be  able  to  extend  to  the  National  Grange  such  a  wel- 
come to  the  Empire  State  of  the  South  as  only  Georgia  patrons 
can  offer. 

MINNESOTA. 

W.  S.  Chowbn,  Master.  Worthy  Master:  The  Grange 
interest  is  on  the  decline  in  Minnesota,  and  for  the  following 
reasons :  The  State  Grange  has  no  funds  to  hire  outside  help, 
and  we  have  no  home  talent  that  we  can  utilize. 

A  large  percentage  of  our  population  are  foreign  born,  and  the 
tenets  of  the  churches  to  which  the  most  of  them  belong  will  not 
allow  them  to  join  a  secret  society.  For  the  past  two  winters 
the  deep  snows  have  entirely  prevented  Grange  work.    I  think, 
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with  proper  effort,  Dakota  would  be  a  more  fruitful  field  for 
Grange  work  than  Minnesota. 

There  has  been  one  new  Grange  organized  in  Dakota,  one 
Grange  reorganized,  and  one  new  hall  built  in  Minnesota  the 
past  year.

A  wise  and  judicious  policy  has  made  the  Grange  what  it  is  to- 
day, the  peer  of  all  other  societies  or  organizations,  and  the  con- 
tinued .exercise  of  the  same  prudence  will  preserve  and 
strengthen  it  for  the  greater  work  it  still  has  to  accomplish. 

I  trust  the  States  are  well  represented,  and  that  the  Session 
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will  be  a  pleasant  and  harmonious  one,  the  result  of  which  will 
be  a  greater  revival  in  Orange  work  than  ever  before.

said  Declaration  (page  9  of  Digest),  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Recess  having  expired,  the  Grange  reassembled  at  2.80  o'clock 
P.  M. 

Bro.  Wm.  Sims,  Chairman,  presented  a  further  report  from 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  relative  to  Pomona 
Granges. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Blackford  moved  that  the  report  be  recommitted, 
with  instructions  to  report  an  amendment  to  the  constitution. 

Adopted. 

By  consent,  Bro.  W.  R.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  sud- 

mitted  and  read  the  following,  his  report  as  Master  of  the  State 

Grange  of  North  Carolina : 

Worthy  Master : 

In  making  this  report,  I  do  so  wi  h  many  misgivings.  Not- 
withstanding we  have  improved  considerably  since  our  last 
annual  meeting,  as  you  say  in  your  admirable  address,  more 
than  any  other  State,  yet  there  is  at  work  in  the  old  North  State 
an  overshadowing  influence  which  has  already  destroyed  some 
of  our  Granges,  weakened  others,  and  threatened  final  "absorp- 
tion " — to  make  use  of  its  popular  expression — to  all. 
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We  had  the  largest,  and  every  way  the  most  successful  State 
meeting  last  December  held  for  many  a  long  year.  Things 
were  not  only  looking  hopeful,  but  highly  encouraging. 

I  took  the  field,  and  with  our  Worthy  State  Deputy,  did  much 
effective  work.  In  my  own  county,  where  we  have  but  one  live 
Grange,  we  soon  ran  up  to  fifteen  Granges,  and  in  the  entire 
State,  where  about  the  same  number  existed  two  years  ago,  their 
increase  arose  to  about  eighty. 

From  a  letter  received  from  our  able  Secretary,  we  have  now 
about  fifty  or  sixty  paying  Granges ;  the  rest  are  under  the  ban 
of  the  "  shadow  "  and  influences  of  "  absorption." 

Reorganization  was  the  only  way  that  it  paid  a  Deputy  to  be 
in  the  field,  but  they  informed  me  they  cannot  accomplish  any- 
thing where  the  "Texas  Alliance"  is  organized,  and  they 
boastingly  claim  every  county.  To  me  the  prospect  hopefully 
presented  is  to  endeavor  to  save  those  that  exist,  and  assidu- 
ously await (<  the  good  time  coming." 

One  sad  thing  for  us  was  the  failure  of  the  amendment  rela- 
tive to  fees  and  dues.  Our  people  desired  it,  and  found  an 
organization  that  claimed  to  be  the  child  of  the  Grange,  that 
supplied  it. 

This  three-fourths  rule  of  ours,  in  order  to  amend  the  Consti- 
tution, in  my  humble  estimation,  is  too  rigid  and  exacting,  aud  is 
regarded  by  many  good  and  worthy  people  as  a  procrestian 
relic  of  an  autocratic  age,  and,  if  possible,  should  be  modified 
before  there  will  be  nothing  of  our  beloved  Order  in  the  South. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale,  Chairman,  read  the  following  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Good  of  the  Order :

and  if  in  their  judgment  the  Order  can  be  revived  therein,  to 
take  such  measures  for  assisting  in  the  work  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  but  no  expenditure  of  money  for  this  purpose  shall 
exceed  $100  in  any  single  State. 
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A  full  report  of  the  work  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  this 
direction  shall  be  made  to  the  National  Grange  at  its  next  annual 
session.

The  only 
honorary  members  known  to  your  Committtee  are  those  who 
attend  meetings  regularly,  take  part  in  all  the  good  work  of  the 
Grange,  and  promptly  pay  their  dues.

The  following  is  the  report  submitted  by  the  Committee  : 

Worthy  Matter: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  asks  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Your  Committee  has  carefully  availed  themselves  of  all  the 
resources  of  information  within  their  reach,  and  after  a  full  in- 
vestigation find  the  condition  of  our  finances  to  be  as  follows  : 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  National  Grange,  at 
its  meeting,  in  1885,  the  Executive  Committee  sold  $38,000 
United  States  bonds,  realizing  therefor  the  sum  of  $50,937.50. 
Of  this  sum,  $42,050  was  invested  in  real  estate  mortgages,  and 
so  remains  to  this  date.  $250  drawn  from  the  treasury,  at  the 
same  time,  was  afterwards  covered  into  the  available  fuuds  of 
the  Trust  Company,  making  a  total  balance  in  the  Trust  Com- 
pany, for  the  fiscal  year  ending  October  1st,  1886,  of  $11,399.34, 
and  of  this  amount,  $8  887.50  has  been  withdrawn  from  the 
amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  United  States  bonds. 

Balance  in  the  treasury  October  1st,  1887,  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  $8,053.75,  showing  an  increase  of  expenditures  over  re- 
ceipts of  $3,345.59 ;  balance  in  Trust  Company  October  1st, 
1888,  $2,670  15,  showing  a  loss  during  the  year  of  $5,383.60. 

There  are  now  available  for  the  expenses  of  the  present  year  : 
Balance  in  Trust  Company  October  1st,  1888,  $2,670.15;  col- 
lected from  all  sources,  from  October  1st  to  November  10th, 
1888,  $7,897.45  ;  less  expenditures  for  the  same  time,  $676.40, 
leaving  47,221.05,  which,  added  to  the  balance  of  $2,760.15  in 
Trust  Company,  makes  a  total  of  $9,821.20.  Add  to  this  sum 
receipts  since  November  10th,  from  Oregon,  $125;  from  Minne- 
sota, $23.42,  and  interest,  $150,  making  our  present  available 
funds,  $10,210.55. 

In  this  report  we  simply  give  consolidated  statements,  leaving 
out  itemized  details,  as  they  would  make  our  report  too  long, 
and  can  just  as  well  be  seen  in  the  carefully  prepared  reports  of 
the  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

In  order  that  the  members  of  the  National  Grange  may  more 
fully  realize  the  present  financial  status  of  the  Order,  and 
properly  appreciate  the  importance  of  keeping  our  expenses 
within  the  bounds  of  our  receipts,  we  give  the  aggregate 
necessary  expenses  of  the  National  Grange,  from  the  Session  of 
1883  to  the  present  time.  These  estimates  do  not  include  extra 
printing,  expenditures  for  lecture  fund,  or  any  unusual  ex- 
penses.

The  income  of  the  National  Grange  is  derived  from  the  fol- 
lowing sources : 

Dues  from  the  States  of  five  cents  for  each  member,  sale  of 
charters,  manuals,  digests,  etc.,  and  for  Degrees  given  in  the 
National  Grange  and  the  Sixth  Degree  given  in  State  Granges ; 
amounting  in  1886,  to  (8,891.17,  and  in  1887,  to  $11,709.56. 

When  we  consider  that  the  expenditures,  as  given  above,  do 
not  include  large  sums  appropriated  for  lecture  and  editorial 
work,  nor  the  amount  paid  for  extra  printing,  amounting,  as 
per  last  Treasurer's  report— for  printing,  $1,867.71,  and  lecture 
fund,  $2,278.82,  though  it  may  be  said  in  extenuation  of  the 
large  sum  expended  for  printing,  that  quite  a  large  stock  of  the 
supplies  usually  kept  in  the  Secretary's  office  is  still  on  hand, 
the  sale  of  which  will  return  to  the  Treasury  a  part  of  the  sum 
expended  for  printing,  still  it  will  be  apparent  to  every  thought- 
ful person  that  our  expenditures  are  running  largely  ahead  of  our 
receipts,  and,  unless  our  resources  can  be  increased,  or  our 
expenses  reduced,  in  a  very  few  years  bankruptcy  will  be  the 
result. 

In  view  of  our  present  and  prospective  financial  condition, 

we  make  the  following  recommendations : 

First.  That  a  constitutional  amendment  be  submitted  to  the 
States  for  ratification,  giving  to  the  National  Grange  authority, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  regular  session,  to  increase  the  dues 
of  five  cents  now  required  to  be  paid,  for  each  member  of  the 
Order,  to  any  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  for  each  member. 

Second.  That  the  voting  members  and  officers,  not  otherwise 
provided  for,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $3  per  day  for  the  time 
necessarily  consumed  in  attendance  upon  this  Session,  and 
the  sum  of  three  cents  per  mile  for  the  distance  traveled  in  com- 
ing to  this  meeting  and  returning  home,  by  the  nearest  praticable 
route :  provided,  however,  that  if  three  cents  per  mile  does  not 
pay  the  actual  railroad  fare  paid  out,  then  such  deficit  shall  be 
made  good. 
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Third.  We  recommend  that  the  place  of  the  meeting  of  the 
next  Session  of  the  National  Grange,  be  selected  with  the  view 
of  lessening  the  cost  as  much  as  possible. 

Fourth.  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  keep  the  funds 
in  his  hands  at  call  loan,  whenever  it  can  be  done  on  ample  and 
unquestioned  security. 

Fifth.  That  no  appropriation  be  made  for  editorial  or  lecture 
work  for  the  ensuing  year,  but  that  we  earnestly  urge  the 
Masters  and  members  of  the  several  State  Granges  to  perfect 
and  put  in  operation  a  system  of  lecture  work,  using  the 
National  Lecturer  whenever  they  can  do  so  to  their  advantage, 
and  pay  him  for  his  services. 

SALARIES. 

Sixth.  That  the  Worthy  Master  of  the  National  Grange  shall 
receive  the  sum  of  $500  per  annum,  and  the  further  sum  of  $3 
per  day  and  actual  traveling  expenses  while  away  from  home  in 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties;  also  an  additional  sum 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  stationery  and  postage. 

Seventh.  The  Worthy  Lecturer  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $3 
per  day,  or  any  other  sum  that  may  be  agreed  upon  between 
himself  and  those  wanting  his  services,  and  to  be  paid  by  them, 
and  necessary  stationery,  postage  and  traveling  expenses  in 
attending  the  National  Grange  and  when  on  duty  for  the  Order, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Eighth.  That  the  Worthy  Treasurer  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  (300,  and  necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses. 

Ninth.  That  the  Worthy  Secretary  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $1,000,  and  necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses  in 
attending  the  National  Grange  and  when  on  duty  for  the  Order, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Tenth.  That  each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
receive  $3  per  day  when  engaged  in  work  for  the  National 
Grange,  and  necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses. 

Eleventh.  We  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolution  of 
Bro.  W.  K.  Thompson,  of  South  Carolina,  proposing  to  fix  the 
compensation  of  members  of  future  sessions  of  the  National 
Grange,  and  respectfully  state  that  this  matter  is  barred  from  our 
jurisdiction  by  Article  II  of  the  By-Laws,  which  states  that 
44  Each  Session  of  the  National  Grange  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  its  members." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

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The  report  was  considered  seriatim. 

The  first  section  was  read  and  discussed,  and  Bro.  L.  Rhone 

moved  to  amend,  by  substituting  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  number  of  Subordinate  Granges  in 
any  State  shall  fall  below  50,  the  number  of  paid  Delegates  to 
the  National  Grange  shall  be  reduced  to  one  representative. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Armstrong  moved  to  strike  out  all  that  part  of 
the  report  referring  to  the  increase  of  dues. 

The  previous  question  was  moved  by  Bro.  J.  G.  Peckham, 
which  was  sustained,  and  the  motion  of  Bro.  Armstrong  was 
adopted. 

The  second,  third  and  fourth  sections  were  read  and  con- 
sidered separately,  and  adopted. 

The  fifth  section  was  read,  and  Bro.  J.  M.  Thompson  moved 
to  strike  out  that  part  of  the  report  which  says  that  no  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  for  editorial  and  lecture  work,  and 
substitute  "That  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  editorial 
and  lecture  work  for  the  dissemination  of  Grange  literature,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee." 

Amendment  adopted. 

The  fifth  section  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

At  12.50  P.  M.  the  Grange  took  a  recess. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  Grange  reassembled  at  2.30  P.  M.,  with  Bro.  J.  M. 
Thompson,  of  Illinois,  in  the  chair. 

By  unanimous  consent  the  following  was  introduced  by  Bro. 
T.  H.  Kimbrough,  and  adopted]: 

Resolved,  That  no  member  shall  be  allowed  more  than  five 
minutes  in  the  discussion  of  any  question,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Grange. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
was  resumed. 

Sections  six  to  eleven,  inclusive,  were  read,  discussed  and 
adopted. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole, 
as  amended. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  resumed,  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  submitted  the  following : 
Worthy  Matter : 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  paper 
relating  to  the  "  Three  Americas  and  World's  Exposition, " 
respectfully  submit  that  the  subject  matter,  having  already  been 
acted  upon  by  this  body,  no  further  legislation  is  required. 

Adopted.  J.  M.  Blanton,  Chairman. 

Worthy  Master: 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  *•  A  Com- 
pilation of  Private  Instructions,"  in  the  Degree  work,  prepared 
by  Bro.  Rhone,  Worth  Master  of  the  State  Grange  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, have  carefully  examined  the  same  and  find  it  a  valuable 
document,  and  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Ritual.  J.  M.  Blanton,  Chairman.

Bro.  T.  H.  Kimbrough  made  the  following  report  for  the 
Committee  on  Division  of  Labor,  which  was  adopted  : 
Worthy  Master: 

Your  Committee  on  Division  of  Labor,  to  whom  was  referred 
Memorial  from  Washington  County  Grange,  R.  I.,  would  re- 
spectfully report  and  refer  as  follows : 

Article  1.  Which  refers  to  pure  food,  and  punishment  of  those 
who  sell  adulterated  articles. 

Art.  5.  Reduction  of  postage  on  seeds,  bulbs,  etc. 

Art.  6.  Which  relates  to  efficiency  in  Agricultural  Depart- 
ment ;    all  the  above  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

Art.  3.  Relating  to  judicious  restriction  of  immigration,  we 
would  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations. 

Art  2.  Relating  to  strengthening  the  Inter- State  Com- 
merce Law,  we  would  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Transporta- 
tion. 

Art.  4.  Which  relates  to  fractional  currency  and  money 
orders,  and 

~  Art.  7.  Relating  to  the  improvement  of  methods  of  voting, 
greater  secrecy  in  depositing  ballots,  and  the  detection  and 
punishment  or  bribery,  we  would  refer  to  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions.  T.  H.  Kimbrough,  Chairman. 

Bro.  X.  X  Chartters  made  the  following  report  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  which  was  adopted : 
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Yoar  Committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
account  of  Bro.  James  Draper,  High  Priest  of  the  Assembly  of 
the  Seventh  Degree,  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and 
recommend  its  payment,  which  amounts  to  $225.95. 

The  account  of  Bro.  James  Draper,  Acting  Master,  has  been 
carefully  examined  and  found  correct.  We  find  a  balance  due 
him  of  $49.72,  and  recommend  the  payment  of  the  same. 

We  have  examined  the  account  of  Bro.  J.  H.  Brigham,  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  find  the  same  correct.  There  was  a 
balance  in  his  hands  November  15th,  1887,  of  $88.50,  of  which 
$26  35  has  been  expended  in  his  work,  and  the  remainder, 
$12.15,  has  been  returned  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  National 
Grange. 

We  have  examined  the  account  of  Bro.  J.  M.  B  Ian  ton,  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  to  November  10th,  1888,  and  find  the 
same  correct,  and  that  there  is  a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $28.48, 
belonging  to  the  National  Grange. 

We  have  examined  the  account  of  Bro.  Put  Darden,  late 
Master  of  the  National  Grange,  and  find  that  the  amount  paid 
out  to  July  4th,  1888,  was  $85.50,  with  a  debit  of  $38.92,  leaving 
a  balance  in  his  hands  of  $3.42,  which  we  respectfully  recom- 
mend be  allowed  to  his  widow,  and  the  account  balanced  with 
the  National  Grange. 

We  have  examined  the  account  of  Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman, 
Member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  find  the  same  correct, 
and  that  the  amount  of-  $180. 12  was  expended  for  office  and 
labor  expense.  He  received  $100  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
National  Grange,  which  leaves  a  balance  due  him  of  $80.12, 
which  we  recommend  be  paid.

Your  Committee  on  Ritual,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of 
the  Executive  Committee's  report  in  regard  to  Combined  or 
Optional  Degrees,  also  the  communication  presented  by  Bro.  J. 
M.  Thompson,  Master  of  the  Illinois  State  Orange,  upon  the 
same  subject,  have  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  said  Combined  or  Optional  Degrees,  with  a  few 
minor  amendments  in  phraseology  and  instruction. 

Bro.  A.  J.  Rose,  Chairman,  made  the  following  general  report 

for  the  Committee  on  Co-operation,  which  was  approved : 

CO-OPERATIOK 

Worthy  Master  and  Member*  of  the  National  Orange  : 

As  related  to  mankind,  co-operation  is  the  outgrowth  of  ne- 
cessity. As  applied  to  agriculture  this  necessity,  especially  in 
these  times,  is  emphasized.  The  recognized  need  of  co-opera* 
tion  is  co-extensive  with  our  existence  as  an  Order.  It  should 
enter  into  every  branch  of  our  work  as  an  essential  to  perfect  or- 
ganization. The  nearer  perfection  we  attain  in  co-operation  the 
nearer  will  we  attain  to  a  complete  and  successful  system. 

Co-operation  is  not  only  necessary  to  success,  but  success  in 
almost  any  undertaking,  especially  in  any  effort  of  organization, 
is  a  proof  of  co-operation,  while  failure  generally  results  from  the 
absence  of  this  principle.  Co-operation  implies  intelligence,  edu- 
cation, confidence,  civilization  and  social  development.  Among 
its  results  are  a  higher  order  of  intelligence,  steadfast  integrity, 
praiseworthy  ambitions  and  nobler  purposes.  To  effect  any  good 
purpose  in  its  fullest  extent  requires  the  co-operative  action  of  all 
interested.  For  instance,  to  most  successfully  maintain  and 
build  up  the  cause  of  education  requires  the  co-operation  of 
teacher,  parent  and  pupil.  This  is  but  a  truism  of  universal  ap- 
plication; it  follows  therefore,  that  if  agriculture  is  ever  to  receive 
a  fair  profit,  if  it  is  ever  to  be  relieved  of  unjust  burdens,  these 
blessings  must  come  through  co-operation  among  those  interested 
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in  the  objects  to  be  obtained ;  and  in  no  sense  is  this  co-operation 
more  essential  than  in  an  educated  ballot  among  those  who  follow 
the  plow  or  wield  the  hoe. 

It  is  well  known  that  until  the  Grange  sprang  into  existence 
the  farmers  gave  little  or  no  attention  to  any  interest  save  that 

8f  production.  During  the  long  period  anterior  to  the  birth  of 
le  Orange,  other  classes  were  not  idle  in  caring  for  both  their 
general  and  special  interests.  As  a  natural  consequence  our 
statute  books  are  burdened  with  laws  granting  special  privileges 
to  special  classes  and  most  generally  at  the  expense  of  agricul- 
ture, the  great  wealth- producing  class.  To  correct  these  abuses 
will  require  the  earnest  co-operation  of  those  whose  rights  are 
thus  infringed. 

Education  is  therefore  the  important  work  of  our  Order  and 
education  is  but  corollary  of  co-operation.  As  we  all  know,  some 
most  important  advances  toward  reiorm  have  been  made  during 
the  two  decades  last  passed. 

We  can  reflect  with  pride  that  almost  all  of  these  either  origi- 
nated with  our  Order,  or  resulted  largely  from  the  public  senti- 
ment moulded  by  the  Grange. 

When  we  reflect  upon  the  comparatively  small  number  of  our 
farmers  who  have  given  in  their  allegiance  to  this  grand  organi- 
zation, where  their  powers  and  influence  could  have  been  wield- 
ed in  the  fullest  force,  we  can  the  better  estimate  the  power  of 
co-operation  in  a  good  cause.  If  we  have  done  what  we  have 
with  our  scant  numbers,  oh  what  had  been,  if  all  had  gone  with 
us.  But,  brethren,  we  believe  the  founders  of  this  noble  Order 
set  a  ball  in  motion  that  will  roll  on  and  on,  gathering  size  and 
momentum  as  it  rolls,  until  its  force  will  be  irresistible,  and  then 
will  our  many  wrongs  be  righted  and  the  burdens  that  bear  so 
heavily  upon  us  will  be  distributed  among  all  who  should  assist 
in  bearing  them. 

But  is  it  not  cause  for  both  sorrow  and  humiliation  that  among 
the  strong  barriers  to  our  onward  march  are  many  of  our  own 
class  ?  They  are  so  prone  to  desert  the  Grange  and  stray  away 
to  so-called  kindred  organizations ;  spurred  thereto,  by  glitter- 
ing promises  impossible  of  fulfillment  and  the  visionary  theories 
of  mere  dreaming  enthusiasts,  our  brethren  realize  our  forlorn 
condition,  the  result  of  years  of  work  on  the  part  of  other  and  fa- 
vored classes,  but  wrongly  jump  to  the  conclusion  that  these 
wrongs  may  be  righted  in  a  day.  They  must  learn  the  truth, 
that  heavy  error  can  only  be  corrected  by  time,  patience  and  for- 
titude. When  once  they  are  educated  into  this  truth,  they  will 
cease  to  weaken  the  power  of  organization  by  dividing  and  mis- 
directing its  strength.  Oh  for  a  golden  key  of  knowledge,  that 
would  unlock  the  minds  of  our  great  people  and  make  them  see 
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these  truths  so  clearly  that  they  would  be  forced  to  co-operate 
for  the  welfare  of  all. 

But  our  failure,  or  rather  slowness  of  our  advance,  is  not 
caused  solely  by  the  agencies  cited.  We  have  blindness  within 
our  own  ranks  also,  which  has  dwarfed  our  achievements,  for 
can  we  call  it  less  than  mental  blindness  when  our  own  people 
fail  to  adhere  to  and  practice  our  grand  principles?  Every  Stale 
Orange  should  certainly  hold  itself  amenable  to  the  declared 
purposes,  laws  and  edicts  of  the  National  Grange  ;  every  Subor- 
dinate Grange  should  observe  strict  obedience  to  the  laws  of  both 
National  and  State  Granges  and  every  member  should  certainly 
live  up  to  these  requirements. 

Your  committee  believe  that  our  success  as  an  Order,  depends 
entirely  upon  co-operative  effort,  which  is  but  another  name  for 
patriotic  effoit.  No  law  or  rule  of  any  Grange  should  be  disre- 
garded, either  National,  State  or  Subordinate,  by  those  under 
their  respective  jurisdiction?. 

It  is  by  co-operation  only  that  we  can  carry  out  the  recom- 
mendations, edicts  or  laws  of  this  body  and  vof  all  bodies  Subor- 
dinate to  this.  Our  people  subscribe  to  the  belief  in  the  grandeur 
of  our  purposes,  the  purity  and  justice  of  our  laws,  but  belief  only 
cannot  accomplish  anything,  works  must  be  the  companion  of 
frith,  and  hence  we  can  only  succeed  by  cooperative  work ;  and 
for  our  success  to  be  complete,  that  co  operation  must  extend 
from  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  down  through  every 
factor  to  the  humblest  member  of  the  weakest  Grange  in  all  this 
jurisdiction  * 

God  speed  the  day  when  this  may  be. 

BUSINESS  CO-OPERATION. 

Your  committee  cannot  close  this  report  without  a  word  con- 
cerning business  co-operation. 

The  wisdom  of  the  National  Grange  caused  it  to  make  choice 
of  a  plan  of  business.  It  was  adopted  by  this  body  and  recom- 
mended to  the  Order  at  large.  The  wisdom  of  that  action  and 
recommendation  has  never  been  called  in  question.  Can  any 
one  in  this  presence  successfully  combat  the  theories  of  Rochdale 
co-operation  ?  This  system  takes  capital,  labor  and  custom  into 
co-partnership.  It  makes  just  and  equitable  awards  to  each,  to 
capital  its  interest ;  to  labor,  its  wages ;  to  custom,  its  profits. 

This  system  does  not  proceed  upon  the  foolish  hypothesis  that 
it  can  revolutionize  a  business  system  as  old  as  commercial 
history.  It  does  not  therefore  profess  to  sell  goods  at  cost, 
but  proposes  to  sell  at  fair  profits,  as  do  other  merchants. 
At  stated  periods,  after  making  awards  to  capital  and  labor, 
according  to  the  articles  of  agreement,  it  distributes  the  profits 
to  custom. 
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Thus  each  Patron  of  Husbandry  will  share  in  the  business  not 
only  according  to  the  amount  of  his  capital  or  labor,  bat  likewise 
to  the  extent  he  patronizes  his  own  enterprize. 

Is  it  not  strange  that  our  great  minds  have  left  it  to  the  labor- 
ing people  to  work  out  a  problem  in  political  economy,  which 
gives  the  customer  his  rights  ?  No  author  on  political  economy 
has  considered  the  customer  a  factor,  and  yet  who  can  deny  that 
^  he  is  the  greatest  factor  of  commercial  entity  ?  for  without  cus- 

tom labor's  hands  would  be  idle  and  capital  would  rust  in  the 
bank  vaults  or  rot  on  the  merchant's  shelf.  Who  then  can  deny 
that  the  system  is  in  strict  harmony  with  honesty  and  fairness 
and  in  strict  accord  with  our  Declaration  of  Purposes  ?  By  it 
we  are  enabled  to  bring  producer  and  consumer,  farmer  and 
manufacturer,  into  the  most  intimate  and  friendly  relations.  By 
it  alone  can  we  dispense  with  the  large  surplus  of  middle  men 
by  whom  agriculture  is  so  grievously  taxed  to  support.  By  it 
our  poorest  member  may  secure  supplies  at  manufacturers'  prices 
(plus  actual  expense  of  handling),  a  consummation  to  be  wished 
for. 

But  this  system  is  not  presented  alone  to  us  as  a  theory.  To  say 
nothing  of  its  success  in  Europe,  there  are  a  large  number  of 
co-operative  stores  conducted  upon  this  plan  in  this  country.  They 
are  successful  where  they  have  not  departed  from  the  plan  (the 
cash  system),  and  we  might  add  generally  a  failure  where  they 
have  substituted  for  it  the  credit  system.  The  system  lias  done 
much  where  introduced  to  aid  our  members  financially  and  to 
educate  them  in  methods  of  business. 

While  your  Committee  believe  the  action  of  the  National 
Grange  to  have  been  wise  in  attempting  nothing  further  in  busi- 
ness than  to  recommend,  leaving  the  establishing  of  business 
enterprises  entirely  with  the  membership  of  each  State,  yet  we 
believe  that  the  extension  of  the  Rochdale  co-operative  system, 
modified  to  suit  our  conditions,  would  prove  of  great  benefit  to 
the  Order  everywhere. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts  we  offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1st,  That  we  favor  the  establishing  of  co  operative 
retail  stores  by  our  membership  whenever  practicable. 

Resolved,  2d,  That  we  favor  the  establishing  of  a  wholesale, 
purchasing,  distributing  and  sale  agency  in  each  State  Grange 
jurisdiction  wherever  there  is  a  sufficient  number  of  co-operative 
stores  to  support  it. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  we  favor  a  wholesale  jobbing  house  to  be 
established  by  the  wholesale  purchasing  agencies ;  and  in  States 
where  there  are  only  retail  stores,  that  they  assist  in  establishing 
this  enterprise. 

Resolved,  4th,  That  wherever  any  so  called  co-operative  store 
departs  from  the  rules  heretofore  recommended  by  this  body  in 
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either  purchasing  or  selling  on  a  credit,  that  such  house  shall  not 
be  considered  a  Grange  enterprise,  provided,  however,  that  the 
usual  time  extended  by  the  mercantile  world  to  customers  to 
check  up  invoices,  etc.,  shall  be  regarded  as  cash  transactions. 

Each  State  Grange  to  determine  the  practicability  or  impractica- 
bility for  itself.

Worthy  Master: 

The  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  relative  to  the  appointing  of  a  Committee  of  one 
to  represent  this  Order  at  the  meeting  of  the  National  Wheel,  to 
convene  at  St.  Louis  December  5th,  1888,  also  a  like  Committee 
to  meet  the  Alliance  Co  operative  Union,  which  assembles  in 
the  city  of  Meridian,  Miss.,  on  the  same  date,  have  considered 
the  resolution  in  all  its  bearings,  and  the  Committee  has  directed 
me  to  report  the  same  back  to  this  body,  and  recommend  that  it 
do  not  pass,  for  the  reason  that  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  are 
to-day  in  a  condition  that  will  not  bear  them  out  in  seeking  an 
alliance  ^tith  any  other  organization.

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We  have  carefully  considered  the  resolution  in  relation  to 
trusts,  as  follows : 

44  Whbbbas,  It  is  well  known  that  there  are  in  existence  com- 
binations known  as  *  Trusts,'  which  are  able  to  control  the 
prices  of  produce  and  commerce,  and  by  their  combined  power 
are  unjustly  taking  millions  of  dollars  from  the  people  ;  there- 
fore be  it 

"  Beeolved,  By  this  National  Grange,  that  we  do  condemn  the 
said  trusts  as  being  unjust  and  dangerous  to  the  rights  and 
liberties  of  the  American  people  and  the  freedom  of  American 
institutions. 

"Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  request  our  National  Congrefs 
to  give  this  matter  their  earliest  possible  attention  by  enacting 
a  law  that  will  protect  the  people  from  the  encroachment  of  said 
combinations  and  trusts." 

We  recommend  to  add  the  words,  "and  State  Legislatures,'9 
after  the  words  "National  Congress,"  and  recommend  its  adop- 
tion.

Atwater,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Experiment  Stations  in  the 
Agricultural  Department  at  Washington,  who  addressed  the 
Grange  in  an  able  and  interesting  discourse  on  the  origin,  work 
and  operation  of  the  Experiment  Stations. 

The  Washburn  College  Glee  Club  rendered  some  beautiful 
vocal  selections. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  rendition  Bro.  Messer  moved  that 
a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  Washburn  College  Glee  Club, 
which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Bro.  Rose  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  National  Grange  be 
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extended  to  Dr.  Atwater,  for  his  able,  interesting  and  valuable , 
address,  which  motion  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  open  session  was  declared  closed,  and  business  resumed 
in  the  Fourth  Degree. 

Bro.  Blackford  offered  the  following,  which  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  National  Grange  heartily  commends  the 
prompt  action  of  Acting  Worthy  Master  Draper  in  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  condition  of  the  family  of  our  late  lamented  Master 
Darden,  and  earnestly  hope  that  State  and  Subordinate  Granges 
will  quickly  and  generously  respond  to  the  appeal.

Whereas,  There  is  a  pressing  and  growing  demand  upon  the 
part  of  the  south-western  and  north-western  States  for  a  deep 
water  port  on  the  north-west  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  such 
as  will  carry  our  largest  ocean  vessels ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  hereby  petition  the  repre- 
sentatives of  our  National  Congress  to  provide,  by  appropriate 
legislation,  a  deep  water  port  on  the  above  coast,  at  such  point 
as  may  be  found  most  eligible  to  accommodate  this  vast  district 
of  country. 

Adopted.

Resolved,  That  there  be  added  to  the  list  of  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  National  Grange  a  committee  of  three  women, 
upon  "  Woman's  Work  in  the  Grange, "  and  that  they  report  at 
the  next  session  of  the  National  Grange. 

And  no  further  business  appearing,  the  labors  of  the  day  were

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SEVENTH    DAY. 

Wednesday,  November  21st,  1888. 

The  Grange  assembled  at  9.80  o'clock  A.'  M.,  and  was  opened 
in  the  Fourth  Degree,  with  Worth  j  Master  Draper  in  the  Chair, 
and  Sister  M.  H.  Murray,  of  Maryland,  acting  Ceres. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  a  quorum,  the  officers  and  members 
who  were  present  yesterday,  was  present. 

The  journal  of  Tuesday's  proceedings  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Worthy  Master  appointed  the  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work  in  the  Grange,  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  Session. —

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions was  resumed,  and  Bro.

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered 
by  Bro.  S.  C,  Carr,  of  Wisconsin,  in  reference  to  gambling  in 
the  necessaries  of  life,  and  recommending  action  by  Cod gi ess 
thereon,  have  duly  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  its 
adoption,  with  the  further  recommendation  that  it .  be  also  re- 
ferred to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  for  their  action.

Whereas,  By  their  manipulations  of  the  markets  they  unset- 
tle values  and  nullify  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  so  that 
producers  do  not  receive  legitimate  prices  for  what  they  produce  ; 
and 

Whereas,  By  "  cornering  "  the  markets  they  are  enabled  to 
force  up  the  prices  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  to  the  great  distress 
and  often  starvation  of  the  poor  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  demand  immediate  action  by  Congress,  and 
the  passage  of  such  laws  as  shall  forever  prohibit  gambling  in 
the  necessaries  of  life. 

Bro.  L.  Rhone  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  report 

of  the  Committee : 
Resolved,  That  while  we  do  not  oppose  a  just  combination  of 
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legitimate  business,  to  secure  a  remunerative  return  for  capital 
and  labor,  that  wo  protest  against  unjust  "  corners  "  and  gam- 
bling in  any  product  of  commerce. 

The  amendment  was  not  concurred  in,  and  the  report  of  the 
Committee  was  then  adopted. 

Bro.  Coles  presented  a  further  report  from  the  same  Commit- 
tee, which  was  adopted,  as  follows  : 

Tour  Committee  has  considered  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro. 
Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  recommending  the  adoption  of  an 
amendment  to  the  National  Constitution,  whereby  our  United 
States  Senators  may  be  elected  by  direct  vote  of  the  people. 

Inasmuch  as  the  National  Grange,  at  its  last  two  sessions, 
adopted  similar  resolutions,  your  Committee  would  recommend 
its  adoption.

Bro.  Levi  Booth  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Resolutions 

the  following  ; 

Worthy  Matter  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange : 

Tour  Committee  on  Resolutions,  to  whom  was  referred  reso- 
lutions from  Red  Willow  Grange,  Ashland  Grange,  Silver  Creek 
Grange,  and  Missouri  Grange,  of  the  State  of  Nebraska,  would 
respectfully  report  that  said  resolutions  set  forth  the  fact  that  98 
per  cent,  of  the  farms  in  Red  Willow  County  are  mortgaged  ; 
that  the  interest  paid  on  said  mortgages  amounts  to  about  $75 
per  capita ;  that  said  interest  goes  to  eastern  money  centers  and 
to  Europe.  That  the  local  National  Banks  charge  on  loans 
from  2  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent,  per  month,  when  farmers  are 
obliged  to  borrow  money  on  account  of  unforseen  disasters 
which  often  befall  them ;  therefore  they  ask  that  the  National 
Grange,  at  its  present  session,  adopt  such  resolutions  and  take 
such  action  as  will  tend  to  hasten  the  issue  of  United  States 
money  directly  to  the  people  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  may 
seem  just  and  proper.  Therefore,  your  Committee  would  re- 
commend the  following  resolution  for  adoption : 

Betofoed,  That  we,  the  members  of  this  National  Grange, 
believe  that  our  present  banking  system  should  be  abolished,  and 
that  the  Government  should  issue  its  own  money  and  loan  it  out 
to  the  people,  through  its  own  appointed  agents,  at  the  lowest 
possible  rates  of  interest,  and  that  we  urge  upon  members  of 
Congress  to  labor  vigilantly  for  the  passage  of  a  law  that  will 
bring  about  this  desired  result.  W.  R.  Williams,

The  report,  as  amended,  was  then  adopted. 

Bro.  Alpha  Messer,  Chairman,  made  the  following  report  for 
the  Committee  on  Transportation. 
Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered 
by  Bro.  H.  E.  Hayes  of  Oregon,  relating  to  watered  railroad 
stock,  would  say  that  they  heartily  endorse  the  principle  involved, 
and  have  embodied  the  same  in  their  general  report. 

We  have  examined  the  memorial  from  Washington  County 
Grange,  R.  I.,  in  regard  to  strengthening  the  Inter  State  Com- 
merce Law,  and  would  say  that  we  are  in  sympathy  with  the 
memorial,  and  have  made  recommendation  in  our  general  report. 

A.  Messer,  for  the  Committee. 
The  following  general  report  of  the  Committee  on  Transpor- 
tation was  read  by  Bro.  Messer,  and  approved  by  the  Grange: 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Worthy  Master: 

Your  Committee  on  Transportation  does  not  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  enter  into  a  prolonged  discussion  of  this  question,  at  the 
present  session.  The  whole  matter  was  carefully  considered  in 
the  general  report  of  the  Committee  on  Transportation,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  National  Grange  at  its  session  in  Lansing, 
Mich.,  one  year  ago,  and  your  Committee  are  not  aware  that  any 
new  phases  of  this  question  have  been  brought  to  light  since  that 
time.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  under  existing  conditions,  the 
transportation  question  cannot  be  definitely  settled  by  legislation 
of  any  kind,  but  we  do  believe  that  a  well-defined  policy  of  rail- 
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road  legislation,  which  has  proved  successful  in  several  states, 
can  be  formulated  and  used  by  the  producers  in  every  state 
where  there  is  just  cause  for  the  complaints  against  the  roads  for 
the  abuse  and  misuse  of  corporate  power.  In  this  connection 
we  observe  in  those  States  in  which  a  definite  policy  of  railroad 
reform  exists,  the  farmers,  through  their  representatives  in  State 
Legislatures,  have  enacted  laws  which  circumscribe  the  powers 
of  the  railroads,  and  compel  them  to  submit  to  the  reasonable 
demands  of  the  people.  In  Vermont,  where,  in  a  measure,  the 
railroad  struggle  centered,  last  year,  and  where  an  important 
victory  was  gained,  Gov.  Dillingham,  in  his  message  to  the  Leg- 
islature, now  in  session  in  that  State,  recommended  the  adoption 
of  the  general  features  of  the  Inter  State  Commerce  Law  by  the 
State,  and  in  accordance  with  the  message,  a  bill  is  now  before 
the  legislature,  embodying  such  features  of  the  law  as  are  appli- 
cable to  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the  State,  and  which,  if 
passed,  will  give  the  people  relief  from  the  excessive  local  rates 
which  the  railroads  have  seen  fit  to  exact  from  them. 

In  another  section  of  the  country,  in  the  north-west,  the  far- 
mers of  Iowa  have  united,  and  for  the  past  18  months  they  have 
.  struggled  manfully  against  the  combined  railway  power  of  their 

\^  section  of  the  country,  and  a  decided  victory  has  been  gained  at 
every  point,  which  shows  most  conclusively  that  what  is  most 
needed  to  check  the  rapacity  of  these  corporations  and  prevent 
them  from  oppressing  the  people,  is  concert  of  action  among  far- 
mers, and  the  Grange  organization  has  proved  itself  of  such  great 
value  in  the  past  in  this  direction,  that  we  earnestly  commend  it 
to  the  farmers  of  the  country,  as  a  very  useful  means  by  which 
desirable  ends  may  be  gained. 

The  temporary  failures  of  any  legitimate  measures  used  in  this 
direction,  whether  through  Grange  channels  or  otherwise,  should 
in  no  way  bring  discouragement  or  cause  an  abandonment  of  the 
principles  of  right  and  justice  which  should  govern  corporations 
as  well  as  individuals. 

The  National  Grange  reaffirms  that  it  has  po  desire  to  array 
the  farmers  against  the  railroads  where  there  is  no  just  cause  for 
complaint.  It  gladly  recognizes  the  untold  value  of  the  roads  in 
developing  the  country  and  making  it  possible  for  important  in- 
dustries to  be  established  and  to  become  prosperous  long  distances 
from  the  great  centers  of  commerce  and  trade ;  but  the  Grange 
does  not  recognize  the  right  of  the  roads  to  increase  the  rates  of 
transportation,  regardless  of  the  condition  of  the  people,  and  to 
discriminate  in  favor  of  or  against  different  sections  and  locali- 
ties, under  any  conditions  whatever ;  neither  does  it  recognize 
the  right  of  a  State  to  permit  a  railroad  within  its  borders,  to  tix 
the  people  along  the  line  of  the  road  to  pay  dividends  on  watered 
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stock,  or  to  make  atonement  for  the  blindness,  inefficiency  or 
dishonesty  of  its  officers  or  managers  ;  and  it  calls  upon  farmers 
in  sections  of  the  country  where  these  abuses  exist  to  throw  aside 
party  affiliations  and  prejudices,  and  unite  in  their  efforts  for  re- 
form  in  this  direction. 

Your  Committee  is  not  aware  that  in  any  instance  where  these 
reforms  have  been  inaugurated  and  wholesome  restraint  been 
placed  upon  railroad  power,  has  permanent  or  even  temporary  in- 
jury to  railroad  interests  been  the  result,  but,  with  lower  rates 
and  a  consequently  increased  amount  of  traffic,  the  roads  have  in- 
creased their  degree  of  prosperity,  and  the  people  have  been  ben- 
efited by  the  amount  of  such  reduction. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  indorse  the  Inter  State  Commerce 
Law  in  the  interest  of  transportation  reform,  and  fully  appre- 
ciates the  good  results  arising  from  the  enforcement  of  the  law  in 
different  parts  of  the  country,  but  inasmuch  as  the  operations  of 
the  law  have  been  suspended  in  other  parts,  on  account  of  the 
representations  made  by  railroads,  without  any  notification  to 
the  shippers  directly  interested,  we  respectfully  urge  upon  our 
Representatives  and  Senators  in  the  National  Congress  to  uss 
their  influence  to  have  the  fourth  section  so  amended  as  to  pre- 
vent this  suspension. 

In  closing  our  brief  report,  we  have  only  to  say  that  the  trans- 
portation question  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  and  that 
we  believe  it  possible  for  them  to  unite  their  efforts  and  enact 
wholesome  laws  relating  to  the  same,  which  will  be  of  mutual 
benefit  to  the  people  and  the  roads.

Bro.  Frederick  Robie,  Chairman,  submitted  and  read  the  gen- 
eral report  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  which  was  ap- 
proved, as  follows : 

AGRICULTURE. 

Worthy  Master : 

The  paramount  interest  of  agriculture  in  the  hands  of  the 
Patrons  of  Husbandry  is  the  great  question  which  we  are  called 
upon  to  consider.  Our  organization  belongs  to  the  farmers  of 
the  United  States,  and  when  it  is  controlled  by  any  other  class 
or  interest,  it  ceases  to  represent  its  Declaration  of  Purposes, 
and  necessarily  forfeits  all  claims  for  the  support  of  the  Ameri- 
can farmer. 
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No  pursuit  has  so  well  defined  individuality,  no  occupation  is 
surrounded  by  so  many  interests  peculiar  to  itself  as  the  voca- 
tion of  agriculture. 

As  a  farmers1  organization,  we  come  to  the  front  and  claim 
that  we  have  a  right  to  make  an  intelligent  demand  for  public 
favor  for  all  matters  which  naturally  fall  within  the  province  of 
the  industry  which  we  represent. 

Organization  is  essential  and  a  necessity  for  the  moral,  intel- 
lectual, social  and  financial  condition  of  the  American  husband- 
man. Each  one  of  these  heads  has  special  claims  of  recogni- 
tion, and  will  be  treated  at  length  in  the  able  reports  of  associate 
committees. 

The  special  care  which  is  committed  to  us,  is  the  considera- 
tion of  agriculture,  and  especially  the  proper  means  to  be  used 
to  increase  the  quantity,  quality  and  value  of  the  crops  of  the 
nation  and  the  elevation  of  the  American  farmer. 

There  is  no  one  interest  that  measures  the  magnitude  and 
prosperity  of  a  nation  so  much  as  its  annual  crops.  What 
the  farmer  produces  is  the  business  barometer  which  regu- 
lates all  of  the  varied  national  industries.  The  bad  effects  of 
the  winter  storms,  the  influence  of  a  backward  spring,  or  any 
retarding  influence  on  the  progress  and  development  of  our 
staple  crops,  is  heralded  forth  as  the  harbinger  of  hard  times. 
When  we  are  told  that  the  early  crops  look  well  along  the 
line,  there  is  a  feeling  of  buoyancy  and  confidence  through 
the  business  world,  for  the  railroad  looks  to  the  crops  for  its 
freight,  the  banker  makes  it  the  basis  of  discounts  and  exchange, 
commerce  is  made  prosperous  when  there  is  plenty  of  pro- 
ductions for  export,  and  above  all,  the  world  looks  to  the 
crops  of  the  nation  for  its  bread  and  sustenance.  Excess  of 
crops  indicates  and  creates  prosperity ;  failure  of  crops  brings 
with  it  diminished  trade  and  financial  distress.  Forty- four 
per  centum  of  our  entire  population  are  engaged  in  agricul- 
ture, and  more  than  one-half  of  our  population  are  engaged  in 
farming  and  moving  the  crops.  It  is  for  these  reasons, 
that  agriculture  has  the  highest  claims  for  recognition,  and 
there  is  a  dignity  and  responsibility  for  asserting  its  vast  im- 
portance. 

It  is  the  grand  purpose  of  the  organization  which  meets  here 
to-day  to  faithfully  consider  all  those  questions  which  affect 
the  interests  of  the  American  farmer.  We  desire  to  remove 
all  hindrance  in  the  way  of  advancement ;  our  aim  should  be, 
and  is,  to  husband  and  employ  every  resource  in  science  and 
experience  to  promote  a  progressive  agriculture;  we  desire  to 
support  a  wise,  economical  and  honest  Government;  to  work 
together  at  all  times,  and  in  every  way  for  the  elevation  and 
happiness  of  the  husbandman.     We  have  done  much  to  restrain 
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the  greed  and  ararice  of  corporations,  the  bnrdenBome  re- 
quirements of  our  patent  laws,  and  the  evils  and  frauds  of 
adulterated  food,  and  articles  of  common  use,  and  have  ad- 
vanced the  interests  of  public  education  and  morals  every- 
where. They  are  among  the  triumphs  of  the  Grange,  and 
place  our  Order  at  once  at  the  head  of  the  column,  as  a  band 
of  aggressive  and  progressive  workers  for  the  interest  of 
agriculture.  The  Grange  is,  therefore,  worthy  of  the  con- 
fidence of  the  American  husbandman,  whether  he  tills  the 
soil,  or  follows  the  plow  among  the  rocky  and  sterile  hills  of 
Maine,  or  cultivates  the  corn  belt,  or  wheat  fields,  reaching 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Oceans,  or  is  engaged  in  the 
raising  of  the  fruits  and  products  of  the  sunny  lands  of  a 
more  Southern  latitude.  We  have  the  same,  and  one  com- 
mon interest.  We  have  stood  and  acted  together,  and  have 
accomplished  much  that  we  demanded  from  our  State  and 
National  Legislatures,  for  the  interests  of  the  farmer.  There 
still  remains  much  to  be  done.  Grange  halls  must  be  erected, 
the  citadels  of  our  strength  reaching  from  ocean  to  ocean. 
These  forts  must  be  held  by  a  resolute  and  aggressive  band 
ot  Patrons  of  Husbandry.  The  farmers  must  come  to  the 
front  and  demand  by  their  numbers  and  wealth  that  combi- 
nations, monopolies  and  trusts,  which  destroy  confidence,  and 
wrest  from  a  burdened  people,  profits  which  are  unreason- 
able and  unjust,  shall  foiever  cease  by  the  power  of  law,  that 
gambling  in  larm  products  by  dealing  in  tutures  shall  be  regu- 
lated by  an  honest  Government  in  tne  interests  of  the  people. 

We  recognize  the  efficiency  and  the  favorable  results  which 
have  followed  the  work  ol  the  State  Experiment  Stations, 
in  the  several  States,  and  we  demand  their  continuance, 
with  such  liberal  public  appropriations  "as  will  insure  that  they 
shall  be  administered  on  business  principles  and  make  it  possible 
to  retain  and  develop  the  highest  efficiency,  the  best  specialists 
and  investigators  in  the  dinerent  branches  of  knowledge  and 
the  arts  which  pertain  to  agriculture  in  its  highest  sense,"  to 
the  end  that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  may  have  ample 
means  to  collect,  compile  and  disseminate  all  the  information 
resulting  from  the  work  of  the  Experiment  Stations  of  the 
Union,  by  calling  in  and  utilizing  the  best  science  and  other 
useful  means,  to  help  them  in  their  work,  and  thus  serve 
the  interests  of  the  greatest  agricultural  nation  in  the  world. 

Our  nation  is  founded  on  the  principles  of  equality  and  per- 
sonal liberty.  Everything  that  affects  public  policy  or  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  body  politic  are  subjects  which  may  come 
before  a  popular  meeting  of  citizens.  The  American  town 
house,  where  great  questions  are  discussed  and  vital  issues  are 
determined  which  may  affect  the  weal  or  woe  of  the  nation,  is 
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an  early  New  England  institution  which  has  become  national  in 
its  character,  and  should  be  everywhere  respected.    The  religious, 
political,  social  and  secular  conventions,  the  caucus  and  debating 
societies  of  the  land  are  among  the  most  prominent  and  import- 
ant auxiliaries  to  the  demands  of  a  progressive  civilization. 
Societies,  conventions  and  public  meetings  of  every  character 
are,  and  should  be,  governed  by  an  exact  and  correct  code  of 
parliamentary  laws.    Our  Congress  and  Legislatures  are  wisely 
governed  by  rules  founded  on  common  sense,  which  are  called 
parliamentary  laws,  and   in   this  way,  when   such  rules   are 
obeyed,  legislation  is  hastened   and   never   impeded.     Every 
deliberative  body  must  exercise  respect  for  the  common  rules 
of  parliamentary  government,  or  it  will  soon  bring  itself  into 
ridicule.      The  Grange  has   exerted   a  very  timely  influence, 
and    has   been    the    source   of  valuable   instruction  to  all  its 
members  in  the  practice  and  use  of  parliamentary  law.      The 
Grange   meetings   are,  and  always  should  be,  conducted,  and 
the  various  discussions  entered  into  under   the  common  rules 
of  parliamentary  law  and  practice.    The  Grange  is  one  of  the 
best   schools   for   the   young   farmer,  to  educate  him  for  an 
active  participation  in  the  town  meeting,  convention  and  leg- 
islature, where  the   interests  of  agriculture  are  discussed  and 
determined.    Too  many  farmers  of  riper   years  have  already 
found  that  men  of  far  less   ability  and  influence  than  them- 
selves often  get  the  advantage  in  a  discussion  of  public  ques- 
tions, by  a  better  knowledge   of  the    rules    of  parliamentary 
law.     Let  our  farmer  boys  come  to  the  front  in  this  respec  , 
and  cultivate  self-reliance  by  the  opportunity  and  practice  the 
Grange  affords,  and  not  be  compelled  hereafter  to  take  a  back 
seat  or  display  on  common  occasions  an  ignorance  in  parlia- 
mentary law  unworthy  American  citizens. 

Let  us  see  to  it  that  agriculture  shall  be  better  and  more 
numerously  represented  by  farmers  in  all  the  law  making  de- 
partments of  government.

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  recommends  favorable  action 
on  the  resolution  offered  by  Bro.  W.  K.  Thompson,  of  South 
Carolina.  Fkedekick  Robib,  Chairman. 

The  resolution  referred  to  was  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  this  National  Grange  still  insists  and  claims 
that  the  head  of  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington 
should  be  a  member  of  the  President's  Cabinet. 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  further  reported  as  follows, 

which  was  adopted : 

Tour  Committee  on  Agriculture  recommends  the  adoption  of 
the  resolutions  on  "  Geological  Survey,"  introduced  by  Bro.  W. 
L.  Overhiser,  of  California.        Frederick  Robib,  Chairman. 

The  resolutions  reported  on  are  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  The  law  creating  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  provides  for  uthe  classification  of  public  lands  and 
examination  of  the  geological  structure,  mineral  resources  and 
mineral  products  of  the  National  domain,"  but  in  the  actual 
execution  of  the  work  the  first  provision  has  thus  far  remained  a 
dead  letter,  so  far  as  the  information  needed  by  agriculturists  is 
concerned,  while  the  most  elaborate  and  minute  investigation  of 
even  the  most  recondite  matters  relating  to  the  geological  struc- 
ture and  mineral  resources  have  received  abundant  attention ; 
and 

Whereas,  The  classification  of  the  public  lands,  from  the  agri- 
cultural point  of  view,  becomes  imperatively  necessary  now  that 
the  Government  has  provided  for  irrigation  surveys  of  the  arid 
regions,  because,  to  make  such  surveys  of  any  practical  account, 
it  must  be  known  whether  the  lands  accessible  to  the  water  are 
really  capable  of  production  or  otherwise.    Now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  earnestly  prays  the  hon- 
orable, the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  that  steps  be 
taken  and  provision  made  to  the  end  that  the  Geological  Survey 
shall  discharge  the  first  duty  imposed  upon  it  by  law,  to  wit : 
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"The  classification  of  the  Public  Lands,"  together  with  such 
other  service  to  the  agricultural  development  of  the  country  as 
properly  belongs  to  that  effort. 

Resolved,  That  copies  hereof  be  transmitted  to  the  honorable 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  and  that  their  appioval 
and  support  of  such  measures  as  are  needed  to  attain  a  result  be 
most  earnestly  solicited. 

The  Committee  also  reported  as  follows,  which  report  was 
adopted : 

Your  Committee  has  examined  the  resolution  offered  by  Bre. 
Overhiser,  of  California,  on  sericulture,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  same.  Frederick  Robib,  Chairman, 

The  following  is  the  resolution  : 

Whbbbas,  Sericulture  having  been  tested  in  the  United 
States  and  found  practicable  in  many  of  the  Western  and  South- 
ern States,  and 

Whbbbas,  bills  are  now  pending  before  Congress,  one  before 
the  House  of  Representatives,  known  as  H.  B.  8294,  introduced 
January  3d,  1888,  by  Thomas  L.  Thompson,  has  been  read 
twice  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  ordered 
printed,  also  one  introduced  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Chandler 
June  3d,  1888,  known  as  S.  B.  No.  8128,  for  the  development 
and  encouragement  of  silk  culture  in  the  United  States  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  endorse  those  bills  and 
request  our  representatives  in  Congress  to  urge  the  passage  of 
the  same. 

Bro.  Ava  £.  Page,  made  the  following  report  for  the  Commit 

tee  on  Agriculture,  which  was  adopted  : 

Tour  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolutions  "On 
Adulteration  of  Food  Articles,  etc.,"  respectfully  report  that 
the  same  are  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  opinions  of  the 
National  Grange,  and  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  same. 

Ava  E  Pagb,  for  the  Committee. 

The  following  are  the  resolutions  referred  to,  which  were 

introduced  by  Bro.  X.  X.  Chart  ters : 

Whbbbas,  The  constantly  increasing  adulteration  of  pure 
food  products  of  the  country  not  only  tend  to  the  demoralization 
of  the  community  and  injure  the  health  of  our  people,  but  is 
annually  robbing  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  of  hundreds  of 
millions  of  dollars,  destroying  confidence  abroad  in  the  food  pro- 
ducts of  this  country,  and  causing  the  exclusion  of  the  products 
of  our  agriculture  from  the  markets  of  the  world,  not  only  to  the 
injury  of  the  agricultural  classes,  but  of  the  entire  country,  and 
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Whereas,  There  have  been  introduced  into  Congress  two 
bills,  one  known  as  the  Lard  Bill,  No.  11,029,  similar  in  character 
to  the  Oleomargerine  Law  ;  the  other,  No.  11,230,  introduced  by 
Mr.  Laird,  of  Nebraska,  as  a  substitute  for  the  Lee  Pure  Food 
Bill,  No.  10,320.  The  substitute  bill  provides  for  the  inspection 
of  all  slaughtered  animals  intended  for  export,  and  for  the  pre- 
vention of  misbranding  and  adulterating  food,  liquors  and  drugs 
manufactured  in  one  State  and  sold  in  another.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  National  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  in 
its  Twenty -second  Annual  Session  assembled,  that  we  heartily 
endorse  House  Bills  Nos.  11,029  and  11,230,  and  urge  upon  Con- 
gress the  immediate  passage  of  the  same,  believing  that  the  most 
important  interests  of  American  agriculture  are  involved  in  the 
speedy  prevention  of  the  crime  of  misbranding  and  adulterating 
the  food  product  of  the  country,  and  we  owe  it,  not  alone  to  our 
own  people,  but  to  the  world  at  large,  to  prevent  the  continuance 
of  such  crime. 

Reselvcd,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange  be  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  each  member  of  Congress  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment  after  it  meets  in  December,  also  a 
copy  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  and  House  Committees  on 
Agriculture,  under  seal  of  this  body,  requesting  them  to  present 
the  same  to  their  respective  Houses. 

Resolved,  That  each  State  Master  be  requested  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  his  State  Grange  and  Subordinate  Granges  within 
his  jurisdiction,  the  necessity  for  prompt  action  on  the  matter, 
and  that  he  recommend  that  immediate  action  be  taken,  so  as  to 
bring  united  effort  to  bear  upon  Congress  as  early  as  possible. 

Bro.  Ava  E.  Page  read  the  following  from  the  Committee  on 

Agriculture,  which  was  adopted  : 

Tour  Committee  report  that  they  favor  "  increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  sustaining  it  fully  in 
its  efforts  to  exterminate  pleuro  pneumonia." 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  relating  to 
"  issuing  postal  money  orders  at  reduced  rates, "  and  a  u  further 
reduction  of  postage  on  seeds,  bulbs,  etc.1' 

Aye  E.  Page,  for  the  Committee. 

Bro.  Charles  McDaniel  presented  and  read  the  general  report 

of  the  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges,  as  follows  : 

DORMANT  GRANGES. 

Worthy  Master : 

"  Dormant  Granges"  is  a  subject  that  has  engaged  the  atten- 
tion of  the  National  Grange  for  many  years.  It  has  been  con- 
sidered and  discussed  by  our  most  enthusiastic  members  in  com- 
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mittee  rooms  and  before  State  Granges*  Causes  have  been 
assigned  and  remedies  suggested,  yet  the  lamentable  fac 
is  before  us,  that  in  nearly  every  State  Dormant  Granges  are 
too  numerous.  Years  of  experience  have  taught  us  to  believe 
that  in  activity,  idleness  and  final  dormancy  of  the  Grange  has 
been  caused  by  want*  of  good  healthy  exercise  and  energetic 
work.  If  we  are  correct  in  this  conclusion,  it  becomes  impor- 
tant for  us  to  devise  means  necessary  to  keep  Subordinate 
Granges  constantly  employed  when  in  session,  by  the  discussion 
of  important  subjects  that  are  of  local  as  well  as  State  and  Na- 
tional interest  to  the  members.  This  being  accomplished,  we 
shall  have  removed  the  cause  that  produces  the  trouble,  and 
retain  as  co-laborers  in  our  great  organization  all  new  accessions 
to  our  numbers  in  the  future. 

The  Overseer  of  a  field  is  expected  to  lay  out  the  work  and 
keep  the  laborers  profitably  employed  from  the  early  ploughing 
in  Spring  time  until  the  harvest  is  garnered.  So  the  intelligent 
Master  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  is  required  to  plan  work  and 
instruction  for  th£  advancement  and  guidance  of  his  Grange. 
To  this  end  the  present  machinery  of  the  National  Grange  seems 
most  admirably  adapted.  The  State  Master  is  there  instructed 
in  all  requirements  of  Jhe  Order,  that  the  year's  experience  of 
its  combined  membership  has  treasured  up  and  caused  to  be 
printed  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings.  One  of  the  most  impor- 
tant auxiliaries  in  this  work  is  our  Lecture  Bureau.  Through  it 
we  furnish  the  Subordinate  Granges  with  material  matter  to 
instruct  and  entertain  them.  We  do  more  through  this  agency  ; 
its  leaflets  find  their  way  weekly  into  over  100  papers  read  by 
the  people  of  all  the  States.  By  reference  to  the  Journal  of  Pro- 
ceedings of  this  body  last  year  ( 1887),  on  page  187  in  our  Wor- 
thy Lecturer's  report,  will  be  found  that  during  that  year  1,263,- 
000  copies  of  weekly  papers,  or  a  grand  total  of  65,676,000 
copies,  during  the  year  have  found  their  way  into  the  hands 
of  all  classes.  These  Grange  items,  through  this  agency,  have 
advertised  our  Order  anew,  and  caused  the  public  to  discuss  our 
aims  and  merits.  Discussion  begets  thought,  and  thought  on 
these  subjects  lead  the  intelligent  farmer  within  the  gates  of  the 
Grange.  The  benefits  of  this  comparatively  cheap  way  of  adver- 
tising our  Order  have  left  behind  their  mark  in  gains,  as  appears 
in  a  majority  of  the  reports  of  the  State  Masters. 

Supplement  the  circulation  of  these  leaflets  by  the  visitation 
from  house  to  house  by  a  live,  energetic  Deputy,  or  a  visiting 
corps  of  active  Patrons  from  the  Subordinate  Grange,  and  a  new 
organization  will  rise  Phoenix -like,  in  a  few  years,  in  every 
township  in  the  land. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  each  State  Grange,  at  its 
Annual  Session,  appoint  Deputies  or  Committees  to  look  after 
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the  work  and  revire  Dormant  Granges  when  thought  practica- 
ble, or  organize  new  Oranges,  endeaving  to  shun,  in  the  new 
organization,  any  and  all  elements  that  were  either  directly  or 
indirectly  the  cause  for  former  retrograde  movement  in  the 
original  Grange. 

We  further  recommend  that  all  new  Granges  have  the  educa- 
tional and  social  features  made  specially  prominent,  and  that 
co-operative  business,  mutual  insurance,  and  kindred  associations 
may  be  added,  exclusively  including  members  of  the  Order,  in 

Sood  standing,  and  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
rational  Grange  is  hereby  invited  to  use  such  portion  of  the 
unexpended  portion  of  the  "  Lecture  Fund/'  in  States  where 
Dormant  Granges  predominate,  as  to  them  may  be  deemed  most 
judicious.

Special  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations : 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration,  resolution  by 
Bro.  Kimbrough,  of  Georgia,  and  report  favorably  thereon,  and 
recommend  its  adoption. 

Resolution  by  T.  H.  Kimbrough,  of  Georgia. 

Whereas,  The  customary  tare  on  cotton  baled  for  market  is 
.06  per  cent,  in  foreign  markets,  while  the  actual  tare  is  only 
.03 1  to  4  per  cent.,  a  clear  loss  to  cotton  planters  of  ten  pounds 
of  cotton  per  bale,  equivalent  to  6,000,000  pounds, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Grange  be  instructed  to  confer  with  Cotton  Exchanges  of  For- 
eign Markets,  and  secure  a  reduction  of  tare  on  cotton. 

Second.  That  the  result  of  this  conference  be  communicated 
to  Masters  of  State  Granges  of  cotton  growing  States. 

The  following  statistics  were  presented  by  T.  H.  Kimbrough, 

of  Georgia : 

Estimated  cotton  crop,  6,500,000  ;  number  of  yards  of  bagging 
used,  at  7  yards  per  bale,  45,500,000  yards;  cost  of  bagging, 

1887,  $3,185,000 ;    decrease  of  cost  of  jute  for  the  bagging  for 

1888,  $45,000  ;  cost  of  bagging,  1888,  $5,200,000. 
Estimated  number  of  pounds  of  cotton,  1888,  3,250,000,000 

pounds;  value  in  the  Foreign  Markets,  $325,000,000;  cost  of 
customary  tare  at  .06  per  cent.,  $19,500,000;  actual  tare  at  .04 
per  cent.,  $13,000,000 ;  discrimination  against  Southern  planter, 
$6,500,000. 

Increase  of  cost  of  bagging  by  trust,  $2,015,000  ;  discrimina- 
tion against  cotton  planters  by  trust  and  tare,  .  $8,515,000  ; 
actual  increase  of  the  value  of  the  cotton  crop  by  reduction  of 
the  customary  tare  of  .06  per  cent,  to  the  actual  tare  would 
be  $25,250,000.

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Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration,  the  resolution 
offered  by  Bro.  H.  E.  Hayes,  of  Oregon,  in  regard  to  alien 
ownership  of  land,  and  report  the  following  resolution,  and 
recommend  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  this  National  organization  of  farmers  is 
utterly  opposed  to  allowing  aliens  to  acquire  title  to  the  soil  of 
the  United  States,  and  urge  upon  Congress  the  enactment  of 
stringent  legislation  of  a  prohibitory  character.

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Rela- 
tions was  presented  by  Bro.  J.  B.  Bailey  : 

Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  Memorial  from  Washington  County  Grange,  Rhode  Island, 
relative  to  the  ••  judicious  restriction  of  foreign  immigration," 
would  respectfully  report : 

That  we  believe  there  is  no  subject  of  public  policy  of  more 
importance  to  our  American  people.  Each  year  our  shores  are 
being  more  and  more  crowded  with  undesirable  citizens,  which 
include  adventurers,  criminals,  serfs,  and  the  contaminated, 
lame  and  diseased  of  every  character.  Already  our  country  is 
reaping  the  rewards  of  its  early  folly,  when  it  threw  wide  its 
gates,  and  became  the  "  asylum  for  the  oppressed  of  every  land." 
Instead  of  it  being  the  desirable  port  it  was  intended  to  be,  it  has 
become  the  "  dumping- place  "  of  the  Goth,  Serf  and  Vandal  of 
every  clime,  and  daily  a  harvest  of  anarchy  is  being  reaped  with 
all  its  attendant  evils.  With  the  present  rate  of  increase  of 
foreign  citizenship,  only  a  few  decades  will  pass  before  America 
will  be  de  Americanized,  and  the  form  of  government  and  the 
institutions  of  our  fathers  will  be  overthrown.  For  the  protec- 
tion of  our  country,  and  our  social,  religious  and  civil  institu- 
tions, therefore 

Resolved,  1st,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  National  Grange  that 
Congress  should  enact  and  our  Chief  Executive  strictly  enforce 
stringent  immigration  laws  that  will  protect  our  country  from 
the  introduction  of  undesirable  citizens. 

Resolved^  2d,  That  immigrants  coming  to  this  country  shall  be 
required  to  obtain  from  the  American  Consul,  or  Minister  in 
their  country,  a  certificate  that  they  are  free  from  any  hereditary 
or  constitutional  disease,  and  are  peace  loving  citizens,  and  of 
good  moral  character. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  before  any  immigrant  can  land  upon  our 
shores  he  shall  be  required  to  exhibit  and  prove  that  he  or  she 
has  visible  means  in  his  own  right  sufficient  to  support  himself 
and  family  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

Resolved,  4th,  That  no  immigrant  shall  exercise  the  privilege 
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of  the  elective  franchise  in  this  country  until  he  shall  have  been 
a  peaceful  and  continuous  resident  for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
years,  and  be  able  to  read  and  write  intelligently. 

Btsolved,  5th,  That  the  Executive  or  Legislative  Committee  of 
this  body  be  instructed  to  bring  these  resolutions  promptly  before 
Congress,  and  use  their  best  efforts  to  have  stringent  laws 
enacted  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  these  resolutions. 

Resolutions  accompanying  report  were  considered  by  sections. 
Section  1  adopted.  Section  2  adopted.  Section  3  was  stricken 
out.  Section  4  referred  back  to  the  Committee  with  instruc- 
tions in  accordance  with  resolution  offered  by  W.  A.  Arm- 
strong :  That  resolution  relating  to  elective  franchise  be  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  with  instructions  to  define  qualification 
by  attainments  and  fitness  rather  than  on  the  period  of  their 
residence. 

Section  5  adopted. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale,  Chairman,  read  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order,  which  was  approved  : 

Worthy  Master : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  passed 
at  an  open  session  of  this  Grange,  in  regard  to  a  special  address 
on  woman* s  work  in  the  Grange,  to  be  prepared  by  Sister 
Hayes,  of  Oregon,  would  most  respectfully  report :  That  this 
Grange  having  already  appointed  a  Committee  of  Sisters  to  look 
after  the  woman's  work  in  our  Order,  at  the  request  of  8ister 
Hayes,  we  recommend  that  this  Grange  take  no  action  in  the 
matter. 

On  the  resolution  referred  to  us,  in  regard  to  having  forms  of 
petitions  printed  and  circulated  among  the  Subordinate  Granges 
of  the  United  States,  relative  to  such  measures  as  the  members  of 
the  Order  are  fairly  united  upon,  and  forwarded  to  Congress,  we 
recommend  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  have 
such  petitions  printed  as  in  their  judgment  is  necessary,  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  Subordinate  Granges  and  direct  to  what 
Committees  in  Congress  these  petitions  shall  be  forwarded. 

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee referring  to  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  fund  pre- 
viously appropriated  by  the  National  Grange  for  Lecture  work, 
we  find  that  the  unexpended  balance  referred  to  is  in  the  trust 
fund,  and  that  the  same  cannot  be  used  unless  so  ordered  by  this 
body ;  and  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  $1,000 
already  appropriated  for  extending  the  work  of  the  Order,  is  all 
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that  the  condition  of  the  finances  will  justify.  The  Committee 
therefore  report  the  same  back,  with  the  recommendation  that  no 
action  is  necessary. 

That  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  refers  to  the  business  arrangements  of  the  various  State 
Granges,  has  had  due  consideration,  and  your  Committee  most 
respectfully  report,  that  while  we  believe  that  this  work  is  a  step 
in  the  right  direction,  and  that  the  Patrons  of  our  country  de- 
mand some  form  of  business  arrangements  that  will  be  of  bene- 
fit to  all,  we  deem  it  best  to  refer  the  whole  matter  direct  to  this 
body  for  consideration.  J.  H.  Hale,

Bro.  J.   H.  Hale  submitted  the  following  general  report 
from  the  Committee  on  the 

GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Worthy  Master,  and  Patrons : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Good  of  the  Order  are  well  aware 
that  the  subject  assigned  us  is  one  of  vital  importance  to  the 
life  of  this  organization.  And  yet  so  broad,  that  every  good 
word  and  work  may  come  in  under  it.  It  is  easy  to  say  that 
every  member  of  this  body,  and  members  of  every  State  and 
Subordinate  Grange,  should  at  all  times  have  the  good  of  our 
Order  at  heart,  and  be  ready  to  think  and  act  for  that  end. 
Yet,  how  is  this  to  be  accomplished  ?  Your  Committee 
would  answer, 

1st,  By  forming  a  closer  union  in  the  various  States,  and 
by  better  drill  and  discipline  in  every  Subordinate  Grange, 
which  can  only  be  accomplished  through  an  inspection  ser- 
vice, such  as  recommended  by  the  Acting  Master  in  his  ad- 
dress, and  similar,  yet  more  complete  than  that  now  prac- 
ticed by  the  State  Granges  of  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts 
and  Connecticut,  and  Virginia.  We  want,  and  must  have 
better  organized  Granges,  and  the  general  good  of  the  Order 
demands  that  we  must  have  it  if  we  are  to  prosper  as  we 
should.  Organization  is  power  ;  if  we  are  to  be  a  power  for 
good  to  American  Agriculture,  we  must  be  more  perfectly 
organized,  and  better  drilled  than  we  now  are,  and  to  this 
en,  I,  there  should  be  an  inspection  of  each  State,  given  under 
the  direction  of  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange.  If  our 
funds  would  warrant  the  expense,  there  should  be  some  offi- 
cer of  the  National  Grange  at  the  annual  session  of  each  State 
Grange  to  inspect  their  work,  and  at  the  same  time  aid  and 
encourage  them  by  careful  instruction  and  talk  for  the  good 
of  the  Order 
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2d,  But  as  this  is  impossible,  we  would  recommend  that 
the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  be  instructed  to  prepare 
proper  blanks  to  be  sent  to  the  Master  of  each  State  Grange, 
on  which  to  make  an  abridged  report  of  the  inspection  returns 
from  each  Subordinate  Grange,  showing  when,  and  by  whom 
each  Grange  was  inspected,  time  and  place  of  meeting,  do 
they  own  hall,  number  of  meetings  held  during  the  year, 
number  of  members,  number  under  20  years  of  age,  average 
attendance,  amount  of  cash  in  treasury,  and  its  rating  in  effi- 
ciency in  the  unwritten  and  ritualistic  work,  with  such  other 
information  as  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  shall  re- 
quire, for  the  good  of  the  Order.  The  Master,  Lecturer, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  National  Grange  are  at  all 
times  in  communication  with  those  holding  the  corresponding 
office  in  the  various  State  Granges,  and  for  the  further  good 
of  the  Order, 

3d,  We  would  recommend  that  the  Master  of  each  State 
Grange,  shall  not  less  than  twice  a  year,  write  to  the  Master 
of  any  other  State  Grange,  a  general  outline  of  how  he  is  con- 
ducting the  work  in  his  own  State,  and  with  suggestions  and 
questions  as  to  how  to  better  perfect  our  organization. 

4th,  And  also,  that  each  officer  of  the  National  Grange 
shall  during  each  year,  be  in  communication  with  the  one 
holding  the  corresponding  office  in  each  State  Grange,  aid 
and  encourage  them  with  hints  and  suggestions  as  to  the  bet- 
ter conduct  of  the  work  of  their  respective  offices,  and  urge 
them  to  do  the  same  to  those  who  hold  like  offices  in  each 
Subordinate  Grange,  and  thus  form  connecting  links  "in  a 
chain  of  fraternity  that  is  to  lift  the  farmer  and  his  family  to 
a  higher  plane  of  usefulness.  In  fact,  let  us  practice  co-ope- 
ration in  our  work,  or  else  quit  preaching  it. 

5th.  New  life  and  new  blood  is  constantly  required  both  in 
the  National  and  State  Granges,  if  we  would  do  our  best 
work ;  and  your  Committee  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  if  it 
was  a  constitutional  provision,  that  no  State  Master  could 
serve  but  two  terms  of  office  in  succession,  it  would  be  great- 
ly to  the  good  of  our  Order.  This  we  say,  without  reflecting 
on  any  member  of  this  body.  The  office  of  Master  of  any 
State  Grange  is  a  high  and  honorable  one,  and  the  honest 
ambition  of  any  Patron  in  a  State  may  well  aspire  to  it.  And 
while  the  groundwork  of  some  of  the  brothers  in  the  various 
States  may  have  partially  convinced  the  home  people  that 
they  cannot  make  a  change  without  injury,  your  Committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  a  great  stimulus  would  be*  given  to 
the  work  in  many  States  if  the  workers  of  the  Order  should 
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see  that  there  was  a  chance  for  many  of  them  to  be  reward- 
ed. The  Grange  to  wia,  and  hold  friends,  must  be  aggres- 
sive, and  progressive,  and  yet  conservative  enough  fc*  keep 
it  from  taking  any  position  it  cannot  maintain. 

6th.  The  stand  taken  by  the  Acting  Master  in  his  address, 
on  the  question  of  the  tariff,  meets  with  the  hearty  approval 
of  your  Committee,  especially  when  he  says : 

"  The  Declaration  of  Purposes  of  our  Order  demands— 
*  Protection  for  the  weak,  restraint  upon  the  strong.*  Equita- 
ble tariff  legislation  is  an  issue,  second  to  none  in  importance 
in  this  direction,  and  to  accomplish  anything,  we  must  use 
our  undivided  influence  and  organized  power  in  demanding 
a  reduction  of  the  highly  protected  industries  to  correspond 
with  the  protection  agriculture  is  now  receiving,  or  else  an 
increase  of  protection  to  agriculture,  that  shall  be  equitable 
and  just  to  all  concerned." 

7th.  Take  this  up  as  a  battle-cry ;  stand  by  it  in  every 
State  and  Subordinate  Grange  in  the  country,  and  your  Com- 
mittee feel  confident  that  tens  of  thousands  of  farmers  will 
rally  to  the  Grange  and  its  support,  and  thus  greatly  strength- 
en our  Order,  for  they  will  see  that  we  are  united  in  doing 
something  that  is  to  benefit  every  farmer  in  our  land,  in  a 
direct  and  practical  way. 

We  would  also  recommend,  that  all  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees of  this  session  be  continued  till  the  next  session  of 
the  Grange,  and  that  they  be  on  the  alert  in  the  interest  of 
all  questions  that  pertain  to  their  respective  departments  of 
our  work,  and  report  to  the  Standing  Committee  at  our  next 
session. 

8th.  Also,  for  the  further  good  of  the  Order,  we  trust,  if 
any  of  the  recommendations  herein  made  are  accepted  by 
this  body,  the  whole  report  will  be  rejected  unless  those  voting 
to  adopt  it  are  ready  and  willing  to  do  their  part  in  putting 
these  recommendations  into  effect.

EVENING  SESSION 

The  Grange  reassembled  at  7.30  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  Acting  Worthy  Master  Draper. 

In  accordance  with  the  previous  order,  the  installation  of  the 
Worthy  Master  elect  was  proceeded  with.  Acting  Worthy 
Master  Draper  invited  Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman,  Past  Master  of  the 
National  Grange,  to  install  the  officer. 
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Bro.  Woodman  proceeded  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  him, 
and  installed  Bro.  J.  H.  Brigham  as  Master  of  the  National 
Grange  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Bro.  J.  G.  Peckham  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  ihe  National  Grange  adjourn  to* morrow,  as 
early  as  practicable  in  the  forenoon, 

Which  was  declared  out  of  order  by  the  Worthy  Master. 

Bro.  Armstrong  moved,  that  the  Grange  proceed  with  the 
regular  order. 

Adopted. 

Bro.  Booth,  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  reported  as 

follows,  which  was  adopted  : 

Worthy  Master: 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  has  had  the  resolution  of  Bro. 
H.  E.  Hayes  under  consideration,  which  reads  as  follows : 

Whereas,  Our  present  national  banking  system  charters  cor- 
porations to  collect  money  from  the  people  on  a  circulating 
medium  placed  in  their  hands,  for  which  they  have  given  no 
value  received ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved^  That  we  favor  a  law  that  will  bring  the  interest 
paid  upon  such  issues  by  the  United  States  direct  to  the  genera, 
government  and  not  to  corporations. 

Your  Committee  cannot  see  it  in  the  same  light  Bro.  Hayes 
does,  and  would  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the  said 
preamble  and  resolution.

By  direction  of  the  Grange,  your  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grange,  to  wit : 

Amend  Article  Seventeen  by  adding  thereto  the  following  : 

Section  Three.  That  the  Charter  of  any  Subordinate  Grange 
that  has  not  paid  dues  to  the  State  Grange  for  the  period  of  two 
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years  shall  thereby  become  dormant,  and  shall  J>e  so  reported  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange  and  recorded  by  him. 
But  the  charter  of  any  such  Orange  may  be  revived  and  restored 
to  the  list  of  "  Living  Oranges/1  by  notice  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  State  Orange,  accompanied  by  the  fee  of  $1. 

That  after  January  1st,  1890,  the  Charter  of  any  Grange  that 
has  not  paid  dues  f <  r  ten  years  shall  be  recorded  as  "  revoked  " 
and  cannot  be  again  revived,  except  upon  the  payment  of  the 
usual  fee,  $15.  Wm.  Sims,  Chairman

which  was  adopted  : 

Your  Committee  on  Ritual  has  had  under  consideration  the 
Private  Instructions  to  officers  and  members  of  Subordinate 
Granges  in  Decree  work  and  paraphernalia  compiled  and  pre- 
pared by  Bro.  Rhone,  and  ask  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  with  instructions  to  revise  and  print  in  pamph- 
let form,  if  in  their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Order  would 
be  advanced,  and  that  the  Secretary  keep  them  on  hand  for  sale 
to  Subordinate  Granges.

Booth  demanding  that  our  Members  of  Con- 
gress take  immediate  steps  to  collect  and  conserve  the  waters 
flowing  trom  the  mountains  of  Colorado,  and  preserve  them  for 
the  use  of  actual  settlers,  have  considered  the  same,  and  recom- 
mend that  it  pass.

The  recommendation  was  concurred  in. 

Bro.  Hawkins,  for  the  Committee  on  Education,  made  the  fol- 
lowing general  report : 

EDUCATION. 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons : 

Your  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
Worthy  Master's  "Annual  Address  as  relates  to  State  Agri- 
cultural Colleges,  and  State  Experiment  Stations,  the  Lec- 
ture and  Editorial  Department,  and  the  Grange  and  Agri- 
cultural Presd,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
submit  the  following  report : 
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Your  Committee  would  respectfully  state  that  the  magni- 
tude of  the  questions  involved  are  so  comprehensive  and  so 
great,  that  your  Committee  in  the  limited  time  at  their  com- 
mand cannot  do  more  than  afllude  briefly  to  the  importance 
of  the  College,  the  Experiment  Station,  and  the  Educational 
Grange,  and  the  Agricultural  Press,  and  the  relation  they 
sustain  to  the  tillers  of  the  soil  in  their  great  educational 
work.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  education  is  the  great 
lever,  and  the  only  means  by  which  the  tillers  of  the  soil  can 
be  elevated  to  that  plane  of  usefulness  to  which  their  number 
and  importance  entitle  them.  That  as  organization  and  co- 
operation are  the  only  means  by  which  the  farmer  can  u  i  ize 
and  make  available  all  these  sources  of  information,  it  is 
therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  every  farmer  and  his 
wife  and  children  being  equally  interested,  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  advantages  of  organization,  to  the  end  that  our 
agricultural  column  should  present  an  unbroken  front  in  sup- 
port and  in  co-operative  effort  with  these  great  educators. 
An  agricultural  and  mechanical  college  conveys  the  idea  of  a 
mechanical  and  agricultural  education.  It  means  training 
in  agricultural  science,  and  in  the  mechanic  arts,  and  neces- 
sarily carries  with  it  the  idea  and  the  necessity  of  experimen- 
tation, which  means  scientific  research  and  investigation  in 
the  application  of  science  as  applied  to  practical  agriculture. 
These  being  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  these  institu- 
tions have  been  established,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  agri- 
cultural people  and  press  to  see  that  the  leading  and  domi- 
nant features  of  these  colleges  are  not  only  in  name,  but  in 
fact,  what  they  were  intended, — agricultural  and  technical  in- 
stitutions—whose chief  aim  and  purpose  should  be  to  educate 
and  elevate  the  farmers  and  the  mechanics  and  laboring  men 
of  the  country.  To  this  end,  every  facility  possible  should 
be  extended  to  those  with  moderate  means  so  that  all  those 
who  cannot  meet  the  expense  of  a  yearly  course,  a  half  year- 
ly course  should  be  provided. 

We  should  also  urge  that  as  soon  as  practicable,  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  at  the  colleges  where  the  ambitious 
student,  willing  to  work  his  way,  should  have  the  facilities 
and  opportunity  for  doing  so  at  the  college  and  experiment 
farm. 

We  would  also  urge  the  members  of  our  Order  in  every 
State  to  insist  upon  adequate  provisions  for  instruction  in 
the  use'  of  tools,  and  that  as  far  as  practicable,  each  student 
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should  be  required  to  perform  some  manual  labor  in  the  agri- 
cultural or  mechanical  department,  so  that  every  graduate 
might  be  able  to  take  with  him  as  he  goes  to  the  busy  thor- 
oughfares of  life  a  well  trainee!  hand  and  eye  as  well  as  a 
mind  disciplined  by  study. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  these  colleges  to  dignify  manual  la- 
bor and  counteract  as  far  as  possible  the  drift  of  public  senti- 
ment which  assigns  a  higher  place  in  society  to  some  of  the 
other  professions  than  is  accorded  to  the  successful  farmer, 
or  artisan.  In  this  free  country  of  ours,  there  is  no  room  for 
the  genteel  idler.  There  is  work  for  all,  and  what  we  should 
insist  upon  is,  that  all  our  people,  whether  born  in  poverty  or 
affluence,  should  be  taught  how  to  work.  We  would  also  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  on  the  Boards  of  Control,  or  trustees 
for  colleges,  there  is  no  room  for  politics,  and  we  should 
earnestly  protest  against  these  Boards  being  used  as  pension 
lists  for  political  hacks,  who  must  be  cared  for  by  the  party 
in  power,  regardless  of  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  Worthy 
Master  that  each  State  Grange  make  provision  for  the  elec- 
tiou  of  a  Committee  on  Experiment  Stations,  consisting  of 
three  members,  one  of  which  to  be  elected  annually,  and 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  and  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  stations  in  fulfilling  the  object 
for  which  they  were  created. 

GRANGE  AND  AGRICULTURAL  PRESS. 

Your  Committee,  mindful  of  the  fact  that  societies  and 
the  press  are  recognized  as  the  great  educators  of  the  people, 
would  respectfully  urge  that  no  more  important  means  for 
disseminating  Grange  intelligence,  that  no  more  important 
factor  can  be  found  in  the  Grange  educational  work  than 
the  press.  We  cannot  too  highly  recommend  that  the  press 
favorable  to  our  Order,  should  be  fostered  and  supported  by 
every  means  in  the  power  of  our  organization,  and,  in  the 
language  of  our  Worthy  Master,  we  cannot  emphasize  too 
strongly  the  importance  of  giving  our  liberal  support  to  all 
Grange  journals,  and  such  agricultural  journals  as  support  a 
Grange  department  therein. 

To  the  Lecture  and  Editorial  Department  we  attribute 
much  of  the  success  which  has  attended  our  Order.  This 
work  has  kept  the  Grange  before  the  public.  We  feel  con- 
vinced that  a  reasonable  sum,  judiciously  expended,  like  a

good  investment,  will  bring  valuable  returns,  not  only  in 
numerical  strength,  but  in  financial  results  to  the  Order. 

As  indicated  by  the  Worthy  Master,  that  we  live  in  an  age 
of  progress,  the  Grange  demands  something  new  and  practi- 
cal in  Grange  literature.  We  would  suggest  that  all  of  the 
old  literature  now  in  print  in  the  hands  of  the  Lecturer  be 
sent  to  new  Grange  fields. 

Tour  Committee  holds  that  as  all  profits  come  from  labor 
and  investment,  that  the  Grange,  in  its  lecture  field,  is  no  ex- 
ception to  the  rule,  and  your  Committee  would  urge  that, 
whenever  practicable  to  do  so,  that  each  State  Grange  should 
put  a  Lecturer  in  the  field,  and,  wherever  possible,  supple- 
ment his  work  with  Grange  literature  and  keep  the  Grange 
and  its  work  constantly  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  and  thus 
educate  the  people  as  well  as  the  members  of  our  Order  as  to 
the  great  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Grange,  what  it  has 
done,  is  now  doing  and  what  it  proposes  to  accomplish  in  the 
future. 

There  is  no  telling  how  much  good  has  resulted  and  will 
continue  to  flow  out  from  the  Grange  through  a  proper  un- 
derstanding and  appreciation  of  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
our  Order. 

Until  then  no  one  can  intelligently  estimate  the  great  ad- 
vantage of  the  prange  as  an  educator,  or  form  any  adequate 
conception  of  the  power  and  influence  upon  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  its  members. 

"It  is  something  more  than  numbers  and  concert  of  action 
that  has  made  the  Grange  movement  a  power  in  the  land.  It 
is  the  mind  and  heart  culture  that  the  Order  is  teaching  its 
members  that  makes  it  the  greatest  and  grandest  that  has 
ever  risen  in  any  land. 

"  Wonderful  has  been  the  influence  of  the  Grange  in  im- 
pressing its  beautiful  lessons  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
its  members,  carrying  with  them  the  refining  influence  of 
moral  and  intellectual  training  and  all  the  attending  blessings 
which  association  and  cultivation  bring." 

It  does  not  stop  here.  It  has  a  wider  if  not  a  grander  field 
of  action.  The  Grange,  as  an  educator  of  public  sentiment, 
has  a  high  mission  to  fulfill,  which  brings  with  it  great  re- 
sponsibility. As  "  the  pen  is  mightier  than  the  sword,"  so 
the  moulder  of  public  sentiment  is  mightier  than  the  ballot, 
for  it  conquers,  controls  and  gives  direction  to  the  ballot. 

Who  can  estimate  the  impress  which  the  moral  power 
and  influence  of  our  Order  is  exerting  upon  the  political  and 
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moral  atmosphere,  or  measure  the  grand  possibilities  of  its 
future  in  shaping  the  destiny  of  the  country  ?

Moved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  body  be  and  they  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  for  the  free 
excursion  generously  tendered  by  said  Company,  and  all  other 
railroads  tendering  courtesies,  to  visit  Manhattan  and  the  Kansas 
State  Agricultural  College. 

Also,  to  the  Patrons  and  citizens  of  Manhattan  for  their  lavish 
and  generous  hospitality,  and  assure  them  that  we  shall  carry 
with  us  to  our  homes  the  most  kindly  and  tender  memories  of 
the  Patrons  and  citizens  of  the  great  Agricultural  State  of 
Kansas. 

Bro.  Kimbrough  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  An  opportunity  presents  itself,  through  our 
national  organization,  for  a  practical  exchange  and  sale  of  pro- 
ducts of  different  sections.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  if  any  member  or  any  Subordinate  Grange  have 
any  products  of  their  labor  for  sale,  and  would  sell  such  pro- 
ducts to  members  of  different  sections  at  same  rate  as  to  a 
dealer,  that  they  be  requested  to  notify  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  can  be  preserved  as  a  matter  of  information  to  those  who 
may  wish  to  buy,  or  notify  the  different  sections  that  they  may 
think  would  purchase  or  exchange. 

Bro.  Nelson,  from  a  Special  Committee,  reported  as  follows : 

Worthy  Master: 

-  Your  Special  Committee  appointed  at  last  annual  session  of 
this  body  and  directed  to  present  a  report  outlining  a  National 
Legislative  Policy  in  the  interest  of  farmers  as  far  as  practicable, 
would  very  respectfully  report. 

The  seeming  diversities  of  interests  and  the  great  differences  of 
opinion  which  exist  among  farmers  are  merely  evidence  that  no 
effort  has  heretofore  been  made  to  unite  them  in  a  general  way  in 
support  of  our  own  inteiests,  and  we  believe  that  in  due  time  the 
farmers  of  this  great  country  will  agree  upon  a  wise  legislative 
policy.  At  the  present  we  can  only  hope  to  make  a  beginning. 
The  raising  of  revenue  for  support  of  governments  is  a  matter  of 
very  great  interest,  and  especially  to  farmers.  It  is  quite 
probable  that  the  method  of  raising  revenue  in  this  country  for 
many  years  to  come  will  be  through  tariff  legislation.  In  order 
to  secure  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  government  and 
justice  in  the  distribution  of  burdens,  we  favor  such  a  reform 
in  the  tariff  law  as  will  raise  no  more  revenue  than  is  needed  for 
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economical  administration  of  the  government,  and  in  such 
changes  of  the  law  we  claim  that  agriculture  must  be  fully 
recognized  and  placed  at  equal  advantage  with  each  and  every 
other  interest  in  this  country.  Since  the  prices  realized  for 
many  farm  products  are  fixed  at  the  prices  paid  for  the  surplus 
products  in  foreign  markets,  we  believe  that  it  should  be  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  to  inquire  through  the 
consular  system  of  the  Government  or  otherwise  what  foreign 
nations  are  importing  agricultural  products,  and  ascertain  what 
possibilities  there  would  be  to  establish  trade  with  nations  for 
the  disposal  of  our  agricultural  products. 

If  additional  legislation  is  needed  to  accomplish  this  purpose, 
it  would  be  enacted  without  delay,  and  the  Government  should, 
as  far  as  practicable,  protect  the  farmers'  market  against  com- 
biners and  manipulators. 

The  Committee  would  most  cordially  recommend  an  active  effort 
by  every  subordinate  in  discussion  and  the  sending  of  petitions  to 
Congress  and  our  Legislature,  to  the  end  that  all  matters  of  a 
legislative  character  which  affect  the  interests  of  agriculture 
shall  receive  prompt  attention,  and  that  such  enactments  shall 
be  passed  as  will  protect  the  American  farmers  from  the  burden 
of  an  unjust  taxation  and  the  ruinous  power  of  corporations, 
trusts,  gambling  in  futures,  adulterated  food,  and  adulteration  of 
all  articles  of  commerce  and  trade  which  are  used  in  and  by  the 
farmers1  families. 

Also  we  advise  that  agricultural  education,  the  development  of 
all  the  agencies  which  advance  agriculture  and  educate  the 
American  farmer  shall  constitute  the  chief  efforts  of  the  Patrons 
of  Husbandry. 

We  would  earnestly  recommend  that  we  continue  the  demand 
heretofore  made  for  such  changes  in  the  patent  laws  as  will 
exempt  the  innocent  purchaser  of  patented  articles  from  penalties 
and  royalties,  and  we  should  also  continue  our  demand  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  be  made  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
and  a  member  of  the  President's  cabinet. 

Other  matters  of  great  importance  have  been  included  in  other 
general  reports,  which  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  here. 

Bro.  Rhone  offered  the  following,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whkreas,  There  is  no  one  system  of  business  co-operation  that 
is  entirely  suited  to  the  Patrons  in  every  locality,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  recommend  to  the  several 
States  the  adoption  of  such  business  co  operation  as  beet  serves 
the  wants  of  the  several  States,  and  will  promote  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Order. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  contract  order  system  so 
generally  adopted,  and  that  has  proven  of  such  incalculable  value 
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to  the  membership  of  the  Order,  and  by  Us  wise  provision  has 
been  the  means  of  financial  resource  to  those  State  Granges  that 
have  adopted  it ;  therefore 

Setolved,  That  we  recommend  the  contract  order  system  to 
the  careful  consideration  of  the  several  State  Granges. 

Betohed,  That  we  recommend  to  the  several  State  Granges 
sach  trade  arrangements  for  the  sale  of  farm  products  as  will 
place  the  farmer  in  a  similar  advantageous  position  in  the  sale  of 
his  product  as  enjoyed  by  the  dealer,  thus  securing  to  the  farmer, 
through  the  Grange,  the  same  advantage  as  is  enjoyed  by  the 
dealer  through  the  Corn  Exchange,  Board  of  Trade,  and  similar 
organizations. 

Bro.  Rose  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  : 

Betolwd,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  and 
empowered  to  have  printed  a  sufficient  number  of  the  Combined 
Ritual  to  supply  the  demand  for  them  by  Granges  now  organ- 
ized, and  an  equal  number  with  those  on  hand  in  pamphlet 
form. 

Bro.  Barton  moved  to  close  the  labors  of  the  day,  until 
9  A.  M.  to-morrow,  on  which  the  ayes  and  nays  were  demanded, 
resulting  as  follows :

The  labors  of  the  day  were  closed  at  10.50  P.  M. 
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EIGHTH    DAY. 

Thursday,  November  22d,  1888. 

The  National  Grange  assembled  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  with 
Worthy  Master  J.  H.  Brigham  presiding,  and  opened  in  the 
Fourth  Degree. 

The  roll  was  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  a  quorum  found 
present. 

The  journal  of  Wednesday  was  read  and  approved. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Armstrong  read  the  following,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  ordered  to  be  spread  on  the  minutes  and  given  to  the 

press: 

Sugar  Production. 
Worthy  Master:  s 

The  duty  assigned  to  us  is  clearly  defined  in  the  resolution 
authorizing  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  gather  facts  relating 
to  a  new  industry  now  in  process  of  development  m  Kansas, 
Sugar  production,  from  a  source  hitherto  regaided  as  doubtful — 
sorghum. 

In  the  brief  time  allotted  since  we  were  ass'gned  to  this 
labor,  we  have  endeavored  to  glean  information  that  may 
have  some  interest  for  farmers.  We  have  visited  the  sugar 
works  now  in  operation  near  this  city,  where  we  found  cor- 
dial reception,  and  on  the  part  of  the  manager,  manifest  pur- 
pose to  put  us  in  possession  of  facts  wrought  from  experience 
most  costly,  and  we  may  presume  not  wholly  unrewarded, 
although  obtained  under  difficulties  that,  with  fuller  knowledge, 
may  be  eliminated. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  place  before  you  in  detail  what  was 
observed  in  our  visit  to  the  works,  yet  we  may  say,  by  way  of 
facilitating  clear  and  full  understanding  of  what  is  to  follow, 
that  we  found  a  plant  embracing  every  appliance  for  taking  cane 
as  it  came  from  the  field  and  extracting  its  saccharine  properties, 
chry stali zed  sugar  and  molasses,  and  putting  them  in  suitable 
form  for  use,  without  subsequent  manipulation  or  change,  the 
products  ready  for  commercial  demands,  and,  so  far  as  we  are 
able  to  judge,  most  satisfactory  in  quality  and  general  character, 
including  appearance.  We  are  not  attempting  a  detailed  de- 
scription of  the  works,  a  matter  of  no  real  importance  in  the 
duty  before  us,  but  we  may  say,  by  way  of  communicating 
facts  of  general  interest,  that  the  works  comprise  the  latest  de- 
signs and  appliances  for  taking   the   cane   in    its   first   form, 
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stripping  it  off  leaves,  catting,  extracting  its  jaio  and  reduc- 
ing it  to  chrystalized  sugar,  or  the  inferior  product,  molasses. 
We  enumerate  only  the  mills  for  cutting  and  preparation,  the 
appliances  for  extracting  saccharine  matter  by  the  diffusive 
process,  with  the  accompanying  vacuum  pans  and  centrifugal 
machines  which  have  this  year  turned  out  about  300,000 
pounds  of  high  grade  sugar,  ranking  next  to  granulated  as 
known  in  our  market,  and  superior  to  it  in  saccharine  tests, 
besides  an  equivalent  of  molasses,  to  be  sold  in  that  form, 
because,  throu.h  the  operation  of  various  hindrances,  mainly 
avoidable  by  information  now  acquired,  perfect  development  of 
the  saccharine  principle  or  property  had  not  been  secured. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  report  now,  if  exact  facts  were  accessi- 
ble, the  commercial  outcome  of  this  enterprise,  yet  there  is 
useful  suggestion  in  the  statement  that  far  seeing  enterprise 
has  led  to  the  investment  of  more  than  $100,000  in  the  works 
visited,  and  that  the  President,  with  whom  we  had  full  con- 
ference, gave  no  sign  of  discouragement,  and  we  saw  no 
evidence  of  tailure,  but  on  the  other  hand  much  to  persuade 
us  that  the  investors  will  soon  be  recognized  as  public  benefac- 
tors, while  reaping  reward  richly  earned  by  their  enterprise, 
zeal  and  commendable  spirit.  The  limit  of  detail  attending 
our  observations  has  necessarily  been  prescribed  by  time  and 
opportunities,  but  we  have  been  able  to  gather  a  few  facts  which 
we  shall  venture  to  use,  by  way  of  making  useful  deductions,  or  at 
least  deductions  that  seem  to  be  useful  to  the  great  industry  repre- 
sented by  this  body,  that  can  have  no  higher  purpose  than  it 
professes  to  serve  in  endeavoring,  by  all  proper  means,  to  pro- 
mote that  agricultural  prosperity  which  is  the  real  basis  of  all 
material  advancement. 

We  present  these  facts  in  compact  form,  and  invite  reflec- 
tion, with  such  deductions  as  may  seem  to  be  fully  sup- 
ported: 

First.  Sugar  works  that  have  cost,  say  $100,000,  established 
without  assurance  of  safe  returns,  lay  claim  to  the  gratitude  of 
all  farmers  who  wish  to  advance  from  crude  forms  and  raw  pro- 
ducts to  the  finished  forms  and  refined  products  wrought  out  by 
skill  for  the  higher  and  fuller  rewards  attending  labor  in  its  ulti- 
mate achievements. 

Second.  In  this  instance  an  experiment  that  would  not  have 
been  possible  without    bold  venture    of  capital,    there    is   as 
sured  result    in    products  that,    at    their  commercial  values, 
make  at  least  moderate  return  for  the  outlay  and  risk. 

Third.  There  is  evidence  clearly  valid  that  responsibility  for 
farther  success  rests  more  with  farmers,  who  must  raise  and  sup- 
ply in  season  the  cane,  than  upon  the  men  who  have  brought 
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with  their  aid  large  capital  with  no  assurance  that  it  can  ever  be 
taken  back  to  its  old  forms,  without  embarrassing  loss. 

Fourth.  That  the  sugar  made  this  year  was  obtained  almost 
wholly  from  500  acres  of  cane  planted,  while  another  500  acres, 
through  insufficient  or  unskilled  cultivation  or  handling,  or  the 
ravages  of  insects,  gave  only  interior  products,  and*  bo  dimin- 
ished the  rewards  of  labor  and  its  coadjutor  capital. 

Fifth.  That  persons  who  will  receive  most  valuable  aid  in  the 
successful  development  of  a  sugar  industry  that  dignifies  and 
enlarges  their  employment,  must  cooperate  most  fully  in  the 
primary  stages  of  effort,  or  they  will  defeat  a  purpose  most 
magnificent  in  the  possibilities  of  achievement. 

We  are  quite  well  aware  that  in  presenting  these  statements, 
which  we  regard  as  assured  facts,  we  do  not  cover  the  whole 
field,  and  we  are  tree  to  say  also,  that  we  have  not,  in  the  time 
allowed,  been  able  to  make  that  systematic  presentation  of  facts 
which  would  put  the  whole  question  in  a  form  for  study  and  for 
useful  deductions  that  must  be  reached  by  processes  to  which 
we  can  contribute  only  suggestions.  In  this  direction,  a  few 
facts,  gleaned  in  the  short  time  allotted  for  our  labors,  may  be 
presented. 

An  average  product  of  cane  is  about  10  tons  to  the  acre. 

The  price  paid  here  is  $2  at  the  works. 

Careful,  full,  complete  cultivation  insures  large  returns. 
The  sugar  extract  is  hardly  more  than  one-half  the  known 
contents. 

Skill  that  must  come  surely  by  continued  effort,  will  carry  this 
higher,  no  doubt 

The  tendency  to  larger  measure  of  success  will  be  realized 
by  full  co-operation,  farmers  and  manufacturers  working  to- 
gether toward  development,  rather  than  for  immediate  profits. 

bkillful  choice  of  soils  with  reference  to  production  of  largest 
saccharine  product  must  tend  to  best  result. 

The  transportation  companies  can  aid  greatly  by  voluntary 
relinquishments  of  early  profits,  whereby  farmers,  in  a  time 
not  distant,  may  become  large  shippers  of  cane,  at  good 
prices. 

There  are  many  other  matters  connected  with  this  new  in- 
dustry that  might  be  presented  here,  but  for  the  uncertainty 
almost  inseparable  from  brief  observation,  especially  where  the 
subject  is  new.  We  venture  to  say  that  an  essential  condition 
of  'success  is  continuity  to  a  compact  community  that  may  meet 
all  demands  for  labor  without  the  least  delay.  Cane  must  be 
woiked  when  it  is  in  the  right  condition,  and  in  the  works 
visited   there   is   imperative  requirement,  during  the  business 
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season,  for  at  least  80  men  every  day,  not  to  speak  of  others  en- 
gaged in  cutting  the  cane  and  transporting  it  to  the  works.  In 
thia  is  indicated  imperative  necessity  tor  co-operation.  Farmers, 
manufacturers  and  laborers  working  together  for  a  purpose  of 
common  interest  and  profit  to  all. 

We  do  not  presume  to  advise  an  investment,  but  we  may 
suggest  that  one  well  equipped  plant  in  a  circuit  of  20  miles 
radius  or  more  should  be  enough,  and  that  interference  might 
defeat  the  prime  object  sought  by  all  persons  interested  in  an 
object  fully  expressed  in  one  word — profit. 

If  we  may  be  permitted  to  advise,  we  may  say  that  present 
conditions  indicate  a  wisdom  of  accepting  small  profits  for  first 
efforts.  As  we  view  the  matter,  farmers  may  cultivate  to  the 
development  of  a  new  and  very  good  industry,  rf  they  will 
persuade  themselves  to  wait  for  fullest  rewards.  Capital  is 
timid,  proverbially.  It  must  have  encouragement.  Oet  it  into 
prosperous  ways  and  it  will  stay.  In  this  instance,  farmers  can 
afford  encouragement  for,  with  the  industry  well  established, 
they  will  have  their  full  share  of  profits  repeated  through  all 
succeeding  years.  A  leading  purpose  of  our  Order  is  practical 
co  operation.  It  would  be  difficult  to  find  an  instance  of  greater 
necessity  for  application  than  in  the  great  enterprise  which, 
fully  developed,  will  save  our  people,  as  reward  for  their  labor, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  millions  annually.  We  beg,  therefore,  to 
commend  whatever  of  useful  observation,  thought  or  sugges- 
tion we  have  been  enabled  to  bring  into  this  report  to  the  reflec- 
tion of  persons  here  represented,  in  the  hope  that  the  interests  of 
all  will  be  so  promoted  as  to  bring  larger  measure  of  happiness 
and  substantial  reward  to  those  who  do  the  most  uselul  work 
of  the  world.  W.  A.  Armstrong,

in  pleating  remembrance  as  evidence  of  liberality  characterizing 
the  business  and  the  hospitality  of  a  people  careful  in  their 
attentions  to  the  amenities  of  life. 

£ro.  Frederick  Robie  submitted  the  following,   which  was 

concurred  in. 

Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  recommend  that  the  resolu- 
tion of  Bro.  Hale,  of  Connecticut,  relative  to  the  taking  off  the 
tariff  on  su/ar  by  Congress,  and  the  piyment«of  bounties  for  the 
production  of  sugar,  be  referred  to  the  next  session. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  be  in- 
structed to  lay  before  Congress  such  matters  of  legislation  as 
have  been  acted  upon  at  this  session,  and  also  by  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Executive  Committee  such  other  matters  as  the 
Patrons  of  the  country  are  fairly  united  upon. 

Bro.  Levi  Booth  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  body  leaders  its  hearty  thanks  to  Brother 
and  Sister  Sims,  Brother  and  Sister  Otis  and  all  other  members 
of  the  Kansas  State  Grange  ;  also  all  other  citizens  who  have 
labored  so  unremittingly  to  render  our  sojourn  in  their  beautiful 
city  profitable  to  our  Order  and  pleasant  to  each  and  every  one 
of  us,  and  be  assured  that  we  shall  never  forget  their  kindness. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted  ;

The  journal  of  the  morning  session  was  read  and  approved, 
and  all  business  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Grange  closed,  in 
ample  form,  at  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  the  Twenty -second  An- 
nual Session  adjourned  sine  die.

Worthy  Master: 

In  suppoitingihe  resolutions,  the  first  thought  which  occurs 
to  me  is  that  our  Order  is  in  some  sense  independent  of  persons.

§  laden  and  I  will  give  you  rest."  The  life  of  our  brother  was  not 
all  sunshine.  Clouds  of  sorrow  and  adversities  frequently  over- 
shadowed him,  but  he  was  not  overwhelmed.  On  the  very 
l  threshold  of  life  he  went  from  home  and  friends  and  engaged  in 
\  that  memorable  struggle  which  deluged  our  land  with  blood  and 
f  tears.  It  is  not  necessary  to  tell  you  who  knew  him  that  he  was 
a  brave  man,  or  that  he  was  governed  in  this  action  by  his  con- 
victions of  duty.  You  know  that  ever  was  the  case.  Others 
are  here  who  bravely  battled  by  his  side,  and  as  I  look  over  this 
rssembly  I  see  men  who  just  as  bravely  and  earnestly  fought 
from  a  sense  of  duty  on  the  other  side  of  the  struggle.  Had 
these  brothers  met  then,  when  the  mad  passions  of  war  were 
raging,  it  would  have  been  but  to  injure  or  destroy.  Thanks  to 
our  fraternal  bond,  we  now  meet  as  the  warmest  of  friends, 
putting  out  of  our  hearts  all  bitterness.  We  clasp  hands  with  a 
Patron  grip,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  the  exemplification  of  the 
w        precepts  of  our  Order. 

f.  When  the  white  wings  of  peace  fanned  and  cooled  the  mad 

I  passions  engendered  by  civil  strife,  our  brother  returned  to  his 
family  and  home,  and  sought  to  rebuild  his  shattered  fortunes 
and  heal  the  wounds  of  war.  He  was  among  the  first  to  join 
our  Order,  and  was  a  faithful,  earnest  member,  passing  from  the 
ranks  to  the  highest  and  most  responsible  position  in  our  Order, 
and  wherever  placed  was  found  faithful.

8ister  Joe  Bailey,  of  Mississippi,  spoke  as  follows,  supporting

Worthy  Master: 

Sometimes  the  heart  is  too  sad ;  too  full  for  utterance,  and 
words  seem  but  idle  mockery,  when  we  attempt  to  express  our 
feelings  in  regard  to  the  death  of  our  beloved  Master. 
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How  prophetic  the  following  words  uttered  by  our  departed 
Master,  which  seems  as  but  yesterday.

His  was  no  ordinary  life,  for,  by  his  magnetic  power,  he 
carried  the  hearts  of  the  people,  all  his  own,  and  through  his 
sympathetic  influence  he  won  the  confidence  not  only  of  the 
Agriculturist,  but  that  of  all  other  classes. 

Brothers  and  Sisters :  Though  our  loved  one  has  left  us,  let  us 
not  forget  that  his  labors  will  never  die;  that  is  our  legacy 
bequeathed  to  us  for  an  everlasting  inheritance. 

No  word  or  thought  ever  dies ;  its  influence  goes  on  widening, 
circle  after  circle,  and  wave  after  wave,  until  the  world  feels  its 
beneficial  influence  permeating  every  avenue  of  life.  Who  shall 
set  a  limit  to  the  influence  of  a  human  being  ? 

•  Bro.  Darden  aspired  to  vast  and  universal  aims,  and  no  one 
was  ever  a  greater  benefactor  than  he.  For  no  greater  love  hath 
a  person  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends. 

This  he  did,  offering  himself  upon  the  altar  of  his  country,  as 
a  free  will  offering,  a  martyr  to  Agriculture. 

Our  life  is  but  an  endless  flight  of  winged  facts  or  events, 
laden  with  thoughts  that  rule  the  world.  Our  sorrows  are  but 
so  many  educators.  We  seek  long  life,  but  His  deep  life,  or 
grand  monuments  that  signify/ 

Our  days  are  made  on  the  loom  of  time,  the  warp  and  woof, 
the  past  and  present. 

How  beautiful  and  bright  the  thread  our  Master  wove  into  his 
life  web.  Interspersed  with  the  golden  threads  of  philanthropy, 
his  life  was  a  success  rarely  ever  reached  by  mortal  man. 

Dead  1  I  hear  the  solemn  echo  resounding  through  these  halls ; 
I  see  the  emblems  of  mourning  on  every  side,  and  all  proclaim 
the  Master  is  dead. 

Though  dead  to  us,  'tis  but  the  portal  of  life  to  him  who  has 
passed  on  before. 

May  we  so  live  that  we  will  meet  the  Master  in  the  great 
Grange  above. 

Bro.  Wm.  Sims,  of  Kansas,  said  : 

Worthy  Master  : 

In  supporting  the  resolutions,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  was  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  the  brother  whose  memory  we  now 
commemorate,  and  familiar  with  his  course  as  a  worthy  and 
useful  officer  and  member  of  this  body. 

He  represented  his  State  in  the  National  Grange  for  eleven 
consecutive  sessions :  the  first  in  Cincinnati  in  1877,  and  the  last 
at  Lansing,  Michigan,  in  1887. 
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He  was  elected  Overseer  of  this  Orange  in  1879,  and  served  in 
that  capacity  until  1885,  when  he  was  presented  with  the  Mas- 
ter's gavel  and  re-elected  last  November  for  the  ensuing  two 
years. 

He  was  an  able  advocate  of  the  principles  and  purposes  of  onr 
Order ;  earnest  and  strong  in  debate,  yet  considerate  of  the  rights 
I  and  opinions  of  others,  and  discharged  the  duties  of  the  several 

*  positions  to  which  he  wa£  called,  in  such  manner  as  to  command 
r  the  respect  and  elicit  the  admiration  of  those  with  whom  he  was 
'  associated. 

I  met  Brother  Darden  for  the  first  time  at  the  meeting  of  this 
Orange,  held  at  Cincinnati  in  1877,  and  our  acquaintance  was 
renewed  at  eight  subsequent  sessions  of  the  body.     During 
I  these  sessions  our  social  and  officiated  relations  became  intimate, 

and  I  learned  to  admire  his  honesty  of  purpose,  respect  his 
judgment,  and  give  respectful  consideration  to  his  every  sugges- 
|  tion  and  recommendation. 

He  was  an  earnest  Christian  Gentleman,  sincere  in  his  convic- 
tions, but  unobtrusive. 
He  was  a  true  Patron  and  faithful  friend,  but  his  work  is 
.  finished  and  he  has  gone  to  his  reward.    Let  us  profit  by  his 

\         example  and  emulate  his  virtues. 

The  following  poem,  selected  by  Bister  C.  E.  Overhiser,    of 

California,  was  read  by  Sister  Addie  S.  Hale,  of  Connecticut : 

life's  mysteries. 

Why  should  the  good  and  great  be  swept  away 
By  death's  rude  indiscriminating  hand, 

When  in  their  life  seem  bound  the  destiny 
And  happiness  of  thousands  in  the  land. 

Why  should  the  Leader  of  the  fight  be  slain 
I  Before  the  awful  strife  has  well  begun  ? 

And  why  the  mightiest  first  embrace  the  plain, 
Whose  strength  gave  promise  of  a  vict'ry  won  ?

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brother.    May  the  skies  of  our  future  be  brightened  by  follow- 
ing the  example  of  one  that  was  always  found  faithful. 

Our  Order  rests  on  the  spirit  of  true  brotherly  friendship  ; 
around  our  altar  are  formed  pleasant  and  enduring  memories. 
The  memorial  services  of  a  deceased  brother  or  sister,  which  we 
are  frequently  called  upon  to  commemorate,  test  our  higher  faith 
and  warm  attachments.  Kind  words  and  repeated  unselfish  acts 
smooth  the  rough  passage  of  life,  and  on  its  ocean,  kind  thoughts 
and  noble  deeds  are  never  lost  or  forgotten.  They  are  repre- 
sented in  the  beautiful  words  of  our  own  poet,  Longfellow  : 

11 1  shot  an  arrow  into  the  air, 
It  fell  to  earth,  I  knew  not  where, 
For  so  swiftly  it  flew,  the  sight 
Gould  npt  follow  it  in  its  flight. 
I  breathed  a  song  into  the  air, 
It  fell  to  earth,  I  knew  not  where  ; 
Who  has  sight  so  keen  and  strong, 
That  it  can  follow  the  flight  of  song  ? 

Long  afterwards,  in  an  oak, 

I  found  the  arrow  still  unbroke, 

And  the  song  (kind  words)  from  beginning  to  end 

I  found  again  in  the  heart  of  a  friend,' • 

Bro.  T.  H.  Kimbrough,  of  Georgia,  followed  by  saying  : 
Worthy  Master  : 

I  feel  that  I  would  be  doing  injustice  to  the  State  Grange  of 
Georgia  and  to  my  own  feelings,  were  I  to  remain  silent  on  this 
occasion. 

When  the  dark  clouds  were  hovering  over  our  Organization 
in  my  own  native  State,  and  when  I,  as  its  presiding  officer, 
could  see  naught  but  gloom  in  its  future,  the  wise  counsel  and 
cheering  words  of  Bro.  Darden,  through  the  mails,  helped  not 
only  in  relieving  me  of  great  anxiety,  but  greatly  assisted  in  dis- 
persing the  dark  clouds. 

When  Bro.  Woodman,  of  the  Executive  Committee,  notified 
us  of  the  sad  intelligence,  it  seemed  that  the  dark  cloud  bad 
again  hovered  over  the  hopes  of  the  Georgia  Patrons. 

Brethren,  we  of  Georgia  loved  Bro.  Darden,  and  desire  to 
mingle  with  Patrons  of  other  States,  our  sympathy  with  the  be- 
reaved family,  and  give  some  expression  of  our  appreciation  of 
the  deceased  brother. 

Truly  Bro.  Darden  lived  for  others,  and  sacrificed  pleasure, 
comfort  and  life  on  the  altar  of  our  Order,  for  the  good  of  his 
State,  his  country  and  his  fellow  man. 
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Thank  God  for  the  assurance  that  Bro.  Bard  en  placed  faith  in 
Gcd,  and  may  he  be  at  the  Beautiful  Gate  waiting  and  watching 
for  many  who  are  following  his  examples  and  precepts. 

Bro,  J.  B.  Bailey,  of  Mississippi,  said : 

Worthy  Master: 

I  feel  that  I  would  not  be  true  to  the  Patrons  I  represent  and 
to  the  people  of  Mississippi,  should  I  not  in  this  sad  hour  speak 
some  words  to  the  memory,  and  of  the  noble  character,  of  our 
much  beloved  brother. 

When  on  the  17th  of  July  last,  the  ruthless  reaper  so  sudden- 
ly cut  down  our  fearless  and  zealous  leader,  and  it  was  said  that 
Worthy  Master  Darden  was  dead,  the  people  of  our  State  were 
shocked  as  no  event  had  ever  shocked  them  before. 

Upon  the  streets,  on  the  highways,  in  the  fields,  strong  brave 
men's  cheeks  blanched,  their  lips  quivered  and  burning  tears  of 
sorrow  fell  from  thousands  of  eyes  unused  to  weeping.  Put 
Darden  is  dead  !  this  painful  announcement  brought  sorrow  and 
anguish  to  the  hearts  of  our  people  as  the  death  of  none  of  the 
many  of  her  noble  sons  who  preceded  him,  had  done. 

Among  the  many  of  Mississippi's  able  and  honored  sons 
whose  remains  now  lie  in  her  silent  dust,  there  is  none  whose 
life  work  and  whose  memory  is  more  sacredly  enshrined  in  the 
hearts  of  her  people.  Be  was  truly  a  son  of  Mississippi ;  on  her 
soil  his  eyes  first  opened  to  the  light  of  day ;  there  he  grew  to 
manhood  and  was  educated  at  her  University. 

In  1861,  when  the  dark  cloud  of  sectional  disturbance  over- 
shadowed our  common  country,  and  the  tocsin  of  war  was 
sounded,  conscious  of  the  rectitude  of  his  course,  and  with  an 
innate  love  of  home,  like  the  true  son  of  a  noble  sire,  he  re- 
sponded to  the  call  of  his  State,  and  like  the  gallant  knight  he 
was,  struck  boldly,  fearlessly  and  heroically  for  her  defense. 
The  dark  clouds  having  passed  away  and  his  strong,  brave  arm 
no  longer  needed  in  war's  deadly  conflict,  he  stepped  from  "the 
trenches  into  the  furrows  "  in  order  to  reclaim  his  shattered  for- 
tune and  aid  his  people  in  restoring  his  State  from  the  wreck 
and  ravages  that  war  had  wrought. 

Bro.  Darden  was  no  ordinary  man ;  his  was  no  common  lite. 
In  every  sphere,  in  every  position,  he  was  the  same*  upright, 
honest,  patriotic  citizen.  Love  of  country,  love  of  home,  love 
of  friends  ever  had  a  home  in  his  manly  breast.  He  was  a  man 
of  high  culture  ;  his  advice  was  respected  and  his  counsels  fol- 
lowed. 

We  honored  him  for  his  great  intellect,  and  loved  him  because 
he  was  good  and  manly.  No  mean  act  of  his  life  will  ever  be 
handed  down,  for  there  was  none.  No  foul  spot  to  tarnish  his 
fair  name,  for  his  life  was  one  of  uprightness  and  integrity. 
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What  he  was  as  a  Patron,  Worthy  Master,  it  is  almost  useless 
for  me  to  say ;  no  word  of  praise  from  me  could  add  one 
lanrel  to  his  crown.  His  life  work  in  that  cause  is  known  and 
read  of  all  men.  The  best  years  of  his  life  were  expended  in 
that  service;  in  fact,  upon  the  Patrons'  altar,  upon  which  he  had 
vowed,  he  sacrificed  his  life,  in  advocacy  and  defense  of  the  Pa- 
trons of  Husbandry,  and  for  the  advancement  and  elevation  of 
agriculture  and  the  benefit  of  his  fellow  man. 

Worthy  Master: 

If  the  people  of  the  North  and  East  and  West  could  bat  know 
how  my  heart  and  the  hearts  of  my  people  are  filled  with  grat- 
itude and  pride  as  we  read  or  listen  to  the  encomiums,  the  kindly 
and  eloquent  words  of  deep  regret,  and  behold  the  silent  tears 
that  steal  unbidden  down  the  cheeks,  in  sweet  yet  sad  memory 
of  our  lamented  brother,  you  too  would  appreciate  the  poig- 
nancy of  our  grief  aud  our  great  loss,  and  would  feel  and  know 
that  he  was  one  of  Mississippi's  noblest,  truest,  best  and  bravest 
sons.  But  he  is  dead,  he  is  gone.  He  now  sweetly  sleeps  be- 
neath the  silent  sod  of  his  native  soil,  a  martyr  to  the  cause  of 
her  people. 

The  golden  bowl  has  been  broken,  the  silver  cord  cut ;  no 
more  will  his  manly  form  be  seen  among  us,  no  more  will  his 
voice  be  heard,  for  it  is  hushed  in  death. 

Though  no  marble  dome  or  polished  shaft  may  mark  his  rest- 
ing place,  yet  the  memory  of  his  deeds  and  the  grand  work  of 
his  noble  life  will  live  embalmed  in  the  hearts  of  his  grateful 
people  when  monuments  are  crumbled  into  dust. 

'•  Sleep,  brother,  sleep,  while  o'er  thy  breast 
Thy  friends  in  sadness  weep, 
Let  not  their  tears  disturb  thy  rest 
Nor  break  thy  peaceful  sleep." 

Bro.  Hiram  Hawkins,  of  Alabama,  spoke  as  follows  : 
Worthy  Master  : 

I  have  no  prepared  remarks,  and  do  not  rise  to  pronounce  a 
eulogy.  I  should  not,  however,  permit  the  occasion  to  pass 
without  paying  a  word  in  commemoration  of  this  sad  event.  It 
is  my  duty,  perhaps,  to  say  that  the  Alabama  State  Grange  was 
in  session  in  the  city  of  Eufaula  when  the  sad  message  flashed 
over  the  wires,  "  Put  Darden,  Master  of  the  National  Grange,  is 
dead."  The  news  fell  like  a  pall  of  gloom  and  sadness  upon 
every  heart. 

Darden,  our  great  Grange  Leader,  dead  1  sank  into  the  heart 
of  every  member  present. 
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The  Worthy  Master,  after  announcing  the  sad  news  to  the 
Orange,  immediately  appointed  a  Committee  to  prepare  suitable 
memorial  resolutions,  and  the  Grange  was  adjourned  to  meet  at 
9  o'clock  the  following  morning.  The  first  business  on  the 
morning  of  July  19th,  was  the  report  of  the  Memorial  Commit- 
tee. 

The  Alabama  State  Grange  was  perhaps,  the  first  to  hold 
memorial  services  in  honor  of  our  late  and  lamented  leader. 

Worthy  Master,  I  endorse  the  sentiment  as  expressed  by  the 
resolutions  offered  by  the  Committee,  and  the  eloquent  and 
touching  words  of  endearment  by  the  brothers  and  sisters. 

I  had  never  met  Bro.  Darden  until  the  meeting  of  the  last 
session  of  the  National  Grange.  His  manly  bearing,  upright  de- 
portment and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  our  Order  had  caused 
me  to  admire  and  love  him.  Only  a  few  days  before  his  death, 
I  received  a  letter  from  him,  urging  me  to  meet  him  in  Missis- 
sippi, in  the  interest  of  the  Grange. 

He  is  gone,  and  we  shall  meet  no  more  on  earth,  but  I  trust 
we  shall  meet  in  the  great  Grange  above.  I  may  add  that  the 
Grange  halls  in  Alabama  are  draped  in  mourning,  and  when  we 
look  upon  that  vacant  chair,  draped  in  the  emblems  of  mourning, 
the  contemplation  fills  our  hearts  with  sadnes9.  Darden  is  dead, 
but  his  words  and  his  works  will  live  forever. 

I  fully  endorse  the  sentiment  by  Bro.  Bailey,  of  Mississippi, 
in  his  allusions  to  the  happy  reciprocal  and  cordial  feeling  of  the 
members  of  the  Order  in  his  State,  on  receiving  the  heart  felt 
sympathy  and  interest  manifested  by  the  brothers  and  sisters  of 
the  North,  for  our  lamented  Master  and  his  bereaved  family. 

The  appeal  from  our  Worthy  Acting  Master  Draper,  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, supported  by  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  all  New 
England  and  the  North,  in  behalf  our  late  Master  and  his 
family,  holding  up  his  deeds  of  valor  and  chivalry  as  a 
Southern  soldier  in  the  lost  cause,  as  an  evidence  of  devo- 
tion and  loyalty  to  convictions  of  duty,  will  not  be  made 
in  vain. 

The  heart  of  every  member  of  the  Grange  in  Alabama,  as 
well  as  in  Mississippi  and  the  South,  was  touched  by  the  fire  of 
inspiration  as  it  fell  burning  from  the  altar  of  our  Order.  No 
higher  evidence  can  be  given  to  show  that  the  great  and 
peaceful  mission  of  the  Grange  has  accomplished  more  than  all 
other  agencies  and  influences  combined  (the  Church  not  ex- 
cepted), in  establishing  confidence  and  restoring  fraternal  rela- 
tions between  the  sections  of  our  common  country. 

Yes,  our  lamented  Darden  was  a  Southern  soldier,  and  some 
of  us  here  to  day  in  the  great  clash  at  arms,  were  rushing  at 
each  other  with  drawn  swords.     To  day   we   are   a   band    of 
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brothers  marching  on  in  peaceful  pursuits,  with  one  flag,  one 
country  and  one  destiny. 

Through  the  influence  of  this  Order  we  are  enabled  to  reach 
out  from  Maine  and  all  New  England,  over  broad  plains,  deep 
rivers  and  lofty  mountains,  and  clasp  fraternal  hands  with 
brothers  and  sisters  in  Mississippi  and  the  South,  conscious  of  the 
fact,  that  in  the  Grange  there  is  •'  no  east,  no  west,  no  north,  no 
south,  but  one  people,  one  flag  and  one  common  destiny  for 
us  all.M 

Sister  H.  E.  Hayes,  of  Oregon,  said  : 

Worthy  Master  : 

Tour  brothers  and  sisters  in  Oregon  desire  to  express  through 
their  Delegates,  their  heart-felt  sympathy,  not  only  for  the 
National  Grange  in  the  loss  of  its  beloved  leader,  brother  and 
friend,  but  also  for  the  widow  and  fatherless,  who  find  it  hard 
to  kiss  the  rod  by  which  they  have  been  smitten  and  bow  in 
meek  submission  to  the  will  of  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well, 
but  mourn  in  vain  the  irreparable  loss  of  a  beloved  husband 
and  indulgent  father. 

When  the  sad  news  was  communicated  to  the  Subordinate 
Granges  of  our  northwestern  section,  that  our  Master  had 
passed  to  the  unknown  beyond,  resolutions  of  condolence  were 
passed  and  the  various  halls  were  draped  in  mourning,  for 
although  far  removed  from  the  dear  counsellor  we  had  all 
learned  to  love  so  well,  who  was  personally  unknown,  except 
by  a  very  few  patrons  upon  one  coast,  we  felt  that  the  bond  of 
fraternal  brotherhood  extended  to  us,  and  in  the  midst  of  out 
affliction  could  but  refer  to  his  timely  counsels  and  the  noble 
precepts  of  him  who  had  been  cut  down  so  suddenly  while  in 
the  midst  of  active  labor. 

May  the  National  Grange,  while  it  deplores  his  loss,  emulate 
his  example  and  extend  to  the  bereaved  wife  and  children,  the 
sympathy  of  their  hearts  in  the  fullness  of  love. 

Appropriate  and  touching  remarks  were  made  on  the  life  and 
labors  of  Bro.  Darden,  by  Brothers  J.  M.  Blanton,  Va. ;  Alpha 
Meeser,  of  Vermont;  A.  J.  Rose,  of  Texas,  and  X.  X. 
Chartters,  of  Virginia. 

The  resolutions  were  then  adopted,  unanimously,  by  a  rising 
vote. 

Hymn— "Forget  Not  the  Dead." 

Bro.  Mortimer  Whitehead,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to 
draft  and  report  resolutions  relating  to  the  death  of  Past  Master 
H.  W.  L.  Lewis,  of  Louisiana  ;  Past  Master  B.  R.  Spillman, 
of  California,  and  Sister  M.  A.  Esbbaugh,  widow  of  Henry 
Eshbaugh,  late  Master  of  the  State  Grange  of  Missouri,  re- 
ported  as  follows : 
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Worthy  Matter  and  Patrons : 

As  each  year  goes  by  and  we  meet  in  annual  session,  new 
names  are  added  to  those  who  have  passed  oyer  and  beyond, 
and  our  memorial  roll  grows  longer.  We  know  not  when  the 
summons  will  come,  and  who  will  next  be  called.  We  do  know 
that  others  must  go,  and  these  deaths  remind  us  that 

"  We  are  nearer  than  we're  dreaming, 
To  that  bright  and  happy  shore  ; 
We're  closer  than  we're  seeming. 
Where  the  shadows  fall  no  more." 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Bro.  H.  W.  L.  Lewis,  of 
Louisiana,  one  of  the  earliest  to  advocate  the  principles  of  our 
Order  in  his  State,  for  many  years  Master  and  Secretary  of  the 
State  Grange,  and  doing  faithful  service  in  the  councils  of  the 
National  Orange,  our  Order  has  lost  one  who,  in  his  life,  kept 
the  faith  and  died  noted  for  fidelity. 

Let  us  profit  by  his  example,  and  carry  forward  the  work  he 

loved  so  well. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Bro.  B.  R.  Spillman,  Past 
Master  of  the  California  State  Grange  and  a  member  of  this 
National  Grange,  who  died  at  his  home,  in  Pennington,  Sutter 
County,  California,  Sunday,  October  14th,  1888,  just  one  week 
after  the  close  of  the  lo»t  session  of  the  State  Grange,  our  Order 
has  lost  one  of  its  faithful  workers,  who,  through  lone  years 
and  in  various  positions  in  Subordinate,  State  and  National 
Grange,  was  ever  at  his  post,  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  every 
duty,  and  ready  with  wise  counsels  "  for  the  Good  of  the  Order  " 
he  loved  so  well. 

We  mourn  our  loss,  we  sympathise  with  his  loved  ones,  we 

will  cherish  his  memory,  and  strive  to  follow  his  example. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Sister  M.  A.  Eshbaugh,  widow 
of  the  late  Worthy  Past  Master  of  the  Missouri  State  Grange, 
and  Past  Lecturer  of  this  National  Grange,  we  feel  deeply  the 
loss  of  one  who  endeared  herself  to  all  with  whom  she 
came  in  contact,  who  was  earnestly  appreciative  and  sympathis- 
ing in  her  relations  to  the  Order,  and  who,  by  the  gentle  and 
lovable  qualities  of  her  heart  and  mind,  has  left  to  the  Order  an 
example  that  shall  stand  as  a  monument  for  tbe  emulation  of 
her  successors,  and  which  is  the  true  type  of  the  "  Flowers  of 
Good  Works,'9  enjoined  in  our  beautiful  Ritual. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  fami- 
lies  of    oar    deceased   brothers  and   sister,    that    the     same 
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appear  upon  the  records  of  this  body,  and  that  a  memorial 

page  be  inserted  therein.

Bro.  Whitehead  spoke  as  follows,  in  support  of  the  resolu- 
tions offered  by  his  Committee  : 

Worthy  Master: 

My  first  acquaintance  with  Bro.  Lewis  was  at  the  Session  of 
the  National  Orange,  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  some  sixteen  years 
ago.  It  was  a  memorable  session,  being  the  first  National  Con- 
vention of  any  kind  that  had  assembled  in  the  city  or  the  State 
since  the  close  of  the  war. 

One  of  the  first  to  meet  me  and  greet  me  as  a  representative 
of  our  Order  from  a  Northern  State,  was  Bro.  Lewis,  welcom- 
ing me  not  only  with  a  Patron's  grip,  but  with  true  Southern 
cordial  greeting,  and  when  he  discovered  that  I  had  been  on  the 
4<  other  side  "  in  the  war,  he  and  others  did  all  that  was  possible 
to  assure  us  and  prove  to  us  that  our  great  Order  had  indeed 
made  us  once  more  a  united  people,  and  not  since  the  war  until 
that  time  had  there  been  such  a  genuine  reunion  of  the  "  blue 
and  the  gray." 

Since  that  time  not  a  year  has  passed  w^hout  correspondence 
with  Bro.  Lewis.  Until  the  last  he  had  an  abiding  faith  in  our 
Order  and  an  interest  in  all  its  work.

2  o'clock  P.  M 

Recess  having  expired,  the  Grange  reassembled  at  2  o'cleck, 
P.  M.,  in*  the  Fourth  Degree,  James  Draper,  Worthy  Overseer, 
in  the  chair. 

The  Grange  was  declared  in  open  session. 

Miss  Frankie  Green,  in  behalf  of  the  Native  Daughters  of 
Sacramento,  made  a  brief  and  beautiful  address  of  welcome, 
and  then  presented  each  lady  member  of  the  National  Grange 
with  a  bouquet  of  beautiful  flowers. 
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The  Worthy  Master  then  took  the  chair  and  read  the  follow- 
ing 

ADDRESS. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange  : 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  organization  we  meet 
on  the  Western  shore  of  the  Continent.  For  this  privilege  we 
are  indebted  to  the  liberality  and  energy  of  our  brethren  in  this 
State  of  California. 

We  come  not  as  the  gold  seekers  come,  in  eager  search  for  the 
precious  metal.  We  come  not  from  mercenary  motives  or  to 
gratify  a  desire  te  see  the  son- set  side  of  the  Continent,  but 
rather  to  greet  our  sisters  and  brothers  of  the  Paciflc  slope,  and 
reward  their  zeal  and  perseverance  in  the  good  work,  by  extend- 
ing to  them  all  the  privileges  and  pleasures  connected  with  the 
session  of  the  National  head  of  our  organization.  We  come 
prepared,  nevertheless,  to  accept  and  enjoy  the  hospitality  for 
which  Californians  have  a  world-wide  reputation. 

We  are  not  here,  however,  solely  to  enjoy  ourselves.  We 
hope  to  be  able  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  lighten  the  burdens 
and  increase  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  those  who  till  the 
soil.  We  trust  that  our  mission  will  not  be  a  vain  one,  but  that 
our  united  labors  will  be  crowned  with  a  liberal  harvest  of  good 
things  for  our  order,  home,  class  and  country.  I  trust  that  the 
magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  en- 
gaged, will  impress  every  member  with  a  sense  of  personal  re- 
BjAnsibility,  "And  whatever  we  do,"  let  us  "  strive  to  do  well." 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Two  hundred  and  four  new  Granges  have  been  organized  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  several  hundred  dormant  Granges  have  been 
reorganized.  One  State  reports  an  increase  of  two  thousand, 
another  sixteen  hundred,  another  forty- two  new  Granges, and  tbe 
young  State  of  Washington  not  only  comes  into  the  sisterhood 
of  States,  but  also  joins  our  National  organization  with  a  fully 
equipped  State  Grange. 

The  reports  from  several  other  States  indicate  a  degree  of 
prosperity  which  is  very  encouraging.  Work  seems  to  give 
practical  results  ;  not  alone  in  additional  membership,  but  a1  so 
in  increased  zeal  and  enthusiasm  among  tbe  members.  In  other 
States,  for  reasons  which  will  doubt  If  ss  appear  in  the  reports  of 
State  Masters,  the  cause  is  less  prosperous.  I  trust  that  our 
labors  at  this  session  will  tend  to  revive  the  interest  where  it  is 
languishing,  and  accelerate  growth  where  the  order  is  now 
prosperous. 
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NECESSITY  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

Every  thoughtful  farmer  mast  already  be  convinced  of  the 
absolute  necessity  of  a  strong  national  organization. 

We  are  thoroughly  satisfied  that  no  plan  has  yet  been  devised 
which  is  equal  in  all  respects  to  that  of  the  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry, "  One  in  which  all  can  find  something  to  enjoy,"  and 
not  enjoyment  alone,  but  helps  that  will  contribute  to  success 
upon  the  farm—comfort  in  the  home,  harmony  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, and  the  preservation  of  all  the  rights  of  citizenship. 

We  antagonize  no  other  plan  of  organization,  but  are  of  the 
opinion  that  recruits  will  be  far  more  effective,  when  mustered 
into  a  veteran,  organization  with  years  of  experience  purchased 
at  great  cost,  than  they  can  possibly  be  in  any  new  organization 
without  the  experience  which  will  enable  them  to  avoid  mis- 
takes, which  sometimes  prove  very  disastrous.  We  earnestly 
invite  all  farmers  who  realize  the  necessity  of  organization,  to 
examine  critically  the  Grange  plan,  and  the  history  of  its 
achievements  before  affiliating  with  other  organizations.  In  no 
other  way  can  intelligent  choice  be  made. 

FINANCIAL  BENEFIT  OF  OBGANIZATION. 

Arrangements  have  been  perfected  in  many  of  the  States 
which  enable  members  to  supply  their  wants  at  minimum  cost, 
without  the  risk  attending  the  establishment  of  stores  and  fac- 
tories, ninety  per  cent,  of  which  enterprises  result  in  disappoint- 
ment and  loss  to  those  directly  interested  therein.  Every  failure 
injures  the  organization  which  it  represents. 

We  exp3Ct  in  the  future  to  extend  our  work  in  the  field  of  co- 
operation, and  aid  our  brothers  in  the  East  to  supplies  of  grain, 
without  the  added  profits  of  those  who  unnecessarily  intervene 
between  producer  and  consumer,  and  also  enable  the  Western 
producer  to  realize  more  for  the  grain  than  he  otherwise  would. 

DIRECT  TAXATION. 

The  farmers  are  manifesting  more  than  usual  interest  in  the 
subject  of  taxation,  realizing  as  they  do.  that  in  every  State  the 
average  farmer  is  unfairly  burdened.  For  wealthy  corporations, 
and  individuals  owning  stocks,  bonds,  notes  and  mortgages 
there  seems  to  be  avenues  of  escape  from  this  burden,  or  at  least 
part  of  it.  For  the  farmer  whose  all  is  invested  in  land,  tools 
and  stock,  there  is  no  escape.  His  property  is  on  the  list  for 
taxation — there  every  year. 

Organized,  persistent  efforts,  will  enable  us  to  close  some  of 
the  avenues  through  which  much  property  escapes  its  fair  share 
of  this  burden.    If  we  neglect  to  use  the  means  within  our 
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reach  and  tinder  our  own  control,  organized  capital  will  con- 
tinue to  dominate  those  who  make  and  execute  the-  law,  and  no 
relief  will  be  extended  to  the  farmer. 

INDIRECT  TAXATION. 

Taxes  levied  indirectly  seem  to  be  less  objectionable  to  the 
people.  One  form  of  indirect  taxation  is  by  duties  imposed 
upon  the  products  imported  from  foreign  countries.  There  is  no 
general  objection  to  this  form  of  taxation,  but  radical  differ- 
ences exist  as  to  the  manner  of  imposing  such  taxes.  It  is  ear- 
nestly advocated  by  some  of  our  people,  that  these  duties  shall 
be  imposed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  raising  revenue ;  others, 
with  equal  earnestness,  urge  that  these  duties  be  so  imposed  as 
to  serve  a  two -fold  purpose,  viz.  that  of  raising  revenue,  and  also 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  and  protecting  home  industries. 
I  do  not  desire  to  discuss  these  differences  in  this  address,  but 
suggest  that  they  should  be  thoroughly  discussed  by  the  farmers 
at  times  when  partizan  zeal  is  not  aroused. 

We  must  remember  that  there  are  honest  differences  of  opin- 
ion upon  these  questions;  and  honest  discussions  will  tend  to 
the  enlightenment,  but  bitter  partizan  controversy  will  only 
darken  the  intellect.  We  are  too  apt  to  assume  that  the  right  is 
the  side  espoused  by  our  party,  and  blindly  follow  wherever  we 
are  led.  I  hope  that  under  the  good  influence  of  the  Grange  we 
shall  try  to  find  out  what  is  right,  rather  than  accept  the  dictum 
of  party  without  question.  I  think  that  we  can,  and  should, 
agree  that  when  any  policy  is  adopted,  it  shall  apply  to  all  classes 
and  interests. 

If  labor  must  be  protected  in  manufacturing  interests,  then 
equal  protection  should  be  extended  to  those  who  work  upon 
the  farms  and  in  the  mines.  If  the  manufacturer  of  doth  and 
leather  is  protected,  so  also  should  the  men  be  who  produce  wool 
and  hides.  If  the  farmer  must  meet  free  competition,  so  too 
should  the  manufacturer.  If  a  policy  is  thus  equally  applied  to 
all  industries,  we  shall  soon  be  able  to  decide  what  is  best  for 
the  great  body  of  our  people.  Theories  may  answer  for  the 
theorist,  but  practical  results  will  alone  satisfy  the  masses. 

INTERNAL  REVENUE  TAX.  9 

There  are  indications  that  efforts  will  be  made  at  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Congress  to  repeal  the  laws  imposing  taxes  upon  liquors 
and  tobacco ;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  intention  of 
this  body  to  exert  some  influence,  if  possible,  upon  national 
legislation,  this  important  matter  should  receive  careful  consider- 
ation, and  our  pol'cy  be  outlined  for  the  guidance  of  those  who 
shall  present  our  views  to  Congress. 
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TRUSTS. 

Combinations  to  limit  production  and  arbitrarily  control  prices 
are  not  new  inventions,  nor  are  they  a  result,  necessarily,  of 
any  system  of  taxation.  Men  have  learned  that  it  is  sometimes 
more  profitable  to  combine,  than  to  compete,  and  so  long  as  this 
is  true  trusts  will  continue  to  exist,  unless  legislated  out  of  ex- 
istence. It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  prohibit  them-,  and  at  the 
same  time  not  interfere  with  legitimate  business.  It  is  a  problem 
for  statesmen  to  solve.  In  the  meantime  the  farmers  will  find  a 
strong  organization  a  means  of  defense  against  unjust  exactions 
by  "trusts"  and  other  combinations. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

For  several  years  we  have  sought  to  secure  the  elevation  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  and  annually  my  predecessors  have 
reported  the  failure  of  a  measure  introduced  in  Congress  for  that 
purpose.  Repeated  failures  did  not  discourage  us.  The  scoffs 
and  sneers  ot  opponents—  some  of  them  farmers—only  caused 
us  to  re-form  our  lines  and  return  to  the  field  where  we  had  met 
defeat.  It  is  my  privilege,  at  this  session,  to  report  that  our  per- 
severance has  been  rewarded.  The  Chief  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  will  henceforth  be  a  trusted  adviser  of  the  Presi- 
dent ;  a  position  from  which  he  can  at  all  times  secure  a  recog- 
nition of  the  chief  industry  of  our  country,  and  through  the  ex- 
ecutive make  such  recommendations  to  Congress  as  the  interests 
of  agriculture  may  demand. 

It  was  not  to  gratify  any  personal  ambit'on,  or  to  create  a  new 
office  for  some  "  place  seeker,"  that  we  thus  labored  and  waited  for 
the  accomplishment  of  this  object.  We  recognize  the  fact  that 
tbe  President  of  the  United  States  is  not  likely  to  be  chosen  from 
among  the  farmers ;  also  that  agriculture  is  not  now,  and  may 
not  be  hereafter  fairly  represented  in  the  law  making  body  of  the 
nation.  We  hoped  that  by  thus  increasing  tbe  importance  of 
the  position  held  by  the  chief  of  the  department,  that  his  sug- 
gestions and  recommendations  would  have  more  weigjit  and  in- 
fluence with  Congress  and  the  President.  We  also  hoped  that 
such  recognition  of  this  great  and  impoitant  industry  would 
tend  to  dignify,  and  popularize  our  calling,  in  the  minds  of  am- 
bitious young  men,  and  induce  more  of  them  to  remain  upon 
the  farm,  rather  than  enter  the  already  crowded  ranks  of  profes- 
sional life. 

The  full  realization  of  our  hopes  and  expectations  depend 
very  much  upon  tbe  selection  of  the  man  to  thus  represent  our 
interests.  That  he  should  be  a  man  of  character  and  ability ; 
with  experience  in  dealing  with  men  in  official  life,  is  ac- 
knowledged by  all.    That  he  must  be  in  political  sympathy 
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with  the  administration,  is  also  admitted.  But  it  was  the  ear- 
nest wish  of  the  friends  of  the  measure  to  thus  elevate  the  de- 
partment, that  some  man  be  selected  who  had  by  his  life  work 
and  associations  become  fully  identified  with  American  farmers. 
One  who  would  at  once  command  the  respect  of  every  farmer, 
no  matter  what  might  be  his  political  affiliations.  We  were  not 
especially  solicitous  for  the  appointment  of  an?  particular  in- 
dividual; we  would  have  been  entirely  satisfied —throughout  the 
whole  country — with  the  selection  of  any  one  of  the  prominent 
farmers  of  the  Pacific  coast,  some  of  whom  were  suggested  to 
the  President.  If  the  location  of  other  cabinet  officers  made  it 
politic  to  recognize  some  other  section  of  our  common  country, 
equal  satisfaction  would  have  followed. 

It  was  the  farmer  that  we  desired  to  have  recognized,  and  not 
any  designated  individual. 

It  was  sincerely  hoped  that  the  known  wishes  of  this  large  body 
of  law  abiding,  industrious  citizens,  would  have  weight  and  in- 
fluence with  the  President,  and  that  he  would  seek  out  from  among 
the  millions  who  till  the  soi!,one  of  his  confidential  advisers.  We 
thought  we  had  good  reason  to  expect  this  recognition,  in  the 
person  of  the  man  selected  to  watch  over,  and  advise,  in  regard 
to  the  needs  of  agriculture.  -It  did  not  seem  unreasonable  to 
ask  this,  inasmuch  as  in  no  other  department  was  recognition 
expected.  We  fully  and  cheerfully  acknowledge  the  high  char- 
acter and  ability  of  the  gentleman  selected,  and  would  have 
been  gratified  to  see  him  in  any  of  the  departments  for  which 
Mb  public  life  has  fitted  him.  But  for  the  department  of  agri- 
culture we  wanted  a  man  identified  directly  with  that  great  in- 
terest. And  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  selection  of  one, 
who  has  never  been  considered  a  farmer,  was  a  great  disappoint- 
ment to  those  who  for  years  labored  and  waited  for  this  oppor- 
tunity to  secure  recognition  of  their  class.  Any  pretense  of  ac 
quiescence  in  a  policy  which  thus  ignores  a  class  representing 
fifty  per  cent,  of  our  people,  to  serve  some  personal  political  pur- 
pose is  cowardly  in  the  extreme,  and  unworthy  of  a  true  Patron. 

I  have  spoken  thus  plainly,  knowing  that  motives  may  be  mis- 
construed, and  that  unfriendly  criticism  may  follow ;  not  because 
I  court  either,  but  because  of  the  position  which  I  temporarily 
occupy  as  the  chief  officer  of  a  great  National  farmers'  organ- 
ization. I  am  fully  determined  that  as  such  representative,  no 
personal  consideration  shall  restrain  me  from  protesting  when 
the  rights  and  interests  of  the  farmers  are  neglected.  I  have  no 
apology  to  offer  for  the  extended  consideration  of  this  subject. 
We  have  in  my  opinion  reached  a  crisis  in  our  history.  Not  to 
speak  plainly  now,  is  to  miss  the  golden  opportunity  which 
comes  but  once.    If  we  for  personal  or  political  reasons  hesitate 
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or  bold  our  peace  now,  let  it  be  forever  so  far  as  the  selection  of 
the  head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  concerned. 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  8TATION8. 

The  members  of  our  order  bave  been  active  in  securing  the 
establishment  of  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  the  several 
States,  and  will  insist,,  tbat  the  money  appropriated  to  sustain 
such  be  wisely  expended.  To  secure  such  result,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  boards  of  control  should  be  composed  of  pro* 
gressive  practical  farmers.  No  one  not  thus  directly  connected 
with  agriculture,  can  thoroughly  understand  what  problems 
need  the  most  urgent  attention.  In  a  majority  of  the  States  men 
who  are  not  practical  farmers  have  been  appointed  to  control 
their  stations.  This  is  an  insult  to  the  farmer  and  should  be  re- 
sented. The  executives  who  ignore  the  farmers  in  selecting 
men  for  such  positions  should  be  ignored  by  the  farmers  in  con- 
vention and  at  the  ballot  box.  In  no  other  way  can  we  secure 
a  speedy  reform  of  this  abuse.  The  argument  of  the  ballot  the 
most  obtuse  politician  can  understand,  and  none  are  so  high, 
that  they  can  afford  to  disregard  its  plain  admonitions. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  most  important  American  industry  is  not  at  the  present 
time  remunerative  to  those  engaged  'therein  ;  and  it  is  our  duty 
to  inquire  into  the  causes  which  lead  to  this  result.  It  was  esti- 
mated by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1886,  tbat  the  total 
value  of  agricultural  productions  was  $8,600,000,000.  Of  this 
amount  $483,834,128  was  sold  in  foreign  markets,  in  competi- 
tion with  men  who  employ  the  cheapest  labor  in  the  world.  It 
is  a  well  recognized  fact,  that  the  price  received  for  the  compar- 
atively small  amount  shipped  abroad,  regulates  the  price  received 
for  the  much  larger  amount  consumed  in  this  country.  More  than 
half  the  value  of  agricultural  exports  were  paid  for  by  agricultural 
imports,  ($271,829,131).  Will  it  not  be  to  our  own  advantage 
to  secure  our  own  markets,  rather  than  go  abroad  to  meet  such 
competition  ?  I  only  refer  to  this  matter  in  order  that  it  may 
receive  your  consideration. 

PATENT  LEGISLATION. 

Our  efforts  to  secure  legislation  to  protect  the  innocent  pur- 
chaser of  patented  articles  from  annoyance  and  costly  litigation, 
or  from  buying  peace,  by  submitting  to  a  system  of  levying 
blackmail,  have  not  been  successful,  and  we  must  persevere  in 
our  efforts.  Increased  vigilance  will  need  to  be  exercised  to 
prevent  the  extension  of  patent  monopolies.  This  is  rendered 
necessary  by  the  recent  formation  of  an  association  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  such  extensions.

FOOD  ADULTERATION. 

The  adulteration  of  commodities  used  as  food,  and  for  cooking, 
has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  pure  goods  have  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  been  driven  from  the  market  The  buyer  to-day  can 
only  be  sure  of  one  thing,  and  that  is  that  he  will  be  swindled, 
no  matter  what  brand  of  goods  he  may  purchase.  Speedy  re- 
forms must  be  inaugurated  or  we  shall  soon  become,  a  nation  of 
frauds  and  cheats.  We  should  demand  both  State  and  National 
legislation  of  a  radical  character,  and  then  sec  that  the  laws  are 
radically  enforced. 

EDUCATION. 

There  are  various  ways  of  educating  the  people,  and  the 
farmers  realizing  the  necessity  of  more  knowledge,  have  organ- 
ized institutes,  clubs,  alliances,  wheels.  Farmers1  Institutes  and 
the  Orange,  all  of  which  agencies  are  helpful  to  the  cause  of  ed- 
ucation, and  none  of  them  interfere  with  other  educational  fa- 
cilities. 

Farmers'  Institutes  have  been  successfully  conducted  in  sev- 
eral of  the  States,  and  now  it  is  proposed  to  inaugurate  a  Na- 
tional system  of  Farm  Institutes.  A  bill  was  introduced 
into  the  Senate  last  Winter  providing  for  the  establishment  of 
such  a  system.  The  bill  provides  among  other  things,  for  a 
superintendent  at  a  salary  of  $6,000  per  annum,  and  two  assis- 
tants at  $4,000  each,  who  are  to  have  charge  of  the  work,  and 
power  to  employ  such  assistance  as  may  be  necessary.  I  am 
assured  that  the  bill  will  be  re  introduced  this  Winter,  and  a 
vigorous  effort  will  be  made  to  pass  it. 

I  know  of  no  class  of  citizens  who  are  more  interested  in  all 
efforts  to  enlighten  the  farmer,  than  members  of  our  organ- 
ization ;  and  I  urge  a  carelul  consideration  of  this  measure,  and 
an  expression  of  opinion  in  regard  thereto.  The  large  salaries 
proposed  would  indicate  the  probability,  that  behind  the  measure 
are  interested  parties  who  are  willing  to  draw  them.  But  this 
fact  should  not  be  fatal  to  the  passage  of  the  bill  if  it  will  be 
worth  more  to  the  farmer  than  its  actual  cost,  estimated  I  believe 
at  $600,000.  Any  system  of  institutes  which  contemplates 
sending  well  fed,  and  well  paid  scientific  gentlemen  over  the 
country  to  ladle  out  and  hand  down  to  farmers  fine  spun  theo- 
ries will  be  a  failure. 

Farmers  must  be  taught  to  investigate,  think  and  talk  for 
ihemielves,  and  I  think  better  results  can  be  obtained,  by  allow- 
ing farmers  to  manage  their  own  institutes,  without  any  super- 
vision or  interference  upon  the  part  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment. If  the  Government  desires  to  help  in  the  educational 
|       work  of  farmers'  institutes,  a  more  effective  plan  can  be  devised. 
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Better  results  can  be  obtained  by  appropriating  a  small  sum  for 
institute  work,  to  be  expended  by  the  organizations  now  having 
the  work  in  charge  in  the  several  States,  or,  where  no  institutes 
are  now  held,  by  placing  the  money  for  that  purpose,  in  the 
hands  of  the  board  controlling  the  agricultural  experiment 
station. 

THE  PRESS. 

No  agency  in  our  country  to-day  exerts  such  a  mighty  power 
as  the  press.  If  we  are  to  succeed,  we  must  have  a  press  de- 
voted to  our  cause,  edited  by  able,  fearless  men  uncontrolled 
by  corporate  power,  or  the  wealth  controlling  classes.  Men 
who  devote  life  and  fortune  to  our  cause,  should  be  nobly  sus- 
tained in  every  possible  way.  Their  columns,  bristling  with 
denunciations  of  the  wrong,  and  fearlessly  advocating  the  right, 
should  be  put  into  every  farmer's  hand  to  aid  and  assist  him  in 
his  struggle  for  better  things. 

I  cannot  comprehend  how  a  member  of  our  order  can  rest 
content,  or  grow  without  the  thought  food  and  stimulus  con- 
tained in  our  Grange  papers.  Scatter  this  good  seed  and  we 
shall  reap  a  bountiful  harvest. 

WOMANB*   WORK. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  body,  a  committee  was  appointed 
on  "WomanV  Work  in  the  Grange,"  consisting  of  Sisters  Ad- 
die  S.  Hale,  of  Conn.;  S.  L.  Hayes,  of  Ore.,  and  M.  8.  Rhone, 
of  Pa.  Similar  committees  have  been  appointed  in  the  several 
State  and  Subordinate  Granges,  and  a  work  has  been  commenced 
which  promises  excellent  results.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mittee have  been  very  energetic  and  enthusiastic  in  the  work. 
I  am  exceedingly  well  pleased  at  the  prospect  of  far-reaching 
and  effective  help  from  our  sisters,  who  never  weary  in  well 
doing,  and  never  stop  to  ask  if  a  work  right  and  proper  is  likely 
to  succeed.  They,  with  their  finer  instincts,  know  that  the 
cause  of  truth  and  justice  must  triumph.  The  details  of  the 
work  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  committee. 

INSPECTION  RETURNS. 

In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  this  body,  blanks  were 
prepared  and  sent  to  each  State  Master,  on  which  to  make  an 
abridged  report  of  the  inspection  returns  from  each  Subordinate 
Grange.  Some  reports  have  been  received,  but  in  a  majority  of 
the  States  no  inspection  service  has  been  adopted.  If  State 
Masters  will  secure  the  services  of  competent  deputies,  and  have 
each  Grange  inspected  and  instructed  in  the  work  once  a  year, 
I  am  confident  that  excellent  results  will  follow.    I  earnestly 
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hope  that  this  service  will  be  continued  and  become  one  of  the 
agencies  to  add  strength  and  efficiency  to  our  Order. 

INTEMPERANCE. 

We  are  admonished  at  every  regular  meeting  of  a  Grange  to 
be  temperate  in  all  things.  Every. influence  of  our  Order,  finan- 
cial, social,  intellectual,  fraternal  and  moral  is  opposed  to  the 
traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors.  Unsuccessful  efforts  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  to  adopt  amendments  prohibiting  its  man- 
ufacture and  sale  in  several.  States.  The  failures  of  the  years 
should  teach  us  the  great  importance  of  concentrating  the  influ- 
ence of  those  who  are  opposed  to  the  traffic.  Its  friends  have 
been  wiser  than  its  foes.  Thev  have  united  their  forces  when- 
ever there  was  necessity  therefor.  They  have  not  divided  their 
votes  when  an  issue  in  any  form  was  raised.  They  have  voted 
solidly  for  the  man  or  party  most  friendly  to  their  interests. 

They  have  succeeded  because  there  was  unity,  and  the  votes 
of  their  opponents  were  divided,  and  some  of  them — at  the  dic- 
tum of  party— cast  for  the  same  men  supported  by  the  liquor 
interest.  When  temperance  men  combine  on  the  men  most 
likely  to  defeat  those  supported  by  the  liquor  influence,  they  may 
expect  to  destroy  that  influence  and  break  its  power,  but  never 
until  they  do  so.    Unite  and  conquer,  divide  and  be  defeated. 

POLITICAL  BESPONSIBILITIE8. 

Every  citizen  is  responsible  to  society  for  the  use  which  he 
makes  of  his  political  power.  Being  one  of  the  rulers  of  a  great 
people,  he  should  think  well,  before  deciding  whom  and  what 
policy  to  support.  The  fact  that  many  of  our  citizens  do  not 
thus  wisely  use  the  ballot,  is  apparent  in  the  corruption  and  ex- 
*  travagance  which  we  see  around  us.  Various  agencies  are  used 
to  interfere  with  the  entire  freedom  of  the  ballot.  Reforms 
must  come  soon,  or  greater  evils  will  follow  in  the  train  of  those 
we  lament  to  day. 

In  this  emergency  the  farmer  is  the  hope  of  the  Nation,  but 
unfortunately  the  same  influences  which  have  wrought  evil  in 
the  city,  are  extending  into  the  country,  and  the  paid  retainers 
of  political  '•  bosses"  are  found  in  almost  every  locality.  These 
miserable  tools  do  the  bidding  of  unscrupulous  politicians  with- 
out any  hesitancy,  overturning  frequently  the  will  of  the  people 
and  elect  dishonest  schemers  to  official  positions. 

There  is  no  remedy  for  these  growing  abuses,  except  to  arouse 
the  people  to  a  sense  of  their  danger.  If  the  success  of  these 
unprincipled  men  is  not  checked,  they  will  soon  "  corrupt  the 
very  sources  and  fountains  of  power."  When  the  masses  have 
learned  to  place  a  money  value  upon  the  ballot,  the  end  of  the 
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republic  is  near  at  hand.  No  form  of  government  can  be  worse 
than  that  controlled  by  corrupt  men  and  money.  Every  influ- 
ence of  our  organization  should  be  brought  to  bear,  to  check  tbe 
tide  which  seems  likely  to  overwhelm  us.  Every  man  who 
loves  his  country  should  be  aroused  to  a  sense  of  danger,  and 
urged  to  use  every  effort  to  crush  and  destroy  the  influence  of 
those  who  make  merchandise  of  Freemen's  rights. 

The  following  from  the  Martyred  President,  is  worthy  of  our 
careful  consideration :  '*  Yes,  we  may  congratulate  ourselves 
that  this  cruel  war  is  nearly  to  a  close.  It  h&s  cost  a  vast 
amount  of  precious  blood.  The  best  blood  of  the  flower  of  the 
American  youth  has  been  freely  offered  upon  our  country's  a\tar 
that  the  Nation  might  live.  It  has  been  indeed  a  trying  hour 
for  the  Republic,  but  I  see  in  the  near  future  a  crisis  approach- 
ing that  unnerves  me  and  causes  me  to  tremble  for  the  safety  of 
our  country.  As  a  result  of  the  war,  corporations  have  been 
enthroned,  and  an  era  of  corruption  in  high  places  will  follow, 
and  the  money  power  of  the  country  will  endeavor  to  prolong 
its  reign  by  working  upon  the  prejudices  of  the  people  until  all 
wealth  is  aggregated  in  a  few  hands,  and  the-  Republic  is  de- 
stroyed. I  feel  at  this  moment  more  anxiety  for  the  safety  of 
my  country  than  ever  before,  even  in  the  midst  of  war.  God 
grant  that  my  fears  may  prove  groundless.1' 

The  sacred ness  of  the  ballot  must  be  preserved.  .  No  apparent 
emergency  warrants  any  interference  with  the  right  of  every 
citizen  to  vote  once,  and  for  whom  he  pleases.  And  no  one  has 
any  right  to  know  for  whom  the  ballot  is  cast.  This  vote  must 
be  honestly  counted,  and  the  candidate  elected  by  the  people 
must  be  inducted  into  office.  The  safety  of  our  people  and  the 
preservation  of  the  Republic  depends  upon  the  securing  to  each 
citizen  all  his  rights  and  privileges.  As  a  means  to  secure  these 
results,  I  believe  we  can  afford  to  indorse  the  Australian  system, 
or  a  similar  one,  of  conducting  elections.  When  the  voter  is 
alone  with  his  ballot,  he  is  free  from  the  control  of  his  employer, 
in  no  danger  from  "  thugs,"  and  the  man  who  would  corrupt 
him  cannot  know  that  what  he  has  bought  is  delivered.  I  sin- 
cerely believe  that  many  of  the  existing  evils  can  be  eradicated 
under  such  a  system. 

REPRESENTATION  IN  LEGISLATIVE  BODIES. 

The  safety  and  prosperity  of  every  class,  and  interest,  de- 
pends largely  upon  a  fair  representation  in  legislative  bodies. 
At  the  present  time  in  the  National  Congress,  and  in  several  of 
the  State  legislatures  there  are  very  few  representatives  of  our 
class.  Even  the  committees  having  charge  of  our  interests,  are 
not  composed  of  farmers,  because  there  are  not  enough  of  them 
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to  const  it  ate  a  committee.  The  responsibility  for  this,  rests 
entirely  upon  the  farmers,  and  they  have  no  right,  whatever,  to 
complain  of  other  classes.  They  have  absolute  power  to  secure  a 
fair  t»hare  of  representation ;  and  we  must  encourage  them  to 
use  this  power.  If  we  allow  our  class  to  be  ignored  by  manag- 
ing politicians,  we  will  deserve  to  be  despised  by  every  sensible 
person.  We  must  not  demand  more  than  our  fair  share  of  rep- 
rtsentation,  and  we  must  not  accept  less 

We  must  not  expect  our  reasonable  demands  to  be  granted, 
without  a  struggle,  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  assumed,  that 
larmers  have  no  rights,  which  politicians  and  parties,  are  bound 
to  respect.  Nothing,  however,  should  be  allowed  to  interfere 
with  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose.  Farmer  jepresenta- 
lives  may  not  talk  so  fluently  as  some  of  our  professional  friends, 
but  they  can  be  depended  upon  to  be  true  to  our  interests,  and 
will  not  be  the  paid  attorneys  of  corporations,  or  the  corrupt 
tools  of  wealthy  syndicates.  It  is  estimated  that  25,000  persons 
own  one-half  of  the  wealth  of  this  Nation ;  and  the  time  is  near 
at  hand  when  they  will  control  the  other  half,  unless  there  are 
radical  changes  in  the  legislation  of  the  country ;  and  there  is 
do  hope  of  this  without  a  change  in  the  composition  of  legisla- 
tive bodies.  It  is  not  necessary  to  interfere  with  party  affilia- 
tions to  secure  our  rights ;  all  parties  will  grant  them  when  ear- 
nestly and  properly  demanded.  Not  to  do  so,  would  be  to  com- 
mit politi  al  suicide.  The  Grange  is  not  a  partizan  organization, 
and  cannot  call  political  conventions,  nominate  candidates,  or 
discuss  their  merits.  But  we  can,  and  must,  urge  farmers  to  se- 
cure and  retain  all  the  political  rights  which  numbers,  and  the 
importance  of  the  agricultural  interests  will  justify. 

OUR  WISHES  PRESENTED  TO  CONGRESS. 

In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  this  body,  I  visited  Wash- 
ington to  ''lay  before  Congress  such  matters  of  legislation  "  as 
were  acted  upon  at  the  last  session  of  the  National  Grange.  As 
the  representative  of  our  order,  I  was  accorded  a  respectful 
hearing  by  committees  having  in  charge  matters  of  legislation 
upon  which  we  had  defined  our  views,  and  1  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  some  good  results  will  follow.  The  closing  hours  of 
a  session,  however,  is  not  a  favorable  time  to  secure  legislation, 
especially  when  Congress,  by  rules  adopted  for  the  government 
of  its  deliberations,  has  made  it  possible  for  one  man  to  prevent 
the  transaction  of  any  business.  (Sensible  men  should  never 
repeat  such  folly.) 

In  securing  a  hearing  with  members,  I  was  indebted  to  that 
indefatigable  worker,  Br.o.  A.  J  Wedderburn,  who  has  become 
quite  well  acquainted  with  many  of  the  members,  and  knew 
who  were  friends  and  who  were  not. 
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I  was  also  advised  and  assisted  by  Brothers  Trimble,  White- 
head, J.  R.  Thompson  and  Lipscomb.  When  all  that  seemed 
possible  at  the  close  of  the  session  had  been  accomplished,  I  re- 
turned home,  leaving  Bro.  Trimble  to  watch  Legislation,  and 
summon  help  if  our  interests  seemed  to  demand  it.  I  do  not 
think  it  is  necessary  to  keep  a  committee  constantly  on  duty  at 
Washington ;  but  some  one  should  be  authorized  to  appear  for 
us  whenever  there  seems  to  be  a  necessity  therefor.  I  suggest 
that  care  should  be  used  in  selecting  our  representative,  and  he 
should  be  authorized  to  speak  for  us  only  on  questions  and  is- 
sues upon  which  we  have  denned  our  position,  and  upon  which 
we  are  substantially  agreed. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  need  of  such  representative  from 
the  fact,  that  we  are  advised  that  members  of  Congress  repre- 
senting private  interests,  are  already  preparing  to  make  an  as- 
sault upon  the  law  regulating  Interstate  Commerce.  We  can- 
not afford  to  have  this  law  repealed  or  modified,  to  suit  the 
views  of  those  who  have  been  deprived  of  some  special  privi- 
leges which  they  enjoyed  before  its  pa -sage,  to  the  detriment  of 
competitors.  The  commission,  composed  as  it  is  of  men  of 
high  character,  hae  been  a  wholesome  restraint  upon  those  who 
control  transportation  lines;  and  we  may  confidently  hope 
that  if  men  of  such  unquestioned  integrity  are  retained  upon  the 
commission  we  may  in  the  progress  of  time  obtain  reliable  infor- 
mation which  will  enable  our  law  makers  to  protect  the  public 
interests  without  interfering  unnecessarily  with  railway  manage- 
ment. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  repeal  or  modify  the  law  regulating 
the  manufacture  and  tale  of  oleomargerine ;  and  counteracting 
influences  must  be  brought  to  bear  upon  our  representatives. 
For  this  purpose  some  one  should  be  clothed  with  discretionary 
power  to  appear  and  speak  for  us,  or  the  labors  of  the  session, 
and  the  influence  of  our  organization  will  be  almost  lost. 

LECTURE  WORK. 

The  Worthy  Lecturer  has  with  voice  and  pen  continued  his 
labors  throughout  the  year,  and  we  are  pleased  to  believe,  with 
good  results.  The  details  will  appear  in  the  report  which  he 
will  submit.  I  have  during  the  year  visited  Georgia,  Mississippi, 
New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  all  of  the  New  England  States. 
As  the  head  of  this  organization  I  have  been  grandly  received 
by  the  Patrons  and  farmers  of  these  States.  I  have  addressed 
many  thousands  of  intelligent,  earnest  men  and  women,  and  all 
seemed  to  indorse  the  sentiments  uttered.  I  hope  these  eflorts 
will  be  ably  seconded  by  the  Patrons  of  the  States  visited,  and 
that  the  seed  sown  may  yield  a  bountiful  harvest.     This  year  of 
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pleasant  associations  with  some  of  the  grand  workers  of  our 
order  will  be  long  remembered  by  me. 

CONCLUSION. 

With  this  report  of  the  transactions  of  the  year,  and  the  few 
suggestions  offered,  I  place  the  work  of  the  session  in  your 
bands,  knowing  that  you  will  not  forget  the  real  purpose  of  our 
coming  together. 

Unexpectedly  called  by  you  to  take  the  place  of  our  deceased 
Brother  Put  Darden,  I  have  not  been  insensible  of  the  great . 
trust  consigned  to  my  care  for  the  year.  With  a  knowledge  of 
personal  inability  to  meet  the  urgent  demands  of  the  hour,  I  can 
yet  truthfully  say  that  J  have  tried  to  be  faithful  and  true.  I 
have  sought  to  carry  the  banner  of  the  Orange  wherever  there 
was  opportunity  to  help  those  who  till  the  soil.  I  have  tried  to 
guard  it  well  and  am  proud  to  believe  that  in  my  keeping  it  has 
never  trailed  in  the  dust. 

I  thank  you  one  and  all  for  the  patient  forbearance  and  un- 
swerving loyalty  manifested  during  the  past  year,  and  trust  that 
ray  successor  may  be  equally  favored.  "And  now,  Patrons, 
cherishing  in  our  hearts  every  kind  feeling  towards  all  other  or- 
ders and  associations  which  seek  to  promote  human  welfare,  let 
us  strive  with  them,  working  hand  in  hand  for  the  good  of  our 
fellow  beings. " 

On  motion  of  Bro.  X.  X.  Ghartters,  the  Worthy  Master's  Ad- 
dress was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Division  of  Labor. 

Address  of  "Worthy  Overseer. 

Bro.  James  Draper,  the  Worthy  Overseer,  presented  his  an- 
nual address,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Oood 
of  the  Order. 

The  duties  of  Overseer  of  this  National  Grange,  are  not  ardu- 
[  ous,  and  but  little  is  expected  of  him  unless  an  emergency  arises 
*  '  such  as  was  occasioned  last  year  by  the  death  of  oup  lamented 
leader,  Put  Darden."  This  leads  me  to  emphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  every  Overseer  of  a  Orange,  whether  subordinate, 
County,  State  or  National,  making  himself  conversant  with 
the  duties  of  Master,  and  to  keep  himself  under  a  thorough 
training  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  ceremonial  work  of  the  Order, 
and  to  keep  well  informed  upon  such  Legislative  work  as  may 
be  under  consideration  of  the  several  Granges.  It  does  not  fol- 
low that  the  death  of  the  Master  alone  will  bring  the  Overseer 
into  active  duty,  for  illness,  change  of  residence  or  imperative 
basinets  duties  quite  frequently  make  it  imperative  upon  a  Mas. 
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ter  to  resign  his  position,  and  thus  the  Overseer  becomes  the 
Acting  Master  of  the  body.  To  this  end  the  tendering  of  the 
Chair  to  the  Overseer  occasionally,  during  tbe  year,  will  not 
only  be  an  act  of  courtesy,  but  serve  as  a  training  for  certain  du- 
ties that  may  at  any  time  be  suddenly  thrust  upon  him. 

As  Overseer  of  the  National  Grange  Farm,  I  may  be  expected       i 
to  make  some  suggestions  for  the  Good  of  the  Order  at  large, 
and  in  this  direction  I  shall  advocate  the  cause  of  the  farmer's 
boy,  and  how  to  interest  him  in  the  work  of  the  farm. 

In  the  first  place  we  must  practice  what  we  preach  in  oar 
Granges,  about  the  independence  and  enjoyment  of  farm  life. 

Give  the  boy  an  interest  of  some  kind  in  the  farm,  if  it  but  be 
a  small  proportion,  whether  in  the  produet  of  the  field,  orchard, 
garden,  the  poultry  yard,  or  the  breeding  pen,  which  will  not 
only  stimulate  him  to  active  work,  but  will  make  him  feel  not 
only  the  responsibility  of  farm  management,  but  that  there  is  an 
appreciation  on  the  part  of  parents  of  their  boy's  earnest  endea- 
vor. 

•  This  same  boy  needs  a  little  diversion  from  the  steady  work  of 
the  farm,  and  some  amusement  must  be  allowed  him,  the  same 
as  are  permitted  other  boys  in  the  families  of  those  engaged  in 
other  industries.  This  leads  me  to  the  matter  of  encouraging 
athletic  sports  for  our  boys  in  eonnection  with  our  Grange 
meeting  in  the  summer  months.  We  often  herald  the  indus- 
trious habits  of  the  tillers  of  the  soil  as  presented  in  Ancient 
History.  We  must  also  note  that  much  stress  was  also  placed 
upon  many  athletic  contests  of  the  ancient  Grecians.  I  would 
favor  among  other  sports,  a  base  ball  contest,  between  a'  picked 
nine  from  two  Subordinate  or  County  Granges,  and  a  series  of 
some  six  or  eight  games  be  played  during  the  summer  months, 
for  a  prize  to  be  given  the  winning  team. 

If  water  facilities  are  available,  a  rowing  match  might  be  ar- 
ranged. When  neither  of  the  above  can  be  provided,  a  contest 
with  the  rifle  for  the  highest  score  between  two  contesting  teams. 
Quoits  and  foot-ball,  which  were  games,  of  note  among  the 
ancients,  with  prizes  offered  to  the  participants,  might  be  in- 
dulged in.  The  varied  traits  of  skill  and  powers  of  endurance 
adopted  by  the  several  athletic  associations  oJ  the  country, 
might  be  made  a  part  of  the  day's  amusement,  so  that  the  far 
mer  boys  of  America  might  have  several  opportunities  during 
the  year  to  enjoy  a  half  holiday. 

Encourage  these  and  the  boys  on  our  farm  homes  would  be 
made  to  feel  that  there  was  a  little  sunshine  now  and  then, 
when  the  incessant  toil  early  and  late  has  disheartened  many  a 
lad  and  driven  him  to  take  his  chances  in  other  callings  of  life, 
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and  thus  oar  farms  become  deserted  by  the  very  element  that  is 
most  needed  to  take  up  the  work  that  many  of  us  will  soon  be 
called  upon  to  lay  down. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  fact,  that  these  suggestions  may 
strike  some  as  a  strange  idea  to  advance  in  this  National  Grange, 
but  I  submit  that  the  matter  of  providing  healthful  and  harmless 
recreation  for  the  farmer  boys  of  America,  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  our  Grange  organization  is  worthy  of  your  care- 
ful consideration.  I  trust  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order, 
to  whom  I  desire  this  Communication  to  be  referred,  will  give 
this  matter  most  earnest  thought. 

Report  of  "Worthy  Lecturer. 

Bro.  Mortimer  Whitehead,  the  Worthy  Lecturer,  read  his  an- 
nual report  as  follows,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Division  of  Labor. 

The  close  of  the  Grange  year  and  of  my  official  term  calls  for 
a  report  of  the  work  I  have  tried  to  do  with  the  means  at  hand, 
in  the  position  with  which  I  have  several  times  been  honored. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  National  Grange,  it  was  provided, 
"That  the  sura  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  editorial  and  lec- 
ture work,  for  the  dissemination  of  Grange  literature,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.'1  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  action,  out  of  this  sum,  $800  was  set  aside  for 
the  special  use  of  the  Lecturer,  for  editorial  and  office  work, 
with  instructions  to  send  out  the  special  circular,  "The  Lec- 
turer," twice  each  month,  in  lieu  of  once  a  week  as  during  the 
two  previous  years ;  that  they  should  be  sent  only  to  the  Grange, 
Agricultural  and  other  "favorable"  journals,  and  not,  as  here- 
tofore, to  Masters,  Secretaries,  Lecturers,  and  other  officers  of 
State  Granges,  except  to  such  persons  as  might  see  fit  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  expense  of  their  publication  ;  that  no  other 
circulars  or  tracts  should  be  issued  ;  that  the  semi-monthly  cir- 
cular should  consist  of  Grange  work  and  progress,  and  matters 
of  importance  coming  before  Congress,  and  other  questions  af- 
fecting the  interests  of  agriculture. 

These  instructions  I  have  to  the  best  of  my  ability  endeavored 
to  faithfully  carry  out ;  500  to  1,000  of  each  circular  have  been 
printed  and  forwarded  simultaneously  to  the  various  papers— 
some  300  in  all— that  have,  as  in  other  years  so  greatly  aided  our 
cause  by  placing  the  facts  regarding  our  organization  before  their 
—collectively — hundreds  of  thousands  of  readers. 

The  circulars  sent  out  have  in  part  consisted  of 

One— Reviewing  the  action  of  the  last  National  Grange,  and 
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its  line  of  work  in  the  interest  of  Agriculture  marked  out  for  the 
year. 

Three— Upon  trusts. 

One— On  the  transportation  question. 

Two — Upon  Grange  work  in  securing  the  elevation  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  and  urging  the  just  claims  of  our  Order 
that  a  leading  member  of  the  Grange  should  be  placed  in  the  po- 
sition our  organization,  so  much  beyond  all  others,  aided  in 
creating. 

Two — Upon  the  cotton  bagging  and  binder  twine  trusts,  and 
the  success  of  our  organization  in  defeating  their  unjust  efforts 
to  exact  a  heavy  tribute  from  our  farmers. 

One— Upon  the  successful  effort  of  the  National  Grange  in  se- 
curing, through  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  our  consu- 
lar .system,  correct  information  regarding  crop  "  probabilities  " 
in  ol her  countries. 

One— Upon  the  success  of  the  work  of  the  National  Grange, 
atking  Congiess  to  take  action  looking  to  conserving  the  waters 
in  several  States  and  Territories  for  the  purposes  of  irrigation. 

Four— Giving  details  of  Grange  growth  and  progress,  new 
Granges,  etc.,  in  different  States  of  our  Union. 

Two — Upon  the  depressed  condition  of  agriculture  as  shown 
by  statistics,  and  acknowledged  even  by  the  city  press. 

Two— Defining  the  position  of  the  Grange  in  politics. 

One— Comparing  the  advantages  of  the  Grange  as  the  only 
National  farmer's  organization  over  those  of  more  recent  growth 
and  local  character. 

One— Upon  Grange  education,  as  applied  to  the  farmer  in  all 
his  interests  as  producer,  as  a  man,  and  as  a  citizen. 

One— Upon  the  "  All-  Americas  Congress,"  and  its  effect  upon 
agriculture  in  our  country. 

In  1887,  when  it  became  known  that  our  Grange  literature 
could  be  purchased  for  use  in  campaign  work  in  new  fields,  Pa- 
trons availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity,  and  $103.70  was 
upon  the  ciedit  side  of  our  printing  bill.  Last  year  the  demand 
increased,  and  $862.10  was  contributed  to  this  department  for 
our  printed  pages  by  different  Granges  and  individuals.  This 
year  the  calls  have  been  no  less,  but  having  no  supply  I  could 
not  meet  the  demand,  and  I  have  been  compelled  to  say  no  to 
hundreds  of  eager  applicants  for  help  in  this  direction.  I  have 
tried  as  far  as  possible  by  written  communications  to  aid  these 
good  Patrons  who  are  trying  to  help  in  building  up  the  waste 
places,  and  in  keeping  our  light  before  the  world,  so  the  only 
figuies  I  can  ghe  lor  the  credit  side  this  year  are  $81.60. 
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My  account  stands  as  follows  :

THE   PRINTED  FAGS. 

Looking  over  the  work  of  another  year,  noting  progress  in 
many  directions,  I  have  not  in  the  slightest  degree  changed  my 
opinion,  that  the  "printed  page"  is  one  of  our  best  "helps." 
Its  use  should  be  increased,  the  supply  should  not  be  curtailed. 
Other  organizations  have  this  year  ueed  ten  times  the  amouot  of 
printer's  ink  that  we  have  done,  and  if  we  would  hold  our  on- 
ward way,  maintain  the  position  already  gained,  we  must  make 
liberal  use  ol  our  allies  ot  the  press.  Others  more  aggressive  in 
this  direction  are  already  putting  in  the  sickle  and  reaping  the 
harvest  from  the  fields  we  have  been  long  years  in  tilling. 

When  our  members  call  for  bread,  let  us  not  give  them  a  stone. 
"Estopeipetua,"  applies  as  much  to  our  literature,  as  to  our 
Older  itself.  "Line  upon  line,  precept  upon  precept,  here  a  lit- 
tle and  there  a  little,"  we  must  keep  it  going.  It  will  be  ever 
new  to  millions  of  farmers.  We  print  the  old,  old  Bible  for  our 
homes,  and  we  send  it  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  We 
place  in  our  children's  hands  ABC,  and  primer,  and  reader,  al- 
ways old,  but  ever  new.  We  must  remember,  that  since  our 
Older  had  its  birth,  a  new  generation  has  come  upon  the  field  of 
action.  We  must  not  forget  the  new  comers  in  our  Order,  the 
new  Deputies,  the  new  Lecturers,  the  new  "fields." 

Borne  of  us  may  feel  that  we  have  learned  the  A  B  C  of  the 
Grange,  have  been  through  all  its  grades  of  study,  and  even 
graduated  in  the  high-school  of  the  National  Orange ;  but  let  us 
not  forget  the  children.  We  must  keep  the  school  open,  the 
toacheis  employed  ;  the  school  books,  from  primer  upwards,  al- 
ways ready  for  new  generations  of  farmeis  and  Patrons  who 
aie  coming  to  the  front.  Our  Older  should  have  a  full  line  of 
standard  liteiature,  and  not  depend  alone  upon  Digest  and  Ritual. 
Bow  to  organize  a  Giange ;  How  to  suslain  it  alter  it  is  organ- 
ized ;  How  to  build  and  furnish  a  Grange  Hall ;  Libraries ;  Busi- 
ness co-opeiation,  its  successes  and  failures;  Life  and  Fire  in- 
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surance  ;  Grange  Banks ;  Grange  politics  ;  Charities ;  its  growth 
in  many  fields;  its  growth  and  progress;  its  advantages,  its 
foundation  principles ;  "  signs  of  caution  "  ;  ways  to  success, 
and  many  others  that  will  suggest  themselves  to  those  who  have 
felt  the  need  of  some  landmarks  in  their  earlier  efforts  in  Grange 
work.  All  progress  is  greatly  hindered  by  asking  each  new 
Grange,  launched  as  they  are  upon  almost  unknown  seas,  to 
make  their  own  way,  almost  without  chart,  pilot  or  warning 
light  to  guide  thenv  True  it  is  that  our  Grange  press  is  doing  a 
grand  and  a  noble  work,  a  work  that  has  never  been  fully  ap- 
preciated, or  fairly  requited  by  our  membership,  and  none  of  us 
can  say  or  do  too  much  to  extend  the  circulation  and  influence 
of  those  papers  that'  are  serving  us  faithfully  to  the  end.  But, 
we  must  reach  our  membership  who  do  not  read  Grange  papers, 
and  educate  them  even  in  this  important  direction,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  millions  of  farmers  who  hardly  as  yet  know  of  what 
the  Grange  has  done,  or  is  trying  to  do  for  them.  I  am  more 
confirmed  than  ever  in  the  belief  that  the  printing  press  is  our 
cheapest  and  best  missionary.  Let  us  not  muzzle  the  press,  and 
confine  the  records  of  our  work  to  our  Grange  halls,  and  Min- 
utes of  "  Proceedings.' '  If  not  one  in  every  Grange,  at  least  one 
Patron  in  every  county  should  be  specially  commissioned  for  ed- 
itorial work,  in  preparing  Grange  items,  local,  State,  and  Na- 
tional for  the  county  papers.  That  they  will  print  them  I  no 
longer  doubt,  judging  by  my  own  experience  in  receiving  calls 
in  that  direction.    There  is  a  duty  in  this,  let  us  not  neglect  it. 

THE  LECTURE  FIELD. 

In  the  lecture  field  proper,  I  have  not  been  •'  officially  "  em* 
ployed  during  this  year,  but  in  answer  to  calls  I  have  visited 
eleven  States  and  without  and  within  the  gates  have  done  what 
I  could.  Lecture  work  properly  arranged  and  systematically 
conducted  does  bring  the  increase.  One  State — Pennsylvania- 
reports  nine  dollars'  increased  revenue  for  every  one  dollar  ex- 
pended in  lecture  work. 

GRANGE  WORK. 

It  is  made  a  part  of  the  duties  of  all  Lecturers  to  assist  in  the 
work  of  the  Grange ;  to  provide  subjects  for  discussion,  and 
thus  guide  and  aid  all  its  members  in  attaining  through  its  edu- 
cation, not  only  the  highest  rank  in  their  calling,  but  to  com- 
mand for  agriculture  that  respect,  recognition  and  protection  its 
importance  demands.  This  work  is  being  faithfully  performed 
by  thousands  of  faithful  Patrons,  who  for  a  time  are  called  to  fill 
this  position.  Every  Grange  should  have  i's  "Lecturer's  Hour," 
with  a  carefully  prepared  programme  of  reading,  recitation,  and 
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discussion,  varied  so  that  all  members  may  be  benefitted.  And, 
judging  by  the  efforts  made  in  several  States,  has  not  the  time 
come  for  more  systematic  and  uniform  work  in  this  direction  ? 
We  call  the  Grange  our  school.  Should  we  not,  somewhat  after 
the  plan  of  Chautauqua,  that  has  encircled  the  globe  with  a  uni- 
form system  of  reading  and  study,  with  special  work  to  do,  and 
specialists  to  plan  and  prepare  that  work,  arrange  our  Grange 
schools  ?  And  how  much  there  is  to  learn.  How  little  do  most 
of  our  farmers,  their  boys  and  girls  really  know  of  the  earth  and 
air  and  sky  around  them.  All  of  us,  who,  during  the  past  week 
have  journeyed  together  across  the  continent,  mast  have  noted 
as  our  train  halted  on  prairie  or  mountain,  by  forest  or  stream— 
the  eager  brothers— yes;  sisters  too—who  s  eppingon  a  new  por- 
tion of  mother  earth,  plucked  flowers  and  grasses,  or  gathered 
rock,  mineral  and  soil.  And,  how  these  specimens  were  dis- 
cussed by  those  who  had  a  taste  for  botany,  or  geology.  Others 
talked  of  climate  and  rainfall,  of  wild  animals,  and  insect  life, 
and  many  a  private  collection  and  Grange  hall  cabinet  will  be 
enriched  with  these  treasures,  object  lessons  gathered  and  learned 
on  the  way.  •  Let  us  take  a  hint  from  this.  It  was  decided  some 
yean  ago  by  the  French  Academy,  that  no  one  life -is  long 
enough  to  obtain  a  knowledge  of  everything,  of  all  arts  and  sci- 
ences ;  hence  specialists  are  becoming  more  and  more  necessary, 
and  it  is  from  them  that  we  are  learning  most.  Cannot  the  Na- 
tional Grange  supply  some  comprehensive  and  uniform  system 
of  reading  and  study  covering  all  the  varied  features  of  our  life 
on  the  farm ;  then  let  each  Subordinate  Grange  pick  out  its 
specialists,  as  we  found  them  on  our  train,  and  as  they  are  to  be 
found  in  every  Grange.  One  for  botany,  one  for  geology,  one 
for  insects,  another  for  veterinary  science  and  practice,  another 
for  the  weather.  Help  them  in  their  work  if  necessary  with 
books,  or  even  send  them  away  to  attend  a  course  of  lectures  on 
their  "specialty."  Enough  valuable  live  stock  dies  each  year 
ill  the  jurisdiction  of  every  Grange,  through  ignorance  in  veter- 
inary science,  and  the  treatment  of  a  *•  cow  doctor,"  to  repay 
the  outlay  for  knowledge  gained  by  one  person  to  last  the  commu- 
nity a  life  time.  Let  these  specialists  exchange  ideas  and  speci- 
mens with  those  in  other  Granges  throughout  the  land.  What 
a  grand  system  for  these  exchanges  we  have  within  our  Order, 
covering  all  our  States.  Let  them  hold  their  "institutes,"  each 
after  its  kind,  when  gathered  at  Pomona  or  State  Granges. 
Thus  will  knowledge  be  gained  and  distributed,  farm  life  more 
attractive,  and  mote  remunerative  because  we  are  learning  to  ap- 
ply the  science  to  the  art. 
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OUR  AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Let  us  carry  this  idea  a  little  farther.  Located  in  the  City  of 
Washington,  is  our  Depaitment,  one  of  several  that  comprise 
our  govern ment.  Since  its  earliest  years,  our  Order  has  been 
making  its  impress  upon  this  Department,  and  through  it,  trying 
to  advance  not  only  the  interests  of  agriculture,  but  all  others  as 
well.  Our  Department  of  Agriculture  is  manned  by  "  special- 
ists,"  men  of  science,  each  a  leader  of  his  special  field,  men  who 
have  been  there,  many  of  them  through  long  years,  men  who 
hold  their  places  through  the  changes  of  administration  because 
the  (( policy  "  of  a  party  cannot  affect  the  immutable  laws  of 
God  as  found  by  science  in  soil  and  plant  and  animal  life.  Let 
us  use  still  more  for  our  good,  the  good  of  agriculture,  this  De- 
partment of  ours.  Let  the  specialist  of  each  Grange  place  him- 
self and  herself  in  direct  communication  in  his  line  of  our  De- 
partment. Let  the  practical  "field  work  "  of  the  farm  in  inves- 
tigation go  hand  in  hand  with  the  laboratory,  the  experiments, 
and  the  varied  tests  of  those  who  have  the  means  supplied  them 
by  our  government  to  carry  on  the  work.  If  the  great  question 
of  the  production  of  sugar  fiom  sorghum  is  successfully  solved 
as  it  now  so  brightly  promises,  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  it  was 
in  this  National  Grange,  that  it  was  nurtured.  Practical  farmers 
here  asked  Congress  for  special  appropriations  to  investigate  aud 
experiment  in  this  direction.  Our  united  calls  were  heeded,  and 
the  chemists  and  the  laboratory  united  with  practical  men  in  sev- 
eral States,  have  almost  solved  the  problem,  and  millions  of  dol- 
lars will  be  kept  in  our  country,  and  our  crops  still  more  diver- 
sified Hundreds  of  other  just  such  practical  questions  must  be 
studied  in  our  Grange  schools,  and  helped  to  solution  in  cur 
Department. 

We  labored  for  twelve  long  years,  "often  baffled  and  defeat- 
ed," to.  have  our  department  elevated,  enlarged,  broadened,  that 
it  might  be  more  useful,  and  we  have  succeeded.  We  did  not 
attain  all  that  was  hoped  for,  but  let  us  4  give  credit  where  cre- 
dit is  due."  I  believe  an  honest  effort  is  being  made  to  have  our 
Department  on  its  higher  plane  fulfil  its  mission.  I  believe  if  we 
ask  we  will  receive.  Let  us  improve  our  opportunities,  occupy 
the  advance  ground  gained,  follow  up  the  work  we  have  so  well 
begun,  and  "  learn  to  labor  and  to  wait." 

EXCHANGE  OF  IDEAS. 

I  believe  a  system  should  be  devised  and  put  in  practice  that 
will  more  gene j ally  distribute  the  good  gained  in  our  local  Gran- 
ges. Many  bright  young  minds  are  glowing  and  developing  in 
the  weekly  and  monthly  meetings  that  are  held  all  up  and  down

the  land,  that  should  have  wider  circulation.  '  Let  the  Lectur- 
ers of  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  gather  these  waysiie 
flowers,  send  them  to  State  and  National  Lecturers  to  be  gleaned 
and  arranged,  and  then  again  scattered  to  bloom  and  blossom  in 
a  wider  field  for  the  upbuilding  of  all  that  is  good  and  pure  and 
true. 

FAITH  AND  WOBK. 

The  position  of  Lecturer  in  every  Grange  is  oue  of  study  and 
work,  and  let  those  holding  the  office  impress  it  diligently  upon 
the  minds  of  all  their  members,  that  the  measure  of  our  success 
in  Grange  and  in  all  work  is  the  measure  not  of  our  faith,  but  of 
our  work.  All  should  be  workers,  and  all  should  be  Lecturers, 
carrying  the  gospel  of  our  Order  into  the  homes  of  neighbors, 
talking  it  over  by  the  fireside  of  our  friends,  writing  it  in  our  let- 
ters, printing  it  in  our  papers,  keeping  it  before  our  legislators, 
using  every  fair  means  of  advance,  improving  the  opportunities 
offered  by  Institutes,  and  Farmer's  Clubs,  and  Boards  of  Agri- 
culture, and  other  organizations  of  farmers,  always  u  tolerating 
the  faith  of  others,  but  clinging  closely  to  our  own,"  ever  be- 
lieving that  our  grand  Order  is  first  and  best,  and  that  it  contains 
within  it  the  possibilities  leading  to  brighter  and  happier  homes, 
better  men  and  women,  and  a  more  glorious  future  for  our  native 
land. 

Report  of  "Worthy  Steward. 

Bro.  X.  X.  Charttere,  Worthy  Steward,  read  the  following.,  his 
annual  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Division 
of  Labor  : 

"It  is  required  of  Stewards  that  they  be  found  faithful."  In 
this  my  second  report  to  this  National  Grange,  I  must  say  that 
I  have  endeavored  to  be  faithful  to  the  trust  imposed  upon  me. 
I  appreciated  the  honor  conferred,  and  have  felt  no  little  pride 
in  trying  in  my  weakness  to  fill  the  office  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

Recognizing  the  benign  hand  that  has  been  our  guide  for  the 
year  now  past,  we  should  with  thanksgiving  acknowledge  His 
goodness  and  mercy,  and  sincerely  invoke  upon  us,  and  the 
cause  we  espouse,  His  continued  favors.  When  we  retrospect 
the  achievements  of  this  noble  Brotherhood,  we  are  con- 
strained to  believe  that  a  benign  Providence  has  bestowed  upon 
us  His  most  gracious  benediction  Let  us  then  as  Patrons 
espousing  a  cause  that  has  been  honored  with  the  Divine  sanc- 
tion, ever  strive  to  live  and  labor  in  harmony  with  the  legiti- 
mate principles  and  purposes  transmitted  to  us  by  the  founders 
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of  Ibis  noble  Order.     This  done,  ultimate  success  will  be  oars. 

Israel  was  doomed  to  toil  in  tigypt  for  hundreds  of  years,  yet 
signal  disenthralment  came,  and  captivity  and  servitude  were 
exchanged  for  freedom. 

If  true  to  God,  to  ourselves,  and  our  fellow  men,  victory  will 
be  inevitable. 

4 'The  battle  is  not  to  the  strong,"  but  to  the  vigilant,  the 
brave  and  the  active. 

I  trust  the  present  session  of  this  body  may  be  harmonious, 
and  have  in  view  one  object — the  elevation  and  education  of  the 
farmers  of  our  land. 

Report  of  Worthy  Assistant  Steward. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale,  Worthy  Assistant  Steward,  read  his  annual 
report,  as  follows,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Divi- 
sion of  Labor  : 

As  Assistant  Steward  I  had  hoped  to  report  this  year  much 
good  work  in  my  department.  As  during  the  past  year  I  have 
attempted  to  open  a  line  of  communication  between  the  Assistant 
Stewards  of  the  State  and  Subordinate  Granges  of  this  country, 
I  have  written  many  letters  and  received  some  very  favorable 
replies.  Enough  to  satisfy  me  that  if  solid  thought  and  work  is 
put  to  it  there  is  a  chance  for  the  Assistant  Steward  to  do  some- 
thing in  a  national  way  to  build  up  and  strengthen  our  Order, 
and  with  it  the  agriculture  of  the  nation.  I  am  still  convinced 
that  one  weak  point  in  our  organization  is  a  lack  of  sufficient 
communication  and  co- operation  between  the  National  and  Sub- 
ordinate Granges,  and  as  it  is  one  of  the  duties  of  your  Assistant 
Steward  to  ascertain,  if  all  are  correct,  I  think  it  my  duty  to 
mention  these  things.  Also  to  report  that  in  my  travels  about 
the  country  the  past  year,  I  have  enquired  into  the  conditions 
of  our  Order,  and  find  that  all  on  the  right  are  not  correct, 
Worthy  Overseer.  That  in  some  States  the  Patrons  have  not 
the  true  word  or  at  least  the  true  meaning  of  the  word  co  opera- 
tion. They  are  not  working  for  the  whole  agriculture  of  their 
States,  but  are  neglecting  the  grand  opportunities  of  working 
hand  in  hand  with  boards  of  agriculture,  farm  institutes,  etc., 
and  attempting  to  accomplish  all  through  the  Grange  or  else 
leave  it  undone.  Brothers  and  sisters,  let  us  be  correct  on  the 
right  as  well  as  on  the  left.  Believe  in  the  Grange  and  work  for 
it  as  the  best  of  all  farmers1  organizations.  Yet  work  for  and 
with  every  good  people  in  our  respective  States  that  seek  to  ad- 
vance the  cause  of  progressive  agriculture,  keeping  Grange 
thoughts  and  principles  always  to  the  front.  We  shall  in  time 
win  every  intelligent  faimer  and  his  family  over  to  our  side, 
and  be  able  to  report  in  truth  that  all  are  correct,  Worthy  Over- 
seer. 
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Report  of  Worthy  Pomona. 

Sister  J.  C.  Draper,  Worthy  Pomona,  read  the  following  re- 
port: 

Pomona  in  ages  past  in  her  mythical  Roman  home  was  crowned 
Goddess  of  fruits.  In  her  right-hand  was  placed  the  pruning 
knife,  armed  with  which,  at  one  time  she  busied  herself  repres- 
sing the  too  luxuriant  growths  and  in  curtailing  the  branches 
that  straggled  out  of  place,  and  at  another  time,  in  splitting  the 
twigs  and  inserting  therein  a  graft,  making  the  branch  adopt  a 
nursling  not  its  own. 

She  took  care  that  her  favorites  should  not  suffer  from 
drought  and  led  streams  of  water  by  them,  that  their  thirsty 
roots  might  drink.  She  cared  not  for  the  forests  and  rivers  but 
loved  the  cultivated  country  and  trees  that  bore  delicious  fiuits. 

For  a  long  time  she  kept  her  orchards  locked,  that  men  might 
not  enter,  but  at  last  the  keys  were  stolen,  the  gardens  devas- 
tated, and  she  became  an  exile.  In  her  wanderings  she  parsed 
through  many  lands  where  the  fruits  were  not  as  luxuriant  as 
those  that  grew  in  her  Roman  gardens.  At  last,  in  a  land 
across  the  seas  she  came  to  a  cultivated  field  called  the 
14  Grange,1 '  where  to  the  cultivation  of  fruits  was  added  the 
cultivation  of  the  mini.  Here  she  met  her  Grecian  friend  Ceres, 
and  her  Roman  friend  Flora.  They  were  busy  teaching  valuable 
lessons  to  their  patrons,  and  with  them  she  began  her  occupa- 
tion as  instructor,  which  she  has  continued  to  this  day. 

Her  first  lesson  teaches  to  the  laborers  and  maids  that  fruit  is 
the  result  of  Faith,  and  that  its  culture  indicates  refinement. 
Her  second  lesson  to  ihe  Cultivator  and  Shepherdess  "  that  fruit- 
blossoms  are  an  emblem  of  Hope  and  that  life  may  be  profitable 
laden  witn  good  wprks."     Her  third  lesson  to  Harvesters  and 
Gleaners  urges  that  all  should  dispense  Charity  in  word  and 
deed  hr  we  must  recognize  that  charity  which  nourisheth  the 
;      soul  unto  lite  eternal."    In  her  fourth  lesson  to  Husbandmen 
(r     and  MatroLS,  she  enjoins  all  to  take  Fidelity  as  a  watch  word, 
I      and  inner  tilth  lesson  her  words  of  counsel  are,  in  all  good 
works  to  hope  on,  persevere  ever.    If  we  work  upon  marble  it 
will  crumble,  it  we  work  upon  brass,  time  will  corrode  it— if  we 
rtar  temples,  they  will  crumble  to  dust ;  but  if  we  work  upon 
immortal  minds,— if  we  imbue  them  with  just  and  true  prin- 
ciples, the  reveiencj  of  God  and  the  love  of  our  fellow -men,  we 
I      engrave  on  something  which  will  brighten  to  all  eternity.     But 
\      while  these  teachings  of  the  mind  yielded  a  liberal  harvest — the 
_      natural  iruits  seemed  small  and  tasteless  and  created  within  her 
an  unsatisfied  longing  tor  the  fruits  of  her  Roman  gardens. 
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As  she  was  lamenting  this  to  her  sisters  Geres  and  Flora, 
Zephyrus,  the  west- wind,  Flora's  lover,  came  in  through  the 
window  and  whispered  of  a  western  land,  on  the  golden  shores 
of  the  Pacific,  where  fruits  were  as  luscious  and  abundant  as 
those  of  her  dear  old  Roman  home.  This  made  her  sad  heart 
rejoice,  and  being  thus  tempted  she  has  wended  her  way  hither, 
believing  in  California  she  will  find  the  very  garden  of  the 
world. 

Though  the  form  and  voice  of  the  mythical  goddess  have 
vanished,  she  still  speaks  in  unmistakable  lauguage  to  her  ap- 
pointed representative  Pomona,  io  every  Grange  in  the  land. 
She  bids  me  at  this  time  to  bring  words  of  greeting  and  thanks 
for  your  extended  hospitality,  from  the  Granges  of  the  sunny 
south-land,  from  those  of  the  colder  north-land,  from  the  lands 
where  Ceres  has  smiled  on  her  fields  of  golden  grain  and  also 
from  my  own  New  England,  where  the  turbulent  waters  of  the 
Atlantic,  lash  and  foam  against  old  Plymouth  Rock.  We  bring 
warm  fraternal  greetings  to  the  Granges  in  the  land  where  the 
calmer  waters  of  the  Pacific  throb  against  and  kiss  the  bars  of 
the  Golden  Gate.

Our  State  treasury  shows  the  Grange  in  Alabama  to  be 
about  three  times  as  strong  financially  as  it  was  one  year  ago, 
With  a  fair  field  and  an  equal  chance  to  organize.  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  more  than  a  hundred  new  Granges  could  have  been 
added  to  the  list  in  Alabama ;  that  instead  of  the  $60  to  the 
National  Grange,  several  hundred  might  easily  have  been 
paid.  Nothing  but  Herculean  efforts  and  untiring  energy 
and  constant  vigilance  can  hold  the  field  against  such  forces 
as  are  now  and  have  been  applied  to  secure  co-operative  ef- 
forts by  other  farmers'  organizations  in  Alabama. 

As  aid  to  the  Grange  work  I  have  had  the  use  of  the  col- 
umns of  two  daily  and  six  weekly  papers  indifferent  portions 
of  the  State. 

In  addition  to  this  I  may  add  that  Alabama  sent  to  our 
Worthy  Lecturer  21  per  cent,  of  the  31  per  cent,  reported  as 
received  by  him  from  all  the  States  for  Grange  literature. 

It  also  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Grange 
in  Alabama  has  made  trade  arrangements  second  to  no  other 
farmers'  organization. 

Under  this  system  members  of  the  Order  can, under  seal  of 
the  Grange,  or  by  trade  card,  have  all  the  advantages  of 
wholesale  rates.  This  system  gives  every  assurance  of 
success. 

CALIFORNIA. 

E.  W.  Davis,  Master.  Though  California  is  a  long  way 
from  the  so-called  commercial  and  financial  centres  of  the 
United  States,  the  members  of  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of 
Husbandry  here,  have  tried  to  keep  step  to  the  music  of  the 
Order. 

California's  Patrons  are  determined  not  to  be  out  of  line, 
nor  to  lose  position  in  the  great  "  Forward,  March  !  "  the 
Order  is  making— andproposes  to  make—in  the  United  States. 
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The  lines  of  battle  are  formed,  and  our  desire  is  to  be  in 
the  front  ranks. 

Our  regiments  may  not  be  so  well  recruited  nor  our  forces 
so  well  drilled,  equipped  and  uniformed  as  some  of  those  from 
older  settled  and  more  populous  States,  but  we  are  brave  as 
the  bravest  and  are  enlisted  for  the  war. 

We  hope  our  roster  will  show,  at  the  close  of  the  term  of 
service,  no  traitors  and  no  deserters. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  six  Granges  organized, 
and  five  Granges  reorganized.  There  are  four  Pomona 
Granges  in  the  State.  These  Pomona  Granges,  while  they 
have  done  much  for  the  good  of  the  Order  in  a  social  way, 
have,  so  far,  done  but  little  in  the  line  of  reorganizing  Dor- 
mant Granges  in  their  respective  jurisdictions 

It  does  seem  that  very  much  might  be  done  by  Pomona 
Granges  in  the  way  of  resuscitating  dead  Granges  within 
their  respective  territories. 

It  is  thetoounden  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Order  to  read. 
To  get  valuable  information,  the  Grange  press  should  be 
well  edited  and  liberally  patronized.  We  boast  of  a  splen- 
did organ,  the  Pacific  Rural  Press,  published  #by  Bro.  A.  T. 
Dewey.  It  is  well  supported  by  the  members  of  the  Order  in 
this  jurisdiction. 

The  finances  of  California  State  Grange  are  in  a  more 
satisfactory  condition  than  for  some  years  past  We  have  a 
snug  little  sum  in  our  Lecture  Fuud,  which  must  be  expended 
for  lecture  and  Grange  work,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

With  that  money  we  expect  to  have  some  valuable  work 
done  during  the  coming  year.  It  is  the  purpose  to  have 
every  Grange  in  good  standing  in  this  jurisdiction  officially 
visited  during  the  coming  Spring  and  Summer.  The  State 
shall  be  canvassed  so  far  as  possible,  and  new  Granges  or- 
ganized and  old  ones  revived. 

The  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  on  the  Pacific  coast 
has  never  had  any  aid  from  the  National  Grange,  and  now  ' 
that  the  officers  and  members  of  'that  body  are  here,  we  ap- 
peal to  you  for  aid.  While  we  are  not  in  distress,  we  need 
help.  Give  us  the  benefit  of  some  of  your  silver  ton gued, 
bright-minded,  long-experienced  orators  and  statesmen. 
Loan  us,  for  a  season,  some  of  the  pillars  of  the  Order.  We 
will  use  them  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  and  return  them  in 
due  time  untarnished  and  whole.  California's  Patrons  are 
awake,  and  zealous,  and  will  never  say  fail.  We  are  grow- 
ing, and  intend  to  grow  stronger,  stronger,  stronger. 
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CONNECTICUT.     . 

J.  H.  Hale,  Master.  Worthy  Master  aad  Patrons  :  In 
making  this  my  fourth  annual  report  of  Grange  work  in  the 
little  State  of  Connecticut,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  re- 
port that  the  good  work  started  there  six  years  ago  by  your 
Worthy  Lecturer  still  goes  on,  and  that  each  month  and 
each  year  we  are  more  powerful  as  an  organization,  not  alone 
in  numbers,  but  in  actual  strength  of  organization,  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  Teal  purposes  of  our  Order. 

Since  my  last  report  to  this  body,  twenty-two  new  Granges 
have  been  organized.  Every  Grange  in  the  State  except  one, 
has  added  to  its  membership.  An  increase  of  a  little  more 
than  1500  to  our  total  membership  for  the  year.  And  we 
claim  for  the  year  1889  four  times  as  many  new  Granges,  and 
more  than  that  proportion  of  increase  in  membership  of  any 
State  in  the  Union,  in  proportion'  to  our  agricultural  popu- 
lation. This  is  not  told  boastingly,  but  an  actual  statemeut 
of  results  accomplished,  we  believe,  by  hard  work  and  close 
attention  to  Grange  principles,  by  all  the  officers  and  many 
of  the  members  of  our  State  Grange.  Promptness  and  thor- 
oughness have 'been  taught  in  every  Grange.  One  fact  will 
show  the  result :  at  the  opening  of  our  State  Grange  on  Jan- 
uary 8th  last.  State  Secretary  Wells  was  able  to  report  dues 
of  all  Subordinate  Granges  paid  in  full  up  to  December  31st. 
Thus  in  one  week  after  the  close  of  the  quarter  the  quarterly 
accounts  were  all  settled,  and  to  day  I  have  with  me  his  re- 
port for  the  quarter  ending  September  30th,  saying  that  all 
dues  for  that  quarter  were  paid  during  the  month  of  October. 

Our  Grange  Fire  Insurance  Company,  with  over  $l,5u0,000 
worth  of  Patrons1  property  at  risk,  is  gaining  in  strength 
about  $2,000  daily. 

Our  members  are  some  of  them  making  considerable  sav- 
ing financially,  by  purchasing  their  supplies  through  regular 
authorized  trading  houses,  and  our  purchasing  agent  has  in 
the  year,  delivered  to  Patrons  more  than  300  car  loads  of 
grain  direct  from  the  West,  at  a  saving  of  about  $50  per  car, 
or  $15,000  in  all  on  grain  alone. 

At  the  call  of  the  Master,  last  Winter,  over  400  Patrons, 
representing  every  Grange  but  one  in  the  State,  came  up  to 
the  State  capitol  to  talk  and  work  in  the  interest  of  our  State 
Agricultural  School,  and  it  resulted  in  obtaining  what  we 
asked  for,  even  in  the  face  of  an  adverse  report  of  a  Legis- 
lative Committee. 
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Our  Womans'  Committee  co  operating  with  the  like  com- 
mittee of  each  Subordinate  Grange,  last  Summer  quickly 
gathered  supplies  and  sent  to  the  sufferers  by  flood  in  our 
sister  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  month  of  August,  we  were  favored  by  a  visit 
from  our  National  Master  ;  a  series  of  five  meetings  were 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  several  Pomona  Granges. 
These  were  all  well  attended  and  great  good  was  accom- 
plished. 

Our  inspection  service  is  still  continued  and  we  now  know 
it  to  be  the  most  important  aid  to  our  work.  I  cannot  see 
how  the  Grange  can  live  long,  or  do  much  good  work  in  any 
State  without  it ;  it  is  worth  to  us  many  times  its  cost,  ana 
knowing  what  it  has  done  for  Connecticut,  I  would  urge  its 
immediate  adoption  by  every  State  Grange. 

DELAWARE. 

E.  H.  Bancboft,  Master.  In  the  Diamond  Slate  we  can- 
not report  any  marked  increase  in  numbers,and  we  are  glad  to  be 
able  to  report  no  decrease.  In  common  with  the  farmers  of  the 
greater  portion  of  the  country,  we  have  found  the  conditions 
surrounding  us  growing  continually  more  unfavorable,until  they 
are  now  almost  unendurable.  Added  to  this,  is  the  fact  that 
this  year  frequent  and  excessive  rain  has  brought  unprecedented 
loss  and  disaster  to  almost  every  section  of  our  State.  All  have 
suffered  and  many  have  not  produced  enough  to  feed  their  fami- 
lies or  their  stock.  Some  neighborhoods,  whose  chief  money 
crop  is  corn,  are  now  buying  corn  in  the  We6t. 

The  gloom  and  despondency  that  has  thus  gathered  over  our 
farmers  is  telling  seriously  upon  some  of  our  Granges.  With 
prospects  clouded  and  hope  dying,  their  buoyancy  is  gone,  and 
the  natural  impulse  is  to  neglect  meetings,  lose  interest  and  drop 
out  altogether. 

When  prosperity  rules,  there  is  hope,  cheerfulness  and  life, 
and  progress  is  easy.  The  work  of  organization  in  our  State  is 
difficult,  and  far  from  being  as  complete  as  we  intend  to  make 
it.  Yet  it  will  rate  fairly  well  with  the  better  grade  of  Grange 
States. 

Within  the  year  the  Patrons  of  Delaware  have  given  proof  of 
the  educational  power  of  our  Order  by  a  noble  exercise  of  the 
duties  of  citizenship,  and  this  patriotic,  self-protecting  work  has 
incurred  the  denunciation  of  partizan  workers  in  both  parties. 
Nevertheless,  we  shall  persevere. 

Each  county  has  its  active,  interesting  and  useful  Pomona. 
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We  co-operate  partially  in  Fire  Insurance  and  in  the  merchan- 
dise order  system. 

We  claim  the  credit  of  leadership  in  procuring  proper  legislation 
on  fertilizers,  saying  our  people  this  year  from  loss  by  fraud  on  the 
part  of  a  certain  heavy  dealer.  We  co-operate  with  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  and  with  the  officers  of  the  Experiment 
Station,  who  found  the  Order  facilitating  their  work  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  specialties  with  which  the  Delaware  farmer  is  oc- 
cupied. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say,  our  people  look  to  this  body  for  ju- 
dicious, harmonious  and  positive  action  in  the  matter  of  corpor- 
ate, legislative,  fiscal  and  trust  injustice,  which  is  sapping  the 
life  of  American  agriculture. 

N  KANSAS. 

William  Sims,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  The  Order  in  Kan- 
sas moves  slowly,  but  it  moves,  and  in  the  right  direction.  Dur- 
ing the  year  ending  with  June  last,  we  added  three  to  our  list  of 
working  Granges,  and  increased  the  membership  in  the  State  349. 

KENTUCKY. 

J.  D.  Clabdt,  Master.  Worthy  Ma9ter  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange :  We  are  still  "  holding  the  fort "  in  Kentucky, 
and  "  waiting  for  the  good  time  coming. n  But  it  appears  to 
come  very  slowly.  The  same  reasons  given  last  year,  are  cer- 
tainly in  part  the  cause  :  A  few  States  still  insist  by  their  action 
that  they  know  more  about  our  own  State  affairs  than  we  do,and 
continue  to  refuse,  and  oppose  any  reform  that  would  help  us. 
Other  farmers'  organizations,  wisely  recognizing  the  needs  of  the 
people,  and  adapting  their  fees  to  the  farmer's  changed  condition, 
have  rapidly  increased  in  the  State.  Still  it  remains  a  fact  that  the 
Grange  is  admitted  by  all  to  be  the  best  organization  ever  offered 
to  American  farmers.  And  it  still  wields  a  far  greater  influence 
in  our  State  in  proportion  to  numbers,  than  any  other  organiza- 
tion. Our  A.  and  M.  College  and  Experiment  Station  have 
greatly  increased  their  usefulness,  and  are  coming  constantly 
more  and  more  to  be  understood  and  appreciated  by  the  farmers 
of  the  State,  mainly  through  our  organization. 

A  number  of  Dormant  Granges  have  been  reorganized,  and 
the  membership  of  the  State  increased. 

MAINE. 

Frederick  Robie,  Master.  There  has  been  more  ad- 
vance in  Grange  work  during  the  year  1889,  than  ever  before 
in  the  same  period  of  time.    Our  increase  of  membership

has  partially  come  from  the  organization  of  seven  Dormant 
Granges,  and  six  new  Granges.  But  the  large  increase  of 
membership  is  due  to  the  active  efforts  of  Granges  already 
holding  the  field  in  nearly  every  important  agricultural  town 
in  the  State.  Our  increase  during  the  year  has  been  1952. 
The  number  of  active  Granges  in  the  State  is  221.  The 
number  of  Dormant  Granges  is  84.  The  number  of  Patrons 
good  on  the  books  by  the  returns  of  the  Secretary,  for  the 
quarter  ending  June  30th,  1889,  is  16,261  ;  of  this  number, 
15,209  have  paid  their  annual  dues.  . 

We  are  the  largest  Grange  State  in  the  Union,  and  have 
paid  into  the  National  treasury  $708.63. 

Twenty  or  more  public  lectures,  delivered  by  the  Worthy 
Master  of  the  National  Grange  in  different  and  remote  sec- 
tions of  our  State,  at  the  expense  of  our  State  Grange,  have 
resulted  in  much  good.  In  consequence  of  this,  and  other 
agencies,  I  am  informed  by  our  State  Secretary,  that  our  nu- 
merical force  is  likely  to  reach  17,000  members,  before  our 
annual  meeting  in  the  city  of  Belfast,  which  convenes  on 
the  17th  of  December.  I  attribute  our  good  standing  to  a 
better  appreciation  among  the  farmers  of  the  State,  of  our 
44  Declaration  of  Purposes."  The  Maine  Farmer  has  done 
splendid  work,  and  the  papers  of  each  of  our  political  parties 
of  the  State  have  reached  out  a  friendly  hand,  and  on  every 
occasion  have  espoused  our  cause. 

The  Legislature  of  Maine  has  never  denied  any  appropri- 
ation, which  the  interests  of  the  farmer  have  demanded.  I 
particularly  point,  with  pride  to  the  many  Grange  Halls  in 
our  State,  which  are  occupied  and  owned  by  the  Subordinate 
Granges. 

Their  number  during  the  past  year  has  been  increased  by 
the  dedication  of  twelve  new  Grange  Halls ;  nearly  every  suc- 
cessful Subordinate  Grange  owns  the  hall  it  occupies. 

The  farmers  of  Maine  have  faith  in  the  Grange  ;  for  with- 
out faith  in  ourselves,  this  necessary  power  for  advancement, 
cannot  be  supplied  by  others.  In  closing,  I  feel  that  the 
permanency  of  the  Grange  is  assured  in  44  The  Pine  Tree 
State.'* 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

N.  B.  Douglas,  Acting  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers 
and  Members  of  the  National  Grange :  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  as  follows,  for  the  Grange  in  Massachusetts  : 

Present  number  of  Granges,  101 ;  present  number  of  Mem- 
bers, 6473  ;    Granges  organized  during  the  year,   7.     One 
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Grange  has  surrendered  its  charter  during  the  year.     Have 
made  a  net  gain  of  six  Granges  and  about  50J  members. 

The  Order  in  the  Old  Bay  State  is  in  a  healthy  condition. 
All  but  two  of  our  Granges  are  square  upon  the  books  of  the 
Secretary  to  June  30th,  1889.  Nearly  every  Grange  in  the 
State  is  now  using  the  Double  Degree  Manual. 

MINNESOTA. 

W.  S.  Chowen,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  Although  the 
State  Grange  Officers  have  spent  all  the  money  and  time  they 
could  spare  in  work  to  build  up  the  Order,  I  have  to  report 
the  Grange  as  on  the  decline  in  Minnesota.  The  large  per 
cent,  of  foreigners  among  our  farm  population  and  the  oppo- 
sition of  most  of  their  Churches  to  Secret  Societies,  are  obsta- 
cles that  we  have  not  as  yet  been  able  to  overcome. 

MISSISSIPPI, 

J.  B.  Bailet,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  While  the  Order 
in  Mississippi,  within  the  last  twelve  months,  has  not  made 
any  material  advancement  numerically,  yet  after  canvassing 
the  live  Granges  in  the  State,  we  feel  authorized  to  state,  that 
the  condition  is  good  and  with  a  very  promising  outlook  in 
the  near  future.  One  obstructing  cause  that  for  some  lime 
worked  detrimentally  to  the  Grange's  progress,  has  been  mea- 
surably removed,  and  light  is  again  breaking  upon  the  faith- 
ful and  indomitable  little  band  of  workers  that  has  been 
holding  aloft  the  Grange  banner  through  all  our  dark  and 
trying  period.  Lecture  work  is  our  principal  great  need  just 
now,  and  I  doubt  not  that  at  our  approaching  State  meeting 
an  earnest  effort  will  be  made  to  devise  means  by  which  ac- 
tive field  work  may  be  done.  The  visit  of  the  Worthy  Mas- 
ter of  the  National  Grange  to  our  State  duriog  the  Annual 
Encampment  of  our  Patron's  Union,  in  July  last,  had  a  very 
salutary  influence  upon  our  membership  and  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Order  in  that  section  of  the  country.  His  speeches 
were  logical  and  practical,  and  he  earnestly  enunciated  un- 
defiled  Grange  doctrine  in  its  attractive  and  wholesome  pu- 
rity ;  impressing  the  vast  audience  of  both  Grangers  and 
non-Grangers  with  the  importance  of  our  objects  and  pur- 
poses as  they  were  probably  never  impressed  before. .  But  his 
work  there  is  not  completed.  I  feel  justified  in  saying,  that 
it  is  the  anxious  desire  of  every  Patron  in  the  State,  that  he 
shall  visit  us  again  at  our  next  annual  reunion,  and  thereby 
give  impetus  and  zeal  to  our  cause  by  his  presence  and  his 
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counsel.  If  our  National  Executive  Committee  can  but  ap- 
preciate our  surroundings,  and  the  importance  to  the  Order 
of  our  Annual  Summer  Encampments,  and  the  great  amount 
of  good  the  Worthy  Master  can  accomplish  by  a  few  days' 
work  and  association  in  our  midst  at  that  time,  I  am  satis- 
fied they  would  feel  justified  in  sending  him  among  us  again 
next  year  to  aid  us  in  our  earnest  work  for  the  Grange  and 
for  the  advancement  of  our  cause. 

NEBRASKA. 

0.  E.  Hall,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of 
the  National  Grange  :  Another  year  ha?  past  and  gone,  and 
the  labors  of  the  year  are  completed.  We  have  assembled  oar- 
selves  together  from  the  North,  South  and  East,  and  to  day 
stand  upon  the  western  shores  of  this  continent.  We  have  met 
here  as  the  representatives  of  one  of  the  noblest  orders  known 
to-day  among  mankind.  We  are  to  examine  the  work  of  the 
past,  and  draw  our  designs  upon  the  trestle  board  of  oar 
Order  for  the  consideration  and  government  of  all  Patrons  and 
co-laborers  for  the  coming  year.  In  submitting  this  my  third 
annual  report  to  this  body  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report 
to  you  that  Nebraska  is  still  holding  the  fort  in  Grange  work. 
We  have  during  the  last  year  steadily  increased  our  numbers ; 
since  we  last  met  we  have  organized  fifteen  new  Granges,  re- 
organized fourteen  Dormant  Granges  that  had  been  slumbering 
for  years,  we  have  organized  two  Pomona  Granges,  making  a 
total  of  thirty-dhe  organizations  for  the  Grange  year,  we  have 
increased  our  membership  in  Nebraska  not  less  than  1000  since 
my  last  report  to  this  body.  We  have  organized  three  co- 
operative associations  in  the  State  daring  the  year.  These  asso- 
ciations handle  all  kinds  of  farm  products  and  carry  a  general  line 
of  merchandise,  such  as  are  consumed  by  the  tillers  of  the  soil. 
And  we  find  by  this  co-operative  system  that  we  can  and  are 
saving  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  the  profits  that  we  have  been 
paying  to  others  for  doing  what  we  could  have  done  for  our- 
selves. None  but  Patrons  are  allowed  to  hold,  or  own  stock  in 
these  associations  except  such  as  are  in  good  standing  in  their 
respective  Granges.  We  find  that  by  co-operation  and  associa- 
tion we  are  being  greatly  benefited  financially,  and  this  is  hav- 
ing a  tendency  to  strengthen  the  Order  at  all  points  where  we 
have  established  them.  We  have  had  to  rely  solely  upon  home 
talent  for  lecture  work  owing  to  the  depleted  condition  of  our 
State  treasury ;  hence  we  have  not  done  as  much  of  this  as 
should  have  been  done.  But  our  Deputies  have  done  good  and 
effective  work  with  the  means  at  their  command,  and  to  da}"  the 
Order  in  Nebraska  is  established  upon  a  solid  foundation,  with 
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peace  and  harmony  prevailing  within  our  ranks.  Other  farmers' 
organizations  are  springing  up  in  many  parts  of  the  State  that 
to-day  command  the  admiration  of  many  of  the  farmers,  and 
many  are  joining  these  organisations,  not  because  they  are 
better  than  the  Orange,  bnt  because  they  are  cheaper.  We  are 
cultivating  a  friendly  relation  between  ourselves  and  all  other 
associations,  for  we  believe  there  is  room  for  us  all  and  mate/ial 
enough  to  work  upon  to  build  up  and  maintain  the  Grange  and 
the  other  organizations  within  our  State :  hence  we  fear  noth- 
ing from  this  source,  believing,  as  we  do,  that  all  fair  minded 
men  will  seek  out  the  best  organization  in  due  time. 

Worthy  Master,  in  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  the  Patrons  of 
Nebraska  are  brave  and  loyal  to  the  Order  of  Patrons  of 
Husbandry ;  but  they  are  looking  to  and  expecting  that  this 
body  at  this  session  will  speak  forth  in  tones  unmistakable,  and 
so  legislate  as  to  assist  the  agricultural  people  of  the  United 
States  to  break  the  chains  that  monopoly  has  forged  around 
them,  and  to  day  are  endeavoring  to  clinch  the  last  rivet  that 
will  make  us  slaves  unto  capital  for  all  time  to  come. 

NEW.  HAMPSHIRE. 

Chables  McDaniel,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Brother  and 
Sister  Patrons :  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  Orange 
in  New  Hampshire,  has  continued  to  prosper  in  real  Orange 
work,  and  has  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  nearly  one 
thou  and  members  during  the  past  year.  We  have  organized 
seven  new  Oranges  with  an  encouraging  prospect  in  the  near 
future. 

.  During  the  past  six  years,  forty  seven  new  Oranges  have  been 
organized  in  our  State  and  all  are  in  good  active  working  con- 
dition, and  of  the  one  hundred  and  forty-one  organized  since 
1872,  one  hundred  and  eight  are  square  on  the  books,  and  doing 
valuable  work,  improving  the  condition  of  agriculture,  and  the 
social,  educational,  and  financial  condition  of  the  members 

Our  Pomona  Oranges  (six  is  all  we  at  present  are  entitled  to) 
have  added  very  materially  in  keeping  in  good  healthy  con- 
dition, our  Subordinate  Oranges. 

Bro.  J.  H  Brigbam,  Master  of  our  National  Orange,  spent  oue 
week  with  these  Pomona  Oranges,  delivering  public  lectures  in 
the  afternoon  to  good  audiences,  especially  with  the  last  upon 
the  shore  of  Lake  Sunapee,  where  fully  two  thousand  were 
present,  and  were  made  glad  by  being  present.  We  predict 
much  improvement  in  the  future  to  come  from  these  meetings. 

We  continue  the  annual  observance  of  Arbor  day  for  planting 
trees,  vines  and  shrubs  to  enhance  the  value  and  increase  the 
beauty  and  attractiveness  of  our  homes. 
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The  continued  observance  of  Children's  Day,  annually  gives 
great  pl-asure  and  profit  to  the  rising  generation. 

This  month  we  have  completed  and  dedicated  in  due  form  one 
of  the  finest  Orange  Halls  in  our  State. 

Previous  to  this  year  our  Deputies  have  done  inspection  work 
free,  now  they  aie  paid  for  each  Orange  duly  inspected  and  re- 
ported in  full  before  our  annual  State  meeting,  thereby  inciting 
each  and  every  Orange  to  woik  as  closely  to  the  ritual  as 
possible,  making  our  work  uniform  and  correct. 

We  have  a  State  Dairyman's  Association,  a  State  Board  of 
Agriculture,  besides  our  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College 
and  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  all  of  which  are  working 
in  unison  with  our  Orange,  in  their  various  spheres 

By  means  of  the  continuing  liberality  of  Hon.  Charles  £. 
Tilton— who  was  for  a  time  a  prosperous  Californian — giving 
us  the  free  use  of  grounds  and  buildings,  we  have  increased  the 
premiums  at  our  State  Orange  Fair,  aud  our  fourth  annual*Fair 
was  pronounced  the  best  agricultural  exhibit  ever  held  in*  the 
State. 

Bro.  James  Draper,  H.  P.,  was  present  at  an  evening  session, 
giving  our  Patrons  the  U.  W.  in  its  purity  and  beauty. 

Bro.  Mortimer  Whitehead,  National  Lecturer,  was ,  also 
present,  and  delivered  a  public  address  upon  the  true  work  of 
our  Order. 

Our  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  which  was  organized 
July  20th,  1888,  has  written  policies  upon  over  three-fourth 
million  dollars,  strictly  farm  property  of  Patrons  in  good  stand- 
ing, and  not  a  loss  has  yet  been  reported.  Since  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  company  other  companies  have  reduced  the  rates  of 
premium  upon  similar  property  in  our  State.  Oar  last  legisla- 
ture was  composed  of  a  majority  of  faimers,  many  of  whom  were 
members  of  the  Order ;  and  last  but  not  least,  our  Governor, 
Hon  D  H.  Ooodell,  is  a  thorough  practical  farmer,  and  a  member 
who  has  labored,  well  and  faithfully  for  the  benefit  of  our 
Oranite  State  agriculture, which  has  very  materially  improved  and 
increased  within  the  past  few  years. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

John  Statebir  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  :  Much 
to  our  regret,  we  cannot  bring  glowing  accounts  of  progress  in 
Grange  work  from  New  Jersey. 

The  year  opened  with  hopeful  prospects,  and  we  felt  assured 
that  considerable  advance  would  be  made  all  along  the  line  ere 
its  close,  but  we  have  been  disappointed. 

The  season  has  been  one  of  trial  and  disappointment  to  far- 
mers generally  throughout  our  section.    While  we  have  been 
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providentially  spared  the  record  of  horrid  disaster  such  as  befel 
our  neighbor  and  sister  State  of  Pennsylvania,  yet  the  floods 
did  much  damage  to  property  in  some  sections,  and  the  contin- 
ued wet  weather  delayed  and  increased  the  labors  of  the  hus- 
bandman to  such  an  extent,  that  it  had  a  marked  influence  upon 
the  meetings  of  our  Subordinate  Oranges,  causing  slim  attend- 
ance, apparent  lack  of  interest,  and  even  members  who  had 
been  noted  for  punctuality  and  promptness  heretofore,  now  often 
failed  to  make  their  appearance,  as  the  time  seemed  to  be  needed 
during  the  bright  days  for  many  pressing  matters  at  home.  This 
had  a  somewhat  depressing  and  discouraging  effect  upon  those 
in  attendance,  has  caused  unfavorable  reports  and  returns  from 
many  Granges,  and  made  rather  a  poor  showing  for  the  year. 
We  believe,  however,  that  this  is  more  a  matter  of  appearance, 
and  of  a  transient  nature,  than  a  fact,  and  permanent.  Now 
that  the  busy  season  is  nearly  passed,  we  expect  improved  at- 
tendance and  a  better  state  of  affaiis. 

One  new  Grange  has  been  organized,  and  one,  long  dormant, 
reorganized  during  the  year,  and  from  the  interest  manifested  in 
some  quarters,  we  hope  others  may  soon  follow. 

With  the  exception  of  an  address  by  Worthy  Lecturer  White- 
head to  a  large  gathering  of  farmers  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State,  and  the  usual  picnic  talks  during  the  summer,  no  lecture 
work  has  been  attempted.  Our  Executive  Committee  have 
thought  that  the  signs  of  the  times  were  cot  sufficiently  favor- 
able to  warrant  much  expense  in  that  line  just  at  present. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  the  Order  has  not  made  more 
rapid  progress  with  us.  Our  nearness  to  the  large  citus  of  New 
York  and  Philadelphia,  which  can  be  reached  in  two  or  three 
hours  by  nearly  all  our  citizens,  and  the  small  margin  on  most 
goods  purchased,  to  be  saved  by  combination  of  orders,  causes  a 
lack  of  appreciation  of  the  benefits  of  co  operation,  as  the  al- 
mighty dollar  is  the  most  potent  factor  of  any  argument  that  will 
claim  their  attention  and  consideration.  Then  we  have  the  op- 
position of  all  parties  whose  interests  are  antagonistic  to  ours, 
and  the  various  other  hindrances  common  to  all  sections. 

For  many  years  the  Order  was  looked  upon  as  of  a  mushroom 
growth  and  character,  soon  to  pass  away,  but  that  feeling  has 
given  place  in  a  great  measure  to  the  conviction  that  it  has  come 
to  stay  ;  and  more  earnest,  interested  inquiries  are  being  made 
as  to  its  advantages,  what  it  proposes  to  do,  etc.  There  seems 
to  be  an  under  current  of  more  serious  thought  among  farmers 
generally  upon  the  subject  of  co-operation,  evidenced  by  the  for- 
mation of  various  Alliances,  Fruit  Growers1  Exchanges,  Milk 
Producers'  Exchanges,  Boards  of  Agriculture,  and  tbelike,  good 
in  their  way,   but  necessarily  local  in  their  benefits,  many  of 
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which  flourish  for  a  season  and  then  pass  away,  preparing  the 
way  as  we  cannot  help  bnt  believe,  for  our  Order. 

Our  Fire  Insurance  Companies  are  doing  a  good  work,  and 
have  saved  many  thousands  of  dollars  to  our  members  already, 
and  are  a  practical  illustration  of  the  benefits  of  co-operation, 
which  is  having  its  effect. 

We  have  a  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Horticultural  Soci- 
ety, which  are  do  ng  a  good  work,  claiming  more  and  more  the 
attention  and  support  ot  the  farming  community.  Our  Experi- 
ment Station,  under Xhe  supervision  of  the  late  Prof.  George  H. 
Cooke,  has  been  a  source  of  great  advantage  to  us,  becoming 
more  appreciated  each  year  ;  and  we  sincerely  mourn  the  loss  . 
which  our  Slate  has  sustained  in  the  death  of  this  able  man, 
whose  reputation  extended  throughout  the  land,  and  who  was 
ever  ready  to  hear  and  help  with  information  and  advice  the 
humblest  who  approached  him.  Verily  he  was  the  farmer's  friend, 
and  we  deeply  deplore  bis  loss.     His  place  will  never  be  filled. 

We  have  endeavored  to  institute  the  observance  of  Arbor  Day 
and  Children's  Day  in  our  State,  as  Grange  features,  and  have 
succeeded  to  some  extent,  but  their  more  general  observance  as 
Grange  customs  is  prevented  by  the  general  observance  of  the 
one  by  our  public  schools,  and  the  latter  by  most  of  our  Churches.  . 

Grange  Inspection  has  been  partially  performed  by  our  Depu- 
ties, and  the  practice  given  and  information  obtained,  we  expect 
may  lead  to  moie  complete  work  another  year. 

OREGON. 

H.  E  Hayes,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the 
National  Grange :  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report,  that  the 
Grange  in  Oregon's  jurisdiction  has  been  on  a  steady  increase 
for  the  last  eight  years,  and  has  advanced  more  this  year  proba- 
bly than  in  any  other  one  year.  The  whole  number  of  Granges 
organized,  since  my  last  report,  in  Oregon,  is  20,  and  13  reor- 

ganized.  In  Washington  Territory  17,  which  entitled  her  to  a 
tate  Grange,  which  she  organized  September  10th,  with  19  ac- 
tive Granges,  being  but  a  short  time  in  advance  of  her  admission 
into  our  confederation  of  States.  I  shall  not  be  surprised  to  see 
Washington  take  the  lead  In  Grange  prosperity  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  within  a  few  years.  In  Oregon  I  think  there  will  be  re- 
ported at  our  next  annual  session  a  membership  of  near  4,000, 
scattered  over  a  portion  of  our  State  probably  250  miles  in 
length,  and  150  in  width.  We  have  14  counties  that  are  very 
well  organized,  with  00  Granges.  I  think  that  Idaho  Territory 
should  be  annexed  to  the  State  of  Washington  Grange  jurisdic- 
tion. We  ce  operate  in  insurance,  and  have  made  it  a  grand  suc- 
cess ;  for  the  four  past  years  it  has  only  cost  $1.16 J  per  year  on 
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$1000.  We  have  some  co-operative  stores,  one  in  Hillsboro', 
one  in  McMinnville  and  another  in  Salem  ;  Linn  county  has  a 
business  council  through  which  the  Patrons  of  several  counties 
co-operate  in  buying  goods  and  machinery. 

Umatilla  county  also  has  a  Pomona  Orange,  which  works  on 
the  co-operative  system.  A.  large  portion  of  our  State  is  devoted 
to  stock  raising  and  minin-',  and  is  too  sparsely  settled  for  the 
prosperity  of  Grange  work.  Our  success  for  the  present  year 
can  be  attributed  principally  to  the  efforts  of  our  Worthy  Lec- 
turer, Bro.  John  Simpson,  who  has  devoted  his  entire  time  to 
the  work  of  the  Orange.  The  lecturer  kindles  the  fire  which, 
followed  by  Grange  literature,  is  fanned  to  a  perpetual  flame.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  State  Orange  we  were  favored  by  the 
presence  of  several  visiting  Patrons  of  California,  among  them 
their  Worthy  State  Stcretary,  Bro.  A.  T.  Dewey,  who  kindly 
proffered  us  a  space  in  his  weekly  journal,  the  Pacific  Rural 
Press,  which  should  be  devoted  to  the  Oregon  State  Grange. 
His  kind  offer  was  gratefully  accepted,  and  under  the  able  edi- 
torship of  Sister  I.  L.  HUleary  it  has  proven  of  incalculable  ben- 
efit to  our  Order. 

Worthy  Master,  through  the  ustiring  labors  of  California 
Past  State  Grange  Master,  Bro.  Overhiser,  and  the  generosity 
and  love  of  her  Patrons  and  citizens,  we  are  assembled  to  day 
under  the  dome  o(  their  magnificent  Cipitol. 

Brothers  and  Sisters,  we  are  glad  that  you  have  crossed  the 
Rocky  and  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  to  meet  us  here  upon  the 
western  slope  of  our  Continent,  where  you  can  view  the  oft  told 
beauties  of  this  grand  Pacific  State. 

When  I  first  visited  this  place  forty  years  ago,  it  was  a  city  of 
tents,  and  Sutter's  Fort  was  in  its  glory.  Mark  the  change!  mag- 
nificent Churches,  Colleges  and  Institutions  of  learning  and  be- 
nevolence, business  houses  of  every  description,  and  elegant  res- 
idences meet  the  eye  on  every  hand.  At  that  time  California 
was  a  boundless  waste.  Now  the  products  of  its  orchards  of 
Oranges,  Figs  and  Olives, its  extensive  vineyards  and  cereal  crops, 
are  an  important  factor  in  the  different  markets  of  the  world. 

The  industries  of  the  business  world  are  extensively  repre- 
sented, and  California  may  be  justly  proud,  not  only  of  its  cap- 
ital city,  but  of  its  ambitious  and  intelligent  people,  who  have  in 
this  brief  period  of  time  developed  the  resources  of  this  common- 
wealth. The  Patrons  of  these  three  Pacific  States  that  have  fought 
the  battles  of  a  pioneer  life,  expect  to  fight  as  bravely  the  battles 
of  a  civilized  life,  and  hold  this  Western  Empire  for  the  people. 
I  am  proud  that  you,  the  representative  men  and  women  of  so 
many  States,  are  here  to  give  us  your  counsel.  I  am  proud  that 
you  are  farmers,  and  that  this  State  has  been  so  generous  in 
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bringing  you  here,  and  I  hope  that  this  intelligent  body  of  far- 
mers will  here  resolve,  to  vote  for  no  man  who  will  not  promise 
to  support  in  the  main  the  resolutions  here  adopted.  When  this 
principle  is  carried  out,  we  shall  have  a  voice  in  our  legislative 
halls.  Our  United  States  Senators  wilLbe  elected  by  the^opular 
vote,  and  the  President  of  this  Nation  will  be  compelled  to  re- 
spect our  wishes. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

W.  K.  Thompson,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  I  regret  exceed- 
ingly to  be  obliged  to  state  that  the  Grange  in  South  Carolina 
has  made  very  little  headway  during  the  past  year.  Anew 
farmers'  organization  known  as  the  Alliance,  has  swept  over  our 
State  like  a  wave  ThU  organization  is  the  outgrowth  of  the 
Grange,  but  it  is  an  instance  in  which  the  child  has  outgrown 
its  parent.  In  consequence  of  this  we  have  thought  it  best  to 
merely  make  efforts  to  keep  up  our  old  Granges,  lest  an  active 
exertion  to  organize  new  Granges  might  be  construed  as  antago- 
nistic to  other  farmers'  organizations.  But  we  verily  believe  that 
if  we  can  but  hold  our  own  for  the  next  year  or  two,  and  get 
some  aid  from  the  National  Grange,  there  will  bt  a  great  re  action 
in  our  favor,  and  we  will  gain  much  strength,  as  the  Grange  as  an 
Order,  is  still  considered  the  best  organization  for  our  farmers. 

TEXAS. 

A.  J.  Rosr,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange  :  Texas  has  not  increased  in  numbers  the  past 
year;  however,  a  number  of  Subordinate  Granges  have  increased 
from  25  to  100  per  cent.  We  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that 
twelve  months  hence  we  will  be  able  to  report  progress.  We 
have  a  good  lecture  system  for  this  year ;  our  business  associa- 
tion, Texas  Co-operative  Association,  at  its  last  annual  meeting 
appropriated  three  thousand  ($3,000)  dollars,  and  the  State 
Grange  twenty- five  hundred  ($2,500)  dollars  to  be  used  to  ex- 
tend the  order.  We  have  districted  the  State  into  six  districts, 
and  appointed  a  lecturer  for  each,  and  the  lecturer  of  the  State 
Grange,  for  the  State  at  large. 

Our  business  is  prospering,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  above  appro- 
priations. Our  retail  associations  have  been  prospeious  where 
they  have  adhered  to  the  plan  as  recommended  to  the  National 
Grange  years  ago.  Our  Fire  Insurance  has  been  eminently 
successful.  The  Texas  State  Grange  Fair  Association  held  its 
first  lair,  commencing  October  8th,  which  proved  a  success  as  a 
fair,  and  also  financially.  It  has  400  acres  of  fine  land  near 
the  center  of  the  State,  inclosed  with  cedar  posts  and  wire, 
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some  good  buildings,  all  on  the  line  of  the  Santa  Fe  Railway, 
near  the  crossing  of  the  Cotton  Belt  Railway.  We  believe  that 
we  are  not  boasting  when  we  say  that  oar  prospects  are  good  for 
an  increase  in  numbers,  and  in  each  department  of  our  work  to 
this  encftre  shall  labor  in  faith.  Oar  Texas  Farmer  is  in  good 
hands,  and  .doing  a  good  work  to  educate  the  farmers.  Oar 
juvenile  Granges  are  doing  a  good  work  by  bringing  the  child- 
ren together  at  stated  periods  and  instilling  Grange  principles 
into  them  while  young.  We  believe  these  will  do  much  to  build 
up  the  Order  and  make  it  permanent  We  would  be  glad  to  see 
them  in  every  State. 

VERMONT. 

Alpha  Messeb,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  At  no  previous 
time  since  the  organization  of  the  Grange  in  Vermont  has  the 
Order  in  the  State  been  in  a  healthier  condition  than  at  the 
present  time.  While  I  cannot  report  a  large  gain  in  member- 
ship nor  a  heavy  gain  in  the  number  of  Granges,  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  membership,  and  one 
new  Grange  has  been  organized,  and  since  this  session  opened  I 
have  received  notice  of  another  new  Grange  of  forty  members. 
During  the  past  year  our  efforts  have  largely  been  directed  to 
overcoming  tne  prejudices  and  unpleasant  feelings  which  resulted 
from  the  failure  of  a  large-number  of  Granges,  by  reason  of  their 
being  organized  upon  a  financial  basts.  To  this  end  the  Patrons 
of  the  State  secured  the  services  of  Worthy  Master  Brigham  for  a 
series  of  meetings  in  the  month  of  February.  These  meetings 
were  well  attended  and  resulted  in  much  good  to  the  Order. 
Again  in  October  the  State  was  visited  by  our  National  Master, 
and  although  the  unfavorable  weather  at  that  time  prevented  as 
large  gatherings  as  was  anticipated,  yet  much  good  was  accom- 
plished. To  this  work  should  also  be  added  the  efforts  of  the 
Patrons  of  the  State  in  the  same  direction.  These  combined 
efforts  have  slowly  but  surely  been  working  a  change  of  senti- 
ment among  the  better  class  of  the  farming  population  in  favor  of 
the  Granges.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  future  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  the  Grange  in  the  Green  Mountain  State. 

VIRGINIA. 

X.  X.  Chabttebs,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of 
the  National  Grange:  The  "Old  Dominion''  State,  I  am 
pleased  to  report,  has  organized  one  new  Grange,  and  one  has 
been  reorganized;  all  of  our  other  Granges  are  holding  their  own. 
We  haveuiot  the  funds  to  employ  a  lecturer,  and  for  that  reason 
have  not  oeen  able  to  do  much  in  my  State  the  past  year.  If 
the  National  Grange  could  aid  us  by  sending  a  lecturer  in  the 
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State,  we  feel  sure  that  in  a  short  time  we  could  repay  her  ten 
fold  for  the  money  expended,  by  additional  dues  to  the  Nation- 
al treasury,  by  the  addition  of  new  Oranges. 

The  State  Grange  Executive  Committee  have  made*busines8 
arrangements,  by  which  the  Order  can  be  benefited,  in  buying 
most  any  article  they  may  wish  for  the  farm  and  household. 

The  Grange  Camp  Association  held  its  fifth  annual  picnic 
near  Alexandria  last  August.  The  Farmers1  Alliance  haB  come 
into  our  State  and  are  rapidly  organizing  in  most  every  county, 
and  are  crippling  our  Grange  work,  as  they  organize  much 
cheaper  than  we  can  ;  hence  the  farmers  say  they  can  join  an 
organization  so  much  cheaper  than  the  Grange,  and  by  organiz- 
ing the  Alliance  they  can  do  us  much  good  and  get  the  same 
benefits.  They  will  not  lend  a  listening  ear  to  us  when  we  try 
to  tell  them  as  best  we  can  of  tbe  advantages  they  have  over  the 
Alliance  by  joining  our  Order.  Our  State  Grange  treasury  is 
depleted,  the  National  Grange  treasury  has  money — why  not 
come  to  the  help  of  the  needy.  "  Behold  I  say  unto  you  lift  up 
your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white,  already  to 
harvest."  We  confidently  look  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
our  beloved  National  Grange,  in  Faith,  in  Hope,  in  Charity,  and 
with  Fidelity. 

WASHINGTON. 

D.  L.  Russell,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Brothers  and 
Sisters  of  the  National  Grange  :  The  Washington  State  Grange 
was  organized  about  two  months  ago ;  tbe  time  that  has  inter- 
vened since,  has  been  too  short  for  me  to  become  officially  ac- 
quainted with  the  workings  of  the  Order,  hence  my  Yeport  must 
be  brief  and  incomplete. 

At  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Oregon  State  Grange,  which 
met  at  Salem  in  May  last,  there  was  an  order  made  by  that  body 
to  send  the  Worthy  Lecturer,  Brother  John  Simpson,  into  our 
Territory  to  organize  a  sufficient  number  of  Granges  to  entitle 
us  to  a  State  organization.  When  Brother  Simpson  arrived  In 
our  Territory,  about  the  first  of  July  last,  he  found  but  three 
Granges  to  start  with,  but  nothing  daunted,  he  went  nobly  to 
work,  audit  was  through  his  zeal  and  untiring  energy,  that  we 
are  enabled  to  meet  this  great  body  of  Patrons  here  to-day  in 
the  National  Grange  as  a  State  organization. 

This  great  work  was  accomplished  under  very  difficult  cir- 
cumstances. First,  it  was  done  in  the  midst  of  the  harvesting 
and  threshing  season ;  Second,  our  people  were  engaged  in  a 
very  heated  political  campaign,  the  old  parties  facing  each  other 
in  all  the  bitterness  of  controversy  possible.  Each  paity  accus- 
i  ng  us  of  organizing  in  the  interest  of  the  other,  and  doing  all 
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they  could  to  prevent  farmers  from  uniting  with  us,  but  the 
Grange  has  passed  through  this  crucible  of  purification,  coming 
out  shining  brighter  than  ever. 

We  bfrtre  nineteen  Subordinate  Granges  in  Washington,  with 
a  membership  of  about  500. 

The  State  is  large  in  area  and  sparsely  settled,  and  in  order  to 
push  tbe  work  through  the  State  will  require  great  energy  and 
pluck,  and  will  necessarily  be  attended  with  considerable  ex- 
pense, which  we  have  no  means  of  meeting  only  through  indi- 
vidual donation?. 

Our  work  so  far  has  been  confined  chiefly  to  the  river  counties 
West  of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  but  the  Executive  Committee 
is  figuring  now  to  push  the  work  into  Eastern  Washington, 
where  the  field  is  large.  Ai*d  had  we  the  means  necessary  to 
keep  the  Lecturer  in  the  field,  a  great  deal  of  good  might  be  ac- 
complished. 

We  are  connected  with  the  Patrons  of  Western  Oregon  in  the 
Lower  Columbia  Fire  Relief  Association,  which  is  conducted  on 
the  co-operative  or  mutual  plan,  and  works  very  satisfactorily, 
and  is  destined  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order. 

Our  Worthy  Lecturer,  James  Nevin,  is  in  the  field  and  has 
been  almost  continuously  since  our  organization,  giving  his  own 
time,  his  expenses  being  paid  by  individual  donation. 

Worthy  Master,  in  conclusion,  I  desire  in  behalf  of  the  Patrons 
of  Washington,  to  tender  our  earnest  and  heartfelt  thanks  to 
Bister  I.  L.  Hilleary  and  Brother  A.  T.  Dewey,  editor  of  the 
Rural  Press,  for  the  able  and  earnest  assistance  rendered  us  in 
the  organization  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Granges  to  enable  us 
to  form  a  State  organization. 

WISCONSIN. 

S.  C.  Oarb,  Master.  Three  Granges  have  been  organized 
since  my  last  report  to  this  body,  and  the  Secretary  of  our  State 
Grange  infoims  me  that  we  shall  show  a  small  increase  in  mem- 
bership at  our  next  State  Grange  meeting. 

Very  little  lecture  work  has  been  done  for  the  want  of  means 
and  workers. 

Our  State  Grange  Agency,  located  in  Milwaukee,  is  doing  a 
good  w oik.  Our  Farmers1  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies 
nearly  cover  tbe  farming  portion  of  our  State  and  are  increasing. 
Wisconsin  is  settled  by  people  from  almost  every  clime,  and 
many  of  our  foreigners  are  not  allowed  to  join  our  Order  on  ac- 
count ol  their  religious  creeds,  but  this  is  wearing  away  to  some 
extent.  While  we  are  not  increasing  like  some  other  States,  we 
are  doing  our  best  to  keep  in  the  Giange  column. 
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GEORGIA. 

T.  H.  Kimbrough,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Brothers  and 
Bisters :  Since  my  last  report,  Worthy  Master  Brigham  gave  us 
the  pleasure  of  introducing  him  to  many  of  our  people, .and  de- 
livered a  very  highly  appreciated  address  to  about  5,000  of  oar 
people  during  the  Chattahoochee  Valley  Exposition,  and  we 
hope  his  aidress  will  be  as  seed  sown  on  good  ground. 

After  this  he  addressed  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  Georgia 
Legislature  on  the  practical  workings  of  Experimental  Stations, 
and  from  that  time  the  outlook  of  the  Georgia  Experiment 
Station  has  greatly  improved,  and  now  we  have  a  new  farm 
under  control  of  eleven  practical  farmers  preparing  for  active 
work. 

No  numerical  strength  has  been  gained  by  our  Order  except 
in  my  own  county.  Here  we  have  gained  about  25  per  cent. 
In  many  places  we  have  lost  in  strength. 

The  boom  and  excitement  already  referred  to,  and  their  small 
initiation  fees,  have  prevented  the  numeiical  gains  that  we  had 
hoped. 

We  have  mutual  aid  societies  now  getting  under  good  head- 
way. We  have  a  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company,  with  By- 
Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  now  ready  for  adoption  at  our 
State  Grange  meeting,  soon  to  meet. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  treasury  will  be  better  in  pro- 
portion to  members  at  our  next  session  than  for  several  years. 

The  work  of  co  operation  in  my  own  section  has  been  very 
satisfactory ;  in  a  business  of  about  $30,000  we  have  saved 
about  $2,500. 

We  hope  such  legislation  will  be  had  at  this  session  as  will 
put  us  on  an  equal  footing  with  other  agricultural  orders. 

Before  concluding  this  report  I  again  desire  to  beg  of  you  to 
hold  your  next  annual  session  in  ours,  the  Empire  State  of  the 
South.

Resolved,  That  the  order  for  the  introduction  of  business  be 
closed  after  Tuesday  evening,  the  19th  instant,  and  that  the 
present  annual  session  of  the  Grange  be  finally  closed  on 
Wednesday  evening,  the  20th  instant.

Resolved,  That  no  member  shall  speak  longer  than  five 
minutes,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  without  per- 
mission. 

Under  the  head  of  unfinished  business,  the  following  reports 

of  State  Masters  were  presented  and  read  : 

COLORADO. 

Levi  Booth,  Master.  To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange  : 

During  the  past  year,  but  little  Grange  work  has  been  done  in 
our  State,  except  by  individual  Patrons  of  the  various  Subor- 
dinate Granges. 

Our  State  Deputy,  Bro.  R.  A.  Southworth,  has  visited  the 
southern  portion  of  the  State,  and  has  delivered  a  few  lectures 
which  have  resulted  in  the  organization  of  four  Granges  in  that 
section,  and  our  W  orthy  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  A.  Newcomb,  has 
organized  one  in  the  north,  making  five  Granges  that  have  been 
organized  during  the  past  year.  Our  membership  has  also  been 
somewhat  increased  in  the  already  organized  Granges,  so  you 
can  see  that  we  are  slowly,  yet  steadily  advancing. 

We  have  also  organized  Darden  Pomona  Grange  No.  1, 
which  now  has  quite  a  large  membership.  This  Pomona  Grange 
has  already  held  three  sessions  of  two  days  each.  One  at 
Ni  Wot,  one  at  Ralston,  and  one  at  Greeley.  These  sessions 
have  been  well  attended,  and  the  papers  there  read,  and  the  dis- 
cussions thereon  have  proved  very  instructive  to  all  those  attend- 
ing, and  I  am  confident  that  this  Grange  will  do  much  to 
awaken  the  farmers  of  the  northern  poition  of  our  State,  to  the 
necessity  of  permanent  organization,  such  as  can  only  be  ac- 
complished through  our  Order. 
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We  had  expected  much  from  our  Worthy  State  Lecturer,  R. 
M.  £d  wards,  who,  by  his  able  pen  and  instructive  lectures  ac- 
complished so  much  for  us  last  year,  but  unexpectedly  he  was 
called  to  leave  us,  and  we  have  suffered  very  much  from  the  loss 
of  his  services.  Notwithstanding,  so  little  has  been  done  in  the 
line  of  Grange  work  the  interest  in  the  Grange  cause  among  our 
farmers  is  daily  increasing,  and  to  day  we  need  a  good  organizer 
as  much  as  we  need  a  lecturer. 

We  hope  in  the  near  future  to  be  able  to  supply  ourselves  with 
both  lecturers  and  organizers,  and  if  we  are  successful,  our  State 
will  be  able  to  make  a  better  showing  at  the  next  session  of  this 
National  Grange. 

For  the  reason  that  our  numbers  are  few  we  have  not  been 
able  to  accomplish  much,  financially,  by  co  operation.  Tet  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  opportunities  offered  us  by  our  Brother 
Patrons  of  Pennsylvania  we  have  been  enabled  to  avoid  the 
arbitrary  exactions  of  the  Twine  Trust,  and  have  thus  saved 
many  dollars  for  our  Patrons. 

At  the  83ssion  of  our  State  Grange  held  two  years  ago,  resolu- 
tions were  passed,  instructing  our  Senators  and  our  Representa- 
tives in  Congress  to  exert  their  utmost  influence  in  securing  the 
passage  of  a  law,  providing  for  the  conservation  of  the  waste 
-waters  in  our  arid  States  and  Territories,  and  thus  provide  for 
the  reclamation  of  their  immense  bodies  of  now  worthless  lands. 
Stimulated  to  action  by  these  our  petitions,  Congress  passed  an 
act  appropriating  a  small  sum  to  the  Topographical  Survey,  pro- 
viding for  the  survey  and  location  of  sights  for  reservoirs  in  our 
mountains  and  on  the  highest  points  on  our  plains,  wherever 
siggs  and  depressions,  suitable  for  such  purposes  might  be 
found.  Some  parts  of  such  surveys  have  already  been  completed, 
and  Major  Powell  has  made  a  very  favorable  report  in  regard  to 
the  feasibility  of  the  project. 

At  the  last  session  ot  this  National  Grange,  a  resolution  was 
introduced  by  myself  upon  this  subject.  It  was  referred  to  the 
Agricultural  Committee,  reported  tavorably  upon,  and  then 
adopted  by  this  Grange.  This  resolution  together  with  others 
pissed  at  the  last  session,  were  presented  to  the  proper  Congres- 
sional Committees  by  our  Worthy  Master,  J.  H.  Brigham,  and 
also  by  our  Worthy  Secretary,  Bro.  John  Trimble,  and  as  the 
result  of  our  combined  work,  an  act  was  passed  by  our  last  Con- 
gress creating  a  committee,  authorizing  them  to  fully  examine 
into  the  feasibility  of  carrying  out  this  grand  water  conservation 
plan,  and  to  report  the  results  of  their  investigations. 

This  committee  laid  out  the  course  of  its  work  ;  advertised 
the  time  and  place  of  its  meetings,  and  invited  all  who  had  in- 
formation to  give,  to  attend  and  submit  their  testimony. 
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At  Denver,  a  committee  composed  of  one  member  t)f  the  State 
Orange,  one  of  Darden  Pomona  Grange  No.  1,  and  one  from 
the  Fanners'  Protective  Association  met  them,  and  their  views 
were  respectfully  heard  and  attentively  listened  to. 

But  Brother  and  Sister  Patrons,  you  know  how  it  is.  One 
smooth  tongued  law}  er,  with  a  half  a  dozen  ward  bummers  can  do 
more  nominating  by  acclamation  in  five  minutes,  than  twenty 

food  intelligent  farmers  can  do  by  their  quiet  ballots  in  a  day. 
ixpeit  engineers,  paid  lawyers  connected  with  rich  ditch 
corporations  were  there  also,  with  facts  and  figures  to  show  that 
all  the  waters  of  our  rivers  and  running  b' reams  had  already  been 
utilized  by  their  corporations,  and  that  if  all  waste  waters  were 
conserved  by  reservoirs,  their  ditches  could  carry  them  and  the 
lands  under  them  could  utilize  them  The  fact  is  that  the 
waters  at  present  taken  out  of  our  rivers  and  streams  in  times  of 
high  water  and  of  heavy  rains  are  but  as  a  drop  taken  from  an 
overflowing,  bucket. 

You  who  have  lived  upon  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  the 
Missouri  and  the  Arkansas,  and  have  suffered  from  their  almost 
yearly  floods,  know  full  well  the  "  truth  whereof  I  speak."  Yet, 
notwithstanding  all  these  false  representations  of  interested 
parties  1  believe  this  congressional  committee  is  composed  of  good 
intelligent  patriotic  men,  and  being  such  I  am  constrained  to 
think  that  they  will  submit  to  the  next  Congress  such  a  report  as 
will  lead  to  immediate  action  on  the  part  of  our  National 
Government,  in  this  matter  of  conserving  and  utilizing  our 
waste  waters,  thus  making  it  possible  to  bring  under  cultivation 
this  vast  extent  ot  desert  over  which  you  have  just  passed.  An 
area  of  country  which  exceeds  in  extent  all  of  the  Eastern  and 
Middle  States  put  together,  and  which  contains  a  soil,  than 
which  there  is  none  richer  on  the  face  of  the  earth  ;  where  we 
can  furnish  cheap  homes  for  the  workers  of  3  our  overflowing 
factories,  and  for  the  needy  but  honest  citizens  of  your  already 
too  crowded  cities. 

IOWA. 

J.  E.  Blackford,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  I  regret  that  I 
am  not  able  to  report  the  Grange  in  so  prosperous  a  condition  as 
1  could  wish,  but  am  glad  to  say  in  the  words  of  a  dying  States- 
man, uWe  still  live."  While  we  have  not  made  much  progress, 
we  are  pleated  to  know  we  have  not  retrograded. 

We  have  reorganized  several  Granges  during  the  past  year, 
(nine  I  think),  and  so  far  as  I  know  none  have  become  extinct. 

While  we  make  slow  progress  toward  the  goal  of  our  Grange 
hopes,  owing  to  causes  not  necessary  to  mention  here,  we  glory 
in  what  the  Grange  has  accomplished  in  the  past. 
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It  was  Iowa  Grangers  who  flr6t  cast  aside  the  galling  chains  of 
party,  elected  a  General  Assembly  in  sympathy  with  them  that 
enacted  the  celebrated  Granger  Laws,  regulating  railway  tariffs. 
All  know  the  history  of  this  conflict,  how  the  corporations  fought 
this  law,  step  by  step,  through  all  the  courts,  till  the  highest 
tribunal  in  the  Nation  announced  the  result,  that  the  farmers 
of  Iowa  were  correct.  That  the  State  had  the  right  to  regulate 
railroad  corporations ;  not  only  that  they  had  the  right,  but  that  in 
exercising  the  right  they  had  enacted  a  reasonable  law.  That 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  precedent  it  established 
is  worth  multiplied  millions  to  the  farmers  of  the  Nation. 

Forgetting  the  truism,  that  "  Eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
liberty,"  the  farmers  allowed  this  victory  to  slip  through  their 
hands,  and  again  became  the  victims  of  Railroad  extortion. 
The  Grange  sentiment  inculcated  in  this  first  conflict  was 
aroused,  and  those  of  us  who  participated  in  the  first  conflict 
were«proud  indeed  to  find  the  theory  of  the  Grange  as  taught  by 
thein  a  dozen  years  before,  made  part  of  the  platform  of  both 
political  parties  and  finally  enacted  into  a  law. 

Again  this  same  spirit  cropped  out  this  year^  when  Iowa  far- 
mers refused  to  be  made  the  football  of  political  tricksters,  and 
taught  them  a  lesson  they  will  not  soon  forget. 

While  the  Grange  was  in  the  zenith  of  its  power,  the  system  of 
Farmers*  Mutual  Insurance  Companies  was  inaugurated.  There 
is  now  more  than  one  hundred  such  companies  in  the  State,  and 
it  is  conceded  that  it  saves  annually  several  hundred  thousand 
dollars  to  the  farmers. 

The  lessons  of  co  operation  then  learned  are  also  having  their 
result  in  formation  of  many  associations  for  business  purposes, 
such  as  Co-operative  Creameries,  Improved  Stock  Associations 
and  Co-operative  Business  Associations  for  general  business  pur- 
poses. There  are  also  a  few  Co  operative  Grange  stores  still  do- 
ing business  Most  of  these  associations  are  unconnected  with 
any  farmers*  organization  claiming  to  be  State  or  National.  So 
far  I  am  informed  three  co-operative  associations  are  giving  very 
general  satisfaction. 

If  we  do  not  see  bright  prospects  for  the  future,  we  can  at 
least  look  back  with  pride  on  a  glorious  past  record. 

ILLINOIS. 

J.  M.  Thompson,  Master.  It  affords  me  pleasure  in  this  my 
second  annual  report,  to  be  able  to  say,  the  long  roll  has  been 
beaten,  and  its  echoes  have  spread  out  over  our  broad  prairies. 
Our  Patrons  have  taken  up  the  ••  route  step"  and  are  **  march- 
ing on  in  the  corn  State  of  Illinois."  During  the  last  year  we 
have  organized  14  new  Granges,  reorganized  31  old  Granges  and 
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3  Pomona  Granges.  We  have  an  increased  membership  of 
nearly  1900.  We  confidently  expect  5  more  Granges  before  our 
annual  meeting,  which  will  give  us  an  increase  of  over  2100 
members,  and  this  will  have  been  done  in  ten  months  work,  as 
we  called  off  from  active  labor  during  July  and  Augttst.  We 
have  spent  in  Lecture  and  Deputy  work  this  year,  $609.65  to  the 
first  of  the  present  month,  and  have  a  cash  balance  in  our  trea- 
sury of  $1527.04,  with  one  month's  receipts  to  be  added.  I  have 
spent  considerable  time  in  the  lecture  work,  and  been  in 
nearly  every  portion  of  the  State.  Our  Lecturer  and  many  of 
my  Deputies  have  been  active  and  rendered  me  important  assist- 
ance. We  have  made  business  arrangements  in  Chicago  and 
St.  Louis  for  buying  all  kinds  of  goods  required  on  the  farm. 
We  also  have  arrangements  with  Geo.  Woodley  &  Co.,  of  Chi- 
cago, lumber  merchants.  In  this  deal  we  get  our  lumber  just  as 
it  comes  from  the  vessel,  and  consequently  get  a  much  better 
quality,  saving  from  5  to  15  per  cent,  in  cash  value,  and  from  10 
to  20  in  the  quality  of  lumber  by  the  car  load.  Mr.  Woodley  is 
the  only  lumberman  in  Chicago  who  is  not  in  the  combine. 
Our  business  arrangements  have  given  general  satisfaction  to 
our  Patrons.  This  year  we  arrayed  ourselves  solidly  with  those 
fighting  the  twine  combine.  We  bought  the  hemp  twine  at  10 
and  12j  cents  per  pound  on  cars,  and  in  this  way  saved  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  our  State.  To  assist  in  this  work,  and  make 
a  bolder  front,  our  Executive  Committee  offered  $10,(HH)  for  a 
straw  binder.  On  this  subject  we  received  letters  from  Scotland, 
Canada,  New  Mexico  and  every  State  and  Territory  in  the 
Union,  accompanied  by  drawings  or  models.  These  models  and 
drawings  were  carefully  examined  by  our  Committee,  and  the 
amount  offered  to  an  Illinois  man  who  had  been  at  work  fifteen 
years  on  that  princip'e.  He  would  not  accept  the  amount  under 
our  advertised  conditions,  as  he  had  already  been  offered  $100,- 
000  for  his  patent.  I  have  seen  this  machine  bind  three  bundles 
and  believe  it  to  be  a  perfect  machine.  I  am  informed  that  this 
binder  will  be  on  the  market  next  year.  So  much  for  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  farmers  organizations  of  the  whole  country, 
North,  South,  East  and  West.  On  this  machine  alone  we  will 
save  annually  millions  of  money  to  agriculture.  We  are  con- 
ducting our  Grange  matters  in  Illinois  on  business  principles, 
and  can  see  a  decided  change  of  sentiment  among  farmers  in  fa- 
vor of  the  Grange.  Our  meetings  have  been  better  attended 
than  heretofore,  the  average  meeting  being  about  600,  and  as 
high  as  6000  people  have  assembled  to  hear  what  the  PatronB 
had  to  8 ay.  From  the  present  indications,  with  the  same  energy 
put  forth,  you  may  look  to  see  a  gain  next  year  in  the  Prairie 
State  of  one  hundred  Granges. 
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MICHIGAN. 

Thos.  Mabs,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  National  Grange :  Pursuant  to  the  requirement  of  thiB 
body,  permit  me  to  submit  this  my  second  report  of  the  condi- 
tion of  our  Order  in  Michigan.  We  hare  made  Borne  progress 
during  the  year  in  the  way  of  new  and  reinstated  Subordinate 
organizations ;  our  membership  has  increased  ;  the  influence  of 
the  Order  is  extending  tn  many  directions.  We  have  almost  en- 
tirely abandoned  the  old  idea  that  we  must  grapple  with  every 
species  of  business,  and  control  the  entire  trade  of  the  commu- 
nity. We  believe  that  our  Order  will  be  better  subserved  by 
strictly  attending  to  the  Blucational  and  Social  features  as  laid 
down  by  the  founders  of  the  organization.  Our  Pomona  Oran- 
ges are  strong  mediums  in  sustaining  and  building  np  our  Sub- 
ordinate organizations,  and  great  helpers  in  giving  our  Order 
tone  and  respect  in  every  county  where  organized;  without  them 
we  could  not  prosper.  Our  lecture  field  has  been  sadly  neglected 
the* past  year,  the  work  has  almost  entirely  been  confined  to  the 
Lecturer  and  Master.  We  have  promoted  our  best  talker  to  the 
position  of  Governor,  and  we  fondly  hope  and  expect  to  send 
him  to  the  National  Councils  in  the  near  future.  Another  old 
tried  and  true  brother  has  almost  entirely  left  our  field,  but  we 
have  the  consolation  to  know  that  he  is  doing  good  service  in 
the  Executive  Department  of  our  National  organization.  We 
must  submit  to  this  loss,  and  hope  on,  trusting  ere  long  to  find 
those  that  will  fill  their  places. 

MISSOURI. 

Ava  E.  Page,  Master.  We  have  reorganized  forty-six  Gran- 
ges in  our  State  during  the  last  year,  and  have  added  thirteen 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  members.  The  "  Agricultural  Wheel/* 
"Farmers'  Alliance,"  "Patrons  of  Industry,"  "Farmers'  Mu- 
tual Benefit  Association,"  and  other  kindred  farmers'  organiza- 
tions are  all  in  the  field  and  some  of  them  doing  a  good  work. 

We  most  emphatically  favor  the  appointment  of  a  Committee 
from  the  National  Grange  to  meet  with  the  "Farmers1  and  La- 
bor Union  "  at  St.  Louis,  during  the  second  week  in  December, 
and  cordially  invi.e  the  farmers  there  assembled  to  return  to  the 
paternal  roof. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

W.  R.  Williams,  Mwter.  Worthy  Master :  It  is  painful  to 
acknowledge  that  the  Grange  is  at  a  low  ebb  in  North  Carolina. 
Last  year  it  was  booming.  We  were  leading.  A  great  movement 
cilled  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  has  about  ruined  the  Grange.  They 
say  they  have  the  earn 9  ends  in  view,  with  better  trade  arrange- 
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ments  Oaken  from  the  Orange),  cheaper  and  less  autocratic. 
They  claim  to  be  only  the  child  of  the  Grange,  and  whilst  pro- 
fessing not  to  do  anything  to  antagonize  the  Grange,  they  are 
absorbing  it. 

Duting  the  Summer  I  left  home  and  stayed  in  the  field  travel- 
ing over  1.200  miles,  and  I  think  at  least  400  miles  by  private 
conveyance.  Wherever  I  found  a  Grange  that  was  not  entirely 
dead,  new  life  was  instilled,  and  left  run  another  season, 
and  I  hope  I  will  not  be  considered  presumptive  by  saying  that 
had  the  requisite  majority  of  States  composing  the  National 
Grange  reduced  the  fees,  and  otherwise  allowed  the  Subordi- 
nate Granges  to  have  regulated  and  democratically  controlled 
their  pecuniary  affaiis  (after  paying  the  dues  to  the  National 
Grange)  there  would  never  have  been  any  alliance.  This  is  the 
identical  language  of  their  first  president  in  North  Carolina  and 
the  second  Master  of  the  State  Grange. 

I  saw,  and  at  the  first  meeting  I  ever  attended,  in  1882,  urged 
refoim  and  tried  to  pointjout  the  danger. 

There  is  no  disguising  the  truth,  we  are  now  making  a  very 
poor  exhibit  in  numbers  compared  to  other  farmers'  organiza- 
tions. We  could  have  been  the  first  as  we  are  the  oldest,  most 
thoroughly  National.  Our  basic  principles  have  furnished  all 
other  formers'  and  laborers'  organizations  a  model ;  principles 
which,  like  the  Rock  of  Ages  will  endure  forever.  But  there 
are  some  men  who  conscientiously  believe  they  are  bom  rulers ; 
that  there  is  no  advantage  in  reform,  nor  any  benefit  in  progres- 
siveness. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  aid,  and  I 
firmly  lelieve  had  it  not  been  for  their  small  assistance,  we 
would  not  have  been  here  to-day.  I  am  still  hopeful,  but  there 
are  heavy  odds  against  us.  The  National  Grange  is  yet  power- 
ful. There  are  wise  men  among  its  members.  The  world's 
history  teaches  that  the  best  causes  and  the  pioudest  schemes 
for  human  benefit,  and  general  happiness,  have  ever  been  con- 
fronted by  emergencies  and  episodes  that  might  have  been 
averted. 

In  my  humble  opinion  that  emergency  is  now,  as  to  the  best 
of  all  farmers'  organizations,  rapidly  approaching.  Then  it 
behooves  this  National  Grange  to  be  on  the  aleit,  and  to  do 
something  to  benefit  the  Order  rather  than  to  have  a  good  time, 
and  the  displaying  of  red  tape,  and  "  swinging  around  the 
circle.*' 

OHIO. 

S.  E.  Ellis,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  In  making  this  an- 
nual report  to  the  National  Grange,  of  the  condition  of  the  Order 
in  Ohio,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  a  fine  improvement 
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during  the  year.  We  started  the  year  with  the  determination  to 
add  at  least  15  per  cent  to  oar  membership  list.  This  I  believe 
has  more  than  been  accomplished.  We  have  organized  6evea 
new  Granges,  reorganized  several  times  that  number  of  Dor- 
mant Granges,  and  some  Granges  have  increased  their  member- 
ship very  materially,  and  the  Order  is  exercising  a  healthy  in- 
fluence over  the  legislation  of  the  State.  The  Grange  in  Ohio  is 
sot  accomplishing  one  tithe  of  the  good  it  might  accomplish, 
and  ought  to  accomplish,  but  it  is  brightening  many  a  home  with 
its  fraternal  influence.  We  are  looking  forward  to  next  year's 
work  with  well  grounded  hope  of  still  larger  increase  of  our 
membership  and  influence. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

L.  Rhone,  Master.  Worthy  Master :  I  hare  the  honor  of 
herewith  submitting  the  report  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
for  1889. 

There  were  admitted  by  initiations  during  the  December  quar- 
ter, 1888,  366;  during  March  quarter,  1889,  006;  during  June 
quarter,  1889,  608 ;  during  September  quarter,  1889,  470. 

We  have  organized  during  the  State  Grange  fiscal  year,  thirty 
new  Granges,  with  an  aggregate  charter  membership  of  736,  and 
reorganized  nine  Dormant  Granges,  with  an  aggregate  member- 
ship of  169,  making  the  total  increase  for  the  fiscal  year,  2852. 

We  have  organized  two  County  or  Pomona  Granges  and  re- 
organized one,  Blair  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  37,  with  a 
charter  list  of  thirty  members.  Westmoreland  County  Pomona 
Grange,  No.  38,  with  a  charter  list  of  120  members.  Tioga 
County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  30,  with  a  charter  list  of  thirty 
members.  Quarterly  reports  and  payment  of  fees  and  dues 
have  been  more  prompt  than  heretofore,  and  our  income  from 
this  source  will  show  an  increase  of  $300  above  that  of  1888,  and 
$900  above  that  of  1887,  and  $2,000  above  that  of  1886. 

We  have  paid  to  the  National  Grange,  during  the  State  Grange 
fiscal  year,  tor  new  charters,  $450 ;  for  Sixth  Degree  certificates, 
$64.50  ;  dues  to  the  National  Grange,  $632.95,  making  the  total 
amount  paid  to  the  National  Grange  during  the  year,  $1147.45, 

It  is  with  more  than  ordinary  gratification  that  I  state  that  the 
interest  in  Grange  work  is  steadily  on  the  increase.  Our  farm- 
ers are  becoming  convinced  that  organization  is  a  necessity  for 
their  own  protection  and  turn  to  the  Grange  as  the  only  perma- 
nent association  of  agriculturists.  Our  membership  has  steadily 
increased  during  the  year  just  closed  and  the  outlook  for  the 
future  is  brighter  than  at  any  former  period  in  our  hiBtory. 
Lecturers  and  Deputies  have  been  constantly  in  the  field  instruct- 
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tag  the  people  and  disciplining  the  Grange.  This  work  has  at- 
tained a  perfection  most  gratifying,  and  now  the  Granges  can  be 
relied  upon  to  act  promptly  and  decisively  whenever  occasion 
demands. 

The  practical  advantage  of  this  can  hardly  be  correctly  esti- 
mated, particularly  when  it  is  necessary  to  call  upon  our  mem- 
bers for  aid  in  defeating  hurtful  legislation.  / 

Our  State  Grange  was  again  successful  in  defeating  the  attempt 
to  repeal  the  State  Oleomargarine  Law.  The  enemies  of  this 
law  made  a  most  determined  effort  to  have  it  wiped  from  the 
statute  books  of  the  State,  but  the  Granges  were  firm,  harmon- 
ious and  unanimous  in  their  opposition  to  the  backward  move- 
ment, and  as  a  consequence,  our  excellent  ole  > margarine  law  is 
still  in  force,  and  is  vigorously  enforced. 

The  bill  presented  to  the  last  Legislature  by  the  State  Grange, 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  dressed  meats  into  our  State,  re- 
quiring all  cattle  to  be  shipped  alive  and  subject  to  county  inspec- 
tions before  being  slaughtered,  failed  to  become  a  law.  This  was 
due  to  several  causes,  not  the  least  of  which  was  the  expendi- 
ture of  fully  $60,000  to  defeat  the  bill.  But  we  are  not  going  to 
give  up  the  fight.  Our  forces  are  now  thoroughly  organized  aod 
we  have  profited  by  the  experience  of  otner  States  whose  laws 
on  this  subject  have  been  held  to  be  unconstitutional.  We  will 
come  before  our  next  Legislature  with  a  carefully  prepared 
measure  and  insist  upon  its  enactment  into  a  law. 

Our  efforts  to  secure  the  passage  of  a  more  just  and  equitable 
tax  law  have  not  been  crowned  with  full  success,  but  we  have 
made  encouraging  progress,  and  feel  very  sanguine  that  the 
next  session  of  our  State  Legislature  will  do  us  justice. 

Our  co-operative  business  system  has  been  of  untold  benefit  to 
our  people,  and  an  important  factor  in  maintaining  the  Order  in 
the  State.  It  is  indeed  doubtful  whether  the  Order  could  be 
maintained  without  it.  It  is  certainly  the  best  co-operative 
business  system  known  to  any  society  in  the  world  Through 
it  every  individual  Patron,  the  moment  he  becomes  a  member, 
can  receive  its  benefits  without  the  investment  of  a  dollar,  or 
even  without  being  dependent  upon  any  other  member.  80 
liberal  is  this  svstem  that  any  Patron  in  the  world  is  entitled  to 
its  benefits  Within  the  last  year  we  have  made  contracts  with 
some  of  the  largest  manufacturers  in  the  United  States.  Farm 
implements  and  machinery  can  be  bought  at  a  discount  of  25  to 
40  per  cent,  from  retail  prices. 

Early  last  season,  when  the  farmers  throughout  the  entire 
country  seemed  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  the  Binder  Twine  Com- 
bination, and  no  source  of  relief  was  apparent,  the  State  Grange 
sought  out  and  made  arrangements  with  a    manufacturer  for 
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binder  twine  for  Patrons  at  fully  six  cents  below  the  combination 
price,  thus  breaking  the  combination  and  relieving  the  farmers. 
This  single  instance  shows  most  conclusively  that  our  trade  ar- 
rangements make  it  possible  for  us  to  successfully  resist  the  at- 
tempts of  combines  to  rob  us 

Our  Grange  inspection  service  is  working  well.  We  were  late 
in  inaugurating  it  and  thus  lost  the  last  winter  season,  the  best 
part  of  the  year  for  this  work.  But  enough  has  been  accom- 
plished to  convince  us  that  this  can  be  made  a  valuable  help  to 
our  organization  in  the  hands  of  intelligent  and  zealous  Deputies. 

Our  insurance  companies  are  doing  well,  and  where  they  are 
confined  exclusively  to  members  of  the  Order,  have  been  a  great 
help  in  Grange  work. 

Perhaps  in  no  State  it%the  Union  has  the  Order  been  so  strict- 
ly confined  in  its  membership  to  farmers ;  in  fact,  farmers  have 
dominated  its  every  action,  and  stood  up  for  the  Grange  pure  and 
simple.  Farmers  have  filled  nearly  all  of  its  principal  offices,  and 
dictated  its  political,  legislative  and  commercial  policy. 

The  Order  in  Pennsylvania  has  not  allowed  itself  to  be  loaded 
down  with  colleges,  experiment  stations.  Boards  of  Agriculture, 
temperance  societies  and  kindred  institutions,  not  that  we  are 
unfriendly  to  them,  but  we  did  not  need  them  to  make  our  Order 
a  success.  We  have  stood  up  for  ourselves,  helped  ourselves, 
succeed  ourselves,  and  propose  to  maintain  ourselves.  We  may 
fail  in  the  last  ditch,  but  never  surrender  or  haul  down  the 
Grange  banner  or  make  it  secondary  to  any  other. 

The  great  National  meeting  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  at 
Williams'  Grove,  is  valuable  help  to  our  Order.  The  influence 
exerted  by  this  national  gathering  of  the  brotherhood  is  not  con- 
fined to  Pennsylvania  alone,  but  is  felt  throughout  our  wide  ex- 
panse of  country.  This  meeting  was  originated  by  the  Patrons 
of  Husbandry,  is  maintained  by  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  and 
is  designed  to  help  on  the  work  of  the  Order.  Most  nobly  has 
it  fulfilled  its  mission  Here  are  assembled  the  representative 
men  and  women  of  the  Grange.  All  questions  of  public  polity 
are  discussed  from  the  Grange  standpoint  and  here  thousands, 
who  have  since  become  valiant  recruits  in  our  ranks,  first  heard 
of  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  Grange. 

It  is  therefore  most  gratifying  to  note  that  the  meeting  this 
year  was  much  larger  than  any  of  the  preceding:  ones.  Popular 
feeling  throughout  the  country  is  with  thisafs°mblage,  and  its 
work  is  spoken  of  in  terms  of  highest  praise  by  the  many 
eminent  statesmen  and  scholars  who  annually  visit  this  Patrons' 
gathering.  As  a  factor  in  the  great  work  of  educating  the 
agricultural  people  this  meeting  is  most  potent  and  stands  with- 
out a  rival. 
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The  Patrons'  meeting  at  Fcrt  Woods,  Centre  county,  has  also 
been  remarkably  successful  in  the  Fame  line  of  work.  These 
two  agencies  have  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  Grange 
work  in  our  State,  and  Patrons  should  do  all  in  their  power  to 
secure  their  continued  prosperity. 

In  addition  to  these  meetings  nearly  every  county  now  holds 
its  annual  county  picnic,  which  has  become  the  recognized 
annual  festival  of  the  year. 

We  acknowledge  our  obligation  for  valuable  assistance  from 
the  National  Lecturer,  Bro.  Whitehead,  and  a  great  many 
others  directly  employed  by  the  State  Grange  at  such  seasons 
of  the  year  when  best  suited  to  our  people.

Under  the  call  for  reports  from  Masters  of  State  Granges,  the 
following  were  offered  and  read  : 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

J.  G.  Peckham,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  National  Grange  :  The  Order  of  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry in  Rhode  Island  has  made  satisfactory  progress  during 
the  year  just  past.  We  have  lost  no  members  either  by  dor- 
mancy or  expulsion.  There  has  been  nearly  25  per  cent,  of  new 
Granges  organized  with.a  total  increase  of  membership  of  some 
50  per  cent. 

The  Order  in  this  State  is  composed  of  farmers,  and  the 
policy  pursued  is  dominated  in  the  interest  of  agriculture. 

One  large  and  strong  Pomona  Grange  has  been  organized 
during  the  year.  We  find  that  this  is  emphatically  the  Grange 
for  promoting  the  social  and  educational  work  of  the  Order. 

The  Experiment  Station,  which  was  in  no  small  degree  the 
work  of  the  Grange,  is  fairly  under  way.  A  corps  of  Professors 
is  on  the  ground,  and  some  useful  field  experiments  have  been 
performed  the  past  season. 

At  a  field  meeting  held  in  August,  the  Master  of  the  National 
Grange  was  present  and  addressed  a  large  number  of  Patrons 
and  others.    The  address  was  both  instructive  and  entertaining, 
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and  it  is  believed  that  good  was  done.  The  attendance  was  not 
so  large  as  was  expected  owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather. 

There  is  cot  that  interest  in  the  unwritten  work  that  is  neces- 
sary for  the  greatest  success,  but  a  rigid  inspection  service  has 
been  instituted  which  it  is  thought  will  correct  this  defect. 
Want  of  interest  in  and  neglect  of  the  ritualistic  work  are  be- 
lieved to  be  elements  of  decay,  and  the  first  seeds  of  dormancy. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Grange  has  adopted 
trade  arrangements  on  the  card  plan,  which  has  proved  satis- 
factory only  to  a  limited  extent. 

It  is  believed,  however,  that  if  the  members  would  more 
generally  unite  upon  this  plan  of  buying,  better  results 
would  be  obtained. 

Early  in  the  present  year  an  enterprising  young  man  started 
a  Grange  organ  called  the  Orange  Visitor.  We  are  confident 
that  this  publication,  if  properly  patronized,  will  be  a  source  of 
strength  to  the  Grange  and  of  pecuniary  benefit  to  its  publisher. 

The  members  of  the  Order  in  our  8tate  are  demanding  that 
the  legislative  Granges,  and  especially  that  this  National  or- 
ganization, should  outline  and  earnestly  recommend  some  more 
definite  policy  to  be  pursued  by  the  Subordinate  Granges,  nota- 
bly in  reference  to  our  material  prosperity  and  the  use  of  the 
ballot  whete  there  is  community  of  interest  and  where  it  is 
practicable  Preambles,  resolutions  and  speculative  reasoning 
are  not  first  class  antidotes  for  poverty,  nor  is  extreme  poverty 
very  conducive  to  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body. 

The  social,  educational  and  moral  principles  taught  by  the 
Grange  are  indispensable,  but  it  is  believed  by  our  people  that 
more  attention  should  be  paid  to  our  financial  condition. 

It  is  also  believed  that  Grange  law,  as  generally  construed,  is 
too  restrictive  in  regard  to  discussion  in  the  use  of  the  ballot. 

Radical  partisan  discussions  should  be  avoided,  but  a  judicious 
consideration  of  matters  pertaining  to  primary  political  meetings, 
and  general  legislation,  could  be  considered  in  Subordinate 
Granges  without  injury  to  such  Granges  or  the  Order  generally. 

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

C.  H.  Knott,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the 
Natioral  Giange  :  Mine  is  a  mineral  State,  and  we  labor  under 
sectional  disadvantages,  yet,  we  have  increased  our  member- 
ship in  the  last  year,  and  believe  all  that  is  necessary  to  further 
increase  same,  is  to  appoint  energetic  and  active  local  deputies, 
and  we  believe  further  if  there  is  a  small  donation  made  by  the 
National  Grange,  it  will  be  amply  repaid  by  the  increase  of  our 
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membership.  We  have  twenty-four  active  working  Subordinate 
Granges,  and  letters  received  from  officers  of  same  speak  en- 
couragingly. 

Report  of  Worthy  Chaplain.

Our  purposes  could  not  have  been 
achieved  without  her  aid.  If  I  read  history  aright,  we  are  due 
(Miss  Ball,  a  niece  of  O.  B.  Kelleyj  a  debt  of  gratitude,  that  we 
*ill  never  be  able  to  pay.  The  cardinal  virtues  01  our  Order  are 
Faith,  Bope,  Charity  and  Fidelity  ;  Faith  in  God,  Bope  in  Im- 
mortality, and  Charity  for  all,  and  Fidelity  to  principle  under  all 
circumstances.  Our  Order  has  been  instrumental  in  healing 
many  wounds,  and  binding  up  the  broken  hearted.  It  is  co  ad- 
justed in  its  operations,  that  to  labor  for  it  is  but  casting  bread 
upon  the  waters.

Every  community 
is  made  wiser  and  better  by  having  a  working  Grange.  There 
is  plenty  in  it  to  put  every  farmer  and  his  family  to  woik,  and 
*ould  do  so  if  some  plan  could  be  adopted  to  invest  them  with 
a  correct  understanding  of  its  principles  and  purposes. 

Brothers  and  Sisters,  a  full  discharge  of  the  duties  resting  upon 
us,  *i]]  cause  no  regrets  when  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  lay 
down  our  implements  on  earth  to  tiy  the  realities  of  the  great 
beyond.

Adopted. 

The  following,  offered  by  Bro.  T.  H.  Kimbrough,  was  adop- 
ted :

this  Session. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale  offered  a  resolution  in  reference  to  Agricultu- 
ral Colleges,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture. 

Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  follows  : 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  National  Grange : 

The  Constitution  of  our  Order  provides  for  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  three  members,  to  which  is  added  the  Master  of  the 
National  Grange  as  ex- officio  member. 

Section  1,  of  Article  VIII,  of  the  By-Laws,  defines  the  duties 
of  the  Committee  as  follows  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  exercise 
a  general  supervision  of  the  afftirs  of  the  Order  during  the  re- 
cess of  the  National  Grange.  They  shall  have  authority  to  act 
on  all  matters  of  interest  to  the  Order  when  the  National  Grange 
is  not  in  session  ;  shall  provide  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order  in 
business  matters  ;  and  no  disbursements,  not  excepting  salaries, 
shall  be  made  except  by  the  order  of  the  Committee  ;  and  shall 
report  their  acts  in  detail  to  the  National  Grange  on  the  first  day 
of  its  annual  meeting." 

The  duties  devolving  upon  this  Executive  Board,  during  the 
recess  of  the  National  Grange,  can,  in  some  degree,  be  compre- 
hended when  we  consider  that  our  Organization  is  National  in 
its  work,  in  its  influence  and  in  its  real  existence. 

It  has  living  working  organizations  in  every  State  in  the 
Union.  It  has  thirty-five  State  Granges,  whose  representatives 
are  entitled  to  seats  in  this  body ;  and  County  and  Subordinate 
Granges  exist  in  almost  every  agricultural  district  in  our  vast 
domain.  The  purposes  of  our  organization  so  clearly  defined  in 
its  declaration  of  purposes,   may  be  briefly  summarized  as  fol- 
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lows  :  To  organize  the  agriculturists  of  this  country  into  one  great 
Fraternal  Brotherhood,  having  one  common  aim  and  object, 
viz:  to  protect  and  foster  our  agricultural  interests,  and  to  edu- 
cate and  elevate  the  American  farmer.  Hence  H  becomes  the 
duty  of  the  National  Grange  in  these  annual  meetings,  to  com- 
pare views,  harmonize  conflicting  interests,  originate  methods, 
systematize  work,  and  recommend  a  line  of  action  for  the  State, 
County  and  Subordinate  Granges.  The  work  of  this  body 
should,  therefore,  be  characterized  by  wisdom  and  harmony,  and 
its  influence  for  good  be  made  to  permeate  our  whole  Order  and 
be  felt  in  every  rural  home.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  obey,  as  Jar  as  possible,  the  instructions  of  the 
National  Grange,  enforce  all  orders,  and  provide  for  emergen- 
cies which  may  arise. 

Realizing  the  fact  that  agriculture,  which  is  the  basis  of  all  Na- 
tional and  individual  prosperity,  demands  legislation  for  its  pro- 
tection and  encouragement,  the  last  National  Grange  adopted  the 
following  resolution : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  be  in- 
structed to  lay  before  Congress  such  matters  of  legislation  as 
have  been  acted  upon  at  this  session,  and  also  by  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Executive  Committee,  such  other  matters  as  the  Pa- 
trons of  the  country  are  fairly  united  upon." 

The  Executive  Committee  were  also  instructed  to  appoint  a 
Committee  to  represent  the  National  Grange  before  Congress, 
"  to  look  after  all  legislation  affecting  the  agricultural  interests. " 

Acting  under  these  instructions,  Brother  J.  H.  Brigham,  Mas- 
ter of  the  National  Grange,  visited  Washington,  and,  as  far  as 
circumstances  would  permit,  carried  out  the  recommendations. 
But  it  was  evident  to  him,  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  bills 
upon  the  calendar  of  the  expiring  Fiftieth  Congress,  that  but 
little  could  be  done  with  new  measures ;  and  as  the  bill  to  u  Ele- 
vate the  Agricultural  Department  by  creating  a  Secretary  of  Ag- 
riculture,'1 which  was  first  recommended  by  the  National 
Grange,  and  for  the  passage  of  which  not  only  our  National 
Grange,  but  our  whole  Order  have  worked,  prayed  and  petitioned 
for  many  years,  was  among  the  number  likely  to  be  acted  upon, 
he  gave  special  attention  to  that  measure,  and  not  until  he  was 
satisfied  that  the  bill  was  reasonably  safe  did  he  leave  that  post 
of  duty. 

He  left  the  work  in  the  hands  of  Brother  John  Trimble,  Sec- 
retary of  the  National  Grange,  with  instructions  to  keep  him 
and  the  Committee  posted  on  all  action  taken  upon  that  and  all 
other  measures  affecting  the  interests  of  Agriculture ;  and  should 
an  emergency  arise,  to  summons  aid.     It  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
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to  state  that  the  bill  passed  before  the  adjournment  of  Congress, 
and  every  Patron's  heart  was  made  glad. 

LECTURE  AND   EDITORIAL  WOBK. 

$1,000  was  appropriated  for  Lecture  and  Editorial  work.  Of 
that  amount  the  Committee  set  apart  a  sum  not  exceeding  $600 
lor  editorial  work,  priming,  postage,  etc.;  and  the  Lecturer  of 
the  National  Grange  was  instiucted  to  write  semi  monthly  edi- 
torials for  the  Grange  press,  but  to  discontinue  tending  printed 
slips  of  the  same  to  State  Masters,  as  they  would  receive  tbem 
through  the  prees.  There  has  been  expended  for  lecture 
woik  since  our  last  meeting,  $316.60,  and  for  editorial  work, 
etc..  $588.25,  leaving  a  balance  of  the  appropriation  unexpended 
of  $95.59. 

The  *4  Combined  Degrees,1'  "  Private  Instructions,"  and 
Seventh  Edition  of  the  Manual  have  been  revised  and  published 
as  directed. 

The  instruction  &  given  to  the  Committee  relating  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  Order  in  certain  States  was  duly  considered,  and 
impoitant  information  collected ;  but  in  the  judgment  of  tbe 
Committee,  the  action  recommended  was  wholly  impracticable, 
as  the  object  sought  could  not  be  accomplished  with  the  means 
provided. 

The  attention  of  the  last  National  Grange  was  called  to  the 
practice  of  "Foreign  Cotton  Exchanges,"  in  taking  excessive 
tare  on  baled  cotton,  which  the  following  correspondence  will 
explain :

Messb8  :—  At  the  recent  session  of  the  National  Grange  ofthe 
Pations  of  Husbandry  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  adopted: 

41  Whereas,  The  customary  tare  on  cotton  baled  for  market 
is  .06  per  cent,  in  foieign  maikets,  while  the  actual  tare  is  only 
.0?£  to  4  per  cent.,  a  clear  loss  to  cotton  planters  of  ten  pounds 
of  cotton  per  bale,  equivalent  to 6, 000, 0C0  pounds;  be  it 

**  Besolvfd,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National 
Grange  be  instructed  to  confer  with  Cotton  Exchanges  of  For- 
eign Markets,  and  secure  a  reduction  of  tare  on  cotton. 

"  Second.  That  the  result  of  this  con  fererce  be  communicated 
to  Masters  of  State  Granges  of  cotton  growing  States." 

The  above  fully  explains  itself  and  the  object  of  this  commu- 
nication. 

Tbe  cotton  crop  of  1888  in  this  country  amounted  to  8,250,- 
000,000  pounds,  and  a  loss  of  2  per  cent,  in  tare  is  not  a  small

item,  and    causes   universal   dissatisfaction  among  oar  cotton 
planters. 

We  are  confi  lent  that  a  change  of  the  rule  and  practice  of  your 
exchanges  so  as  to  take  only  actual  tare,  will  not  only  remove 
the  cause  of  complaint,  but  have  a  tendency  to  iaapire  the  trade 
with  renewed  confidence  and  vigor,  and  insure  for  it  a  more 
hopeful  future.  We  ask  you  to  give  this  subject  due  considera- 
tion and  report  your  conclusions  to  this  Committee  as  soon  as 
practicable.

Your  letter  has  received  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Di- 
rectors of  this  Association,  who  desire  me  to  say,  that  the  6  per 
cent,  allowance  you  allude  to  covers  not  only  canvas  but  also 
iron  bands,  and  that  frequently  the  allowance  of  6  per  cent,  is 
found  insufficient.  The  Directors  venture  to  think  that  there 
has  been  some  misapprehension  on  the  part  of  your  Committee 
with  respect  to  the  'iron  bands.11

Dear  Sir  :  We  duly  received  your  valuable  favor  of  the  6th 
intt.,  and  have  given  contents  our  full  attention. 

In  reply  we  would  beg  to  say,  that  whilst  admitting  that  the 
tare  of  6  per  cent,  is  a  full  one,  we  do  not  agree  with  you  that 
the  planters  sustain  any  loss  by  allowing  same  to  their  buyers. 
In  our  opinion  it  is  a  mere  matter  of  calculation,  and  the  buyer 
who  gets  used  to  6  per  cent,  tare,  will  pay  so  much  less  for  his 
cotton,  if  only  4  per  cent,  is  allowed  him. 

We  would  on  that  accouat  not  advocate  a  reduction,  and  be 
content  to  leave  things  as  they  are.    On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
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trade  in  general  desired  a  change,  we  would  certainly  not  oppose 
it,  as  "de  facto  "  it  would  make  no  difference.

To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Orange,  P.  of  E. 

Hon.  J.  J.  Woodman,  Secretary,  Paw  Paw,  Mich.:  In  answer 
to  your  esteemed  letter  of  the  6th,  I  have  to  say  that  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Bremen  Cotton  Exchange  have  entirely  agreed 
with  your  decision  to  strive  for  the  introduction  of  the  reckon- 
ing of  the  actual  tare  in  American  cotton,  and  it  is  only  to  be 
hoped  that  this  view  might  be  supported  generally. 

A  further  and  much  stronger  reason  for  the  introduction  of 
the  "  actual  tare,1'  is  the  supposition  (or  assumption)  that  finally 
by  that  means  a  better  and  stronger  covering  would  be  secured 
which  completely  covers  the  bale,  and  such  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  cotton  against  exposure,  and  for 
the  diminution  of  danger  by  fire. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  concerns  a  reduction  of  the  discount  of 
the  gross  weight  from  the  present  6  per  cent,  to  about  4  per  cent 
the  Committee  believe  the  intended  change  and  retaining  the 
present  packing  is  not  to  be  recommended,  since  the  reduction 
of  2  per  cent,  would  simply  be  balanced  again  through  some 
other  computation. 

Nevertheless,  should  the  new  covering  which  is  made  of  cot- 
ton itself  and  is  about  2  per  cent  lighter  than  the  old  packing, 
succeed  in  being  introduced  there,  it  would  be  advisable— so  long 
as  the  present  tare  is  not  fully  used—to  make  a  reduction  to  4 
per  cent,  for  such  packing,  instead  of  the  old  6  per  cent,  deduc- 
tion, and  as  soon  as  a  report  of  the  accomplishment  of  tbe  above 
undertaking  is  received,  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Bremen  Cotton  Exchange  will  communicate  the  same 
to  the  assembly  for  consideration

Hon.  Hiram  Hawkins,  Master  of  Alabama  State  Grange, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  a  very  important  omis- 
sion in  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  National  Grange,  and  con- 
sequently in  the  communication  to  the  Cotton  Exchange  of 
Liverpool,  and  advised  further  correspondence,  which  resulted 
as  follows :

Hon.  John  Roseburghy  President  of  Liverpool  Cotton  Association, 
Limited  : 

Dear  8ir  :  Your '  esteemed  favor  of  May  21st,  was  duly  re- 
ceived and  submitted  to  prominent  men  who  are  largely  identi- 
fied with  the  cotton  growing  industry,  and  they  request  me  to 
write  you  again.  While  it  is  admitted  that  the  "iron  bands" 
to  which  you  refer  are  used  on  cotton  bales,  and  heavy  jute  bag- 
ging, yet  this  it  is  claimed  does  not  cover  the  6  per  cent,  tare 
taken.  But  there  is  one  point  which  has  been  overlooked  in  this 
correspondence,  and  to  which  1  am  directed  to  call  the  special  at- 
tention of  your  Association.  Under  the  present  practice,  our 
cotton  growers  are  obliged  to  use  heavy  and  expensive  material 
for  covering  cotton  bale?,  in  order  to  make  up  to  some  extent  for 
the  tare  taken.  In  lieu  of  this,  they  desire  to  use  "cotton  bagging," 
which  is  lighter  and  cheaper,  weighing  but  j  of  a  pound  to  the 
yard,  while  jute  bagging  weighs  about  two  pounds  to  the  yard. 
It  is  estimated  that  nearly  one-half  of  the  present  crop  of  cotton 
will  be  put  up  in  cotton  covering,  and  that  this  change  in  mate- 
rial will  reduce  the  actual  weight  of  the  covering,  on  an  average, 
eight  pounds  on  each  bale.  We  therefore  ask  you  to  submit  this 
question  to  the  candid  consideration  of  the  members  of  your 
Association,  firmly  believing,  that  as  a  fair  business  proposition, 
they  will  consent  to  so  modify  their  rule  and  practice  as  to  re- 
duce the  tare  on  cotton*  bales  to  correspond  with  the  reduction 
in  the  weight  of  the  material  used  in  the  covering,  approximat- 
ing actual  tare,  or  better  still,  to  4i actual  tare."  Then  no  one 
will  be  wronged  whether  light  or  heavy  wrappings  are  used.  As 
the  annual  session  of  our  National  Grange  is  soon  to  convene, 
we  desire  an  early  reply  and  a  definite  answer,  so  as  to  enable  us 
to  report  the  result  of  this  correspondence  to  that  body.  I  have

This  Association  has  for  the  present  decided  to  withhold  all 
legislation  with  respect  to  cotton  bagging,  the  difficulties  arising 
from  its  use  leading  them  to  fear  that  importers  of  cotton  will  be 
sufferers  through  its  introduction. 
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As  the  soasni  advances,  however,  the  question  may  again  be 
brought  forward,  aad  in  such  case  the  views  of  your  honorable 
body  will  recaive  due  consideration.

Communications  were  sent  to  our  Government  Consuls  a* 
Liverpool,  Amsterdam  ani  Breimn,  sol tc ting  their  inflaence  and 
aid  in  adjusting  tare  rites.     The   Consuls  at   Liverpool  and 
Bremen  failed  to  answer,  perhaps  on  account  of  the  changes  of 
officers   then   taking   place.     D.    Eckstein,    U.   S.    Consul  at 
Amsterdam,  replied  promptly,  saying:     "If  I  cm,  through  my 
influence  and  exertion,  serve  the  interests  of  your  Association 
in  the  direction  indicated  in  your  letter,  it  will  cheerfully  be 
doae."    The  committee  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the 
practice    of   Foreign    Cotton    Exchanges  in    discounting  oar 
American  cotton  bales  on  account  of  bagging,  to  an  extent 
which  compels  our  cotton  producers  to  use  heavy  and  expensive 
material  of  foreign  production  for  covering  in  order  to  mike  up 
in  some  degree  for  loss  in  undue  tare,  when  they  can  produce  a 
covering  made  of  the  cotton  of  their  own  raising,  of  lighter 
weight,  much  cheaper  an  1  equally  as  good,  cannot  be  main- 
tained by  any  fair  or  logical  business  proposition.     Therefore  be- 
lieve that  the  effort  to  obtain  an   adjustment  of  this  question 
upon  a  basis  that  will  be  equally  just  to*  both  the  producer  and 
the  foreign   buyer,  cannot  be  hopeless.    The  committee  beg 
leave  to  suggest  that  in  any  future  efforts  in  this  direction,  the 
co-operation  of  the  American  Cotton  Exchanges  and  the  State 
Department  of  the  Qovernment,  through  its  Commercial  Con- 
suls, be  solicited. 

FINANCE. 

At  the  nineteenth  annual  session  of  the  National  Grange,  in 
1835,  the  Executive  Committee  was  instructed  to  sell  the 
Government  bonds  held  by  the  National  Grange,  amounting  to 
$38,000,  and  invest  the  same  on  good  real  estate  securities. 

There  was  reilized  from  the  bonds,  including  premium  $50,- 
937.50.  There  had  been  invested  previous  to  the  twentieth  ses- 
sion, in  1886,  $42,050.00,  leaving  in  Trust  Fund,  uninvested, 
$8,887.50,  which  was  included  in  the  balance  of  $11,149.34  re- 
ported  in  Trust  Cr.  September  30th,  1883,  the  balance  from 
ordinary  receipts  at  that  date  being  $3,261.84. 

The  policy  of  appropriating  money  for  lecture  and  editorial 
work  was  inaugurated  at  that  session,  and  ihe  following  will 
show  what  has  since  been  expended  for  that  purp >se :

Leaving  a  balance  of  the  uninvested  fund,  with  the  ordinary 
receipts  in  Trust  Cr.,  of  $2,701  99.  This  amount  is  included  in 
the  balance  in  Trust  Cr  and  Demand  Loan  of  $5,371.72.  on  the 
80th  day  of  September,  1889,  and  shows  that,  from  the  ordinary 
receipts,  there  was  in  trust  fund  on  that  date  $407.89  more  than 
there  was,  from  that  source,  September  80th,  1886.  The  exact 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  three  years  is  shown  by  the  follow- 
ing

Hence  it  appears  that  the  ordinary  expenditures  over  the  re- 
ceipts for  the.  three,  years  named  have  been  $130.07.  While 
this  showing  is  not  b8  favorable  as  could  be  desired,  it  clearly 
indicates  that  the  expenditures  of  the  National  Grange  can  be 
kept  within  the  receipts  if  wise  economy  is  practiced. 

The  system  of  lecture  work  inaugurated  in  1836  was  an  ex- 
periment which,  it  would  seem,  has  been  sufficiently  tried  to 
demonstrate  whether  or  not  the  results  have  been  commensurate 
with  the  labor  performed  and  means  expended. 

As  the  loans  upon  real  estate  securities  were  made  for  five 
years,  none  of  which  will  be  due  or  available  before  February, 
1891,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  only  available  resources  before  that 
time  will  be  the  amount  now  in  the  Treasury  and  Trust  Fund, 
and  the  receipts  from  dues  of  State  Oranges,  interest  on  invest- 
ments, fees  for  higher  degrees,  and  profit  on  Grange  supplies 
furnished  through  the  office  of  the  National  Secretary. 

The  committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  our  real 
estate  investments  should  not  be  hypothecated  or  disturbed,  ex- 
cept to  reinvest  the  funds  when  due  and  paid,  and  guard  against 
1038  from  the  shrinkage  of  real  estate  values  now  taking  place, 
and  that  the  expenses  of  the  National  Grange  should  be  kept 
within  the  receipts. 
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THE  NATIONAL  GRANGE  CHOIR. 

The  stock  of  these  hooks  in  the  Secretary's  office  is  nearly  ex- 
hausted, and  the  question  whether  a  reprint  of  this  work  should 
he  ordered,  or  a  new  edition  he  prepared  and  published,  should 
receive  the  consideration  of  this  body. 

The  committee  has  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and,  as  usual,  found  them  neatly  kept, 
with  balances  correct  and  corresponding  with  their  reports. 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  our  deep  re- 
gret that  our  honored^Chairman,  Bro.  J.  M.  Blanton,  who  for 
thirteen  years  as  a  member  of  this  body,  and  eight  of  this  com- 
mittee, has  aided  by  his  earnest  work,  mature  judgment,  and 
wise  counsel  in  all  of  our  deliberations,  proving  himself  true  to 
every  trust,  and  worthy  of  our  highest  esteem  as  a  brother  and 
co  worker,  is  absent  from  his  post  of  duty.

Whereas,  The  adulteration  of  food,  drugs  and  liquors  exists 
to  such  an  alarming  extent  as  to  invade  every  article  of  diet,

Whereas,  These  adulterations  are  often  harmful  to  health, 
and  always  injurious,  and  are  frauds  when  sold  under  a  decep- 
tive title ;  and, 

Whereas,  One  of  the  products  of  the  hog,  one  of  the  largest 
agricultural  interests  on  which  depends  in  a  great  measure  the 
market  for  our  Western  corn,  is  adulterated  to  such  an  extent 
us  to  be  excluded  from  several  of  the  European  markets,  thereby 
greatly  injuring  one  of  our  pfincipal  agricultural  industries,  and 

Whereas,  This  body  did,  at  its  last  session,  endorse  two 
bills  then  before  Congress,  one  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of 
lard,  and  the  other  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  all  food,  drugs 
and  liquors,  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  National  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
in  annual  session  assembled,  do  re  affirm  its  former  resolution 
upon  the  question  of  adulteration,  and 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  Congress  the  importance  and 
necessity  of  promptly  enacting  laws  to  prevent  the  false- brand- 
ing and  adulteration  of  all  food  products,  including  liquors  and 
drugs. 

Resolved,  That  we  urge  upon  the  various  members  of  this 
Grange  to  present  this  matter  to  their  respective  State  Granges 
and  urge  action  thereon. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  send  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  to  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Con- 
gres,  with  the  request  that  said  bUls  shall  receive  his  support. 
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The  following  from  the  same  Committee— Good  of  the  Order 
—was  concurred  in :

Second,  For  special  and  good  reasons  presented  by  petitioners, 
we  recommend  a  memorial  be  prepared  asking  the  National 
Government  to  place  jute  butts  and  jute  bagging  on  the  free  list.

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  Southern  States,  would 
again  ask  the  privilege  of  calling  attention  to  the  injustice  of  tare 
imposed  upon  cotton,  by  European  manufacturers  through  their 
exchanges,  and  would  ask  your  indulgence,  while  presenting 
some  facts  connected  with  the  same. 

Originally  the  canvas  (which  was  of  Indian  bagging), 
weighed  about  13J  pounds  per  bale — the  roping,  or  iron  bands, 
about  13£  pounds  per  bale,  the  average  weight  of  an  American 
bale  of  cotton,  430  pounds.  At  this  time,  a  tare  of  .06  per  cent, 
on  cotton  was  adopted  by  the  European  Cotton  Exchanges. 

But  more  recently  the  weight  of  canvas  and  bands  has  been 
reduced  by  the  manufacturers,  until  the  actual  tare  is  only  20 
pounds  per  bale  ;  as  a  matter  of  economy,  the  average  weight  of 
an  American  bale  of  cotton,  by  the  latest  statistics  is  505  pounds, 
showing  conclusively  that  there  is  a  groBS  injustice  imbedued  in 
this  question  of  tare  against  the  American  cotton  producer  of 
10  pounds  per  bale,  aggregating  $7  000,000.00  per  annum. 

We  would  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  canvas  and 
bands  referred  to,  and  which  constitute  the  actual  tare,  is  worth 
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about  one-third  its  original  cost  to  manufacturer, which  is  an  ex- 
ception to  general  rule  on  articles  constituting  tare,  for  on  no 
other  article  is  the  purchaser  able  to  realize  anything  from  ar- 
ticles constituting  tare. 

We  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  commerce,  in  no  otter 
instance^  has  refused  to  purchase  and  sell  by  the  net  weight. 

Now,  Worthy  Master,  we  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  no 
legislation  can  be  had  on  this  question  by  ftny  association,  or- 
ganization, legislative  or  representative  body  in  the  United 
States,  but  feel  that  every  influence  should  be  brought  to  bear  on 
the  European  Exchanges.  As  this  question  originated,  and  the 
work  was  first  begun  in  our  Order,  we  ask  of  you  to  help  us  in 
poshing  this  work,  and  in  the  securement  of  all  the  influence 
possible  on  the  question. 

We  hope  to  succeed  by  impressing  the  importance  of  this  ques- 
tion upon  our  Representatives  in  Congress,  our  Agricultural 
Departments  in  State  and  Nation,  our  Consuls  in  foreign  conn- 
tries,  our  American  Cotton  Exchanges,  our  Boards  ot  Trade, 
i and  all  our  Agricultural  organizations. 

We  ask  that  the  efforts  of  our  Executive  Committee,  through 
our  consular  system,  be  continued  and  pressed  until  our  Ameri- 
can Exchanges  endorse  our  efforts  and  until  England,  Germany 
and  France  admit  the  injustice  of  this  tare,  and  yield  to  the 
overtures  of  the  American  cotton  producer. 

It  would  be  proper  for  us  to  state  that  we  believe  this  reform 
would  have  been  secured  through  the  effons  of  our  Executive 
Committee  from  the  instructions  of  this  National  Grange  at  its 
session  in  Topeka,  1888,  but  for  the  selfish  and  mercenary  mo- 
tives actuating  our  American  Exchanges,  and  indifference  on 
part  of  our  representative  bodies. 

Still  another  point  on  this  cotton  question,  is  the  unreason- 
able demand  and  the  exorbitant  profits  put  ioto  the  gaping 
pockets  of  the  unscrupulous  Jute  Bag  Combine,  aggregating 
above  a  reasonable  profit  during  the  years  1888  and  1889 — 
$2,750,000  00. 

Now,  "Worthy  Master,  we  desire  and  ask  your  influence  upon 
our  National  Government  for  the  encouragement  of  the  produc- 
tion of  jute  or  such  other  fibrous  materials  as  will  enable  us  to 
compete  with  Jute  produced  in  India. 

The  true  position  of  the  cotton  producer  can  be  well  under- 
stood, and  the  situation  can  only  be  appreciated  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  one  other  fact. 

Jute  in  India  costs  only  about  2}  cents  per  pound,  while  it 
costs  us  10  cents  to  raise  cotton.  Our  cotton  is  not  protected  by 
National  Legislation,  yet  we  are  compelled  to  use  as  a  canvas 
for  the  protection  of  our  fleecy  staple, this  protected  article  called 
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jute  bagging.  We  claim  this  to  be  a  direct  discrimination  against 
the  cotton  producer,  and  that  there  is  in  it  no  protection  except 
to  the  Jute  Bagging  Combine,  in  its  determination  to  rob  the 
cotton  planter,  and  can  but  believe  that  we  are  consistent  with 
the  rules  of  our  Order,  when  we  ask  your  influence  upon  our 
National  Councils,  that  we  may  not  be  discriminated  against  in 
this  matter,  and  no  longer  be  robbed  of  our  hard  earned  dollars 
by  the  Jute  Combine,.  W.  K.  Thompson,

the  so-called  "Spooner  Bill,"  for  establishing  National  Farm 
Institutes,  will  not  meet  the  requirements  of  our  people,  and  if 
Congress  is  to  appropriate  any  money  for  such  work,  it  should 
be  placed  in  charge  of  the  trustees  of  the  Experiment  Station, 
whether  one  or  more,  in  the  various  States.

on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  inclosed  resolutions,  relating  to  the  ratification  of  certain 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Grange,  having  been  referred  to  your  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,  we  beg  leave  very  respectfully  to  return  the 
same  to  the  Grange  with  the  information,  that  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  question  raised  is  purely  one  of  law,  and  there- 
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fore  recommend  that  said  resolutions  be  referred  to  the  Worthy 
Master  of  this  Grange  for  answer.

Whereas,  At  the  Topeka  Session  of  the  National  Grange  an 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  submitted,  striking  out 
the  word  three /ourths,  and  insert  two-thirds,  in  the  3d  line  of 
Article  14,  and 

Whereas,  Thirty  State  Granges  have  voted  on  said  Amend- 
ment, twenty-three  of  whom  voted  to  ratify,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  said  Amendment  having  been  ratified  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  State  Granges  voting  thereon,  is  declared  a  part  of 
the  Constitution,  and 

Where  is,  The  Amendment  authorizing  State  Granges  to  fix 
membership  fees  under  certain  restrictions,  was  voted  on  by 
thirty  States,  twenty-two  of  whom  voted  to  ratify,  being  one- 
half  vote  less  than  three  fourths  of  those  voting,  but  more  than 
the  two  thirds  required  to  ratify,  therefore 

Retotved,  That  the  Amendment  authorizing  State  Granges  to 
fix  dues,  etc.,  is  declared  ratified. 

Bro.  Chas.  Mc  Daniel  offered  a  resolution  in  relation  to  change 
of  location  of  Subordinate  Granges,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Digest. 

Bro.  S.  C.  Carr  offered  a  resolution  relating  to  Railroads, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Transportation. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  X.  X.  Chartters,  it  was  resolved,  that  when 
the  labors  of  the  afternoon  session  are  closed  a  recess  be  taken 
till  Monday  morning  next,  18th  inst. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  the  labors  of  the  day 
were  closed  at  0  o'clock  P.  M.

Under  the  head  of  reports  of  Standing  Committees,  Bro.  J.  D. 
Clardy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem, 
reported  for  the  Committee. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Blackford  moved  to  postpone  consideration  of  the 
repoTt  until  2.80  P.  M.,  as  a  special  order.     Adopted. 

Finance. 

Bro.  Thomas  Mars  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Finance  as 
follows,  which  was  adopted  : 

Tour  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

We  have  examined  the  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
and  find  tbem  correct  and  to  correspond  with  tbeir  reports  al- 
ready made  to  this  body.  Thinking  it  unnecessary  to  recapitu- 
late in  ihis  report  we  refer  you  to  those  reports. 

We  find  the  oidinarv  receipts  for  the  year  1889,  $13,998.95; 
expenditures,  $18,768.82,  leaving  a  balance  of  $285.68  unex- 
pended of  the  ordinary  Receipts  for  the  year.  As  per  report  of 
the  Executive  Committee  you  will  find  that  for  the  three  years- 
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last  passed,  that  we  have  exceeded  the  receipts  the  amount  of 
$130.07,  reminding  us  that  we  must  Dot  in  this  report  recom- 
mend any  larger  appropriation  than  for  the  past  year.  We 
therefore  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  editorial  and  lecture 
*ork,  and  the  same  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Master  and  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  to  be  under  their  control 

salaries. 

1.  That  the  Worthy  Master  of  the  National  Orange  shall  re- 
ceive  the  sum  of  $500  per  annum,  and  the  further  sum  of  $8  per 
day  and  actual  traveling  expenses  while  away  from  home  in  the 
discharge  of  his  official  duties  ;  also  an  additional  sum  sufficient 
to  cover  the  cost  of  stationery  and  postage. 

2.  The  Worthy  Lecturer  shall  receive  the  sum  of  $8  per  day, 
or  any  other  sum  that  may  be  agreed  upon  between  himself  and 
those  wanting  his  services,  and  to  be  paid  by  them,  and  neces- 
sary stationery,  postage  and  traveling  expenses  in  attetding  the 
National  Grange  and  when  on  duty  for  the  Order,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  That  the  Worthy  Treasurer  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $300,  and  necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses. 

4.  That  tbe  Worthy  Secretary  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $1,000.  and  necessary' office  and  traveling  expenses  in  attend- 
ing the  National  Grange,  and  when  on  duty  for  the  Order  under 
the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  That  each  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  re- 
ceive $3  per  day  when  engaged  in  work  for  the  National  Grange, 
and  necessary  office  and  traveling  expenses.

Oranges,  and  their  wives  who  are  Matrons,  provided  that  Past 
Representatives  and    Past  Masters,  and  their  wives  who  are 
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Matrons,  ghall  be  honorary  members,  eligible  to  office,  but  n°* 
entitled  to  vote/1  have  bad  the  same  under  consideration  and 
direct  me  to  report  adversely  thereto.

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Committee  on 

Education,  which  was  adopted  as  follows :  f 

Your  Committee  on  Education,  to  whom  was  referred  certain 
resolutions  regarding  the  California  law,  relating  to  the  publi- 
cation of  text  books,  have  given  the  same  careful  considera- 
tion, and.  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Ruolvedy  That  the  California  law  that  provides  that  all  text 
books  for  use  in  the  Common  Schools  of  the  State  be  compiled, 
printed  and  bound  by  tue  State  and  furnished  *to  pupils  at  ap- 
proximate cost,  is  sound  in  prinoiple  and  well  worthy  of  the 
consideration  of  each  State  Grange,  with  the  view  of  its  ultimate 
adoption  by  their  respective  States.       J.  H.  Hale,  Chairman. 

Foreign  Relations. 

Bro.  Frederick  Bobie,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Belations,  read  the  following  General  Report  of  his 
Committee,  and  it  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Grange : 

The  Patrons  of  Husbandry  of  the  United  States  here 
assembled,  representing  a  large  organized  body  of  its  citizens, 
is  closely  identified  with  every  interest  that  is  working  for 
the  best  and  largest  development  of  the  material  prosperity 
of  the  country. 

The  promotion  of  agriculture  and  the  protection  and  eleva- 
tion of  the  American  husbandman  should  primarily  con- 
stitute our'  highest  aim,  and  is  the  field  t)f  duty  for  our  best 
endeavors. 

The  Grange  must  however  recognize  this  fact.  In  order 
that  our  country  shall  take  the  advance  of  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth,  we  should  act  and  work  together  for  each  and 
every  material  interest  which  aims  for  a  higher  civilization, 
and  a  more  powerful  nation. 

We  rejoice  with  the  representatives  of  the  commercial  and 
mercantile  pursuits  of  a  common  country,  that  a  wise  states- 
manship has  inaugurated  a  policy,  whereby  a  better  under- 
standing of  the  inter-national  relations,  resources,  and  in- 
terests of  all  the  North  and  South  American  Governments, 
may  be  obtained.  We  trust  that  a  careful  and  wise  investiga- 
tion may   bring   about   a  reciprocity  of  trade,    open  new

markets,  new  exchanges,  and  increased  opportunities  for  the 
sale  of  the  manufactured  and  agricultural  products  of  this 
country. 

In  this  new  departure,  we  claim  that  nothing  be  done  of 
that  selfish  character,  which  shall  ignore  the  just  claims  of 
the  American  farmer. 

We  rejoice  that  the  distinguished  representatives  of  foreign 
nations,  which  have  recently  visited  us,  find  so  much  in  our 
material  resources  to  admire,  and  are  ready  to  extend  the 
hand  of  business  friendship  to  every  section  of  the  land. 

The  large  increase  of  agricultural  productions  in  this 
country,  demand  an  equal  opportunity  for  exportation  of  the 
same,  with  that  of  our  manufactured  articles,  and  we  de- 
mand of  Congress  that  every  just  facility  shall  be  granted  for 
the  purpose,  • 

This  country  furnishes  the  most  profitable  carrying  trade 
of  the  world,  but  we  have  to  depend  largely  for  freights  upon 
the  ships  of  other  nations. 

The  amount  annually  paid  out  to  other  countries  for  freight 
on  exports  and  imports  is  said  to  be  $150,000,000. 

We  recommend  a  judicious  protective  policy  of  govern- 
ment that  will  build  up  a  commercial  marine,  that  will  give 
this  nation  the  commercial  supremacy  that  belongs  to  it ;  so 
that  our  country,  while  it  is  the  first  in  agriculture,  the  first 
in  manufactures,  may  also  be  the  first  in  commerce. 

These  three  great  pillars  of  the  nation's  glory,  stand  to- 
gether in  a  group,  In  the  language  of  Dajiiel  Webster,  uthe 
largest  in  the  centre,  and  that  is  agriculture." 

We  claim  that  its  interests  should  be  equally  protected,  at 
home,  abroad,  and  everywhere. 

We  respectfully  ask  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  con- 
tinue his  investigation  in  regard  to  a  better  and  more  profit- 
able exportation  of  agricultural  productions. 

We  desire  to  express  our  unalterable  faith  in  the  saving 
power  and  salutary  influence  of  independent  freeholders,  and 
we  learn  with  regret  that  alien  landlords  own  over  22  000,000 
acres  of  the  soil  of  the  United  States. 

This  vast  area  of  agricultural  lands  is  equal  to  the  area  of 
all  the  States  of  New  England,  and  in  the  near  future  the 
richest  and  beat  lands  of  our  nation,  may  be  visited  by  the 
same  dark  clouds  of  discontent,  misery  and  oppression  which 
hang  over  the  peasantry  of  downtrodden  Ireland. 

Let  us  keep  in  remembrance  that  small  ownerships  of 
land,  by  those  that  cultivate  such,  is  one  of  the  strongest 
elements  of  National  prosperity  and  contentment. 
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To  perpetuate  our  free  institutions  and  to  protect  our 
country  from  great  harm,  we  must  shut  the  door  more  close- 
ly against  immigration  of  the  miserable  outcasts  of  foreign 
lands. 

Let  it  be  demonstrated  by  the  United  States  Government 
and  understood  by  all  nations  that  while  we  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  and  protection  to  every  honest  laborer  and 
immigrant  who  comes  to  us  from  over  land  and  sea,  that  this 
is  American  soil  for  American  citizens,  and  not  a  poorhouse 
or  prison  for  the  immoral  and  criminal  classes  from  foreign 
countries,  and  for  the  enactment  of  suitable  laws  to  prevent 
this  great  evil,  we<4willact,  work  and  pray.  We  demand  an 
intelligent  and  incorruptible  ballot,  which  can  not  be  ob- 
tained from  those  who  are  ignorant  and  corruptible,  and  who 
have  no  sympathy  with  the  institutions  of  this  country.  We 
ask  for  additional  State  and  National  legislation,  to  the  end 
that  our  institutions  may  be  better  protected  against  the  in- 
fluence and  dictation  of  foreign  voters,  who  are  constantly 
pouring  in  upon  our  shore,  and  we  also  claim  that  American 
laborers  shall  not  be  degraded  by  foreign  immigration,  or 
their  wages  lessened  by  any  competition  beyond  the  point  of 
a  generous  livelihood,  and  that  any  proper  legislation  direct- 
ly or  indirectly  tending  to  correct  this  danger  meets  our 
hearty  approval.  Frederick  JRobie,

Bro.  W.  A.  Armstrong,  Chairman,  made  a  report  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions  in  relation  to  the  election  of  United  States 
Senators  by  a  direct  vote  of  the  people,  and  on  his  request  the 
report  was  placed  on  the  order  for  unfinished  business. 

Bro.   Armstrong  presented  a  further  report  from  the  same 

Committee,  which  was  adopted  as  follows  : 

Your  Committee  report  on  the  Resolutions  presented  by  Bro. 
Williams,  of  North  Carolina,  relating  to  the  single  tax  system : 
That  there  is  growing  tendency  toward  a  system  of  taxation, 
that,  if  accepted,  will  put  upon  land  the  entire  burden,  is  so  ap- 
parent that  he  who  runs  may  read.  Such  taxation, it  seems  to  us, 
would  be  unjust.  It  would  place  upon  one  industry  an  obliga- 
tion that  should  be  borne  equitably,  through  proper  apportion- 
ment, by  all  industries,  investments  and  earnings.    Already

land  has  too  great  a  share  of  taxation,  because  its  value  is  always 
open  to  every  observer,  while  other  properties  are  subject  to 
concealment,  or  become  elusive  when  the  assessors  make  their 
annual  rounds  Holding  these  opinions,  we  approve  the  spirit 
and  purpose  of  the  resolutions  and  preamble  relating  to  the 
single  land  tax,  and  recommend  their  acceptance  by  this  way. 
That 

Whereas,  There  is  now  reported  within  the  United  States  a 
party  calling  themselves  the  One  Tax  party — whose  intention  is  to 
place  all  taxes  upon  real  estate,  or  upon  lands  only  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Orange,  believing  that  such  tax- 
ation would  be  to  increase  the  burdens  of  the  farmers,  and  those 
who  live  by  the  farm,  and  would  furthermore  build  up  and  es- 
tablish privileged  classes  of  moneyed  men  and  personal  property 
holders, 

Resolved,  That  this  National  Grange  do  hereby  declire  its  con- 
demnation of  a  movement  which  they  believe  to  be  both  unjust 
and  oppressive  to  the  farmers  who  are  already  the  heaviest  taxed 
of  all  other  classes. 

Bro.  Armstrong  further  reported  for  the  Committee  the  fol- 
lowing, which,  on  motion,  was  adopted : 

The  resolution  and  preamble  relating  to  the  necessity  of  ex- 
periments with  fibres  of  twine  growth  with  a  view  to  the  discov- 
ery of  cheap  and  good  material  for  cotton  bagging,  we  return 
herewith  with  the  recommendation  that  they  be  approved  by 
the  Grange.  Facts  cited  in  the  preamble  constitute  a  sufficient 
argument  in  favor  of  experimentation  at  public  cost,  to  develop 
possibilities  of  production  of  fibres  that  may  be  wrought  cheaply 
into  serviceable  bagging, in  sufficient  amount  to  meet  all  demands 
of  cotton  production,  and  thereby  free  a  great  industry  from  a 
burdensome  tax  imposed  by  a  monopoly  at  present  controlling  a 
source  of  supply  upon  which  piincipal  reliance  has  been  p'aced 
in  the  past.  We  recommend  most  earnestly  the  adoption  of  the 
resolution  and  active  efforts  by  this  body  to  carry  into  effect  its; 
purpose. 

Whereas,  The  demand  for  a  covering  for  cotton  bales  is 
constantly  increasing,  the  consumption  at  present  amounting  in 
Talue  to  upwards  of  five  millions  of  dollars,  which  mainly  is 
sent  out  of  this  country  for  a  foreign  grown  article. and  believing 
that  jute  can  be  successfully  produced,  and  other  articles  sue* 
cessfully  used  in  this  country,  and  this  large  sum  of  money  re- 
tained at  home  ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  National  Grange,  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry, do  petition  and  pray  our  National  Congress  to  make 
such  liberal  and  special  appropriations  as  shall  encourage  and  aid 
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in  tbe  production  and  manufacture  not  only  of  jute,  but  of 
fine  straw,  and  all  other  fibrous  articles  that  can  be  used  as  cov- 
ering for  cotton  bales,  and  for  making  bags  and  other  purposes. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  lurther  reported  through  its 
Chairman,  Bro.  Armstrong,  and  the  report  was  recommitted  to 
the  committee  for  further  consideration. 

Under  the  head  of  Motions  and  Resolutions,  Bro.  S.  H.  Ellis      E 
offered  a  resolution  recommending  biennial  sessions  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange,  which  was  not  concurred  in. 

Bro.  N.  B.  Douglas  moved  the  appointment  of  a  committee 
of  three  to  audit  and  report  upon  the  Darden  Memorial  Fund. 

The  Worthy  Master  appointed  the  following  as  the  commit- 
tee :  N.  B.  Douglas,  8.  II.  Ellis,  and  Mrs.  Etizabeth  Russell. 

Bro.  L.  Rhone  offered  a  resolution  referring  to  change  of  lo- 
cation of  Subordinate  Granges,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Digest : 

Bro.  J.  D.  Clardy  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted 
by  a  unanimous  and  rising  vote  : 

Whereas,  Death  has  during  the  past  year  entered  our  ranks 
and  taken  from  his  labors,  as  a  true  and  faithful  Patron,  our  es- 
teemed Brother  A.  B.  Smith,  a  Past  Master  of  the  State  Grange 
of  Kentucky  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  By  this  National  Grange,  that  in  memory  of  this 
beloved  brother,  a  Memorial  Page  be  set  apart  lor  him  in  our 
minutes. 

Bro.  L,  Rhone  presented  a  resolution  asking  that  the  next  cen- 
sus returns  show  number  of  farms,  and  amount  of  mortgages  on 
same  in  the  several  Slates. 

Referred  to  Committee  on  Resolutions,  under  the  head  of  un- 
finished business. 

Bro,  J.  B.  Bailey  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the 

Order,  the  following  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  resolu 
tion  on  silver  coinage  and  paper  money,  would  recommend  its 
adoption.  J.  B.  Bailey,  Chairman. 

Whereas,  Contraction  of  the  circulating  medium  of  tbe 
United  States  has  depressed  the  prices  of  farm  products  to  the 
great  injury  of  the  agricultural  classes  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  and  also 
favor  the  maintainance  in  circulation  of  the  paper  money  of  the 
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United  Stales,  independent  of  ihe  National  banks,  in  sufficient 
volume  to  prevent  any  future  contraction,  and  consequent  em- 
barrassment to  our  prosperity. 

Bro.  W.  A.  Armstrong  moved  to  strike  out  the  preamble  to 
the  resolution.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem  was 
then  adopted  as  presented  by  the  committee. 

Woman's  Work. 

Sister  Addie  8.  Hale,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work  in  the  Grange,  submitted  and  read  the  following  report 
from  her  Committee,  which  was  adopted  : 

Worthy  Master: 

Your  Committee  upon  Woman's  Work  in  the  Grange  have 
been  at  work  the  entire  year,  organizing  our  circle  ready  for 
work,  and  can  report  that  every  State  represented  in  our  Na- 
tional organization,  has  a  committee  appointed,  and  nearly  all 
of  the  State  Committees  have  done  all  they  could  to  carry  out 
the  ideas  of  the  National  Committee. 

We  have  sent  out  300  circular  letters  explaining  our  circle, 
and  asking  for  number  of  live  Granges,  that  we  might  know 
how  many  circulars  to  have  piinted.  Then  15,000  circulars,  with 
suggestioi  s  to  be  carried  out  by  our  Subordinate  Granges,  then 
500  Directories,  for  use  among  those  wishing  to  correspond  with 
each  other,  and  later,  25,000  circulars  entitled  "  A  Grange  Lec- 
ture for  a  Penny,"  and  later,  800  slips  in  regard  to  assisting  in 
naming  the  National  flower. 

We  have  written  nearly  1,000  letters  and  200  postal  cards. 
Our  whole  expenses  for  the  year  being ;  For  stationery  and

printing,  $184.90;  postage,  express,  etc.,  $55  22.  Total,  189.12. 
The  result  of  our  work  will  be  likely  to  show  in  years  to  come, 
full  as  much  as  at  the  present  time.  We  have  been  the  means 
of  assisting  in  showing  a  State  Deputy  the  error  of  his  way  a, 
when  he  re  organized  a  Grange  without  women,  so  tbey  dis- 
banded, and  were  re-organized  with  the  requisite  numl  er  of  la- 
dies on  the  list  of  members.  The  first  circulars  were  instru- 
mental in  giving  practical  suggestions  direct  to  workers  in  Sub- 
ordinate Granges. 

In  answer  to  the  National  flower  circulars,  we  have  the  choice 
of  eleven  States,  namely  :  Alabama,  red  clover ;  Illinois,  golden 
rod;  Michigan,  golden  rod;  Missouri,   golden  rod;  Nebraska, 

f olden  rod  ;  New  Jersey,  golden  rod  ;  New  York,  golden  rod; 
'ennsylvania,  a  tie  between  clover  and  mountain  laurel;  Ten- 
nessee, golden  rod ;  Texas,  sunflower ;  Rhode  Island,  golden 
rod. 

This  idea — although  it  might  seem  of  little  importance  to 
some— has  been  the  means  of  having  our  young  people  study 
botany,  in  order  to  know  more  of  the  favorite  flower,  its  habits, 
and  home.  It  has  been  suggested  that  each  Slate  might  have  a 
flower,  and  then  when  all  were  brought  together  making  a 
wreath  emblematic  of  our  glorious  Union. 

The  idea  conveyed  in  the  circular  entitled  '  Grange  Lecture 
for  a  Penny,1'  seemed  to  inspiie  our  young  folks  to  see  what 
could  be  accomplished  in  two  months,  starting  with  a  nickle  or 
or  penny  as  capital.  In  one  Grange  in  Alabama,  nineteen 
childi en  under  fourteen  years  of  age  were  lent  a  nickle  a  piece 
from  the  Grange  Treasury,  and  in  two  months'  time,  by  their 
work  and  energy,  they  paid  back  into  the  treasury  the  nickles 
borrowed,  and  $22  00  besides.  The  reports  from  this  circular 
were  to  be  sent  in  November  1st,  and  as  we  left  home  on  the  2nd 
day  of  November,  the  report  is  not  as  full  as  we  would  wish,  but 
one  Grange  sending  on  $3.50,  another  reporting  $3.00,  shows 
that  the  woik  in  some  places  was  taken  up  in  good  earnest. 

Our  circular  of  suggestions  to  subordinate  committees  outlined 
a  few  general  ways  where  our  influence  could  be  felt  for  good, 
namely  :  "That  the  Sisters  should  keep  house  in  the  Grange— 
that  is,  to  see  that  certain  things  were  done,  or  left  undone,  as 
the  good  housewife  is  always  doing  at  home  ;  "  to  look  over  the 
condition  of  the  Order  in  their  respective  districts  with  an  idea 
of  seeing  the  mistakes  made,  and  profiting  by  them  in  the  fu- 
ture. To  see  that  the  absent  ones  are  called  on.  showing  them 
they  are  missed  when  away.  To  aid  the  lady  officers  whereby 
Flora,  Pomona  and  Ceres  meetings  can  be  successfully  held  ;  that 
meetings  be  held  and  made  interesting  for  the  children,  so  that 
our  children  will  love  the  Grange  home,  and  have  a  desire  to 
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enter  the  gates  with  all  of  its  privileges  as  soon  as  age  will 
permit. 

To  sec  that  the  Grange  hall  is  made  home  like,  decorated  with 
Grange  emblems,  and  to  see  that  the  visitors  are  entertained  and 
comfortably  provided  for. 

To  circulate  Grange  literature,  have  open  meetings  and  enter- 
tainments. 

That  we  make  a  study  of  the  Declaration  of  Purposes  and 
Constitution  of  the  Grange,  exchange  programmes,  suggestions, 
etc.,  between  Granges,  both  Subordinate  and  State. 

To  hold  agricultural  fairs,  and  sustain  them  by  exhibiting  the 
fruits  of  our  farm  homes. 
To  stand  ready  to  aid  any  and  all  of  the  officers. 
From  the  foregoing  you  readily  see  that  we  do  not  wish  to  be 
a  genteel  monopoly,  but  carry  out  the  principles  of  our  Order  as 
regards  equality.  The  Grange,  being  a  symbolic  home,  has  for 
its  head  the  harmonized  thoughts  of  both  man  and  woman— we 
believe  in  co  operation  in  our  household  matters. 

The  great  natural  law  of  co  operation  by  which  all  things  in 
this  terrestrial  universe,  without  one  single  exception,  are  gov- 
erned, seems  to  warrant  the  opinion  that  the  same  laws  applied 
to  our  Woman's  Work  would  be  eminently  proper  and  eventu- 
ate in  the  decided  advancement  of  our  undertaking. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  work  in  the  different  States  be 
divided  into  departments,  consisting  of  Charity  Work,  Literary 
Work,  of  course,  all  Moral  Work,  Manual  Work,  etc.,  a  Chair- 
man being  elected  for  each  department,  who  shall  all  co  oper- 
ate with  a  Superintendent  in  each  Subordinate  Grange.  Also, to 
co-operate  with  temperance  societies,  women's  clubs,  humane 
and  kindergarten  societies;  also,  the  W.  0.  T.  U.,and  all  others 
having  a  moral  and  elevating  tendency. 

The  training  of  children  being  an  extensive  portion  of  our 
work,  and  believing  a  child  educated  by  one  parent,  or  one  sex, 
is  but  half  educated,  we  would  carry  our  co-operation  still  far- 
ther— as  in  the  home— and  invite  our  husbtfnds,  fathers  and 
brothers  to  assist  in  this  great  life  work— that  is,  to  erect  future 
monuments  of  beauty  and  purity  to  bless  and  brighten  homes 
and  country,  by  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  ourselves,  our  neighbors 
ancf  humanity.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  children  are  the 
hope  of  the  Grange,  for  they  will  soon  take  our  places,  and  fully 
realizing  the  importance  of  early  training  by  cultivating  a  taste 
for  floweis,  drawing  and  painting,  thereby  getting  out  all  that  is 
lovely  and  beautiful  in  rural  life ;  and  believing,  as  we  do,  that 
the  best  way  to  enlist  the  children  is  by  organizing  Juvenile 
Granges  where  they  will  be  instructed,  st°p  by  step,  in  all  the 
purposes  for  which  we  are  laboring.    Therefore,  we  would  rec- 
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ommend  that  this  feature  of  Orange  work  receive  each  encour- 
agement as  this  body  think  the  necessity  of  the  case  requires. 

Intemperance  being  the  curse  and  the  National  stain  upon  our 
country's  page,  we  believe  it  to  be  the  duty  of  every  woman  of 
our  Order  to  inculcate  the  principles  ot  temperance,  and  impress 
upon  the  minds  of  the  young  especially,  the  dangers  and  evils 
of  intemperance.  As  a  partial  means  to  this  end,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  Committee  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  ar- 
range for  the  reading  and  reciting  of  articles  upon  this  subject. 

Your  Committee  earnestly  recommend  that,  as  a  means  to 
more  effective  work,  the  Sisters  in  our  Order  inform  themselves 
upon  all  legislative  questions  vital  to  the  purity  and  intelligence 
of  our  homes,  and  earnestly  invoke  the  support  of  the  National 
Grange  in  all  measures  looking  to  the  same  legal  equality  as  is 
accorded  women  in  our  Order,  We  wish  to  see  the  time  when  our 
girls,  as  well  as  our  boys,  are  admitted  into  all  of  our  Agricul-. 
tural  Colleges. 

We  wish  the  members  of  this  Committee  to  urge  upon  the 
women,  especially  the  mothers,  in  our  rural  districts,  to  take  in- 
terest in  the  schools,  attend  school  meetings,  and  assist  in  every 
way  possible  to  make  our  rural  schools  equal  to  those  in  village 
or  town. 

It  would  be  well  in  our  villages  and  cities,  where  our  trade 
centers,  to  have  reception  rooms  where  lunches  could  be  served 
to  Patrons,  a  sort  of  headquarters  where  we  could  meet  Patrons 
from  all  of  the  surrounding  country. 

Our  Missionary  Work  should  be  to  call  on  families  not  inter-  • 
ested  in  the  Grange,  and  show  them  the  benefit  to  be  derived  in 
our  organization.  See  that  committees  are  appointed  to  do  this 
work.  To  distribute  Grange  literature  ;  to  visit  the  sick ;  to 
correspond  for  Grange  papers  ;  to  receive  visiting  members,  and 
one  of  our  special  woras  should  be  to  see  that  every  member  of 
the  Granee  has  something  to  do,  as  idle  members  are  Usually  the 
disinterested  and  fault-finding  ones. 

Again  we  would  emphasize  the  duties  of  Flora,  Pomona  and  i 

Ceres.    In  our  opinion  they  should  be  educational  offices,  and  " 

our  National  Flora,  Pomona  and  Ceres  should  stand  at  the  head  | 

of  their  departments  in   Grange  work.     By  sending  questions,  ' 

samples,  and  anything  to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  Floral  do-  j 

partment  of  State  Granges,  they  in  turn  sending  to  officers  of 
like  name  in  Subordinate  Granges,  the  office  of  Flora  would  be 
an  office  that  meant  something — an  office  doing  good  and  edu-  i 

eating  our  members. 

In  answer  to  our  paragraph  in  circular  No.  2,  asking  our  co- 
workers to  look  over  their  respective  districts,  noticing,  if  possi- 
ble, what  was  the  reason  of  Granges  taking  so  little  interest,  we 
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have  the  following  ana  were:  "Sisters  do  not  attend  because 
there  is  nothing  for  them  to  do."  "  State  Lecturers  do  not  al- 
ways do  their  duty."  A  third  writes  :  "  Slipshod  records  and 
correspondence  are  enough  to  mike  weak  Granges."  Many 
other  letters  show  us  plainly  that  Patrons  but  luke-warm  in 
Grange  work  had  better  step  aside,  letting  the  energetic  and  true 
Patron  work  in  a  conscientious,  systematic  way  to  fill  his  or 
her  place  in  the  Grange,  and  work  for  the  good  of  the.  Order. 
Quoting  from  a  letter  on  this  subject,  a  Sister  writes :  "More 
unity  of  action  is  needed,  more  charity,  fidelity  and  closer  frater- 
nity." 

We  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  Masters,  their  wives  and 
other  officials  who  have  so  kindly  aided  us  with  information. 
We  would  also  acknowledge  the  hearty  co  operation  of  the 
officers  of  the  National  Grange,  the  Grange  papers,  and  State 
committees. 

Words  cannot  express  the  fraternal  love  and  good  feeling 
shown  in  the  letters  of  these  good  Sisters. 

And  now,  Brothers  and  Sisters  of  the  National  Grange,  we 
are  organized  for  work  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  you  will 
use  this  circle  composed  of  Sisters,  willing  and  true,  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry.  "The 
combination  of  women  means  the  dominance  of  peace  and 
spiritual  power.1 '  Respectfully  submitted,

Agriculture. 

Bro.  Ava  E.  Page,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture, read  the  following  General  Report  of  the  Committee,  which 
was  adopted : 

Worthy  Master :  Your  Committee  on  Agriculture  hereby 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  unfortunate  condition  towards  which  the  agriculture 
of  the  nation  has  been  tending  for  years,  has  so  developed 
during  the  past  years  as  to  arrest  the  attention  of  thinking 
men  of  all  classes.  Agriculture  vitalizes  all  industries,  and 
therefore  compels  their  thoughtful  consideration.  At  no 
period  of  the  history  of  the  nation  has  the  relative  returns  of 
agriculture,  when  compared  with  other  industries,  been  so 
disappointing.  No  capital  or  labor  of  the  nation  is  so  poorly 
paid.  In  1870,  after  deducting  interest  on  farms,  stock  and 
tools,  each  man  engaged  on  the  farm  received  for  the  year's 
returns  but  $306,  from  which  sum  is  to  be  deducted  cost  of 
living,  tools,  fences,  repairs  and  a  line  of  special  expenses. 
The  turn  in  1880  had  declined  to  $182,  while  since  this  latter 
period  the  returns  for  individuals  engaged  in  farmiug  have 
rapidly  decreased.  The  per  acre  receipts  of  the  farm  in  1870 
for  our  staple  crops  was  $12.95,  while  in  1880  they  were  but 
$7.70,  and  from  this  low  average  return  the  decrease  of 
revenue  has  continued  since  1880.  The  value  of  our  farms 
in  1850  was  $3,271,575,420 ;  in  1860,  $6,675,045,007  ;  in  1870 
it  was  $9,262,803,861 ;  in  1880  their  value  was  $10,197,090,- 
776,  while  since  1880  the  value  of  farms  has  again  declined 
very  heavily  in  every  section  of  the  country.  The  number  of 
farms  have  enormously  increased.  From  1870  to  1880  the 
number  engaged  in  agriculture  increased  from  5,922.471  to 
7,670,493,  while  the  number  of  improved  acres  increased 
nearly  100,000,000,  or  50  per  cent.  The  increase  has  gone 
forward  rapidly  since  1880.  This  vast  increase  of  farms  and 
farm  population  barely  maintained  the  total  value  of  farms 
from  1870  to  1880.  The  next  census  will  show  little  or  no 
advance  in  the  total  valuation  of  farms.  Rural  population 
has  not  only  fallen  off  in  New  England,  where  farms  are 
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being  abandoned  outright,  but  throughout  the  West,  save  in 
the  recently  populated  sections.  One  State  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  lost  last  year  population  in  sixty-nine  counties. 

This  decline  of  values  and  labor  rates  is  not  a  decline  per- 
taining to  all  industries,  but  is  limited  to  agriculture  alone, 
of  all  our  important  industries. 

While  the  returns  for  men  engaged  in  farming  fell  off  from 
1870  to  1880,  68  percent.,  the  decline  of  the  wages  of  those 
employed  in  manufacturing  was  but  9  per  cent.,  and  this 
disparity  is  widening.  Your  committee  has  not  nought  these 
figures  for  the  dark  shadows  they  cast ;  but  finding  them, 
could  not  in  duty  turn  aside  from  them.  They  make  a  deep 
depression  in  our  agriculture,  gloomy  and  even  dark  in  its 
significance,  if  the  causes  that  have  brought  it  about  are  per- 
manent in  this  venture.  It  can  ultimately  end  only  in  a  poor 
and  spiritless  peasantry,  if  the  future  can  be  judged  by  the 
past. 

Confidence  in  the  intelligence,  spirit  and  powers  of  our 
farmers,  and  the  general  interests  of  other  industries  in  the 
"  mother  and  nurse  "  of  all  other  industries,  leads  us  to  ex- 
pect other  results.  A  due  and  clear  recognition  of  this  state 
of  facts  and  of  the  causes  that  have  led  to  them,  are  of 
fundamental  necessity  in  determining  the  remedy.  The  low 
price  of  land,  of  free  homes,  has  led  to  the  erection  of  farm- 
houses faster  than  mills  and  factories ;  to  the  multiplication 
of  producers  faster  than  consumers.  Our  surplus  products 
and  those  which  determine  home  rates,  are  necessarily  forced 
upon  a  foreign  market.  The  inherent  fertility  of  our  farms 
from  ages,  enables  us  in  its  fluah  to  sell  in  these  markets, 
and  yet  maintain  the  superior  farm-homes  of  America. 
With  the  decline  of  this  fertility  has  come  an  increasing  pres- 
sure from  competition  for  our  old  European  markets,  from 
new  farms  opened  up  to  those  markets  by  the  penetration  of 
the  railroad:  into  newly  settled  countries ;  into  new  fit  Ids  in 
old  countries,  and  by  the  cheapening  to  a  radical  degree  of 
ocean  transportation,  so  that  more  distant  regions  have 
been  made  tributary  to  Europe.  Lower  life  and  fresher  fields 
are  bidding  against  us. 

All  the  world  is  being  brought  into  a  commercial  neighbor- 
hood in  which  our  farm-life  is  the  highest  and  justly  the  most 
costly. 

Again,  in  fixing  the  prices  of  farm  products  at  home  by 
foreign  low  price  standards  by  the  sale  of  our  surplus  pro- 
ducts in  open  competition  with  the  whole  world  abroad,  we 
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are  in  no  Wise  protected,  yet  are  forced  to  meet  the  commer- 
cial and  social  costs  of  the  highly  protected  industries  amid 
which  we  live.     Products  of  the  soil  constitute  three-fourths 
or  more  of  all  our  exports,  and  are  therefore  the  chief  basis 
of   exchange.     Directly   and    indirectly   these   values  are 
affected  by  duties  on  importations,  and  while  exported  pro- 
ducts are  not  increased  in  price  by   duties   on   imported 
articles  of  which  farmers  are  large  buyers,  there  are  many 
such  articles  that  compete  directly  with  like  articles  of  home 
production,  and  so  cheapen  in  the  hands  of  farmers  what 
they  have  to  sell.    We  do  not  raise  the  question  of  protection 
with  a  purpose  to  say  that  it  is  wise  or  unwise,  but  we  sub- 
mit the  proposition  that  protection  to  manufacturing  indus- 
tries, if  it  must  be  given  at  the  expense  of  agriculture,  is  an 
unjust  tax  upon  that  industry,  a  wrong  that  requires  correc- 
tion.   It  is  but  simple  justice  that  importations  of  soil  pro- 
ducts that  compete  with  our  home  products  in  our  own 
markets  should  be  subjected  to  the  same  measure  of  duties  that 
applies  to  manufactured  articles.    We  insist,  therefore,  that 
this  principle  of  equity  be  at  once  recognized  and  given  full 
effect. 

This  may  be  considered  by  some  politics,  but  your  com- 
mittee regard  it  as  no  more  partisan  politics  than  for  the 
woolen,  iron,  cotton  or  other  manufacturers  to  resolve  upon 
their  own  interests  touching  this  tariff  question.  We  see 
only  the  industry  and  its  misfortune,  and  recall  that  both 
parties  are  pledged  to  tariff  reform. 

Watered  railway  stock,  trusts  and  combinations  of  various 
sorts  have  had  some  baleful  influence,  as  whatever  of  evil  is 
involved  in  them  must  be  most  felt  by  the  farmers,  as  they  are 
the  great  producing  class  upon  which  all  interests  rest,  and 
upon  which  other  interests  at  last  manage  to  shift  their 
burdens.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  and  of  the  fact  that 
successful  agriculture  measures  the  success  of  ail  industries 
and  of  the  purposes  of  the  national  and  representative  char- 
acter of  this  organization ;  we  respectfully  cail  the  attention, 
of  Congress  and  of  State  Legislatures  to  the  pressing  needs 
of  our  languishing  agriculture. 

We  respectfully  request,  and  shall  expect  that  every  means 
be  exhausted  to  restrain  aggregated  wealth  or  corporations 
of  any  kind  from  the  securing  or  uging  of  unjust  powers,  or 
powers  inimical  to  the  good  of  the  industrial  masses.  We 
request  that  encouragement  be  given  to  the  diversification  of 
our  farm  productions,  thereby  aiding  the  promising  tendency 
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revealed  by  statistics,  of  consumption  of  farm  products  to 
overtake  production,  thus  hastening  the  close  of  the  period 
in  which  the  American  farmer  is  the  only  producer  of  raw 
material  for  export  in  which  other  nations  compete  against 
us  for  the  foreign  markets.  Until  consumption  of  farm  pro- 
ducts overtakes  production  we  see  no  sound  national  good  to 
be  served  by  efforts  of  Congress  to  extend  the  farm  area  of 
the  country  at  national  expense  in  reclaiming  our  arid 
regions  by  irrigation  ;  at  least  so  long  as  a  national  protec- 
tive policy  is  maintained  that  enhances  the  cost  of  farm  pur- 
chases without  increasing  the  sale  value  of  farm  products. 

We  also  request  our  Congressmen,  irrespective  of  parties, 
in  the  revision  of  the  tariff  promised  by  both  national  parties, 
in  this  hour  of  agricultural  distress,  to  make  of  paramount 
importance  the  interest  of  our  agriculture,  which  is  the  in- 
terest of  all,  and  now  in  equity  the  right  of  the  American 
farmer.  In  considering  the  general  obligations  of  the  Grange, 
your  committee  have  borne  in  mind  the  three  fundamental 
purposes  that  gave  birth  to  the  Order,  namely  :  The  forma- 
tion of  the  social  and  intellectual,  the  commercial  and  politi- 
cal (not  partisan)  interest  of  farmers. 

Modern  invention  has  centralized  wealth,  industries  and 
population  at  points  of  steam  transportation.  The  process 
has  stripped  rural  sections  of  their  former  varied  industrial 
interests  and  varied  talent  to  build  up  centers  of  population 
and  culture. 

A  vacuum  has  been  left  in  the  social  and  intellectual  life 
in  .the  country,  that  marks  one  of  the  most  unfortunate 
phases  of  the  influences  of  the  industrial  revolution  of  this 
age  on  farm  life,  and  that  alone  justifies  this  organization  as 
a  means  of  bringing  the  insolated  rural  population  together. 
Wherever  a  Grange  exists  there  has  been  a  growth  of  social 
and  intellectual  vigor.  Social  qualities  are  a  marked  attri- 
bute of  man,  and  the  opportunity  to  use  and  develop  them  is 
deeply  prized.  Their  non-use  robs  life  of  much  of  its  signifi- 
cance, and  man  of  his  power  among  men.  Whatever  may  be 
the  aim  of  the  Grange,  its  ultimate  success  must  largely  be 
grounded  in  the  mental  growth  and  activity  of  the  individual 
farmer.  "He  who  works  with  the  mind  governs  others," 
said  an  old  philosopher,  and  he  will  continue  to,  through  all 
time.  The  Order  must  hold  its  purpose  to  encourage  social 
and  intellectual  growth  as  one  of  its  cardinal  aims  and  seek 
to  strengthen  this  feature  of  its  work.  A  committee  of  the 
Grange  in  each  State  should  keep  watch  over  the  educational 
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interests  of  the  State  with  reference  to  normal  schools  and  es- 
pecially to  its  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations, 
which  have  been  subject  to  great  abuse  in  a  few  States  by 
State  Universities  and  interested  parties.    A  national  com- 
mittee may  well  be  formed.    The  commercial  interests  of  the 
farm,  as  represented  by  the  Grange,  have  developed  a  variety 
of  opinions,  many  holding  that  dealing  in  needles,  pins, 
coffee  and  the  little  thingB  of  trade  is  the  national  work  of 
other  industrialists,  and  therefore  that  this  field  cannot  be 
successfully  invaded  by  those  engaged  in  other  occupations. 
Yet  it  seems  that  a  powerful  national  organization  of  farmers 
alone  can  meet  the  combinations  formed  for  the  selfish  and  un- 
fair promotion  of  their  interest,  and  that-  these  will  respect 
only  trained  and  consolidated  forces.    Such  an  organization 
will  have  an  irresistible  influence  locally  and  nationally  in 
holding  in  abeyance  extortionate  dealings,  for  the  power  to 
throttle  aggressive  wrong  has  a  conservative  influence  on  its 
movements,  and  without  the  exercise  of  power  once  made 
manifest,  its  advantages  may  be  reaped  by  the  very  virtue  of 
its  existence.    This  field  should  be  mastered  by  a  prominent 
commitee,  whose  trained  experience  should  be  available  as  & 
guide  to  our  power. 

Politically,  land  owners  have  controlled  the  world  up  to  the 
present  century.  Land  was  formerly  massed  in  the  hands  of 
a  few,  who  constituted  the  educated  governing  class.  Its 
power  could  be  concentrated.  The  subdivision  of  land  into 
the  hands  of  the  many  isolated  land-owners  has  scattered 
the  power  of  land.  This  Order  seeks  to  unify  land  once  more 
and  to  regain,  not  the  power  of  domination,  but  the  power  to 
secure  equity,  against  the  men  and  educated  powers  that 
have  arisen  through  the  development  of  science  and  whose 
ease  of  combination,  through  modern  concentration  of  wealth 
in  cities,  admits  of  ready  massing  of  its  forces.  Farmers  will 
find  it  for  their  interest  to  unite  with  the  Order  and  thus 
unify  and  augment  its  powers. 

The  Order  will  find  it  for  their  interest  to  delegate  large 
powers  to  its  officers,  that  its  sum  of  force  may  be  used  as  a 
unit.  This  power  no  industry,  however  weak,  need  fear,  for 
the  industries  are  the  offspring  of  agriculture,  and  against 
her  children  her  instincts  are  not  malign.  We  believe  that 
no  industry  does  or  can  seek  to  raise  its  hands  against 
agriculture,  for  all  are  lovers  of  the  earth,  and  all  recognize 
its  paternal  character. 
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But  industries,  like  men,  are  selfish,  and  the  press  of  these 
organized  industries  for  existence  and  for  the  prizes,  is  felt 
not  as  a  design,  but  as  a  result  by  isolated  farmers,  who 
stand  not  en  masse;  but  as  detached  individuals. 

Upon  political  (not  partisan)  issues,  that  is,  upon  national 
and  local  issues  bearing  upon  farm  interests  such  as  local  and 
national  taxation,  corporate  powers,  appointment  and  elec- 
tion of  officers  who  have  legislative  andjudicial  powers,  and 
upon  all  public  issues  more  directly  affecting  farmers  than 
other  classes,  your  Committee  believe  that  this  Order  should 
give  a  more  Btudied  consideration. 

The  State  and  National  Grange  should  have  especially 
strong  committees,  to  be  maintained  for  some  length  of  time, 
whose  especial  duty,  (which  should  be  held  to  bo  one  of  more 
than  ordinary  moral  obligation  to  the  Order. )  should  be  to 
give  a  Statesman's  study  of  the  relation  of  State  and  Na- 
tional questions  to  agriculture.  The  National  field  of  agri- 
culture is  too  full  to  review  in  the  brief  report  expected  of 
this  Committee.  We  are  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the 
intelligence  of  the  American  farmer  will  be  found  to  keep 
pace  with  the  demands  that  will  be  laid  upon  him,  and  that 
tbe  untoward  conditions  that  surround  our  farmers  will  dis- 
appear in  coming  years  by  virtue,  however,  of  this  intelligence 
and  united  efforts,  and  upon  no  other  conditions. 

The  greatness  of  our  country  and  the  diversity  of  interests 
call  for  unselfishness  and  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of  equity 
within  the  Order.  Respectfully  submitted,

Co-Operation. 

Bro.  Alpha  Messer,  Chairman,  presented  the  General  Report 

of  the  Committee  on  Co  operation,  which  was  approved  by  the 

Grange.    The  following  is  the  report : 
Worthy  Master : 

Tour  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  at  this  time  to  pre- 
sent any  argument  to  prove  the  absolute  necessity  of  co  opera- 
tion in  all  enterprises  which  have  for  their  obj  ect  the  ad  vance- 
ment  of  the  social,  educational  or  material  interests  of  man- 
kind. For  this  argument  we  have  only  to  refer  to  the  historian's 
page,  which  presents  a  record  of  the  success  of  co  operation  in 
all  ages  of  the  world  ;  but  in  no  period  of  history  have  these 
principles  been  found  to  be  of  so  great  value  as  at  the  present 
time.  If  we  glance  at  the  past  with  a  critical  eye,  we  sha'l  ob- 
serve, that  co  operation  and  education  have  gone  hand  in  hand. 
In  times  when  ignorance  and  superstition  prevailed  and  the 
'masses  of  mankind  were  clouded  in  mental  darkness,  men  were 
extremely  distrustful  of  each  other,  and  oftentimes  dared  not  co- 
operate even  for  the  mutual  protection  of  personal  property  and 
landed  estate,  but  as  ignorance  and  superstition  receded  before 
the  advance  of  intelligence  and  a  better  civilization,  the  princi- 
ples of  co  operation  took  deeper  root  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
the  educated  classes,  and  they  found  their  practical  application 
to  he  of  great  advantage  for  mutual  protection  and  personal  gain. 
This  be'.ng  true  of  former  times  it  'a  not  strange  that  with  the 
advent  of  the  highest  type  of  civilization  which  the  world  has 
ever  known,  and  in  a  country  which  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
civilized  nations  of  the  earth  in  intelligence,  virtue  and  power, 
it  is  not  strange  we  say  that  co  operation  should  be  the  watch- 
word of  its  thinking  men,  and  co-operative  enterprises  should  be 
multiplied  on  every  hand  and  become  successful  beyond  all  for- 
mer precedent.  So  extensive  have  the  principles  of  co-operation 
been  applied  by  the  business  men  of  this  country  and  so  thor- 
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oughly  hare  these  principles  been  incorporated  in  all  lines  of 
trade,  commerce  and  politics  as  well,  that  it  is  well  nigh  impos- 
sible for  the  achievement  of  individual  success  in  any  undertak- 
ing of  magnitude  or  importance.  Recognizing  these  facts, 
knowing  that  they  exist,  it  6eems  the  height  of  folly  for  any 
class,  no  matter  how  strong  it  may  be,  to  ignore  those  principles 
and  expect  prosperity  from  individual  effort  alone.  Such  a  course 
is  not  in  harmony  with  the  world's  progress,  it  is  retrogressive 
in  its  nature,  a  relic  of  former  times.  The  farmers  of  this  coun- 
try are  wondering  why  prosperity  is  stealing  away  from  them, 
while  most  other  classes  are  fairly  prosperous  and  some  are  even 
heaping  up  colossal  fortunes.  They  look  in  vain  for  the  cause 
of  the  general  depression  which  exists  in  agricultural  communi- 
ties. They  know  that  the  earth  produces  plentifully,  the  har- 
vests are  bountiful  and  yield  millions  of  bushels  of  wheat,  corn 
and  oats,  and  their  herds  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  are 
almost  without  number ;  but  great  crops  of  grain  and  increased 
herds  bring  but  little  if  any  relief,  consequently  this  depression 
cannot  be  ascribed  to  poor  husbandry,  nor  is  it  owing  to  extrav- 
agant habits,  but  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  it  is  owing 
largely  to  a  failure  on  the  part  of  farmers  to  accept  the  changed 
conditions  which  exist  at  the  present  time;  and  to  adopt  the 
methods  of  other  classes  for  mutual  protection  and  material 
prosperity. 

In  other  words,  the  farmers  have  failed  to  keep  step  with  the 
progress  of  other  classes  and  they  are  in  a  measure  left  behind 
in  the  race  of  life.  What  iarmers  most  need  at  the  present  time 
is  a  better  understanding  of  such  economic  and  political  questions 
as  relate  to  their  material  interests  and  a  disposition  to  unite 
with  others  of  the  same  class  to  put  this  knowledge  into  practi- 
cal use.  It  is  apparently  an  easy  matter  for  farmers  to  study 
and  theorize  upon  those  questions,  and  even  to  arrive  at  definite 
conclusions ;  but  in  times  past  it  has  been  about  as  difficult  to 
unite  their  forces  and  apply  the  knowledge  gained,  as  it  used  to 
be,  for  a  "  camel  to  pass  through  the  eye  of  a  needle."  While 
other  classes  pass  along  with  but  little  difficulty,  the  great  major- 
ity of  farmers  are  so  loaded  down  with  jealousies,  prejudices  and 
a  sort  of  servile  independence  which  greatly  obstructs  their  pro- 
gress, and  rr  any  times  effectually  debars  them  from  entering  upon 
the  happy  road  to  prosperity.  For  many  years  the  Orange  has 
taught  the  farmers  the  necessity  of  "  acting  together  for  mutual 
protection  and  advancement  as  occasion  may  require,"  but  the 
wholesome  lessons  taught  have  been  only  partially  heeded  even 
by  the  members  of  the  organization. 

While  many  co-operative  efforts  have  been  made,  only  a  few 
have  been  fully  successful,  owing  to  a  want  of  unity  of  actio 
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among  those  who  were  most  interested.  But  notwithstanding 
the  apparent  apathy  of  farmers  in  this  direction,  your  Com  • 
mittee,  after  looking  the  ground  carefully  over,  find  that  real  pro- 
gress has  been  made,  and  that  there  is  no  Just  cause  for  discour- 
agement. Through  co-operation  in  the  home,  systematized  by 
"the  heads  of  families  and  assisted  by  individual  members,  the 
burdens  of  the  household  and  the  farm  have  been  lightened,  and 
the  happiness  of  the  family  increased ;  in  communities  the  morals 
have  been  elevated,  the  social  more  refined  and  the  interests  of 
all  unified;  reck'ess  habits  and  customs  have  been  changed, systems 
improved,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  people  ameliorated.  In 
commercial  lines  the  continued  success  of  co-operative  efforts 
under  intelligent  direction  is  giving  courage  to  the  great  mass  of 
farmers  who  are  laboring  under  financial  difficulties  ;  and  with 
courage  will  come  the  conviction  that  CO- operative  effort  is  the 
only  salvation  of  the  American  farmers.  Among  the  nota- 
ble instances  of  successful  co  operation,  are  the  Texas  Co-oper- 
ative Association,  the  Granger's  Bank  of  California,  the  Dela- 
ware Fruit  Exchange,  the  Vermont  Maple  Sugar  Exchange,  the 
Milk  Producers'  Unions  in  New  York,  and  in  the  New  England 
8tates.  and  the  various  Farmers1  Mutual  Insurance  Companies 
in  different  parts  of  the  country.  These  efforts  are  most  con- 
clusive proof,  that  successful  co-operation  among  farmers  is  not 
a  mere  theory — an  ignis  fatuvs — which  can  never  be  reached  ; 
but  that  it  is  a  living  vital  principle  so  closely  interwoven  in  the 
body  politic,  that  it  can  neither  be  shunned  nor  ignored  where 
success  is  most  desired.  It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  business  of  the  farmers  of  this  country 
could  and  should  be  transacted  by  co-operative  methods. 

Produce  Exchanges  might  be  established  in  different  parts  of 
the  several  States,  each  under  proper  regulations  and  efficient 
management,  where  farmers  could  send  produce  of  all  kinds  to 
be  graded  and  prepared  for  market  in  such  quantities  as  to  at- 
tract wholesale  buyers,  and  the  farmers  thereby  not  only  save 
the  large  commissions  which  are  necessarily  paid  to  buyers  for 
collecting  farm  produce  in  small  quantities,  but  in  most  instances 
a  higher  price  would  be  secured  by  reason  of  proper  grading  and 
attractive  packages  By  this  arrangement  comparatively  good 
markets  would  be  brought  within  the  reach  of  farmers  and  their 
produce  sold  on  its  merits  at  the  highest  market  price  without 
the  intervention  of  the  usual  number  of  expensive  agents  or 
commission  men.  In  the  judgment  ot  your  Committee,  the 
farmers  have  paid  too  little  attention  to  this  part  of  their  busi- 
ness, and  have  permitted  others  to  reap  the  rewards  of  their 
labors.  It  matters  but  little  how  large  the  farmers'  crop  may  be 
if  the  price  received  does  not  exceed  the  cost  of  production. 
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There  is  no  considerable  section  of  our  country  which  does 
not  in  some  way  exchange  its  products  for  those  of  oilier  sec- 
tions. For  instance,  the  South  sends  its  cotton  seed  meal  and 
other  products  to  New  England  and  New  York,  and  in  tarn  it 

foes  to  various  markets  for  seed  potatoes  from  the  North.  The 
last  must  have  grain  from  the  West,  and  the  canned  and  dried 
fruits  and  nuts  of  California  must  seek  a  market  in  the  East.  la 
Tiew  of  these  facts  your  Committee  would  suggest,  that  each  of 
the  State  Oranges  at  its  next  annual  session  appoint  an  Exchange 
Committee,  whose  duty  would  be  to  ascertain  what  farm  pro- 
ducts are  for  sale  by  the  farmers  of  their  respective  States,  and 
to  correspond  with  like  committees  in  other  States,  obtaining 
fiom  them  the  producer's  price  and  cost  of  transportation,  and 
thus  be  enabled  to  give  definite  Information  to  individual  mem- 
bers or  Granges  in  regard  to  the  advantage  or  disadvantage  of 
the  purchase,  sale  or  exchange  of  different  kinds  of  farm  pro- 
ducts. Owing  to  the  wide  diversity  of  the  farm  products  of  this 
country,  and  the  various  necessities  and  conditions  of  oar  farm 
ing  interests  it  has  seemed  to  your  Committee,  that  some  plan  of 
this  nature  might  be  adopted  which  would  be  of  much  mutual 
advantage  to  the  members  of  our  Order. 

But  there  is  another  phase  of  co-operation  which  we  wish  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  this  body,  and  which  we  deem  of  much 
importance  to  the  future  prosperity  and  independence  of  the 
farmers  of  this  country.  We  mean  co-operation  in  politics— not 
in  a  partisan  sense,  but  in  a  law-making  sense,  which  will  enable 
farmers  to  have  some  influence  in  shaping  and  controlling  legis- 
lation so  as  to  modify  or  repeal  such  laws  a9  operate  against  their 
material  interests  by  increasing  their  taxes,  and  in  various  ways 
decreasing  the  value  of  the  farm  productions.  Hitherto  farmers 
have  blindly  followed  the  mandates  of  party  leaders,  who  have  fos- 
tered their  prejudices, and  secured  their  votes  to  place  in  power  or 
continue  in  power  men  who  have  only  a  selfish  regard  tor  the  agri- 
cultural interests  of  the  country.  These  men  have  a  season  of  annual 
or  biennial  love  for  farmers  which  cannot  be  exceeded  in  mani- 
festations of  loyalty  to  the  cause  of  agriculture  or  personal  de- 
votion to  the  interests  of  farmers.  But  when  these  times  of 
refreshing  are  past,  and  the  farmer  goes  up  to  the  legislative 
halls,  and  humbly  asks  for  promised  legislation, or  a  crumb  from 
the  table  of  official  patronage,  he  hears  the  cutting  remark,  "  I 
know  not  the  man."  8uch  repeated  rebuffs  in  Massachusetts, 
caused  the  formation  of  the  Farmers*  League  in  that  State,  a  few 
weeks  since.  It  is  an  organization  composed  of  the  farmers  of 
all  political  creeds  whose  object  is  to  secure  the  enactment  of 
needed  legislation  for  the  protection  of  the  farming  interests  of  the 
State.    This  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  its  influence  will 
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be  felt  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  Tonr  Committee  do  not 
deem  it  the  part  of  wisdom  to  institute  a  Farmer  party,  bat  they 
do  deem  it  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  farmers  inany  and  all 
parts  of  the  country  to  unite  their  forces  whenever  it  becomes 
necessary  for  the  enactment  of  wise  and  judicious  laws  for  the 
protection  of  our  common  interests. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  have  only  to  say  that  the  sub- 
ject  of  co-operation  in  its  different  phases,  is  an  exhaustless  and 
fertile  one,  and  at  the  present  time  intensely  interesting  to  the 
American  farmer,  and  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the 
Orange,  of  the  utmost  importance.  While  education  lies  at  the 
foundation  of  our  Order,  co-operation  is  the  keystone  of  the 
magnificent  Orange  edifice,  and  is  absolutely  essential  for  its 
strength  and  permanency.

Your  Committee  on  Transportation,  have  bad  under 
consideration,  and  fully  discussed,  the  resolutions  of  Bro. 
Carr,  of  Wisconsin,  on  the  subject  of  railroads.  We  believe 
this  subject  is  fully  treated  in  the  general  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Transportation,  and  therefore  recommend  no  further 
action.

Bro.  J.  £.  Blackford  presented  a  report  for  tfc»  Committee  on 
Digest. 
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Bro.  L.  Rhone  moved  that  his  original  resolution  be  substi- 
tuted for  the  report  of  the  Committee.  The  resolution  is  as  fol- 
lows, and  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Good  Patrons  are  sometimes  deprived  of  the  ben- 
i  fits  of  our  Order,  under  our  present  rules  governing  the  sur- 
render of  a  charter,  or  removal  of  place  of  meeting  ;  therefore, 

Re$oltedy  Before  a  vote  can  be  taken  upon  the  question  of  sur- 
render of  charter,  or  removal  of  place  of  meeting,  by  a  Subor- 
dinate Grange,  notice  must  be  given  at  a  previous  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Grange,  and  lie  over  for  action  at  the  next  regular 
meeting. 

Re$ofoed,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be  incorporated  in  the 
next edi  ion  ot  the  Digest. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange, upon  ap- 
p'icaiion  through  the  State  Grange,  shall  issue  a  charter  to  cor- 
respond wiih  the  changes  made. 

Good  of  the  Order. 

Bro.  J.  B.  Bailey,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Good  of 

the  Older,  read  the  following  General  Report  of  his  Committee, 

which  was  concurred  in: 

.  Your  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order,  after  surveying  the 
field  of  Grange  literature  tor  all  these  years  that  have  passed, 
and  remembering  the  richness  and  value  of  the  thousands  of  prac- 
tical and  useful  suggestions  that  have  been  handed  down  by  the 
National  and  State  Granges  each  year,  and  also  the  multiplied 
pages  of  the  same  kind  of  valuable  literature  that  have  emanated 
from  the  thousands  of  Subordinate  Granges  throughout  the  coun- 
try, realize  that  the  field  has  already  been  fully  occupied ;  and 
that  good 'seeds  have  been  sown  in  every  town  and  hamlet  of 
our  great  country.  In  fact,  twenty  three  years  have  been  em- 
ployed in  actively  scattering  the  seeds  until  there  is  now  hardly 
any  place  where  they  have  not  been  strewn.  A 

In  most  places  their  germination  has  been  fair ;  and  they  have 
sprung  up,  promising  a  luxuriant  growth,  and  a  bountiful  har- 
vest. But  in  too  many  instances,  Worthy  Master,  no  cultivation 
was  given  them ;  and  they  have  been  found  to  hive  no  depth  of 
earth,  and  could  not  resist  the  scorching  sun  of  persecution,  the 
heat  ot  temptation,  and  the  weed  crop  of  indifference  and  neg- 
ligence, which  has  caused  them  to  wilt,  yielding  little  returns  for 
the  diligence  of  the  sower.  Sowing  seeds  seems  to  have  been 
the  province  of  our  great  organization  ;  while  cultivation,  close, 
careful  and  intelligent  cultivation,  has  been  permitted  to  grow 
into  neglect.  Cultivation  of  the  seeds  we  sow,  and  of  the  fields 
we  occupy,  should  be  the  crowning  virtues  of  our  organization,

if  we  expect  to  have  proper  and  remunerative  results.  How 
shall  we  cultivate  them,  and  how  shall  greater  beneficial  results 
be  obtained  ?  are  pertinent  questions  asked  by  every  one ;  but 
your  committee  is  at  a  loss  to  answer  how.  To  insure  success, 
we  know  that  it  is  not  alone  the  work  of  the  National  Orange  ; 
nor  yet  of  the  State  Oranges :  nor  is  its  success  in  the  hands  of 
the  officers  of  the  different  Oranges.  Our  Patrons  should  bear 
in  mind  that  the  success  or  failure  of  any  Orange  and  the  pros- 
perity of  them  depends  alone  on  the  individual  efforts  of  its 
members. 

If  a  Orange  fails,  becomes  dormant,  or  drags  slowly  in  its  pro- 
gress, it  is  the  result  of  the  effort  of  the  material  of  which  that 
organization  is  composed.  It  is  on  these  that  the  foundation  of 
our  structure  must  rest.  To  our  brothers  and  sisters  we 
look  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  great  objects  of  our  organiza- 
tion planned  in  our  Declaration  of  Purposes. 

If  they  Jail  to  do  their  duty  thoroughly  and  well,  State  and 
National  organizations  will  be  of  no  avail.  We  cannot  do  their 
work.  We  can  only  advise  and  suggest.  They  must  perform 
the  labor,  carry  out  the  plans,  or  failure  is  the  inevitable  result. 
Many  of  our  members  are  standing  idle  and  listless  expecting 
too  much  of  National  and  State  Oranges,  and  making  no  indi- 
vidual effort. 

They  forget  that  these  are  only  aid  organizations,  and  can 
only  help  those  who  help  themselves.  We  must  not  idly  wait 
for  something  to  be  done  for  us,  we  must  rather  strive  to  do 
something  for  ourselves,  and  if  we  do  this,  co-operating  intelli- 
gently together,  success  is  assured.  You  Committee  would  sug- 
gest that  each  Master,  of  both  State  and  Subordinate  Orange, 
be  urged  to  impress  upon  their  members  the  importance  of  indi- 
vidual effort  and  an  earnest  striving  for  the  Good  of  the  Order. 
They  must  not  only  be  prompt  in  their  attendance,  prompt  in 
the  discharge-of  their  duty  in  the  Orange  hall,  but  they  must 
carry  the  spirit  of  the  Order  without  the  gates,  into  their  busi- 
ness and  among  their  associates;  feeling  proud  of  their  organi- 
zation ;  for  its  objects  "  are  the  loftiest  that  man  can  seek." 

If  each  member  can  be  influenced  to  individualize  his  labor, 
remembering  the  wholesome  and  potent  words  contained  ia  the 
Worthy  Master's  address,  that  "  Work  brings  practical  results/* 
our  Grange  halls  will  soon  again  be  filled,  and  to  the  overflow- 
ing; dormancy  and  indifference  will  be  spirited  away,  and  our 
ship  of  progress  will  sail  graodly  on,  ladened  with  the  bene  lie 
Uods  and  blessings  of  former  days.  To  the  accomplishment  of 
these  ends  your  Committee  would  again  recommend  and  urge, 
ttorky  work,  earnest,  unselfish,  individual  work  among  our  mem- 
bers. 
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As  io  some  of  the  methods  and  means  of  work,  your  Com- 
mittee feel  that  they  can  scarcely  do  better  than  to  reiterate  the 
suggestions  and  injunctions,  that  each  year  have  been  promul- 
gated by  this  National  body,  and  the  different  State  bodies,  and 
urge  upon  Masters  of  Subordinate  Granges,  to  frequently  bring 
them  before  their  members. 

We  would  further  suggest,  that  in  addition  to  choosing  active, 
-willing  and  efficient  members  to  fill  their  various  offices,  that  the 
Declaration  of  Puipofes,  Constitution  and  By  Laws,  the  Obli- 
gations, and  the  beautiful  and  valuable  lessons  taught  in  our  rit- 
ualistic work  be  brought  often  before  our  members,  and  that  they 
be  drilled  in  the  work,  and  impressed  with  its  beauty  and  impor- 
tance. Your  Committee  fully  believes  that  the  principal  part  of 
tbe  failures  in  the  Grange  has  come  through  ignorance.  Our 
members  were  not  drilled,  and  did  not  get  a  proper  understand- 
ing of  our  objects  and  purposes  before  they  began  to  go  into  de- 
cay. 

In  order  to  ameliorate  this  condition,  and  prevent  further  di- 
lapidation and  dissolution,  your  Committee  would  especially 
urge  upon  all  Masters  and  Lecturers  to  vitalize  our  plans  and 
objects,  and  educate  our  mem  be  is  upon  the  important  ends  and 
purposes  we  hope  to  obtain,  to  this  end.  Your  Commit- 
tee takes  pleasure  in  recommending  to  caret ul  reading 
and  study  tbe  practical  and  valuable  suggestions  made 
to  this  body,  at  its  last  meeting,  by  the  Committee  on  Good  of 
the  Older. and  also  that  made  on  the  same  subject  to  this  body  at 
the  session  of  1882.  J.  B  Bailey,  Chairman.

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  inclosed  resolutions  relating  to  representation  in  the 
State  Giange,  beg  leave  very  respectfully  to  return  the  same  to 
the  Grange,  with  the  information  that  the  purpose  of  said  reso- 
lutions, to  wit :  the  placing  of  husband  and  wife  upon  an 
equality  as  voting  members  of  tbe  State  Grange,  has,  by  the 
action  of  this  body,  at  its  present  session,  been  accomplished, 
and  therefore  recommend  no  further  action  on  this  subject. 

Wm.  Simb. 
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Bro.  Sims  made  a  further  report  for  the  Committee  on  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,  as  follows,  which  elicited  considerable 
debate : 

Worthy  Matter: 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By -Laws,  to  whom  were 
referred  the  resolution,  offered  by  Bro.  Clardy,  of  Kentucky, 
asking  that  the  Constitution  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  State  < 
Granges  to  regulate  fees  and  dues  within  their  respective  States, 
haye  considered  the  same,  and  direct  me  to  report  the  following 
substitute  therefor,  and  recommend  its  adoption,  to  wit : 

Amend  Article  7,  by  adding  thereto  the  following :  Provided 
that  State  Granges  shall  have  the  power  to  reduce  the  fees 
within  their  respective  jurisdictions  to  any  sum  not  less  than  one 
dollar  for  men,  nor  fifty  cents  for  women. 

By  order  of  the  Committee,  Wm.  Sims,  Chairman, 

Moved  by  J,  D.  Clardy, 

That  Article  7,  of  the  Constitution,  be  amended  by  adding 
the  following :  Provided,  however,  that  each  State  Grange  may 
fix  their  own  fees  and  dues  within  their  own  jurisdiction,  and 
all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  provision  are  hereby  repealed. 

.  While  the  above  report  was  under  discussion,  Bro.  Alpha 

Messer,  at  12.80  P.  M.,  moved  to  take  a  recess.

tiesofoed,  That  there  be  twenty -five  hundred  copies  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Co  operation  printed  for  distribattop*. 

Bro.  Hiram  Hawkins  presented  the  following  partial  report  of 
Committee  on  Education,  which  was  adopted  : 
Worthy  Master; 

The  Committee  on  Education  to  which  was  referred  the  reso* 
lution  of  the  Watsonville  Grange,  California,  suggesting  as  a 
remedy  for  the  growing  evils  ot  irresponsible  electors,  bossism, 
centralization  of  capital  and  political  conuption,  a  change  in 
the  laws  in  the  States  so  as  to  enfranchise  persons  of  proper 
ape,  based  upon  a  property  and  an  educational  qualifi- 
cation without  regard  to  sex.  The  property  qualification  to 
apply  only  to  elections  where  any  tax,  franchise  or  monetary 
consideration  may  affect  a  community,  county,  State  or  the 
Nation. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  beg 
leave  very  respectfully  to  report  that  inasmuch  as  each  State 
has  the  sole  power  in  fixing  the  qualifications  of  its  electors,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  national  organic  law,  your  committee  are  of 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  impolitic  and  unwise  for  this 
National  organization  to  place  itself  on  record  as  favoring  the 
policy  recommended  for  the  evils  complained  of,  and  especially 
so  in  advance  of  any  action  of  the  State  Grange  of  which  the 
Subordinate  Grange  moving  the  resolution  is  a  component  part. 
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Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
resolution  be  referred  back  to  Watsonville  Grange  for  such  action 
as  tie  good  Patrons  of  California  may  deem  to  be  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Order.

Hon.  J.  H.  Brigham,  Worthy  Master  National  Orange  : 

The  Secretary  of  this  8tate  Grange  has  forwarded  reports  to 
Woithy  Treasurer  McDowell,  which  show  that  the  Order  in  this 
State  is  very  neaiiy  is  it  was  one  year  ago.  The  condition  of 
affairs  has  however  considerably  changed.  Finances  are  easier, 
and  the  excitement  over  the  fair  promises  of  the  other  organiza- 
tions for  farmers  has  about  subsided.  The  attention  is  turned 
more  towards  the  Grange  than  at  any  time  for  the  past  ten) ears. 
I  believe  that  a  course  of  lectures  would  result  in  good  to  the 
Order  in  this  State  at  present.  I  have  not  thought  so  heretofore, 
and  hence  have  not  asked  lor  funds  from  the  National  treasury. 
If  the  National  Grange  will  leave  it  discretionary  with  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  to  use  small  amounts  in  any  part  of  the  field 
where  the  prospect  for  return  is  good,  I  think  that  the  Order  in

Wednesday,  Nov.  20, 1889. 

The  Grange  assembled  in  accordance  with  the  regular  or- 
der, with  Bro.  James  Draper,  Acting  Master,  Bro.  J.  D. 
Clardy,  Overseer  pro  tern.,  Bro.  S.  C.  Carr,  Steward  pro  ton.,     i 
Sister  C.  L.  Wasson,  Ceres  pro  km.,  and  Sister  M.  A.  Mars, 
Pomona  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  a  quorum  responded. 

The  Journal  of  Tuesday  was  read  and  approved. 

Worthy  Master  Brigham  came  in  and  assumed  the  chair. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Thompson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Transportation,  presented  and  read  the  following  General 
Report  from  his  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  consideration  of  the  report  was  made  the 
special  order  for  2.30  F.  M. 

Transportation. 

The  Committee  on  Transportation  instruct  me  to  make  the 
following  report :  We  find  from  an  examination  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  National  Grange  for  many  years,  that  the 
subject  of  transportation  has  been  ably  treated  in  all  its  bear- 
ings. We  cannot,  therefore,  flatter  ourselves  that  we  can  pro- 
duce anything  new  on  the  subject,  for  the  consideration  of  this 
body  of  daily  newspaper  readers.  You  understand  all  about  the 
discrimination  of  the  long  and  short  hauls,  and  of  the  ways 
and  methods  by  which  this  is  accomplished,  on  the  estab- 
lished railroad  principle  of  charging  all  the  commodity 
will  stand.  To  speak  on  any  of  these  subjects  is  only  to  re- 
view what  has  already  been  so  frequently  stated.  We  Mist, 
however,  that  it  may  be  appropriate  to  suggest  some  remedy 
for  these  troubles  of  which  there  is  such  widespread  com- 
plaint. The  evils  of  which  we  complain  have  all  been 
brought  about  and  are  to-day  encouraged,  strengthened,  and 
protected  by  legislation.  It  is  in  this  direction  that  we  must 
look  to  have  these  wrongs  redressed.  Then  the  paramount 
question  wi.h  us  to-day  is,  in  what  manner,  and  how  shall 
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we  commence  to  secure  this  much  needed  friendly  legislation 
for  agriculture  and  the  laboring  classes.  The  ballot  is  the 
instrument  by  which  this  all-important  reform  is  to  be  se- 
cured. It  is  the  prerogative  of  the  Grange  to  teach  in  a  non- 
partisan manner,  how  to  utilize  our  present  strength  by  co- 
operation in  our  respective  parties— -to  attend  our  primaries 
and  see  that  none  but  men  pledged  to  our  interests  are  nomi- 
nated on  the  legislative  ticket  in  our  respective  districts. 

Since  the  recent  elections  in  Iowa,  a  newspaper  in  the  in- 
terest of  railroads  came  out  in  an  editorial,  the  substance  of 
which  we  quote  from  memory,  and  was  as  follows :  "  The 
much  needed  counterpoise  to  the  farmers'  vote  is  found  in 
the  railroad  vote  of  the  employees,  about  160,000  strong. 
These  men  have  learned  that  it  is  not  their  interest  to  vote 
against  their  bread  and  butter."  Here  is  a  proposed  organ- 
ization in  railroad  circles,  to  be  used  to  resist  the  enactment 
of  laws  by  the  people  in  the  interest  of  agriculture— the 
greatest  industry  of  the  country. 

Do  we  need  anything  plainer  than  the  above  to  indicate 
that  we  must  work  together  through  our  several  parties,  to 
secure  and  maintain  our  rights  and  interests  as  farmers. 
We  furnish  from  the  farms  three-quarters  of  the  commerce  of 
the  country  and  as  much  of  transportation. 

We  must  then  see  that  laws  are  enacted  that  will  mete  out 
equal  and  exact  justice  to  all  concerned.  To  Illinois  belongs 
the  honor  of  the  first  successful  movement  among  farmers  to 
restrict  railroads  in  their  exorbitant  charges  and  illegal  dis- 
crimination in  freights;  other  States  soon  followed  in  the 
same  direction,  creating  a  healthy  sentiment  among  the  peo- 
ple, that  railroads  and  corporations  are  creatures  of  law,  and 
should  be  regulated  by  the  power  that  creates  them.  Largely 
by  the  increasing  influence  of  the  Grange  we  have  secured 
tbe  Inter-State  Commerce  law,  and  through  it,  if  properly 
enforced,  good  results  will  follow.  Yet  it  is  not  enforced  in 
all  parts  of  the  Union. 

It  is  treated  with  contempt  by  the  Oregon  Railroad  and 
Navigation  Company.  Frtights  shipped  from  Eastern  States 
nrnst  go  to  Portland,  Oregon,  and  then  shipped  bajk  from 
100  to  30  J  miles,  and  this  back  shipment  charged  and  paid  for 
before  tbe  goods  are  delivered. 

The  influence  of  the  Grange  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
should  be  brought  to  bear  upon  our  Inter-State  Commerce 
Commission,  to  enforce  this  law  and  correct  the  injustice  of 
which  the  far  Western  States  bitterly  complain.    As  we  left 
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our  Eastern  homes  to  attend  this  National  Grange,  the  daily 
papers  were  discussing  the  formation  of  the  most  gigantic 
trust  among  railroads  ever  known  in  this  or  any  other  coun- 
try. We  believe  that  such  formidable  combinations  of  capi- 
tal are  opposed  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  constitutions  of  the  various  States 
which  were  formed  under  that  Constitution  whose  first  in- 
ception was  the  protection  of  all  classes,  the  weak  as  well  as 
the  strong.  We  re-affirm  our  faith  in  the  usefulness  of  the 
Intar-State  Commerce  law,  and  advise  that  its  provisions  be 
extended  to  Express  Companies  and  water  lines,and  further  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  telegraph  and  telephone,  as  the 
indispensable  adjuncts  of  transportation,  should  be  regulated 
by  the  same  law  and  principles  of  equity. 

We  favor  appropriations  from  the  General  Government,for 
the  purpose  or  opening  up  all  Witerwavs  in  different  parts  of 
the  country  which  will  create  competition  and  cheapen  trans- 
portation to  our  inland  and  sea  board  markets. 

The  power  and  influence  of  intelligent  bodies  of  men, 
working  in  their  own  interest,  the  ease  with  which  they  can 
combine  with  other  bodies,  to  overcome  great  obstacles  or 
increase  their  profits,  and  the  co  operative  methods  so  gen- 
erally adopted,  in  nearly  all  the  departments  of  transporta- 
tion, together  with  the  friendly  legislation  they  have,  and 
are  continually  receiving,  constitutes  a  series  of  object  les- 
sons, that  we,  as  representatives  of  the  leading  industry  of 
the  nation,  can  no  longer  ignore.  Keeping  the  good  of  all 
steadily  in  view,  we  should  apply  the  lessons  of  our  success- 
ful teachers,  in  all  our  business  relations,  and  by  thorough 
and  persistent  effort,  teach  the  great  multitude  of  farmers 
to  look  to  their  own  interests  and  by  co-operation  see  that  all 
laws  influencing  or  affecting  their  wellfare,  are  .strictly  en- 
forced ;  and  if  found  doing  an  injustice  to  any  legitimate 
industry,  so  modify  and  amend  them  as  to  do  exact  justice  to 
all.  We  must  learn  to  meet  intelligence  with  intelligence, 
enterprise  with  enterprise,  and  combination  with  greater 
combination.  Resolving  will  never  correct  a  wrong,  unless 
seconded  by  systematic  and  intelligent  work,  and  our  work 
is  not  fully  intelligent  and  practical  while  we  fail  to  apply  the 
lessons  of  experience,  that  careful  study  and  wisdom  have 
worked  out  in  other  and  equally  difficult  enterprises

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Legislation. 

Bro.  C.  G.  Luce,  of  Michigan,  read  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Legislation,  which  was  received  and  concurred  in  : 

The  Special  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred a  preamble  and  resolution  adopted  by  Sacramento, 
California,  Pomona  Grange,  respectfully  report,  that  they 
l>aye  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  a  majority  has 
instructed  me  to  submit  the  following  :  The  preamble  and 
resolutions  are  broad  in  their  scope  ;  embracing  almost  all 
tbe  questions  that  affect  individuals,  communities,  States, 
and  the  nation.  The  first  and  second  paragraphs  declare 
and  define  a  financial  and  banking  policy,  that  are  intended 
to  affect  and  partially  control  the  productive,  commercial, 
and  business  interests  of  the  country.  These  are  questions 
upon  which  economists  and  Statesmen  have  exhausted  their 
ingenuity.  And  still  all  of  the  questions  involved  have  not 
been  solved.  Wide  differences  of  opinion  still  exist  between 
men  of  recognized  ability,  unquestioned  integrity,  and  pa- 
triotism. Even  were  the  Committee  agreed  upon  thetiue 
policy  to  be  adopted  in  the  interest  of  Agriculture,  the  mere 
expression  of  an  opinion  would  carry  with  it  but  little  weight 
unless  fortitied  by  facts,  figures  and  logical  arguments  based 
upon  these. 

These  are  not  now  at  our  command,  nor  will  the  limited 
time  allotted  to  us  permit  even  a  partial  consideration  of  the 
questions,  with  a  view  of  shedding  any  light  upon  them. 
We  can  only  state  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  it 
is  tbe  duty  of  Congress  to  provide  by  law  for  an  adequate 
supply  of  circulating  medium  to  meet  the  demands  of  busi- 
ness, and  in  such  volume  as  will  best  serve  the  interests  of 
all  the  people.  For  the  purpose  of  doing  this,  both  gold  and 
silver  should  be  utilized.  That  all  the  currency,  whether  of 
paper,  silver  or  gold,  should  remain  of  equal  value  in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  While  your  Committee  is  not  entirely 
unanimous  in  the  opinion,  that  the  owners  of  silver  should 
be  accorded  the  right  to  an  unlimited  coinage  of  the  products 
of  their  mines  at  will,  yet  we  do  commend  to  Congress,  and 
to  the  government,  the  coinage  of  all  that  can  be  absorbed  by 
the  busim  ss  world  and  maintained  at  par  with  gold.  Agri- 
culture protests  against  demonetizing  either  silver  or  gold. 

While  we  are  not  prepared  to  accept  the  statement  con- 
tained ia  the  third  paragraph,  as  correct  in  all  cases,  that  the 
National  and  State  taxation  amounts  to  $l2.5Qper  cqptJa, 
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because  it  doubtless  varies  in  different  States,  yet  it  probably 
approximates  the  amount.  And  we  heartily  endorse 
the  "  demand,  that  all  taxation  from  the  citizens  be  strictly 
limited  to  the  actual  public  needs."  Taxation  inevitably 
falls  more  heavily  upon  Agriculture  than  upon  any  other 
class  of  property.  Others  can  charge  a  portion  at  least  of 
their  taxes  over  to  the  purchasers  of  their  goods,  wares  or 
other  customers  or  patrons.  This  the  farmer  cannot  do. 
With  him  the  burden  must  be  bravely  met  by  plowing  deeper 
and  longer  the  furrow.  Unnecessary  taxation  is  a  direct  and 
unnecessary  blow  at  agriculture  and  the  agriculturist,  and 
farmers  should  everywhere  unite  their  forces  in  order  to  re- 
sist the  imposition  of  useless,  unnecessary  and  unequal  taxa- 
tion. All  the  money  drawn  from  the  taxpayer  beyond  the 
just  and  legitimate  needs  of  the  public  is  a  species  of  rob- 
bery in  the  name  of  the  law.  This  may  be  lawful,  but  it  is 
not  right. 

The  fifth  paragraph,  relating  to  trusts,  expresses  the  com- 
monly accepted  opinion  in  regard  to  the  evilft  that  trusts  in- 
flict upon  the  country.  They  live  and  flourish  as  a  threaten- 
ing menace  to  every  legitimate  interest  in  the  land.  Noth- 
ing but  an  aroused  public  sentiment  will  arrest  their  onward 
and  destructive  march.  If  the  farmers,  who  are  the  chief 
sufferers,  were  united  all  over  this  broad  land  in  one  settled 
purpose,  to  create  and  bring  to  bear  an  influence,  enlightened 
public  sentiment  could  be  concentrated  in  such  a  way  as  would 
compel  the  enactment  of  laws,  and  secure  their  enforcement 
as  w<  uM  check  and  overthrow  the  evil.  Secure  the  public 
sentiment  and  the  laws  will  come  as  a  result. 

Sixth  paragraph.  This  declares  that  all  chartered  corpo- 
rations created  by  law  for  the  transmission  of  passengers, 
property,  etc.,  ought  to  be  regulated  by  law.  This  policy  is 
as  old  as  the  lives  of  our  corporations.  The  public  grants  to 
corporations  certain  rights  and  privileges.  The  right  of  em- 
inent domain,  which  carries  with  it  the  right  to  cross  our 
farms  and  other  treasured  grounds,  is  freely  given.  Aid  is 
rendered  by  the  Nation,  States  and  communities.  All 
this  is  done,  not  because  of  love  for  the  corporation,  but  be- 
cause they  are  supposed  to  confer  benefits  upon  the  public. 
And  the  public  must  never  surrender  the  right  to  compel 
thenx  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  and 
through  the  rights  and  privileges  extended  to  them.  The 
law  should  not  impose  needless  burdens  upon  them,  but  it 
should  resolutely  insist  upon  fair  and  just  treatment  towardi 
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all  men  and  to  all  interests  and  places.  The  Patrons  ask  for 
nothing  more  than  this,  and  will  willingly  submit  to  nothing 
less. 

Eighth  paragraph.  This  declares,  that  the  public  lands 
should  be  reserved  for  actual  settlers,  and  that  vast  holding 
of  land  by  corporations  or  alien  landlords  is  un-American 
and  subversive  of  that  equality  of  which  we  are  justly  proud. 
This  meets  with  the  cordial  approval  of  your  Committee. 
We  believe  that  the  law-making  power  should  be  invoked  to 
prevent  and  prohibit  it  whenever  and  wherever  it  has  the 
power  to  do  so.  The  large  and  more  especially  these  large 
alien  holdings  are  contrary  to  the  genius  of  our  institu- 
tions, and  in  violation  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  Amer- 
ican citizenship.  With  this  hasty  review  of  the  matters  re- 
ferred to  us,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  res- 
olutions : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  impo- 
sition of  taxes  beyond  the  legitimate  needs  of  government 
for  either  National,  State  or  local  purposes  when  economi- 
cally administered,  and  that  we  will  labor  faithfully  to  secure 
the  election  of  men  to  represent  us  who  will  honestly  adhere 
to  this  declaration. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  are  opposed  to  what  is  known  as 
"  trusts  "  in  any  and  all  forms,  believing  that  they  destroy 
healthy  competition,  and  as  a  result  impose  grievous  burdens 
upon  the  people. 

Resolved.  3.  That  we  hold  firmly  to  the  wholesome  policy, 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress,  and  the  several  legislatures  of 
the  States  to  restrain  corporations  created  by  law,  in  order  to 
secure  justice  and  equality  for  all. 
Resolved,  4.  That  the  public  lands  are  the  rightful  heritage 
.         of  the  people,  and  should  be  reserved  for  actual  settlers,  and 
\        that  vast  holdings  of  land  by  corporations,  and  especially 
\         alien  landlords  tending  to  create  in  now  free  America,  a  land 
f        and  tenant  system,  un-American  in  its  nature  and  subver- 
sive of  that  equality  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.    We 
therefore  demand,  that  Congress  and  the  legislatures  of  the 
several  States  exhaust  all  their  constitutional  power  in  order 
to  secure  our  domain  to  actual  settlers,  to  the  end  that  home 
*  ownership  may  be  encouraged  and  extended,  and  the  life  of

On  motion  of  Bro.  Wm.  Sims,  it  was  resolved  to  invite  Bro. 

James  Diaper  to  install  the  officers  of  the  National  Grange. 

Court  of  Appeals. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman  read  a  report  of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
which  was  received  and  spread  upon  the  journal : 
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Appeal  of  John  A.  Dunlap  and  others,  claiming  to  be  members 
of  Amaskeag  Grange  No.  3,  of  New  Hampshire,  from  the  de- 
cision of  Charles  McDaniel,  Master  of  the  8iate  Orange,  in  sus- 
taining the  action  of  Amaskeag  Grange  No.  3  in  surrendering 
its  charter. 

It  appears  that  Amaskeag  Grange  No.  3,  was  orgin'zcd  in 
1873  in  the  city  of  Manchester,  under  the  jurisdiction  ot  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Grange,  and  was  at  one  time  a  large  and  popu- 
lar organization.  It  also  appears  from  the  evidence,  that  per- 
sons had  been  initiated,  whose  constitutional  eligibility  was 
questioned,  and  admission  opposed  by  a  small  minority  of  its 
members ;  and  this,  so  called,  "  factious  minority,"  had  become 
a  discordant  element  in  the  Grange,  to  get  rid  of  which,  a  system 
of  tactics  unusual,  if  not  unw a*  ranted,  was  resorted  to. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Grange  held  Apiil  16th,  1889, 
previous  notice  not  having  been  given,  a  motion  was  made  to 
appoint  a  committee  "  to  sell  the  property  of  the  Grange,"  which 
was  carried,  and  the  committee  appointed.  The  committee  pro- 
ceeded at  once  then  and  there,  and  sold  the  property,  although 
objections  to  the  proceedings  were  made  by  members  present. 
This  was  followed  by  a  motion  made  and  carried  to  divide  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  among  the  members,  and  the 
f  work  of  dissolution  consummated  by  a  vote  to  surrender  the 
charter  of  the  Grange,  of  twenty-six  in  favor  of  the  surrender, 
!  and  five  against ;  and  the  Master   declared   the   existence   of 

|  Amaskeag  Grange  ended. 

|  It  further  appears,  that  the  minority  of  the  Grange  appealed 

to  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange,  to  set  aside  the  action  of  the 
1  Grange  in  selling  its  property  and  surrendering  its  charter.     The 

Master  of  the  State  Grange  went  to  Manchester  and  personally 
investigated  the  action  of  the  Grange  iu  every  particular  charged 
or  complained  of  relating  to  the  surrender  of  the  charter,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  members  had  not  been  specially  notified  of 
i  the  intended  action  of  the  Grange,  although  nearly  fifty  members 

F  were  present  at  the  meeting,  and  the  claim  of  the  minority  that 

f  there  were  absentees  who  would  have  been  present  and  voted 
sgainst  the  surrender  of  the  charter,  had  they  been  notified,  to- 
gether with  the  position  taken  by  the  majority,  basing  the  legal- 
ity of  their  acts  upon  the  fact,  that  no  law  of  the  National  or 
State  Grange  required  notices  of  the  meeting  to  be  given ;  it 
appears  that  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange  endeavored  to  cor- 
rect any  irregularities  which  had  occurred,  and  give  the  minor- 
ity their  rights  under  the  law,  by  deciding  that,  if  ''  nine  men 
and  four  women"  as  the  law  provides,  could  be  found  among 
the  members  in  good  standing,  who  favored  retaining  the  char- 
ter, he  would  annul  the  action  of  the  Grange.     Ample  time  was 
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given,  and  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  members  made,  but  as  the 
requisite  "  nine  men  and  four  women  "  could  not  be  found  who 
desired  to  retain  the  charter,  the  Master  sustained  the  action  of 
tne  Orange,  and  Amaskeag  Grange  No.  8  went  out  of  existence. 

Home  time  thereafter,  a  btate  Deputy  appeared  upon  the  ground 
and  organized  a  new  Grange  taking  the  name  of  '  Amaskeag 
Grange  No.  141,"  and  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  former  Grange. 

The  appeal  from  the  action  and  rulings  of  the  Master  of  New 
Hampshire  State  Grange  to  the  National  Grange,  upon  which 
this  action  is  taken,  was  made  and  signed  August  9th,  1889,  by 
John  A.  Dunlap  and  others  claiming  to  be  members  of  Amaske- 
ag Grange  No.  3.  The  appellants  also  petition  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  charter  of  Amaskeag  Grange  No.  3  to  them. 

It  is  a  well  established  principle  in  law  and  usage,  that  appeals 
must  be  promptly  made.  The  By-Laws  of  several  State  Granges 
and  the  usages  of  the  Order  limits  the  time  to  thirty  days,  and 
no  further  action  can  be  taken  in  the  premises,  which  will  em- 
barrass the  case  in  court,  or  affect  the  rights  of  the  parties,  until 
a  final  decision  is  made. 

The  appeal  to  the  8tate  Master  was  promptly  made,  but  it  was 
unfortunate  that  the  appeal  from  his  decision  to  the  National 
Grange  should  have  been  delayed  until  a  new  Grange  had  been 
organized  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  former  Grange,  and 
consequently  the  circumstances  surrounding  the  case  materially 
changed.  Whatever  might  have  been  the  irregularities  prac- 
ticed, or  wrongs  committed  by  the  former  Grange,  they  could 
not  be  corrected  after  the  Grange  had  passed  out  of  existence 
and  a  new  one  organized  and  chartered  in  the  same  jurisdiction. 
In  other  words,  the  new  organization  can  not  be  held  respon- 
sible for  the  acts  of  the  suspended  Grange.  Hence  the  Volumin- 
ous testimony  relating  to  the  history  and  acts  of  Amaskeag 
Grange  No.  8  is  wholly  irrelevant  to  the  case  in  hand. 

The  couit  must  therefore  decide,  that  the  acts  and  rulings  of  the 
Master  of  New  Hampshire  State  Grange  be  sustained. 

As  the  By-Laws  of  the  State  Grange  of  New  Hampshire  do 
not  provide  for  the  organization  of  more  than  one  Grange 
in  the  same  jurisdiction,-  the  request  to  restore  the  surrendered 
chatter  of  Amaskeag  Grange  No,  8,  must  also  be  denied.

Recess  having  expired  the  Grange  re-assembled  at  2.30  P.  M., 
Bro.  Kimbrough  temporarily  acting  as  Overseer.  Sister  E. 
Russell,  Ceres  pro  tern,  Sister  A.  F.  Clardy,  Pomona  pro  fern, 
and  Sister  A.  S.  Hale,  Flora  pro  tern.  The  Grange  proceeded 
to  the  special  order,  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Transportation. 
On  motion  the  report  was  adopted  as  presented 
The  following,  by  Bro.  N.  B.  Douglas,  was  adopted  : 

Retolved,  That  the  installation  ceremonies  this  evening  at  7.30 
be  public. 

Bro.  J.  H.  Hale  read  the  following,  which  was  concurred  in : 
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Education. 
Worthy  Master: 

Your  Committee  on  Education  have  had  but  little  referred  to 
them  from  this  body  for  consideration  at  this  session,  yet  would 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  brief  General  Report,  on  the 
subject  of  Education  and  Grange  work.  We  are  clearly  of  the 
opinion  that  if  the  Grange  is  to  accomplish  as  much  for  the 
farmers  of  the  country,  as  its  best  friends  hope,  it  must  keep  the 
educational  idea  always  to  the  front,  and  to  this  end,  we  believe 
that  the  first  work  of  this  organization  is  to  lead  all  its  members 
to  study  the  history  of  this  and  other  organizations,  past  and  pres- 
ent. From  this,  your  committee  believe,  can  be  learned  that  no 
organization  has  been,  or  can  be  a  success,  without  per/ect  drill 
and  discipline. 

We  would  therefore  urge  upon  the  members  of  the  Order,  the 
impoitance  of  closer  study  and  conformity  to  our  ritualistic  work, 
•and  organic  law,  with  the  end  in  view  of  strengthening  and  build* 
ing  up  our  Order.  The  strongest  Subordinate  and  State  Granges 
in  the  country  to-day  are  those  where  our  Ritual  is  best  under- 
stood, most  respected,  and  preserved  in  its  entirety.  With  the 
Grange  itself  well  organized  and  disciplined,  may  well  begin 
the  education  of  the  members  of  the  Order;  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  far  too  many  have  united  with  our  Order  with 
a  vague  idea  somehow  Granges  by  resolution  could  throw  off 
all  the  burdens  that  the  farming  class  complain  of. 

And  while  now  complaining  that  the  Grange  has  not  accomplished 
its  object,  they  cannot  see  that  its  real  object  is  education,  and  that 
education  upon  the  individual  members.  Farming  as  a  business 
is  a  depressed  and  over  burdened  one,  yet  it  is  the  opinion  of  your 
committee  that  the  fault  lies  more  largely  with  the  farmer  himself, 
than  most  of  us  are  willing  to  admit.  We  as  a  class  work  too 
much,  and  think  too  little.  Suppose  for  a  while  we  give  up  thinking 
that  every  other  class  is  organized  against  us,  and  devote  more 
time  to  the  study  of  practical  business  methods  as  applied  to 
farming. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  if  the  farmers  of  the 
country  would  only  come  to  a  full  understanding  of  their  busi- 
ness as  do  men  in  other  professions  of  life,  there  would  be  much 
less  cause  for  complaint  of  our  depressed  condition,  and  we 
8'iould  be  in  condition  to  much  more  intelligently  press  our  claims 
for  public  recognition.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
this  can  be  brought  about  to  some  extent,  if  Masters  of  State 
Granges  will  devote  more  time  to  studying  the  methods  adopted 
by  successful  State  Granges,  and  aim  so  far  as  possible  to  adopt 
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rates  returning  home  from  Sacramento.  That  those  who  have 
been  allowed  more  on  the  return  than  allowed  to  others,  coming 
the  same  distances,  and  allowed  only  tourist  car  rates,  shall 
cover  the  difference  back  into  the  treasury  of  the  National 
Grange. 

Bro.  Frederick  Robie  read  the  following  report  from  the 

special  committee  of  which  he  was  chairman  : 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopter!  by  a  standing  vote. 

The  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  representing  nearly  every  State  in 
the  Union,  after  a  sojourn  of  many  days,  as  guests  of  California, 
having  enjoyed  so  much  of  individual  and  State  hospitality,  being 
about  to  return  to  our  several  homes,  desire  to,  and  do  express 
our  profoundest  gratitude  to  its  public  officers  and  distinguished 
citizens  for  their  kind  attentions,  generous  gifts,  and  open  doors, 
all  of  which  have  added  so  much  to  our  enjoyment 

The  occasion  and  the  receptions  which  we  have  received,  have 
been  fraught  with  all  the  evidences  of  an  intelligent,  generous  and 
cultured  people,  and  the  rich  and  happy  memories  of  our  visit 
to  California  will  ever  exist,  for  we  realize  in  the  fullest  measure 
the  truth  of  the  words  of  the  poet : 

''  The  tidal  wave  of  larger  souls, 
Into  our  inmost  being  rolls, 
And  lifts  us  unawares 
Out  of  all  meaner  cares," 

The  object  lessons  which  we  have  received  in  every  direction 
from  the  fields,  vineyards  and  orchards,  supplemented  by  the  vast 
resources  of  this  grand  Empire  State,  will  broaden  our  views,  and 
make  us  stronger  in  the  faith  of  an  undivided  country,  "  one  and 
inseparable.''

Dormant  Granges. 

Bro.  Hiram  Hawkins,  Chairman,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Dormant  Granges,  which  was  adopted. 

Worthy  Master: 

The  Bubject  of  dormancy  of  Granges  has  engaged  the  attention 
of  this  National  organization  for  many  years.  It  is  therefore  no 
new  question.  By  what  means  we  may  best  revive  Dormant 
Gianges,  is  one  of  practical  importance  to  our  organization. 
Your  Committee  is  forcibly  'impressed  with  the  fact  that  work, 
systematic  work,  practical  work,  is  the  great  potent  factor  in  re* 
building  our  Order.  We  respectfully  submit,  that  work  means 
sojne  one  to  perform  that  duty.  To  this  end  we  recommend,  that 
every  State  Grange  should  see  to  it,  that  the  Lecturer  or  some 
competent  officer  of  the  State  Grange  or  Grange  Deputy  shall  be 
put  to  work  in  the  Grange  field  in  every  State  and  charged  especial- 
ly with  the  duty  of  organizing  and  reorganizing  Granges. 

Your  Committee  is  fully  impressed  with  the  fact,  that  work  in 
this  direction  will  not  only  rebuild  the  Grange  numerically,  but 
financially,  We  mean  to  say  that  this  will  bring  more  money  to  the 
Grange  than  it  takes  from  it,  and  we  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend, that  each  State  Grange  make  an  effort  in  this  direction,  to 
revive  and  rebuild  the  Order  in  their  respective  States.  Your 
Committee  would  also  recommend  and  urge,  that  financial -coop- 
eration is  one  of  the  leading  essentials  necessary  to  Grange  life 
and  Grange  success.     That,  therefore,  every  State,  County  an 
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Subordinate  Grange  should  adopt  some  business  system  of  co-op- 
eration. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  emphasize  the  fact,  that  successful 
Grange  work  is  the  great  incentive  to  Grange  revival,  and  Grange 
reorganization.  All  must  admit,  that  the  cause  more  than  any 
other  which  led  to  dormancy  of  Granges,  was  the  want  of  suc- 
cessful co  operative  effort.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  condi- 
tions necessary  to  prevent  dormancy,  will  necessarily  go  far  in  re- 
moving dormancy.  Your  Committee  would  urge  in  conclusion, 
that  conditions  which  contribute  to  Grange  success  in  one  section 
will  contribute  much  towards  success  under  like  conditions  in 
other  sections. 

We  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  circulation  and  distribu- 
tion of  Grange  literature,  and  an  interchange  of  Grange  thought 
and  study  of  Grange  work  and  cause  of  success,  wherever  and 
whenever  found.

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11  There's  not  a  flash  of  lightning  that  plays  about  oar  moun- 
tain top  ;  there's  not  a  peel  of  deep-toned  thunder  reverberating 
from  mountain  peak  to  mountain  crag  ;  there's  not  on  a  Georgia 
Patron's  farm  a  tiny  spear  of  grass,  cotton  bloom  or  corn  tassle ; 
there's  not  in  our  flower  yard  a  rosebud,  lily  or  jessamine,  bat

"  We  welcome  those  who  first  realized  as  a  fact  that '  trusts,9 
'combines,1  'pools,'  *  bucket  shops,'  *  gambling  in  futures' 
through  the  license  of  nefarious  legislation,  were  clogging  the 
wheels  of  manufacture,  subverting  the  honest  intentions  of  com- 
merce, oppressing  the  laborer,  robbing  Agriculture  of  its  just 
reward,  destroying  the  moral  vigor  of  our  young  men,  driving 
them  out  of  the  higher  vocations  of  life  into  gambling  hells  for 
a  remunerative  business. 

"  We  welcome  those  who  were  first  to  condemn  the  efforts  of 
all  sucb,and  in  the  most  emphatic  terms  have  all  the  time  opposed 
the  aggregation  of  wealth,  class  legislation,  paternalism,  every 
unjust  usurpation  of  power  and  centralization. 

*4  First  to  demand  of  the  government  for  agriculture,  not 
favoritism,  but  justice ;  not  protection,  but  equality. 

"First  to  demand  free  coinage  ;  the  abolition  ot  our  national 
banking  system  ;  an  increase  of  our  circulating  medium,  not  a 
spasmodic,  but  a  permanent  increase,  sufficient  to  stimulate  busi- 
ness ;  that  the  expense  of  this  increase  be  put  upon  all  the  in- 
dustries alike  and  not  specially  on  a  few  of  the  leading  articles 
of  Agriculture. 

"  We  have  not  demanded  a  financial  policy  tending  toward  cen- 
tralization for  that  would  give  the  government  control  of  Agri- 
culture. 

44 We  have  not  insisted  that  the  government  take  charge  of  and 
run  the  gigantic  railroads,  telegraph  and  express  lines  as  it  does 
the  post  office  department,  but  that  those  under  proper  and  reas- 
onable restrictions,  and  with  a  healthy  competition,  are  the 
most  potent  influences  in  stimulating  Agriculture,  establish- 
ing manufactories  and  in  building  up  healthy  commercial  relations 
between  States  and  nations. 

44 We  welcome  those  who  have  no  sympathy  with  Communism. 
Socialism,  or  Anarchism,  and  while  they  have  denounced  all 
revolutionary  schemes  similar  to    Henry   George's  single-tax 


theory  as  a  dogma,  with  land  robbery  as  tho  object,  have  always 
felt  it  a  duty  to  elevate  and  dignify  labor. 

44  We  welcome  you— not  to  the  antebellum  South —with  her 
reckless  systems  and  profligate  habits,  but  among  Patrons  of  the 
Empire  State  of  the  new  South.  A  section  with  increasing  com- 
mercial advantages,  a  rapidly  developing  manufacture,  and  ag- 
gressive Agriculture  on  the  intensive  system.  To  a  section  where 
three  great  factors,  commerce,  manufacture  and  Agriculture, 
hand  in  hand,  with  hearts  united,  are  working  together  to  de- 
velopthe  hidden  resources  of  a  great  and  grand  country. 

44  We  welcome  you  among  a  people  who  do  not  use  the  shot 
gun  at  the  polls,  but  instead  advocate  a  free  and  untrammeled 
ballot ;  among  those  who  have  buried  the  hatchet,  would  fill  the 
bloody  chasm,  and  put  their  heel  upon  him  who  would  engender 
strife  between  the  sections,  or  antagonize  any  industry  or  occu- 
pation. 

4 'We  welcome  those  who  were  first  after  the  civil  war  to  recog- 
nize that  this  whole  country,  from  the  mountain  to  seaboard, 
from  the  Atlantic  on  the  east  to  the  Pacific  on  the  west,  was  a 
great  country  with  a  common  interest,  and  realized  the  fact  that 
each  section,  with  the  others,  must  to  higher  heights  attain,  or 
with  them  to  oblivion  sink,  And  to  this  end  have  demanded 
that  sectional  lines,  established  by  political  demagogues,  be  ob- 
literated, and  that  the  bloody  shirt  no  longer  be  waved  over  this 
great  and  grand  country  of  ours. 

44  We  welcome  those  who  have  ever  insisted  and  demanded  that 
the  Government  wipe  out  and  destroy  its  poverty-producing 
and  crime -creating  discriminations,  and  give  to  each  industry  a 
fair  chance  in  the  great  struggle  for  life. 

"We  welcome  those  to-day,  who  believe  every  one  is  born  into 
the  world  a  debtor  to  society  for  all  he  can  do  to  elevate  and 
build  it  up.  Those  who  have  set  aside  the  Cain  dynasty,  substi- 
tuted in  its  stead  fraternal  sympathy  and  co-operation,  and 
through  a  grand  Order  built  up  a  brotherhood  who  know  no  North, 
South,  East,  or  West,  but  are  striving  to  elevate  agriculture  in 
every  section.  Worthy  Master  and  Brethren,  for  this  glad  hour 
we  have  patiently  awaited,  fervently  prayed,  and  faithfully  la- 
bored, when  this  great  brotherhood  from  Maine  to  California, 
from  the  North  and  from  the  South,  would  greet  each  other  on 
Georgia  soil.  When  ours,  the  Mother  of  ail  Agricultural  orders, 
with  delegates  from  every  section,  would  be  permitted  to  visit 
and  look  upon  our  beautiful  sunny  Southland,  receive  cordial 
welcomes,  and  warm  greetings  from  Georgia  Patrons. 

"Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  we  are  anxious  that  your  first  visit 
to  our  section  shall  be  a  pleasant  and  profitable  one  to  all. 
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"We  are  praying  aod  laboring  for  a  noble  cause,  and  while  yon 
labor  for  our  mutual  interests,  we  hope  you  will  be  bountifully 
blessed,  and  therefore  urge  you  to  throw  yourselves  permanent- 
ly under  the  Influence  of  Georgia's  noble  women  and  pure 
daughters,  among  Georgia  Patrons  on  Georgia  soil,  where  hea- 
ven's blessings  are  most  liberally  dispensed,  and  help  us,  not  in 
fighting  the  battles  of  any  political  party,  but  help  us  in  work- 
ing out  a  grand  future  for  a  great  people  in  this  our  own  beauti- 
ful State  of  Georgia. "    [  Prolonged  applause.  ]

following  \ 

ADDRESS.  \ 

Officers  and  Members  of  (he  National  Change  : 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  made  one  year  ago,  we  meet 
to-day  in  the  "Gate  City  "  of  the  South  to  transact  the  business 
of  the  24th  annual  session  of  this  body.  I  am  confident  that*  you 
appreciate  the  importance  of  the  occasion  and  will  strive  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  our  Order. 

The  subject  of  organization  among  farmers  has  attn 
much  attention  during  the  past  year,  presumably  because  tVbey 
feel  the  necessity  of  giving  (not  less  attention  to  the  farm)  Ibut 
more  attention  to  some  matters  of  interest  to  us  outside  Ithe 
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ordinary  details  of  farm  life.  In  this  effort  to  extend  the  influ- 
ence and  promote  the  welfare  of  farmers,  oar  organization  mast 
act  an  important  part  because  of  its  years  of  experience  and  the 
drill  and  discipline  which  come  with  it. 

The  year  of  1890  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  for  our  Order 
in  some  of  the  States.  In  others,  for  various  reasons,  some 
losses  have  occurred,  but  we  believe  that  in  due  time  the  (<  lost 
will  be  found  "  and  returned  to  the  fold.  Notwithstanding  the 
losses,  we  are  stronger  in  many  respects  than  we  were  one  year 
ago,  and  should  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  new  Grange  year 
with  the  hope  and  expectation  of  recovering  lost  ground  and 
increasing  our  strength  where  we  have  been  prospering. 

WORK  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE. 

One  important  feature  of  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  that 
of  earnestly  impressing  upon  the  minds  of  members  of  Congress 
the  necessity  of  some  legislation  in  the  interests  of  agriculture. 
For  this  work  the  National  Grange  at  its  last  session  appointed 
a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Master,  Secretary,  and  Chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  instructions  "  to  present  to 
Congress  the  various  measures  considered  by  this  body  requiring 
legislative  action  or  official  action  by  the  President,  and  to  urge 
such  action  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  desire  of  this 
body." 

In  obedience  to  instructions',  the  legislative  committee  entered 
enthusiastically  upon  the  work  assigned  them  :  For  the  passage 
of  the  silver  bill ;  The  bill  prohibiting  the  formation  of  trusts  ; 
The  increased  protection  afforded  farmers;  The  removal  of 
duties  upon  jute,  jute  buts,  manilla,  and  sisal  grass ;  with  reduc- 
tion of  duty  upon  binder  twine ;  the  adoption  of  the  reciprocity 
provision  of  the  law ;  the  restrictive  clause  of  requiring  the 
annual  appropriations  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
leges to  be  expended  only  in  instruction  in  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts,  we  may  justly  claim  a  fair  share  of  credit.  We 
did  not  obtain  all  we  sought,  but  we  firmly  believe  that  our  influ- 
ence contributed  much  towards  securing  the  passage  of  these 
measures  from  which  farmers  hope  to  obtain  some  relief.  The 
Conger  pure-lard  bill,  despite  the  tremendous  opposition  brought 
to  bear,  was  favorably  reported  by  the  committee  and  passed 
the  House  by  a  decided  majority.  Earnest  attention  was  given 
to  the  arguments  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  measure  to 
prohibit  gambling  in  farm  products,  and  also  in  favor  of  the  pure 
lard  bill.  All  in  all,  we  believe  this  effort  on  your  part  to  secure 
legislation  in  the  interest  of  agriculture  has  been  productive  of 
good  results.  For  details  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Legislative  committee. 
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FIBLD  WORK  OF  THE  TSAR. 

But  little  field  work  has  been  done  during  the  year,  as  the 
attention  of  the  people  has  been  occupied  with  the  important 
work  of  selecting  men  to  represent  them  in  the  next  Congress 
The  choice  has  been  made,  and  the  people  will  be  well  or  poorly 
represented  according  as  they  have  chosen  wisely  or  unwisely. 
It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  these  selections  are  not  made 
without  resorting  to  disreputable  and  unfair  methods  and  with- 
out the  use  of  influences  which  tend  to  degrade  citizenship  and 
"corrupt  the  sources  and  fountains  of  power."  If  reforms  are 
not  speedily  instituted  our  entire  system  of  government  will  be 
•'  honey- combed  with  corruption.' '  When  success  is  achieved 
by  the  lavish  use  of  money,  it  should  not  cause  surprise  if  these 
expenditures  are  in  some  way  saddled  upon  the  people. 

The  Australian  ballot  system  gives  some  promise  of  reform 
and  should  be  adopted  in  every  State,  and  I  recommend  that  the 
entire  strength  of  our  Order  be  brought  to  bear  to  secure  its 
adoption.  Every  good  citizen  must  long  for  the  day  when 
ignorance,  passion,  prejudice  and  vicious  methods  shall  be  suc- 
ceeded by  wisdom,  candor,  reason  and  honesty  in  political  cam- 
paigns. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  period  of  low  prices  for  agricultural  products  seems  about 
to  be  succeeded  by  an  era  of  fair  prices,  which  will  afford  the 
farmer  some  profit  from  his  labor.  The  change  will  certainly  be 
welcomed  by  the  farmer  and  will  add  to  the  general  prosperity 
of  our  country.  Fair  prices  for  what  we  sell  and  fair  prices  for 
what  we  buy  are  conditions  always  favorable  to  us.  Much  has 
been  published  during  the  past  year  in  regard  to  prices  paid  for 
farm  implements  in  this  country  and  the  prices  paid  abroad.  The 
charge  has  been  freely  made  that  our  manufacturers  send  their 
implements  to  foreign  countries,  where  they  are  sold  to  farmers 
for  less  than  farmers  pay  here.  I  felt  it  my  duty,  as  the  execu- 
tive head  of  a  great  farmers'  organization,  to  investigate  this 
charge,  and  if  true  advise  the  use  of  our  power  to  remedy  a 
palpable  wrong.  I  have  received  reliable  information  from  Can- 
ada find  from  several  European  countries,  including  Great 
Britain,  and  have  failed  to  learn  of  a  single  instance  where  farm 
implements  manufactured  in  this  country  are  sold  to  foreign 
farmers  for  a  less  price  than  is  charged  our  farmers.  On  the 
contrary,  the  prices  are  from  25  to  75  per  cent,  higher  abroad 
than  in  this  country.  I  also  obtained  reliable  information  in 
regard  to  the  prices  of  farm  implements  manufactured'  abroad 
and  sold  to  the  farmers  of  Great  Britain,  France,  Italy,  etc.,  and 
in  every  instance  the  price  is  considerably  above  that  paid  here. 
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The  lowest  retail  price  of  twine  binders  in  England,  France  and 
Italy  is  over  $200 ;  mowers  from  $70  to  $90  ;  hay  rakes  (sulky) 
from  $40  to  $50;  Oliver  chilled  plows,  $18  to  $20;  two -horse 
steel  plows,  foreign  manufacture,  $25  the  lowest  price.  Much 
more  could  be  said  upon  this  subject,  but  I  submit  these  facts  in 
the  interest  of  truth  alone.  The  farmer  has  many  grievances 
which  need  attention.  There  are  wrongs  that  should  be  righted, 
but  we  cannot  afford  to  be  deceived  by  statements  which  are  not 
warranted  by  the  facts.  That  wholesale  prices  are  less  than 
retail  prices  is  true  of  every  country,  and  it  is  probable  that  the 
wholesale  price  at  which  implements  are  sold  to  both  toreign 
and  home  dealers  has  been  confused  with  retail  prices  to  farmers 
here.  I  can  find  no  other  explanation  of  the  alleged  discrepancy 
in  prices. 

THE  LATE  REVISION  OF  THE  TARIFF. 

In  1888  the  issue  between  the  two  great  political  parties  was  a 
protective  tariff  vs.  a  tariff  for  revenue  only.  The  people  decided 
in  favor  of  the  protective  policy,  and  Congress,  after  months  of 
discussion,  has  completed  the  promised  revision.  It  is  impossi- 
ble in  such  legislation  for  any  one  to  secure  everything  he 
desires  Concessions  must  be  made  on  all  sides.  Opinions 
differ  radically  as  to  the  effects  of  the  revision.  Time  alone 
will  demonstrate  who  is  right  and  who  is  wrong.  It  is  not  wise 
to  be  alarmed  at  statements  made  for  political  effect,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  heavy  purchases  of  goods  which  it  is 
claimed  will  soon  materially  advance  in  price.  In  both  instances 
it  is  a  selfiBh  interest  that  it  is  sought  to  serve  rather  than  our 
interests.  , 

The  agricultural  schedule  is  intended  to  afford  adequate  pro- 
tection to  the  agricultural  interests  of  all  sections  of  our  country, 
and  was  arranged  in  nearly  every  detail  in  accordance  with  the 
expressed  wishes  of  ninety- five  per  cent,  of  the  farmers  who 
were  heard  from  orally  or  by  letter.  A  few  months  of  experience 
under  the  operations  of  the  new  schedule  will  be  worth  more 
titan  the  opinion  of  anyone.  The  same  is  true  of  the  law  as  a 
whole.  When  the  excitement  of  the  campaign  is  over  the  people 
will  judge  the  law  by  the  results  that  shall  follow  after  business 
has  become  adjusted  to  changed  conditions.  If  results  are  satis- 
factory, the  law  will  doubtless  stand  for  a  term  of  years.  If  not 
satisfactory,  the  people  have  the  power  to  secure  its  modification 
or  repeal.  It  will  be  a  fortunate  thing  for  the  country  when  its 
policy  upon  this  important  subject  is  finally  and  permanently 
settled.  Any  policy  is  better  than  uncertainty  and  doubt.  Whilst 
this  important  question  is  still  pending,  I  advise  the  farmers  to 
study  the  subject  carefully,  pay  but  little  attention  to  statements 
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made  for  political  effect,  but  seek  earnestly  after  light  and  truth, 
and  when  a  conclusion  is  reached  allow  no  partisan  organization 
to  control  their  action,  but  give  their  support  to  the  policy  which 
promises  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  common  people. 

EDUCATING  THB  FARMERS. 

Farmers  may  be  slow  to  learn,  but  the  various  farmer  organi- 
zations, institutes  and  associations  are  educators,  and  in  time 
the  fanners  will  be  more  independent  thinkers  and  actors  than 
they  are  today.  Large  bouies  move  slowly,  but  some  day  they 
will  be  heard  from. 

THB  PRESS. 

The  papers  published  in  the  interest  of  agriculture  are  extend- 
ing their  circulation  and  increasing  their  influence. 

No  weapon  is  so  powerful  or  effective  a9  the  pen  when  wielded 
by  an  able,  honest  and  fearless  advocate  of  the  rights  of  the 
people.  We  must  sustain  those  who  fight  our  battles,  and  sup- 
ply them  with  the  "  sinews  of  war.1' 

AGRICULTURAL  EXPERIMENT  STATIONS. 

The  work  being  done  by  the  Stations  is  an  important  one,  and 
every  encouragement  should  be  given  them.  Young  farmers  es- 
pecially should  carefully  study  the  results  of  the  experiments  and 
learn  to  avoid  some  of  the  mistakes  which  have  entailed  losses 
upon  older  farmers. 

AGRICULTURAL  AND  MECHANICAL  COLLEGES. 

The  new  appropriation  to  these  institutions  will  enable  them 
to  increase  their  facilities  for  imparting  practical  as  well  as  scien- 
tific knowledge  to  those  who  desire  to  know  how  to  do  some- 
thing outside  of  professional  life.  The  people  should  insist  that 
the  funds  so  appropriated  be  expended  in  strict  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  the  new  law. 

WOMAN'S  WORK  IN  THE  GRANGE. 

'I  he  perpetuation  of  our  Order  depends  largely  upon  the  zeal, 
energy  and  untiring  devotion  of  the  sisters  of  the  Order.  And 
under  the  above  heading  committees  have  been  engaged  in 
earnest  efforts  to  interest  and  encourage  the  wives  and  daughters 
of  farmers  to  become  active  workers  in  our  cause.  The  report 
of  the  committee  will  show  what  has  been  already  accomplished 
and  what  is  hoped  lor  in  the  future. 
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UNITY  OF  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Various  communications  have  been  received  from  the  repre- 
sentatives of  farmer  organizations,  suggesting  that  some  plan  be 
devised,  which  will  enable  these  organizations  to  combine  and 
concentrate  their  strength  and  influence.  The  communications 
will  be  submitted  to  the  proper  committee  for  their  consideration 
and  report 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

The  following  proclamation  announcing  the  adoption  of  two 
amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  National  Grange  were  is- 
sued during  the  year,  viz :

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  I  have  been  officially  notified  that  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  has  been  adopted  by  the  constitu- 
tional majority  of  the  State  Granges : 

Under  the  head  of  amendments,  article  14,  page  18,  of  the 
Digest  by  striking  out  the  words  "  three- fourths  "  where  they 
occur  in  the  third  line  of  said  Article,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words,  u  two-thirds." 

I  therefore  promulgate  the  same,  and  declare  said  amendment 
to  be  a  component  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  National 
Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry.

PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  I  have  been  officially  notified  that  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  has  been  adopted  by  the  consti- 
tutional majority  of  State  Granges : 
Amend  Article  VII  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 
u  Provided,  That  State  Granges  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
duce the  fees  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  to  any  sum 
not  less  than  one  dollar  for  men  and  fifty  cents  for  women. " 
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I  therefore  promulgate  the  same,  and  declare  said  amendment 
to  be  a  component  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  National 
Orange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry.

Since  the  announcement  of  the  ratification  of  the  amendment 
authorizing  State  Granges  to  reduce  fees,  several  petitions  have 
been  received  at  this  office  asking  that  the  charter  fees  be  re- 
duced. These  petitions  have  been  referred  to  the  Master  of  the 
8tate  Grange  from  whence  they  came. 

THE  HARVEST  OF  DEATH. 

In  the  death  of  Victor  E.  Piollet,  Past  Master  of  the  State 
Grange  of  Pennsylvania,  and  W.  A.  Armstrong,  Past  Master  of 
the  New  York  State  Grange,  ou%  order  loses  two  of  oar  ablest 
and  most  fearless  leaders.  The  loss  is  irreparable.  Others  may 
come  and  go,  but  none  can  fill  the  places  of  our  lamented  broth- 
ers. May  they  rest  in  peace,  and  the  good  works  they  have  done 
in  the  Grange  lire  on  forever. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  sisters  and  brothers,  whilst  we  are  enjoying  the 
kindly  greetings  so  cordially  extended  to  us  here,  let  us  not  for- 
get to  thank  the  All  Wise  Ruler  of  the  Universe  for  the  inspira- 
tion which  gave  us  this  grand  fraternal  organization  where  men 
who  were  once  the  bitterest  foes,  seeking  each  other's  lives,  meet 
upon  old  battle  grounds  and  exchange  warm  and  friendly  greet- 
ings. What  a  contrast  between  the  organization  which  meets 
here  to-day  and  those  which  met  here  twenty- six  years  ago. 

"They  marched  to  the  drum  beat's  roll, 

The  wide  mouthed  clarion's  bray, 
And  bore  upon  a  crimson  scroll, 

4 We  organize  to  slay.' 
Along  our  front  no  sabres  shine, 

No  blood-red  pennants  wave,

Let  us  thank  God  that  we  no  longer  <(  dream  of  war's  alarms,9* 
but  that  we  look  to  a  future  of  peace  and  prosperity  that  shall 
bind  us  together  in  the  bonds  of  fraternity,  and  make  our  united 
country  the  richest,  strongest  and  happiest  nation  of  people  upon 
the  face  of  the  globe.    Fraternally  submitted,

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On  motion  of  Brother  X.  X.  Chartters  the  address  of  the 
Worthy  Master  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Division  of 
Labor. 

The  Worthy  Master  vacated  the  chair  and  called  upon  Bro. 
Hiram  Hawkins,  Worthy  Overseer,  to  preside. 

Bro.  Mortimer  Whitehead,  the  Worthy  Lecturer,  read  his  an- 
nual address,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Division 
of  Labor. 

Report  of  "Worthy  Lecturer. 

The  close  of  another  Grange  year  brings  with  it  the  duty  of 
reporting  upon  the  work  placed  in  my  hands,  and  which  I  have 
tried  to  perform  as  I  best  could  with  the  light,  the  strength  and 
the  means  at  my  command. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  National  Grange  $1,000  was  again 
set  aside  as  a  Lecture  fund,  to  be  expended  under  direction  of 
Executive  Committee.  Of  this  sum  the  committee  assigned  $600 
for  the  use  of  the  Lecturer,  to  be  used  for  the  preparation  and 
distribution  of  Grange  literature,  the  same  to  be  sent  to  the 
Grange  press,  Agricultural  and  other  "favorable"  journals 
of  the  country  for  publication.  To  this  sum  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  added  $50,  to  be  used  during  the  year  for  send- 
ing occasional  packages  of  our  literature  to  the  Masters,  Secre- 
taries and  Lecturers  of  State  Granges,  and  also  to  such  Deputies 
and  other  " workers'1  who  should  make  special  request  for  the 
same. 

These  instructions  I  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  carry  out. 
I  have  prepared  two  regular  circulars  each  month,  of  which  I 
have  had  prided  from  1,000  to  10,000  each,  and  sent  them  out 
simultaneously  to  the  various  papers— several  hundred  in  all — 
that  have,  as  in  other  years,  so  greatly  aided  our  cause  by  plac- 
ing the  facts  regarding  our  organization  before  their— collective- 
ly— hundreds  of  thousands  of  readers. 

In  the  circulars  sent  out  I  selected  such  subjects  as  had  had  the 
special  attention  and  action  of  the  National  Grange,  and  upon 
which  it  had  fairly  denned  its  policy,  thus  representing  the  ciys- 
talised  thought  of  the  majority  of  our  membership  all  up  and 
down  the  land.  I  gave  special  attention  to  those  matters  that,  un- 
der the  instruction  of  the  National  Grange,  our  able  Committee 
on  Legislation  were  urging  upon  Congress  in  the  interest  of  Agri- 
culture, believing,  as  I  firmly  do,  that  when  our  Order  after  careful 
consideration  has  agreed  upon  a  given  line  of  policy,  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  true  Officer  and  Patron  to  give  his  most  earnest 

upport  to  secure  the  ends  desired,  always  sinking  his  personal 
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▼lews  to  the  will  of  the  majority  and  the  greatest  good  to  the 
greatest  number.  If,  after  we  have  agreed  to  do  a  thing,  we  don't 
do  it  all  together,  cheerfully  and  unitedly,  we  are  only  proving 
that  we  need  no  organization,  and  giving  truth  to  the  old,  old 
assertion  that  farmers  won't  stand  by  each  other. 

As  in  other  years,  there  is  still  a  demand  for  certain  lines  of 
standard  Grange  literature  for  the  use  of  newly- organized 
Granges  and  by  Deputies  in  new  fields  of  work.  This  call  I  have 
answered  as  best  I  could,  but  regret  that  with  the  means  at  com- 
mand I  could  not  do  more.

As  some  of  the  circulars  issued  will  be  of  use  dnring  the  com- 
ing year,  such  as  '*  How  to  Organize  a  Grange,"  etc.,  etc.,  1  had 
more  than  the  usual  number  printed  while  they  were  in  type, 
thus  making  a  Saving  in  expense. 

THE  LECTURE  FIELD. 

In  the  lecture  field  proper,  in  answer  to  calls,  I  have  attended 
four  State  Grange  meetings,  a  number  of  Pomona  and  other 
Grange  gatherings,  summer  picnics,  fairs,  etc.,  notably,  * 'Grange 
Day,"  at  Chautauqua,  N.  Y.,  and  the  annual  national  gatherings 
at  Williams  Grove  and  Centre  Hall,  Pa. 

In  all  our  successful  Grange  States  our  Order  has  developed 
good  Grange  lecturers  and  ready  talkers,  and  where  their  ser- 
vices have  been  systematically  employed  the  spoken  word  has 
had  its  usual  good  results. 

THB  WORK  OF  THE  TEAR. 

Reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  it  must  be  admitted  by  all  that 
the  progress  made  by  our  Order,  in  impressing  its  principles  upon 
the  minds  of  its  members,  and  in  the  harvest  of  practical  results, 
has  been  greater  and  more  gratifying  than  ever  before,  the 
Grange  and  its  purposes  is  belter  comprehended  by  its  member- 
ship, better  understood  by  those  without  the  gates,  and  better  re- 
spected by  good  citizens  of  all  classes  than  ever  before.    The 
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greatly  increased  number  of  uew  Granges,  the  many  reorganisa- 
tions of  those  lately  dormant,  and  the  thousands  of  new  members 
that  have  enlisted  under  our  banner,  give  token  that  our  Order  is 
now  recognized  as  a  permanent,  safe  and  prosperous  organiza- 
tion. 

EDUCATION. 

The  progress  of  the  Grange  in  all  its  lines  of  work  is  in  exact 
proportion  to  the  extent  to  which  its  great  central  idea— educa- 
tion—is  applied. 

In  no  one  year  of  our  Order's  history  has  Grange  education 
made  such  advances,  and  no  other  year  can  show  as  good  results. 

Grange  education  has  made  its  members  better  farmers.  They 
know  more  of  soils  and  fertilizers ;  of  improved  stock  and  cattle 
foods,  of  diseases  of  animals,  trees  and  plants. 

Grange  education  has  improved  its  members  in  business  af- 
fairs. They  know  more  of  markets,  near  and  far,  at  home  and 
abroad.  They  understand  better  than  ever  how,  when  and 
wbere  to  buy  ;  how,  when  and  where  to  sell. 

Grange  education  this  past  year  has  developed  some  new 
farmers'  insurance  companies  and  has  strengthened  the  older 
ones.  It  has  established  Grange  banks  and  the  farmer  is  becom- 
ing his  own  banker. 

Grange  education  has  never  before  in  one  year  accomplished 
as  great  results  in  the  halls  of  legislation.  Grange  education  on 
all  leading  questions  of  political  economy,  taxation,  finance, 
tariff  and  transportation  has  occupied  first  place  in  the  attentions 
of  our  legislators,  and  Grange  education  on  those  matters  to-day 
leads  the  advance  of  reform. 

While  the  Grange  Is  not  now,  never  has  been,  and  we  hope 
never  will  be,  a  partisan  political  organization,  yet  its  grand 
truths  as  laid  down  in  its  •' Declaration  of  Purposes"  nearly 
twenty  years  ago,  are  the  lessons  that  have  been  learned  and  ap- 
plied in  all  political  parties,  and  which  have  been  taken  up  by 
younger  organizations  of  farmers,  and  practically  used  by  them, 
we  trust,  for  the  healing  of  the  nation  and  the  advancement  of 
its  greatest  industry.  Trace  the  pedigree  of  these  other  organi- 
zations of  farmers,  follow  back  to  their  "first  cause"  the  events 
of  the  past  few  weeks,  and  the  candid,  tiuthlul  investigator 
must  give  the  credit  to  Grange  education. 

41  One  wave  of  influence  set  in  motion 
Shall  widen  out  until  it  reaches  the  farthest  shore  " 

While  politicians  would  claim  all  the  fruits  of  last  week's  elec- 
tions as  a  victory  of  party,  Patrons  know  that  it  was  more  than 
a  party  victory.    It  was  a  victory  of  the  peopU.    It  was  confined 
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to  no  one  8taie,  nor  to  any  one  section.  The  victory  of  the  people 
over  one  party  was  as  great  in  South  Carolina  as  it  was  over  an- 
other in  Kansas.  The  people,  yes,  the  farmeis,  are  greater  than 
any  party,  and  when  it  happens  that  the  party  attempts  to  run  the 
people,  then  the  people  must  come  to  the  front  and  run  the  party. 
Farmers  are  in  the  front  to  day  in  all  parties,  more  than  ever  be- 
fore. Thanks  to  Grange  education,  they  are  proving  the  truth 
of  the  words  of  Lincoln,  that  "The  government  of  the  people, 
for  the  people  and  by  the  people  shall  cot  perish  from  the  earth." 

It  is  true  that  in  the  people's  battles  of  the  last  few  weeks  some 
of  our  friends  were  lost,  but  in  all  great  victories  some  heroes 
must  perish,  some  brave  ones  go  under,  while  the  truth  goes 
marching  on. 

Let  no  one  political  party  vaunt  itself  that  it  now  has  control 
of  the  farmers  of  this  country.  The  " independent  former" 
means  more  now  than  it  ever  did  when  spoken  by  those  who 
would  flatter  us  first  and  use  us  afterwards.  The  farmer  in  the 
Grange  at  least  will  fall  back  upon  his  reserved  rights  to  "  affili- 
ate with  any  parly  that  will  best  carry  out  his  interests." 

'    THE  FUTURE. 

This  Grange  education  must  go  on,  in  our  meetings,  in  our 
papers,  and  by  our  Lecturers.  We  must  still  keep  up  our 
missionary  work  with  the  printed  page  and  the  spoken  word, 
still  advertise  our  Order  in  all  proper  ways  and  at  all  proper  times. 

The  children  of  the  farm  must  be  early  trained  and  turned 
toward  the  education  of  the  Grange.  And  right  here 
opens  up  one  of  the  best  fields  of  "woman's  work 
in  the  Grange,"  and  out  of  the  Grange.  I  can  testify 
to  the  noble  work  our  sisters  are  doing  on  general  lines 
in  this,  their  special  mission.  No  more  earnest  bands  of  workers 
exist  in  our  land  than  the  good  sisters  who  compose  the  National, 
State  and  local  committees  ot  Woman's  Work  in  the  Grange. 
Children's  Granges  and  a  ritual  for  their  work  have  been  called 
for  for  several  years  past.  Let  the  education  of  these  juvenile 
Granges  and  their  rituals  be  of  such  a  character  that  it  will  en- 
list their  affections  and  attentions  in  the  farm,  the  farm  home 
and  the  Grange.  Not  long  since  I  sent  for  and  received  a  copy 
of  a  ritual  prepared  in  one  State  for  a  Children's  Grange.  To  my 
surprise,  on  reading  it,  the  word  Grange,  farm,  or  farm  home 
was  not  mentioned  in  its  pages.  It  would  do  just  as  well  for  a 
band  of  ciiy  little  folks  as  for  our  children  of  the  farm.  "  Train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  6hould  go,"  and  if  you  wish  the  chil- 
dren to  go  in  the  way  of  the  farm  and  the  Grange,  educate  them 
in  that  direction. 
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AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES. 

One  of  the  most  closely  contested  battles  of  the  last  session  of 
Congress,  and  one  that  added  one  more  to  our  Grange  victories, 
was  that  which  secured  the  new  appropriation  of  money  by  the 
National  Government  for  education  only  in  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  arts.  Now  let  Patrons  see  to  it  that  the  fruits  of  this 
Grange  victory  remain  with  us,  and  that  the  education  of  the 
boys  and  girls  of  the  farm  shall  be  second  that  of  no  other  class. 

THE  AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

In  another  direction  we  can  advance  our  interests  by  promot- 
ing a  proper  education,  and  that  is  by  seeing  to  it  that  our  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  elevated  and  broadened  by  Grange 
effort,  shall  have  the  means  provided  to  enable  it  to  widen  out 
its  great  field  of  usefulness.  Few  people  realize  how  sma\l  a 
proportion  of  government  appropriations  is  used  for  Agricultural 
purposes.  The  appropriations  for  all  purposes  for  the  current 
year  amounts  to  almost  $463,000,000,  The  other  great  Depart- 
ments of  the  Government,  the  Army,  Navy,  Interior,  Post  Of- 
fice, etc.,  take  from  $50,000,000  to  over  $100  000,000  each,  while 
way  down  on  the  list,  within  the  fourth  of  the  last,  we  find  our 
Department,  with  the  comparatively  trifling  sum  of  $1,799,100. 
No  civilized  foreign  country  but  expends  millions  more,  and 
each  year  they  are  doing  more  to  foster  and  protect  their  Agri- 
culture, as  the  basis  of  all  their  other  progress.  Can  we  do 
otherwise  in  this  than  we  have  of  late  in  other  important  mat- 
ters, viz:  Insist  upon  an  "  equality  before  the  law?"  In  its  vari- 
ous divisions  our  Agricultural  Department,  presided  over  by  ex- 
perts, is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  our  best  schools.  Grange  edu- 
cation made  it  what  it  is.  Grange  education  can  develop  it  still 
more. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Let  us  hold  fast  to  that  which  is  good ;  try  few  ex- 
periments ;  go  forward,  not  backward.  Let  lis  be  noted 
for  our  fidelity  to  all  the  precepts  and  principles  of 
our  Order.  Let  us  carry  its  education,  its  light  into 
all  the  dark  corners  of  our  land,  never  yielding  to  any  other  or- 
ganization or  association  our  proud  record  of  twenty-four  years 
of  existence  and  a  long  line  of  achievements,  as  pioneers  in  the 
great  work  of  organized  Agriculture,  The  oldest  and  the  best, 
the  Alpha  and  the  Omega,  the  all  in  all  for  the  American  farmer, 
and  his  family,  and  the  conservator  of  that  freedom  and  equality 
which  shall  long  prove  us  as  the  happiest  and  greatest  nation  on 
the  earth.     "Esto  Perpetua."

Each  year  we  note  the  absence  of  familiar  faces.  This  year 
we  miss  that  noble  Patron  who  has  done  so  much  for  the  Order 
in  New  York,  Bro  Armstrong,  who  has  been  called  to  his 
reward.  "  Let  us  meditate  on  the  virtues  of  his  character— the 
benevolent  spirit  he  manifested— the  offerings  he  made  upon  the 
altar  of  charity.

Report  of  "Worthy  Gate  Keeper. 

The  Worthy  Gate  Keeper,  Bro.  Ava  E  Page,  presented  his 
annual  report :

Report  of  Worthy  Flora. 

8ister  Joe  Bailey  read  her  annual  report,  as  Worthy  Flora,  as 
follows :

I  greet  you  from  the  Sunny  8outh  land,  and  am  glad  to  report 
to  you  an  increased  interest  in  all  my  realm,  in  regard  to  the 
cultivation  of  these  beautiful  productions  of  Nature.

They  enjoy  their  culture  and  admire  their  beauty  and  fragrance.

On  the  call  of  the  roll  of  States  for  reports  of  Masters  of  State 
Oranges,  the  following  were  presented  and  read  : 

CALIFORNIA. 

E.  W.  Da. vis,  Master.  The  far-away  State  of  California  Joins 
you  in  this  annual  session,  and  begs  to  offer  her  helping  hand. 
During  the  year  past  the  Order  with  us  has  grown  in  numerical 
strength  and  influence,  and  has  learned,  better  than  ever  before, 
that  in  the  Grange  we  can  all  work  successfully  together  for  the 
good  of  our  country  and  of  mankind. 

The  recent  visit  of  the  National  Grange  to  our  State,  yet 
lingers  fresh  in  the  minds,  not  alone  of  our  Patrons,  but  of  the 
entire  population.  We  remember  with  great  satisfaction,  the 
pleasant  greetings  and  acquaintances  of  that  session.  The  pres- 
ence, dignity,  and  influence  of  this  Body,  have  done  much  to 
encourage  and  enthuse  the  membership  in  California.  We  have 
added  to  our  list  of  Granges,  and  the  list  of  members  has  been 
quite  considerably  increased. 

During  the  year  past  the  Subordinate  Granges  of  California 
have  been,  so  far  as  possible,  visited  by  an  Officer  of  the  State 
Grange,  or  by  a  General  Deputy  appointed  by  the  Master. 

The  plan  has  been  very  successful  and  has  proved  the  means 
of  imparting  renewed  life  and  interest  to  the  Subordinates,  and 
to  the  membership. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  funds  of  the  Order  prevent  the 
Officers  of  the  National  Grange  from  visiting  each  State,  and 
addressing  the  people  on  the  issues  of  the  day,  and  on  the  prin- 
ciples and  purposes  of  the  Order.  We  beg  of  our  National 
Grange  Officers  not  to  forget  us  of  Oregon,  Washington  and 
California.     Come  and  see  us,  and  we  will  treat  you  well. 

The  Grange,  if  it  would  succeed,  must  be  up  and  at  work. 
Other  Orders  and  Associations  are  bidding  high  for  the  farmers' 
influence.  Let  us  not  forget  that  this  Order  is  entitled  to  our 
first  love.    California  promises  to  stand  by  the  colors  of  the 
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Grange.    And  for  the  welfare  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  we 
promise  faithful  service,  and  constant  and  prayerful  work. 

DELAWARE. 

E.  H.  Bancroft,  Master.  The  condition  of  the  Order  in 
Delaware  remains  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.  The  natural 
causes  that  then  prevented  material  progress  still  continue,  as 
we  this  year  had  a  total  failure  of  peaches  and  other  tree  fruits, 
and  only  partial  crops  of  small  fruits  and  grain. 

With  the  adoption  of  the  Constitutional  Amendment  relative 
to  Fees,  we  think  the  way  is  clear  for  more  successful  effort,  and 
propose  to  inaugurate  aggressive  work  all  over  our  little  Slate. 
With  us,  intense  partisanship  is  a  serious  obstacle,  perhaps  the 
most  serious  one  next  to  grim  poverty. 

INDIANA. 

Milton  Tbubler,  Master.  Worthy  Master— It  affords  me 
great  pleasure  at  this  24th  Annual  Session  ot  the  National  Grange 
to  be  able  to  report  progress  in  Grange  work  in  Indiana.  We 
have  organized  one  Pomona  Grange,  reorganized  one,  and  have 
organized  nine  new  Subordinate  Granges  and  reorganized  twen- 
ty-one dormant  ones  during  the  past  year,  thus  adding  at  least 
30  per  cent  to  the  Order  in  the  State,  and  the  outlook  for  Grange 
work  the  coming  year  bids  fair  to  be  the  most  prosperous  of  any 
within  the  history  of  the  Order  since  1873  and  1874.  With  the 
fees  reduced,  as  they  no  doubt  will  be  at  our  next  Annual  Ses- 
sion, then  kindred  organizations  will  no  longer  have  the  advan- 
tage, and  with  proper  effort  on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Grange,  a  boom  is  sure  to  come. 

IOWA. 

J.  E.  Blackford,  Master.  Worthy  Master— I  make  this 
report  for  Iowa  because  it  is  required.  I  regret  that  I  cannot 
make  a  better  one. 

I  can  only  say  that  in  my  judgment,  we  are  about  holding  our 
own,  possibly  making  a  slight  advance,  as  a  few  Granges  have 
been  reorganized  during  the  year. 

Our  State  has  been  quite  thoroughly  organized  by  the  National 
Alliance,  and  when  you  reflect  that  this  organization  promises 
the  farmer  all  the  benefits  of  the  Grange,  and,  indeed,  has 
exactly  the  same  objects  in  view,  and  offered  them  lor  a  mere 
nominal  cost,  you  will  readily  see  that  reorganization  of  Granges 
was  an  up  hill  business. 

Now  that  the  reduction  of  fees  in  our  Order  has  become  a  law, 
we  hope  for  a  steady  increase  in  membership.  We  at  least  hope, 
that  other  organizations  are  fitting  men  and  women  to  become 
useful  meml>ers  of  the  Grange. 
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Since  the  promulgation  of  your  edict  in  relation  to  this  change 
in  our  Constitution,  I  have  had  correspondence  with  many  of  the 
Masters  ol  the  Subordinate  Granges  of  the  State,  and  they  all 
heartily  concur  in  the  measure,  and  prophesy  that  it  will  lead  to 
an  increase  in  our  membership,  and  what  is  better,  they  pledge 
their  best  effort  to  fulfil  their  prophecy. 

We  can  assure  you  that  there  are  yet  many  Patrons  in  Iowa, 
who  will  continue  to  work,  in  the  hope  that  day  will  soon  dawn 
on  the  long  night  of  the  Grange  in  Iowa. 

So  mote  it  be. 

KANSAS. 

Wm.  Sims,  Master.  Worthy  Master— We  have  but  little  of 
interest  to  report  as  to  the  work  of  the  Order  in  Kansas  during 
the  year  just  closed.  The  number  of  Granges  continues  the 
same  as  shown  in  my  last  report,  with  an  increase  in  member- 
ship of  214  over  the  number  shown  one  year  ago,  wbich,  in 
view  of  the  extraordinary  growth  in  the  State  of  the  "  Farmers' 
Alliance  and  Industrial  Union,"  should,  in  my  judgment,  be 
accepted  as  satisfactory,  if  not  encouraging. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  above  referred  to,  special  effort  in 
the  interest  of  the  Order  has  not  been  deemed  best  during  the 
year,  and  the  increase  in  membership  above  shown  has  been  the 
result  of  favor  secured,  by  worn,  in  localities  where  the  Grange 
has  been  long  and  well  established. 

MISSISSIPPI 

J.  B.  Batlbt,  Master.  Worthy  Master — Twelve  months  ago 
when  I  bad  tbe  pleasure  of  meeting  you  on  California's  golden 
shores  and  witnessing  the  great  amount  of  Grange  enthusiasm 
and  spirit  that  was  manifested  by  the  noble  Patrons  of  the  Sun- 
set State  and  their  visitors,  I  returned  to  my  home  feeling  and 
confidently  hoping  that  the  time  for  reaction  and  revival  among 
the  Patrons  of  Mississippi  had  fully  come.  But  my  anticipations 
and  hopes  were  somewhat  doomed  to  disappointment.  An 
unforeseen  event,  which  enlisted  a  deep  interest  and  solicitude 
among  our  people,  was  thrust  upon  us  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year— that  ot  forming  a  new  8tate  Constitution— and  it  well 
nigh  absorbed  all  public  attention. 

But,  Worthy  Master,  notwithstanding  the  embarrassments 
under  which  we  for  some  years  have  had  to  labor,  and  notwith- 
standing our  diminution  of  numbers,  yet  I  believe  I  can  truth- 
fully assert  that  in  our  State  we  have  many  as  good  and  true  and 
noble  members  of  the  Order  as  ever  blest  any  Order,  in  any  sec- 
tion. They  are  enlisted  for  the  war ;  and  fully  impressed  with 
the  justice  and  propriety  of  our  cause,  they  on  all  occasions 
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stand  up  boldly  and  manfully  for  the  Grange.  This  is  not  only 
true  of  our  brothers,  but  we  have  many  sisters,  noble  and  self- 
sacrificing,  who  lend  a  willing,  helpful  hand  to  the  work. 

Since  the  political  excitement  in  our  State  has  measurably 
abated,  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  State  Grange  has  placed 
a  lecturer  in  the  field  among  the  weak  and  the  dormant  Granges, 
and  the  result  of  his  work  is  of  the  most  encouraging  character. 
He  reports  progress  and  a  revival  of  interest  at  every  place  he 
visits.  The  only  drawback  to  the  continued  advancement  of  this 
work  is  the  continued  poverty  of  our  State  Exchequer.  The 
Act  of  the  National  Grange  reducing  the  membership  fees  is 
already  having  quite  a  salutary  influence  among  our  working 
Granges.  In  some  active  Granges  already  quite  a  number  of 
new  members  have  been  added  and  still  the  applications  come 
in.  Taking  all  things  into  consideration,  Worthy  Master,  I  feel 
justified  in  saying  the  Grange  outlook  in  Mississippi  is  encourag- 
ing. We  are  enlisted  for  all  time.  We  expect  to  help  fight 
every  battle  and  conquer  every  foe,  and

MISSOURI. 

Ava  E.  Page,  Mafter.  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange — Missouri  has  leorganized  several  Granges 
during  the  past  year.  Our  work  has  all  been  in  the  right 
direction,  and  tbe  faith  of  years  ago  is  not  waning  in  the  least. 
We  propose  to  more  than  double  our  membership  during  the 
next  year. 

NEBRASKA. 

O  E.  Hall,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the 
National  Grange—The  Order  in  Nebraska  is  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  We  are  making  a  steady  growth  in  membership  and 
have  covered  some  new  territory  by  organizing  new  Granges. 
We  have  organized  twenty- one  new  Granges  and  reorganized 
twenty  eight,  making  a  gain  of  forty-nine  Granges  for  the  year. 
There  never  has  been  a  time  since  we  organized  in  Nebraska 
that  the  Subordinate  Granges  have  increased  in  membership  as 
rapidly  as  they  are  doing  at  tbe  present  time. 

And  the  members  of  the  Order  are  happy  in  tbe  belief  that 
the  long-looked  for  day  of  success  in  Grange  work  in  Nebraska 
is  soon  to  be  realized. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Charles  McDaniel,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Brothers  and 
Sisters  of  the  National  Grange — We  still  continue  to  •'  Onward 
march  "  in  the  "  Old  Granite  State  "  where  the  principles  of  the 
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Order,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  are  as  firmly  planted  in  the  hearts 
of  the  members  and  are  as  firmly  fixed  in  their  minds  as  are  the 
granite  hills  of  our  State. 

We  have  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  (for  the  year  ending 
June  80)  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifteen  (1,215)  according  to  offi- 
cial record.  We  have  organized  one  Pomona  and  fourteen 
Subordinate  Oranges  and  reorganized  two.  This  work  has  been 
accomplished  by  the  united  efforts  of  officers  and  members  and 
the  aid  of  our  Worthy  Lecturer  of  the  National  Orange,  Bro. 
Whitehead,  who  was  with  us  at  our  Annual  State  Meeting  sup- 
plementing the  work  there  by  lectures  with  the  Subordinate 
Orange,  each  of  which  paid  the  expense  thereof. 

Before  he  had  completed  nearly  one- half  of  his  engagements, 
he  received  an  appointment  from  the  United  States  Government 
as  Chief  of  the  Census  Division  of  Agriculture,  and  was  obliged 
to  leave  at  once  for  duty  at  Washington.  Consequently  we  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  what  we  did  not  get,  viz,  the  benefit  of  twenty- 
five  or  more  lectures  that  he  was  booked  for  in  as  many  different 
towns—not  for  the  special  purpose  of  increasing  our  member- 
ship, but  for  making  ourselves  better  acquainted  with  the 
broader  work  of  the  Order  and  the  means  adopted  by  our  most 
successful  Oranges ;  for  in  reality  our  best  work  and  thoughts 
originate  in  our  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Oranges.  It  is  our 
custom  to  hold  annually  in  August  or  September,  "field  meet- 
ings'9 with  each  Pomona  Orange,  when  the  public  is  invited  to 
be  present  and  get  better  acquainted  with  our  work  and  objects 

Bro.  Twitchell,  Lecturer  of  the  Maine  State  Orange,  came  to 
our  assistance  and  addressed  three  of  these  meetings  upon  the 
shores  of  the  beautiful  lakes  Winnepesseogee,  Mae  coin  a  and 
Sunopee.  Also  attended  closed  Subordinate  meetings.  These 
annual  gatherings  continued  to  do  us  much  good  in  a  social, 
educational  and  financial  point  of  view. 

We  especially  observe  '*  Arbor  Day  "  for  the  purpose  of  increas- 
ing the  value  and  beauty  of  our  farms,  aud  Children's  Day  to 
entertain,  instruct  and  make  happy  the  young  hearts  of  our  rising 
generation,  and  instill  into  their  minds  the  love  of  home  and 
country. 

For  the  purpose  of  having  uniformity  of  our  work  in  each 
Orange,  we  select  an  ample  number  of  deputies  to  inspect  each 
and  every  Orange,  to  see  that  the  laws  are  duly  observed  and 
obeyed  and  that  they  may  receive  such  help  as  may  appear  neces- 
sary for  instruction  and  improvement.  Said  deputies  are 
specially  instructed  in  their  special  work. 

Our  other  agi  (cultural  organizations,  viz  :  State  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College,  Experiment  Station,  Board  of  Agricul* 
tuieand  Dairymen's  Association,  work  \u  perfect  harmony  with 
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oar  Orange,  showing  our  farmers  the  truth  of  the  old  adage  that 
in  "Union  there  is  strength,"  especially  for  us. 

Oar  State  Orange  Fair  Association  continues  to  increase  in 
size,  prosperity  and  profitableness,  the  exhibitors  being  confined 
entirely  to  the  members  of  the  Orange. 

We  also  continue  to  receive  aid  for  this  Fair  from  our  friend, 
Hon.  C.  E.  Tilton. 

Our  Fire  Insurance  Company  insures  only  occupied  buildings 
of  Patrons  and  their  insurable  contents  and  now  has  over  one 
and  one  fourth  million  dollars  insured.  The  losses  have  all  been 
paid  for  nearly  two  and  one- half  years,  amounting  to  less  than 
$450.  This  is  the  only  specially  financial  business  we  are  doing, 
except  in  our  Patron's  Relief  Association. 

Finally,  we  are  confident  that  the  Orange  is  a  necessity  in  New 
Ha  npshire,  and  is  there  to  stay. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

John  Statesir,  Master.  Worthy  Master— It  is  not  always  a 
pleasant  task  to  give  an  account  of  one's  stewardship. 

When  report  can  be  made  of  duties  well  performed,  with  grati- 
fying results,  then,  indeed,  is  the  task  a  pleasant  one :  but  when 
the  results  are  meagre,  it  is  apt  to  be  inferred,  and  often  correctly 
so,  that  opportunities  have  not  been  properly  improved,  and  the 
one  talent  was  left  rolled  in  a  napkin. 

We  have  the  privilege  of  stating,  however,  that  what  advance- 
ment hos  been  made  in  New  Jersey  is  in  the  right  direction,  and 
though  it  be  slow,  we  are  on  the  move.  Two  (2)  new  Oranges 
have  been  organized  since  last  report ;  one  in  a  county  where  no 
Orange  organization  had  previously  existed,  and  the.  other  was 
the  outcome  of  a  meeting  called  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  a  branch  of  the  Farmer's  League. 

The  two  organizations  promise  to  make  good  working 
Oranges.  One  old  and  long  dormant  one  has  been  resuscitated 
and  is  now  organized  with  good  working  material. 

The  Order  is  holding  its  own  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  and 
our  Worthy  Secretary  reports  condition  more  favorable  than 
usual. 

One  Orange,  it  is  true,  has  surrendered  its  charter  during  the 
year,  but  should  have  done  so  before,  being  really  about  dead 
tor  some  years. 

No  lecture  work  has  been  attempted,  and  what  progress  has 
been  made  is  the  result  of  quiet  influences  and  careful  considera- 
tion, and  has  the  promise  of  stability. 

The  patronage  of  our  Insurance  Companies  and  Trade  arrange- 
ments is  increasing. 

The  year  has  generally  been  one  of  encouragement  to  the 
farmers  of  our  State.    The  crops,   fruit  excepted,  have  been 
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fairly  good  and  prices  more  satisfactory,  and  there  is  apparent  a 
more  hopeful  feeling,  and  a  prophecy  of  better  times  coming, 
which  we  hope  will  have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  our  Order,  and 
lead  to  a  more  rapid  increase  of  membership. 

PENNSYLVANIA, 

L.  Rhohb,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  I  have  the  honor  of 
herewith  submitting  the  report  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  for  1800. 

There  were  admitted  by  initiations  daring  the  December 
quarter,  1889,  545 ;  daring  March  quarter,  1890,  988 ;  daring 
June  quarter,  1890,  1352 ;  during  September  quarter,  1890,  677. 

We  nave  organised  during  the  State  Orange  fiscal  year,  eighty. 
six  new  Granges,  with  an  aggregate  charter  membership  of  2065, 
and  reorganized  twenty-three  Dormant  Granges,  with  an  aggre- 
gate membership  of  401,  making  the  total  increase  for  the  fiscal 
year  5978. 

We  have  organised  four  County  or  Pomona  Granges  and  re- 
organized one,  Somerset  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  89,  with 
a  charter  list  of  29  members ;  York  County  Pomona  Grange, 
No.  40,  with  a  charter  list  of  25  members ;  Wayne  County  Po- 
mona Grange,  No  41,  with  a  charter  list  of  40  members ;  Alle- 
gheny County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  42,  with  a  charter  list  of 
45  members  j  Butler  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  17,  with  a 
charter  list  of  85  members. 

Quarterly  reports  and  payment  of  fees  and  dues  have  been 
more  prompt  than  heretofore,  and  our  income  from  this  source 
will  show  an  increase  of  $2,000  above  that  of  1889,  and  $2,500 
above  that  of  1888,  and  $3,000  above  that  of  1887. 

We  have  paid  to  the  National  Grange,  during  the  State 
Grange  fiscal  year,  for  new  charters,  $1,290  ;  for  Sixth  Degree 
certificates,  $72.50;  dues  to  the  National  Grange,  $781.24,  mak- 
ing the  total  amount  paid  to  the  National  Grange  during  the  fis- 
cal year,  $2,148.74. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say,  that  the  farmers  of 
Pennsylvania  are  becoming  thoroughly  aroused  and  realize  in  a 
higher  sense  than  ever  heretofore  the  necessity  of  organisation, 
if  they  do  not  wish  to  be  driven  from  the  field  and  suffer  the 
ignominy  of  defeat.  I  think  our  Increase  in  New  Granges  and 
oar  large  increase  in  membership  fully  sustains  this  view.  We 
are  working  vigorously,  and  expect  before  long  to  taste  the  joys 
of  fictory.  Both  political  parties  understand  that  we  mean 
business  and  are  anxious  to  come  to  terms.  There  is  every  rea- 
son to  believe  that  the  coming  session  of  our  State  Legislature 
will  so  revise  oar  revenue  laws  as  to  bring  about  equalization  of 
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taxation.  We  are  fighting  our  battle  on  Orange  principles  alone, 
and  by  and  through  the  Order  of  Patrons  of  Husbandry  will  be 
secured  the  repeal  of  no  just  and  burdensome  laws,  and  the  en- 
actment of  measures  that  will  insure  equal  and  exact  justice  to 
all. 

The  Order  in  Pennsylvania  has  not  allowed  itself  to  be  loaded 
down  with  other  societies,  but  has  stood  as  a  bulwark  against 
every  form  of  wrong,  fought  its  own  battles  on  Grange  princi- 
ples and  has,  by  this  course,  won  the  respect  of  all  classes.  We 
may  be  beaten,  by  our  old  enemies  once,  twice,  thrice,  but  de- 
feated and  routed  never.  We  are  in  the  fight  to  6tay  until  far- 
mers are  accorded  the  same  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
that  those  engaged  in  other  pursuits  now  enjoy.  Our  officers 
are  faithful,  and  energetic,  our  lines  are  well  closed  np,  and  a 
straggler  from  the  ranks  is  hard  to  find.  There  may  be  differ- 
ences of  opinion  in  regard  to  political  questions,  but  there  are  no 
differences  of  sentiment  concerning  the  great  principles  of  oar 
Order. 

Our  cooperative  business  system  has  been  of  untold  benefit 
to  our  people,  and  an  important  factor  in  maintaining  the  Order 
in  the  State  It  is  indeed  doubtful  whether  the  Order  could  be 
maintained  without  it.  It  is  certainly  the  best  co-operative  busi- 
ness system  known  to  any  society  in  the  world.  Through  it 
every  individual  Patron,  the  moment  he  becomes  a  member, 
can  receive  its  benefits  without  the  investment  of  a  dollar,  or 
even  without  being  dependent  upon  any  other  member.  So  lib- 
eral is  this  system,  that  any  Patron  in  the  world  is  entitled  to  its 
benefits.  Within  the  last  year  we  have  made  contracts  with 
some  of  the  largest  manufacturers  in  the  United  States.  Farm 
implements  and  machinery  can  be  bought  at  a  discount  of 
twenty* five  to  forty  per  cent,  from  retail  prices. 

Our  Grange  inspection  service  is  working  well  and  is  a  valu- 
able help  to  our  organization. 

Our  insuranc3  companies  are  doing  well,  and  where  they  are 
confined  exclusively  to  members  of  the  Order,  have  been  a  great 
help  in  Grange  work. 

Perhaps  in  no  State  in  the  Union  has  the  Order  been  so  strict- 
ly confined  in  its  membership  to  farmers ;  in  fact,  farmers  have 
dominated  its  every  action,  and  stood  up  for  the  Grange  pure 
and  simple.  Farmers  have  filled  nearly  all  of  its  principal  offi- 
ces, and  dictated  its  political,  legislative  and  commercial  policy. 

The  Great  National  meeting  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  at 
Williams'  Grove  has  been  of  untold  benefits  to  the  Grange  cause, 
and  although  our  enemies  put  forth  the  most  determined  efforts 
during  the  past  year,  to  destroy  this  assemblage  and  thus  rob  us 
of  one  of  our  chief  bources  of  euceesa  they  were  moat  signally 
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defeated.  Patrons  from  alt  parts  of  the  country,  understanding 
the  animus  of  the  movement  against  the  meeting, buckled  on  their 
armor,  rallied  under  the  Orange  banner  and  made  the  Williams' 
Grove  meeting  of  1890,  the  greatest  and  most  successful  Grange 
gathering  ever  held  anywhere. 

The  influence  exerted  by  this  national  gathering  of  the  broth* 
erhood  is  not  confined  to  Pennsylvania  alone;  but  is  lelt 
throughout  our  wide  expanse  of  country.  This  meeting  was 
originated  by  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  is  maintained  by  the 
Patrons  of  .Husbandry  and  is  designed  to  help  on  the  work  of 
the  Order.  Most  nobly  has  it  fulfilled  its  mission.  Here  are  as- 
sembled the  representative  men  and  women  of  the  Grange.  All 
questions  of  public  policy  are  discussed  from  the  Orange  stand* 
point,  and  here  thousands,  who  have  since  become  valiant  re- 
cruits in  our  ranks,  first  heard  of  the  object  and  purpose  of  the 
Grange. 

It  is  therefore  most  gratifying  to  note  that  the  meeting  this 
year  was  much  larger  than  any  of  the  preceding  ones.  Popular 
feeling  throughout  the  country  is  with  this  assemblage,  and  its 
work  is  spoken  of  in  terms  of  highest  praise  by  tne  many  eminent 
statesmen  and  scholars  who  annually  visit  it.  This  Patrons' 
agricultural  meeting  is  most  potent  and  stands  without  a  rival. 

This  year  a  new  feature  was  introduced  at  this  meeting,  one 
that  will  tell  in  beneficent  results  of  the  grandest  kind.  A  De- 
partment of  Women's  work  in  the  Grange  was  instituted.  The 
meetings  were  held  in  the  early  morning  hour  and  were  entirely 
under  the  control  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Order.  Here  they  came 
to  talk  over  their  part  of  Orange  work,  to  counsel  together,  and 
to  resolve  upon  a  course  of  action.  These  meetings  were  an 
eminent  success  in  every  particular,  and  have  awakened  an  en- 
thusiasm in  the  Subordinate  Granges  of  the  State  that  argues 
well  for  the  iuture  of  the  Order. 

The  Patrons'  meeting  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  held  at  Cen- 
tre Hall,  Centre  County,  has  also  been  remarkably  successful  in 
the  same  line  of  work.  These  two  agencies  have  contributed 
much  to  the  success  of  Grange  work  and  Grange  recognition  in 
our  State,  and  Patrons  should  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure 
tbeir  continued  prosperity. 

The*  Pomona  Grange  of  Centre  County  now  owns  this  Picnic 
ground  of  nearly  80  acres,  on  which  its  annual  meeting  is  held, 
and  whatever  improvements  are  made,  either  in  the  way  of  or- 
namentation or  for  the  convenience  of  visitors  will  be  of  a  per- 
manent character.  This  is  a  distinctly  Grange  enterprise,  with- 
out any  individual  shares— being  the  property  of  the  County 
Grange,  incorporated  as  such  by  the  courts. 
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In  addition  to  these  meetings  nearly  every  county  now  holds 
Its  annual  county  picnic,  which  have  become  the  recognised  an- 
nual festivals  of  the  year. 

We  acknowledge  the  help  we  have  received  from  the  many 
able  Orange  workers  who  came  to  onr  assistance,  and  hope  and 
trust  the  coming  year  will  still  be  more  fruitful  than  the  last  and 
that  ere  long  a  Grange  hall  will  decorate  every  hillside  and  ham- 
let in  the  old  Keystone  State. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  M.  Murray,  a  Committee  consisting  of 
Brothers  Messer,  Whitehead,  Eimbrough,  Wedderburn  and 
Trimble  was  appointed  to  give  to  the  press  matter  for  publica- 
tion. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  X.  X.  Chartters,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee was  instructed  to  purchase  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of 
the  daily  papers  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

At  10  P.  M.  the  labors  of  the  day  were  closed.

On  the  call  of  the  roll  of  States,  for  the  introduction  of  busi- 
ness for  reference  without  debate— the  following  were  presented 
and  referred  to  appropriate  committees  :

Under  call  of  the  roll  of  States  for  reports  of  Masters  of  State 

Granges,  the  following  were  presented  and  read : 

ALABAMA. 

Hibam  Hawkins,  Master,  The  State  Grange  in  Alabama  last 
July  held  one  of  its  most  interesting  and  profitable  sessions. 

Reports  from  Subordinate  Granges  show  the  Granges  to  be  in 
good  working  condition. 

Since  the  reduction  of  fees  we  have  had  quite  a  revival  in 
many  of  our  Granges,  and  very  considerably  increasing  the  mem- 
bership. 

We  have  reorganized  a  number  of  dormant  Granges.  What 
we  now  need,  and  I  may  remark  is  the  great  want  of  the  Grange 
in  Alabama,  is  active  lecture  work.  It  is  a  necessity  which 
'must  be  provided  for,  if  the  Grange  work  is  to  meet  the  great 
and  growing  demands  of  the  Order. 

Woman's  work  in  the  Grange  has  accomplished  much  good. 

Juvenile  Granges  are  popular  and,  wherever  organized,  cre- 
ate much  inteiest  in  Grange  work. 

CONNECTICUT. 

George  A.  Bo  wen,  Master.  Worthy  Master  and  Patrons— 
Connecticut,  is  a  small  State,  having  an  area  of  only  4,674  square 
miles ;  a  tiifle  less  than  three  million  acres,  containing  thirty 
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thousand  farms.  It  is  known  as  a  manufacturing  State,  and  its 
agricultural  features  have  been  overshadowed  by  its  more  bril- 
liant rival,  but  its  agriculture,  and  its  farming  people,  are  no 
small  factors  in  its  general  prosperity.  This  statement  is  espe- 
cially true  of  the  latter  half  of  the  present  decade,  and,  if  we 
examine  carefully,  we  shall  perceive  that  to  the  Orange  belongs 
the  credit  of  more  prominently  displaying  its  agriculture,  and 
developing  its  agriculturists.  The  Grange  as  a  power  in  Connec- 
ticut agriculture  would  be  a  theme  for  a  complete  lecture,  inter- 
esting as  a  whole,  and  thrilling  in  many  of  its  details,  for  it  has 
not  been  an  unopposed  force,  but  has  fought  hard  battles,  that 
required  not  only  good  planning,  but  patience,  energy,  and 
untiring  zeal  But  in  a  gathering  of  this  kind  we  can  only  men- 
tion the  fact,  that  others  may  know  when  their  cause  looks  dark 
and  gloomy,  that  Connecticut,  a  successful  Orange  State,  had 
bad  its  great  obstables  to  overcome,  and  has  only  triumphed  by 
hard  work. 

Since  my  predecessor,  Worthy  Past  Master  Hale,  reported  to 
this  body,  14  new  Oranges  have  been  added  to  our  roster,  with  a 
charter  membership  of  488.  There  has  been  a  general  increase 
in  membership  throughout  the  Oranges  with  but  few  exceptions, 
showing  a  total  growth  of  1,844,  with  petitions  in  the  hands  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  new  Oranges  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  others,  which  are  in  abeyance,  containing  names  enough 
if  admitted  to  bring  it  up  to  an  even  two  thousand.  A  petition 
handed  to  me  just  before  leaving  the  State  contained  104  names, 
and  this,  too,  in  a  town  containing  a  Orange  of  over  100  mem- 
bers. As  another  instance  of  Orange  sentiment  in  the  State, 
allow  me  to  mention  Wethersfleld  Orange,  No.  114,  organized 
during  a  severe  snow  storm  in  March  last,  with  60  charter  mem- 
bers ;  to-day  it  numbers  above  190,  composed  of  a  strictly  farm- 
ing element. 

For  a  little  State  we  are  strong  in  numbers,  having  a  member- 
ship above  8,000.  We  are  stronger  yet  in  Bpiritand  enthusiasm, 
and  in  that  less  sentimental,  but  more  practical  part  of  living, 
the  financial  condition,  we  have  enough  in  our  treasury  for  all 
our  wants  and  some  tw.o  thousand  dollars  ticking  out  the  interest 
against  a  rainy  day. 

In  the  early  history  of  Connecticut  there  was  much  dispute 
regarding  its  boundaries ;  these  have  been  happily  settled,  but 
peihapB  from  hereditary  tendencies  a  Connecticut  Patron  does 
not  yet  regard  a  boundary  line  in  his  Grange  views.  They 
attend  the  Rhode  Island  Orange  gatherings  and  sociables  on  the 
East,  the  Massachusetts  district  meetings  on  the  North—my 
own  Grange  is  this  day  uniting  with  three  Oranges  of  that  State 
to  a  grand  Orange  rally— and  on  the  West,  (New  York  State), 
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we  obtained  a  right  through  its  Worthy  Master  and  the  officers 
of  the  National  Grange  to  sow  our  Grange  seed,  and  have  had 
the  pleasure  as  well  as  the  honor  of  establishing  one  Grange  in 
onr  permitted  territory,  Dutchess  county,  and  are  hopeful  for 
more  in  the  near  future.    As  a  further  evidence  of  our  cosmo- 
politan feeling  we  endeavored  to  get  Worthy  Master  Kimbrough, 
of  the  Georgia  State  Grange,  to  still  further  infuse  our  Patrons 
with  the  true  Grange  spirit.    Though  we  failed  in  this,  we  are 
yet  hopeful  in  this  direction,  also.    Connecticut  enthusiasm  for 
the  Grange  is  much  like  Mark  Twain's  description  of  New  Eng- 
land weather,  "  There  is  so  much  of  it  that  it  bulges  out  through 
all  its  boundary  lines." 

Bro.  Hale  has  told  you  of  the  success  of  the  Connecticut 
Grange  in  obtaining  $50,000  from  the  State  for  erecting  suitable 
buildings  for  the  Storr's  Agricultural  School,  and  this  against  the 
adverse  report  of  the  committee  We  asked  for  more,  as  the 
buildings  must  be  furnished,  but  failing  in  that,  we  had  recourse 
to  our  own  treasuries.  Belie viog  that  the  true  Patron  "  having 
an  abundance  in  store  is  prepared  to  dispense  charity,"  the 
Pomona  Granges  and  several  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  have 
each  furnished  a  room  in  the  new  dormitory,  having  their  names 
placed  on  the  door  thereof,  thus  proving  their  loyalty  to  the 
school,  as  well  as  a  belief  in  education,  and  providing  a  Grange 
home  for  any  student  who  might  go  from  their  midst. 

Patrons  throughout  the  State  are  reaping  great  advantages 
from  the  trading  system.  All  of  the  main  articles  used  in  the 
household  and  on  the  farm  can  be  obtained  at  greatly  reduced 
prices  through  the  Grange  trading  houses.  A  further  benefit  is 
also  secured  through  the  Patrons'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany, which,  although  not  three  years  old,  is  carrying  above  700 
policies ;  and  risks  on  over  a  million  and  a  quarter  of  dollars  on 
a  valuation  one-third  greater.  This  company  is  chartered  by  the 
State,  is  under  the  inspection  of  the  State  Commissioner  of 
Insurance,  and  is  in  a  strong  financial  condition,  and  by  the  true 
spirit  of  co  operation,  is  enabled  to  safely  insure  its  members— 
who  are  in  every  instance  Patrons,  at  about  one-third  less  rates 
than  the  old  line  companies. 

With  our  general  prosperity  and  satisfactory  financial  condi- 
tion, we  find  everywhere  throughout  the  State  where  the  Grange 
has  permeated,  another  better  and  far  more  powerful  influence 
at  work  ;  one  that  we  cannot  estimate  by  numbers,  or  realize  as 
in  a  bank  deposit,  or  see  in  any  material  shape  that  makes  ideas 
tangible  realizations,  and  rejoice  in  beholding  it.  It  strengthens 
our  belief  in  our  Order,  stimulates  our  enthusiasm,  urges  to  yet 
greater  efforts.  It  is  the  power  recognized  as  education,  a  power 
that  dominates  the  world,  bringing  its  possessor  out  of  the  con- 
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dition  of  animal  existence,  and  into  the  realms  of  the  broader, 
truer,  and  more  noble  walks  of  life.  Cannot  it  then  be  said  of 
Connecticnt  that  she  is  a  Grange  success,  for  she  is  carrying  out 
successfully  the  great  principles  of  our  Order,  4*  the  education 
and  elevation  of  the  American  farmer?" 

ILLINOIS. 

J.  M.  Thompson,  Master.  Worthy  Matter,  Officer*  and  Mem- 
ber* of  the  National  Grange—  In  presenting  our  Third  Annual 
Report  of  the  Prairie  State,  we  expect  to  show  that  we  have 
allowed  no  moss  to  grow  on  the  backs  of  our  active  Deputies 
and  no  dust  to  accumulate  on  our  office  records.  We  have  con- 
tinued our  Itinerant  Plan  of  canvassing  from  house  to  house, 
soliciting  applications  for  old,  or  organized  Granges,  and  signa- 
tures to  agreement  for  new  ones,  giving  notice  at  each  place  dur- 
ing the  day  of  public  speaking  in  the  evening.  This  system  has 
met  our  expectations  and  convinced  our  people  that  methodic 
work  will  give  favorable  results  under  nearly  all  circumstances. 
We  reported  48  Granges  organized  and  reorganized  for  1889. 
This  year  we  have  organized  24  new  Granges  and  reorganized 
29  old  ones  with  a  gain  in  membership  of  3,219  from  all  sources. 
We  have  now  ready  to  organize  8  or  10  more  which  we  fully 
expect  to  report  on  our  list  at  our  State  meeting  commencing 
the  2d  Tuesday  in  December.

paid  into  the  National  Grange  treasury.  We  have  organized  3 
Pomona  Granges  this  year  and  built  4  Grange  Halls, with  several 
others  under  contract. 

We  lost  something  over  three  months9  time,  from  the  first  of 
last  January,  by  an  open  wet  winter  making  the  roads  nearly 
impassable,  during  which  time  the  La  Grippe  spread  over  the 
whole  State,  entirely  preventing  Grange  field  work.  Had  it  not 
been  for  these  causes,  we  feel  warranted  in  saying  we  should 
have  had  fully  twenty  more  Granges  to  report  this  year.  In  our 
State  the  public  press  has  had  more  to  say  of  the  Grange,  its 
growth,  aims  and  objects  than  for  eight  years  previous,  thus  ere- 
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atlng  and  building  up  a  sentiment  among  the  people  more  favor- 
able to  the  Orange,  that  will  give  us  better  gains  in  the  year  to 
come. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

N.  B.  Douglas,  Master.  Worthy  Matter  and  Member*  of  (he 
National  Grange*  Patrons  of  Husbandry— In  making  my  report 
upon  the  Grange  in  Massachusetts,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the 
Order  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  in  the  Old  Bay  State. 
The  discipline  throughout  is  good.  There  is  a  disposition  among 
all  our  members  to  perfect  themselves  in  the  work.  Many  of 
our  Granges  are  contemplating  the  purchase  or  erection  of 
Hails  of  their  own.  In  several  of  our  Granges  the  sisters  have 
organized  a  Ladies*  Auxiliary,  and  are  working  systematically 
and  earnestly  to  secure  the  ownership  of  Grange  Halls.  The 
Inspection  Service  which  originated  in  Massachusetts  is  in  oper- 
ation and  is  doing  much  good  in  bringing  the  work  of  the  Order 
up  to  a  high  level.  Our  custom  is  to  assign  each  Deputy  to  a 
different  set  of  Granges  from  year  to  year.  Thus  giving  them  a 
wide  acquaintance  among  the  Granges  to  the  Deputies,  and  in 
return  giving  the  Granges  the  benefit  of  the  extended  experience 
of  the  Deputy.  In  this  way  we  get  a  uniformity  in  Grange 
work  not  attained  in  any  other  manner.  A  very  extensive  cor- 
respondence is  kept  up  between  the  Master  of  the  State  Grange 
and  the  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Granges.  In  addition  to 
the  annual  visit  of  the  Deputy  nearly  every  Grange  is  visited  by 
one  or  more  ot  the  Officers  of  the  State  Grange.  We  have 
organized  during  the  year  eleven  new  Granges  and  one  dormant 
one  has  been  reorganized.  Delinquents  have  been  promptly 
dropped,  believing  that  it  does  not  pay  to  carry  dead  wood.  We 
have  not  the  data  at  hand  to  give  the  aggregate  increase  in 
membership  to  date.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  the  Order  is 
much  stronger  in  Massachusetts  to  day  thau  at  any  previous 
time  in  our  history. 

MICHIGAN. 

Thomas  Mars,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officer*  and  Members 
of  the  National  Orange— The  Order  in  Michigan  is  progressing 
socially  and  intellectually.  Numerically  we  have  made  but  lit- 
tle if  any  advancement  for  the  past  year.  About  three  years 
ago  our  State  was  invaded  with  a  new  organization  called 
Patrons  of  Industry,  which  passed  over  the  State  rapidly, 
organizing  in  nearly  every  school  district.  The  cheapness  of 
the  tee,  trade  arrangements,  etc.,  gave  it  a  boom  unprecedented 
in  the  history  of  organizations.  But  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
m  the  near  future  the  Grange  will  be  sought  by  nearly  all  the 
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agricultural  portion  of  oar  State,  as  the  organization  through 
and  by  which  our  people  will  reach  the  goal  of  their  hopes  and 
final  prosperity. 

TENNESSEE. 

W.  H.  Nelson,  Master.  Worthy  Matter— While  we  regret 
to  report  that  no  very  material  advance  has  been  made  in  our 
Order  in  Tennessee,  yet  one  dormant  Grange  has  been  reorgan- 
ized and  most  of  the  old  established  Granges  are  reporting  gains 
in  membership.  Several  causes  have  tended  to  prevent  the 
growth  of  the  Grange  in  thit  State,  which  are  more  or  less  ot  a 
local  character.  We  are  pleased  to  note,  however,  that  these 
causes  are  temporary  and  we  confidently  expect  an  early  advance 
of  the  Order. 

TEXAS. 

A.  J.  Rose,  Master.  Worthy  Matter— I  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report : 

We  do  not  come  boasting  of  our  numbers  or  of  what  great 
works  we  are  doing  ;  but  we  say  that  the  Order  in  Texas  is  in 
better  condition  than  it  was  twelve  months  ago.  I  do  not  mean 
any  great  increase  in  membership,  but  that  our  membership  can 
be  relied  upon.  We  expect  the  coming  year  to  be  a  more  fruit- 
ful one  than  the  past,  our  business  enterprises  continue  prosper- 
ous where  they  observe  the  rules.  Some  have  gone  out  of  busi- 
ness because  they  wanted  to,  others  have  been  forced  out 
because  of  a  departure  from  the  rules.  Our  Texas  co  operative 
wholesale  purchasing  and  sale  agency  has  been  very  successful ; 
has  saved  in  net  profits  to  the  consumers,  members  of  our  Order, 
near  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the  past  ten  years. 
Eighty- five  thousand  dollars  they  have  left  in  the  business  to 
increase  its  facilities  for  purchasing  direct  from  the  manufactur- 
ers. Many  of  our  goods  have  our  brand  T.  0.  A.  stamped  upon 
them  by  the  manufacturers.  Many  of  our  Subordinate  Granges 
make  their  orders  direct  to  the  T.  G.  A ,  thus  getting  their  goods 
at  manufacturer's  prices  less  the  actual  expense  of  handling. 

Our  Insurance  business  has  saved  much  to  our  people. 

We  have  held  two  successful  fairs  on  our  beautiful  400  acre 
tract  of  land  which  we  have  all  inclosed  and  about  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  in  improvements,  have  fifteen  acres  of  this  land 
prepared  to  begin  our  experimental  work.  Our  State  Grange 
and  Texas  Co  operative  Association  have  spent  about  three  thou- 
sand dollars  the  past  year  to  extend  the  Order.  While  our 
quarterly  reports  do  not  show  any  great  gain,  yet  we  believe 
that  the  money  was  well  spent.  No  doubt  many  Granges  have 
been  revived,  and  others  prevented  from  becoming  dormant. 
The  seed  that  was  sown  the  past  year  we  expect  to  gather  the 
coming  year. 
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VERMONT. 

Alpha  Messier,  Master.  Worthy  Jfaxfer— The  membership 
of  the  Order  in  Vermont  has  varied  but  little  during  the  past 
year,  but  this  variation  has  been  on  the  right  side.  Tnree  new 
Oranges  have  been  organized  during  the  year  ana  more  charters 
will  be  required  in  the  near  future.  The  Farmers*  League  is 
haying  a  tidal  wave  in  the  State,  and  it  carries  with  it  a  large 
number  of  farmers  and  many  members  of  the  Grange.  For 
this  reason  it  was  thought  best  not  to  spend  our  time  and  efforts 
in  a  useless  attempt  to  stem  the  tide,  but  to  be  ready  when  it 
recedes  to  reap  the  advantages  which  must  surely  accrue  to  a 
permanent  and  national  organization  when  the  excitement  of  a 
new  and  sectional  organization  subsides.  The  influence  of  the 
Order  in  Vermont  is  greater  than  ever  in  the  past,  and  this  influ- 
ence is  becoming  a  poteut  factor  in  our  State  legislation.  It 
should  be  remembered  that  it  is  not  always  the  size  of  the 
organization  which  is  most  effective  in  legislative  woik.  Its 
power  depends  largely  upon  the  discipline  of  the  organization 
and  the  ease  with  which  it  can  be  handled.  The  inspection 
work  in  the  8tate  has  been  continued  with  gratifying  results. 
The  Grange  in  Vermont  is  strong,  quite  well  disciplined  and  it 
has  an  excellent  luture  be  ■  ore  it. 

VIRGINIA.. 

X.  X.  Chabtters,  Master.  Pursuant  to  the  requirement  of  this 
body,  I  most  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year  just 
ended,  of  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  my  State.  I  am  glad  to 
tay  numerically,  we  have  increased,  while  we  have  lost  some  of 
our  old  Granges,  (which  is  to  be  deplored),  still  we  think  our 
Order  will  stem  the  tidal  wave  which  now  seems  to  sweep  over 
our  State  and  finally  come  out  with  a  bold  and  determined  front. 
I  have  not  been  able  to  address  the  farmers  of  my  State,  owing 
to  a  throat  affection,  which  my  phyticiaus  think  would  be  inju. 
rious  to  me. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  our  business  arrangements, 
and  whenever  our  members  have  availed  themselves  of  dealing 
through  authorized  Grange  channels  they  have  been  invariably 
benefitted,  and  it  has  been  the  means  of  bringing  them  closer  to 
our  beloved  Order.  In  this  feature  of  our  work  the  interest  has 
greatly  increased  in  Virginia. 

"  Woman's  work  in  the  Grange*'  has  proven  a  success  wher- 
ever tried.  In  my  State  our  Sisters  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  their  work  in  and  for  the  Grange. 

While  we  have  some  things  to  discourage,  there  is  much  in 
the  outlook  to  strengthen  our  faith  and  stimulate  us  to  increased 
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activity.  Our  hope  for  the  future  of  our  Order  it  not  abated. 
It  came  as  a  necessity,  and  still  lives  to  promote  the  welfare  of 
tbe  agriculturist,  who  is  stimulated  by  the  thought  that  so  grand 
and  noble  work  will  finally  meet  its  reward,  and  the  farmers 
will  see  that  in  the  Grange,  they  have  love,  truth  and  charity. 

WASHINGTON. 

D.  L.  Russell,  Master.  Worthy  Matter,  Brother  and  8i$ter 
Patrons  ;  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  report  the  Grange  in  Wash- 
ington  in  a  prosperous  condition  in  real  Grange  work. 

Our  State  Giange  has  been  organized  fourteen  months,  and 
my  report  to  the  National  Grange  at  the  last  session,  held  at 
Sacramento,  Gal.,  shows  nineteen  Subordinate  Granges,  with  a 
membership  of  about  five  hundred*  since  then  we  have  organ- 
ized fourteen  Granges,  and  increased  our  membeiship  to  about 
twelve  hundred. 

Our  Granges  so  far  as  we  have  organized,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  are  on  a  very  permanent  and  sure  tooting,  devoting 
considerable  time  in  their  meetings  to  liteiary  and  educational 
work,  and  tbe  Granges  that  give  the  greatest  amount  of  time 
and  attention  to  this  department  of  the  work  are  in  the  most 
prosperous  condition.  The  efficiency  that  our  members  have 
attained  in  this  department  of  the  work  in  our  Order  is  due 
measurably  to  the  Sisters,  and  is  being  considered  in  our  State 
as  a  part  of  Woman's  work  in  the  Grange.  We  insist  on  our 
Granges  incorporating,  (as  they  can  under  our  State  laws),  and 
securing  a  title  to  a  piece  of  land  and  building  Halls ;  this  makes 
them  a  fixture  and  gives  them  an  influence  in  the  community  in 
which  they  are  situated  that  they  would  not  otherwise  have. 
Now  our  bisters  have  a  special  faculty  of  raising  money  at  their 
literary  entertainments  and  otherwise  for  this  purpose,  so  there 
are  a  number  or  our  Granges  that  are  erecting  good  Halls. 

We  are  connected  with  two  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Compa- 
nies in  the  State  that  are  of  great  benefit  to  our  Patrons.  - 

We  have  started  three  co-operative  stores  that  are  working 
very  satisfactorily. 

We  find  the  farmers  ripe  for  organization,  and  wherever  we 
have  been  able  to  do  a  little  mission  work  and  spread  Grange 
literature  we  organize  good  working  Granges. 

WISCONSIN. 

8.  C.  Cabr,  Master.  Wisconsin  stands  about  in  the  centre 
of  the  Grange  column,  that  is  so  lar  as  paying  into  the  National 
Giange  Treasury  is  concerned.  There  are  about  as  many  Stales 
that  pay  more  than  we  do  as  there  are  that  pay  less  money  for 
dues.  We  are  working  hard  to  make  a  belter  showing,  and 
hope  to  be  able  to  do  so  at  our  next  meeting. 
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OREGON. 

H.  B.  Hates,  Master.  Worthy  Matter  and  Patron*  :  I  am 
able  to  report  a  healthy  condition  of  the  Grange  in  Oregon,  and 
I  think  this  winter  we  will  increase  our  membership. 

Oar  8tate  Lecturer,  Bro.  Wm.  Holder,  is  making  a  tour 
through  Eastern  Oregon,  visiting  all  the  old  Granges  and  lec- 
turing in  districts  that  have  not  been  organized. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  our  different  Subordinate  Gran- 
ges as  I  have  in  former  years.  The  Executive  Committee  se- 
cured the  services  of  Past  Lecturer  Bro.  John  Simpson,  for  the 
western  portion  of  our  State,  and  he  has  organized  severs! 
Granges  since  our  last  State  Grange  session. 

Many  of  our  Granges  co-operate  in  buying  and  selling,  and 
oar  Fire  Insurance  is  a  grand  success,  saving  many  thousand 
dollars  to  our  members. 

The  "  California  Pacific  Rural  Press,1*  is  adopted  as  our  organ 
and  is  doing  a  great  deal  of  good.  It  is  a  fearless  advocate  of 
right,  irrespective  of  party.  And  when  our  farmers  learn  to 
financier  their  political  business  in  the  same  manner  that  they 
would  their  farm  business,  and  as  other  business  men  do,  cla-s 
legislation  will  cease,  by  agriculture  having  its  equal  representa- 
tives in  Congress,  elected  by  the  popular  vote  of  the  people.  It 
is  perceptible  that  the  Grange  is  educating  our  people  in  politi- 
cal economy  and  finance,  and  the  day  is  to  be  hoped  not  far  dis- 
tant when  the  theory  of  establishing  an  English  tenant  system 
in  America  will  vanish,  and  agriculture  reap  its  just  reward  for 
honest  toil.  It  matters  not  whether  Maine,  Texas  or  Washing* 
ton  take  the  lead  in  this  work,  the  benefits  will  be  to  all  the  peo- 
ple of  our  great  and  noble  Republic.  We  think  the  Australian 
Ballot  svstem  will  become  a  law  at  the  convening  of  our  legisla- 
ture in  January. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

W.  R.  Williams,  Master.  Worthy  Matter  :  North  Carolina 
remains  about  statu  quo,  compared  with  last  year's  report.  Tne 
few  remaining  Granges  are  steadfast  and  hopeful.  They  mostly 
went  into  the  Alliance.  We  have  had  within  the  last  fow  months 
a  few  Granges  reorganized  that  are  now  buoyant  and  determined. 
We  need  Lecturers  in  the  field ;  the  want  of  means  is  the  great 
deficiency,  especially  as  our  Alliance  brethren  ever  appear 
44  flush  "  and  fill  the  field  requirements. 

The  little  life  remaining  in  the  Order  is  due,  more  to  the 
Sisters  than  to  what  we  are  usually  pleased  to  call  the  sterner 
sex,  but  in  our  State  this  sex  have  been  and  are  now  more  des- 
pondent and  capricious.  We  think  the  clouds  will  disperse 
after  while,  and  the  sunshine  of  gladness  will  brighten  up  the 
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waste  places  and  make  the  heart  of  the  Patron  to  shout  with 
joy.  Some  few  of  the  Granges  have  co-operated  in  purchasing 
necessities  with  the  Alliance,  which  usually,  as  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  ascertain,  show  no  direct  antagonism  to  the  Gra lge. 

COLORADO. 

"  Levi  Booth,  Master.     Worthy  Master,  Officer*  and  Members 

i  of  the  National  Orange  :  We  have  organized  daring  the  year 
1890,  twenty  seven  Granges,  and  reorganized  two,  comprising 
i  a  total  membership  of  644  Patrons,  and  have  increased  the  mem- 
bership in  our  old  established  Granges  to  a  considerable  extent, 
with  the  exception  of  one  Grange.  Collins  Grange  three  years 
ago  came  to  us  from  the  Alliance,  this  year  it  has  gone  back  to 
1        the  Alliance  again. 

|  Four  years  ago  we  were  told  that  we  were  dead  and  that  we 

I        had  better  submit  to  be  quietly  buried.    To-day  we  exhibit  to 
L        you  tbe  condition  of  quite  an  animated  corpse. 
I  For  about  four  months  of  the  past  year  we  hare  kept  an  or- 

'  ganixer  in  the  field,  and  considering  the  sparsely  settled  condi- 
tion of  our  country,  we  think  his  work  had  more  than  paid  for 
the  money  expended. 

Two  years»ago  at  the  session  of  the  National  Grange,  at  To- 
peka,  Kansas,  at  our  request,  resolutions  were  passed,  recom- 
mending that  Congress  take  immediate  action  in  regard  to  the 
conservation  of  the  waste  waters  of  our  great  arid  region.  This 
was  the  commencement  of  a  grand  effort  which  is  being  carried 
out  to  bring  under  successful  cultivation  a  vast  extent  of  waste 
country  which,  when  once  brought  under  irrigation,  will  become 
the  garden  spot  of  our  Great  American  Continent. 

In  matters  of  legislation  we  have  been  vigorously  at  work, 
and  during  the  coming  winter  we  hope  to  have  our  plans  so  laid 
that  we  may  be  able  to  obtain  the  passage  of  such  laws  by  our 
Legislature,  as  shall  be  of  vast  benefit  to  the  agricultural  classes 
of  our  State. 

We  have  had  the  various  obstacles  to  contend  against  that  you 
of  other  States  have  had,  yet  we  are  not  at  all  discouraged.  If 
other  organizations  working  on  the  same  line  with  us  can  pilfer 
our  Declaration  of  Purposes  and  do  more  good  by  the  advocacy 
of  our  noble  principles  than  can  we,  then  say  we,  amen.  We 
believe  in  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  and  believing  in  that,  we 
confidently  expect  that  in  the  end  our  noble  Order  must  succeed. 
It  has  been  said,  the  founders  of  our  noble  Order  **  built  bet- 
ter than  they  knew."  I  say  to  you,  brothers  and  sisters,  that 
they  knew  whereof  they  built,  and  we  have  only  to  follow  the 
lines  that  they  so  wisely  marked  out  for  us,  and  there  will  be  no 
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danger  of  disintegration  or  decay.  Success  will  follow  just  as 
sure  as  day  will  follow  night-  * 

The  founders  of  our  Order  had  in  view  the  betterment  of  the 
condition  of  the  agricultural  class,  morally,  mentally,  physically 
and  financially.  To  this  end  let  us  work.  Let  us  know  no 
North,  no  South,  no  East  nor  no  West.  Let  us  know  no  Re- 
publican,  no  Democrat,  no  Prohibitionist,  no  Methodist,  no 
Baptist,  no  Presbyterian,  no  Catholic,  but  let  us  remember  that 
we  aie  all  brothers  and  sisters  laboring  for  one  great  object,  the 
elevation  of  our  clasa. 

Partisan  politics  let  us  now  and  forever  cast  aside*  it  is  too 
filthy  a  pool  for  a  true  Patron,  as  a  Patron,  to  even  dip  his  fin- 
gers in. 

We  teel  in  our  8tate,  that  in  the  language  of  Tupper,  •« that 
but  few  touch  politics  and  are  thenceforward  clean  "  If  we 
can  only  keep  partisan  politics  out  of  our  ranks,  the  success  of 
our  Order  in  Colorado  is  assured. 

MAINS. 

Burus  Prince,  Master.  Worthy  Master  :  At  no  time  since 
the  organization  of  the  Grange  has  it  been  in  a  healthier  condi- 
tion in  Maine  than  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  now  225  Subordinate  Granges  and  17  Pomona 
Granges.  We  have  two  Insurance  Companies,  insuring  only 
the  property  of  Patrons,  both  doing  a  successful  business  and 
carrying  more  than  two  millions  in  risks. 

The  Patrons'  Co-operative  Store,  located  at  Portland,  is  doing 
a  business  annually  of  $125,000  to  $150,000— doing  both  a  whole- 
sale and  retail  business.  One  half  the  capital  stock  is  owned  by 
the  State  Grange  and  the  other  half  by  the  Patrons  of  the  State 
personally. 

The  Patrons*  Mutual  Aid  Society  is  also  doing  a  good  business. 
All  the  above  organizations  are  well-managed  and  are  a  great 
aid  to  the  Order  in  our  State. 

Our  work  during  the  year  has  been  principally  to  increase  its 
efficiency  by  better  work,  rather  than  by  increase  in  numbers. 

Our  State  Lecturer  has  been  in  the  field  a  large  part  of  the 
summer  and  has  done  a  good  work. 

We  have  organized  during  the  year  one  Pomona  and  four 
Subordinate  Granges,  and  dedicated  five  Grange  halls.  Nearly 
or  quite  three- fourths  of  our  organizations  own  their  halls. 

We  have  no  paper  devoted  entirely  to  Grange  work.  Still 
nearly,  or  quite  all,  are  more  than  glad  to  publish  anything  per- 
taining to  the  good  of  the  Order,  while  three  of  our  leading  jour- 
nals, viz.,  the  Maine  Farmer,  Lewieton  Journal  and  Kennebec 
Journal  have  columns  devoted  entirely  to  the  Grange. 
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At  the  coming  session  of  our  Legislature  a  new  valuation  is  to 
be  made,  consequently  the  question  of  taxation  has  been  dis- 
cussed in  nearly  every  Subordinate  Grange,  resulting  in  an  in- 
terest in  the  question  never  before  felt  in  the  State,  and  I  have 
no  doubt  our  law  makers  will  feel  that  their  interest  lies  in 
equalizing  taxation,  and  if  so  our  farmers  will  be  relieved  of  a 
great  burden,  and  if  we  are  not  relieved  this  year  we  propose  not 
to  yield  an  inch,  but  to  keep  at  work  until  relief  comes. 

During  the  year  we  have  endeavored  to  give  prominence  to 
the  secret  and  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  and  where  we  find 
good  work  in  these  directions  we  seldom  fail  to  find  good  flour- 
ishing organizations.  We  would  recommend  that  Masters  ever 
be  on  the  alert,  and  whenever  there  was  a  lull  in  business  intro- 
duce some  feature  of  this  work.

Secretary  was  directed  to  reply  with  the  thanks  of  the  Grange  :

The  Secretary  submitted  a  letter  from  W.  S.  Chowen,  Master 
of  Minnesota  btate  Grange,  stating  that  he  would  be  unable  to 
attend  the  session,  expressing  regrets  at  his  inability  to  be  with 
us,  and  the  hope  that  this  session  will  be  a  grand,  glorious  and 
profitable  one. 

The  Worthy  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  received  a  commu- 
nication from  Bro.  J.  W.  A.  Wright,  author  of  the  "  Declaration 
of  Purposes,"  saying  he  hoped  to  be  present  with  the  National 
Grange  to-morrow. 

The  Worthy  Master  presented  letters  from  Mr.  L.  L.  Polk,  on 
the  subject  of  Farmers'  Alliances,  and  on  motion  they  were  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the  Order. 

The  Grange  was  closed  in  the  Fourth  Degree  and  opened  in 
the  Sixth  Degree,  and  Bros.  W.  P  Bridges,  II.  C.  Jones,  J.  T. 
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McGehee,  J.  W.  Kline  and  8.  H  Roberts  were  obligated  and  in- 
structed In  the  8ixth  Degree. 

The  Grange  was  then  closed  in  the  8ixth  and  opened  in  the 
Fourth  Degree. 

On  motion  of  Bro  E.  W.  Davis,  the  Grange  took  a  recess  at 
at  12.15  P.  M.  til)  2.80  P.  M. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

2  80  O'CLOCK  P.  M. 

Recess  having  expired,  the  Grange  reassembled  at  2.80  P.  M. 
in  the  Fourth  Degree,  Worthy  Master  Brigham  in  the  chair. 

On  the  call  of  States  for  introduction  of  resolutions  for  refer- 
ence without  debate,  the  following  were  referred  : 

By  Bro.  N.  B.  Douglas— To  Committee  on  Good  of  the 
Order. 

By  Bro.  Levi  Booth— To  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By- 
Law  s. 

By  Bro.  W.  H.  Nelson— To  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

By  Bro.  J.  E.  Blackford  -To  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws. 

Bro.  X.  X.  Chanters  presented  his  account  as  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee— Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Accounts. 

The  following  reports  of  Masters  of  State  Granges  were  sub- 
mitted and  read : 

NEW  YORK. 

W.  C.  Giffobd,  Master.  Worthy  Master:  It  gives  me  pleasure 
to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Order  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  in 
the  old  Empire  State. 

The  Secretary  of  our  State  Grange,  under  date  of  November 
3d,  1890,  reports  that  lC4  new  Granges  have  been  organized  and 
10  dormant  Granges  have  been  reinstated.  Since  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  National  Grange  the  gain  in  membership  in  new  and 
reorganized  Granges,  as  per  report  of  June  80th,  1890,  was 
6,218.  This  number  will  be  increased  to  fully  7,000  when  the 
September  reports  are  all  in.  The  increase  indicated  by  reports 
received  from  old  Granges  will  amount  to  about  1,000  or  1,500, 
we  may  safely  say  1,000,  making  an  aggregate  gain  for  the  year 
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ending  September  80th,  1890,  of  fully  8,000  new  members. 

One  Subordinate  Orange  reports  473  members,  with  a  pledge 
of  500  before  the  next  session  of  the  State  Orange,  to  be  held  in 
February,  1892. 

Careful  investigation  goes  to  show  that  our  most  prosperous 
Oranges  are  those  in  which  the  greatest  number  of  Orange 
papers  are  taken  and  read  by  the  members. 

Trade  arrangements  are  made  by  our  Executive  Committee 
for  supplies  of  all  kinds  at  greatly  reduced  rates,  and  the  saving 
to  patrons  through  this  source  will  probably  aggregate  fully  one 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars. 

[n  the  way  of  co  operative  fire  insurance,  the  State  of  New 
York  is  carrying  over  $100,000,000  at  the  present  time,  fully 
one  half  of  which  is  confined  to  our  Orange  membership.  The 
average  cost  of  insuring  $1,000  for  each  period  of  three  years 
during  the  last  nine  years  has  been  8.39,  including  the  payment 
of  all  losses  and  expenses,  ox  1.13  per  annum.  The  law  of  New 
York  State  restricts  the  jurisdiction'  of  any  Co-operative  Insur- 
ance Company  to  not  more  than  three  counties.  Co-operative 
insurance  has  proven  very  successful  in  our  State  so  far,  and,  as 
an  aid  to  growth  and  prosperity  in  our  Oranges,  its  benefits 
cannot  be  over-estimated. 

It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  in  nearly  every  county,  where 
co-operative  fire  insurance  is  confined  to  the  membership  of  our 
order,  there  the  Oranges  are  strong  and  prosperous,  and  there, 
also,  Orange  education  is  advancing  most  rapidly. 

Several  new  farmers*  organizations  have  sought  to  gain  a  foot- 
hold in  the  State,  but  Orange  principles  are  too  firmly  estab- 
lished in  the  old  Empire  State  to  be  overthrown  by  misrepre- 
sentation, diminutive  fees,  or  extravagant  promises.  Our  faith 
in  the  future  of  our  noble  Order  is  strengthened  by  each  passing 
year's  experience.  We  are  endeavoring  to  impress  upon  our 
membership  the  fact  that  there  is  no  excellence  without  labor, 
no  success  without  persistent  energetic  effort,  and  our  hope  and 
trust  is  that  the  lustre  of  our  past  experience  may  in  no  wise  be 
dimmed  by  our  work  in  the  iuture. 

OHIO. 

S.  H.  Ellis,  Master:  The  Order  in  Ohio  has  been  moving 
forward  during  the  last  Orange  year.  We  have  organized  80 
new  Granges,  reorganized  47  Doimant  Oranges,  Ibus  giving  us 
76  Oranges  more  in  the  State  than  we  had  one  year  ago. 

And  these  organizations  have  been  started  with  an  unusually 
large  enrollment  of  members.  Besides  this  gain  in  numbers  of 
Oranges,  our  old  Oranges  have  been  largely  adding  to  their  list 
of  members.     L  have  no  data  by  which  I  can  now  determine 
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exactly  what  the  aggregate  Increase  of  oar  membership  is.  But 
I  am  confident  the  increase  is  not  less  than  thirty-fire  hundred 
members.  There  has  been  a  greater  demand  for  Grange  lec- 
ture work  this  year  than  for  some  years  before. 

We  hare  held  a  great  number  o(  grove  meetings,  and  large 
crowds  have  usually  attended  these  meetings,  and  during  the 
year  the  spirit  of  '76  has,  to  a  large  degree,  pervaded  the  peo- 
ple. Grange  halls  are  still  being  built  and  dedicated  in  the 
Btate,  and  some  Pomona  Granges  have  built  large  halls  on  their 
county  fair-grounds. 

For  the  marked  increase  in  membership  in  the  Order  in  Ohio 
most  of  the  credit  is  due,  and  is  hereby  accorded,  to  a  fe<v 
devoted  County  Deputies  and  District  Lecturers,  who  have 
done  noble  work  in  the  pushing  forward  of  the  work. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

J.  G.  Peckham,  Master.  Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  National  Orange :  The  Order  as  a  whole  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily  in  Rhode  Island. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Subordinate  Granges  the  past 
year,  has  been  encouraging,  and  the  additions  of  members  to 
Granges  previously  organized,  which  in  some  cases  approximates 
a  hundred  per  cent.,  are  inspiring  the  workers  with  confident 
hopefulness,  and  constraining  outsiders  to  give  a  listening  ear. 
The  social  benefits  are  just  wonderful.  The  farmers  and  their 
families  in  all  parts  of  the  State  are  brought  together  in  such  a 
manner,  that  what  one  knows,  all  know  to  a  greater  or  less  ex- 
tent. By  attrition  as  it  were  the  sharp  corners  are  worn  off  and 
there  is  a  freedom  of  speech  and  action  which  conduces  to  the 
best  results. 

The  fact,  that  the  children  are  under  the  immediate  eye  of 
their  parents,  with  the  temperance  proclivities  of  the  Order,  and 
the  religious  tone  of  the  Ritual ;  make  these  all  conspire  together 
to  produce  a  high  moral  standard. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  at  the  last  State  Grange  Session, 
to  make  trade  arrangements  whereby  members  of  the  Order 
might  obtain  discounts  on  their  purchases. 

These  arrangements  were  effected  with  a  number  of  prominent 
business  houses,  on  the  card  plan,  but  it  has  failed  to  give  gen- 
eral satisfaction. 

It  is  found,  however,  that  a  discount  of  five  or  ten  cents  a 
bushel  on  corn,  fifty  cents  on  a  barrel  of  flour  and  a  couple  of 
dollars  on  a  coat,  has  a  wonderful  tendency  to  warm  up  back- 
sliders and  an  attractive  power  upon  outsiders.  So  it  is  firmly 
believed  by  many,  that  a  still  greater  effort  should  and  undoubt- 
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edly  will  be  made  in  this  direction ;  that  a  more  than  satisfac- 
tory arrangement  can  and  should  be  made  in  order  effectually  to 
bring  about  a  more  thorough  co-operation  and  unification  among 
the  members  of  th*  Order. 

Washington  County,  a  Fourth  Degree  Orange,  without  install- 
ing officers,  was  organized  about  the  same  time  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  State  Orange.  Recently  a  Pomona  Orange  has  been 
organized  in  the  same  County,  so  now  there  is  a  Fourth  and 
Fifth  Degree  Count?  Orange  in  the  same  jurisdiction.  It  has 
always  been  thought  by  many,  that  a  Fourth  Degree  County 
Orange  has  no  legal  status,  and  especially  that  two  County  Oran- 
ges should  not  draw  members  from  the  same  Subordinate  Oran- 
ges. It  will  incite  a  spirit  of  rivalry  and  jealousy,  as  it  has  some* 
what  in  this  case,  that  work  an  injury  to  the  Order  wherever  such 
a  state  of  things  exist.  If  it  is  intended,  as  is  generally  under- 
stood, that  two  County  Oranges  should  not  draw  members  from 
the  same  Subordinate  Oranges,  then  Art.  I  of  the  Constitution, 
which  was  amended  at  the  Twenty-Third  Session  of  the  National 
Orange,  should  be  again  so  amended  as  to  remove  the  ambiguity 
in  this  respect. 

A  Field  Day,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Orange,  was  held 
in  the  latter  part  of  August.  The  managers  departed  from  the 
usual  custom  of  securing  speakers  from  other  vocations,  but  de- 
pended entirely  upon  Orange  talent,  which  proved  quite  satisfac- 
tory. 

The  "  Orange  Visitor  "  the  official  organ  of  the  Orange  in  the 
State,  has  proved  quite  satisfactory  to  its  patrons,  and  I  am  in- 
formed a  financial  success  to  its  publisher. 

The  Agricultural  School  and  Experiment  Station  o,we  almost 
entirely  their  present  independent  existence  to  the  Orange.  Con- 
nected therewith  is  a  farm  of  a  variety  of  soil,  well  adapted  to  ex- 
perimental purposes,  of  140  acres.  Old  farm  buildings  have  b«?eu 
rejuvenated  and  new  ones  added.  An  artesian  well  has  been  con* 
structed,  which  furnishes  water  in  abundance  for  all  present  pros- 
pective uses,  and  a  laboratory  built  of  granite,  which  for  durabili- 
ty and  adaptability  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended,  is 
said  to  be  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  country. 

There  is  a  large  four  story  granite  dormitory  and  a  large 
boarding  house  nearly  completed,  and  the  foundation  is  laid  for 
a  building  for  the  veterinary  department.  The  services  of  sev- 
eral professors  have  been  secured,  and  the  first  term  of  the  school 
opened  in  September,  under  favorable  auspices,  with  a  class  of 
thirty  students  in  attendance. 

Finally,  while  the  Patrons  of  Rhode  Island  feel  that  a  judicious 
consideration  of  the  use  of  the  ballot  is  commendable,  yet  they 
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believe  that  the  conservatism  of  the  Founders  of  the  Order  si 
set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Purposes  was  a  wise  forethought. 
The  strong  partisan  feeling  incited  on,  by  a  desire  for  preferment, 
political  or  otherwise,  as  has  appeared  in  some  of  our  public  prints 
of  late,  especially  where  personalities  are  resorted  to,  is  to  be  de- 
precated as  having  none  other  than  pernicious  results. 

Resolutions  were  referred  to  Committees  without  debate,  as  fol- 
lows:

On  invitation  of  the  Worthy  Master,  Bro,  C.  J.  Cressey,  of 
California,  made  an  eloquent  address  to  the  Grange,  special  men- 
tion being  made  of  the  session  of  the  National  Grange  held  in 
California,  in  1889. 

On  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Bro.  Cressey  for  hit 
remarks. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  A.  J.  Rose,  a  recess  was  taken  at  4.30 
P.  M.  until  7.30  P.  M. 


EVENING   SESSION. 

Recess  having  expired,  the  Grange  reassembled  at  7.30  P.  M., 
and  opened  in  the  Fifth  Degree,  when  Patrons  presenting  them* 
selves  were  obligated  in  said  Degree.  The  Grange  was  then 
closed  in  the  Fifth  and  opened  in  the  Sixth  Degree,  and  the 
Degree  of  Flora  was  conferred  in  full  and  ample  form  on  Patrons 
of  Husbandry  who  had  been  regularly  elected  to  the  Degree. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  the  labors  of  the  day 
were  closed  at  10.30  o'clock  P.  M. 
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THIRD    DAY. 

Friday,  November  14,  1890. 

The  Grange  assembled  at  9.30  A.  M.,  and  was  opened  in  the 
Fourth  Degree,  with  Worthy  Lecturer  Whitehead  in  the  Chair, 
and  Bro.  Thos.  Mare,  Overseer  pro  tern. 

The  roll  was  called  and  a  quorum  answered  to  their  names* 

Thursday's  Journal  was  read  by  the  Worthy  Secretary  and 
approved  by  the  Grange. 

Bro.  William  Saunders,  Past  Master  of  the  National  Grange, 
and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Order,  was  present,  and  was  pre* 
sented  to  the  Grange  by  Bro.  M.  Whitehead,  Worthy  Master  pro 
tern.,  in  a  few  well  chosen  words,  to  which  Bro.  Saunders  made  a 
happy  response. 

The  Worthy  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Editor 
of  the  American  Agriculturist,  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Good  of  the  Order. 

On  call  of  roll  of  States  for  the  introduction  of  business  for 
reference  without  debate,  papers  were  offered  and  referred  as  fol- 
lows:

D.  L.  Russell — to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-La  ws. 

Under  the  call  for  reports  of  Standing  Committees,  Sister  L. 
A*  Hawkins  presented  and  read  the  following  report  of  the  Com- 
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raittee  on  Woman's  Work  in  the  Grange,  which  was  adopted  and 
heartily  endorsed  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Womans'  Work  in  the  Grange. 

Mrs.  L.  A*  Hawkins,  Chairman  from  the  Committee  on  Wo- 
mans1 Work  in  the  Grange,  submitted  the  following,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Worthy  Master— The  Committee  on  Womans'  Work  during 
the  past  year  have  been  diligent  in  carrying  out  a  systematic  plan 
of  work  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  The  general  supervision  of 
the  States  having  been  divided  between  three,  each  one  of  us  has 
tried  to  do  our  part 

We  have  sent  out  upwards  of  30,000  circular  letters  of  instruc- 
tions, besides  several  hundred  written  communications  in  answer 
to  special  inquiry. 

We  have  found  the  need  of  Juvenile  Rituals  in  many  placet, 
and  have  found  it  hard  to  satisfy  the  repeated  calls  for  something 
of  the  kind. 

Many  of  the  State  Committees  have  sent  out  circulars  and 
Grange  literature  suitable  for  their  local  needs.  And  while  some 
few  of  the  States  have  not  sent  in  their  reports,  I  feel  confident 
that  all  have  done  their  part  in  this  important  work. 

We  will  give  a  condensed  report  from  all  that  I  have  received. 

Connecticut — Gives  interesting  accounts  of  the  sisters'  work  in 
paying  debts  for  the  Grange,  building  new  halls,  working  up 
agricultural  fairs,  giving  aid  to  her  schools  and  publishing  a 
monthly  paper. 

Illinois — Shows  active  interest  in  the  work  by  having  child- 
ren's meetings;  repairing,  refurnishing  halls  and  buying  new 
organs ;  looking  up  new  members  and  sending  out  Grange  litera- 
ture. The  Chairman  of  the  State  Committee  sent  out  100  *'  De- 
claration of  Purposes,"  besides  many  other  papers  and  original 
articles  on  woman's  work,  and  contends  that  the  Grange  is  held 
together  by  women's  work,  which  being  the  only  place  where 
women  and  children  can  obtain  such  encouragement,  pleasure 
and  profit,  that  it  behooves  women  to  work  to  perpetuate  and  sus- 
tain it. 

Kansas— Reports  $600  raised  on  a  fund  to  build  a  $2,000  hall, 
and  much  interest  awakened  among  the  sisters, 

Iowa — Has  literary,  elocution,  blue  ribbon  and  temperance 
clubs,  and  claims  much  good  by  committee. 

New  Hampshire — Reports  the  sisters  doing  a  large  Bhare  of  the 
Grange  work,  as  secretaries,  lecturers  and  treasurers*     They

have  auxiliary  bands  pledged  to  labor  for  the  interest  of  the  Order 
and  doing  good  work, 

Nebraska— Gives  cheerful  reports  and  suggests  that  the  Fourth 
of  July  be  kept  by  all  the  Granges  as  an  open  meeting,  and  that 
the  Grange  encourage  temperance  meetings. 

Missouri — Like  many  of  the  Southern  States,  is  laboring  under 
a  temporary  depression  on  account  of  politics,  but  looks  for  a 
grand  revival  of  interest  after  the  November  election,  and  sug- 
gests that  the  National  Grange  have  a  history  of  all  the  good 
works  accomplished  by  the  Grange  in  the  last  twenty  years 
printed  and  circulated  all  over  the  country,  and  have  portions  of 
said  history  published  in  political  papers,  where  they  would  be 
read  by  many  who  would  never  read  a  Grange  paper. 

Michjgan--Si8ters  are  uniting  the  social  and  financial  features 
of  the  Grange  by  giving  frequent  sociables,  where  refreshments 
are  sold  to  add  to  the  Grange  fund,  used  to  pay  for  halls,  and 
send  help  to  the  needy  sufferers.  They  have  a  rule  of  changing 
Grange  committees  every  three  months  so  that  it  stimulates  each 
committee  to  vie  with  the  other  in  work,  decorating  halls,  prepar- 
ing programmes  for  instruction  and  entertainment,  reviving  lan- 
guishing Granges  and  looking  up  new  members.  Michigan 
wants  Juvenile  Granges  and  wants  Masters'  wives  to  be  made 
Chairmen  of  State  Committees. 

Texas — Claims  that  Woman's  Work  in  that  State  has  revived 
the  Order  wonderfully,  and  that  it  is  more  active  now  than  ever 
before. 

Texas  joins  Michigan  in  the  plea — that  Masters'  wives  be  made 
Chairmen  of  State  Committees  in  order  that  they  may  have  all 
the  advantage  of  meeting  at  the  National  Grange  and  collecting 
all  the  various  plans  of  Woman's  Work  from  the  different  States. 

Texas  even  goes  so  far  as  to  actually  insist  that  the  Master 
shall  appoint  the  most  enlightened  sister  in  the  National  Grange 
as  Chairman  of  the  National  Committee — as  this  is  not  only  a 
very  laborious,  but  important  position — ail  of  which  we  heartily 
indorse. 

Wisconsin — Objects  to  making  it  a  rule  that  the  wives  of  State 
Masters  shall  always  be  made  Chairmen  of  State  Committees — as 
in  some  cases  the  scarcity  of  domestic  help  throws  such  a  burthen 
of  care  and  labor  on  the  good  wife,  as  to  render  it  impossible  to 
do  the  State  work  properly — especially  when  her  husband  is  so 
often  absent  on  Grange  work. 

Oregon  and  Washington — Come  to  the  front  with  earnest  and 
untiring  efforts  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  Order — getting  up 
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entertainments,  building  new  halls,  keeping  lecturers  in  the  field 
and  assisting  the  needy. 

The  Kentucky  Patrons  meet  twice  a  month,  devoting  every 
other  time  to  upen  meetings — literary  entertainments,  discussions 
on  important  subjects,  basket  dinners  and  children's  days ;  have 
on  the  grounds  a  grand  stock  sale  once  a  year,  when  they  feed 
several  thousand  people  and  sell  stock  at  a  good  price. 

California — Has  made  no  late  report,  but  letters  and  circulars 
sent  out  by  the  talented  women  of  the  (<  Golden  State  "  give  evi- 
dence of  earnest  work  and  hearty  sympathy.  She  calls  on  the 
sisters  to  study  and  keep  abreast  in  the  rapid  advancements  of 
the  day,  in  order  to  be  ready  to  do  our  part  in  good  work  to 
come. 

New  York — Is  fully  alive  as  to  the  importance  of  Woman's 
Work,  and  finds  enough  to  do  in  decorating  halls,  giving  literary 
entertainments,  collecting  Grange  libraries,  sending  contributions 
of  fruit  and  flowers  to  missions  for  the  poor,  and  giving  summer 
homes  to  poor  city  children.  She  is  earnestly  desirous  of  woman's 
suffrage,  and  proud  of  this  grand  opportunity  given  them  by  the 
National  Grange,  to  show  what  women  can  do. 

Vermont — Speaks  of  Woman's  Work  as  all  uphill  work,  but 
seems  to  go  bravely  at  it,  and  has  succeeded  beyond  her  fondest 
anticipations. 

Rhode  Island — Thinks  that  the  women  of  her  State  have  thor- 
oughly sustained  their  parts. 

Delaware — Fully  appreciates  the  sweet  privileges  of  woman's 
participation  in  the  labors,  as  well  as  the  pleasures,  of  the 
Grange ;  and  asserts  that  no  where  else  can  she  take  such  heart- 
felt pleasure  as  in  our  noble  Order. 

Tennessee — Has  an  active  working  committee,  and  although 
she  keeps  very  quiet  about  her  work,  I  am  sure  she  is  doing  her 
duty. 

New  Jersey — Is  thoroughly  organized  and  doing  her  whole 
duty.  The  Grange  banner  is  kept  steadily  moving.  The  children 
are  looked  after  and  taught  temperance,  morality  and  love  for 
their  country  homes.  Her  women  are  alive  to  the  grand  oppor- 
tunities offered  for  her  to  show  her  power  and  endurance,  and 
looks  and  longs  for  the  day  to  come  when  the  ballot  shall  be 
restricted  to  those  who  can  speak,  read  and  write  the  English 
language,  regardless  of  sex. 

From   Pennsylvania   comes  the  cheering  assurance  that  the 
Woman's  Work  in  the  Grange  will  be  of  great  and  lasting  benefit 
to  our  Order.    Finds  her  women  ready  and  willing  to  do  their 
part.     Took  an  active  part  in  the  Grange  picnic  at  Williams' 
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Grove.  The  good  influence  of  this  grand  rally  causes  the  future 
to  look  most  encouraging. 

Indiana — Complains  of  her  report  not  having  been  read  at 
Sacramento.  Thinks  the  Grange  of  the  State  not  so  flourishing, 
but  looks  forward  to  great  improvements, 

Virginia — Is  going  on  doing  her  full  duty  with  brave  hearts 
and  willing  hands.  Makes  a  call  for  Juvenile  Rituals,  and  has 
felt  her  progress  retarded  for  the  want  of  something  of  the  kind. 

Mississippi—Gives  a  cheerful  report  of  reviving  Granges — and 
says  we  are  trying  to  raise  our  children  and  educate  them  to  love 
our  noble  Ordei. 

In  Ohio — The  Chairman  of  the  State  Committee  on  Woman's 
Work  having  been  compelled  to  resign  her  position  on  account 
of  failing  health,  her  loss  has  been  sadly  fek  and  the  State  work 
much  retarded. 

The  Sub  Granges,  however,  have  good  working  committees 
who  have  sent  out  our  circulars  and  have  through  this  means 
done  much  good  to  our  Order. 

In  Maine  we  have  no  Special  Committee  on  Woman's  Work. 
Her  usefulness  lies  largely  in  the  literary  field,  where  her  frequent 
essays  are  always  listened  to  with  pleasure  and  profit.  Her  con- 
stant attendance  testifies  to  her  interest  in  the  work,  and  wherever 
she  can  in  any  way  assist  her  brother  in  the  Grange,  she  is  will- 
ing to  do  her  full  duty. 

In  Massachusetts — The  sisters  are  all  interested  in  Woman's 
Work.  Thty  have  70  lady  secretaries  ;  39  lecturers  out  of  111 
Subordinate  Granges,  all  at  work.  They  claim  to  have  done 
much  in  reviving  weak  Granges,  and  to  have  made  a  grand  suc- 
ceF3  in  Woman's  Work. 

Colorado — Sees  no  use  for  a  separate  committee  on  Woman's 
Work  in  her  State,  as  her  women  go  hand  in  hand  in  all  work 
pertaining  to  the  good  of  the  Order*  Organizing  and  reviving 
Granges ;  planning  programs  for  literary  and  social  entertain- 
ment; preparing  for  children's  days;  helping  to  raise  money; 
dispensing  charity ;  looking  after  the  sick  and  absent  members* 
and  in  all  things  working  for  the  good  of  the  Order. 

Alabama — Though  apparently  overrun  with  the  Alliance  and 
politics,  has  not  been  laggard  in  the  march  of  improvement.  We 
have  tried  literary,  elocution,  social  and  industrial  clubs,  child- 
ren's societies  and  Grange  schools,  and  have  been  eminently  suc- 
cessful in  every  district  where  there  are  white  farmers  enough  to 
keep  up  a  Grauge.

Report  of  Worthy  Assistant  Steward. 

The  Worthy  Assistant  Steward,  Bro.  0.  E.  Hall,  submitted  his 
report,  as  follows  : 

Worthy  Master : 

As  the  Assistant  Steward  is  expected  to  be  prompt  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  pertaining  to  his  office,  and  guard  well  the 
inner  courts  of  the  Grange,  by  seeing  that  all  are  correct  upon 
the  right  as  well  as  upon  the  left,  and  to  see  that  no  desecrating 
hand  destroys  or  disturbs  the  vineyard  ;  to  assist  the  Worthy 
Steward  in  the  many  duties  of  his  office,  and  be  ever  watchful 
for  the  care  and  comfort  of  all  within  the  gates  of  our  Order ; 
therefore  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  an  extended  report  will 
be  made  at  this  time  by  your  Assistant  Steward,  for  the  addresses 
from  the  more  important  officers  of  this  honorable  body  will  be 
submitted  to  you  for  your  consideration  and  study.  Therefore  I 
shall  be  brief. 

I  beg  leave  to  say  that  I  have  endeavored  at  all  times  and 
places  to  guide  my  brother  Patrons  aright  and  keep  their  feet 
from  stumbling  over  the  many  obstacles  in  the  pathway  of  life. 
I  have  visited  many  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  in  my  own 
State,  and  have  tried  to  teach  all  Patrons  with  whom  I  have 
come  in  contact  the  objects  of  this  Order,  and  the  true  plan  of 
work  as  laid  down  by  its  founders — namely,  education  and 
co-operation,  which,  if  strictly  observed  and  followed,  must  and 
will  enhance  the  interests  of  the  agricultural  classes.  The  edu- 
cational influences  of  the  Grange  are  being  felt  outside  of  Grange 
limits  more  than  ever  before.  The  Order  is  gaining  in  the  confi- 
dence of  nearly  all  classes,  and  if  we,  as  Patrons,  remain  true  to 
our  obligations,  and  to  the  trusts  that  have  been  confided  to  our 
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keeping,  we  may  reasonably  expect  to  see  the  Grange  banner  car- 
ried into  new  fields  and  flaunt  proudly  upon  every  Grange  Hall 

within  this  broad  land.  I  say  to  all  true  Patrons,  let  us  stand 
true  to  the  cause  and  weary  not  in  well  doing.  If  we  do  this  the 
bright  day  of  success  will  surely  dawn  upon  our  noble  Order  and 
become  a  blessing  to  the  American  farmer.  Let  us,  as  Patrons 
of  Husbandry,  stand  firm  and  true  to  the  principles  as  expressed 
in  our  Declaration  of  Purposes.  If  Patrons  will  but  do  this,  we 
will  see  the  Grange  become  the  pride  and  glory  of  all  true  Ameri 
can  citizens.

Bro.  Hiram  Hawkins  presented  the  following,  his  Annual  Re- 
port, as  Worthy  Overseer  of  the  National  Grange : 

Report  of  'Worthy  Overseer. 

Worthy  Master : 

The  Grange  has  for  many  years  enjoyed  a  National  reputation, 
and  is  recognized  by  States  and  statesmen  as  the  farmers  great 
conservative  organization.      Many  of  our   best    speakers    and 
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writers — some  of  whom  have  made  national  reputations,  took 
their  first  lessons  in  the  Grange,  and  owe  their  success  and  eleva- 
tion to  the  educational  influences  of  the  Grange,  The  Grange  is 
composed  of  prominent  and  leading  farmers  in  all  the  States,  but 
the  crowning  glory  of  our  Order  and  that  which  distinguishes  it 
from  all  other  organizations  of  like  kind,  is  the  association  and 
elevation  of  woman  to  that  higher  plane  of  equality,  honor  and 
dignity  as  the  equal  of  man.  In  this  respect  our  great  Order  is 
distinguished  and  superior  to  all  other  organizations  of  farmers. 
No  Grange  has  ever  been  organized  without  the  helping  hand 
and  the  refining  influence  of  woman;  much  is  due  to  her,  for  she 
goes  hand  in  hand  with  man  in  contributing  to  the  moral  power, 
the  intellectual  grandeur  and  the  sublime  beauty  of  our  work:, 
which  is  unsurpassed  by  any  order  or  association  of  men. 

The  Grange  has  made  its  impress  upon  every  section  of  our 
country,  and  it  is  no  disparagement  to  other  organizations  to  say 
that  the  Grange  has  accomplished  more  for  the  farmers  than  all 
other  organizations  of  farmers  combined.  Through  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Grange,  line  upon  line  and  precept  upon  precept,  the 
farmers  of  the  country  have  been  aroused  as  never  before.  New 
organizations  have  sprung  up  all  over  the  land,  not  antagonistic 
to  the  Grange,  but  planting  themselves  in  the  main,  upon  the 
great  declaration  of  principles  promulgated  by  our  noble  Order, 
and  upon  which  it  has  stood  for  more  than  twenty  years. 

It  is  cause  for  congratulation,  that  this  great  upheaval  of  agri- 
cultural organization  has  not  detracted  from,  but  largely  aug- 
mented and  cemented  our  columns.  It  is  most  gratifying  to 
know,  that  while  in  some  sections  our  cause  has  languished,  in 
others  it  has  gained  some  thirty,  some  sixtv  and  one  hundred 
fold. 

Aa  the  Overseer  of  this  grand  National  organization,  in  sum- 
ming up  my  report  to  this  National  Assembly,  it  affords  me 
much  pleasure  to  say,  that  prominent  and  leading  farmers  in  all 
the  States,  some  of  whom  have  made  State  and  National  reputa- 
tions, are  the  leading  and  prominent  Grange  workers  ;  especially 
is  this  true  in  New  England,  the  Northern  and  Western  States, 
and  it  is  not  assuming  too  much  to  say  that  the  Grange  has  not 
only  accomplished  more  for  the  farmer,  but  has  more  power  and 
influence  in  securing  legislation  in  the  interest  of  agriculture 
than  all  other  organizations  of  farmers,  however  powerful  some 
of  them  may  be  in  the  South  and  in.  some  of  the  States  West. 

In  conclusion  let  me  appeal  to  you  to  rally  around  the  grand 
old  banner  ot  the  Grange,  keep  it  unfurled  to  the  breeze  in  every 
State  and  territory  on  the  American  Continent,  keeping  in  view 
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the  fact,  that  this  is  no  time  for  dangerous  and  untried  experi- 
ment 8  ;  on  the  contrary,  the  times  demand  that  the  government 
shall  be  fairly  and  economically  administered,  with  equal  righto 
to  all  and  special  favors  to  none.  That  silver  shall  be  placed 
upon  its  original  and  equal  footing  with  gold,  and  that  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  currency  shall  be  famished  and  maintained  by 
the  government  and  demanded  by  the  National  Grange,  and  reit- 
erated by  the  National  Alliance,  that  the  markets  of  the  world 
shall  be  opened  as  free  and  unrestricted  for  the  American  farmer 
as  for  the  American  manufacturer. 

Remembering  that  the  Grange  is  the  only  great  National  con- 
servative organization  of  farmers,  and  must  remain  as  the  far- 
mers' great  representative  organization,  the  hope  and  stay  of  the 
country.  It  has  b(  wed  down  to  none  of  the  false  gods  of  agri- 
culture who  have  made  fair  but  delusive  promises  pleasing  to 
th6  fancy,  but  as  impracticable  as  they  are  impossible  of  fulfill- 
ment. In  the  future  as  in  the  past,  the  Grange  must  stand  as 
the  strong  and  impregnable  bulwark  against  the  communistic, 
the  socialistic  and  the  agrarian  heresies  and  the  more  insinuating 
but  not  less  dangerous  encroachments  of  that  policy  which  by 
favoring  paternalism  seeks  .the  centralization  of  the  powers  of 
the  government. 

On  call  for  reports  from  Standing  Committees,  Bro.  Wm.  Sims 

made  the  following  report  for  his  Committee,  which  was  adopted: 

Worthy  Master : 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  to  whom  were 
referred  Resolutions,  all  asking  a  reduction  in  the  fee  now  charged 
for  charters  issued  to  Subordinate  Granges,  beg  leave  very 
respectfully,  to  return  the  same  to  the  Grange,  with  the  reeom- 
mendation  that  they  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Good  of  the 
Order.  By  order  of  the  Committee,

The  following  further  report  was  approved : 

Worthy  Master : 

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  enclosed  petitions  from  183  members  of  the  Order, 
residing  in  Piscataquis  County,  Maine,  asking  that  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  National  Grange  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  State 
Granges  to  prescribe  the  fees  and  dues  for  Subordinate  Granges, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  direct  me  to  return 
said  petitions  with  the  recommendation  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  be  not  granted.  Wm.  Sims,  Chairman.

Your  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  to  whom  was 
referred  resolution  asking  that  the  Constitution  be  so  amended  as 
t )  provide  for  Biennial  Sessions  of  this  Grange,  have  considered 
the  same  and  directed  me  to  report  adversely  thereto.

The  Worthy  Master,  J.  H.  Brigham,  resumed  the  Chair,  and 
Worthy  Overseer  Hawkins  took  his  station  at  his  own  desk  at 
3.30  P.  M. 

The  Worthy  Master  appointed  Bro.  S.  H.  Ellis  and  Sisters 
Rhone,  Booth  and  Kimbrough  a  Special  Committee  to  convey 
the  Worthy  Secretary's  letter  to  the  National  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  as  provided  for  yesterday.

Resolved,  That  this  body  return  to  the  Deacons  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  this  city,  their  most  grateful  thanks  for  their 
kind  invitation  to  hold  our  Memorial  Services  in  their  church  on 
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Sunday  next,  and  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  express  regreti 
that  we  decline  owing  to  arrangements  already  made. 

At  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  motion  of  Bro.  S.  H.  Ellis,  the  Grange 

took  a  recess  to  enable  the  various  committees  to  prepare  their 

work  for  presentation  to  the  Grange, 


FOURTH    DAY. 

Saturday,  November  15th,  1890. 

The  Grange  assembled  at  9.30  o'clock  A.  M.,  agreeable  to  the 
order  of  business,  and  was  opened  in  the  Fourth  Degree  by  Wor- 
thy Master  Brigham.  Sister  Isabel  Trusler  acted  as  Worthy 
Ceres  pro  tern. 

The  officers  and  members  and  many  visitors  were  in  attend* 
ance. 

The  roll  call  showed  a  quorum  present. 

Friday's  Journal  was  read  and  approved* 

Bro.  0.  E.  Hall,  Worthy  Assistant  Steward,  announced  that 
Bro.  J.  W,  A.  Wright,  of  Alabama,  was  in  waiting  in  the  ante- 
room. 

The  Worthy  Master  appointed  the  Worthy  Lecturer  as  a  Com- 
mittee to  escort  Bro.  Wright  into  the  Grange.  Escorted  by  the 
Worthy  Lecturer  and  Assistant  Steward,  with  the  Grange  stand- 
ing, Bro.  Wright  was  conducted  to  the  altar  and  formally  pre- 
sented to  the  Worthy  Master,  as  the  first  Master  of-  the  California 
State  Grange  and  author  of  our  "  Declaration  of  Purposes." 

The  Worthy  Master  then,  in  a  few  feeling  and  appropriate 
words,  presented  Bro.  Wright  to  the  National  Grange,  and  he 
was  received  with  hearty  applause. 

Bro.  Wright  replied  as  follows : 
Worthy  Master,  Fellow  Patrons  of  the  National    Orange^ 
Brothers  and  Sisters : 

Words  cannot  fully  express  my  mingled  emotions  in  meeting 
with  the  National  Grange  in  session,  atter  so  long  a  lapse  of 
time.     In  the  good  ways  of  that  Providence  who  doeth  all  things 
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well,  it  is  fourteen  years,  since  at  the  Chicago  session  of  1876, 1 
enjoyed  the  privilege  of  taking  part  in  yonr  deliberations, 

Yet  during  that  interval,  I  have  watched  with  deep  and  frater- 
nal interest,  your  annual  sessions  from  place  to  place,  and  your 
good  work  in  maintaining  our  great  and  noble  Order.  Learning 
in  my  home  in  Alabama,  some  three  hundred  miles  distant  by 
rail,  that  you  were  to  meet  here  in  our  neighboring  State  this 
month,  as  you  did  a  year  ago  in  my  former  State,  California,  I 
conld  not  resist  the  desire  to  be  with  you,  if  only  for  a  day,  as  it 
must  be,  from  the  daily  claims  of  my  college  and  school 
work.  It  is  a  valued  privilege  to  thus  renew  with  you  the  asso- 
ciations of  other  years.  Though  only  some  half  dozen  faces  are 
among  you  to-day  that  were  familiar  in  our  sessions  fifteen  years 
ago,  we  have  reasons  for  deepest  gratitude  to  the  Father  of  All 
that  he  has  spared  the  lives  of  so  many  of  us  to  witness  the  con- 
tinned  progress  of  the  National  Grange  in  all  its  good  work  in 
advancing  the  welfare  and  influence  of  American  farmers.  It  is 
not  for  me  to  detain  you,  in  reply  to  your  most  cordial  welcome, 
by  lengthy  remarks.  But  permit  to  say  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  Grange,  as  the  first  great  cooperative  movement  of  our 
farmers,  has  been  the  parent  of  all  more  recent  movements, 
which  have  finally  made  farmers  freer,  made  their  voices  more 
heeded,  in  matters  of  law  and  Statesmanship,  and  aided  them  in 
moulding  more  and  more  the  policy  of  our  Government. 

Accept  my  earnest  fraternal  thanks  for  your  very  hearty  wel- 
come to-day.  Allusions  have  been  made  to  the  privilege  that 
fell  to  my  humble  lot  to  draft  our  "  Declaration  of  Purposes,"  at 
the  St.  Louis  session  in  1874.  I  shall  always  be  grateful  for  that 
privilege.  Let  me  say  to  you,  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  this 
Christian  land,  what  I  have  never  said  to  any  of  you  before 
about  the  drafting  of  our  Declaration.  It  was  my  earnest  desire 
to  embody  there,  as  far  as  could  be,  the  immortal  principles 
taught  by  the  great  Master,  some  1,800  years  ago,  for  the  guidance 
of  our  leading  farmers'  organization  in  their  varied  objects,  indi- 
vidual, social,  political,  official,  and  educational.  The  words,  as 
a  motto,  "  In  essentials,  unity ;  in  non-essentials,  liberty ;  in  all 
things,  charity  : "  as  well  as  the  words  "  Difference  of  opinion  is 
no  crime.  Progress  towards  truth  is  made  by  difference  of  opin- 
ion. The  fault  lies  in  bitterness  of  controversy :" — were  quoted 
from  words  given  out  by  the  Evangelical  Alliance — that  great 
organization  that  has  done  so  much  to  secure  greater  sympathy 
and  co-operation  among  our  Christian  denominations*  The 
thought  was,  that  those  great  fundamental  principles  which  have 
enabled  Christian  people  to  unite  with  more  cordiality  and  power, 
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would  inspire  and  unite  most  effectively  and  lastingly  the  farmers 
of  every  State. 

May  the  blessing  of  God  who  gave  us  those  undying  principled 
be  with  you  everywhere  in  all  your  work. 

The  Worthy  Secretary  presented  and  read  the  following  letter 

from  the  Master  of  the  South  Carolina  State  Orange,  and  it  was 

ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  Journal : 

Liberty  Hill,  Kershaw  Co.,  8.  C,  Nov.  11th,  1890. 

John  Trimble^  Secretary  National  Orange : 

My  Lear  Sir  and  Brother :  Circumstances  over  which  I  have 
no  control,  will  prevent  the  South  Carolina  State  Grange  being 
represented  in  your  present  session  owing  to  several  causes. 
The  Grange  has  been  unable  to  do  anything  towards  growth, 
in  tact  so  many  of  our  old  Granges  are  at  present  inactive  that 
1  cannot  even  claim  that  we  have  held  our  own.  While  I  very 
much  regret  both  this  fact,  and  my  inability  to  be  with  you  dur- 
ing this  meeting,  I  am  not  entirely  without  hope,  for  I  have 
assurances  from  zealous  members  throughout  the  State,  that  an 
earnest  effort  may  be  crowned  with  success  in  regaining  lost 
ground.  Would  it  not  be  well  for  trie  National  Grange  at  this 
session  to  consider  well  the  important  subject  of  building  up  the 
waste  places,  and  provide  some  systematic  plan  to  accomplish 
this  end  ?  Such  seems  to  me  to  be  actually  necessary,  and 
whole  States  earnestly  look  to  the  National  Grange  to  provide 
some  feasible  plan  and  then  execute  it. 

Again  permit  me  to  suggest  that  since  the  amendment  author- 
izing State  Granges  to  reduce  the  membership  tee  in  Subordi- 
nate Granges  to  *•  not  less  than  one  dollar  for  males  ana  fifty 
cents  for  females,"  has  been  ratified,  that  the  Charter  fee  be 
reduced  to  $5.  CO. 

The  South  Carolina  State  Grange,  about  four  years  ago,  me- 
morialized tbe  National  Grange,  through  our  Worthy  Past  Mas- 
ter Lipscomb,  asking  this  resolution,  which  was  then  thought  to 
be  inadvisable.  We  now  renew  the  petition,  that  such  reduction 
be  made.  Trusting  that  your  deliberations  may  be  harmonious, 
pleasant  and  profitable,  and  with  the  kiudest  wishes  for  each 
member,  and  with  a  very  kind  lemembrance  from  Mrs.  Thomp- 
son and  myself  for  you,  I  remain,

Spelman  Seminary,  Atlanta,  Ga  ,  Nov.  15, 1890. 

Misses  S.  B.  Packard  and  H.  E.  Giles,  Principals  of  Spelman 
Seminary,  most  cordially  invite  the  National  Grange,  assembled 
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in  council  in  Atlanta,  to  visit  Spelman  Seminary,  a  school  for 
colored  women  and  girls, under  the  oversight  of  the  American 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  At  9  A.  M.  the  entire  school  is 
always  assembled  in  the  chapel  for  devotions,  after  which  reci- 
tations are  held  in  the  class  rooms. 

Gentlemen  and  Ladies  of  the  National  Orange: — I  take  leave 
to  heartily  endorse  the  above  invitation.  I  have  been  a  trustee 
of  this  institution  from  the  beginning,  and  have  never  known  so 
useful  a  school  for  colored  women.  Every  pupil  is  taught  to 
work— there  are  no  servants,  all  have  to  work.  Last  year  there 
were  30  teachers  and  648  students  -one  from  Boston. 

The  street  cars  on  Broad  Street,  (going  South),  go  near  the 
place.  No  ceremony  is  necessary.  You  will  be  welcome  at 
any  time,  but  about  9  A.  M.  is  the  time  to  see  the  school  together 
in  the  Chapel  of  Rockefeller  Hall.  I  enclose  a  paper  printed 
by  the  students. 

My  office  is  directly  in  the  rear  of  the  hall — you  meet  it.  Some 
of  your  members  know  me.

Master  of  the  State  Grange.

Hiram  Hawkins  which 
was  referred  to  it,  (printed  below),  and  direct  me  to  refer  it 
back  to  the  Grange  without  recommendation.

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  country  as  well  as  members  of 
our  Order  are  not  familiar  with  the  many  valuable  achievements 
of  the  Grange— that  our  Order  suffers  much  for*  want  of  this 
information.

The  Family,  the  Home,  is  the  keynote  of  all  society,  of  all 
government,  of  all  politics,  and  we  women  would  safely  intrust 
all  our  interests  to  husband  and  wife,  to  father  and  mother 
united.  The  interests  ot  the  farmers  and  the  farmers'  wives  are 
the  interests  of  the  country,  and  we  thank  God  that  the  farmers 
are  awaking. 

The  interests  of  the  politicians  are  usually  diametrically  op- 
posed to  yours,  and  we  honor  you  that  you  are  asserting  your 
independence  and  manhood. 

The  interests  of  manufacturers  and  railroads  are  rivals  of  the 
farmers,  and  are  usually  triumphant  and  cruelly  oppressive  to 
the  farmers. 

Tears  ago  the  farmers  were  the  strength  of  the  nation,  they 
are,  so  still  of  right,  though  in  tact,  they  are  ground  under  the 
iron  heel  of  monopolies  and  trusts. 

We  hoped  years  ago  in  the  early  days  of  the  Grange  that  the 
burdens  would  soon  be  lifted  from  the  shoulders  of  agriculture— 
but  it  is  a  mightier  work  than  was  dreamed  of  at  its  beginning. 
Politicians  have  endeavored  either  to  crush,  to  muzzle,  or  to 
guide  you  into  their  fold.  We  congratulate  you  that  you  do  not 
dance  when  they  sing  any  longer,  but  that  the  politicians  are 
doing  the  dancing  themselves. 
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We  commend  to  your  care  the  principles  for  which  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  are  organized.  Home 
against  the  saloon  and  all  impurity,  the  happiness  of  t  le  many 
rather  than  the  few,  education  as  preventive  of  future  degra- 
dation, and  planting  the  feet  of  the  child  in  scientific  temperance 
and  right  living— legislation  that  crime  and  vice  may  not  be 
established  by  law. 

May  you  and  all  farmer?  unite  in  one  grand,  glorious  associa- 
tion, and  G-od  grant  that  the  Grange  ani  the  Wo  ma  l's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  may  long  abide  as  brothers  and  sisters  in 
harmony,  in  mutual  love  and  peace.

Woodman,  Ceres  pro  tern.,  and  was  opened  in  the  Fourth  De- 
gree.

The  Journal  of  Saturday,  Fourth  Day,  was  read  and  ap- 
proved.

Frankfort,  Nov.  14th,  1890. 

To  the  Worthy  Master  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange, 
now  in  Session  at  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters  :— Alter  having  met  for  four  succes- 
sive years  with  your  honored  body,  being  charged  with  the  dis- 
tinguished privileges  of  delegates,  and  enjoying  the  social  and 
fraternal  greetings  and  pleasures  of  co  mingling  with  other  del- 
egates from  all  parts  of  this  great  Union,  whom  we  have  learned 
to  love  as  Brothers  and  Sisters,  it  is  with  profound  regret  that 
we  must  announce  our  inability  to  be  present  at  your  present 
Session.  The  Master  of  the  Kentucky  State  Grange  being  a 
member  of  Ihe  Kentucky  Constitutional  Convention,  preclude 
entirely  any  possibility  of  our  being  with  you  at  Atlanta.     We 
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regret  this  exceedingly,  as  it  will  leave  our  State  without  repre- 
sentation in  the  National  Grange  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years. 

On  account  of  the  enthusiastic  and  rapid  increase  of  the  Alli- 
ance movement  in  Kentucky— now  numbering  about  100,<H)0— 
Grange  work  is  at  a  standstill.     Had  wiser  counsels  prevailed, 
and  our  National  Constitution  been  made  to  conform  to  the 
wishes  of  the  people,  and  each  State  been  allowed  to  manage  its 
own  internal  affairs,  a  large  number  of  these  thousands  might 
have  been  saved  to  the  Grange.     Now  we  must  await  the  subsi- 
dence of  the  flood,  and  then  take  our  chances  again.     We  trust 
your  deliberations  will  be  wise  and  conservative,  and  that  great 
good  will  result  to  our  noble  Order  from  the  work  accomplished 
at  your  present   oession.     Tendering  to   the   Worthy  Master, 
Officers  and  all  the  Members,  our  most  sincere,  fraternal  and  af-

At  11  o'clock  the  Grange  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the 
special  order,  the  fixing  of  the  place  for  holding  the  next  Ses- 
sion of  the  National  Grange.

The  Legislative  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Session  of 
the  National  Grange,  held  in  Sacramento,    Cal. ,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  Grange  : 
To  the  Officer*  and  Member*  of  the  National  Orange : 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  their  work  during  the  tear  : 

The  Committee  met  in  Washington,  D.  C,  January  17th,  and 
agreed  upon  the  line  of  work  to  be  adopted.  First,  a  brief  syn- 
opsis of  the  demands  of  our  Order  was  compiled  from  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  furnished  to  each  member  of  Congress.  After 
which  the  Committee  went  before  the  various  Committees  of 
Congres3  and  urged  legislation  in  accordance  with  these  de- 
mands. 
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These  Committee  s  of  Congress  invariably  awarded  your  Com- 
mittee the  most  courteous  treatment  and  seemed  willing,  and 
oH  en  anxious,  to  If  am  jutt  what  our  farmers  did  ask  in  the  way 
of  legislation.  Ample  time  was  given  for  full  hearing  upon  all 
the  subjecs  matter  which  we  laid  before  them.  And  to  Agri- 
culture was  accorded  in  all  instances  an  equal  opportunity  with 
other  interest s  to  present  its  case. 

TOE  TRUST  LAW. 

In  accordance  with  the  expressed  sentiment  of  the  National 
Orange  for  several  years  past,  the  Committee  urged  the  passage 
of  a  law  to  prohibit  the  formation  of  u  Trusts/*  and  the  law  was 
enacted,  but  whether  it  will  remedy  the  evils  or  not,  time  alone 
will  tell.  If  not,we  must  eecure  more  effective  legislation.  It 
surely  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  To  assist  our  investiga- 
tions of  •'  trusts,"  and  to  secure  additional  evidence,  Bro.  J.  M. 
Thompson,  of  Illinois,  was  directed  to  proceed  to  Chicago.  He 
promptly  complied  and  there  found  plenty  of  proof  of  the  exis- 
tence of  a  complete  combination  absolutely  controlling  the  price 
of  beef,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs  from  day  today  ;  and  sd  arranged 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  a  farmer,  or  small  dealer  to  han- 
dle his  own  stock,  and  their  system  of  control  extends  to  the 
live  stock  of  most  ot  the  States  of  our  Union.  Millions  of  dol- 
lars of  the  profits  that  legitimately  belong  to  the  farmer  are  thus 
turned  into  the  coffers  of  those  who  are  already  many  times  mil- 
lionaires.   Bro.  Thompson  rendered  valuable  aid. 

SILVER  LEGISLATION. 

For  a  long  series  of  years  this  National  Grange  has  been  on 
record  in  favor  of  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver,  with 
a  view  to  a  larger  volume  of  currency  with  which  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  country.  Acting  upon  these  instructions, 
your  Committee  urged  the  complete  remonetization  of  silver, 
and  its  unlimited  coinage.  The  law  enacted  did  not  fully  meet 
our  views,  but  will  doubtless  afford  some  relief.  It  is  an  ad- 
vance towards  an  end  that  will  doubtless  ere  long  be  reached. 

THE  NEW  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  LAW. 

It  has  ever  been  advocated  by  the  Grange  in  its  "  Declaration 
of  Purposes"  that  "  We  shall  advance  the  cause  of  education 
among  oui selves,  and  for  our  children  by  all  just  means  in  our 
power.  We  especially  advocate  for  our  agricultural  and  me- 
chanical colleges,  that  practical  agriculture,  domestic  science, 
and  all  the  arts  which  adorn  the  home  be  taught  in  their  courses 
of  study."  The  attention  of  your  Committee  was  called  to  a 
measure  pending  before  the  Committee  on  Education  in  the  Sen- 
ate which  provided  annual  appropriations  for  the  Agricultural 
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and  Mechanical  Colleges,  commencing  with  $15,000,  and  in- 
creased annually  by  $1,000  until  a  total  of  $35,003  is  reached. 
In  view  of  the  facts  so  well  known  regarding  the  misapplica- 
tion of  the  original  appropriations  for  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical Colleges  in  sone  States,  your  Committee  took  the  ground 
fc  that  without  an  amendment  to  the  bill  restricting  the  u?e  of  this 
new  appropriation  in  the  letter,  as  implied  in  the  spirit  of  the, 
law,  they  could  not  support  it.  After  considerable  opposition, 
the  following  amendment  was  added  to  the  bill  as  it  finally 
passed,  and  which  is  now  the  law : 

In  Section  1,  line  17,  after  the  word  "  dollars,"  insert :  "  To 
be  applied  only  to  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts, 
the  English  language,  and  the  various  branches  of  mathemati- 
cal, physical,  natural,  and  economic  science,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  their  applications  in  the  industries  of  life,  and  to  the 
facilities  for  such  instruction." 

By  securing  this  amendment  there  has  been  assured  for  the 
education  of  farmers1  children  in  our  forty -five  States,  upwards 
of  $3,750,000  during  the  next  ten  years  ;  money  that  otherwise. 
Judging  the  future  by  the  past,  would  have  been  largely  diverted 
from  its  intended  use,  to  educating  in  the  classics,  etc.,  the  chii- 
f  dren  of  other  classes  who  are  already  supplied  with  well  en- 
\  dowed  institutions  of  learning.  Should  not  such  results  gained 
for  agriculture  reward  us  for  our  efforts  in  this  direction  ? 

THE  TARIFF. 

At  the  Session  of  the  National  Grange  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
in  1878,  it  was  resolved,  "That  the  subject  of  the  Tariff  was  a 
proper  one  for  discussion  by  our  Subordinate  Granges."  After 
looking  into  the  question  for  several  years,  differences  of  opin- 
ion as  to  the  policy  of  "protection"  as  such,  or  "Tariff  for 
revenue  only,"  still  existed ;  but,  upon  one  line  our  member- 
ship and  the  National  Grange  itself  finally  became  quite  well 
agreed  ;  and  that  was,  as  stated  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  last 
Session,  viz,  "  If  labor  must  be  protected  in  manufacturing  in- 
terests, then  equal  protection  should  be  extended  to  those  who 
work  upon  the  farms  and  in  the  mines.  If  the  manufacturer  of 
cloth  and  leather  is  protected,  so  also  should  the  men  be  who 
produce  wool  and  hides.  If  a  policy  is  thus  equally  applied  to 
all  industries,  we  shall  soon  be  able  to  decide  what  is  best 
for  the  great  body  of  our  people."    (Proceeding*,  23d  Session, 

PW  11.) 

In  the  report  made  at  the  same  session  by  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture,  through  its  Chairman,  Bro.  Ava  E.  Page,  and 
which  report  was  adopted,  your  Committee  found  these  words  : 
"  It  is  but  simple  justice  that  importations  of  soil  products  that

compete  with  our  borne  products  in  our  own  markets  should  be 
subjected  to  the  fame  measure  of  duties  that  applies  to  manu- 
factured ai ticks.  We  insist,  therefore,  that  this  principle  of 
equity  be  at  once  recognized  and  given  full  effect."  It  therefore 
became  the  duty  ot  your  Committee  to  see  to  it,  that  in  the  pro- 
posed Tariff  levinin  these  equitable  demands  of  agriculture 
should  be  complied  with.  "  Protection  for  all,  or  free  trade  foT 
all,"  was  the  demand  of  your  Committee.  In  addition  to  verbal 
arguments  before  the  Committees  of  both  branches  of  Congress, 
the  following  add i  ess  was  prepaied  and  sent  to  each  member  of 
the  House  and  Senate  :

Gentlemtn  :  The  undersigned  were  appointed,  at  the  Twenty- 
second  Annual  Session  of  the  National  Grange  of  the  PatroDB 
of  Bufbandry,  a  Committee  to  present  to  your  h  on  oi  able  bodies 
the  views  and  wishes  of  the  farmers  of  the  United  States,  as 
represented  in  that  great  National  farmers'  organization,  and  to 
urge  the  enactment  of  laws  to  protect  the  agriculturist  from  some 
ot  the  frauds  and  abuses  practiced  by  men  who  have  combined 
to  enrich  themselves  at  the  expense  of  honest  industry. 

"We  have,  heretofore,  forwarded  to  each  ot  you  a  copy  of  the 
reso  utions  and  declarations  of  the  body  we  represent,  and  have 
also  urged  before  the  proper  Committees  such  legislation  as,  in 
our  judgment,  is  likely  to  protect  thelarmer  from  the  fraudulent 
practices  to  which  we  have  referred  ;  and  also  to  accord  to  our 
industry  some  portion  of  the  protection  against  foreign  compe- 
tition to  freely  given  to  other  industries.  We,  however,  believe 
that  we  shall  not  have  fully  discharged  our  duty  until  we  have 
in  some  way  urged  upon  every  Senator  and  Representative  the 
legislation  sought  by  the  vast  army  of  workers  which  we  have 
the  honor  to  represent. 

Knowing,  as  we  do,  that  each  and  all  of  you  are  burdened 
with  many  cares  and  great  responsibility,  and  that  it  will  be 
almost  impossible  to  secure  a  personal  audience  with  each  of 
you,  we  have  determined  to  present  our  case  in  the  form  of  this 
circular  letter,  trusting  that  the  magnitude  of  the  industry  which 
we  represent,  and  its  present  unsatisfactory  condition,  may  lead 
you  to  give  careful  thought  to  the  subjects  presented. 


NOT   POLITICAL,    BUT   PRACTICAL   LEGISLATION    WANTED. 

We  do  not,  as  a  Committee,  (iitcusa  pailizan  politics.  The 
present  necessities  of  the  faimers  ot  our  country  are  of  far 
greater  importance  than  the  political  success  of  any  manor 
party.  The  farmers  ask  for  practical  leginlation  in  the  interest 
of  a  depressed  agriculture,  and  atk  it  how. 
AD0LTRKAT1ON  OF  POOD. 

We  want  the  pending  bills  to  prohibit  tbe  adulteration  of  food 
and  other  commodities,  from  which  every  honest  industry  suf. 
fere,  promptly  enacted  into  laws. 

All  compounds  of  articles  to  be  used  as  food  should  be  care, 
fully  regulated  by  law,  and  tbe  expense  attending  such  regula- 
tion cbarged  to  those  who  are  making  fortunes  out  of  a  business, 
the  profits  of  which  are  not  shared  by  the  farmer  producer. 

The  claim  that  this  is  a  tax  upon  one  commodity  for  the  ben- 
efit of  another  is  rot  true,  because  tbe  tax  is  imposed  upon 
the  compound,  and  not  upon  the  pure  articles  which  enter  into 
it.  The  tax  must  be  borne  by  each  ingredient  in  proportion  to 
tbe  amount  entering  into  the  compound. 

The  members  of  our  organization,  representing  every  State 
and  every  agricultural  interest,  bave  repeatedly  indorsed  tbe 
above,  and  those  who  oppose  such  legislation  do  not  fairly  rep- 
resent tbe  bonest  fanners  who  bave  carefully  considered  the 
matter  before  giving  it  their  hearty  indorsement.  We  therefore 
urge  tbe  passage  of  the  Conger  bill  for  the  regulation  of  the 
manruacture  and  sale  of  lard  compound,  as  amended  and  favor- 
ably reported  by  ibe  Committee  ou  Agriculture,  and  tbe  early 
report  and  passage  of  the  Pure  Food  bills  now  before  tbe  com- 


GAMBLING  IS  PABM  PRODUCTS  -FUTURES— BUCKET  SHOPS. 

We  are  utterly  opposed  to  tbe  gamhling  in  farm  produce, 
which  is  now  the  principal  business  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  and 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  and  the  txcluiivt  business  of  all  the 
"  Bucket  Shops  "  in  every  city  in  tbe  land. 

And  we  also  urge  the  speedy  passage  of  what  is  known  as  the 
"Butterworth  bill,"  as  amenaed  and  reported  by  the  Committee 
on  Agriculture. 

The  formation  and  continuance  of  "  Trusts  "  for  the  purpose 
Of  robbing  the  uuprotecttd  people  should  be  prohibited  by  sh~ia- 
gtnt  legislation,  and  we  heaitily  indorse  the  "Sherman  Mil,"  tis 
amended  and  passed  by  tbe  Senate,  and  recommend  Its  passage 
by  tbe  House. 
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RRXONBTIZkTfOX  OP  8ILVBR  AND   COINAGE. 

We  also  assure  you  that  a  large  majority  of  our  members  favor 
the  full  and  complete  rem  inetizition  of  silver,  and  that  all  limi- 
tations as  to  coinage  shall  be  removed. 

THJfi  TARIFF. 

In  the  proposed  revision  of  the  tariff,  we  insist  that  there  shall 
be  no  discrimination  against  the  agricultural  interests. 

Heretofore,  in  every  revision  or  attempted  revision  of  the 
tariff,  the  protection  professedly  accorded  to  agriculture  has  been 
largely  inoperative.  The  duties  imposed  upon  products,  of 
which  we  grow  a  surplus  to  sell,  have  little  effect  upon  the  prices 
of  such  products,  and  such  duties  utterly  fail  to  afford  the  far- 
mer anything  like  a  fair  share  of  the  protection  accorded  to  other 
industries.  We  therefore  insist  that,  in  the  revision  now  pro- 
posed, and  which,  if  enacted  into  a  law,  is  likely  to  remain  un- 
changed for  several  years,  that  the  agricultural  interest  receive 
more  and  fairer  consideration  than  has  heretofore  been  accorded 
that  important  industry. 

The  farmers  will  welcome  the  removal  of  duties  from  jute, 
jute  butts,  manila,  and  sisal  grass  (not  grown  by  American  far- 
mers), with  the  reduction  from  3 J  to  1±  cents  per  pound  on  bin- 
der twine.  They  will  also  be  pleased  to  have  free  sugar.  The 
sugar  industry  has  been  protected  for  many  years  without  mate- 
rially increasing  home  production,  and  thereby  reducing  prices. 
A  removal  of  the  duty  is  expected  to  reduce  the  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, whilst  the  bounty  gives  direct  encouragement  to  home 
production.  This  is  an  experiment  which  may  not  prove  satis- 
factory in  its  practical  workings,  but  we  are  confident  that  it  is 
one  which  a  large  majority  of  our  people  wish  to  see  >ried. 

There  are  imported  into  this  country  many  agricultural  pro- 
ducts which  crowd  and  depress  the  markets  in  which  we  sell 
our  produce,  because  there  are  no  duties  or  because  the  duties 
are  too  low  to  protect.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  proposed 
to  protect  fully  other  interests,  we  intiit  on  duties  upon  such 
imported  products  as  will  afford  full  protection  to  the  American 
producer  of  like  commodities. 

We  therefore  indorse  the  increased  duty  on  barley,  livb 
stock,  hay,  potatoes,  beans,  wool,  etc.,  as  set  forth  in  the 
schedule  receatly  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

We  found,  upon  examination  of  the  lists  of  agricultural  im- 
portations, that  about  $24  000,000  worth  of  foreign  hides  were 
brought  into  this  country  every  year  free  of  duty,  whilst  upon 
leather  and  its  manufactures  there  is  a  protective  duty.  We  be- 
lieve this  to  be  an  unfair  discrimination  against  the  grower  of 
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hides,  and  on  the  principle  of  equal  protection  to  all,  we  ask  that 
a  reasonable  duly  be  placed  on  hides.  The  Committee  on  Ways 
and  M«an*  recognized  the  justice  of  the  demand  and  granted 
our  request;  whereupon  the  manufacturers  of  leather,  (them- 
selves  protected  and  very  prorptreui,)  went  before  the  Commit- 
tee and  insisted  that  no  slia'e  of  the  protection  which  they  en- 
joyed should  be  extended  to  those  who  have  Tor  years,  since  the 
dnty  was  removed  from  bides,  grown  ihem  at  a  positive  lost. 
Their  demands  were  backed  by  a  Tew  of  the  Representatives 
from  their  districts,  and  hides  were  returned  to  the  free  list. 
Again  the  plea  was  made  for  justice,  not  favor,  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  farmers,  and  so  convincing  were  their  arguments 
that  the  duty  was  attain  restored,  only  to  be  removed  at  the  last 
hour  in  order  to  secure  support  from  certain  quarters. 

We  nee  no  reason  why  these  manufacturing  industries  should 
be  afforded  ample  protection,  when  the  producer  of  the  raw 
material  (so-called)  is  forced  to  abandon  an  important  industry 
because  he  is  not  protected.  We  say  to  you,  as  we  said  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  "  If  you  will  make  leather  aud 
manufactures  of  leather  free,  we  will  ask  no  duty  upon.  hide). 
If  leather  and  its  manufactures  are  protected,  we  want  equal 
protection  upon  hides." 

If  the  manufacturers  continue  the  demand  for  free  raw  mate- 
rial (so  called),  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  the  farmers  of  the 
country  will  give  them  free  raw  material,  but,  at  the  same  time, 
will  exact  free  man uiac lured  products.  The  time  to  "  turn 
down,"  with  impunity,  the  agricultural  interests  of  this  country 
has  gone  by.  Henceforth  we  shall  "  watcn  as  well  as  pray. " 
The  quiet  submission  to  neglect  and  unfair  discrimination, 
which  has  characterized  the  farmers  in  the  past,  has  given  place 
to  a  quiet  but  firm  determination  to  know  our  rights,  and  in  the 
luture  to  maintain  them  by  every  legitimate  means  within  our 
reach.  We  are  no  longer  a  mass  of  unorganized  helplctsneti. 
Dire  necessity  has  forced  us  to  organize  for  self- preservation. 
An  army  more  numerous  than  the  combined  armies  of  Grant, 
Sherman,  Lee  and  Johnston  is  already  in  the  field. 

Borne  things  impracticable  and  unreasonable  may  be  demanded. 
Such  the  chosen  representatives  of  the  whole  people  must  have 
the  courage  to  deny,  and  trust  to  time  and  experience  to  vindi- 
cate their  action,  but  that  which  it  is  right  aud  proper  to  de- 
mand for  the  agriculturist  should  be  granted,  not  grud^ijuly, 
but  cheerfully. 

We  are  pleased  to  believe  that  the  veteran  farmers'  organiza- 
tion, with  Over  twenty  years'  experience,  which  we  have  the 
honor  to  represent,  asks  for  nothing  impracticable  or  unreason- 
able, and  we  sincerely  hope  that  even  a  desire  to  gain  a  partiziu 
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advantage  will  be  subordinated  to  render  all  possible  help  to  a 
depressed  but  highly  important  National  industry. 

The  members  of  our  committee  differ  as  widely  as  do  the 
members  of  the  great  National  farmers'  organization  which  we 
represent,  upon  parti zan  questions.     No  two  of  us  are  associa- 
ted in  the  same  political  organization ;  but  we  have  subordinated 
our  political  differences,  as  have  the  men  we  represent,  to  the 
more  important  work  of  trying  to  save,  from  overwhelming  dis- 
aster and  distress,  the  most  important  industry  of  our  Nation.  Is 
it  inconsistent  to  ask  you,  who  are  in  a  position  to  save  or  to  prac- 
tically destroy  many  branches  of  this  industry,  to  do  likewise  ? 
In  conclusion,  the  members  of  the  committee  desire  to  express 
their  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  extended  by  the  members 
and  committees  of  both  Houses ;  and  the  hope  and  belief  that 
your  official  action  will  merit  and  receive  the  approval  of  your 
constituents,  and  that  you  will  long  be  remembered  as  their 
faithful  and  honored  representatives,

Correspondence  was  had  with  Patrons  in  all  parts  of  the  coun- 
try as  to  which  articles  of  farm  production  needed  an  increase  of 
duty,  and  upon  which  ones  a  reduction  was  required.  A  full 
and  free  expression  of  views  was  had,  and  in  the  new  tariff  law 
will  be  found  many  of  the  changes  of  increase  and  decrease, 
exactly  as  asked  for  by  your  Committee,  and  all  your  Commit- 
tee asked  for  with  but  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  most  notable 
exception  being  that  of  failing  to  impose  a  duty  upon  hides,  pro- 
vision for  which,  however,  being  made  for  a  duty  upon  hides 
imported  from  countries  which  place  duties  upon  our  pro- 
ducts imported  into  their  countries,  under  the  reciprocity  pro- 
vision of  the  law. 

Your  Committee  asked  an  increase  on  some  imported  farm 
products,  and  a  reduction  upon  other  ai tides  used  by  farmers; 
notably  an  increase  on  live  stock,  barley,  hay,  wool,  potatoes, 
fruits,  vegetables,  eggs,  etc.,  and  a  reduction  on  binding  twine, 
jute  which  is  used  in  the  manufacture  of  jute  bagging  for  cot- 
ton. We  did  not  succeed  in  securing  a  reduction  of  the  duty  on 
jute  bagging. 

An  effort  was  made  by  interested  parties  to  place  a  tariff  upon 
sulphuric  acid  used  in  the  manufacture  of  fertilizers.  This  pro- 
posed duty  was  $5.00  per  ton.  To  this  your  Committee  op- 
posed its  united  strength,  and  the  proposed  duty  was  defeated, 


l  this  item  alone  the 


FUBR  FOOD  AND  D  BALING  IK  FO  TURKS. 
The  Committee  earnestly  uraed  the  passage  or  the  Conger 
Laid  bill,  Pure  Food  bill,  and  the  Butterworth  bill  to  prevent 
gambling  io  grain.  I  he  Conger  bill  was  fieicely  asnailed  by  the 
manufacturers  of  Lard  compounds,  and  earnestly  defended  by 
your  Committee.  It  was  Anally  reporied  to  the  House,  and 
passed  by  a  decisive  majority.  The  bill  is  now  pending  in  the 
Senate,  and  all  our  influence  should  be  eierte  1  to  secure  iu  pas- 
sage through  that  body.  We  cannot  afford  to  be  defeated  upon 
a  measure  which  has  been  so  unanimously  indorsed  by  our  Or- 
der. The  Pure  Food  bill  is  sti.l  pending,  also  the  Butterworth 
bill.  The  first  is  not  seriously  opposed  by  "  food  misers " 
which  should  lead  us  to  scan  its  provisions  closely,  or  we  may 
find  when  too  late,  that  it  will  not  be  effective.  The  Butter- 
worth  bill  is  strongly  antagonized  by  Boards  of  Trade  and 
Chambers  of  Commerce,  on  the  ground  that  it  will  interfere 
with  legitimate  business,  and  really  injure  the  farmer  rather  than 
help  him.  Their  arguments  should  be  candidly  considered  by  our 
meuibera,  but  If  not  convinced  of  their  soundness  we  sliould 
insist  upon  toe  passage  of  this  measure,  and  then  observe  re- 
sults. Untold  millions  of  dollars  for  the  weal  or  woe  of  our  far- 
mers are  dependent  upon  the  fate  of  these  bills.  Let  us  unitedly 
push  to  final  success  the  victory  already  nearly  won. 

The  Committee  received  valuable  help  from  brothers  Wedder- 
buro,    Whitehead.

Your  Committee  desires  to  ex- 
press its  thanks  to  the  membership  of  our  Order  in  all  parts 
of  the  couutry  for  their  earnest  and  united  support,  which  con- 
tributed ho   largely  to   our  success  in  obtaining  legislation  that 
will  save  to  the  farmers  of  this  country  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars annually,  and  has  secured  for  our  interests  a  recognition  of 
our  just  and  conservative  demands  that  insures  still  greater  ad- 
vantages In  the  near  future.

Bro.  C.  H.  Knott,  Worthy  Master  of  the  West  Virginia  State 
Giange,  submitted  his  annual  report,  as  follows  : 

Worthy  Master  and  Patrons  of  the  National  Orange: 

We  have  organized   three  Subordinate  Granges,  in  the  last 
year.     Membership  slightly  increased.     Have   done  very  little  ( 

personal  work,  except  distributing  all  literature  that  came  into 
my  possession,  which  I  thought  would  benefit  the  farmer.

Your  Committee  on  Dormant  Granges  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  principle  cause  of  dormancy  in  Subordinate  Granges,  is  in 
the  opinion  ot  your  Committee  ot  local  character,  and  if  it  were 
possible  to  remove  the  cause  of  this  dormancy,  then  indeed  would 
the  road  to  reviving  be  made  more  easy  of  access. 

This  is  a  subject  that  presents  itself  at  every  session  of  this 
body,  hence  it  is  not  a  new  question,  neither  has  it  ever  been 
satisfactorily  solved.  That  is  tne  means  by  which  a  great  ma- 
jority of  Dormant  Granges  may  be  revived  and  brougnt  into 
line  with  those  that  have  lived  and  prospered  in  the  past. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  to  successfully  accom- 
plish this  grand  work,  some  system  or  plan  should  be  adopted 
by  each  State  Grange,  so  as  to  put  in  tne  lecture  field  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  deputies  or  reorganizes  charged  with  the 
special  duty  of  organizing  and  reorganizing  Granges. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  further  opinion,  that  if  each  State 
Grange,  the  weaker  ones  receiving  some  assistance  from  the  Na- 
tional Grange,  would  set  apart  a  lecture  lund  sufficient  to  keep 
two  or  more  able  and  efficient  reorganizers  in  the  field,  this 
problem  would  be  practically  solved,  in  case  they  would  receive 
the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  County  and  Subordinate  Granges.  The  system  of  work  put 
in  operation  to  build  up  and  strengthen  living  Granges,  will 
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go  very  far  in  reviving  Dormant  ones,  and  that  conditions 
which  contribute  to  build  up  the  Order  in  many  States  of  the 
American  Union  would  go  very  far  in  reviving  Dormant 
Granges  in  other  localities  if  put  in  operation.

Bro.  W.  R.  Williams  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Co  oper- 
ation, as  follows,  and  the  report  was  adopted  : 

Co-operation  is  one  of  the  manifest  tenets  of  the  Grange. 
To  sell  together  and  buy  together  is  a  crying  necessity  felt  and 
acknowledged  by  all  classes  of  farmers. 

There  is  nothing  more  beneficial  when  properly  and  wisely 
conducted,  and  nothing  more  detrimental  to  the  Grange  when  a 
failure  has  occurred.  The  failures  and  the  success  fortunately 
are  both  easily  understood  and  explained.  Failures,  when  not 
conducted  on  strict  business  principles,  and  success,  when  busi- 
ness methods  were  strictly  adhered  to.  There  are  two  ways 
mostly  adhered  to  in  conducting  co-operative  business  among 
our  Order.  First,  by  combining  capital,  subscribing  to  stock, 
and  establishing  Grange  stores.  Second,  by  agreement  or  ar- 
rangement with  some  merchant  or  manufacturer,  to  trade  on 
certain  stipulated  conditions 

Both  have  been  of  great  benefit  when  successful,  but  when  a 
failure  has  taken  place,  the  Grange  has  suffered  immensely. 

Time  and  experience  plainly  show  there  is  no  successful  way 
or  method  to  conduct  a  Grange  store,  but  by  strictly  spot  cash, 
and  when  arrangements  are  made  with  other  merchants,  to 
strictly  stand  to  and  abide  by  the  obligations  and  arrangements 
without  any  deviation  or  '*  variableness  of  turning,"  binding 
the  merchant  no  less  than  ourselves. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Grange,  farmers  rushed  into  co-oper- 
ation with  a  precipitancy  that  to  us  now  is  surprising.  Tney 
were  like  the  man  who  built  a  house  without  first  calculating 
the  cost.  They  now  have  experience  and  many  bought  it  dear. 
Yet  when  we  consider  that  only  a  few  merchants  succeed,  who 
ban  say  that  it  is  strange  that  farmers  failed  as  merchants  It 
will  not  do  to  give  up  co-operation  l>y  the  Grange.  The  Nation- 
al Grange  should  by  all  means  that  it  can  control,  endeavor  to 
instil  new  lite,  strength  and  support  to  such  enterprises.  The 
very  failures  should  be  lessons  to  encourage  and  promote  them. 
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The  mariner,  who  it  wrecked  on  tbe  6tormy  sea,  leaves  a 
chart  that  others  may  evade  the  rocks  and  tbe  breakers,  so  we 
as  Patrons  should  learn  a  like  lesson  from  the  experience  of  the 
past.  Of  the  earthly  institution,  we  believe  the  Orange  is  the 
most  social  and  beneficial  in  its  teachings  to  elevate  and  refine 
society  **  to  higher  manlood  and  womanhood.19 

And  yet  when  farmers  meet  together  in  organized  capacity, 
theie  should  be  purposes  of  a  business  nature,  something  to  ben- 
efit and  to  save ;  when  he  gives  his  time  and  contributes  his 
earnings,  he  desires  to  see  the  benefits.  There  are  no  ties  that 
bind  like  those  which  lead  men  to  believe  a  full  reward  will  be 
returned. 

Texas  and  California  have  made  co-operative  stores  and  trade 
arrangements  mostly  successful,  and  in  praise  be  it  said,  they 
have  adhered  closest  to  strict  business  methods. 

Co-operation  is  educating  the  termer  to  be  more  self  reliant, 
to  dispense  with  the  middleman,  and  to  see  the  advantages  of 
organization.  It  is  one  of  the  schools  of  the  Orange.  Your 
Committee  hope  to  see,  and  that  too,  speedily,  a  great  revival  in 
co- opei  at  ion  among  the  Patrons,  stores  for  trade  and  schools 
lor  their  children  and  for  other  purposes.

been  seriously  felt  in  tbe  past  by  many  members  of  our  Order. 
Therefore,

State  Orange  appoint  a  business  agent,  whose  special  duty  it 
shall  be  to  receive  all  information  of  producers  of  good  seed, 
fruits,  etc.,  of  his  own  and  other  States,  and  give  information 
to  all  inquirers,  as  far  as  he  is  able,  where  and  of  whom  they 
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may  procure  such  kinds  of  grain,  seeds,  fruit  and  other  articles 
of  produce  as  may  be  required ;  thus  bringing  the  Patrons  of 
the  several  States  in  closer  business  relations  with  each  other  to 
their  mutual  advantage,  and  to  the  exclusion  of  an  army  of  mid- 
dlemen.

Your  Committee  would  also  resommend  that  the  pledge  be 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  tobacco,  "and  of  all  intox- 
icating liquors,"  so  that  the  sentence  will  read,  "1  will  try  to 
avoid  bad  company,  intemperate  habits,  the  use  of  tobacco,  and 
of  all  intoxication  liquors,  and  guard  against  the  sinful  habit  of 
taking  the  name  of  God  in  vain."

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  having  under  consideration 
the  following  preamble  and  lesolution,  presented  by  Sister  Gif- 
iord,  relative  to  the  election  franchise,  etc.,  were  unanimous  in 
their  recommendations  and  recommend  its  adoption,  and  do  most 
respectively  ask  that  all  therein  contained  be  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings. Thos.  Mabs,  Chairman. 

Universal  Suffrage. 

The  founders  of  the  Grange,  in  consonance  with  the  princi- 
ples of  justice  proclaimed  by  those  sturdy  and  fearless  patriots 
who  laid  the  cornerstone  of  this  great  government;  building 
perhaps  better  than  they  knew,  accorded  to  all  its  members, 
equality  of  rights  and  privileges,  without  making  any  distinction 
on  account  of  sex.  It  was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
country  that  any  organization,  secret  or  open,  had  done  this. 
Since  that  time  the  Farmer's  Alliance,  the  Knights  of  Labor, 
and  several  temperance  organizations  have  done  the  same. 

The  object  of  this  recognition  of  equality  was,  according  to 
the  •'  Declaration  of  Purposes,"  "to  develop  a  higher  and  bet- 
ter manhood  and  womanhood,1'  and,  also,  "Last,  but  not  least, 
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we  proclaim  it  among  oar  purposes  to  inculcate  a  proper  appre- 
ciation of  the  abilities  and  sphere  of  woman."  The  Ritual 
also  declares,  "  The  interests,  social  relations,  and  the  destiny  of 
man  and  woman  are  identical.  She  was  intended  by  our  Crea- 
tor to  be  the  helpmeet,  companion  and  equal  of  man/*  Th^se 
wise  f ram  era  of  our  Grange  laws  recognized  the  eternal  princi- 
ple that  increased  duties  and  responsibilities,  bring  increased 
intelligence  and  strength  to  perform  those  duties. 

What  wonder,  then,  that  these  enlarged  opportunities  in  the 
Grange  gave  hint  in  the  minds  of  thoughtful  persons  of  larger 
civil  liberty — of  equality  beiore  the  laws  of  our  country  ?  For 
forty  years,  a  few  noble  men  and  women  had  been  laboring  to 
teach  the  people  that  the  principle  for  which  our  forefathers  con- 
tended when  they  became  an  independent  people,  that  "Ail 
laws  derive  their  just  power  from  the  consent  of  the  govern- 
ed,'* and  that  "  Taxation  without  representation  is  tyranny," 
does  not  inhere  in  sex,  but  applies  equally  to  all ;  and  that  if 
the  ballot,  the  dearest  privilege  of  a  freeman,  is  necessary  for 
the  defence  of  the  liberties  of  one  citizen,  it  is  none  the  less  so 
for  all.  The  basic  principle  of  the  Grange— equality  of  the 
sexes — was  at  once  recognized  by  thoughtful  men  and  women, 
as  a  power  I  ul  ally  to  this  fundamental  idea  in  a  true  republic — 
and,  accordingly,  the  New  York  State  Grange  at  its  annual  ses- 
sion held  in  Utica  in  1881,  adopted  a  resolution  in  favor  of  the 
franchise  for  woman — an  action  which  has  since  been  followed 
up  every  year  by  similar  work  in  the  State,  County  and  Subor- 
dinate Granges,  till  it  has  come  to  be  recognized  throughout  the 
State,  that  the  Grange  is  in  favor  of  equality  before  the  law, 
without  distinction  of  sex.  The  National  Grange,  the  succeed- 
ing year,  at  Philadelphia,  adopted  a  similar  resolution,  and  many 
State  Granges  have  done  the  same,  their  Masters,  in  their  sev- 
eral annual  addresses  speaking  noble  words  for  woman's  enfran- 
chisement. Wherever  woman  has  enjoyed  this  privilege,  it  has 
been  only  with  the  best  results  to  community. 

Wyoming,  the  youngest  and  the  brightest  star  in  the  galaxy 
of  States,  comes  in,  after  more  than  twenty  years  trial  of  woman 
suffrage,  with  a  constitution  which  confers  all  the  privileges  of 
citizenship  without  regard  to  sex.  And  Wyoming  is  the  only 
State  which  has  a  law  compelling  equal  payment  of  wages  for 
the  same  work,  whether  performed  by  man  or  woman. 

Had  New  York  State  such  a  law,  what  an  inestimable  blessing 
to  the  100  000  women  of  her  great  city,  who  now  eke  out  a  mis- 
erable existence  in  garreta  and  cellars,  with  starvation  or  degra- 
dation staring  them  in  the  face,  able  with  all  the  energies  of 
which  they  are  capable,  though  six  long  days  of  fourteen  and

sixteen  hoars,  to  command  but  $2.00  as  compensation  for  the 
week's  service,  and  sometimes  even  less  than  that. 

In  Kansa9,  where  women  have  municipal  suffrage,  even  those 
men  who  were  at  first  opposed,  are  now  strongly  in  its  favor, 
acknowledging,  that  without  the  help  of  women  the  prohibitory 
laws  would  be  hard  to  enforce,  and  that  women  care  very  little 
for  party.  The  character  of  the  candidate  is  their  first  consider- 
ation, and  when  that  is  found  wanting,  he  is  relegated  to  stay  at 
home. 

How  nearly  Prohibition  prohibits  we  learn  from  the  last  issue 
of  the  official  organ  of  the  Beer  Brewers'  Association,  which 
gives  the  number  of  barrels  of  beer  consumed  in  Kansas  during 
the  year  ending  April  80,  1800,  as  2,000,  against  8,509,000  for 
New  York  State.  But  there  is  a  principl  e underlying  all  these 
ultraistic  considerations— the  principle  ot  justice.  If  the  ballot 
in  the  hands  of  man  may  be  a  power  for  good,  and  is  needed  for 
the  defence  of  his  liberties,  by  what  rule  is  any  other  human  be- 
ing deprived  of  this  power  and  this  necessity 

The  Fourteenth  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  when  it  enfranchised  the  black  man,  also  made  the  white 
woman  a  citizen,  if  she  was  not  one  before,  for  it  expressly  de- 
clares that  u  IBvery  person  bom  or  naturalized  within  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  its  jurisdiction,  is  a  citizen ;"  and  in  its 
next  article  prohibits  any  State  from  making  or  enforcing  any 
law  abridging  any  of  the  privileges  or  immunities  of  any  of  its 
citizens. 

Some  of  the  best  legal  talent  of  the  country  have  expressed  an 
opinion  that  under  these  provisions  women  are  entitled  to  vote, 
but  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  decided  other- 
wise, and  therefore  the  friends  of  woman  suffrage  have  for  years 
been  petitioning  for  an  amendment  which  shall  declare  that  no 
person  shall  be  disfranchised  on  account  oi  sex. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  House  Judiciary  Commit- 
tee, to  whom  the  matter  was  referred,  brought  in  a  highly  favor- 
able report,  as  did  also  a  select  committee  of  the  Senate,  but  the 
question  did  not  come  to  a  final  vote.  The  battle  will  be  fought 
over  again  in  the  next  Congress,  and  perhaps  in  the  next,  and  the 
next,  but  the  disfranchisement  of  one-half  the  people 
in  the  country  for  no  crime,  but  solely  for  a  differ- 
ence in  sex,  will  remain  a  living  issue  until  justice 
prevails  and  America  becomes  a  true  republic,  where  all 
shall  enjoy  perfect  equality  of  rights  and  privileges  be- 
fore the  law  This  great  organized  body  of  farmers  holds  within 
its  power  the  means  to  hasten  the  day,  as  it  has  done  the  ad- 
vent of  other  blessings,  by  a  united  and  determined  front,  thus 
showing  to  the  world  that  we  believe  in  the  principles  we  advo- 
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cate  :  "  A  proper  equality,  equity  and  fairness;  protection  for 
the  weak ;  restraint  upon  the  strong ;  in  short,  justly  distributed 
burdens  and  justly  distributed  power,"  and  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  session  of  the  National  Grange  do  petition 
Congress  to  enact  such  necessary  legislation  as  may  provide  that 
no  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  be  disfranchised  on  account 
ot  sex. 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
of  the  National  Grange  to  present  such  petitions  as  relate  to  the 
subject  matter  at  such  time  as  shall  seem  to  them  most  proper  and 
effective.  Mrs.  Eliza.  C.  Gifford,

Baundeis  to  attend  this  meeting  as  a  representative  of  the  De- 
partment, and  to  return  its  thanks  to  the  Secretary  for  his  re- 
membrance. 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange  pledge  its  continued  assis- 
tance to  the  Department  as  long  as  it  is  conducted  in  the  in- 
terest of  American  Agriculture,  as  it  now  is  under  Secretary 
Rusk.

Whereas,  These  adulterations  are  often  harmful  to  health 
and  always  injurious,  and  are  frauds  when  sold  under  a  decep- 
tive title;  and, 

Whereas,  One  of  the  products  of  the  hog,  one  of  the  largest 
agricultural  interests  on  which  depends  in  a  great  measure  the 
markets  for  our  Western  corn,  is  adulterated  to  such  an  alarming 
extent  as  to  be  excluded  from  several  of  the  European  markets, 

thereby  greatly  injuring  one  of  our  principal  agricultural  indus- 
tries; and, 
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Whbkbas,  This  body  did,  at  fanner  sessions,  endorse  certain 
bills  before  Congress  looking  to  the  remedy  of  this  evil ;  there- 
fore, 

Besolved,  That  the  National  Grange,  in  annual  session  here 
bb sembled,  do  reaffli  m  its  former  resolutions  in  regard  to  the 
adulteration  of  food,  and  that  we  urge  upon  Congress  the  im- 
portance of  promptly  enacting  such  laws  as  will  effectually  pre- 
vent such  adulterations.  M.  Tbusleb.

Foreign  Relations. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  submitted  its  General 
Report  through  Brother  B.  H.  Bancroft,  as  follows  : 

80  long  as  the  products  of  agriculture  supply  a  large  part,  and, 
as  at  present,  far  the  larger  portion  of  our  ex  ports,  the  conditions 
of  this  movement  of  our  crops  should  be  regulated  on  a  basis  of 
equity  and  fairness  to  all  the  interests  involved. 

Nothing  that  we  export  is  exempt  from  competition  in  foreign 
markets  with  similar  products  of  the  agriculture  of  the  whole 
world. 

This  condition  exists,  undeniably,  in  relation  to  all  those  great 
staples  that  compiise  the  balk  of  the  crops  of  our  farms — our 
cotton,  corn,  wheat,  flour,  pork  and  beef,  besides  minor  articles. 
This  surplus  for  foreign  maiketing  is  so  great  as  to  determine 
for  us  almost  always  the  home  prices  for  the  entire  production. 
From  this  condition  there  is  at  present  no  escape  or  alternative. 

Whatever  enters  into  the  cost  of  living  for  the  farmer  or  farm 
laborer,  and  whatever  contributes  to  the  working  equipment  of 
the  farm,  unite  to  fix  the  cost  of  production,  while  everything 
that  tends  to  limit  our  foreign  market  and  the  facility  and  free* 
dom  of  our  foreign  trade  or  exchanges,  correspondingly  depresses 
our  prices. 

During  the  f  ession  for  1889,  the  hope  was  expressed  by  our 
Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  that  the  outcome  of  the  delib- 
erations of  the  Pan-American  Conference  would  result  in  "recip- 
rocity of  trade,  open  new  markets,  new  exchanges,  and  increased 
opportunities  for  the  sale  of  the  manufactured  and  agricultura 
products  ot  this  country,"  and  "in  this  new  departure"   th 
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Committee  claimed  "that  nothing  be  done  of  that  selfish  charac- 
ter which  shall  ignore  the  just  claims  of  the  American  farmer." 
Never  were  hopes  more  signally  blasted.  Never  were  just 
claims  more  outrageously  disregarded. 

la  the  very  presence  of  thsse  liberal-minded  representatives  of 
the  nations  of  the  American  Continent,  and  while  they  were  de- 
liberating on  the  ways  and  means  whereby  the  arteries  of  com- 
merce might  be  relieved  of  unnecessary  obstruction,  and  vthe 
interests  of  all  these  countries  advanced  by  a  greater  volume  of 
reciprocal  trade,  a  bill  was  formulated  in  Congress  that  con- 
vinced these  people  that  we  did  not  desire  to  trade  with  them, 
and  they  left  us  in  disappointment.  By  request  of  the  National 
Grange  of  1889,  copies  of  the  report  of  our  Committee  on  For- 
eign Relations,  already  referred  to,  were  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Secretary  of  State.  During  the  considera- 
tion of  the  ••  bill "  mentioned,  the  Secretary  ot  State  pointed  out 
that  it  failed  to  open  a  market  for  a  single  bushel  of  wheat  or 
barrel  ot  pork,  in  so  far  at  least  disregarding  ki  our  claims  "  and 
ignoring  4*  our  interests." 

By  wise  persistency  in  this  direction,  the  Secretary  of  State 
had  some  partial  success  in  determining  some  of  the  provisions 
of  the  bill  as  finally  adopted,  and  we  note  with  hope  that  the 
Department  is  now  very  actively  engaged  in  the  effort  to  use 
these  previsions  of  the  law  in  negotiating  new  commercial 
treaties  with  various  governments. 

It  is  unavoidable  that  this  new  adjustment  of  the  "Foreign 
Relations"  of  the  commerce  of  our  country  should  demand  our 
attention  now  as  farmers  ;  we  must  study  the  matter.  Will  it 
operate  with  even  handed  justice  upon  the  varied  industries  of 
the  country  ?  Will  it  tend  to  stop  the  undue  accretion  of  wealth 
to  the  favored  classes  and  the  undue  abstraction  of  wealth  from 
the  agricultural  class  ? 

This  is  a  study  of  political  economy,  so  involving  our  inter- 
ests as  producers,  that  we  must  refuse  to  allow  it  to  become  a 
shibboleth  of  politicians  or  a  test  of  party  fealty. 
/  As  was  said  in  the  report  of  last  year,  our  ocean  freight  busi- 

ness is  in  the  hands  of  foreigners.  This  avenue  for  the  employ- 
ment of  American  capital  and  the  diversification  of  American 
labor  is  closed.  We  pay  our  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred 
millions  of  dollars  annually  to  the  foreigner  tor  this  service, 
linder  existing  conditions,  American  enterprise  can  neither 
build  nor  buy  a  ship  for  foreign  trade,  and  the  American  flag 
wiil  become  almost  a  stranger  abroad.  Should  not  Congress  so 
legislate  that  this  condition  need  not  exist? 

Again  we  enter  our  protest  against  "  absentee  or  foreign  land- 
lordism "  in  America.  It  is  unwise  economically,  unjust  and 
dangerous  politically. 
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Darin?  the  continuance  of  tariff*  to  protect  home  industry, 
we  denounce  the  freedom  of  unrestricted  immigration  to  enter 
into  competition  with  American  labor  on  our  own  soil.  It  must 
result  in  widening  the  gulf  between  capital  and  labor,  and  im- 
poverishing the  unprotected  American  workingman,  besides 
increasing  the  element  of  the  unassimilated  and  the  illiterate  in 
the  body  politic. 

If  the  immigrant  laborer  represents  an  economical  force  of  an 
approximate  value,  let  htm  pay  a  corresponding  tariff  tax  as  a 
matter  of  justice  to  the  citizen  laborer.

Agriculture. 

Bro.  Ava  £.  Page,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture, read  the  following  General  Report  of  his  Committee  : 

That  great  American  philosopher  Dr.  Franklin  once  said, 
"There  are  three  ways  in  which  nations  acquire  wealth. 
First,  by  conquest,  which  is  robbery.  Second,  by  commerce, 
which  is  usually  swindling,  and  Third,  by  agriculture,  which 
is  the  true  and  principal  source  of  National  wealth."  It  is 
the  one  source  of  wealth  which  is  not  conducted  at  the 
expense  of  some  other  industry.  The  primal  origin  of  wealth 
in  agriculture  is  the  earth,  brought  out  through  labor. 
Labor  indeed  is  claimed  as  the  "  source  of  all  value."  "  In 
the  sweat  of  thy  face  thou  shalt  eat  bread,"  is  the  fiat  of 
Deity.  When  man  stepped  down  and  out  of  the  garden  he 
found  all  the  material  resources  for  his  sustenance  and  use 
locked  up  in  earth,  and  he  was  required  to  labor  in  unison 
with  the  forces  of  Nature  in  order  to  "  subdue  the  earth  " 
and  cause  it  to  contribute  those  things  necessary  to  his  use 
and  happiness.  To  unlock  these  hidden  resources  aud  utilize 
the  materials  and  forces  of  earth,  God  gave  him  a  key,  and 
that  key  was  mind,  reason,  intelligence.  We  find  that  labor 
is  productive  of  fruitful  results  in  the  ratio  of  the  intelligence 
that  directs  it.  Statistics  show  that  in  agriculture  in  the 
United  States  the  yields  per  acre  follow  in  the  different 
States  in  the  ratios  of  intelligence  or  illiteracy,  where  the 
illiteracy  is  greatest  the  yield  is  smallest.  The  contrast 
between  labor  directed  by  intelligence  and  labor  without  it 
is  shown  by  taking  two  distinctive  periods  in  the  same  coun- 
try. The  ,c  mound  builders  "  in  this  country  did  stupendous 
labors,  but  they  were  fruitful  of  little  good  so  far  as  we  can 
see,  neither  supplying  themselves  with  wealth  nor  advancing 
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civilization.  These  labors  were  not  directed  by  that  intelli- 
gence which  may  now  be  witnessed  on  the  same  field  of  the 
4k  mound  builder's  "  operations.  The  amount  of  labor  per- 
formed by  them,  had  they  been  directed  by  knowledge, 
would  have  brought  together  the  iron,  copper,  zinc,  sulphur, 
coal  and  other  necessary  materials,  and  in  unison  with  the 
hidden  (to  them)  forces  of  Nature,  would  have  set  in  motion 
the  wheels  of  a  great  civilization.  We  hold  that  in  no  avo- 
cation is  superior  intelligence  more  needful  than  in  agricul- 
ture. 

While  labor  is  enjoined  upon  us  as  a  condition  in  the  pro- 
duction of  wealth,  with  intelligence  as  a  necessary  accom- 
paniment, so  ordered  by  the  fiat  of  Deity,  likewise  the 
"  division  of  labor  "  is  recognized  at  least  by  Jehovah  in 
the  earliest  history  of  our  race  as  the  proper  method  of 
pursuing  our  labors.  Cain  was  a  tiller  of  the  soil,  Abel  was 
a  keeper  of  flocks.  Further  along  other  divisions  are  recog- 
nized, as  workers  in  brass,  manufacturers  of  musical  instru- 
ments, and  later  on  the  priesthood  and  such  other  divisions 
as  became  necessary.  So  the  second  great  principle  of  politi- 
cal economy  is  like  the  first,  of  divine  origin.  A  certain  prin- 
ciple ran  all  along  through  these  appointments  and  divisions. 
It  was  a  principle  of  equity,  whereby  the  workers  in  each 
line  of  labor  were  entitled  to  and  did  receive  each  their 
equitable  share  of  wealth  as  the  fruit  of  their  toil.  As 
civilizations  advanced  the  diversified  industries  became  more 
and  more  numerous,  till  to-day  the  grand  civilization  of  the 
nineteenth  century  calls  for  a  multiplied  number  of  avoca- 
tions. Still  agriculture  remains  the  great  preponderating 
vocation  and  chief  source  of  sustenanqe  and  support  of  all. 
We  are  wont  to  point  with  some  degree  of  pride  to  the  grand 
achievements  of  the  various  industries  of  our  common  coun- 
try, whereby  the  increase  in  wealth  and  fixed  capital  has 
become  phenomenal . 

Cities  have  sprung  up  built  in  the  most  substantial  man- 
ner, containing  all  the  most  modern  conveniences,  and  com- 
prising a  wealth  of  civilization  that  one  century  ago  was 
impossible.  Railroads  have  been  pushed  beyond  the  borders 
of  settlements,  through  arid  plains,  have  leaped  mighty 
rivers,  over  bridges  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  the  world, 
as  the  fruit  of  engineering  skill.  Evidences  of  material  pro- 
gress are  everywhere  to  be  seen,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Golden  Gate,  from  the  Gulf  of  the  sunny  South  to  the  bliz- 
zard swept  lakes  of  the  North.    No  nation  in  the  history  of 
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the  human  family  has  hitherto  made  such  vast  progress  or 
accumulated  so  much  of  added  wealth  in  a  century  of  their 
existence  as  ours  has  in  the  last  quarter.  As  a  factor  in 
achieving  this  great  result  agriculture  has  been  the  most 
potent.  To  handle  the  productions  of  farms,  railroads  have 
been  laid  out,  elevators  and  depots  have  been  built,  in  fact 
great  cities  with  their  teeming  populations  have  been  main- 
tained largely  by  handling  farm  productions. 

This  is  evidenced  in  the  fact  that  of  the  sum  of  exports  to 
foreign  countries  agriculture  furnishes  70  per  cent,  to  90  per 
cent.  In  forty  years  agriculture  has  not  failed  to  furnish  as 
much  as  70  per  cent.  By  the  output  of  farm  productions, 
balances  of  trade  have  been  kept  up,  our  national  exchequer 
replenished  and  the  grand  complicated,  costly  machinery  of 
our  government  run.  And  when  we  consider  that  to  make 
the  Targe  showing  in  exports  to  foreign  countries  we  only 
send  away  of  our  cereal  crops  eight  and  six- tenths  per  cent., 
of  our  meat  production  only  eight  and  four  tenths  per  cent, 
and  of  cotton  sixty-nine  (Report  for  1886).  What  must  the 
whole  bulk  be,  that  goes  to  fill  the  channels  of  trade  ?  The 
busy  hum  of  commerce  that  characterizes  the  great  central 
maris  of  exchange  as  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  San  Francisco, 
St.  Louis,  Atlanta  and  scores  of  others,  is  because  of  the 
mighty  outpouring  streams  of  production  coming  from  the 
field 8  of  agriculture. 

All  the  vast  interests  of  transportation,  commerce,  manu- 
facture and  finance,  realize  the  fact  that  their  several  busi- 
nesses shall  prosper  in  the  direct  ratio  of  the  output  of  agri- 
culture. Hence  with  what  keen  interest  they  watch  useed 
time,"  the  intervening  casualties  and  meteorological  condi- 
tions that  come  thence  till  " harvest  time."  And  their 
watchings  for  bountiful  returns  from  farmers  have  not  been 
in  vain.  Prom  u early  morn  till  dewy  eve"  this  great 
"industrial  army"  of  farmers  and  herdsmen  have  sown 
their  seed,  have  *' battled  with  the  forces  of  Nature"  in 
plowing,  cultivating,  reaping  and  gathering,  then  pouring 
the  fruit  of  their  toil  into  the  swollen  streams  of  commerce. 

The  herdsman  and  stock  raiser  have  tenderly  cared  for  the 
suckling,  watched  and  tended  the  growing  herds  and  with 
liberal  hands  have  fed  to  maturity  the  millions  of  cattle, 
hogs  and  sheep,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  waiting  dealers  and 
slaughterers  who  stand  between  us  and  the  hungering  mil- 
lions who  are  consumers.  That  the  farmers  have  labored 
faithfully  and  persistently  is  evidenced  in  the  output  of  430 
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to  512  millions  of  wheat,  1,600  to  2,000  millions  of  corn,  7 
millions  of  bales  of  cotton,  besides  caring  for  51  millions  of 
cattle,  44  millions  of  sheep,  51  millions  of  hogs,  and  14  mil- 
lions of  horses. 

Then  it  is  evident  that  the  farmers  have  labored,  and  that 
their  labor  has  been  fruitful.  The  logical  conclusion  would 
be  that  inasmuch  as  this  division  of  industry  has  produced 
80  per  cent,  of  the  wealth  of  the  country,  inasmuch  as  it  has 
contributed  so  largely  to  the  maintenance  of  other  industries 
and  of  the  very  Government  itself,  that  this  industry  should 
be  comfortably  prosperous ;  should  have  retained  largely  of 
the  fruit  of  their  toil  in  the  accumulation  of  fixed  capital 
(wealth).  But  have  they  done  so?  Gov.  Frances,  of  Mis- 
souri in  an  address  to  the  Farmers9  Alliance  in  1889,  tersely 
said,  "  That  the  farmers  have  not  prospered  is  true.  And 
pity  'tis — 'tis  true."  Evidence  is  not  hard  to  find  corrobor- 
ating this  statement.  Statistics  are  voluminous  on  the  sub- 
ject and  all  point  out  with  unerring  certainty  that  the  profits 
of  agriculture  have  been  growing  less  and  less,  that  farm 
values  have  shrunken,  and  that  ihe  bright  sunshine  of  pros- 
perity that  once  made  agriculture  so  desirable  is  shadowed 
and  darkened  from  some  cause  or  causes.  In  1850,  farmers 
owned  70  per  cent,  of  the  wealth  of  the  United  States.  Without 
giving  the  figures  by  decades,  suffice  to  say  their  ownership 
became  relatively  less  and  less,  till  1880  disclosed  the  fact 
that  they  owned  only  35  per  cent.,  and  since  then  the  decline 
of  their  business  has  been  more  rapid,  so  that  to-day  we 
may  safely  assert  that  the  farmers  own  less  than  25  per  cent., 
and  if  the  burden  of  his  indebtedness  is  considered  and  sub- 
tracted he  really  owns  only  20  per  cent  Are  these  state 
ments  true  ?  are  they  anywhere  near  true  ?  if  so  there  is 
something  fearfully  wrong  somehow.  As  compared  with 
manufacture,  we  find  that  from  185:)  to  1860  Agriculture  led 
manufacture  10  per  cent.  From  1870  to  1880,  manufacture 
led  by  27  per  cent,  showing  that  agriculture  had  lost  37  per 
cent,  in  the  race  for  prosperity.  Wages  of  operatives  show 
a  similar  result  Profits  per  capita  in  agriculture  have  lost 
68  per  cent  from  1870  to  1880,  while  labor  in  manufacture 
only  shrunk  9  per  cent  But  it  becomes  unnecessary  to  add 
more  figures  as  no  one  doubts  at  this  point. 

That  there  has  been  a  vast  accumulation  of  wealth  in  the 
last  twenty-five  years  we  know,  that  there  has  been  an  un- 
equal distribution  of  this  wealth  we  know ;  that  the  farmer 
has  not  received  his  equitable  share  of  this  accumulated 
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wealth,  according  to  tbe  merit  of  bis  business  we  believe ; 
that  equity  and  fairness  bave  not  been  dealt  out  in  tbe  meth- 
ods o!  business,  and  especially  of  those  businesses  tbat  are 
more  or  It ss  tbe  creatures  of  legislation,  we  believe;  in  thort, 
tbat  there  is  something  wrong,  we  know.  Now  to  find  the 
source  of  tbat  wrong  and  apply  a  remedy,  organizations 
bave  been  formed  among  the  farmers.  The  Grange  stands 
as  the  proud  exemplar,  the  pioneer,  tbat  has  stood  up  against 
odds  to  battle  for  tbe  righting  of  those  wrongs.  Allied  for- 
ces are  coming  in  and  joining  in  tbe  battle  for  the  right. 
Tbe  objective  points  now,  are  these  citadels  of  wrong 
which  to  be  stormed  must  be  approached  intelligently.  Then 
let  us  analyze  the  question  and  Bee,  in  the  unequal  distribu- 
tion of  wealth  complained  of,  what  class  have  obtained  more 
than  their  equitable  share.  In  tbe  divisions  of  labor  or  busi- 
ness, we  mention  laborers,  farmers,  merchants,  bankers,  mil- 
lers, miners,  and  carriers,  and  there  are  a  host  of  others,  as 
underwriters,  manufacturers,  etc.  Now  the  objective  point 
in  our  search  is  to  find  who  has  got  it.  Where's  tbe  mil- 
lionaire ?  Is  he  among  the  laborers  ?— not  there.  If  Adam 
had  commeoced  the  morning  the  Lord  God  told  him  to  get 
out  of  the  garden  and  go  to  work,  and  had  worked  contin- 
uously six  days  in  every  week  since,  till  now,  and  had  laid 
away  one  dollar  each  day,  the  pile  would  now  contain  less 
than  two  million  dollars,  or  the  one-hundredth  part  as  much 
as  a  Yanderbilt  is  worth.  Then  labor  dou't  get  tbe  millions. 
But  let  Father  Adam  pose  as  a  financier,  and  see  how  he 
would  come  out.  If  he  had  worked  one  day  only  and  could 
have  loaned  the  dollar  out  at  5  per  cent,  interest,  compound- 
ed, it  would  have  made  a  sum  large  enough  by  now  to  buy 
the  entire  earth,  and  moon  besides,  if  they  were  for  sale. 
Even  at  one  per  cent,  per  annum  compounded  annually  it 
would  have  become  a  sum  by  now  large  enough  to  bave 
bought  two  such  nations  as  the  United  States,  reciprocity 
and  high  tariff  thrown  in.  This  brings  us  to  another  class 
or  rather  a  group  of  classes,  the  banker,  the  capitalists  spec- 
ulators in  securities,  all  classed  as  one  ;  commonly  called  tbe 
44  money  power,"  with  headquarters  on  Wall  Street.  Tbat 
this  class  has  gathered  in  a  lion's  share  of  the  wealth  no  one 
will  df  ny.  They  have  made  all  the  streams  of  commerce 
and  manufacture  tributary  to  their  account.  Let  us  exam- 
ine some  of  the  methods,  and  learn  if  the  analysis  will 
show  how  agriculture  of  all  the  industries  has  been  com- 
pelled to  pay  the  most  exorbitant  tribute  of  any. 
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It  is  agreed  that  productive  industry,  including  agriculture, 
pays  3£  percent,  on  investments,  not  more.    Financiers  ap- 
preciate the  power  of  interest.    Interest  bearing  securities 
were  sought.    In  the  sixties  these  securities  were  bought 
with  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar  in  coin,  interest  six  to  seven 
per  cent,  in  coin  on  the  face  value,  equalling  twelve  to  four- 
teen per  cent,  on  the  investment.    Then  by  certain  fmn chises 
obtained  through  our  Congress,  these  securities,  which  al- 
ready were  bearing  four  times  as  much  interest  as  the  aver- 
age amount  on  invested  industries,  were  again  turned  to  ac- 
count, and  other  securities  obtained  upon  them,  whereby 
another  eight  to  ten  per  cent  was  obtained  upon  the  face 
value,  equal  to  sixteen  to  twenty  per  cent,  on  the  original 
investment,  thus  making  over  thirty  per  cent,  in  many  in- 
stances, which  interest,  by  the  rules  of  arithmetic,  we  find 
would  double  the  principal  originally  invested  every  three 
years !  quadruple  in  six  years,  or  become  a  sum  one  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  times  itself  in  21  years  1    This  is  interest, 
and  the  powers  thereof.    This  nice  little  opportunity  was 
legislated  in  to  the  hands  of  the  financiers.    This  isn't  all, 
uThe  value  of  money  (securities),  increases  inversely  in 
the  ratio  as  to  its  quantity."  Nobody  understood  this  state- 
ment of  John  Stewart  Mill  better  than  our fiuanciers.     Soto 
make  their  securities  the  more  valuable,  and  at  the  same 
time  procure  other  securities,  the  contraction  scheme  was 
put  into  operation  ;  this  further  opportunity  to  pile  up  weal  in 
was  afforded  by  our  Congress,  bear  in  mind,  it  was  our 
Congress,  for  the  farmers  hunted  up  the  colonels  and  law- 
yers, and  made  a  Congress  out  of  them. 

This  isn't  all.  In  the  analysis  of  railroad  transactions,* 
and  in  fact  many  other  corporate  institutions  we  find  the 
powers  and  increments  of  interest  were  sought  in  what  is 
politely  called  "  capitalization,"  farmers  understand  it  bet- 
ter by  the  term  "  watering  stock."  Let  us  take  one  in- 
stance as  illustrative  of  the  methods.  In  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas, according  to  the  calculations  of  a  competent  ex-railroad 
attorney  and  other  authorities,  the  railroad  system  of  the 
State  received  in  bounties  and  subsidies,  including  lands, 
from  National,  State,  and  municipal  sources  the  round  sum 
of  15i)  millions  of  dollars.  It  cost  to  construct  and  equip 
the  roads  13 J  millions,  or  they  received  20  millions  moro 
than  the  cost,  yet  so  greedy  are  the  managers  for  *'  securi- 
ties," that  the  roads  are  bonded  in  the  sum  of  8oO  millions 
of  dollars !  bearing  5  per  cent,  interest,  equaling  40  millions 
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interest  a  year,  (and  doubtless  some  of  the  counties  are 
paying  interest  on  bonds  for  the  money  that  constructed 
these  roads).  Commenting  upon  this  condition  in  Kansas  a 
prominent  editor  said :  "  How  can  farm  mortgages,  be  paid 
with  such  an  ocean  of  water  resting  upon  the  people  1" 

This  statement  affords  a  key  to  the  solution  of  the  question 
11  why  should  agriculture  suffer  more  than  other  industries  be- 
cause of  the  methods  of  the  money  power  ?"  The  old  Grange 
maxim,  that  "the  middle  man  is  in  the  way  "  is  here  shown  to 
be  true  in  a  far  wider  sense  than  was  at  first  thought  by  the 
Granger.  The  money  power  so  manages  the  currency  as  to  af- 
ford the  befit  possible  facilities  to  the  speculator,  option  dealer, 
boards  of  trade,  and  at  the  same  time  secure  their  wonted  in- 
terest; then  the  transportation  is  so  managed  as  to  pay  dividends 
on  the  <4  oceans  of  water,"  and  these  'mainly  all  must  be  paid 
out  of  profits  in  handling  farm  products.  The  manufacturer, 
while  not  enjoying  the  prestige  of  such  gigantic  success  as  the 
money  power,  still  he  has  had  thrown  around  him  a  kind!/, 
paternal  protection,  whereby  his  business  has  as  we  have  seen 
passed  on  in  prosperity  37  per  cent,  ahead  of  agriculture. 
Enough  now  has  been  said  to  show  the  superior  facilities  af- 
forded to  other  classes  than  farmers.  It  would  be  pertinent  just 
here  to  note  some  of  the  methods  adopted,  whereby  these  class- 
es obtained  such  ready  recognition,  at  the  halls  of  legislation.  We 
notice  only  one,  obga.niza.tion,  or  more  definitely  in  many  in- 
stances, ''combination." 

Every  avocation  is  organized,  from  the  section  hands  on  the 
railroads  to  the  bankers  and  capitalists.  Of  the  latter  organiza- 
tion, a  competent  authority  says,  u  It  is  a  national  organization 
with  ramifications  everywhere.  It  holds  annual  sessions,  has 
an  executive  council  which  meets  in  secret.  .  .  Th  ,s  perfectly 
organized,  securing  to  it  unity  and  concert  of  action  through- 
out the  United  States,  and  enabling  it  to  bring  forward  upon 
any  occasion  its  entire  and  undivided  strength,  to  the  support  or 
defeat  of  any  measure  of  the  government."  This  is  the  key  to 
its  success,  and  we  have  a  right  to  pattern  after  methods  of 
others  in  so  far  as  they  are  for  the  promotion  of  our  interests  in 
our  line  of  effort.  And  this  brings  us  partly  into  the  answer  to 
the  query  so  often  made,  what  is  the  remedy  for  the  wrongs 
complained  of?  In  one  word  we  would  answer,  Organization, 
intelligent  organization.  The  word  organization  carries  with  it 
a  meaning  further  than  simple  congregating  together  ;  it  means, 
drill,  it  means  unity  and  concert  of  action  based  upon  intelli- 
gent design.  Unity  of  action  means  elimination  of  prejudices, 
it  means  that  breadth  of  mind  that  can  magnify  statesmanship 
and  minify  partisanism.     We  must  remember,  that  all  the  for- 
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ces  of  the  wreckers  and  exploiters  of  commerce  are  thoroughly 
organized,  and  Judge  Black  said  of  the  unorganized  farmers 
trying  to  cope  wiih  the  organized  forces  against  him,  that  "they 
(the  farmers)  were  in  position  about  as  an  army  armed  with 
cornstalks,  combatting  a  drilled  militia  armed  with  carbines.1' 
But  in  the  great  and  impending  struggle  the  great  factor  must 
be  intelligence. 

The  Grange  has  been  the  great  champion  of  education.  It 
has  been  actively  engaged  in  arousing  the  people  to  their  true 
condition,  and  the  work  of  education  is  now  to  receive  more 
emphasis.  By  education  we  mean  such  interchange  and  exchange 
of  thought  and  the  presentation  of  such  questions  as  shall  awaken 
thought,  and  arouse  us  from  that  lethargy  into  which  many  of  us 
have  subsided.  The  mind  like  the  muscles  is  strengthened  by  exer- 
cise, hence  the  mind  that  has  been  strengthened  and  prepared 
for  the  battles  of  life  by  even  a  technical  education  is  better 
qualified  to  grasp  the  scope  and  meaning  of  organization  than 
the  same  person  would  be  otherwise.

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On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  Hawkins,  the  consideration  of  the  Re- 
port was  postponed  and  made  the  official  order  for  to-morrow— 
Wednesday— at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Bro.  J.  E.  Blackford,  Chairman  of  the  Comntfttee  on  Ritual, 
read  a  Minority  Report  from  his  Committee,  signed  by  himself 
as  Chairman,  as  follows : 
Worthy  Matter  : 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Ritnal,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  resolution  ot  Bro.  S.  H.  Ellis,  as  follows, 
would  respectfully  report  that  he  haB  given  the  subject  matter  of 
the  Resolution  careful  consideration,  and  that  while  he  favors 
the  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order,  and  its  strict  obseivance  as  tar 
as  practicable,  he  does  not  favor  impossibilities.  Having  had 
considerable  experience  with  Granges  meeting  in  school  houses 
or  in  private  dwellings,  I  know  that  it  is  often  impractical  and 
impossible  to  confer  the  Degrees  of  the  Subordinate  Grange  in 
lull  form. 

Aud  it  is  often  impracticable  in  Granges  that  meet  in  good 
halls  and  under  more  favorable  conditions,  tor  want  of  time, 
accidents,  the  physical  condition  of  the  candidate,  etc.,  etc. 

Any  deviation  from  the  strict  form  always  leads  to  unprofita- 
ble discussion  and  often  dissension. 

Oo  the  one  hand,  the  stickler  for  Ritualism  contends  that  such 
deviation  is  a  violation  of  the  obligation,  and  cites  in  proof  De- 
cision No.  97,  found  on  Page  80  of  the  Digest,  and  declares  that 
it  we  cannot  follow  the  strict  law  we  had  belter  disband  at  once. 
While  those  of  the  opposite  opinion  plead  the  necessity  of  the 
case  and  point  out;  the  ulter  impossibility  of  a  strict  compliance 
with  the  law  ;  cites  the  fact  that  the  National  and  State  Granges 
often  confer  these  Degrees  without  formalism,  and  that  all 
Granges  are  operating  under  the  same  laws,  and  yet  many  a 
conscientious  man  is  placed  in  a  delicate  position,  and  so  it  often 
comes  to  this  point,  if  we  must  conform  strictly  to  the  law, 
we  must  give  up  our  organization. 

What  snail  we  do  ?  is  a  question  that  has  often  been  asked  of 
me.  1  have  always  answered,  do  the  best  you  can  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  you  are  placed.  Come  as  closely  as  pos- 
sible to  the  standard.  The  National  Grange  does  not  expect 
impossibilities. 

Is  the  answer  a  correct  one  ?  If  it  is,  will  not  the  National 
Grange  say  so  ?  If  not,  say  something  else.  Say  just  what  may 
and  may  not  be  done.  Set  the  question  at  rest,  and  relieve 
Masters  from  perplexity. 
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For  these  reasons,  as  well  as  others,  the  undersigned  would 
earnestly  urge  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  or  some  modifica- 
tion of  it,  that  may  authoritatively  put  the  question  at  rest.

The  Grange,  at  10  o'clock  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By  Laws,  which 
was  submitted  yesterday,  and  made  the  special  order  for  this 
hour. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  Hiram  Hawkins,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  laid  upon  the  table  and 
made  the  special  order  for  3  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Bro.  Thomas  Mars,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  as  follows,  which  was  adopted  : 
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Worthy  Master : 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  having  under  consideration 
preamble  and  resolutions  relative  to  the  "  lecture-field  "  instruct 
me  to  report  the  same  back,  and  recommend  that  it  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Whereas,  The  Lecture  work  of  the  National  Grange,  has  for 
some  years  past,  been  considerably  curtailed,  and, 

Whereas,  The  Order  never  prospered  more  than  it  did  when 
the  Lecturer  and  his  assistants  were  Bpeaking  frequently  to  the 
people  and  explaining  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the  Grange, 
therefore, 

He&olved,  That  the  Worthy  Master  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee ot  the  National  Grange,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  requested 
to  arrange  as  soon  as  practicable  a  series  of  meetings  for  each 
State,  said  Committee  to  provide  speakers  and  workers  from  the 
Parent  Organization,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
each  State  Grange  and  its  Officers  in  upbuilding  the  Order, 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  time  has  arrived,  when  the  true 
aims  of  this  Order  should  again  be  orally  placed  before  the  Farm- 
ers of  America,  believing  that  if  the  producers  fully  understand 
the  Grange  they  will  identify  themselves  with  an  Order,  that  has 
been,  is,  and  will  continue  to  be*  the  Farmer's  Best  Friend. 

Thos.  Mars,  Chairman. 

Bro.  Thomas  Mars  made  a  further  report  for  the  Committee  on 

Resolutions,  as  follows : 

Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  resolutions  relative  to 
sending  proceedings  of  this  body  to  members  of  Congress,  have 
had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  the  Committee  instruct 
me  to  report  the  same  back  and  recommend  that  it  do  not  pass. 

Thos.  Mars,  Chairman. 

Bro.  William  Sims  moved  to  amend  the  above  report  by  add* 

ing  the  following : 

"  But  that  a  synopsis  of  our  proceedings  bearing  upon  national 
legislation  be  prepared  by  our  Committee  on  needed  Legislation 
and  be  furnished  to  members  of  Congress  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  deem  best." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  after  which  the  report  of  the 

Committee  as  amended,  was  adopted. 

The  Worthy  Master  called  Bro.  S.  H.  Ellis  to  the  Chair,  to  pre- 
side temporarily. 
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The  following  report  was  concurred  in  by  the  Grange : 

Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  having  under  consideration 
the  following  resolutions  introduced  by  H.  E.  Hayes,  relative  to 
beet  inspection,  recommend  its  adoption. 

Whereas,  There  is  great  complaint  by  foreign  countries  as 
to  the  want  of  proper  inspection  of  our  beef  and  hogs,  both 
before  and  after  slaughtering,  and  that  the  lack  of  suclTinspee- 
lion  is  used  as  an  excuse  to  exclude  our  products  from  their 
ports  by  foreign  countries  greatly  to  the  detriment  of  our  cattle 
and  hog  raisers,  and  as  a  consequence  to  farmers  engaged  in 
other  industries,  and 

Whereas,  The  Shtrman  bill,  while  it  is  far-reaching  and 
beneficial  in  its  effect  fails  to  compel  inspection,  leaving  it 
optional  with  the  exporter  whether  to  have  his  products  inspected 
or  not,  and, 

Whereas,  The  Paddock  Inspection  Bill  which  has  passed 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States  is  practically  the  same  as  that 
portion  of  the  Falkner  Pure  Food  Bill,  which  relates  to  inspec- 
tion before  and  after  slaughter  which  has  been  heretofore 
endorsed  by  this  Orange;    Therefore, 

Retofocdy  That  the  House  ol  Representatives  is  urged  to  pass 
as  soon  as  possible  the  Senate  Bill  known  as  the  Paddock  Bill, 
for  the  inspection  of  cattle  and  hogs  at  all  slaughtering  and 
packing  establishments,  which  has  already  been  passed  by  the 
Senate.  Thos.  Mars,  Chairman. 

Bro.  Thomas  Mars  read  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Res- 
olutions, as  follows  : 

Worthy  Matter  : 

Your  Committee  on  Resolutions  to  whom  was  referred  pre- 
amble and  resolution  relating  to  the  tariff  and  monetary  system 
introduced  by  Brother  Thompson,  instruct  me  to  report  the 
same  back  without  recommendation. 

Whereas,  There  is  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  causes  of 
agricultural  depression  throughout  the  country,  some  attribut- 
ing it  to  one  cause  and  some  another,  but  all  agree  that  the  con- 
traction of  the  currency  and  the  scarcity  of  money  are  the  chief 
evils,  and 

Whereas,  A  diversity  of  opinion  exists  as  to  the  tariff  ques- 
tion, but  there  is  a  united  desire  to  secure  relief  from  unjust  dis- 
crimination and  oppressive  taxation,  and 

Whereas,  The  producers  of  raw  products  constitute  three- 
fifths  of  our  whole  people  who  need  production  equally  with 
other  classes,  and  when  they  desire  moie  tariff  they  will  say,  we 
voted  a  tariff  for  you,  now  you  must  assist  us.     Therefore  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  National  Grange,  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
in  its  24th  Annual  Session  demands  for  the  American  farmer 
that  equality  before  the  laws  guaranteed  by  the  Constitution,  to 
all  the  people,  and  that  the  tariff  laws  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to 
open  the  markets  ot  the  world  as  free  and  unrestricted  for  the 
products  of  the  farmer,  as  for  the  fabrics  of  the  manufacturer, 
and 

Resolved,  That  we  reiterate  the  demands  of  the  National 
Grange  at  its  last  session,  "  declaring  it  to  be  the  duty  ot  Con- 
gress to  provide  by  law  for  an  adequate  supply  of  a  circulating 
medium  to  meet  the  demands  of  business  -  in  such  yolume  as 
will  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  people," — thus  equalizing  the 
burdens  and  benefits,  and  relieving  the  monetary  stringency. 

Thos.  Mars,  Chairman. 

The  Grange  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  resolutions 
above,  which  were  referred  back  by  the  Committee  on  Resolu- 
tions, and  a  division  being  called  for,  Bro.  Levi  Booth  moved 
to  adopt  the  first  resolution,  and  after  being  considered  it  was 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  H.  Hawkins,  the  second  resolution  was 
adopted. 

The  first  section  of  the  preamble  was  then  adopted. 

The  second  section  of  the  preamble  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  third  section  of  the  preamble  was  read  and  adopted. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

At  12.15  P.  M.,  Brother  and  Sister  J.  B.  Bailey,  of  Missis- 
sippi, asked  for  and  were  granted  leave  to  retire  from  the  Ses- 
sion of  the  National  Grange,  because  of  the  necessity  of  their 
going  home  before  final  adjournment. 

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was 
concurred  in : 

Worthy  Matter  : 

Your  Committee  having  the  resolutions  presented  by  Brother 
Williams  under  consideration,  recommend  their  adoption. 

Thos  Mars,  Chairman. 

Resolved,  The  National  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry, 
now  assembled  in  the  City  of  Atlanta,  do  hereby  avow  and  reit- 
erate its  often  declarations  and  intentions ;  that  it  has  no  sym- 
pathy or  affinity  with  any  species  of  socialism,  agrarianism,  or 
one  tax-on-landism,  etc. ;  but  we  believe  in  a  government  of  tqual 
laws  and  equal  justice  to  all  classes  and  special  favors  to  none. 

W.  R.  Williams,  of  North  Carolina. 
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The  following  report  from  the  Executive  Committee  was  con- 
curred in : 
Worthy  Master  : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  proposition 
to  encourage  the  organization  of  new  Granges  and  to  compen- 
sate deputies  for  their  labor. 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  upon  receipt  of  the  legal  charter 
fee  of  $15  by  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Grange,  he  shall, 
at  the  earliest  moment,  send  to  the  Deputy  who  organized 
the  Grange,  as  a  fee  or  reward  for  his  labor,  the  sum  of  $5, 
and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same.  This  order  to  continue  in 
force  until  the  next  session  of  the  National  Grange.

W.  C.  Gifford  relative  to  "  the  original  package 
decision,"  would  respectfully  recommend  that  it  be  referred  to 
the  Master  of  the  National  Grange  to  present  to  Congress. 

Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

Bro.  L.  Rhone,   Chairman,  submitted    the  following  report 
from  the  Executive  Committee  : 
Worthy  Matter  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange : 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  their  annual  report : 

FINANCE. 

The  revenues  of  the  National  Grange  are  derived  from  the 
following  sources,  viz : 

StateGrange  dues,  fees  for  dispensations,  charters  and  out- 
fits for  new  subordinate  Granges ;  sale  of  supplies  for  subor- 
dinate Granges ;  fees  for  higher  degrees,  and  interests  on 
loans  and  monthly  balances  on  deposits. 

The  fiscal  year  commences  on  the  first  day  of  October  in 
each  year,  and  closes  on  the  30th  day  of  September. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  fiscal  years  are 
shown  in  the  reports  of  the  treasurer. 

The  fiscal  agency  of  the  National  Oi  ange  is  the  Farmers' 
Loan  and  Trust  Company,  of  New  York  City,  where  all  de- 
posits of  funds  are  made,  and  the  funds  of  the  National 
Grange  are  at  present  invested  as  follows,  viz : 
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Loaned  on  real  estate  securities $42,050  00 

Loaned  by  treasurer,  on  demand • 2,<>00  00 

Balance  of  deposits  with  fiscal  agency,  Sept.  80th....      6,759  56 

Total $50,809  56 

Most  of  the  loans  upon  real  estate  se  urities  were  made  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  1886,  on  five  years'  time,  and  consequently 
will  be  due  during  the  present  year;  The  interest  on  all  loans 
has  been  promptly  paid.  If  any  change  is  to  be  made  in  the  pres- 
ent system  of  loaning  or  investing  the  funds  of  the  National 
Grange,  such  action  should  be  taken  at  this  session. 

DIGEST  AND  MANUALS. 

A  new  edition  of  the  Digest  of  the  Order  has  been  pub- 
lished, containing  a  careful  compilation  of  all  laws  of  the 
National  Grange,  and  changes  made  up  to  the  date  of  issue  ; 
and  the  seventh  edition  of  the  Manual  of  the  Order,  contain- 
ing the  combined  degrees  and  all  changes  made  by  authority, 
has  been  prepared  and  published,  and  the  orders  for  the  new 
Manual  have  been  large.  There  has  been  printed  and  bound 
during  the  year,  by  order  of  the  committee,  15,095  Manuals, 
6,568  song  books,  and  3,025  Digests.  The  stock  of  song  books 
is  nearly  exhausted,  and  a  new  order  must  be  made  at  once  ; 
and  that  of  Manuals  and  Digests  is  not  large. 

We  find  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  books  and 
vouchers  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  National 
Grange  that  they  are  correct  and  in  proper  order ;  and  that 
the  receipts  for  charter  fees  and  outfits  for  new  Granges,  for 
the  fiscal  year,  has  been  $5,655  ;  from  6th  and  7th  degree 
fees,  $1,217.75,  and  for  sale  of  supplies  for  subordinate 
Granges,  $1,946.03.  The  balance  in  the  fiscal  agency  shows 
a  sound  financial  condition  of  the  Order  and  bright  prospects 
for  its  future  prosperity,  if  wise  counsel  prevails. 

TARE  ON  COTTON  BALES. 

The  committee  was  instructed  by  the  National  Grange  to 
continue  the  efforts  already  begun  to  obtain  from  foreign 
cotton  exchanges  a  reduction  of  the  tare  on  cotton  baled  for 
the  market.  The  committee,  after  carefully  considering  the 
matter,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this  reform  could  only 
be  obtained  by  the  active  co-operation  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  Government  in  pressing  this  demand  upon  for- 
eign cotton  exchanges  through  our  foreign  legations 
and   commercial    consuls.      Hence   the   following    circu- 
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lar  was  prepared  and  an  adequate  supply  of  the  same 
printed  and  sent  to  Government  officers,  members  of  Con- 
ferees, the  Agricultural  Department,  American  Consuls  in 
foreign  countries,  where  our  American  cotton  is  marketed, 
boards  of  trade  in  all  the  cotton  growing  States,  American 
and  all  foreign  cotton  exchanges,  and  State  Masters,  enclos- 
ing a  liberal  supply  to  those  of  the  cotton  growing  States,  to  be 
used  where  in  their  judgment  they  would  do  the  most  good. 

ADDRESS. 

To  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  President  and 
his  Cabinet^  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United 
States: 

44  We,  the  undersigned,  Executive  Committee  of  the  Na- 
tional Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  acting  under  the 
instructions  given  by  the  National  Grange  at  its  recent  ses- 
sion held  in  the  city  of  Sacramento,  California,  appeal  to  you, 
individually  and  collectively,  to  use  all  necessary  efforts  by 
legislation  or  otherwise,  to  correct  the  unjust  system  prac- 
ticed by  cotton  exchanges,  dealers  and  manufacturers,  in 
taking  excessive  utare  "  on  our  American  cotton  baled  for 
the  market.  The  uniform  "  tare  "  of  six  per  cent,  which  is 
deducted  from  the  weight  of  all  cotton  bales  by  American 
and  European  manufacturers,  was  adopted  by  the  European 
cotton  exchanges  when  the  average  weight  of  American 
cotton  bales  was  but  430  pounds,  and  the  weight  of  the  can- 
vas (Indian  bagging)  was  about  13$  pounds,  and  the  cordage 
or  iron  bands  about  the  same  weight,  making  27  pounds  per 
bale  of  actual  tare.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  tare  then  taken 
was  excessive,  but  so  little  that  the  cotton  growers  submitted 
to  it  without  serious  complaint.  But,  since  the  adoption  of 
the  six  per  cent,  tare,  the  weight  of  the  American  cotton 
bales  has  been  increased  to  an  average  of  505  pounds, 
and  manufacturers  of  cotton  bale  coverings  have  reduced  the 
weight  of  ties,  or  bands,  to  ten  pounds  per  bale,  and  the  jute, 
or  Indian  bagging,  to  about  9£  pounds,  while  cotton  bagging, 
now  coming  into  use,  does  not  weigh  to  exceed  5  pounds  per 
bale.  We  believe  it  safe  to  estimate  the  average  between  jute 
and  cotton  bagging  at  8  pounds,  which,  with  the  ties,  or 
bands,  will  make  not  to  exceed  18  pounds  of  actual  tare  per 
bale,  while  30  is  taken.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  is  a  clear 
loss  of  12  pounds  of  cotton  in  each  bale  to  the  producer, 
which,  upon  the  crop  of  1889,  amounted  to  85,000,000  pounds, 
or  (at  10  cents  a  pound)  to  $8,500,000.    By  this  system  man- 
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ufacturers  gain  not  only  that  amount,  but  realize  from  the 
sale  of  the  wrappings  more  than  one-third  of  their  original 
cost  to  the  cotton  grower,  for  which  no  cre<fit  is  given.  This 
item  alone  is  estimated  at  SI.  500.000—  making  a  net  gain  to 
the  cotton  manufacturers  of  nearly  #10,000,000  on  the  crop  of 
this  country  for  1889. 

Tare,  in  commerce,  is  the  weight  of  the  cask,  box,  Da?,  can- 
vas or  bands  containing  or  holding  the  articles,  deducted 
from  the  gross  weight,  and  in  no  article  of  commerce  except 
cotton  is  more  than  actual  tare  deducted.  No  one  will  for  a 
moment  contend  that  a  system  so  manifestly  unjust  can  be 
maintained  upon  any  fair  business  principle  or  legal  right. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  this  is  a  question  of  vital  im- 
portance to  those  of  our  fellow  citizens  who  are  engaged  in 
this  important  American  industry,  and  their  appeal  for  help 
to  remove  this  iniquitous  burden  should  be  heeaed. 

From  correspondence  had  with  foreign  cotton  exchanges, 
we  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  if  our  American  boards  of 
trade,  cotton  exchanges  and  cotton  manufacturers  could,  by 
legislation  or  otherwise,  be  induced  to  change  their  practice 
and  take  only  actual  tare  on  cotton  bales,  in  lieu  of  the  custo- 
mary 6  per  cent.,  that  the  cotton  exchanges  of  other  coun- 
tries would  do  the  same. 

We  therefore  earnestly  appeal  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  ;  to  the  President  and  his  Cabinet,  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to  give  this  subject  the  considera- 
tion which  its  importance  demards,  and  to  employ  such 
means  and  put  forth  such  efforts  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring 
about  this  important  reform  in  our  cotton  trade. 

We  are  aware  that  legislation  in  this  country  cannot  be 
made  to  affect,  directly,  the  customary  practice  of  the  cotton 
associations  and  cotton  manufacturers  of  other  countries, 
yet  we  are  confident  that  a  great  influence  can  be  brought  to 
bear  upon  them  by  the  State  Department  of  our  government 
through  our  foreign  legislations  and  commercial  consuls."

No  definite  information  has  been  received  by  the  committee 
that  any  department  of  the  government  has  taken  any  action 
to  secure  this  important  reform,  or  that  foreign  cotton  ex- 
changes have  discontinued  or  modified  their  practice.  We 
have  learned  by  long  and  well-tried  experience  that  public 
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officials,  as  a  rule,  are  slow  to  heed  the  demands  of  the  toilers 
for  protection  against  the  extortionate  greed  of  those  hand- 
ling and  speculating  in  the  products  of  industry.  But  there 
is  oue  officer  of  the  government  upon  whom  the  agricultur- 
ists of  this  country  have  special  claims,  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, who  occupies  a  position  in  the  President's  Cabinet, 
hence  has  a  voice  and  vote  direct  with  the  Government.  Let 
us  place  the  matter  in  his  hands  and  await  with  hopeful  ex- 
pectations that  success  will  crown  his  efforts. 

MANUAL  FOR  JUVENILE  GRANGERS. 

As  ordered  by  the  National  Grange,  this  matter  has  been 
considered  by  the  committee,  and  a  manual  prepared,  a  copy 
of  which  is  herewith  submitted  for  consideration. 

LECTURE    FUND. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  body,  $1,000  was  appropriated 
for  lecture  and  editorial  work,  and  the  Worthy  Lecturer  of 
the  National  Grange  was  directed  to  continue  his  editorial 
work,  and  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $650  be  set  apart  for 
that  purpose,  of  which  not  exceeding  $400  was  to  be  used  for 
services,  and  not  exceeding  $200  for  printing,  postage  and 
other  expenses.  The  balance  of  $400  was  placed  to  the 
order  of  the  Worthy  Master  to  be  used  in  lecture  work.  Of 
the  amount  appropriated,  $751.65  has  been  expended,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  the  fund  unexpended  of  $248.35.  This  bal- 
ance was  set  apart  by  the  Worthy  Master  to  be  used  in 
lecture  work,  in  fields  where,  in  his  judgment,  the  same  was 
most  needed,  but,  for  reasons  unexplained  to  the  committee, 
has  not  been  called  for. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

'  We  are  convened  for  the  purpose  of  considering  ways  and 
means  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of  the  Order 
of  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  and  to  consider  a  course  of  action 
to  better  the  condition  of  the  farming  class. 

The  Grange  has  already  accomplished  much  in  a  National 
way  for  bettering  the  condition  of  the  farmer.  It  was 
through  the  influence  of  the  Grange  that  the  extension  of 
patents  on  sewing  machines  was  prevented,  saving  fully 
fifty  per  cent,  on  the  prices,  amounting  to  millions  of  dollars 
annually. 

Through  what  is  known  as  "  Grange  Legislation, "  trans- 
portation companies  have  been  brought  under  the  direction 
of  law  subjecting  them  to  legislative  control  *  bringing  out 
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the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  as 
handed  down  by  Judge  Waite :  "  That  the  creature  cannot 
be  greater  than  the  creator  "—that  they  are  subject  to  Gov- 
ernment control. 

Through  the  influence  of  the  Grange  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce law  has  been  enacted,  which  will  in  due  time  bring? 
the  entire  transportation  facilities  under  National  control, 
protecting  the  people  as  well  as  the  transportation  com- 
panies. 

Through  what  is  known  as  "  Grange  Legislation,"  the 
National  Oleomargarine  law  was  passed,  restricting  the  sale 
of  counterfeit  butter  requiring  oleomargarine,  butterine  and 
suine  to  be  branded  and  sold  as  such,  thus  protecting  the 
producer  and  consumer. 

Through  the  influence  of  the  Grange  the  Agricultural 
Department  was  created,  presided  over  by  a  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  in  the  President's  cabinet,  thus  giving  the  farm- 
ers a  voice  in  the  policy  of  the  National  Government  as  it 
affects  the  agricultural  interests,  keeping  the  Government 
advised  of  restrictions  and  discriminations  by  foreign  gov- 
ernments in  agricultural  commerce,  thu<  enabling  our  Gov- 
ernment to  establish  reciprocal  trade  relations  in  the  interest 
of  agriculture,  or  to  adopt  retaliatory  measures  as  may  be 
necessary  to  protect  the  farmers  in  the  markets  of  the  world. 

It  is  through  the  influence  of  the  Grange  that  a  direct 
co-operative  trade  system  has  been  established  through 
which  the  farmers  can  purchase  direct  from  manufacturers 
and  importers ;  thus  giving  the  individual  patron  a  commer- 
cial standing  not  enjoyed  by  farmers  outside  of  the  Grange. 

It  is  through  the  influence  of  the  Grange  that  the  farmers 
social  and  political  influence  has  been  enlarged  and  his 
knowledge  of  public  affairs  advanced,  and  it  will  be  through 
the  Grange  that  the  tariff  and  currency  questions  will  finally 
be  settled  on  a  just  and  equitable  basis,  irrespective  of  any 
partisan  consideration. 

We  might  cite  many  other  achievements  of  the  Order  in  a 
National  way,  such  as  the  establishing  of  Experiment  Sta- 
tions for  the  diffusion  of  agricultural  knowledge  and  the  sup- 
pression of  contagious  diseases  among  live  stock,  but  we 
have  cited  sufficient  evidence  to  demonstrate  to  the  ordinary 
observer  that  the  Grange  has  already  achieved  many  satis- 
factory results  for  the  farmer. 

We  have  only  spoken  of  the  work  of  the  Order  in  a  general 
sense,  so  that  patrons  might  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the 
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Grange  has  already  accomplished  much  in  their  behalf  in  a 
National  way,  and  made  good  its  promises  to  the  farmer ; 
but  what  might  not  be  said  of  State  legislation  that  has  been 
secured  through  State  and  Local  Grange  influence,  which 
every  honest  patron  and  farmer  has  acknowledged  time  and 
again.  But  even  all  the  great  achievements  of  the  Order,  in 
a  legislative  sense,  are  not  to  be  compared  with  the  great  fra- 
ternity that  it  has  established  among  the  agricultural  people; 
the  men  and  women  it  has  raised  up  and  educated,  making 
them  the  brightest  and  most  useful  citizens  of  the  laud. 
Men  and  women  that  any  nation  might  well  be  proud  of. 
How  it  quickened  into  life  and  usefulness  the  society  of  the 
rural  districts,  saving  hundreds  and  thousands  from  the 
despondency  of  want  of  opportunity  for  intellectual  improve- 
ments and  social  accomplishments. 

This  is  a  record  of  work  accomplished  in  which  any  organ- 
ization might  take  pride.  And  it  demonstrates  that  the 
farmers  of  this  country  are  as  capable  of  intelligent  action 
when  acting  together  as  any  class,  guild  or  profession,  and  it 
has  all  been  accomplished  on  the  broad  platform  of  a  sound 
political  policy  without  inaugurating  any  new  party  organi- 
zation. 

The  Grange  has  been  successfully  teaching  the  farmer  a 
more  enlightened  citizenship.  But  our  work  is  not  done.  It 
is  still  in  progress,  and  but  partly  finished.  There  still 
remains  the  need  of  persistent  and  well  organized  effort. 
The  grip  of  corporate  and  aristocratic  powers  of  the  country 
are  by  no  means  relaxed ;  fertile  in  resources,  fruitful  in 
schemes  and  determined  in  action,  it  has  armed  itself  with 
all  its  powers  not  only  to  resist  any  further  demands  of  the 
people,  but  to  nullify  the  work  which  has  already  been  done. 
Even  now  we  hear  of  a  giant  combination  in  process  of 
organization  which  will  reduce  hitherto  great  railroad  mag- 
nates and  officers  to  mere  clerks,  while  the  tariffs  on  more 
than  half  the  railroad  mileage  in  the  United  States  are  to  be 
controlled  by  one  Executive  Board,  which  will  in  all  proba- 
bility be  dominated  by  a  single  man.  This  rapid  Concentra- 
tion of  wealth  and  power  can  suggest  nothing  but  the  deepest 
forebodings  to  the  people,  who,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
must  be  dependent  on  its  will. 

But,  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it  ?  Will  we  tamely 
submit,  without  putting  forth  an  effort  to  maintain  our 
rights  ?  I  trust  not ;  but  how  are  we  to  cope  with  this  for- 
midable power  ?    By  organization. 
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If  the  farmers  will  organize — will  come  into  the  Grange 
and  stand  up  manfully  for  the  principles  of  the  Order  which 
has  already  done  so  much  for  their  amelioration — these  giants 
which  threaten  to  devour  us  can  be  changed  into  tractable 
servants  of  great  value. 

We  need  the  help  of  every  farmer  in  this  broad  land  in  this 
struggle  for  the  right.  No  farmer  can  afford  to  stay  out  of 
the  Grange  and  keep  up  a  cowardly  fight  in  the  rear. 

But,  notwithstanding  all  the  great  achievements  of  our 
organization,  agriculture  is  still  greatly  depressed* 

We  propose  to  review  as  briefly  as  we  can  some  of  the  chief 
causes  which  produce  these  conditions,  and  the  remedies 
that  should  be  applied  for  the  farmers7  relief : 

There  are  only  two  remedies  that  can  relieve  the  farming 
sclas  from  their  indebted  and  distressed  condition.  The  first 
is  to  adopt  a  policy  of  government  and  trade  that  will  increase 
the  prices  of  all  agricultural  products.  The  second  is  by 
lowering  the  rates  of  interest.  It  is  therefore  very  important 
that  the  National  Grange  should  make  careful  inquiry  and 
determine  upon  a  policy  that  will  enhance  the  price  of  farm 
products 

About  ten  per  cent,  of  our  agricultural  products  are 
exported  to  foreign  markets  and  must  be  sold  under  the  com- 
mercial policy  of  Europe,  which  tends  largely  to  control 
prices  at  home  on  the  same  class  of  products. 

The  farmer  can  possibly  do  very  little  individually,  for 
himself,  in  tbe  control  of  his  products  in  foreign  markets, 
but  through  organization  he  can  invoke  the  aid  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, through  its  Agricultural  Department,  to  ascertain 
what  foreign  countries  import  agricultural  products,  and 
what  policy  can  be  pursued  by  our  Government  for  securing 
these  markets  for  the  farmers  of  America.  Inquiry  should 
also  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  to  what 
restrictions  are  placed  upon  trade  in  foreign  markets  in  the 
sale  of  agricultural  products. 

We  have  been  credibly  informed  that  American  cattle 
have  been  discriminated  against  by  British  markets  by  forc- 
ing them  into  quarantine  for  weeks,  which  costs  on  an  aver- 
age eight  dollars  per  head,  while  cattle  from  other  countries 
are  admitted  into  the  markets  without  these  quarantine  re- 
strictions, thus  giving  them  the  advantages  of  the  English 
markets  over  American  cattle. 

Similar  discriminations  are  also  made  against  the  Ameri- 
can cotton  grower  by  deducting  excessive  tare,  which  was 
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so  ably  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  American 
Cotton  Growers  at  the  (Session  of  the  National  Grange  in 
1889.  r  * 

These  grievances  were  laid  before  the  President  of  the 
United  States  and  his  cabinet,  and  official  investigations 
have  been  made,  but  so  far  with  no  definite  results.  Your 
Committee  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  investiga- 
tion be  continued,  and  the  government  requested  to  take 
such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  encourage 
agricultural  commerce  in  foreign  markets. 

Attention  should  also  be  called  to  the  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture and  Commerce  that  there  are  annually  over  $280,- 
0(H), 000  of  agricultural  products  imported,  many  of  which 
might  be  produced  at  home  with  a  profit  to  the  individual 
farmer  by  a  proper  encouragement  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment so  as  to  enable  the  farmer  to  diversify  his  crops. 
There  are  annually  imported  of  sugars  and  molasses  over 
$90,000,000  worth ;  of  jute,  $10,000,000 ;  of  silk,  $24,000,- 
000  ;  of  tobacco,  $6,000,000 ;  of  wine,  $4,000,000  ;  of  wool, 
over  $8,000,000  ;  of  barley,  over  $4,000,00u ;  of  eggs,  over 
$1,000,000.  We  have  not  included  tea,  but  the  experiments 
conducted  would  indicate  that  this  plant  could  be  success- 
fully grown  in  some  of  our  Southern  States.  As  to  the  cul- 
ture of  the  sugar  cane  there  can  be  no  doubt,  as  it  has  been 
successfully  grown  as  far  north  as  Minnesota. 

The  financial  policy  of  a  government  has  also  very  much 
to  do  in  influencing  the  prices  of  agricultural  products,  from 
the  fact  that  when  money  is  plenty  it  stimulates  business  by 
increasing  the  ability  to  consume,  as  there  is  scarcely  a  fam- 
ily that  would  not  consume  more  by  living  better  if  they 
had  the  money  to  expend  for  the  necessary  comforts  of  life. 

The  best  times  the  farmers  ever  had,  and  when  they  made 
the  most  money,  was  when  we  had  a  currency  of  $56  per 
capita,  and  we  are  sure  other  industries  were  more  prosper- 
ous.  In  1865  we  had  $56  per  capita  ;  1889  we  had  only  $17. 
Perhaps  $56  per  capita  was  more  than  the  best  interest  of 
the  country  required,  but  $17  per  capita,  which  is  worse,  is  as 
much  too  low.  Let  Congress  fix  the  volume  of  currency  at 
not  less  than  $40  to  $50  per  capita  ;  the  farmers  will  take  ibe 
money  and  pay  their  mortgages  by  the  increased  prices  they 
would  realize  for  their  products,  and  keep* the  mills  at  work 
by  buying  better  farm  implements,  cotton,  woolen  and  silk 
fabrics  ;  make  the  coinage  of  silver  free,  requiring  the  people 
that  get  it  coined  to  take  it  the  same  as  gold.    This  would 
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advance  silver  to  a  parity  with  gold  in  the  markets  of  the 
world  and  place  our  export  agricultural  products  on  an  equal- 
ity with  those  of  other  countries.  As  it  is  now,  gold  being 
the  standard  of  value,  making  exchanges  with  foreign  coun- 
tries, compels  the  sale  of  our  products  in  competition  with  the 
silver  standard  nations  of  the  world;  thus  placing  Russian 
and  Indian  wheat  into  European  markets  lower  than  we  can 
— England  making  over  thirty- three  cents  per  bushel  in  mak- 
ing her  exchanges,  as  the  difference  between  gold  and  silver. 
Before  silver  was  demonetized,  from  1792  to  1873,  the  values 
were  almost  uniformly  alike. 

Should  there  not  be  enough  gold  and  silver  to  raise  the  vol- 
ume of  currency  to  $40  or  $5u  per  capita,  refund  interest 
bearing  bonds  by  non-interest  bearing  demand  notes. 

To  get  the  money  into  circulation  the  Government  can 
loan  it  upon  good  real  estate  at  say,  two  per  cent,  per  annum, 
under  proper  restrictions,  limiting  th6  amount  to  be  loaned, 
also  the  amount  of  each  loan.  The  interest  would  become  a 
source  of  revenue  to  the  Government,  and  be  the  means  of 
reducing  taxation  and  thus  relieve  those  who  cannot,  under 
present  conditions,  save  enough  of  the  small  earnings  of  a 
Jife  time  to  secure  a  home  that  they  can  justly  call  their  own. 

This  or  some  plan  similar  to  that  which  is  now  in  vogue 
for  furnishing  currency  to  National  Banks,  or  on  any  sound 
financial  policy  that  could  be  devised  by  Congress  to  furnish 
money  to  the  people  at  a  low  rate  of  interest,  to  relieve  the 
depressed  condition  of  agriculture,  would  be  inestimable  in 
its  benefits  to  those  who  toil. 

Farmers  would  be  glad  to  take  the  money  at  two  per  cent, 
which  would  save  them  four  per  cent,  from  present  rates  of 
interest,  which  saving  in  twenty  five  years  would  pay  their 
entire  mortgaged  indebtedness  without  paying  a  dollar  more 
per  annum  than  they  are  now  paying. 

Put  the  tariff  down  on  what  the  farmer  buys,  and  put  it 
up  on  what  he  raises  (be  selfish  enough  for  self-preservation); 
that  will  make  our  sugar,  our  rice,  our  wool,  our  hides,  our 
beans,  our  potatoes*  our  barley  and  other  agricultural  pro- 
ducts higher.  The  Grange  is  not  a  partisan  organization,  as 
it  never  has  attempted  to  start  a  new  political  party,  nor  is 
it  necessary,  as  redress  can  as  readily  be  had  through  one 
party  organization  as  another,  which  has  been  demonstrated 
by  the  great  achievements  of  the  Grange  in  the  past. 

If  farmers  have  clean  cut  ideas  on  public  questions  and  go 
into  their  political  conventions  and  offer  their  resolutions, 
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they  will  go  into  the  party  platform  and  commit  the  party  to 
the  farmer's  policy  ;  then  pat  men  in  nomination  that  will 
carry  out  your  ideas. 

You  have  competent  farmers  enough  to  send  to  the  Legis- 
lature and  to  Congress  to  secure  what  legislation  you  need ; 
do  not  be  afraid  of  the  man  in  your  community  that  has 
built  up  the  Grange ;  being  true  to  the  Grange  he  will  be 
true  to  the  farmer's  interest,  no  matter  how  often  you  elect 
him,  if  he  is  the  man  to  serve  you  best. 

Cities  and  corporations  keep  men  that  serve  them  best  in 
the  Legislature  and  Congress  a  life  time. 

Farmers  must  stand  united  in  the  interest  of  their  class  if 
they  wish  to  bring  about  the  same  honors  and  remunerations 
that  other  classes  acquire  through  associated  efforts.  They 
cannot  do  it  by  constantly  changing  organizations  or  divid- 
ing into  innumerable  factions  and  organizations.  To  be  suc- 
cessful we  must  carry  out  our  motto  "  In  essentials  unity, 
in  non-essentials  liberty."  Therefore,  for  the  sake  of  unity, 
we  must  give  up  detailed  differences  so  as  to  bring  about 
general  results  in  the  interests  of  the  farming  people.

William  Sims  moved 
to  amend  the  report  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  '*  too 
low,"  down  to  and  including  the  word  4<  paying,"  at  the  close 
of  the  third  paragraph  in  said  column,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following :    Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  currency 
to  an  amount  not  less  thin  $40.00  per  capita,  or  that  sum  which 
may  be  found  necessary  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  country ; 
reduce  interest  rates  to  a  level  with  the  per  cent,  profit  realized 
upon  other  legitimate  investments;  encourage  production; 
revive  and  extend  the  various  industries  of  the  country,  and  fur- 
nish labor  to  the  unemployed,  at  lair  wages,  and  to  this  end  we 
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recommend  the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver,  or  the  issue 
of  silver  certificates  against  the  unrestricted  deposit  of  bullion, 
together  with  such  further  or  additional  increase  in  the  currency, 
by  the  Government  direct,  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  country,  and  bring  about  the  conditions 
above  indicated,  and  that  such  proposed  increase  in  the  volume 
of  currency  be  put  into  circulation  by  such  methods  as  may,  in 
the  judgment  of  Congress,  be  deemed  wise,  safe  and  best. 

Pending  the  consideration  of  the  amendment  offered  by  Bra 
Sims,  the  Grange  took  a  recess  at  1.80  P.  M.

Education. 

Bro.  Geo.  A.  Bowen,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion, made  the  following  General  Report  for  his  Committee, 
which  on  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  recommendations  con- 
curred in : 

There  have  been  no  subjects  referred  to  this  committee  for  their 
consideration,  but  it  is  a  proclaimed  principle  of  our  Order  that 
"  we  shall  advance  the  cause  of  education  among  ourselves  and 
for  our  children  by  all  just  means  within  our  power. "  In  recog- 
nition of  this  stand  so  wisely  taken  by  the  founders  of  our  Or- 
der, we  beg  leave  to  present  a  few  facts  for  consideration 

When  we  study  the  conditions  of  our  people  we  are  impressed 
with  the  truth  that  in  those  sections,  where  education  is  placed 
within  the  reach  of  all,  there  abounds  the  greatest  prosperity, 
for  intelligence  brings  with  it  comfort,  happiness  and  general 
betterments. 

We  go  further  in  our  observations,  and  assert  that  where  the 
Grange  is  made  a  factor  in  educating  its  members,  theie  the  Or- 
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der  is  enjoying  a  greater  degree  of  prosperity  and  influence,  and 
in  analyzing  the  conditions  we  find  certain  influeLces  at  work  to 
which  we  desire  to  call  special  attention 

The  strongest  argument  for  Grange  organization  is  that  its  power 
of  development  is  entirely  within  itself.  It  is  not  a  higher  class 
reaching  down  and  saying  we  will  aid  you  to  come  up  higher, 
hut  it  possesses  a  self-educating  force,  making  every  member  a 
strong  factor  toward  that  end.  This  is  chiefly  accomplished 
through,  first,  the  discipline  of  the  Grange,  which  teaches  self- 
control,  and  second,  in  the  opportunities  of  the  so  called  Lec- 
turer^ Hour,  which  in  many  Granges  is  made  a  prominent  part 
in  each  meeting.  Inquiry  has  revealed  the  fact  that  in  many  sec- 
tions the  Lecturer  is  of  use  to  the  Grange  only  in  the  decree  work, 
never  presenting  any  literary  work  or  endeavoring  to  stimulate 
the  latent  abilities  of  the  members.  The  committee  would 
recommend  that  in  each  Grange  the  Lecturer  be  given  one  hour 
at  least,  having  control  of  the  meeting  during  that  time  ;  that  it 
be  a  permanently  fixed  hour,  not  being  shifted  and  encroached 
upon  at  the  whim  and  caprice  of  members.  This  offers  an  op- 
opportunity  for  the  presentation  of  literary  work,  discussion,  and 
instructive  amusement,  which  in  the  end  results  in  the  intellec- 
tual development  of  the  participants.  Jt  also  serves  as  a  channel 
of  communication  for  the  Worthy  Lecturer  of  the  State  Grange 
in  presenting  questions  relating  to  legislation  or  the  political  econ- 
omy of  the  State  ;  and  again,  with  the  W  orthy  Lecturer  of  the 
National  Grange  in  presenting  those  relating  to  the  nation. 
Thus  will  the  Lecturer's  department  throughout  the  country  be 
practically  organized  and  the  higher  officials,  with  their  better 
opportunities  for  observation,  he  brought  into  direct  contact  with 
the  individual  members,  and  a  unity  of  feeling  and  purpose  be 
created,  thus  obviating  divisions  of  thought,  and  sentiment, 
making  us  a  strong  whole,  instead  of  many  antagonizing  sec- 
tional parties. 

Education  is  something  more  than  the  mere  acquirement  of 
knowledge  from  books.  It  not  only  means  knowledge,  but  im- 
plies the  power  of  using  this  knowledge  to  advantage;  and  how 
can  it  be  used  to  an  advantage  in  the  Grange  without  a  complete 
uniformity  of  questions  studied  ?  The  many  questions  coming 
before  the  people  cannot  all  be  investigated,  and  if  we  leave  it 
for  each  Grange  to  select  for  themselves,  there  will  be  a  random 
work  that  will  tell  but  little  for  the  general  elevation  and  good 
of  the  Order.  But  let  there  be  a  fountain  head  from  whence  all 
subjects  of  especial  bearing  upon  our  prosperity  be  sent  out,  and 
the  general  direction  of  our  whole  grand  Grange  army  will  be  in 
unison,  carrying  a  power  that  will  be  irresistible.  The  compa- 
nies of  an  army  would  never  achieve  a  victory  if  each  captain 
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was  supreme  and  issued  orders  according  to  his  own  fitful  will. 
Bat  all  moving  at  the  command  of  competent  leaders  present  a 
force  that  conquers.  Hence  we  would  urge  upon  this  body  a 
more  complete  organization  of  tbe  Lecturer's  department,  bring- 
ing the  individual  in  closer  contact  with  the  State  and  National 
Lecturers. 

Toe  educa'i  »n  coming  from  the  indue  ice  of  the  Subordinate 
Grange  in  its  ritual  work  U  very  great,  exemplifying,  as  each 
action  does,  some  truth  or  beautiful  thought  that  gives  food 
to  the  mind ;  and  your  committee  would  urge  upon  the  Masters 
and  Lecturers  a  more  careful  prepiration  for  ih^ir  work,  fre- 
quently going  over  it  in  private,  so  as  to  become  familiar  with 
each  and  every  detail.  It  brings  enthusiasm  to  the  membership, 
without  which  pr  (guess  can  never  be  made  ;  it  occupies  the  mind 
when  field  or  household  duties  are  being  performed;  it  teaches 
contentment  for  our  lot  in  life,  by  pointing  out  the  beauties  of 
our  surroundings,  as  in  the  instance  of  the  Lecturer's  charge  in 
the  degree  of  Husbandman.  In  short,  it  is  educational  all  the 
way  through,  elevating  and  ennobling  to  the  thoughts,  and  from 
such  thoughts  there  always  spring  an  ambition —not  the  false 
ambition  that  seeks  worldly  power,  but  tbe  truer,  higher  ambi- 
tion of  the  individual  self,  and  of  such  an  ambition  we  can  ex* 
claim  with  Shakespeare : 

4 'Too  low  they  build,  who  build  beneath  the  stars." 

Give  us  an  educated  Agricultural  class,  with  a  well-defined 
ambition  in  them,  and  we  need  not  fear  for  the  future  destinies 
of  our  great  country.  Need  we  speak  more  plainly  to  the  Worthy 
Masters  of  Subordinate  Granges. 

A  well  conducted  Grange  in  a  community,  whose  officers  en- 
deavor to  develop  its  membership  through  the  educational  power 
and  discipline  of  its  ritual,  soon  tells  upon  the  whole  country, 
and  better  schools  are  one  of  the  immediate  results,  and  with 
better  schools  and  better  scholarship  there  follows  in  time  better 
school  and  general  laws.  Patrons,  we  can  call  for  such  now, 
but  they  will  not  spring  into  existence  ready  made  upon  de- 
mand ;  they  must  be  the  growth  of  time.  We  can  each  do  our 
individual  part  towards  that  end  by  developing  our  own  Subor- 
dinate Granges,  and  safely  trust  the  inevitable  results  of  such  ef- 
forts to  the  destiny  of  the  future. 

Your  committee  could  go  further,  and  call  attention  to  the 
school  laws  of  the  several  States,  and  point  out  many  deficiencies 
therein,  but  time  will  not  allow.  But  we  will  suggest  to  the 
Worthy  State  Masters  here  assembled  that  it  is  a  subject  that 
ought  to  receive  their  special  attention  and  care.  Many  of  them 
require  a  careful  revision  and  much  alteration  to  keep  them  up 
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with  the  progressive  times  in  which  we  live.  The  hope  of  our 
nation  is  in  its  common  schools,  and  the  States  which  put  them 
in  the  best  condition,  adopting  the  most  approved  systems  of 
education,  are  the  ones  that  will  come  to  the  front  in  the  granduer 
of  its  Statehood.  Is  there  a  subject  more  worthy-  the  attention 
of  the  Grange  than  this,  or  that  will  show  better  results  in  its 
growth  and  prosperity?  We  think  not.  Worthy  Masters,  will 
you  in  the  quiet  of  your  own  homes  give  it  your  careful  atten- 
tion, and  call  the  attention  of  your  State  Grange  thereto. 

Tour  committee  are  hopeful  for  the  future  education  that  will 
spring  from  our  cherished  Order.  When  in  the  wisdom  of  our 
leaders  we  can  develop  our  present  embryo  Lecturer's  depart- 
ment, making  the  National  office  a  paid  one,  with  its  headquar- 
ters in  Washington ;  issuing  to  the  Granges  of  the  land,  letters, 
leaflets,  pamphlets  and  even  volumes  upon  the  topics  of  the  day, 
with  Lecturer  courses  presenting  varied  and  brilliant  talent  for 
both  instruction  and  amusement,  and  with  a  corps  of  Deputy 
Lecturers  in  the  field  promulgating  our  principles ;  then  will  the 
Grange  begin  to  show  to  the  world  its  most  beneficial  feature.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  National  Grange  be  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  Brother  and  8ister  Eimbrough,  for  .their 
untiring  attentions  and  the  many  acts  of  kindness  shown  to  the 
members  of  this  body  in  their  endeavor  to  make  our  stay  pleas* 
ant  and  enjoyable  during  our  sojourn  in  the  Gate  City  of  the 
South. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Thompson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Trans- 
portation, submitted  and  read  the  General  Report  for  his  Com- 
mittee, as  follows : 
Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  National  Orange  : 

Transportation  is  a  question  that  has  been  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed by  this  body  in  former  sessions.  All  agree  that  railroad 
.  corporations  have  formed  combines,  pools,  syndicates,  and  have 
now  a  gigantic  trust,  by  which  they  fix  the  price  of  freight  and 
passenger  rates,  and  control  the  State  and  National  Legislation. 
All  agree  that  the  farmer  is  more  seriously  affected  by  friendly 
legislation  for  railroads  than  any  other  class,  as  the  manufacturer 
and  the  merchant  charge  the  cost  of  transportation  to  the  goods 
and  the  farmer  has  it  to  pay.    He  not  only  pays  the  transporta- 
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tion  on  bis  products  to  market,  but  also  on  tbe  goods  be  gets  in 
return.  Tbe  question  then  before  us  at  ibis  session  is,  where 
and  what  is  tbe  remedy  ?  We  answer,  Legislation  has  brought 
these  evils  upon  us,  and  our  only  remedy  is  through  a  more  fa- 
vorable legislation  for  tbe  wealth  producers  and  general  com- 
merce of  the  country.  We  have  made  through  the  National 
Orange  some  progress  in  this  direction  by  originating  and  secur- 
ing the  passage  of  the  Inter  State  Commerce  Law,  by  which  we 
bave  endeavored  to  correct  tbe  discrimination  between  tbe  long 
and  short  travel.  Railroads  bave  united  in  an  attempt  to  make 
this  law  odious  to  tbe  people,  in  tbe  hope  that  it  might  be  re- 
pealed. We  must  closely  watch  the  future  of  this  bill,  and  try 
to  make  it  beneficial  by  perfecting  it  to  a  degree  when  it  will 
amply  protect  the  shipper.  Here  properly  arises  the  question  as 
to  the  ways  and  methods  through  which  the  desired  results  can 
be  attained.    We  answer,  Legislation  is  the  only  remedy. 

We  must  look  after  the  financial  interests  of  the  farm  as  cor- 
porations, business  men  and  bankers  look  after  the  best  interests 
of  capital.  For  a  long  series  of  years  they  have  secured  legis- 
lation that  has  enriched  them  and  impoverished  labor,  and  de- 
preciated farm  lands  and  farm  products,  and  at  the  pame  time 
increased  the  taxes  of  the  farmers.  We  must  follow  tbe 
example  of  capital,  and  that  is,  by  selecting  men  of  integ- 
rity, honor  and  intelligence  from  among  our  own  ranks,  insist- 
ing upon  our  pro  rata  share  of  representation  in  Congress  and  in 
our  Legislatures.  Thus  we  will  be  enabled  to  unite  opposing 
parties  on  all  legislation  that  will  increase  tbe  revenues  of  the 
farm.  To-day  capital  is  getting  one  Congressman  and  8  or  10 
members  of  the  Legislature,  and  from  2  to  3  national  appoint- 
ments out  of  every  215  lawyers  and  bankers.  What  represen- 
tation has  the  farmer,  who  pays  the  lion's  share  of  the  taxes,  get- 
ting, one  out  of  200,000  men  engaged  in  agriculture.  Taxation 
without  representation  is  contrary  to  the  teaching  of  American 
institutions.  We  must  organize  and  protect  our  own  interests, 
or  we  will  soon  be  organized  by  capital  and  in  bands  "  sent  over 
the  hill  to  the  poor  house. "  Other  classes  do  not  understand 
our  wants  and  necessities,  it  requires  the  farmer  to  represent  the 
iuterests  of  agriculture.        Respectfully  submitted,

The   following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  was 

taken  from  the  order  of  unfinished  business  and  concurred  in  by 

the  Grange : 

Congressional  bills  providing  for  the  encouragement  of  silk 
culture  in  the  United  States  have  been  placed  before  your  Com- 
mittee. 

While  we  cannot  say  that  the  method  proposed  is  the  best  or 
not,  at  the  same  time  we  think  that  the  principle  of  encouraging 
a  diversified  agriculture  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  The 
opening  up  of  large  areas  of  productive  lands  has  increased  the 
production  of  the  leading  farm  products  to  such  an  extent  that 
our  markets  are  overstocked,  thereby  making  prices  ruinously 
low.  The  large  extent  of  our  country  from  North  to  South  em- 
bracing, as  it  does,  nearly  every  variety  of  climate,  makes  it 
possible  for  us  to  grow  successfully  nearly  every  product  grown 
in  the  civilized  world.  Silk  in  some  form  is  used  by  nearly 
every  family  in  our  land,  consequently  large  sums  are  paid  out 
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in  foreign  countries  for  it,  which,  with  proper  efforts,  might  be 
paid  to  our  own  laborers.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that 
not  only  this,  bat  every  reasonable  move  for  the  development 
and  encouragement  of  new  agricultural  and  mechanical  industries 
be  given  onr  most  hearty  approval.  Rufus  Prince,

That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Grange  be  re- 
quested to  continue  and  press  their  efforts  (began  two  years 
since)  to  relieve  the  American  cotton  producer  of  the  unjust  6 
per  cent,  tare  imposed  on  the  leading  product  of  the  South,  and 
would  ask  the  co-operation  of  all  associations  and  the  influence 
of  every  one  who  desires  justice. 

Brother  Charles  McDaniel,  Chairman,  submitted  a  report  of 

the  Committee  on  Finance,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Tour  Committee  on  Finance  ask  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report  : 

Your  Committee  having  examined  the  report  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  find  that  quite  a  portion  of  their  loans  become 
due  within  the  next  fiscal  year,  recommend  that  they  be  author- 
ized to  reloan  said  sums  on  real  estate  security  as  they  may 
deem  expedient.  Chas.  McDaniel,  for  Committee, 

The  journal  of  the  day  was  read  and  approved,  and  all  busi- 
ness having  been  disposed  of,  the  Grange  closed  in  ample  form  at 
10  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  the  Twenty -fourth  Annual  Session  of  the 
National  Grange  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  adjourned  sine  die.

Whebbas,  It  is  right  and  proper  that  we  should  in  some  suit- 
able manner  show  our  respect  for  the  memory  of  this  eminent 
Patron  of  Husbandry,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Bro.  Victor  E.  Piollet,  our 
Order  has  lost  one  of  its  ablest  defenders,  and  the  farmers  of  our 
country  one  of  their  best  and  most  valiant  champions  ;  one  who 
ever  sacrificed  his  personal,  party,  and  all  other  interests  for  the 
good  of  his  class  ;  always  fearlessly  laboring  "for  the  good  of 
our  Order,  our  country  and  mankind,"  and  thereby  setting  an 
example  worthy  of  all  good  Patrons. 
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Ruolttd,  That  while  we  bow  in  submission  to  the  will  of 
Him  who  doeth  all  things  well,  and  that  while  we  mourn  oar 
loss,  we  are  thankful  for  the  long  and  useful  life  of  our  brother, 
and  will  strive  to  emulate  his  many  virtues. 

fiuolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  seut  to  the 
members  of  his  family,  and  that  a  page,  suitably  inscribed,  be 
set  a&ide  in  the  minutes  of  our  proceedings.

After  moving  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions,  Bro.  Whitehead 

said: 

Worthy  Matter  and  Pairont  : 

As  the  years  go  by,  one  by  one  some  of  those  who  have  labored 
in  the  National  Grange  are  called  home,  and  it  has  now  come  to 
be  expected,  as  a  regular  part  of  each  annual  session,  that  these 
memorial  services  will  be  held.  And  so  this  year  is  no  excep- 
tion. At  this  time  we  can  truthfully  say,  "How  have  the 
mighty  fallen  ?"  Bro.  Piollet  was  one  of  the  very  earliest  advo- 
cates of  the  Orange  and  all  it  represents.  He  was  a  pioneer, 
and  from  the  day  of  his  first  allegiance,  to  his  very  latest  breath, 
our  Order  never  had  a  more  fearless  defender,  or  the  farmers  of 
our  country  a  more  loyal  champion  At  all  times,  in  all  places, 
and  under  all  circumstances,  he  was  for  the  Orange  and  the 
farmer.  No  personal  interests,  no  party  ties  ever  for  a  moment 
stood  in  the  wsy  when  the  welfare  of  his  class  was  in  the  bal- 
ance. Bro.  Piollet  was  a  man  of  wealth,  an  extensive  farmer. 
I  have  visited  his  home  several  times.  His  associates  were 
often  those  of  high  position.  Even  while  holding  places  of  trust 
in  our  Order,  he  was  a  director  of  one  of  the  great  railroad  cor- 
porations of  our  country,  and  his  only  daughter  married 
the  millionaire  President  of  that  tame  corporation ;  but 
who  that  knew  him  and  can  remember  his  strong  words 
favonng  the  railrosd  legislation  that  has  been  secured  by  our 
Order,  ever  for  one  moment  doubted  his  loyalty  to  our  efforts, 
or  failed  to  understand  just  where  he  stood.  The  "  machine" 
politician  feared  him  and  often  felt  the  thrust  of  his  keen  lance. 
He  was  indeed  a  man  of  the  people.  One  of  the  most  noted 
men  of  the  world  to-day  is  one  who  lives  over  in  England,  who, 
while  of  noble  birth  and  high  position,  has  for  years  been  the 
brave  champion  of  poor  oppressed  Ireland.  The  people  over 
there  call  him  "  The  Grand  Old  Man."  How  similar  in  his  life 
and  its  surroundings  is  the  history  of  Bro.  Piollet.     He  was  the 
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"  Grand  Old  Man  of  our  Order."  Pennsylvania  Patrons  lovingly 
called  him  u  Father  Piollet."  But  he  is  gone,  and  his  good 
works  do  follow  him.  Let  us  emulate  his  example  as  a  Patron, 
to  the  end  that  like  him  we  may 

"  So  live,  that  when  the  mighty  caravan 
That  halts  one  night  time  in  the  vale  of  death, 
Shall  strike  its  white  tents  for  the  morning  march, 
We  shall  mount  onward  to  the  Eternal  Hills, 
Our  feet  unwearied,  and  our  strength  renewed, 
Like  the  strong  eagle's  for  its  upward  flight." 

Bro.  L.  Rhone,  in  supporting  the  resolutions,  paid  a  most 
beautiful  and  feeling  tribute  to  his  venerable  friend  and  brother, 
Victor  E.  Piollet 

Sister  H.  H.  Woodman  said : 

Worthy  Matter  : 

I  come  to  you  as  a  sister,  bringing  my  tribute  in  remembrance 
of  our  departed  Bro.  Piollet.  I  first  met  him  at  the  Cincinnati 
session  in  1877,  and  knew  him  well.  I  cannot  bring  you  >m  ele- 
gant speech,  or  stand  and  repeat  the  many  virtues  and  noble  acts 
done  by  our  brother  for  us  and  the  world.  But  will  simply 
bring  you  a  beautiful  flower  known  as  the  "  Forget  me  not." 
Remember  his  good  deeds,  and  forget  not  how  he  gave  his  time, 
money,  and  his  best  abilities  to  our  fraternal  Order.  Wear  it 
next  your  heart,  place  it  in  memory's  cabinet,  and  as  the  years 
go  by  let  it  be  a  reminder  of  his  many  virtues. 

The  resolutions  were  then  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  present  resolutions  on  the  death 
of  Bro.  W.  A.  Armstrong,  reported  the  following  through  its 
Cnairman,  Bro.  W.  C.  Gifford': 

Whebbas,  The  Great  Master  has  seen  fit  in  his  divine  provi- 
dence to  remove  from  our  midst,  our  friend,  brother,  counsellor 
and  leader,  W.  A.  Armstrong,  for  ten  years  Master  of  New  York 
State  Grange,  and  for  many  years  a  leading  representative  in  the 
National  Grange ;  and 

Whereas,  Our  entire  Order,  both  State  and  National,  has 
been  deprived,  by  the  death  of  Bro.  Armstrong,  of  one  of  its 
ablest  and  most  devoted  leaders,  and 

Whebbas,  The  Grange  Press  of  our  country  has  lost  one  of 
its  most  gifted,  forcible  and  fearless  writers  and  advocates  of  the 
principles  of  our  Order.     Therefore,  be  it 

Retolved,  That  while  our  hearts  are  laden  with  sorrow  and 
mourning,  and  we  drop  the  silent  tear  in  memory  of  him  who 
has  so  suddenly  been  stricken  down  in  the  prime  of  life  and 
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Usefulness,  that  we  as  a  body,  extend  oar  tender  and  heartfelt 
sympathy  to  his  family  in  their  hour  of  aihiction,  and  that  we 
point  them  to  that  divine  source,  which  alone  can  bind  up  the 
broken  heart  and  afford  true  consolation. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished  to  the 
leading  Orange  papers  of  our  country,  and  that  a  memorial  page 
be  set  apart  in  the  volume  of  proceedings  to  the  memory  of  Bro. 
W.  A.  Armstrong. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to 
the  bereaved  family,  with  expressions  of  deepest  sympathy. 

In  presenting  these  resolutions  I  desire  to  say  a  few  words 
with  reference  to  the  life  and  services  of  Jrim  whose  memory  we 
honor  to-day.  Having  known,  and  been  intimately  connected 
with  Bro.  Armstrong  for  many  years  in  Grange  work,  I  am 
prepared  to  bear  testimony  to  his  eminent  worth  and  ability  as  a 
Grange  leader.  As  a  parliamentarian,  he  had  few  equals ;  as  a 
presiding  officer,  no  superior.  As  a  Grange  writer,  he  was 
known  and  appreciated  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  and  more 
than  this,  he  was  an  acknowledged  leader  in  Grange  thought 
and  Grange  literature  wherever  our  Order  exists.  As  a  friend, 
he  was  ever  Urpal ;  as  a  counsellor,  wise  and  discreet ;  a  man 
with  large  heart  and  an  open  hand,  he  was  well  qualified  to 
make  friends  among  all  classes  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 
His  labors  in  building  up  our  Order  in  his  own  and  other  State?, 
can  never  be  over  estimated,  and  the  vacancy  in  our  ranks  caused 
by  his  death  will  be  deeply  felt  in  both  State  and  nation.  Long 
may  we  cherish  his  memory. 

In  supporting  the  resolutions  of  the  Committee,  Bro.  F.  M. 

McDowell,  said : 

I  first  met  Bro.  Armstrong  at  the  first  regular  Session  of  the 
New  York  State  Grange,  held  at  Albany,  in  January,  1874.  It 
was  my  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  assist  in  his  election  as  Secre- 
tary, which  position  he  held  until  he  was  elected  Master. 

His  life  was  so  interwoven  with  that  of  the  Grange  over 
which  he  presided  so  long  and  so  well,  and  which  under  his  ad- 
ministration gained  the  first  place  among  State  Granges,  that 
its  history  is  his. 

By  his  decease  the  Grange  has  lost  one  of  its  most  able  and 
devoted  members.  His  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  Grange 
was  based  upon  a  keen  perception  of  its  capabilities  as  a  factor 
in  the  progressive  welfare  of  its  members  as  individuals,  and  the 
impressable  influence  of  their  example  upon  society  at  large. 
His  work  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order  was  significantly 
characterized  and  permeated  with  a  constant  effort  to  elucidate 
the  principles  governing  the  conduct  of  the  organization   and 
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an  exposition  of  the  fundamental  laws  that  formed  jt  he 'founda- 
tion upon  which  the  great  structure  was  based'and  upon  which 
it  was  being  built.  And  yet  in  all  his  fertile  "Grange^thoughts," 
in  all  these  fragmentary,  yet  complete  gems  which  were  so 
freely  contributed  through  the  ••  Husbandman,"  there  was  a 
graceful  simplicity  of  presentation,  at  once  so  terse,  strong  and 
clear,  that  no  reader  could  for  a  moment  fail  to  reach  a  full  un- 
derstanding of  the  sentiments  and  conclusions  sought  to  be  con- 
veyed. 

There  was  no  room  left  for  doubt  as  to  what  his  opinions  were 
upon  any  subject  he  expressed  an  opinion  upon  ;  even  his  criti- 
cisms upon  others,  although  strongly  marked  with  his  keen  percep- 
tion of  right  and  wrong,  were  always  characterized  by  a  cour- 
teous manliness,  worthy  of  imitation,  and  which  endears  his 
memory  to  all  who  have  become  familiar  with  his  earnest  and 
never-tiring  work  in  the  interest  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry. 

Bro.  Alpha  Messer  followed  in  fraternal  and  loving  words. 

Bro.  X.  X.  Chartters,  said  : 

Worthy  Matter : 

At  this  our  Annual  Session,  we  are  again  confronted  with  the 
familiar  mystery.  The  dawning  into  existence  is  as  mysterious 
as  the  departure  of  our  being ;  the  coming  as  the  going.  Na- 
ture stands  still  abashed  with  no  words  to  utter,  science  is  per- 
plexed and  recedes  into  silence,  philosophy  fumbles,  but  gives 
no  intelligent  clue.  They,  all  alike,  look  at  the  black  granite  of 
the  future,  yet  fail  to  pierce  it  with  a  brightening  ray. 

This  brother  of  ours,  this  friend,  but  three  months  since  was 
summoned  on  to  the  great  unknown,  in  our  assembly  here 
convened,  we  miss  his  kindly  presence,  we  miss  his  mature 
powers  and  judgment,  we  miss  his  broad,  well-balancedjrteady 
mind.  It  is  no  disparagement  to  those  who  remain,  to  say,  that 
our  brother,  W.  A.  Armstrong,  was  a  man  of  great  mental  ca- 
pacity. He  was  never  a  mercurial,  nervous  challenger  of  fate. 
He  never  badgered  justice  for  her  honors,  nor  chafed  at  the  re- 
straints of  unsatisfied  ambition.  His  intellectual  quality  was 
not  explosive  in  brilliant  climaxes  and  flashing  and  temporary 
fervor  of  light  material,  but,  rather  a  steady,  anthracite  glow, 
with  increasing  warmth  and  illumination.  Those  best  qualified 
to  judge  with  discrimination,  would  say  to-day,  as  some  of  them 
have  said,  that  Mr.  Armstrong  was  clear  and  precise  in  his  pres- 
entation of  a  cause,  and  that  his  masterly  statement  of  a  case 
was  sufficient  argument. 

Hen  of  large  intellectual  breadth,  live  the  mortal  in  the  im- 
mortal. Time  and  eternity  work  together,  the  meditated 
thought,  the  free,  yet  earnest  deed  which  constructs,  character. 
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regard  the  eternal  issue*.  We  thrust  the  shuttle  which  weaves 
life's  web  across  the  margin  of  time  into  eternity,  and  make  the 
mortal  andjmmortal  garment  o!  character  by  identical  activities. 
We  leave  our  woitby  brother,  our  friend,  in  his  finished  life 
with  his  God.  This  Iriend,  who  by  his  word  and  deed  and  life 
revealed  the  grandeur  of  human  attainments  because  he  exalted 
those  qualities  of  character  which  can  never  die. 

Bro.  J.  J.  Woodman  paid  a  brief  tribute  to  the  ability  and 
depth  of  character  of  the  deceased,  giving  a  resume  of  his  ser- 
vices in  the  National  Grange,  as  follows : 

Brother  W.  A.  Armstrong  was  among  the  first  organizers  of 
oar  Order,  and  attended  the  Sessions  of  the  National  Grange  as 
a  visiting  member,  fiom  and  including  the  8th,  held  at  Charles- 
ton, 6.  C,  to  the  18th,  held  at  Canandaigua,  New  York.  At 
the  latter  Session,  in  his  own  8tate,  his  life  long  friend  and 
Brother  in  our  Order,  the  Rev.  Thomas  K.  Beecher,  was  his 
companion.  His  presence,  words  of  counsel  and  encouragement, 
and  the  address  ot  his  distinguished  friend  delivered  before 
that  body,  gave  an  inspiration  to  the  work  of  that  Session, 
which  did  much  to  remove  the  cloud  of  doubt  and  uncertainty 
which  then  hung  over  our  Order,  and  let  in  the  glorious  sun- 
shine of  hope  tor  its  future  prosperity.  The  address  was  printed 
by  Brother  Armstrong,  by  authority  of  the  National  Grange, 
and  thousands  of  copies  of  that  valuable  document  were  dis- 
tributed among  our  members  and  the  people,  and  to-day  has  a 
front  rank  in  our  Grange  literature. 

At  the  Fourteenth  Session,  held  in  Washington,  D.  G.,  com- 
mencing on  the  17th  day  of  December,  1880,  Bro.  Armstrong 
appeared  with  his  credentials  as  Master  ot  the  State  Grange  of 
New  York,  and  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  National 
Grange.  His  well  known  ability  as  an  Agricultural  writer  and 
editor,  and  his  untiring  zeal,  and  love  for  the  Order,  made  him 
prominent  among  the  members  of  that  body,  and  he  was  select- 
ed for  Chairman  ot  an  important  committee,  which  his  native 
modesty  as  a  new  member  caused  him  to  decline,  preferring  to 
take  a  subordinate  position  on  any  committees  to  which  he 
might  be  assigned ;  and  he  was  placed  on  the  Committees  on 
Agriculture,  and  Transportation  and  Commercial  Relations, 
But  the  flash  of  his  pen  could  not  be  thus  concealed  ;  and  its 
brilliant  lines  can  be  seen  through  the  Proceedings  of  that 
meeting. 

At  the  Fifteenth  Session,  he  again  refused  the  chairmanship 
of  a  committee,  and,  by  his  own  request,  was  continued  on  the 
two  very  important  committees,  on  which  he  had  previously 
served.    At  the  Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eighteenth  and  Nine- 
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teenth  Sessions,  he  was  Chairman  of  that  important  committee, 
4 'on  Transportation  and  Commercial  Relations,'1  and  also 
served  on  that  of  Agriculture,  it  was  during  this  period,  that 
this  National  Grange,  was  striving  for  Congressional  action,  to 
restrain  the  growing  powers,  and  extortionate  demands  of 
Transportation  Companies,  and  to  elevate  and  extend  the  scope 
of  the  Agricultural  Department,  and  place  the  Commissioner  in 
the  President's  cabinet,  where  he  could  have  a  voice  and  a  vote 
direct  with  the  Government,  and  to  the  potent  pen,  sound  logic, 
and  forcible  words  of  W.  A.  Armstrong,  perhaps,  more  than 
to  any  other  one  man's  influence,  was  the  legislation  for  those 
measures  secured. 

He  served  faithfully  and  ably  in  this  body  up  to  the  last  Ses- 
sion, when  failing  health,  caused  by  overwork  and  a  broken  con- 
stitution, rendered  him  unable  to  perform  heavy  mental  work  ; 
and  a  deep  sadness  pervaded  all  our  hearts  when  we  looked 
upon  that  once  strong  and  manly  man— our  beloved  Brother — 
and  realized  the  fact  that  the  grim  monster  had  already  marked 
him  for  his  own,  and  sadder  still  wben  the  telegraph's  flash  in- 
formed us  that  he  had  "  gathered  him  in." 

Bro.  Armstrong  was  not  only  kind-hearted,  social  and  genial, 
but  he  was  an  honest  man,  firm  in  his  convictions  of  right,  and 
his  whole  life  and  soul  was  given  to  the  work  of  elevating  his 
cl*£8  and  ameliorating  the  condition  of  oppressed  humanity. 

Yes.  he  was  a  strong  man,  possessing  in  an  eminent  degree, 
all  the  qualities  which  Dr.  Holland  has  so  graphically  portrayed 
as  being  essential  to  men  which  "  the  times  demand." 

He  was  emphatically 

"  A  man  of  strong  mind  from  faith  and  ready  will, 
A  man  whom  the  spoils  of  office  could  not  buy, 
A  man  whom  the  love  of  office  could  not  kill, 
A  man  who  loved  honor  and  would  not  lie, 
A  man  who  could  stand  before  a  demagogue. 

And  down  his  treacherous  flatterers  without  winking, 
A  high- minded  man,  sunburnt,  who  lived  above  the  clouds, 
In  public  duty  and  in  private  thinking.*' 

Let  us  perpetuate  his  memory,  imitate  his' virtues  and  strive 
to  emulate  his  manly  qualities. 

Bro.  W.  R.  Williams  eulogized  the  dead  brother  in  words  of 

love  and  affection.    He  said : 

It  was  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  1888,  at  the  National  Grange 
I  first  met  Brother  Armstrong.  I  was  a  stranger  among  breth- 
ren, and,  of  course,  felt  the  need  of  that  familiarity  which  arises 
from  brotherly  kindness  He  appeared  quickly  to  see  and  to  un- 
derstand me.    And  from  that  day  we  became  fast  friends.    He 
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wis,  indeed,  no  ordinary  man,  and  of  the  many  times  we  met 
afterwards  all  gave  me  the  opportunity  to  respect  and  appreciate 
his  noble  qualities  of  heart  and  soul.  I  did  really  learn  to  love 
the  man,  for  his  noble  heart  was  ever  filled  with  the  milk  of 
human  kindness  that  ever  made  him  happiest  when  he  did  kind 
deeds  to  help  the  needy  or  to  soothe  the  sorrows  of  the  gloomy. 
I  know  that  comparisons  are  said  to  be  invidious,  and  I  dare  say 
the  maxim  is  true ;  and  yet  I  hope  I  will  be  pardoned  when  I 
am  constrained  to  say  that  in  my  humble  opinion  he  was  the 
brainiest  man  of  the  Grange.  As  a  conversationalist,  he  wa? 
truly  charming.  Witty,  without  sarcasm;  critical,  without 
offend  ven  ess ;  logical,  without  prosiness;  pointed,  without 
rigidity ;  humorous,  without  frivolity.  His  paper  I  ever  read 
with  pleasure ;  indeed,  it  was  one  of  the  few  papers  that  the 
editorials  ever  attracted  first  my  attention.  They  had  a  kind  of 
originality  that  might  not  have  been  enjoyment  to  everyone,  but 
to  me  they  were  often  delightful  and  often  had  to  be  reread  in 
order  to  discover  their  beauties  and  to  appreciate  the  hidden 
humor  and,  at  times,  cynical  incisiveness  that  he  was  hurling  at 
some  one  who  had  desired  to  shiver  a  lance  or  unpleasantly 
invade  the  sacrednessof  the  editorial  threshold. 

When  the  Hushandman  announced  that  he  was  sick,  I  watched 
each  number  with  painful  anxiety,  until  the  paper,  with  the 
dark  columns  laden  with  sorrow,  told  the  sad  tale,  that  W.  A. 
Armstrong  to  this  earth  was  no  more.  Gone  after  a  life  of  busy 
usefulness,  like  a  sheaf  of  corn  fully  ripe  and  ready  for  the 
reaper.  Gone  and  gathered  in  that  land  where  the  weary 
cease  from  troubling,  and  sorrow  and  sadness  are  no  more.  One 
by  one  the  old  landmarks  of  the  Grange  are  passing  away,  and 
one  by  one,  in  a  short  time  at  farthest,  the  icy  hand  of  death  will 
be  laid  upon  us  all.    Who  next  ?    None  can  know. 

But  we  should  ever  keep  in  mind  that  the  hour  and  the  day 
when  the  Son  of  Man  cometc,  no  man  knoweth.  So  be  ye 
ready. 

Brother  C.  H.  Knott  said : 

I  knew  no  faults.  He  was  my  friend ;  I  knew  not  why. 
His  friendship  1  highly  prized,  and  was  made  better  by  a  close 
and  confidential  association  with  him. 

He  was  gentle  in  his  actions,  censures  liberal,  advice  modest 
and  sincere,  counsels  brilliant,  prejudices  strong,  sarcasm  keen, 
predictions  unerring,  and  could  1  make  his  eternal  rest  more  easy, 
would  visit  his  grave  and  drop  the  silent  tear  thereon,  believing, 
as  I  do,  that  the  agricultural  interests  had  sustained  an  almost 
irreparable  loss  and  I  one  of  my  best  friends. 
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Bro.  A..  J.  Wedderburn,  of  Virginia,  made  the  following  very 
appropriate  remarks  on  the  characters  of  Bros.  Piollet  and  Arm- 
strong : 
Worthy  Matter : 

It  so  happened  that  fortune  threw  me  often  in  the  paths  of  the 
two  brothers  whose  memory  you  are  here  to  commemorate. 

Both  were  my  friends,  tried  and  proven;  both  had  large 
hearts,  big  brains,  and  both  were  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  agri- 
culture. Intellect,  time  and  money  were  not  begrudged  by  them 
to  advance  the  cause  for  which  we  are  laboring. 

With  no  claim  upon  their  indulgence  save  the  fraternal  tie  that 
binds  in  love  warm  hearts  and  true,  no  matter  whence  they 
come ;  although  many  years  their  junior,  both  to  me  were  kind, 
true  and  proven  friends.  Therefore,  Worthy  Master,  I  ask  your 
indulgence  while  I  place  upon  their  biers  my  humble  tribute  of 
love  and  respect,  and  add  to  ail  these  other  words  of  love  and 
esteem  that  have  been  spoken  here,  that  two  men,  worthy  and 
true,  have  joined  the  silent  army  of  the  dead.  But,  sir.  the 
world  indeed  is  better  that  they  and  that  such  men  have  lived — 
men  whose  lives  were  spent  for  humanity  and  for  agriculture. 

The  resolutions  were  then  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  Bro  8.  H.  Ellis  m  de  a  few 
closing  remarks,  when  the  meeting  adjourned.
